^xwtjwMIfr Hiftory in the whole World. The acutcncffe of 
Ww/Sh M. the Author in his manifold polite Writings is fully 
demonftrated to all perfons in Chriftendome. 
#3Sw8l® Infomuchj that who hath not heard of his Fame, 
may be juftly reputed to have (pent his dayes in 
fome Anchorite’s Cell in the Terra incognita. Great and Excjui- 
fitcis the Learning, which he hath manifefted in his Books of the 
Vottrine of the Times : though it muft be confcft, he is fomewhac 
too liberal in his ladling of Scaliger, a man of great Knowledge, 
yet too much doting upon his own parts. In this Difcourfe he 
(hews the coacifenefle of his pen without obfcurity. Sir miter 
%#»leigh and others that have highly deferved by their Atchieve- 
ments in the Theatre of Hiftory, have fo voluminoudy inlarged 
themfelves, that the Reader’s patience is too difcourteoufly op- 
prefled. We muft acknowledg much to the view of the four Mo¬ 
narchies exhibited by Sleidan ; yet the curtncfle of that Piece is 
fuch, that many (lately and heroick Anions of Noble Princes are 
either not toucht at all, or fleightly paft over, without fatisfadion 
given to the diligent Inquirer. Clurverim hath written well, 
but not comparably to this Learned Man: having not fo well 
Rated the Chronological part of his Hiftory. Whereas Here, 
befldes the innumerable teftimonies of all the Ancient and 
Modern Authours, whofe Writings are of any ufe and fubfi- 
diary help to fo general and brave a Work 3 ye have iikewife 
many of the moft famous Eclipfes and Celeftial Characters 
fet down in their diftind places out of Herodotus , Thucydides , 
Ariftotlc, Plutarch , and hundreds of others in the Monkifh Age, 
which are moft infallible demqnftrations of the truth of thofe 
paflages and relations herein delivered. So that we may fafely 
fay, without the Cenfure of arrogance, Thar in refped of thofe 
heavenly Phenomena) whereby Hiftory is made to ride in its moft 
triumphant Chariot, there was never yet an Hiftoricall Book fo 
Compleat as this. Extant in any Age. He is not fo (hort, as to 
draw the vail of brevity over any Noble Ad ions: He is not fo 
long and profufe, as to Naufeate the Reader with prolixe and te¬ 
dious

dious circumftances: wherein others take too much liberty to in. 
fert their own private Judgments and defcants upon the Warlike 
A&ions and deliberated Counfels of great Kings and Generals, 
fometimes impertinently, fometimes abfurdly and childishly 5 
whereas the matter of fad* a thing principally to be attended by 
fober Hiftorians, might be comprehended in a fmall view. In. 
fonauch>that we may truly term this, The index of times j fo that 
anyperfon that is inquifitive into more ample Narrations, may 
by his choice Citations furnifh himfelf with a whole Library of 
Hiftory. In a word, he deferves the Laurell from them all, a 
Temple of praife to be erefted to his honour, and all other 
Hiftorians to be offered up as Vi&ims to his renowft. 

Furthermore, We muft acquaint thee (mod Candid Reader) 
that where Our Noble Author does terminate his Account of the 
Hiftory of former times 5 that the Work might be produced 
Compleat in all irsparts, we have made ufe of various helps and 
obfervationsof thofe who have lived beyond the Seas, as well as 
at home, to draw the Difcourfe down to this very day. We 
have indeed in the latter years more copiouily inlarged, becaufe 
the great and general Wars of Chriftendoroe, fince the blazing of 
the great Comet in t £18, have adminiftred more plentiful! mat¬ 
ter both at home and abroad, then feveral Ages that have pre¬ 
ceded. 

In the laft place. We have annexed a Compendious Geogra¬ 
phical Difcourfe of the whole Earth, and its moft memorable 
places, that fotbebeautifull Statue of Hiftory might have both 
her eyes (Chronology and Geography) in a moft lively manner in¬ 
ferred for the grand ornament of her perfonage. From whence 
the Hiftorical paflages in the foregoing Treatifes may be fixed to 
the very places wherein they were adfced by the Noble Chief¬ 
tains of Armies, in their feveral Warlike Expeditions againft 
their Enemies.

The 
which hope ^conceived of thee by the opinion of ally thofe fo many tokens of 
excelling t r ertues,which thou haft even at that Age, do render confirmed, 
and fare, 1 know not what altogether ‘Divine thing there if in you Prin¬ 
ces, and a higher towardnejse then the common capacity, which feparateth 
you from the common fort, and plainly jheweth that ye were born unto the 
Rule of Meny and to take in hand great and difficult matters. And as 
in the Bee's kind, fame figns are put on their KingSy whereby they are ea- 
fily known from the reft . Or as thefuccejTours of the Spartans were made 
remarkable by a Launce j The Pclopidans by an Ivory {boulder*, The 
Seleucidans by an Anchor, others by other naturall marks: So there 
is wont to be in Great men fame excellent thing *, whom the will of God, 
whogovernethnotfo much the condition of a ftocky as all things, and 
fetting down to every one his own ranky liftethup above the Lot of other 
men. 

Thofe fame things we have learned to be in Thee ; fir ft of all a fharpy 
and excelling wity of which there is fucha fpeedinejie to comprehend all 
ArtSy that now it being the Eleventh year oj thy A gey thou holdeft the chie - 
fe^ feats of Learning and induftry in the School of Eloquence,a Mind al- 
fo ft ir red up with the pricks of praife and glory j often (fombats with the 
Adverfary concerning all kind of Learnings j neither are the Conquefts 
and l r tclaries more feldome then the contentions . whiles thou indeed ob- 
tfine ft the chief dome among thy E quails, of all things, wherewith that Age 
is wont to be adorned ; and, whether by the perfwafion of thy father, or of 
thy own accord, thou attaineft that, which unto a certain Prince (with 
Homer) going to warfare, his father is read to have commanded him—

Alwaies to be the beft i’th Train ; 

Other’s excclkr, and remain. 

That .being a Child, tm this fhadowy, and fporting encounter,thou ma- 
keft aflourijb with thof t Triumphs, which afterward in a ripe Age thou 
[halt carry back from law full enemies, and battels . Unte theft, which 

commonly feem more gorgeout, thofe many better things happen ; A cer¬ 
tain flower of integrity, and comtltnefe, befmeared with the fp §ts ,/ « 

Ibices, a teachable nature, and pliant and bending t» the will of the fa- 
fljtoner, as alf ? pure Manners, and lovely , and, towardaB, even the low- 
eft, thegreateftgentleuefe, andcourtefyoftalk. Laftly, a diligent lo¬ 
ver ofcbnflian Piety, andworfhip, without guile. Thefe, and ethers of 
Lke fort great of themfelves, yet in thee they are but the feeds and begin¬ 
nings, with which thy mind waxethby degrees ripe,and it perfected ante 
the grace befeeming a Prince. 

But I have not determined hereto make a folemn cry of thy praifes. 
That,when there fhall be need, the which I had begun to [peak of, it /ball 
behoove all chiefly, who follow after Learnings Studies, to agree, and 
endeavour together for that end : and alfo above all,ourSociety {ball need 
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jo do it : unto nbofe education, thy Father (never without praife to be 
named) hath pafsed thee over. The which when he did, he gave together 
therewith , a pledge and token of his fingular efteem and. afjeRion of it 5 
and likewife he obliged Its faithfuUefje towards thee , that by what means 
it could, it ftjould imploy it [elf both for the enlarging thy renown, and 
alfo for helping, and ft irring up tby ftudies. I therefore, who, becaufe I 
am of that Fellowfbipyand a lover of liber all Arts, do think my fe If held 
by the law of both duties, / judged that I muft perform my duty in that 
very thing, by fathering this Work on thee: within which all Hiftoryfrom 
the beginning of the world unto the times of our Age, with as much brief- 
nefje,and diligence as I could, / have contained. For fo I thought / might 
chiefly profit thy ftudies whofe chief part is placed in the knowledge of 
Hiftory, and Antiquity. But wife men rightly deliver, this to be not 
onely comely for Princes, but very profitable, whether becaufe the civill 

learning of Trudence is taken out of that, while men learn from others ex¬ 
amples and chances, with no pains of theirs, and danger, what in mana¬ 
ging their own, or common affairs, is to be held, and avoided j or fromfo 
dady a changeablenefle of humane affairs, and fortune, which they gather 
from thence, and the downfall of Empires, and Cities, they are wont to 
make little regard of thofe, and, both in defending them, or requiring 
them, to give a mean to their defires •, and paj]e over their purpofes unto 
the fruit of found and conftantglory, which by vertue and godlinefie alone 
U received. That this is even the moft excellent uft of reading Hiftory , 
efpecially that grave Author Othoo/Frifingia, doth(not once) admonijb, 
chiefly in thefe words, which he hath placed in the end of his fecond Book. 
All thefe evills of things, nodding, or {baking (as I may fo fpeak),the day- 
ly deaths of martall men, ought to fend tu unto the true, and remaining life 
of eternity. Thou ft) alt gather out of this our book the fame kind offruit, 
of manners, and life, not onely more profitably, but alfo, which is the good- 
ntfe of thy Wit, more pie of ant ly, than that offeience, and knowledge, of 
which there is efpecially a forcible love in Children. And hencejafl ofall, 
from thofe two duties towards thee, which / have faid to be owing from me 
with the whole fociety, there will be made another con[equent,that although 
there being as yet no private Deferts of thine 5 oftby moft illuftriotu Fa¬ 
ther,purely there is toward me, as alfo toward our Society, common to both, 
I will in like manner pay the Honour^ndObfervance due from me by this 
(what fort foever) commendation of thy name .

ters of the deluge, all other things were deftroyed by the overflow¬

of the World, 1656, and before Chrifts birth, 232$.

T He Deluge bemg pad, Noah being come forth out of the 
Ark, offered burnt-offerings unto the Lord in the Mountains 
of ^irmenta 5 where fome ancient Authors have recorded, That 
the remnants and pieces of this Ark were referved a very loos 
time. 7 ® 

After this, Noah having applyed his mind to husbandry, planr- 
ed a V ineyard, and having drunk fomewhat largely of the Wine 
virtue and ftrength be did not yet know, became drunk! 
and then fell into a deep,whom undecently lying in his Tent.with 
his (name uucovered. Ham mocked, and (hewed to his brethren s 
but they turning their backs and going backward, did caft a cloke 
upon it: But their father afterwards knowing the thing, having 

curfed 
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curled Ham's pofterity,did blefle Seth's and Japhefs children. Then rvA^i 
Mankind being propagated by thefe three, did foonencreafe fo 
much, that one Countrey could not alone contain them any unto i7fz. 
longer, and even the other parts of the World alfo were to be in- 
habited. Into which before they went to fojourn, and before 
they were feparated afunder,they went about to build a high Tow¬ 
er in the Land of Shinar, whofe top might reach unto Heaven,that 
might be to them a name, and a general Monument to all their 
poilerity 3 for then the whole Earth was of one language, and of 
one fpecch, and God did confound it,for to fruftrate their endea¬ 
vours and Imaginations, diftra&ing it into fcveral other tongues 3 
fo the commerceand underftanding of the voice being taken away 
from them, they then left and caft away their counfel and de- 
fign of building 3 And what remained of this matter, is thought 
to have been for the beginning of Babylon 3 for that Tower began to 
be named Babel , from the mixture and confufion of tongues. And 
as thefe things are lefle judged to have been done at the begin- 
ingof this great Tower, which was a full Century of years after 
theFloud 3 fo it’s not convenient for us to inlarge our felves far¬ 
ther upon them. Now the firft part of the next Century being 
pa ft, then happened the diverfity of Languages* and the propa¬ 
gation of People and Kingdoms.* 

From Heber's pofterity, with whom the ufe of the firft tongue, AbtAm\ 
and the true Religion remained, had «, Abraham his pedegree, who p« 4 egrec! . 
was to be an excellent and great proof and example of godlinefle 
and obedience. His father was Ter ah of Qaldea , out of which 
Countrey by Gods command, he being aged feventy years* went 
together with his father into tJ£efopotamia> and he dwelt in Ha - 
ran about five years. There having left his Father, as he was 
commanded, he foon travelled into the Land of Canaan , with his 
W ife Sarah , and Lot his Nephew, it being then the 145 year of 
Ter ah his father, and his 75 th year. Then inthedayesof his 
father he lived near fixty years in the Land of Canaan 3 which be¬ 
ing expired, he in the 13 5 th year of his age returned into CMefo- 
potamia 3 and into his fathers houfe, whence, by the command of 
God, he returned again into Canaan ; And thus are reconciled 
thofe things which are ufiially obje&ed out of the Hiftory of Mo- 
fes, and of the ABs. 

After that Noah's pofterity was difperfed throughout the whole , . 
face of the Earth, then began the diverfity of Nations and King- 
doms, of whom the firft beginnings are recorded in the Scrip¬ 
tures 3 the ancientcft of which, was that of the A/yrians or Chal¬ 
deans : That began firft in Babylon , thence in Nineveh , and thence 
was cranfported into Afiyria^ and there remained,near a thoufand 
and three hundred years. For thofe things which Eufebim relates 
out of Africanue, concerning ancienter Kingdoms of the Arabians 
and Chaldeans , are more like unto a fable, then to a real truth. 

Belus is put the firft in the lift of the Kings of the Kingdome of */ w>or r#: 
Afsyria y who reigned in Babylon 3 and by profane Authors is thought «*»cr wiwW. 

to 
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to be the builder of it, whence he feemeth to be he, who in the Di- 
juJ! Period, vine R ccor< i s called Nimrod j to him, having reigned 6 5 years, 
unto 27 ?i. fucceeded Ninus , of whom was built Nineveh , and thither was 
the Throne of the Kingdom tranfported, which afterwards re¬ 
ceived its name from the Assyrians. Beyond him the prophane 
Hiftories do not mention any one 5 And he is faid the firft to have 
waged Warrs againft other Nations, out of the Juft and defire he 
had to tnlarge and extend his Empire, having brought Afia into 
his own fubje&ion, he at length overcame the Ba 8 rians y and their 
King Zoroajlres : Thence having taken Scmiramisiot his Wife,and 
by her having begotten bis fon Ninia y he dyeth fifty two years af¬ 
ter he had began his reign. 

Semiramis having put out of the Kingdom this young fon, (he 
Tuft^ i* *aketh by art and cunning the Kingdom to her felf, the which (he 
tufeb! chro. Obtained fourty two years. The Greek Chronicles do affert,That 
Babylon was built by her, but it may rather be faid, that Babylon 
Heiodot. was amplified and enlarged by her, and environed by a moft ad¬ 
mirable wall, whole circuit was of four hundred and eighty fur¬ 
longs 5 and the faid Annals record farther. That (he entred into 
Afia t vMedtA) Perjia y v£gypt> Libya> and Ethiopia y and fubdued 
them, and that (he after that entred with her Army into India y and 
fpoyled and ruinated ir. At length this lafeivious woman pro¬ 
voking her fon to inceft, is by him killed in the 42. year of her 
reign •, and in the 24th year of S emir amis reign was Abraham born, 
and not as Eufebm falily hath perfwaded himfelf. 

Ninias having killed his Mother, with much (loath and idle- 
nefleheld that Kingdom,which had been exceedingly amplified 
and inlarged by his Anceftors, and governing all things by Gover¬ 
nors and Dcputies,and feldom appearing 5 he paffed the reft of his 
life in rhe company of Harlots, and was fet in the lift of the effoe- 
minates 5 which life the Kings chat followed him embracing,were 
fcarely known to pofterity by their name, or remarkable in any 
thing, being reckoned in Eufebius* s Chronicles three hundred and 
three ; Africanus numbreth four more in their rank,and lengthen¬ 
ed that interval! of the whole Empire more then reafonably he 
(hould 5 which (as I have already demonftrated) is limited in 
1300 years. 

b. o. dc do a. ln fame time that the Kingdom of the Assyrians had its be- 

tcixp. 15 ginnieg, there were alfo other Kingdoms eftablilhed in other pla¬ 

ces 5 efpecially the Kingdoms of the ^ Egyptians , and Sicyonians y 
but the licence of fables hath corrupted and perverted their be- 
Tbe Egyptians ginning and original: The Sicyonians Kingdom was ere&ed in 
Sieyo aimoft twelve years after that of the tAfsyrians y and 2164 
years before Chriits Nativity, and continued near upon a thou¬ 
sand years.

and Jacob, and of bis Children } tAnd alfo of job at lap. 

T Hc various Pilgrimages and things a&ed, both by Abraham , Abrahm** 
and his Pofterity 5 are contained in the fpace of thele years. J^ s, x . ia 
t Abraham y the Famine being great aimoft in that very firft year ‘ x *’ IO ‘ 
that he tranfported himfelf into Canaan y went into Egypt: Where G 
God preferved his Wife Sarah from the luft of the King: Thence en 1 * 
being returned again into Canaan y he is pur away and feparated 
from Ter his brothers Son, who had travelled with him out of 
<Mefopotamia> and had long been his domeftical companion. He sea. 14. 
tfcfired and chofe to dwell in the Countrey of Sodom y but Abraham 
dwelt ip Hebron in the plain of Mamre. 

Thence followed that War in which thofe rive Kings, of the 
number of whom the Kings of Sodome and Gomorrah were5 being Cca ‘ 16 • 3- 
overcome, and their Cities deftroyed by Chedorlaomer and the 
three other Kings. His Confederates Lot with his family and all 
his goods, was part of the prey 5 but Abraham having heard of it G 
furprifed on a fudden theConquereurs, and they fmitten and put Gc *‘ l6 ’ l€ ' 
to Bight, in an unexpc&ed ar*d quiet night, he recovered all things Gen. 17.1. 
fafe, together with Lot his Kiniman. And CMelckifedeck King of g*n. X 8. & l9t 
Salem y as he was returning from the defeat of the Kings 5 brought 
him gifts, and an oblation of Myfticall Bread and W ine,and this 
Salem is Jerufalemy and to him Abraham reciprocally gave the tenth 
partofallthefpoil. 

Ten years after that, Abraham had began to dwell in Canaan. 

Sarah feeing her felf barren, fuffered, and gave her handmaid 
oAgar to her Husband5 She being with child, and defpifing her 
Mifttefs, being hard dealt by with her, flyeth into the Wilder- 
nefs, but being returned home by the Angels command, brought 
forth If mod to Abraham then aged 8*. years. 

This Patriarch in the 99th year of his age, by that Covenant 
that he had made with God, was Circumcifed with all his fa¬ 
mily, and Ifmael his Son, then aged between thirteen and four¬ 
teen years. 

This fame year was fatall to 5 Wora, Gomorrah , Admah y and Zc- 
boim * which Cities for their abominable wickcdncf, and by rea- rhebumieg 
ion of their unreafonable luft, the fire from Heaven being kind- o{SoJom - 
led and fomented with Pitch and Brimftone cenfumed them. 

Out of which burning Lot being delivered and fnatched by the 
Angels, having loft his wife, which conrrary to the forbidding 
command looking back, was Metamorphofed into an Image 
of Salt, he firft efcaped into the C icy Zegor or Zoar y which byliis Gcn * l7 ' 
prayers he delivered from that imminent danger and deftrumon,

tfla^Pedod, night, a ad through drunkennefs,he defiled his daughters with in-

1. by Gods command 5 turned Azar out of dores, together with I\h - 
jnfeph.x. war/her Son. ifaac having now attained unto mans eftare, that 
orig. c. 14. ( aJ ijofepkus thinketh) the 25 th year of his age, ftands ready to 
be offered up for a facrificc by his father, in the Mountain of 
Moriah , beingfoon delivered again by the command of God <that 
had commanded him to be offered up. After his mothers death, 
which died the 127th year of her age : he married to wife Rebec- 
Gcnl»5*.»®.

And then was Ifaac in the fourtieth year of his age. Abraham ha¬

Wives barrennefs, he begat of her twins, Sfstt and Jacob in the 
year before (brifi 1Z76. Then dyethAbrabamy in the 175. year of 
his age, and before chrifts birch x 862. 

Gen.tf. 7 . Then ifaac being excrcifcd by divers travels and troubles, his

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CHAP. IV. 

Of the Kingdom? of the Grecians, Inachus his Tofierity, and Ogy- 
ges his deluge $ of Prometheus, and the Kingdome of the Athe¬ 
nians. 

I N the fixth year after Abrahams death 5 2857. years before 
Chrtfly the new Empire of Greece waseftablifhed in Pelopon^fm^ 
Jnachw being the Author of ir. Whom moft of the Ancients make 
cquali to Mofes. But Eufebiut affirms that he was long before his 
time. We limit the beginning of his Kingdome from 327. years 
before the Children of ijfrael went out of tsEgypt. After Inachus , 
Greece continued its Empire 54 6 . years under 13. Kings. Of 
whom the nine firrt, even to Gelanore , were called Inachads, as 
defending in a direft line from Inachus. gelanore being expelled 
of the Grecians^by their generall confent, Danaus is inverted with 
the Empire, having been a Sojourner in tASgypt. He derived his 
Originall from Inachus. For Epaphus, Belus his fon, whom Io the 
daughter of Inachus bore to J»/>/7rr,was reported to be his great 
Grand-father. Between *Danau$ and Acrifius were four others 
poflelt of the Empire, who after that by his imprudence, he was 
flain of Perfew his Grand-child, cMicenus interpofeth in the King- 
dome. The lali of whofe bloud, was Eryfiheus. He being (lain by 
the Heracltdes , the Pelopides, in number fix, enjoyed his eftate, 
the laft Kings of whom, were Tifamenut , and Penthilus , Orefles 
Son. The Myctni reigned 210. years. In the whole from Ina- 
chus, 75 6 . years, to the 80. year after the deftru&ion of Troy. All 
which, though here glanc’d at, will afterwards be fet down in 
their dirc& intervals. Thefe happened for the moft part, in that 
intcrvall which terminates the Children of Ifraels progrefie out of 
v£gypt. 

Thor anew, Son of (a) Inachus and Afeli/a Oceanina y Inftitutcd 
laws to govern them, who hitherto wcte(b) rude, and lived dif- 
perft, and, if we may credit(c) tApollodorusy had Peloponnefm under 
his Government. 

(*) His Son was Apts,{tom whom ^Apia derives its name,which 
afterwards was called Peloponnefut,who being hated for his tyran¬ 
ny, was treacheroufly flain of Thetxion and Thelchines, leaving no 
lflue behind him. After his death he was confccrated with di¬ 
vine (e) honours in ^Egy'pt, andalfo/of/) Inachus his daughter, 
they report,was there canonized,(g)and named Ifis. But PaufaniJ 
attributes it to Ja/by Son to Triopafy which feems more proba¬ 
ble. 

Under the fame Phoroneus reigned Ogyges in Attica, in whofe 
time hapned thatgreat inundation which was called by his name.

after their comming out of Egypt , about the eighth day of April, 

Afofes crewed a Tabernacle j and made Aaron a High Prieft, his 
Sons being Priefts under him. But the ungratetull people not- 
withftandingfo many benefits received, as continually UManna 
rained down from Heaven to feed them, (h) with Quails aho <*)Numb.it. 
fent down amongft them, difrcllifhing thefe dainties •, defifted 
not yet to murmure againft God, and at Mofes. (0 Afterwards v ) 

Afofes fent ten then to fearch the Land of Canaan . Who re¬ 
turning after fourty dayes, did fo poflefle the minds of the people 
with terrour; notwithftanding J ofbua and Calebs indeavours to 
G a the 
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Anitoii? die Contrary, who tl.emiclvcs alio went to view the Land, that 
jui.Pctiod, diey were ready torebeJl, (a)for this they were denyed anadmit- 
unto ^703 tance into the land of Canaan, and led back again by the dc farts of 
Arabia till after all the Rcbells being confirmed, and dead, two 
onely remaining of the whole multitude, Jofhua and Calebs who 
had perfevered m Faith. Wherefore about thirty nine year they 
wandredupanddowninthat Defart like Pilgrims* in which 
... . . theylufferedthefcverc punifhmcnt of their obftinate rebellion

the Authors of a wicked revolt, were-with their families fwal- 
lowcd up by the earth, and 250. of their faction burning ln- 
tenfe, were by fire from Heaven devoured.

Thefe things hapned in the fortieth year of their comming out of 
C^Numb.io. Egypt. In wh ich Aaron the {d) High Prieft dying, his Son Eleazer 
fu ppl ied his room. Af ter this Sion King of the Ammorites , and Og 
the King of Bajhan being overcome, Baidak King of the Moabites, 
joyning with him the Midianites , oppofed the Hebrews , not fo 
much by open war, as by fubtilecrafr, bringing along with him 
Balaam the Soothfayer to curfe them.

nour of his Priefthood, but pardon to the people for chat great 
fin. 

(*' Deut>?4 , W In the fourticth year of their depatture out of Egypt at the 
latter end of the eleventh Month, Mofes dycth in Mount Nebo, 
to Am.Chr. which rifeth from the plains of Moab, in (e) the 1 ao. year of his 
49U age. He was fuccecded by J efbua the Son of Nun, of the Tribe 

of Ephraim, who led the people into Canaan over Jordan, the River 
(<0 Joto. 4 . being drye-H upjthef^)tenth day of the firft Month,which is Nifan , 
which is about the fixth day of Aprill. After which befieging di¬ 
vers Cities, he deftroyed them and their Inhabitants by fire and 
(OJofo.*. Sword > ( f ) beginning with Jericho, the walls of which City after 
feven dayes furrounding with the Ark, by blowing of horns, and 
the fliout of the Souldiers, he level'd with the ground. He put 
(P Jofh. I0 . ro flight (/) five Kings of Gib eon, which was furrendred up to the 
Hebrews, in purfuit of whom, and to their utter mine, that he 
might h? \e the morefpace, he commanded die Sun and Moon to 
ftand (fill a whole day.

The remainder of the facred Hijlory to the building of the Temple, where- V’VVi* 
Ui hot h what was done by the Judges, as by Saul, David, and Solo- 
mon are contained . 

J Ofhuab ^departing out of his life the 14th year after Mofes his U) jaOi.uk. 
ieceafc in the 110th year of his age* The Elders then governed 
the Common-wealth about to years 5 after which others fuc- 
tceded them both in order and time. To fpeak more fully of each 
particular a^ion of them, and their deputies, brevity doth here 
forbid. Wherefore fome lew of them fhall here fuffice. {b) After 
the death of Jofhua, the Tribe of Judah overcame Adombezec King 
of tne Canaanites in battel, whom apprehending in his flight,they 
cut off his thumbs and his toes, the fame punifhment being re- 
fetved for him, which he before had infli&ed upon feventy other 
Kings. Other Cities this Tribe overcame, taking fome, and 
making the others their Tributaries 5 not without offending God, 
by whom all conditions with that Nation were forbidden to 
them. 

The Hiftory of dticha and the Tribe of Dan , which is compre¬ 
hended in the 18 Chapter of Judges , appears to have come to paffe 
under thofe Elders which fuccceded Jofhua ,as alfo Jonatban&rand- 
child of <JMofes, and his Tons that were chofen for Priefts to the 
Tribe of Dan , are in the fame place fpoken of. 

At that fame time arefe that Civil War occafioned by a rape 
committed by the Gibeonites of the Tribe of Benjamin , upon the 
Wife ofa Levite* which offence the other Tribes mod fharply 
re venged. Th e Benjamites which food up for the defence of their 
fellows, being in the third Battel almoft all (lain, who had been 
conquerors in the two former. This happened about the fame 
time which I fpoke of, (a) that Pbincas EUaiter’s (on, Aarons grand- («) 
fon, officiated in the Priefthood. »i. 

Thole Elders being now extina, who although by their Au¬ 
thority they had kept the people in Order, they forfaking now 
their own Religion, (b) and being forfakenof God, were by Chus, (*;judg. j. 
the King of the c Moabites, eppreft with 8. years bondage. That 
by their ad verfity they might be brought to remember God,whom 
in their profperity they had forgotten. But upon their repen- 
tance God rais’d up Othoniel to revenge their quarrel^nd for their 
deliverance, being in the year before Chrift, 1459,who vanquifh- 
ing Chus, for fourty years procured them their liberty. But after 
his death revolting to the fame wickedncfs,they were alfo punifht 
with the like fervitude, which they fuffered 18 years under Eg- 
lon King of the Moabites , till the 3313 year of the Julian Period. 

Eglon being (lain, Ehud for his virtue was preferred to be Judges 
who governed for a long time, (to wit) 80 years*

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•Nyv-O In ti.c ycar before Chrift, 1301, (c) Ifrael fubdued by Jabin 
I?p?unto’ % King of Canary were for 20 years by him opprefled ; after wliich 
3701. being again reconcil’d to God, they fhake off their yoke. The In- 
U/rv'NJ iUuments of their victory and delivery were two Women 5 Deho- 
Ujjudg.4. ra ^ lhe prophetcflcj who encouraged and flirt’d up Barack of 
Nephthah to undertake the War. And Jael, who receiving Sifera 
flying from his Army into her tent, flew him, by driving a nail 
through his temples as he flepr. 

(*) Judg. (a) ‘Deborah being dead) the Hebrews relapfe into their prifline 
7 * wickcdntffe and Idolatry, for which they are delivered into the 

hands of the Midianites in bondage, which when they had under¬ 
gone 7 years in the year of the World, 2730. they are reftored to 
(4) Ant.chr. their liberty by Gideon , (b) who by Gods appointment cliofe out 
xt?4. 300 men, whom he furnifhed with trumpets and earthen pit¬ 

chers, which when he brought forth to the battel, breaking their 
pitchers, wherein their lamps were included, and at the fame 
time founding their trumpets, their Enemies were fo terrified, 
that they ran one upon another to their mutual definition. 

(c) Judg. f. Gideon after 40 years (c) dying, Abimelech his fon tyrannoufly 
ufurps his fucceflion, a 1 Med by the means of the Sichemites, who 
confirming the Kingdom by murther, which he had gained by 
guile, mofl barbaroufly flew his 70 brothers $ having linifht his 
third year by great impotence and cruelty. After he took the 
City of Thebes , and befieg'd the Tower, unad vifedly going under 
the wall, fmitten in the head with a ftone thrown down by a wo¬ 
man, offered himfelf to be flain of his Armour-bearer. 

(<0 juJg.it.« (d) Some Judges efcaping us who did nothing worthy of me¬ 

mory. J ephtha of great efteem, though of obfeure birth, ( being 
the Ion of a Harlot) was a valiant and a&ive man; Whom the 
Israelites that inhabited at being oppreft by the Ammonites , 
chofe to be their Captain, wandring up and down with a com¬ 
pany of Robbers. He being about to encounter his enemies, made 
a Vow to offer in facrifice to God, whatfoever firft met him at 
his return home. In purfuance of which vow, he facrificeth his 
daughter, who was the firft that came to meet him. This hap¬ 
pened in the year before Chrift, 1166, about 18 years after the 
deftru&ion of Troy , being ten years more after Agamemnon like* 
'wife flew his daughter: unlefle this Fable be feign’d in alluflon 
to that true hiftory.

After and the like examples of his 
unparallcird ftrctigth, being deceived by the allurements of a 
woman, and by her betrayed to the Philiftines, by whom he 
was blinded, and expofed to be the fub jet of their fport ; He ta¬ 
king the pillars in both his arms, which were the lupportcrs of 
that houfe wherein the Nobles being aflemblcd together to feaft 
themfelves, and to behold him, were buried together with him 
in the Ruines of the fame, in the 20th year after he began to be 
Judge.

high Prieft flam. Their father at the news falling backward from 
his Seat,broke his neck.

Saul, as Clemens Mexandrtim relates in Strom. 1. 

{h) Siiul after li years fighting with thc Philiftines , (c) was, to¬ 
gether wit' 1 his fon Jonathan (lain, whofe head being plac’d in the 
Temple of Dagou, his body they hung upon the Vv ails. 

(d) Dazid be wailing the death of them both, takes the King- 
dome, ruling firft over his own Tribe 7 years (t) and 6 monechs, 
when as he was anointed with great folemnity in the open Aflem- 
bly at Hebron , in the 30th year of his age. 

(/) In the mean time Ijbbojbeth fon of Sa*/,ruled over the other 
Tribes.; nor was the end of this, leffe then Civil Wars between 
both Competitors; the one claiming the Kingdom by right of 
Succeffion; the other vindicating his divine eftabliftiment, and 
both by arms: but humane at length gave place to divine might; 
in thc 8th year (g) that he had fucceeded his father, he was in his 
ownhoufeby adefperate attempt privately murthered, leaving 
the foie pofleffion of the Kingdom to David. 

(h) In the year before Chrift, 1047, all the Tribes of IfraH 
convening together, he was at Uft made King at Hebron , being a 
man of undaunted courage, and famous for his achievements; 
yet far more renowned for his piety. His firft rudiments he had 
under King Saul, with whom much ingratiated for his behaviour, 
as alfo that memorable atchievement in killing Goliah, and fub- 
duing the '■Philijlines, he was admitted into affinity with the King, 
and (#) married his daughter Uldichol. But the ardent affeftion 
in a moment turn’d into the greateft envy and hatred; for being 
, often 
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often fought after to have been flain, through defarts, rocks and 
caves oblcuring himfelf, he difappointed the fedulity and eauuft 
endeavours of his father-in-laws ftrift and diligent fcarch of him. unco 3701' 
Nor would he once lay hands on him when he had him at hi* k/VNJ 
mercy. By fuch like examples of his patience and meeknefle, be¬ 
ing feven years exercifed; Saul ( as before fpoken) being dead, 
firft of all over his own Tribe, and afterwards over the reit of the 
people, ( Ijbbofhetb being dead) he without any Competitor ob¬ 
tained the Government.

Lr ' /NJ °/ f ^ °'/g/ n *U of the Ancient Creeks which was comprifed in that [pace 
of time, from the \iisie\\iQS departure out of Moypt, to the fourth 
year of Solomon. Of the threefold kind of the Grecians, iEolicks, 
Doricks , and /onicks 3 which fprang from Hellea , Sonne to 
Deucalion. 


T HisIntervall comprehends the Originall of the Ancienrcft 
Creeks .- of which, however rhe truth be 5 it is fo confound- 
ed with thofe many fi&ions of the Poets, thatitis fomething du¬ 
bious to judge of. Notwithftanding which, we (hall endeavour 
from the probableft of ancient writers to digeft it in fome order of 
time. And feeing the Grecian affairs and thofe renowned people, 
are the lubje& and fcope of the work, it will be here pertinent to 
ipeak of the Grecians themfelves, and ofthe firft derination of that 
name and (lock. 

E ,. /foiled. . Their namc and derived from Hellen theSon of Deucalion, 

lib.i.Diod.4. is diftioguifhed and divided into three kinds 5 u£olick, Dorick, 
So r „ an , d lQmck ' thc Authour ofthis progeny, as I faid, was Deucalion , 
apud Phor who 15 sported to have had his Kingdome and feat in The/aly. 
Cod. 1 so. In his age was the inundation of Greece, whofe time from the pro¬ 

bable opinions of divers, we conceive to be in the year before 
Chrift, 1529. the third year after the Israelites progrdle out of 
v££)Ph as we fhall demonftrate in its convenient place. 

Tne Sons of Deucalion and Pyrrha were two, Hellen, and Am- 
phiByon. AnpbiByon , expelling Cranaus , reigned in Athens. 
f rom Hellen me Greeks are called «aa#w. He begot three Sons of 
“Contm.apud. Orfeis, v£olus, Dorns,and Xuthus. * sAEolus being the cldeft 3 fuccee- 
rh 0 l .hb. 27 . ded his Father, and obtained whatfoever lay between the Ri¬ 
vers Enipeus, and Afopus. So that befides The/aly, he became 
matter of Locris, and Beotia. To Dorus* s lot, fell that Country which 
is mdci parna/us. He built Boeus^ fitiMuS, Pindus, and Erineus, 
From him the Kingdome of Doris took its name. Xuthus the 
youngeft Son, expelled by his brothers for robbing his Father 
of his treafure, took his flight into Attica, where he built Tetrapo* 
Its, and married Oeufa, thc daughter of Erecbtheus . 

Sr" e/Eo/aS begat feven Sons > and fivc daughters of Enares the daugh¬ 
ter of Detmachus. His Sons were, Crttheus, Sifypbus, Athamas, Sal - 
moneus. Deion,Magnes, and Pericres \ and his daughters, Canoche , 
Alcyone, Pifidice, Calyce, and Perimide. Crithius oilyro, his Brother 
Salmoneurs daughter,begat ^fon, Amythaon, and Theres. The Son 
of tABfon was Jfon, Amythaon , inhabited Pitos, in Peloponnefus , and 
begot Melamfos and Biantes. Melampos for curing the daughters 
of Prtgtus of a Frenzy, had the Kingdome of Greece 5 together with 
his Brother By antes delivered to him from ^Anaxagoras, theSon of 
Megapenthes 3 and of Iphianira, PrOttus his daughter, he had Anti* 
pbas, Mantus , Bias , and Pronoes : the Sons of Antiphas were 0 ‘icles , 

oj 
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or as Paufanias calls him, /odes, and tAmphalx: but Oteles begat 
tAmphiaraus, father of Amphilachus, and Alcmeon. 

Bias begat Talaus , father of Adraftus, and Tarthenopaus, of Pe- 
rona, and Eriphyle of Amphiara , his Wife. 

Pheres, begat Admetus, and Lycurgus, from him fprang Ophcltes, 
who was alfo called Archemorus . Thefe were Critheus his 
Sons. 

Sifypbus founded Corinth, and of Merops the daughter of Atlas 
he had Glaucus the father of Bcllerophan . 

Athamas being King of Beotia, by Nephele, had Phryxus and Hel¬ 
len : Afterwards of I no daughter of Cadmus , he had Sons Learchus 
and Melicertes. 

Salmoneus firft inhabited The/aly, and after that, Slis 3 whofe 
daughter Tyro, before (he was married to her Uncle Critheus , 
brought forth to Neptune, Petias , and Neleus . Who when they 
came to age, falling to variance amongft themfclves, Neleus flies 
to Me/ana 3 and of Chloris, Amphion*s daughter, had eleven Sons, 
who were all (except Neff or) (lain by Herculs. And but one 
daughter named Pero. 

Pelt as governed in The/aly , having two Children, Acaftus, and 
his fitter Alee flit 3 2)1/00 pofleft Phocis, and befides other Sons, had 
Cephalus, whofe Wife was Procris. Magnes, his Sons were Polyde - 
8 es, and DiBys, Inhabitants of Seriphus . Perieris of Gorgophone 
daughter to Perfeus, begat Apbareus , Leucippus, Tyndareus, and 
Icarus. 

Hitherto Apollodorus brings the progeny of the Solids. But 
* Diodorus Siculus, befides thefe, mentioncth another Son of \AEo- tLib.4.p.i8 7 
lus, called Mimas, who wandring remote from his brothers, reign- Gr*c.edu. 
cd in ts£olis. his Son was Hippotes, who of Melanippe begat t s£c- 
lus , whofe daughter was Arne, who being got with child of Nep¬ 
tune, and for that rcafon delivered in cuftody to a Metapontinean, 
by her Father, (he at his houfe was brought to bed of Twins, &0- 
lus named after his Grandfather, and Beetus, of whom *ALolus 
inhabited thofe Idands, from him called Moles : and Beotus, re¬ 
turns to his Grand-father, and ruled in Molts, who built Arnes, 
naming the Inhabicancs Beotians after hisown name. 

But Xuthus (for of Dorus progeny there is nothing memorable) Ionumfl; , 
Hellens youngeft Son, expelled by his brothers, made his abode in 1 " 

Atica, where marrying the daughter of Erecbtheus, King of Athens, 
he had Sons, Achaus, and Ion. Achaus againtt his will bccom- 
ming guilty of murther, (as Conon upon Photius hath it) efcapes 
to Peloponnefus , and in that Kingdome which he named Achaia, 

(but,beforc, Mgialea)hc built Tetrapolis 5 After which,by theafli- 
ftanceand aid of the Athenians , and Mgialenfes, going imoThe/a- 
ly, he received his fathers pofFeflion. 

Ion remained at Athens,and if we may credit Conon, Erecbtheus Jones called 
being dead, obtained the fame Kingdome 5 From him alfo were Alt,ckj - 
the Atticks called Iones.

ed. Qilon the fame? aufanias relates, that in A chaia, when he 
made his efcape out of Attica to make war againft Selinunt, was 
to t.im reconciled, by x an agreement of marriage with Helice, 
Selnuat's onely daughter, and afterwards fucceeding his Father 
in Law, he named them lo nes, which before were called JEgialen- 
J'esy Afterwards there arifing a war between the Athenians and 
the Eleupnians , by whom I on being chofen Captain, coming out 
of A chaia, he finiiht hh life in Attica. This Paufanias relates con¬ 
cerning the A chaians and the A ttieks. 

Dc Gracorum Ic is now wort ■; our labour toconfider what diftinftion of Lan- 
variiJhnguis? guages were ufed amonft the fir ft Grsuiar.s, for the people were 
principally derived into three kinds, JEolicks, Doricks, and I onicks y 
to which may be added A^ticks y who could not confift without 
being joyned to the Ionian *. Strabo faith of thefe four languages, 
or dialt&s of the Greeks , there were but two Originally. The 
other being corruptly formed from the commixture of the others. 
The two former are the Doricks , and the A ttieks, whereof the for¬ 
mer is the Antient JEolick, and the other the Ionick. Bur that 
which was afterwards termed tobe the JEolick and Ionick, through 
their commerce with divers Nations, varied its property accor¬ 
ding to their levcrall conditions j for the former remained incor- 
rupted, bi caufc that they poflefled quietly the Countrey of the 
Doricks, and A ttieks, by reafon of their roughneffe and barren¬ 
ness being little invaded by ftrangersand Forreigtiers. 

The fame Author adds,That allthe People beyond Iflhmm were 
in qreece ,e xcepting the ^Athenians,UMegarenfes, and Doricks, the 
Inhabi ants of Parnafsus , and were called «/ £olians even to this 
tine. but of ancient time th cJEolenfes inhabited between Iflhmm > 
v. un whom the Jones coming out of Attica, and the Doricks from 
Doris were mingled. Thefe alfo the Heraclides brought back into 
peloponneftu : but why the Doricks are reported by Strabo to be 
brought back into Pdoponnefus , I do not very well fee s nor that 
afterwards the Ionians and oBoltans had firft their feat there, as we 
read. But the fame Author in his 9th book writ? s, That o£falius 
King of the Doricks being by Hercules reftored to his Kingdom, for 
requital of that favour, adopted Hyllus , Hercules' s fon, whom alfo 
he left his fucceflor? from whence fprang the Heraclides , the in¬ 
i’ St^abc habiters of Peloponnefus. Moreover,the Ionians (as * Strabo writes) 
lib.s. were by the Achaians, of the ^ olian •$ ftock, driven out of Agialus, 
or Achaia 5 from whence there remained but two forts in Pelopon¬ 
nefus, the Doric ks,&n6 olicks . 

Moreover, the Arcadians and Eleans , who inhabited thofe an¬ 
cient Scats, who by reafon of the Mountains in that Kingdom,and 

craggy 
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craggy rocks, coaid hardly be approach! unto,l'actificing to J ufi- 
ter Ohmpius, ufed the Dorick tongue s but the others, a language 
made up of the Attttk and Dortck dialed, faith Strabo, in the be- 
ginning of his 8th book; which quotation of the Author is fome- VTW 

ll " It^isnot'in'the power of humane Art daftly to compute the 
times wherein thefe things happened, yet Khali endeavour it in 
a i .omely ftylc. Xuthus banilht out of Thefsdly in:0 Attica, repairs 
to King EreBbcus-, Erectheus began to raign in the year before 
Chrift 1400, Deucalion's flood is reported to be much about the 
year before Chrift, 152*. So that the ftock of Helen being named 
Grecians, and diftinguiftied into feveral kinds of people, were 
about 14. or 15. ages before Chrift. Much about the time that 
the Israelites pofleft of Palestine, began to be under Judges. This 
order obferved, partly out of other probable Hiftories, and partly 
by conje&uri, we Sail prudently compute the time of thefeverai 
poILritics of Heken, which in this place will be needleffc to 
do. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the time of the Macenian Kings, which fuceeeded the Grecians, 
anu of the Inlands, and fome remarkable pafsages of Perfcus his 
progeny , conducing to better knowledg of Antiquity.

Kingdom, Tabus fucceeding cjhiegapenthe after whole death vide,, de 
A'Jraflus his fon leaving Greece, traveil’d into Sycione, where after doft - 
he had govern’d certain years, he return’d to Greece again, where tx5,8tl * 
he received Tydius and polynices, two fugitives. But truly at that 
time when Agamemnon govern’d iMycene, did Diomedes the fon of 
Tydius rule over qreece , as Euflathius obferves about the ych Iliad 
in this verfe j

That we may come to the iMycenians, we rauft explain the ftock 
of Pet feus, with which are contained the chiefeft A<fts of the Gre¬ 
cians in that Age. But deriving their original yet higher,wcfhall 
fpeak of the progenie of the Agenorians or Cadmeians, in which we 
fhali follow tApollodo/us. Inachus had a daughter named /o. fhe 
going into Egypt, had by Jupiur,Epaplm the King of Egypt, of whofc 
daughter Lybia and Neptune got Belus and Age nor, being twins 3 lo 
faith Apollidorui : But we affenc rather to U) paufanias,who makes ( a ) p auf . c<^ 
this lo, not thedaughterof Inachus, but of J *fu$ many years fince, rn. p. j».

Where it is evident, that the Kingdoms of the Mycenians was 
tranflated to the Pelopides , about the time that the Heraciides en¬ 
joyed ‘Peloponnefus j of which hereafter : for the Pelopides came 
came into Affinity with the flock of Per feus * fo that, of Nicippe, 
Pe lop's daughter, Sthenelus begat Euriflheus , as aforefaid.

A T that time which immediately followed the departure of 
the Hebrews out of Egypt, were extant thofe names famous 
amongft the Poets in their vciies, and alfo thofe fabulous Grecian 
Heroes 3 iome whereof are rank'd amongft live greater, other 
efieemed to be of the demie and idler gods. Moft of thefe here 
and there, as occanon hath offered, we have already treated of* 
and now we ihall cometo (peak of fome of the moft noted amongft 
them 3 and firft of all of Hercules , which name appears not to be 
attributed to one alone, (a) There were three mentioned by Dio- r^ D ^or. 
dorus, one of the ancienteft of which was JBgyptius , who tra veiled Hercules flu. 
over all the World in the exercife of arms. The fecond, i«. 

/is, who came of the Cybells Pricfts, and inftituted the Olyna- 
pick games. The laft of all was born of Alcmena, a little before 
the Trojan Wars, who was fubje<ft to the commands of Euriftheus :

Thebes, (d) which City as it began to increafe by his means, fhook 
off their fubjt&ion to the command of Erginus King of the Mi- 
iiians, and overthrew Orehomen, a City in Boeotia, which was 
the Metropolitan of that Kingdom. For which, Creon King of 
Thebes gave hivcvJMegcra his daughter to his Wife. After which, 
obliged to the fcrvice of Euryfheus,ht archieved various attempts.

(O/QiiU? g ran ^ athtr was Deucalion, begat ^£fon the father of Jafon, upon 
Aigonauu- Salmon the daughter of lyron, and of her, being raviih’d by Nep- 
ruro Expeai- tune, Telias was begotten. He, Critheus being dead, invades the 
kingdom of Theflalie, having expcli’d his brother *A£fon, whofe 
fon increafing now in vigorous years and ftrength, whom fearing, 
he commands him to tail for Colchos, to fetch thence the Golden 
fleece, which was to regain that Treafure which Phryxus in his 
flight had there laid up. The fame of this Expedition being 
fpread through Greece, which then abounded with moft valiant 
men,tnany hc raa ^ cs his ailociaces and partners of this fo 

fab. il. glorious an cnrerprize,whofe names are various. The(d) chiefcft 
/fpoli. 1. are famed to be Hercules the fon of Alcmena, Orpheus born of Oea- 
5 h 0l i°vai Z rus and Callic P a > eminent Mufick and Poetry 5 and Pollux , 

Orph!&c. Peleus the father of Achilles, Telamon, Thefus , peritheus, and 

orhers. Who having conftituted their Captain, and pro¬ 
vided a Ship larger then hitherto had been feen any, to whom for 
her fwiftnefle they gave the name Argo, hoift fail for Troas. 
Where Hercules delivered Hefion the daughter of Laome- 
Dion. 4. don > having (lain the Whale to which (he was expofed to be de¬ 
fy* &c. voured; and having a grant of her for his labour, he left her be- 

hind with her father, together with hisfwife horfes,tiliat his re¬ 
turn from his Expedition, he might receive them altogether. 3 a* 
fon no fooner arrives at Colchos, but falling in league with Me - 
dea, the daughter of King u£eta, is made matter of his defircs, 
whom having wedded, he conveys her, together with the Golden 
Fleece for Theffaly. Hercules demanding his contra&ed-for re¬ 
ward from Laomeclon, and feeing himfelt deluded by his perjury, 
vanquifheth Troy, flayes Laomeclon , and delivers the Kingdom to 
his fon Priamus . The writer of the letter Iliads reports, this to be 
done about fourty years before the Grecians utterly demolifh’d 
Troy. Wherefore the Voyage of the Argonautes • apppears (if it 
be fo) to have been in the year that is numbred before our Chri- 
ftian Epock 1226$ Dares the Phrygian reiaieth thefe things fome- 
what varioufly, faying, That thefe Argonautes being denyed 
the Harbour of Troy by Laomedon, that foon after they were return¬ 
ed into Greece, having furoifhed themfelves with a Fleet of Men 
of War, having failed to Troas, took theCity of Ilium, and flew 
Laomedon with all his Tons, one onely excepted, who was then 
happily abfent, Priamus by name 5 and that Hefto fell to Telamon’s 
lot in reward of his vertue: whom Priamus by his Ambafladours 
in vain redemanding, he fent his fon « Alexander into Greece with 
an Army, by whom Menelaus's Wife, Helen by name, being car¬ 
ried a way, hereby was caufed chat huge and fo memorable Wart 
Thus faith Dares , the Phrygian . 

Thefe 
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(a)Thcic Argonautes being returned home into their Countrcy, <\a^i 
they appinted to make, in Jupiter's honour, a folemn Play, with jutpenod’ 
great preparation and lliew, and.they committed the care of it unco 3701.* 
to Hercules $ who crc&cd the Olympick games in Elis, a Province 
of Peloponncfus, near the River Alpheus , although that (£) Velleius p 4 , 7 ^ lod ‘ 4 * 
makes Atreus me Author of them, and that he faith. That through (fc) VclL *. 
them Hercules was the Conqueror of all forts of games; but it 
may be that thefe games were not onely once, and by both in a 
ihort fpace of time played and celebrated, Hercules death was not 
long before the attempt of his pofterity upon Peloponncfus, and be¬ 
fore Erifheus* s death, which tails upon the twentieth year before 
Troy's utter dettru&ion, as hereafter (hall be evidenced. 

In the mean time Jafon living at Corinth with Creon the King, Diod. p.179. 
he married Glaucie his daughter, having repudiated Uldedea, ha- 
ving now lived ten years with her; which injury his cruel for- 1 c 
mal Wife, revenging upon freon’s family, and upon her own 
children which (he had by Jafon, (heflyeth for fecurity to Hercu¬ 
les then in Thebes ; and after tedious and long wandring?, the at 
laft after a long fpace of time returns into her own Countrey 5 
Jafon by reafon of his treachery being much envied,being dettitute Died, p.180. 
of all things,he bereft himfelf of his lifc.There efcapedrk/*/*fi ' he 
onely one of Jafon*s and CMedea’s children,who afterwards fetting 
upon lolcus his fathers Countrey,took the Kingdom due to him by 
his fathers right, which from him was called The/alia ; though JeM. 1. 
the fame Velleius attributeth this to aoother of the fame name. pAsi. piu. 

Ac the fame time did Minos reign in Crete, the Nephew of that ihetf.ApoJ.j. 
other (JMinos who isfaidtobc Jupiter’s fonby Em op a ; ,y£geus, 

Thefeus’s father,caufed this man’s ion named Aadrogeu$,to be mur- 
thcred in Attica : And for chis caufe did CMims wage War with 
the Athenians , then at the fame time a great famine and drought 
being fent of God into Attica , and throughout all Greece, the Prin- 
ces of the Cities fent to Delphos to confulc the Oracle, What re¬ 
medy they might take for this evil ? And as they were asking, the Diod. 
Oracle anfwercd,That they (hould make v£acus the fon of Jupiter 
and tAEgtna, the Patron and Mediator of all Greece % ^abacus ha- 
vingtaken well and in good pare their vows, reftored fertility 
and pientifulneffe to the fields of them all, except of the *4 the- 
mans : But they going again to the Oracle, Apollos anfwercd. That 
they (hould not have an end put to this evil, untill they fatisfied 
Minos’s defire concerning tAndrogeus’s death; therefore by 
his decree, every feventh year they are commanded to fend feven 
Males, and fo many females into Crete. Whither Thefe us JEgeus* s H y* 
fon, being come,either by his own free will, or by chance having 4a * 
overcome the Minotamnu (which is faid to have been Mims’s Ge¬ 
neral under the name of a Bull)by the help and danger of Ariadna, 
which was in love of him, he freed for ever the Athenians from 
this bondage: This happened a little before the death of tABgeus, 
and the beginning of Thefeus •$ reign 5 for when Mgeus faw a (hip 
of Thefeus failing from Crete with fails, and not white, as amongft

Diori.4.?.i87. au d ten years after that, thofe Princes were defiroyed before 
Hyg ’ Thebes : their Sons who were called Epigonians, having cliofen Ale* 
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meony Amphiaraus's Son for their Generali, they undertook a 
War againft the Thebans, and thefe Thebans being overcome in juUanPcriod, 
fiaht, they demolilh the City 3 they lead away prifoner Tirefta 3 mjpox. 
who died by the way, and fend away his daughter from CHanto to 
JDelphosy which thence went into tAfia.

tri. Moreover Jupiter and EleBra, had yet two Sons more, 
dardanus &nd Japan 01 Jafius, who both reigned firftin Italy 3 and , 
that in the City Coritus in Tufciay though fome do not confcnt that Jg * W 
they draw their Originall out of Italy , but out of Arcadia 3 there- varro. and 
fore having both left their fathers Court, they came into Samo* g« k ^apud: 
thraci a . 

Whence afcerwardsjDdK^^f travelling to Troy, was courte- 
oufly received of Teucer die King,and married his daughter Batiea. jEn V * ut xroy.’ 
Some fay that Dardanus flew his brother Jafius. Apoltodorus faith Apoii. 3. 
that for his attempting to violate Ceres , he was killed by a Thun¬ 
derbolt: There are yet fome who think that Dardanus reigned in 
Troy before leucery and that this man came from Crete. Teucer i.^ pro g. 
being dead, Dardanus built a City of his name in Mount Iday near aug- 
the Sea, and called the people Dardanians, after his name: his Apoi.uiod. 
Son Erichthonius begat Tree of Aftyocbey Simoes daughter 3 by whom ApolL 
theCountrey was called Troia. This Troi begat of Callirrhoe , Sea- ibid. 
mandrus's daughter, IluSy Ajjaracusy GanimedeSy and Cleopatra a 
daughter. Tantalus King of Pavhlagonia , ftole Gammed away 
about iy2. years before the deftrudfion of Troy, as Clemens Alex- Dj® • 
andrine aflertech out of the old Chronicles. Eufebtus’s Chronicles Clcm- A i cx , 
mention this Hiftory alittle after this time, and calls the King of x.

fortune was not mucli more favouraole, to the Conquerours, as 
they returned home, than ike had been to them that were con¬ 
quered 3 for mod part were caft away or oppreffed by the Tem- 
V 11 11H dgamemnon in embraces of his houihold Gods, and of 

fab iifj. ‘ his wife, was thruft through, and fo murthered by the adulterer 
cs£giftbus , Thyefia *s Son, but his Son Qresies did afterwards 
avenge his death, who with Eleftra his filler, familiar to all his 
count el Is, did flay ^Egislhus and Clytcmneflra his own Mother* 
the Gods (as it is reported) approving this his parricide, blcffed 
him with a long and happy reign, for he reigned feventy years 
and lived ninety, and he married Hermio , Menelaus ’s and Hele - 
nas daughter, Pyrrhus Achilles Son, being flain at Delpbos, who 
had taken to himfclf his contracted fpoufe twenty years after //i- 
um* s deftru&ion. 
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With better fuccefle did thofe two Trojans, Anterior and e/£Af¬ 
ar, from the burning of Troy , go into far Countreys 3 of whom, 
the firft landing in the Venetian (hore, built there Patavia, the 
other with a fleet of two and twenty fhips arrived into Latium 
which was then ruled by Latius, Eaunius'% fon, or as fomc would 
have it Hercules's Son: Before whom we find there was But four 
Kings, J anus yS aturnusy Picas , and Faunas ; whileft J anus reigned 
Saturn being expelled by his Son J upiter y he came to the Italian 
ihore, and there being courteoufly entertained, he built a Tow¬ 
er not far from Janiculum, which from his name he called Satur - 
nia. Eufehius's Chronicles allot 130. years to thefe four Kings: 
whence it appears that the beginning of Janus's reign was about 
13 30, years before Chrift, and by this we may gather what is 
the aneienty of the heathcnilh Gods: for being Saturn as I have 
faid, was alive when J anus ruled in the year 1330. before-Chrift, 
his fon Jupiter could not be born much before that, and that was 
in the time of £W, judge over the Hebrews, about three thou- 
fand years before this our age, about which time was the Golden 
age fo much commended by the Poets Fables. Vrgil and Ovid 
aflert that picus was Saturns fon: But [when Faunas teigned, then 
did Eiander fail from Arcadia into Italy, it being feme threefcore

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years before 7r«j*s dcftra&ion, and built there PaUntinm, _ where 
room was built after : Before his time,the pelafgians went firft out 
of ihejfaly into Epiros and Dodona-, then, being gone thence into unt«3701!

1.' fpcech, Apcllos under ftood the Sea, through which one fay Is to the 
mouth of Peloponnefus. As the Heraclides approached near Pitreus, 
Enjlbus's Uncle and his oppofed himfelf with forces to them; 
The fight being begun, A riftomaebus, one of the Heraclides^ is kil¬ 
led, and then HiUus challenges any one of the enemies to fight 
with him in a fingle duel, upon the condition. That whofoever of 
either party fhculd overcome,thc fame party fhould pefleffe Pelo¬ 
ponnefus, and chatthe Heraclides if their enemy foould overcome 
them, fhould not come again againft: peloponnefus fuch a certain 
time/which Diodorus faith ,was the fpace of fifty years,and others 
fay an hundred. The condition being excepted, Ecbemus King of

give him Elis . By his conduft and cncouragemenr,they prepared

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a Navy, and invade Peloponnefus. About this time the Countrey 

was inhabited alraoft by two people, .the Achaians and the/ cot, 

fo called from Xuthus his two.ions 3 the Achaians dwelt at Argos urn*370^' • 

and Lacedemon, under the dominion of the Telopides, which were, 

Agamemnon's pofterity , Tifamenus and Pentilus by name, whofe 

father was Oreftes, The Jones poflcfTed Acba 'ta ; The Heraclides 

having expelled the tAchaians , they diftribute their lot into three - 

parts, of which Argos befell to Temenet, and c Mefjenia to Crefphon- 

tes , and Laconia to Arifiomedes's fonsj and they faid, that chefe P* uf «-Mcf- 

Countreysdid belong to them by right of inheritance, as well as Ap ol " 3 ‘ 

of conqueft, becaufe that the pofterity of Perfew poflclTcd Argos 

before Pe lop's children, and that Hercules had committed Laconia ?^ Cor * 

to Tindareus, having (lain Hippocoontes who held it firft, and Mf- p * 

fenia to Hejlor which he had conquer’d, having (lain Neleus his fa- p, u f. Elian. 

ther, and all his brothers. p. ifo-Sua- 

Oxylus took pofleftion of Elis as they had covenanted, of whofo. * * 

off-fpring was Ipbitus, who renewed the Olympick agonals. The 
Arcadians alone remained in their former fituation, becaufe they 
lived in unacceffible and rocky places. The Elidians received Pauf c#r# 
in one pare of their Countrey the*£tolians that were ft rangers, p. s*. 
Renindas Falcus** fon did inyide the Phltapans , having expelled 
Hippof us, who thence went to Samos , and had a fon called Eupbro - 
nes, who was fatter to Mnefarchus, of whom defeended Pytha¬ 
goras . 

This incurfion of the Heraclides afforded great motions and 
tranfmigrations throughout all Greece • for whenfoever any one 
Nation was eje^ed out of her own Countrey by a ftronger, foe 
fell upon the next weaker then her felf ^ even as it's done in the mAcha*. 

Sea, tormented and tolled by the winds, where the waves arifing p-*°a 

from far off, drive away the next in their way. The * Achaians 

being forced to yield their Country to them, as I have faid, they 

fall upon the Ionians in tAchaia, and thefe being overcome and 

put to flight, they went into their Countrey, having killed Tip a- pauf.ia Adtsu’ 

menus the King in the battel. Tne Ionians fled into Attica , where. 

Melantlm received them, who himfelf had come thither with the 
children of Neleides and Neftor, together with others not long 
afore. 

Pdufanhts faith, That this man was Andropomput's fon,thegrand- Corine*. 
child ot Bonn , whofe father was Penthilus, who was the grand- 
chi id of Periclymenus, Nestor's fon, and that fincc the Heraclidian 
expulfion he went to fojourn in Athens, with whom Conon agrees. c Ji 4 
Pernaps then the Athenians with the Boeotians waged Warr at Su«i.iri voco 
Oenon , and fo for the Angularity of thefe Kings battel it was demo- 
lifoed. Thymetes King of Athens fearing him, Melanthus being in 
hope of the Kingdom, underwent the danger. And having (lain 
Xambus the King of the Boetians, he changed his banifoment to 
the Athenian Empire, foon after he a ftrangcr received the Ioni¬ 
an* that the Achaians had driven away. Hence it appears, that

&. Acha. Atlxwans, *Apoll os having anfwered, That thofe.fhould be the 
p- * 3 *- Conquerors whofe General Ihoulddic in the battel, having put on 
Codru *‘ a Shepherds habit, he enters the enemies Army,there rafhly ftir- 
ring up a quarrel, he is flain by a common Souldier whom he had 
wounded : The Dcrienfes finding it to be the corps of the King, 
they then retired without fighting ; In which deed of his, whe. 
ther his contemptof his life, or of his Kingdom, ismoft tobead- 
mired, it’s hard to refolve, becaufe mortal men ulually prefer 
thefe two things before any other thing, thoughnever fo dear and 
precious. This fight was in the year before our Chriflian ac¬ 
count 1071, which is according to the Julian period 3^43. . 

By £Wr«’s death the Kings of Athens fucceffion being extm- 
guifhed, and the Government of the Republick being permitted 
to the M^giftrates, whom they called they at the begin- 

ing were in office for life, and the firft of them was Medon£odrus'% 
Ptu r fon, lame of one foot, whom his brother Neleus not willing that 

Acha. p. 10S. he fhould be a Prince, the thing being referred to Apollo s anlwer, 
he commanded Medon to have the office. 

The fcoiiuti Thatlmay makean endtowhat I had refolved touching the 

tranfpianw. tranfplantations and Colonies of the g redans. After the return of 
lwn ‘ the Heraclides there was two remarkable ones. The firft Solicit, 

Strabo. I.13.J w hcreof was Commander ia chief Penthilus Oreftes's fon, who as 
foon as he left Laconia^ ntred firft with his men into Tbracia‘,±en 
he being dead, there they tranfported themfelves into Afia, and 
poflefled that part which afterwards was called t/Eolif, for the 
, Achaians who inhabited Laconia , were the %/ Eolians . The other 

A™a. p.10 6 . cranfplantation was much more renowned, which is called Ionick, 
Am. i.«. an hundred and thirty years after the ruine of Troy, or, as fomc 
Herod * ia other do think, 140 years. The lonians being gone to Athens, as 

vita Ham. we have already declared, after Codrus' s death, his fons Neleus and 

Velleius. Androchus being their Leaders, they tranfported themfelves into 
Afia , and into that confine of it which by them was called Ionia, 
the Towns whereof they inhabited. 

- In the fpace between thefe two tranfplantations, Theras, Ante - 
Cions fon,the great grandchild of Polymces Oedipus's fon 3 whofe fifter 
Ar^ia being married to Arifiodemus , brought forth to him Procles 
and Euriflenes , led a Colony of Minyans out of Laconia 5 Now 
thefe tjtiinians were the pofterity of the Argonautes of Lemnos, who 
being driven out of Lemnos by the Pelafgians, they with entreaties 
obtained entertainment in Lacedtmon , where being courteoufly 
received, and fuffered to dwell in the City, as they began to grow 
infolent, and to vindicate to themfelves the right of the Kingdom, 
they are caft into prifonsjthence having changed their habits with 
* their 
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their Wjyes, they efcape into Taygetum. But as the Lacedemonians 
were leading them totbe punifbrocnt, Teras required, that they 
might be.fprgiven and granted to him, fosto lead them to a new uoco 3701. 
Plantation r. Having obtained them for the companions of his 
Voyage, he led them into the Ifland Calif tt, which is between Ach ^ fio6 - 
Crete and Lybia, and commanded it to be called Thera after his sw«boi3. 
name 3 paofanidt faith. That this was done an Age before the 
lonick tranlplantation, which is efteemed to be thirty years. 

After the Jones tranfplantatiooout of ^Attica, the £olians be- Herod ia 
gan to inhabit the City Cuma Plmcods, or Phriconupt ^Eolick, who 
about the fame ripe being departed: out of Laconia towards Locris, Varri j. y.‘ 
and poflefled that Mountain Phrifium* whence being tranfported 
into Afia, they called that City Cuma, from that Mountain which 
they haft poflefled twenty years after Lefkon, was frequented by 
her Cicirens •, buc it’s manifeft, that this Plantation was werea- Velleius, 
fed at the lonians arrival into Afia with new Colonies. gjj* n 

The j&lians in the eighteenth year after they had arrived to vWcEuCioi 
fuma, built Smyrna, that is I $8 after the deftru&ion of Troy ; At dcpr*p a 
which time was born chat admirable and clear light of under- 
Handing, Homer, about a thoufend years before Chrift, Solomon ; 

then ruling over the Jews; although Authors do not pun£ually 
agree about his age: Near equal to him was Hefiodm , at the lame Lengonit 
time both in genius and fame,then li ving,who fome fay wasa fore » Sph*r, 
him, and others foy,after him, but the learned in the Poerick Art P* *• 
do gather from Arfturus riling, that he was equall to him. 

Cuma was one of the Towns of the Ifland Eubtta, out of which steph; 
Calcides, Hippoclei,Cmem> and UKegafibenes, th tChalcidonian lead- 
ing Colonies into Italy, there they built Cuma, whofe travel and E utb.Chxon. 
fleering (as it’s faid) a Pidgeon dire&ed flying about before them, 
or the noyfe of brafs, fuch as was wont to be doneat the Vigils of 
Ceres feftivals. It’s faid, that they agreed fo amongft chemlelves, 
that of the two people, the one fhould be the Colony, and the 
other fhould give him his name 5 and fo having the Cumeans name, 

(he was properly of the Chalcidonians, which Virgil therefore doth 
call Euteick. Strabo faith. That of all the tranfplantations which 
went into Italy or Sicily , this was the ancienteft, and therefore an- 
cienter then the Trojan affairs 5 but Velleius and Sufebius judge it 
far otherwife.

T He Dorians with the Heraclides, having poflefled Peloponneftu, 
eftablifhed there two chief Kingdomes the Lacedemonian , and 
the (forint hi an , the fons of c Arifiodemus, having expelled the 
Achaians , and Oreflidians , inverted themfelves of Lacedemon •

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£££. * ml **nA Euripidesby mme, whom Cicero hath declared to have 
jui. Period, been both alive, onely that Procles dyed a year before his brother 
unto 3701 . and did greater achievements, of whom the two families of 
Kings were propagated in that City, of the Eurefthidians which 
L. a* «edhr. was efteemed thechiefcft, and of the Procledia*s, whichwas the 
fecond in Principality •, this fame was alfo called the houfe of the 
Euredipondttcs, from Euripontes, Procles his Grandchild ; the lift 
oftbe Kings, out of the firft ftock was more diligently obferved, 
the other remained more obfeure, without the number of the 
years that every one of them reigned. The beginning of that 
hrft Kingdome was foon after the return of the Heraclides into Pe- 
Poivb a. » in the 11 o a. year before Chrift, it ended in Egefipolis 

»7i.*nd304. both after Cliomer.es death, did reign about the 

hrftOlymp. year, 140. 

Vide 1 . 9 . de About the fame time that the Heraclides began to rule in Lace- 

c°3 x ' lCmp * demon , then alfo did the Corinthians ere& a Kingdome, the which 

Coruit, p. 47. tnco£olians or Sifiphians held afore, as Paufanias faith, out of 
which progeny the laft Doridac, and Hyantydas being disinvefted 
of the kingdome by Atletes, Hippotes's Son, grand-child of Phi. 
lantes, and kinfoaan to Antiochus in the third degree, and to Her- 
cubs in thefourth, remained as private men in the fame City,and 
after that Atletes’s children did enjoy the kingdome, of whom 
Telejtes is numbred the laft by Paufanias, after whom were cho- 
len the annuall Confulls 5 Automenes being the firft 5 whom Eufe - 
bms makes a king, yet the new family of the Corinthian kings is 
wont to be efteemed, as extraded firft of Bacchides, and is called 
the houfe of the Bacchides . The laft king of the Heraclides , Telefies 
by name, according to Eufebius ceafed to reign three years before 
the firft Olympiad, unto which are reckned 324, years from the 
beginning of Atletes reign, which is the next year after the Hera- 
elides return to Peloponnefus. 

After Automenes, thexhiefeft of the fame houfe of the Barchi- 
dia »5 did govern the City, one of the family being every year cre¬ 
ated chief Magiftrate, whom they called unto Cypfdus, 

who had his ongmall of Melas, Antafus's fon. Tnis Metis was 
born in thcTown Gone Ufa, near to Sycio, who with Atletes and 
the Heraclides, overcame Corinth : he was by them afterwards 
“x. r 1 ^ c - made a Citizen. Cypfelus reigned thirty years in Tyranny, and 
Ariftot. y . his Son Pertander , fourty four. And therefore from the beginning 

c. ia» of the Heraclides reign, unto Periander\ death were 518. years 
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C ontaining 484 rears, from the fourth year of Salomon, which u 
3702 year of the Julian Period, to tie death of Cyrus, 4185 
years of the fame Period.

Whietf thing fo-heightened their minds, 
that ten Tribes being wholly rent from David's family, they ap¬ 
pointed themfclves a new King, Jeroboam the fon of Nebat, an 
Epbramite, onely the two Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, being the 
numbers left for Rehoboam, By tbat,w*s the Jewilh name cleft

(<•) But the King of the Ifraelius being fully bent ro falihood (O S King, 
aeainft fo many benefits of God, gave punilhments to the utmoft, & ichr. 18. 
both by other wickednefles,& alfo by the reproach oVHahotb who 
was {lain,and inthebattel which he had begun againft thtSyrtans, 
in the third year when he had made peace with them, being fmit- 
ien thorow with an Arrow, he dyed the deatb.But Jehofaphat) wr.o 
bv jovnins Armies together came into the tellowfhip of his dan¬ 
ger, by the help of God is wonderfully fnatched out. (g) After (*) *Cbr.*«. 
thefe things innumerable multitudes of CMoabites and Ammonites 
pitching their Camps againft Jehofaphat 5 by his prayers they 
weredeftroyed by a daughter.- Whereby the prey was fo great, 
that they could not carry it away in three dayes. 

Ahab being dead, Ahaziah his fon held the kingdom of che If- 
raelites in the year before Chrift S97. Moreover, in which year 
Elijah being caught up into Heaven in a fiery Chariot, call his 
cloak on the top of Elijba) and appointed him the heir of his Pro¬ 
phetical gift. The Chronicle of the Hebrews which they name 
Seder-bolam doth confirm that to have happened in the 17th year 
of Jehofaphat . But alfo the (4) fourth book of the Kings {heweth, 4 Kings*, 
that not long after the death of Ahaziah King of Ifrael , Elijah was 
a liver on the earth. For in the fame year ^Ahaziah dyeth, who 
being fick, had fern certain men on a Meffage, to ask counfel of 
Baalzebub concerning his recovery 5 whom Slias meeting, bade 
them to tell the blamed Prince, thathelhould dye of that difeafe. 

(b) By and by,fire being called down from Heaven, he confumed (*> 4 Kings*, 
the men of the guard that were fent to take him. 

After Ahaziah his brother Joram was chief over Ifrael in the 

(c) eighteenth year of Jeb*faf>hat>an heir of his fathers wickedneis, (*; 4 Kings j. 
although he was fometimes more gentle. To this King leading *• 

an Army with Jehofaphat and the King of the Edomites^ againft the 
CMoabites ; and being in danger in a thirfty Country for want of 
drink, Elijba camefor relief for J ebofaphats fake: and befides wa¬ 
ter, gave victory alfo over the enemy: in which War the King 
of the Moabites came unto that defpair, that he being inclofed by 
a fieec laid, and in vain endeavouring to break form, ( d) he ia- w>ibi 4 .v«t.

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f'sS'S} crificed his own ion the heir of his kingdom, through a cruel cnur- 
juhVcrSd*, Bering Religion. Alter thefc things Elijba waxed famous in a 
unto 4185 • greater manner by miracles, and foretellings of things to come; 

tne which are declared in feme Chapters of the (a) fourth 
book of the Kings. 

About the fame time two J orams both ruled in the kingdome, 
the one the ton of J ehfapbat, the other of A')ah. For J ehofaphat in 
twenty and five years finiihed his reign ; after whole death J or am 
(lew his brethren, and by the like unnappinefle and treachery rhe 
<*) 4 K’ngs other tour years being finiihed, he ( [b ) gave place to Abaziah the 
k iChr.s. fon of Atbdluh) the daughter of Abab, the Neece of Amri y who 
fcarce performing his office a whole year, was flain by ]ehu with 
J or am the King ot ff/ael. For the Lord carried up this man to the 
kingdom of Ifrael, co blot out utterly the ftock of Absk The 
which as foon as he had gotten, he iloutly indeed endeavoured 
tnat work for God • for he commanded jezabel to be caft head- 
long out ot a window : whole dead carcafs when it was fought 
for burial, nothing of her was found befides the skull and feet, 
and upper parts ot her hands 5 rhe reft,the dogs devoured 2 bus he 
took care alto at the fame moment to have the feventy foas of 
A?abl lain. Al.'o ail the facrificing Priefts of Baal gathered to¬ 
gether into one place through the ihew of a holy foiemnity, he 
commanded to be killed, he burned the Image with fire, demo¬ 
lished its houfe: but that which remained, he reftored not the 
worfhip of his fathers god: and he abode in the worfhipping of 
die Calves which Jeroboam had placed.

;To P "* w ° rth y dtath Zachary the Prophet, the fon of that Jeboiadah, to 
whom he owed his life and kingdom ? becaufehe, the Spirit of 
God conftraining him, reproved their wickednefs. Neither did 
God long defer the revenging of fo great wickednefs. The year 
following, HazaelKingntSyria with fmall Armies,having wafted 
the kingdom of Judah, flewallthc Princes, and could fcarce be 
turned away from Jerusalem, the which he now fought occifion 
again ft, by great gifts, into which all the treafures were poured 
out. Joafb himfelf a little after being taken with a moft grievous 
licknefle, being chruftthorow by his fervants in his bed, dyed in 
the fourtieth year of his reign, neither was he laid among the 
Sepulchres of the Kings. 

Among 
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Among the Jfraelttes J ehu being dead, his fon J ehoabaz, as alfo 
Joafb the fon of Jeboabap do both reign fixteen years. Then terobc - j. P . ^ to * 
am, the fon of loos fourty one years, all not worthy to be named, 4iS*. 
and given to Idols. Moreover, Joafb king of Judah had Amaztah 
his fon his Succeflbur thirty one years. oAmaziab, Azarial) took following.* 
by crafc, who is alio Oziahy and was chief 5 2 years. 

The eleventh from ‘David reigned Amaztah the fon of J oafb, 

(d) whofe beginnings, events of his father, were worthy of praife, 14. & » Chr. 
their ends were unlike. He railing war againft the Edomites with *f ■* 
the whole ftrengthof the kingdom, armed three hundred thoufand 
ofhisSouldiers": belidewhom,he hired out of the Ilraelitifti king- 
dome an hundred thoufand; the which the charges which he had 
beftowed on them being lleighted, he ftraightway font home at 
the word of one Prophet, forbidding him to make ule of the help 
of fuch. God being delighted with the king’s obedience, gave 
him to overcome his enemy. But that vi&ory, as profperous af¬ 
fairs are oftentimes wont, turn’d into the deftTU&ion of the Con- 
querour. For very many Images of gods being gotten among the 
fpoyies, he purfued with worfhip and holy rites: Neither would 
he hearken to the Prophet affrighting him from that wickednefs. , 

Therefore he being forfaken of God, firft of all he is overcome 
and taken by ]oafb king of Ifrael, whom he hadfoolifhly provo¬ 
ked ; the Walls of Jerufalem being broken down ; all his riches 
as well facred as kingly being taken away. At length, Amaztah 
after fifteen years from the death of Joa/Z?,was flain by the confpi- 
racy of his fervants. (*)4Kmg* 

(a) J oafb reigning, and in his tenth year, if any credit may be 1 J. 
given to the Hebrew Chronicles, Elifba dyeth, which is the 3884 
year ot the Julian Circuit ; the which by this accounr,muft needs 
perform that Prophetical gift very long, under fix kings of Ifrael 5 
he dying, promifed a threefold vidory to King Joafb over the Sy¬ 
rian ; which alfo a little after he obtained. But into his Sepul¬ 
chre the dead carcafs of a man being caft, ftraightway as foon as 
it touched the bones of the good man, it is raifed to life. 

Azariah reigned the twelfth from David, or Oziah , a Prince 
good enough, and therefore he being covered with God’s defence, 
happily governed the kingdom. But at laft forgetting himfelf 
whiles he ufurpeth through pride the offices belonging to the 
Priefts, being made leprous on a fudden, he is driven out from all, 
even civil office, the ordering of the kingdom being pafled over 
unto his fon Jot bam. 

Among the Ifratlites Jeroboam at that time fwayed the Scepter, 
in which time Azariah begao 5 for this man is faid to have begun ^ 4 
in the (bj 27.year of him. if. i. 

Under this and Oziah kings, many Prophets flourished, efpeci- 
ally in the kingdom of Ifrael L the which as it was more corrupt, fo 4. 

it had need of more often remedies, (a) Therefore while Jeroboam 
reigned, Jonah ftood forth or up, who foretold to him a vj&ory 
over the Syrians. Moreover under Oziah were famous, Hofea, ]o> l, 

Amos y Abdtab . ffaiah alfo prophefied-undcr the fame king, (b)Tfte 
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( b) The thirteenth from David in the kingdom of Judah was 
Jj bam, not unlike to his Father Oziab in godlincfle. ft) But his 
ion Abaz was the wcrli of Kings, and fo defpifed his tathers Re- 
ligion, that he worshipped BaJ, and fet Images and Altars by 
hun, he facrifictd his ions by a wicked cuftome in the fire. For 
that thing the neighbouring kings vexed him with very great 
(laughters 5 the king ot Jfrael, Syria, and the ^Afyrian, whom he 
had itirred up againft this king with great rewards * alfothe£^/t- 
mhes, and Pbihftines, Ihat he might appeafe thofe calamities by 
foolilli counlel, he appointed curled rites, to pacific the gods of 
Damafctu towards him, and the Temple being (hut up, he rais'd 
up Altars here and there to Heatheniili gods. 

Abaz governing the Tribe of Judah, Hofea was chief over the 
Israelites, a little more tolerable chan former Kings of Jfrael 5 nei- 
tner yet caft he away the worfhip of vain gods, or brought over 
his mind to the worshipping of the true. 

But (d) Hez-kiab kingol Judah) who fucceeded his father .Abaz 
next to Damiel) far excelled all Princes. For this king caft down 
all Images and Temples, cut down the groves, took away the high 
places: And laftly, wholly obeyed the Law of ejnofes. In the 
lixth year of this king, the ninth of Hofea, the 199 3 year of the 
Julian Period, Salmanazar the king of the Afiyrians, Samaria be¬ 
ing taken, hecarricd away all thclfraelites into Afsyria , and fo 
the kingdom of Jfrael ceafed, which remained almoit 2 54 years. 

(a) In the fourteenth yearof Hezekiab, the 4000th year of the 
Julian Circuit Sennacherib the fon of Salmanafsar , king of the Af- 
fyrians, breaking into Judea, took many Towns,or overthrew them. 
And then he fends Rabjhakeh with Armies to befiege Jerufalem,who 
returning, while he is making ready to invade J erufalem, in one 
night an hundred eighty and five thoufand are flain by the An¬ 
gel. 

In the fame year, after the flaughter of the Afyrians, Hezekiab 
falls into a deadly difeafe; of the which he was healed from God 
by Jf'aiah the Prophet, and his fife prolonged for fifteen years, 
(b) They do difordtrly, who place the difeafe of Hezekiab before 
the daughter ol the Assyrians. 

Among the Ifraelites, who were carried away by Salmanafsar , 
(0 was Toliah, a mod holy man, whole Hiftory is delivered in a 
particular book of writing. 

The fifteenth from David rcigneth Manafsch, in the twelfth 
year of his age, who fo degenerated from his fathers manners,that 
thou car.ft not know, whether, on cither part, was more famous: 
the one in piety towards God, and performances of other virtues 5 
the other in the the contempt of his fathers worlliip, in cruelty, 
luft, whereby he made forcible afiaultson (acred, and likewife 
on humane things. Therefore in the eighth year, as we gutftc, of 
his reign, he being taken by the Princes of tne king ot Afsyria s 
Army, and bound in fetters, he is brought into Babylon 5 where 
he being (hewed his evils, and turned with his whole heart unto

the W orkmen holding their fwords in one hand, and tools in the 
other, through the great oppofition oi the Samaritans. Yet was 
it not outwardly in divers refpc&s fo glorious as the former ; Bue 
cna Lord promifed (by the Prophet) it ftiould be more glorious: 
which was fulfilled not onely by Chrift the light of the W'orld, 
his pcrfonal preaching glad tydings therein; but efpccially by 
dwelling in his Saints, of whofe bodies (which arehis TemplcJ 
that was but a type. Herod the Afcaloaite, in favour of the Jews, 
pluckirgit down, made it much exceed the fecond, though iome- 
wnac intcriour to the firft. But it was again deftroyed by Titus , 
Fffpafiani fon, Aug. 10. (on which very day, Nebuchadnezzar 
burnt the fiift wittTfire) which City, to be befieged, the Jewes 
their rebellion and obftinacy againft the Roman Emperour,(under 
w ofe power they were) to fulfill their own wi(h in crucifying

And in the 13* year of Chrift, (through a rebellions bythem rai- 
fed)chcy were by Adrian the Emperour, in general banifbed never 
there to inhabit but as ftrangers • fince which,they being difperfed 
over the Earth,have been banifhed out of England firft jthen out of 
France,Spain,Portugal,KdpUs ,&S/V/7y.Yet arc there many in Germa¬ 
ny, Poland, Amjlerdom in Holland, (where they have a Synagogue)/^- 
/j,and chiefly Rome it fclf,with the Pope** jurifdi&ionof Aiignion: 
which permiffion of them under the Pope,although an expectation 
of their converiion be the declared reafon; yet confidering the Pa- 
pifts Icnage-worfhip, whereby they are (tumbled: and they alfo 
not being luffered to fee fo much as the New Teftamcnt: as alfo, 
that at their converfion, they muft likewife convert all their goods 
to the Church, as ill-gotten 5 it may be rather judged to be from 
profit hereby aridng.

It was built on Mount 
Sion, having a ditch about it cut out of a rock; which was not 
conquered, till David (by Joab) took if, although the Citizens co¬ 
vertly and prcfumptuouily faid, their blind and lame could defend 

it. Then was this the Royal Seat* In which Solomon built the 
magnificent Temple, the place of general worfhip: which being 
detlroyed by ’Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon in the 13 50th year 
of the World,was (after the Jews return from Captivity) rebuilt* 
the Workmen holding their {words in one hand, and tools in the 
other, through the great oppofition of the Samaritans. Yet was 
it not outwardly in divers refpeds fo glorious as the former: But 
tnt Lord promifed (by the Prophet) it (hould be more glorious: 
which was fulfilled not onely by Chrift the light of the World, 
his pcrfonal preaching glad tydings therein; but efpecially by 
dwelling in his Saints, of whofe bodies (which are his Temple; 
that was but a type. Herod the Afcalonite, in favour of the Jews, 
plucking it down, made it much exceed the fecond, though iome- 
what inferiour to the firft. But it was again deftroyed by Titus, 
refpafians fon, Aug. 10. (on which very day, Nebuchadnezzar 
bunt the fiift wildfire) which City, to be btfieged, the Jewes 
tiuir rebellion and obftinacy againft the Roman Emperour,(under 
w ofe power they were) to fulfill their own with in crucifying 
C ..rift, that his blood might be upon them and their children, af¬ 
ter fome years, caufed * and at the time whereof, there dyed by 
f vord and famine above a million of people in the City it felf, 
bcfiJes near 100000 taken prifoners at the taking it, and in other 
Cities well nigh a million more:and all this from the tathyearof 
Nero, unto the fecond of refoafian, which was within 4 years time. 
And in the 13 6 year of Chrift, (through 2 rebellions bythem rai- 
fed)thcy were by Adrian the Emperour, in general banifbed never 
there to inhabit but as ftrangers : fince which,they being difperfed 
over the Earth,have been banifoed out of England firft*then out of 
F rar.ee )Svain,?ortugal, Naples , Si Sicily.Yci arc there many in Germa¬ 
ny, Poland) Amjlerdam inHo/W, (where they have a Synagogue)/^- 
iy, and chiefly Rome it fclf,with the Pope’s jurifdi&ion olAvignton: 
which perroiflionof them under the Pope,although an expectation 
of their convcriion be the declared reafon * yet confidering the Pa- 
pifts Image-worfhip, whereby they are (tumbled: and they alfo 
not being iuffered to fee fo much as the New Teftamcnt: as alfo, 
tint at their converfion, they rauft likcwife convert all their goods 
to the Church, as ill-gotten ; it may be rather judged to be from 
profit hereby arifing. VVhen J ulian the Apoftate would (to in¬ 
crease the lews number, and diminifti the ChriftiansJ have re- 
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built this Temple ; an Earthquake calling uptne foundations,and 
tire from Heaven confumir.g cue timber-work, hindered that de- 
iign. Vet the City was re-editied by the Emperour lias Adria- 
r>its, (who calling it after his own name o£lia, gave it to the Chri- 
itians) though not in the very place of the old, every way : for,ac- 
cording to the relation of an eye-wicnefle, on its 5 outh-fide,much 
of Mount-Sion is left without the wails, which was anciently the 
heart of theoldCity ; taking in alio now, both Mount-Calvary, 
and Chrift’s Sepulchre, called the holy grave,within thofe Walls 
that were built by Sehmus the Turk; fo that (faith he) a man may 
boldly affirm, the moft part to be built on that place, where the 
firft jerufalem was ; as appears by the Mountains mentioned in 
Scripture, whereon Jerufalem is both fcicuated and environed 5 
whoreferve their fame names to this day; as Mount Sion, Cal¬ 
vary, Moriah, and Olivet, which 1 aft Mountain the Valley of 
J ebofapbat divideth from the City. There is in it alfo the Tem¬ 
ple ot the Sepulchre built by Helena, (Mother to Conjlantine the 
Greatjwitn a little Chappel over it ; and in the place of the Tem¬ 
ple, burnt by Titus, is another great Temple builded by Sultaou Se¬ 
lim Sdiman, referved and highly regarded by the Turkr out of their 
refped to Solomon ; near which, or within whofe Courts, none 
(called a Chriftian) may enter,under pain of lofing his head. The 
Templeof the Sepulchre, hath been, and is much reverenced and 
reforted unto; for the fight of which every one payeth 9 Crowns 
tribute to the Turk, or (as a Traveller thither faith) 12 chickens 
of gold, was diipatched from each of them for the Turk,as tribute 
for going into the holy grave. 

The Lezites (of whom there were four forts, Puniesor young¬ 
lings till 2 5 years old ; Graduates, who after 4 years ftudy might 
eppofe and arsfwer in the Law; Licentiates, who exercifed the 
Prieft’s Office 5 And Rabbins or Do&ors,the higheft, who expoun¬ 
ded the Law) had 48 Cities allotted them, out of every Tribe, 
and were reckoned ot that Tribe where their City was .Simeon alfo 
inhabited onely a part of Judah's portion; according to their 
father’s prophelie, Thathe would divide then? in Jacob, andfeat- 
terthem in Jfrael : fo that Jofeph’s ions, Ephraim and lM ana/es, 
made up the 12 Tribes. They were called Hebrews from Heber , 
who was before Abraham : and of 70 fouls when Jacob went down 
into Egypt, grew a multitude in 215 years fpace, notwithftand- 
ing their oppreffion. Neither was any Province thought ro be 
fo proportianably peopled, as 'Palejlina ; in which (being nor 
above 160 miles long, and 60 broad, the length being reckoned 
from ‘Dan to Beerfbeba ) when David numbred the people, they 
found a million and $00000 fighting men, befides Benjamin ; but 
nowftripievenof all ornaments, except the beauty and bounty of 
the foylj which is defc&ive alfo. The Jews had 1 6 Judges, 41 5 
years ; Mofes being the firft, and Samuel the laft : who having 
judged them four years; in the year of the World 287$, they 
defired a King like other Nations. They had three Kings before 
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the kingdom was divided, Saul, David, and Solomon . There were 
17 Kings of Ifrael, Jeroboam thefon of Nebat being the firft, and 
Hvfca the laft; who being overcome by Salmanazar, the lfraelites 
were carried captive into Afiyria in 3232; whence thofe ten 
Tribes never (as we find; returned. The Kings ot Judah were 
?.o. Rehoboam, Solomon 9 s fon, was the firft, from whom the ten 
Tribes rent; Zedekias was the laft, in whofe reign, Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar inc Pr )ud,dcl\roying Jerufalem, captivated the people into 
Vision his kingdom ; (two Kings having reigned in Judah after 
Iirucds captivity). Who fo remaining 70 years ,Cyrus King of Per- 
iia (10 whydi the Babylonians were nowlubjed) gave them liberty 
to return, and build the City and Temple : which finifhed, they 
chole them Governours of the chief of David's houfe 5 whereof 
Zorobabel was the firft of the 15, Johannes Hire anus the laft, of 
them that were ot Band's ftock. 

But thcDoiwinion of Jewry being vexed by the Egyptians on one 
fide, and the Syrians on the other, during their governments ; 
compelling tnem withall, to eat Swines-fiefh, &c; Mattathios and 
his five ions were itirreJ up to refift Antiocbus Spiphanes, and the 
Syrians; who having been very victorious over them , Judas 
Mac ch ahem (reckoned one of the Nine Worthies) was chofcn 
Captain of the Jews; in the year of the World 379?; who van- 
quiihed three of Antiochus his great Captains, with their three 
numerous Armies. Tf *ree Princes of Judea there were after him, 
Johannes litreanu* being the laft, in 3831 . Then were there four 
Maccbabtan Kings ot Judah? vdrijlobulue, the firft, who ftarving 
his Motner. flew his brother. Alexander was the fecond ; ablou- 
dy Tyrant bou to fubjedtsand enemies. Then a woman, Alexan¬ 
dra or Solomei the Tyrant’s wife. Laftly, Hircanus, who being di- 
fturbed by his younger brother Ariflobulus, was eftabliflied by 
Pompey the Reman, in his Throne, he with his fans being impri- 
foned at Rome • one of whom (Alexander) efcaping and difquiet- 
ing his Country, was feizei on and ilain. But J ulim C*[ar(Pom- 
v>y's victorious competitor) freeing the other brother Antigonus , 
he denoting Htrcams, cut off his ears •, who fuddenly after, was 
flai l by Ma>k-Anthony, andaftranger had the kingdom in 3930. 
Or v ,ic:» Grangers, there were five Kings. Hew/the Afcalonite 
an I tumean, r.cing the firft, madefo by Auguftusz and at which 
time Chriit was born; and Agrippa minor, or the Lcffe, wfio 
was the laft: before whom with Fejltu, Paul pleaded, and in 
whofe time Jerufalem wasdeftroyed; and the kingdome made 
a Roman Province, io the year 73 after the birth of Chrift: which 
being re-edified ras was faid) by */£/«« Adrians, and given to the 
Chadians: Cofroes King of Perfia took it from them in 615; from 
whom the Saracens wrefting it in 637; and the Turks from them 
in 100 y, one Peter a French Hermtte ftirredupthe Princes of the 
Weft to relieve the opprefled Chriftians; who came at laft to Jc- 
rulalem, and took it. Godfrey Duke of Bulloign for his merits 
therein, was faluced the firft King of Jerufalem and Paleftinc, in 
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i of whic: icm ugh he would not in that place where Chriifc 
were a Crown o! Thorns, be Crowned with G. Id,yet (for thecoTi- 
mon geeds take, he took the tide s there was nineofthefe Kings 
whercot Guy ct Lung-nan was the laft; for in his time ,Saladiae Sul¬ 
tan ct lAEjypr in 1187, won that Kirgdome, which his fucceflours 
defended, until] that in 1 5 17, Sehmus the firfl,Turkiih Empercur, 
added both Palefine and jEgypt alio to his Empire. Yet af ter that 
o'.:/-fl;Aeha 1 taken Jerusalem ; the Chriftians retiring into fome 
To .v 5 thereof, made them good againft the Turkf under Con - 
raceoi oMontrerrat, Henry Eadot Cbampaior.e,ar,d J.hn di B enne % 
vvno was the lau Chnftian King that p<>fl* fled any thins in Pale* 
fri-ecT Syria ; yet T*land,Brer.n his daughter, marrying F.edeiick 
King ot Naples, he intituled himielf Kirgcf J etufaiem in her 
ng 1; whereupon the Kings of Spai/i,btin° heirs and p fTcfl urs 
or Xaph,do now a flume that empty title.Thrcc Orders o' k ighc- 
hood were alio erected f>r defence #f the Holy land fa called, 
agiinif inhJeils. T e fir A, by Helena, C.nf.antme t .c Great his 
M ti er, and called Knights of the Sepulchre. The kcond by 
or.e^.^v.. in 1124. named Knights ot Saint | ohn of J ecfalemy 
( whileh wss a’io confirmed by the Pope) who being c xpcika*j»../r- 
T'd.e, icizcd cn Rhodes, ana being forced thence alio (at length) 
by me Turk, arero.v in the I lie” of U’Ja’ia, and called Knights 
thereof. Tne third were Tempkrs by Hugh of Cayennes in 1 11 3, 
confirmed alio by the Pope.- who pofTitmg very many Lord! 
ihips even mail Provinces ot Europe ; their great revenue was 
not the leak caufc of their diflolving 5 yet were there crimes pro¬ 
ved againif this erder, as revelling from obedience to the Patri- 
aren of Jerufalens, their vifitour, unfoeakable pride, and alfo fins 
againfl nature; lb that, being Jiflolved, their lands were given 
to the HifpnaLen, or Knight of Sr. John, 

I dumea , (which the Edomites, Sf-u's off-fpring once inha- 
bitec, as alto Mount Seir, or wildernefieof Edom, counted pare 
Cl tM' diid, where the Jfraelites were flung with fiery Ser¬ 
pens; was in part pciTfled by the Pkiltplb.es 1 "who very much 
v.xed th Q ljraeiius: and although they, with the Edomites were 
made :ul- j.-d by Dazid, yet could net be expelled the land.

BeeAceba, winch was the Southern limit of PaUfine, as Dan , or 
Latib, wav t:.c Norrh, and was well fortifyed by the Warring 
Cnriflians, as bounding on Arabia, Abraham and Abimelecb here 
lvvare to eacn o h^r. Hagar wandred hither with Ifhmad, and 
Ifaac there Ion* d^t It. Canatlfepher, whofe name fignifyirga City 
of books 3 fome would have it to be antiently ^aU fine's Uuivcr :

A r me Nr A Ma : or, or the greater, which hath en the 
North, Part ary, and on the South, Mefopotamia, called at this 
day Mt'.grelta, hath Mountains lying on the Eaft ef Euphrates, 
vvtiich divide it from Anatolia, called Scodrifci, Periadres, and 
A/ndrrius, whole Inhabitants having want of all things arc flout, 
cruell and W arlike, living (in that fo barren foyl) by hunting and 
flea 1 in2. It is divided into three Provinces; whereof the firft to be 
mentioned is Col hie, now called Diarlec , feituate Nor-h and 
We A on the Susme Sea. two of whofe ct ief Towns are Phafis, cr 
EajTum, on the River Pha/is its banks; and Diofcurias, where the 
Romans (in their time) kept 30 Interpreters to fland between the 
Governour and people, becaute of 30 languages there fpoken, 
ti rough the Merchants of all Nations.

Georgia fotnerwife called Gurgefan, 
and formerly Lena ; tor it comprehends the ancient Ibena with a 
part of hign tAr^ema) was not (ti named from Sc. George, ( al¬ 
though they htg' ly etleem him) but from rhe Qesrgi inhabiting 
Ions before George, the adjoyning Countrirs. It is fcituaced on 
the Eafl of Cole is, and on the North of Turcoman la. This peo¬ 
ple beir.2 2 0 \ Souldiers, have al wayes maintaiiud their liberty, 
by pyniog iometimes with t <t Perfians, and fometimes with r..c 
Turks; ot w,ole Country alio there have been many Lords: but 
now ’tismoftly under the Turk, andharh many good and flrorg 
Towns: (cnc wnereof is called Tefhs, exceedingly fortified by the 
Turks, to defend their new Conquefts asainit ti e Ptrfiaiis) alfo 
Lua , Toman, &c. Ht nee the Sultans of Egypt choofing their Ma- 
ir.ulucbs ; t. ey at length proudly aflumed, and long defended that 
Kingdom. 


T it RC O M A NIA (formerly and properly called A'me- 
.■:j. the grea-er, todiflinsuifli it from the kflh r in Navi:.-") is 
coiiiinei upon the North with filchis ; on the Weft wi^ri Euphra¬ 
tes, and t;;defter ^Armenia, and took this Bamefrcm the Ti rks, 
(n me Hebrew fignifying. ban iihed men) who breaking tic row 
the Cafpian flraigats out of barren and cold Scythia, It act'd ?h f m- 
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icivcsin this Country in 844, where reaming up and down after 
the manner of the Scythian Ncmades, and being an unregarded 
people; at length, Mahomet the Perfian Sultan, a Saracen, fend¬ 
ing fer i'ome of them to aydhim againft the Caliph of Babylon, 
(by whole valour he got the victory) and hindring their return 
home; they firll retinug into the Woods, by open arms fought 
the Perfians: where Mahomet by unadvifed riding to and fro to 
encourage his Souldiers, breaking his neck with a fall from his 
horle; TVangolipix the Turks Leader, wasfby common confent 
of both Armies) proclaimed Sultan of Perfia, whereby, at firft* 
by the Zelzuccian family,and then by the Ottoman fwallowing up 
the other, the large Turkifti Monarchy hath been (by degrees) 
eredted both in Europe , Afia, and Africa : So that as ’twas laid of 
the people of Rome, that of a fmall beginning, they grew up to 
fuch a greatntlle; fo may it be laid of chefe Scythian Turks : but 
as it is with the Moon her felf, which increafeth, and again di- 
minifincth; Ibalfois it with all Empires placed under her,which 
have their time to rife, and mult have their time to fall. The 
Metropolis or Mother-City oiTurcomania was once Artaxata , de¬ 
nominated either from the River Araxis , ('which divideth Arme¬ 
nia and Perjia) as being feated thereon, or rather from tArtaxes 
bdore Tigranes who founded it; then Efecbia , and now called 
(oy : nigh which Lucullus the Roman overcame MithridaUs and 
Ttgrant's his fon in law 5 and Selimus the Turk, Hifmael the Terfian 
Sophie, in 1514, though with the Ioffe of 30000 choile men, and 
iuch a general terrour, that they {till call it. The day of‘Doom. Ar- 
ihir.ig is now its chief City. There is alfo Tigranocerta built by 
Tigranes, one of the raightieft Kings of this Armenia 5 whofe new 
City, Lucullus taking by fiege, found befide other wealth therein, 
3000 talents in money. Van , which both by Nature and Art is 
a ftrong Bulwark againft Invasions of the Perfians. Laftly, Seba- 
fit a , where the Patriarch ef Armenia refides. 

A RABIA (taking it altogether) is a very fpatious Coun¬ 
try, and is fnuc up on the Welt with the Arabian Gulph, or 
the Red-Sea; on the Ealt with the Perfian Gulph 5 on the South 
with trie Ocean; and on the North with Paleftine, and famous 
Euphrates: So that it is in the form of a Peninfula, and is divi¬ 
ded into three parts, Arabia Deferta, or the WildcrnelTe, Petrofa, 
or the Stony; and Fcelix, or the Happy. Though the Arabians 
are very much given to thefr,and hate all Science; yet they boaft 
much of their Nobility. They of Arabia Fcelix , the civilleft of 
the three, had many barbarous cuftoms. The Arabick tongue 
which they all ufe, extends alio thorow Syria, Paleftine, /Egypt, 
Meic potamia, and (Morocco excepted) all Barbary : which lan¬ 
guage the Mahometans account facred. 
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A llabia the Defart (which hath three feveral Epithites given 
to it by Ari(lidesj Senius, and Lucian) is called by the He- 
bre ws Kedar % and is the Wildcrnefle wherein the Israelites com- 
cut of Ectyptj wandred 40 years under Mofes. It is bounded 
Ci ,Vie Halt with the Mountains of Babylon. It being covered 
v- m a dry and thick fand,is not fit for herbage of tillage ; thechief 
City of whole few Inhabitants is called Bafsora. Their travelling 
bcails here are Camels, whom little food fuftceth 5 yet will they 
carry Coo, and fomeiimes 1000 weight. 

P ETROSA, or the Stony, * (which confines with the Defart 
on the Eaft, and on the South with the Happy) is (0 called 
cither trom its rockineffe, or from Petra the chief Town thereof, 
though now named Rathalalah : which having beenftraightlybe- 
ficctc'd by the Roman Empcrours S tier us and Trajan , they were 
in Ill attempts worfted. Trajan being glad to ftec for his life,and 
tnc man next him being {lain with a dart. Yet this Arabia was 
(uh ued by Palma Lievtenantof Syria under the laid Trajan: 

Here is alto £z\on-Qeber on the Red-Sea, where Solomon* 3 
{hips flayed both before aad after their faylingto Oplair. This 
Country was called by piiny and others, Nabathea ; (for it contains 
the two Regions of Nabathea , and Agar a, fo called, becaufe the 
Sararens or Hagarcnsoi Hagar poflefled it: where alfo dwelt the 
Enims and Zanzumnims, as alfo the Madianites, to whom Mofes 
tied) now it is called either Barra , as one ; Bangaucal, as another; 
or Battha, as a third. The two Mountains of Sinay and Horeb 
are herein ; of which, .Sinay is the higiieft, which being very 
crouolciometo alcend, ftairs are cut in the rock, that beafts might 
more eaftiy pafie. There is alfo in this Mountain, a Covent of 
Monks, 50 in numaer, called Maronites, living after the Grecian 
manner; and who receive Chriftian Pilgrims (fo called) who go 
thither lor devotion. Many would have Petra to be the very 
Mecca where Mahomet was born: but it is rather that which ( in 
Mapps) is called Petra of E(t : for Mecca is reckoned to be in Ara¬ 
bia tne Happy. Of all Vegetables, the Palm-Tree onely growes 
in this barren Province. Store of Dromedaries there are, 
which,they fay, will (through fwiftncfle) bear a man 1000 miles 
in one day. The Oftrich alfo (who is faid to digeft Iron) is plenty 
here. 

F OELIX or the Happy , joy ns to the other two like a Peninfula, 
octwixtrhe Arabian and Perfian Gulph, and bordering with 
me Indian Sea; and is fo called, (I may well fuppofe) for that it 
is the moft pleafant and fruitfull Country of Afia, abounding 
with Balfomc, Myrrhe, and Frankincenfe, Gold and Pearls, efpe- 
culJy (faith a Traveller) about Medina the fecond City to Mecha 5 
now it carries the name ot Taman or Gyamen . Some will have Saba 
the principal Ciry: but however, hence were the Sabeans that af- 
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tiittcd job, iMedinaTanalbt, that is, the Propnei’* City is lei- 
tuaced near Arabia Petrea, and well peopled, and was the fitft 
Town that yielded to Mahomet, when by arms he began to tfta- 
blilh his Religion: in or nigh which hecompofed the model there¬ 
of: here the lron-Ccffin of this falfe prophet, with his inciofed 
boJy, is faid to hang, being held by an Adamant up to the roof of 
the Temple, near which they alfo fay arealwayes about 300® 
burning lamps. tMecha is the chief City 5 wherein Mahomet 
was born: which two Cities are remarkable places for Mahome¬ 
tan Pilgrims: there coming alfo three Caravans or Captains year¬ 
ly, which patt from Cair, Damas, and the Indies, and go to Me- 
cha for devotien,in honour of Mahomet* birth ; thence to Medina, 
in honour ot his Sepulchre: and into which noChriftianis fuffe- 
ted to enter. The other Towns of note are Horan, the chief Port 
of the South Ocean ; and Alteroch or Elter, the onely Town in 
that Country where Chriftians, focalled^nc ingreateft number. 
There is Zidon , a Sea-Town 40 miles from Mecha, without walls, 
but indifferent fair houfes : alfo Aden feated on the borders of the 
Red-Sea, near the ftrait of babel Mandela and faid tobe the iaireffc 
Town of Arabia, ftrong by feituation, as well as Art: which 
Town the Turks took, and the whole Realm by policy, in 1538, 
and they loft their King. Zebeth or Zibit alfo is a good Town Hand¬ 
ing in a Plain between two Mountains, and on a~River of the fame 
name half a dayes journey from the Red-Sea 5 which being taken 
by the Turk after %Aden, he lent thither a Begltarbey with great 
forces. One barbarous cuftome which they had formerly in this 
Arabia, was the community of one Wife alone among a whole 
kindred, and if (he accompanied any ocher man, they both dyed. 
The Turkifh Alcoran compofed by Ofmen the 4th Caliph, and 
commanded by him to be only received as Canonical throughout 
bis Dominions, is an expofition on Mahomet's eight Commandc- 
mentsjwhich are, 1. Every one ought to believe that God is a great 
God,and one onely God,and Mahomet tobe his Prophet. 2.Every 
one muft marry to increafe Mahomet’s followers. 3. Every one 
muft give of his wealth to the poor. 4. Every one muff make his 
prayers five times a day. 5. Every one muft keep a Lent one 
moneth in a year. 6. Be obedient to thy Parents. 7. Thou 
fralt not kill. 8. Do unto others, as thou wouldft be done unto 
chyfelf. Which Rcligionof his (he promifing a carnal and vo¬ 
luptuous Paradife to thofe that kept thefe Lawes) was greedily 
received by the Saracens, (of Arabia the Defart) fo called (not of 
Sara, but) cither of Saharra, which fignifies a Wildsrnefle, and Sa- 
ken x to inhabit 3 or from Sarah, theeves, a name agreeable to their 
natures, t. Mahomet was born in 5 7 2, and fome fay nor at Mecha, 
but in a Village of Arabia called Itrarip 5 his father was a Pagan, 
and his mother a Jew; he was married to his Miftris at 2 5 years 
old, and began to affeft the name of a Prophet at 38 years of age; 
and by policies ftrengthening himfelf with the Arabians, who 
freed themfelvcs from obedience to the Greek Empire: he was 

drived 
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driven from Mecha*s Territories by their Nobility; the which he 
(erelong) fubdumg,expelled thence the Greek Officers. From 
whole flight from CMecha, the Saracen’s Hegira, or computation 
of years (to called ftom Hegirathi , which (from the Arabick) is 
rendted, a perfccutionrailed about Religion) began; which was 
about the year of Chrift 617.. Although Selimus the Firft,fubdued 
die Arabians to the Turk; yet arc they rather tributaries than 
provinces of that Empire ; for they have two Kings of their own, 
one whereof liveth on Euphrates, the defarts of Mefopotamia; 
fometimes in Arabia Fcelix,and in fome parts of Syria: the other 
wandreth with his tribes or wild theevifh Arabs,tents,andBeftial, 
one while in Petr** and Deferta ; fometimes in Paleftine, as he 
fiadeth good paftorage and frcih fountains; which makes the tra¬ 
vail to and in Palejiine, lo dangerous. Thefe two Kings are mortal 
enemies; and if by chance they meet, they bring damage,rapine, 
and deftruaion to themfelvcs and their followers: for being un¬ 
tamed Savages, they cannot bridle their inordinate paffions. 

Thefe Countries are ail fubjea to the Turkifh Empire, which 
did alfo poflefle part of Media, with its chief City Taurus: but 
fome think the Sophi of Perfia hath recovered the greateft paw 
thereof. The Turk alfo holds almoft all CMefopotanna and Diar- 
becki being Matter of Chaldea, and part of AJfyria: Butfincethe 
Perlian Sophi hath daily won from him, recovering his eftate by 
little and little, as alfo that many of thefe Countries do (hereby) 
change their matters daily. 

We will briefly mention the Riches,Frttitfulnefle and Religion 
of the foreraentioned places: and then (that we run not into a la- 
barinth) in brief futvey the other Countries alfo. 

Anatolia , or Lt-fler Ajia enjoying a fwcetand temperate Ayr, 
did abound likewife with grain, having ftorc of good pafturcs for 
Cattle; and had more than fufficiency for the life of man. But 
now it is not fo fruitfull, as not fo well manured; yet it is more 
fertile in places near the Sea ; and as the lan.d is better husbanded, 
fo it vields the more. In the great Plains within the heart of 
the Country,they low Wheat,Barley, and Cotton. Natolia hath 
the benefit of many Rivers watering it 5 whereof five of the prin¬ 
cipal dilchargc themfclves into the Euxine Sea; three into the Pro - 
poatides ; one into Hellefpont^ four into the Archipelago : one runs 
into Euphrates ; and divers others into the Mediterranean Sea. But 
the chief revenue of Natolia is by Cotton, whereof there growes 

abundance. „ 

Bythinia imparts its Orpiment to ether Nations. Galattd hath 
great yearly profit by Copper-Mines. Cana a good revenue by 
the Adamant ftonc. The Pamphilians make the beft of Chainlets, 
and have sreat fums of money for them. Cappadocia is enriched 
by Silver', Iron, Allom, Jafpcr, Cryftal, Alabafter, and the Onyx 
ftone. And Cilicia receives much money for its ftore of Cham lets 
made of Goats-hair, which is there very foft, and delicate as (ilk, 

Judea reaps much profit by Pilgrims going yeatly to the Holy Se* 
r Hhhhh pulchre. 
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pulci rc. PkjsaicU is much frequented for its great traihque : Buc 
Arabia the Happy exceeds mem ail in Merchandiie, and by reaion 
of the Spices, precious ftones, and Pearls there told to ilrange 
Merchants, is exceeding rich; and ic yields Incenie for all the 
World. Mecha hath great traffique, unto which *s£tkicpian* in. 
<^»* and other Merchants come ; and (together with Medina) is 
c; richt yearly by Pilgrimages. c /Idea exceeds any other in traf¬ 
fic tor the abundance of Commodities brought thither from 
India, Perlia, and /Ethiopia, which are fercht and fold from 
thence at a dear rate 5 tor chey are a witty people in Merchandi¬ 
zing matters. As touching Religion, there are many of divers 
Religions and feds in chele Countries befides the Mahometans. 
Jews are difperled all over them : and thole chat profefle them- 
leUes Chriftians, forae obey, and others arc divided from the 
Cnurch oi Rome. Tne firft fort, are great numbers of Merchants 
Gt I'erict, Ragoufe* France* &c. trading to Tripoli* Damafco* Aleppo* 
See. ueing ailifted by them of the Order of Francis who dwell in 
JeruUlemandBethelem: and a few among the ^Armenians alio, 
are found following the Latine Church. There was 2 5 Villages 
under the jurifdi&ion of vAlangiacana-G&ftie* two da yes journey 
trem rauric* who (chough they l pake the Armenian tongue) ac¬ 
knowledged Rome. This was in 1337; which Inhabitants are 
faid to be then converted by one Bartholomew a Dominican* who was 
made Bilhopof Armenia (I fuppofe the lcfiar); but now 12 only 
do perfift in obedience thereunto: fome of the ocher 13 having 
fubmitred co the Patriarch of the greater Armenia* and the others 
being ruined during the TurkifR and Perfian Wars. The n Vil¬ 
lages are aflifted in religious matters by the Dominicans under 
an Archbifhop of that order, who being made by their Chapiter, 
and the chief of the Villages, is confirmed by the Pope. The La- 
tines had alfo Synagogues at Burfia and Trcbyfond or Trapezond; 
but they with the Latine Ceremonies being loft for lack of Priefts 
co officiate, either the Grecian or Armenian Religion hath fuc- 
cecdcd. For the Armenians differ from them, 1. In receiving 
Infants to the Supper immediately after Baptifm. 2. In abftinencc 
from unclean beafts. 3. In fafting cn Chriftmas-day fo called. 
4. In holding their children over the fire in Baptifm, as a needful 
circumftance, becaufc John told the people, That Chrift fhonld 
baptize them with the holy Spirit and fire. The other forts arc 
divided into threefc^s, Melchites* fo named from Me lech* that is, 
a King or Prince, as following the Eraperour’s of Conftantinople’s 
example: Suchare all they of the Greeks religion in Afia under 
the four fore-mentioned Patriarchs of Conflantinople* jerufalem* 
^Alexandria* and Antioch ; this iaft refiding at Damafco: who be* 
ing chofen by the Country Bifhops, feek not now che Pope’s con¬ 
firmation, (as formerly) but a liberty to choofe, from cheTurkifh 
Baihaw, and the Turks own confirming, cxercifing their power 
under his authority. Thcfe choofe and confecrate the Arch- 
bithopsand Bifhops under them: fome of whom have recourfc 



co the Pope for confirmation. They are all Monks ot Bajil ; the 
famoufeft of which many Covents throughout the L^a^arechoie 
in Ierulalem, on Mount Sinai, and the holy Mountain upon the 
Archipelago. Thcfe hold al 1 that the Greeks of old condemned 
as erroneous at cheCouncel of Florence ; and are thought to be 
more chan all the rdf, Natalia and Syria being full ot them; they 
extendin'* alio into Egypt, and Corazzan of Perfia. Some alio 
place th ^Georgians among them : who ( as one) acknowlcdg the 
Patriarch of find ant iricple' s authority : yet fome fay, they agree 
in molt do&rinal points with the Greeks, but not acknowledging 
the laid Patriarch ; but have one of their own: who being moft- 
ly re fide nt on Mount Sinai, hath 18 Bilhops under him. They 
call (’tis faid) on St. George as their Advocate: But take not their 
name from him, as was before lhevvn. Some of them have turn¬ 
ed Mahometans. Nejiorians are alio in thcfe Countries, fo called 
from Xedortut the Leader of tbeir formerly condemned heretic : 
who 1 pea king the languages oi the places where they live, do not- 
witiiftanding celebrate cncir Liturgie in the Chaldean to. gue. 
T.:e third fc& are Diofcoriens , which are likewilc divided into 
three Armenians, who although they give the titlcof Patriarch 
to many of their Prelates who farm che Turk’s Armenian tribute?, 
and are made partly by his favour; yet call buc two Univerfil 
Patriarch?, the one being over thehigh, the other over the Ltnv- 
Armenia. They are not much lelle in number than the Melchites* 
who have great liberty in all the Turk’s efface,both for their policy 
in Trade, and for fome teftimonies of their predeceflour’s affe&i- 
on to Mahomet : who paffionately recommended them to his fuc- 
ceftours. Tc.ey have no Images, but crofles of bra lie and iron, 
yet have they divers reiiques in lhrincsof iilver ; they fav Service 
in their o vn language. Thofe things wherein they differ from 
the other Dufcorieus are, 1. Celebrating their Sacrament with 
unleavened bread, therein being conformable to Rome beyond all 
the Eaftern Sectaries: they put alfono water in their wine,faying, 
the Latine Church uled anciently tl.cfame; they eat fugs and 
milk on Saturday night before Eaftcr; eating alfo tieih every 
Fridiy from Eafter to the Afccnfion. Tney differ in the time ot 
celebrating the Annunciation and Nativity. They fay, Chrift 
was exempt from paffions, and neceffities of humane nature. 
Tney make the tign of the CrofTe with two fingers, firft on the 
right fide, then on the left, contrary to the Jacobites. 

For their killing nor buying anyflefti five Sarurdayes of the 
year, in remembrance of the Idolaters facrificing their chil¬ 
dren to Idols , and in a different ordering the Lamb in their Mafs 
for the dead before they kill it; fome call them Sabbatins and 
Julianifts. Yet they rememoer cncir firft union with Rome’s 
Churcn,i« Pope Sihe'ler* and Confiantine the Great’s time. Jj- 
cooites* denominated from one Jacob* a Syrian, a follower of Dto~ 


fcores and Sutychef, the chief of whom are m Aleppo, CaramP, 
and Tur.a Mountain ot Mefbpocamia. They had two Patriarchs; 

Hhhhh 2 now 
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now but one ; which is he ot the Monaftery of Gtfran, yet living 
at ('aramit : who hath under him two Metropolitans, one being in 
Jtrulalem ; divers Arch-bilhops, and many Monaftcries of e/*«- 
thonte's Order. They celebrate in the Chaldean tongue, and dif¬ 
fer from the Armenians ; in making the fign of the crofle with the 
tore-finger onely, to figntfie a oneneffeof nature, will, and ope¬ 
ration in Chrift. Tney eat alfo milk and flefh on Wednefday 
and Friday night after Sun-fct, faying, Then the term of ablti- 
nence is part : eating ttcih all the year long but in Lent. Some 
Araoians living among them, have joyned to them, who are call¬ 
ed Solares, becaufe they worihip (among other fuperftitions) the 
Sun. The Maronites (tome think) are a branch of the ]acobites 5 
tor they were both (oiold) fubjt&rothc Antiochian Patriarch-, 
toe which Patriarchfhip, both pretend; though it be now in the 
hands of the Melhites: they both ufe the Chaldean tongue, and 
hidithe fame opinion of the unity of will, nature and operation 
o: Cor ill. Ic is the leal! of all the Eaftcrn (efts, there being not 
above laccc hcuftiolds, tr.oft of whom are poor; yet they are 
the troll affected to the See of Rome, whofe Patriarch being of 
tAnt homes Order,and chofen by their Bifhops and Religious ones, 
is confirmed by the Pope,and refides at Tripoli of Syia> the Towns 
of Syria and V illages ot Mount Libar.on being the abode of the M.t- 
rofutes. Yet are there fome convents of Attbcuy, and a few Bi¬ 
n-sops, who having no certain abode, areas it were his afliftants. 
They pray to Maron, not (lay they) the Arch heretique, (from 
whom/cis generally held, they derive their name) but an Abbot 
of a very holy life: or elfeare fo called from tJMarona a Village 
of Mount Libanon . Some are found among thefe, called White : 
who not being baptized, and in outward fhew Mahometans, do 
call thcmlelves Chriftians, confefling and communicating in fe- 
crct. The third fort of ‘Diofcorians , are Cofles or Curves: who be¬ 
ing wonderful ignorant,are raoftly Hejlorians zndjacobitesibut have 
divers other opinions: many Mahometans being alfo among 
them. * 

Before I paffe to Afyria, See. I (hall ftrike in with thofe two 
noted Iflandsof the Mediterranean Sea, Rhodes and Cyprus . Rhodes 
lying in the Carpathian Sea overagainft C*rw,had of old divers 
names, as Itbrea, Trinacria , &c. But (according to <Pli»y) called 
Rhodes , from the fields of Rofes therein, from p«/er» figoifying a 
Role; nigh whofe chief City Rhodes (which Hands on the Eaft 
part of the lile, the fide of a hill, and part on the Sea-ftiore, en¬ 
joying a fair and fafe Haven, having alfo two or three Walls, 
five Cables, 13 high Towers, and fome other Forts, making it 
even impregnable) at the entry of the Haven, Hood that huge 
Idol of brafle, (in a man’s image; called Colofm^ne of the world’* 
feven W onders : whofe thumb was fo big, that no man could 
embrace it with both arms; and its little finger as bigas an ordi¬ 
nary man. Some fay it was built by Canete Lindo in 12 years 
fpace; others, by Cullafes Eypppm his Schollar, raking the name 

Colojfm 
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Colvfsus of him. It was 80 cubits high, and erected in honour of 
the Sun • (which is laid,once a day to (bine on this lfland,though 

never fo’cloudy in other places) between whofe leggs, (ieftand- 
in* in the Harbour’s mouth) ihips with tails were wont to pafle 
under. Whether the people were hence called Colofians , is un¬ 
certain ; but thole Colofians to whom <Paul wrote, were dwellers 
in Anatolia, of which mention hath been made. Mnavi Caliph> 

Off nan’s General, uniting this lfie to the Mahometan Empire, he 
brake down moft of ihis'lmage, the braffe whereof is faid to have 
loaded goo Camels: yet its reliques were feen within this**o or 
80 years by a travailler into Rhodes . W hen the Knights of John of 
lerulalcm were driven out of Palejline by the Turks, this lfland 
was given by the Conflantinopolitan Emperour unto them, who ex¬ 
pelled the Saracens from thence in 1308, who formerly took it 
from the divided Greeks; who having forely infefted the Turks 
nigh 200 years, So/jwMiithc magnificent invading it, andbefie- 
ging Ldladamus Titters (with aoout 500 ot his Knights, 5000 
Rhodians a flirting them ) by an Army of 200000 Turks, and 300 
Galleys, 6 moneths; in one of the two ftrong Fortrefles of the 
City,they refolutely defended it to the utmoft of valour or warlike 
policy, till multitude over-mattering both, Solyman entred the 
Town on Chriflmas day fo called, in 15 2 2 : the Knights yielding 
it on condition to depart, with liberty, goods, and tranfporration; 
and the Countries Inhabitants to continue there (till if they 
would : yet the Turk loft fo many of his beft Souldiers,and brave 
Commanders, that (as one faith) he might have faid with Pyr¬ 
rhus , Such another ViBory would have utterly undone him . They re¬ 
mained long after without a habitation; till the King of Spain 
gave them the batten Ifle of Malta, Rhodes hath been much fub- 
je& to overflowing of waters, wherewith in 25 years fpace it 
was three times afflufted, and mightily indangered by con- 
tinuali (terms of rain; the laft of which beginning (when 
ntigonus vanquifhed Eumenes ) with hail at the entrance 
of the fpring, the whole lfland was covered with water, and the 
inhabitants drowned ; many houfes were beaten down, many kil¬ 
led, and the Town in a manner ruined thereby, but they imee la¬ 
bouring to drain the waters, and dry up the moors, the Country 
hath been fruitfuil,and not fubje& to fuch inundations. It abounds 
in paftures, great (lore of Olive-Trees, Olives,and Citrons, with 
other Trees, continually green, and near the Town it felf, there 
are many Vallcysand fmall hills, with ftoreof Fruit-Trees and 
Vines; but they grow all by induftty, not naturally. Thefe Iflan- 

ders were fo expert in Sea-affairs, that Flortu calls them Populm 
Niuticw , ot a Sca-people; they made couragious defence againft 
the Romans, before fubje&ed unto them; but then ever faithful!, 
who (of all the Mediterranean Ifles, that revolted in sMtthndates 
his time) flood onely faft to the Romans , fo that Telle in* ‘Paterculm 
makes it almoft a miracle, that (in the Romans hard wars with 
Verfett 1 King of Olfacedon) the very Rhodians that before were moft 
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fanutuli come Romans, now (by a doubttull faith) leaned to be 
more inclinable to the Kings parr. The Town is onely inhabi¬ 
ted oy Tutks, and Jews ; Chrittians may not abide therein in the 
night on pain ot death, for tear oiled it ion or Treafon; by day, 
they may either conrinue,or trade there without exception. But 
thoi'e in tne Villages are moll Ciiriftians, and thole Greeks who 
manure their tields, and drefle their Vines and Gardens; and 
whole manner of living is moftly like other Grecians; I iuppoie 
the Authors meaning is, both in Religion and behaviour. RJwdes 
was <m old Academy ot tne Roman Monarchy, on the Welt tide 
ot which Ilk (which is 120 miles in circuit) licth Carpathos, now 
Scarpanto, 70 miles in compalTc; eminent onely tor giving the 
name of the Carpathian Sea to the adjoyning waters. 

C TPR H S (feituared according to Ptolemy, in the miJft of the 
I pick- bay, called the Gull of l^aiazza) lies between Cilicia, 
ana Syt*\ Coarts, and is about an 100 miles from Syia South¬ 
ward' having tAZgyft on the Wert, and Cilicia on the' Eaft. It’s 
length extending from Eaft to Weft, is (by a traveller thither) 
reputed 21 o miles, 60 broad, and doo in circuit. It fell into the 
Romans hands, alter the Afiyian Monarchies extinguishment , 
(which before was under the dominion of Greek Tyrants) by 
w ioie means the Ptolemies of t/£j.ypt commanded ir. Then retur- 
m g again under the Romans by M. Cato, who conquered ir, and 
found therein 7000 Talents in money and goods; which lutrnne, 
fearing to lole,in bringing it to Rome by Sea, he put it into feveral 
boxes, to wit, two Talents and fifty drachms in a box at theend 
whereof,he fattening a long rope,with a piece of Cork at the end, 
that,if it 1 uttered flupwrack,it might be eipied.Upon thcdivifion 
of the Roman Empire, the EmperoursofCo^awt/^/f poftc fifed it; 
wnither Ifac.c Comnen (fleeing from Androniats Common, the ulur- 
per of the greek Empire, ruled as its King till 1 19 1, when as Ai- 
ch.ird the fiti^oiSngUnd, going to the Holy War(localied)againft 
the Turks, his fouldiers being by the Iflauders, fomc (lain, and 
fome taken Prifoners, who in two fhips were there driven on 
ground, having hardly efcaped the Sea’s danger: and the reft of 
his fleer there arriving, being forbidden to land alio; he moved 
therewith, and by torce landing his men, took Ifaac Comnen Pri- 
loner, ( whom he lent bound in Silver Chains into Syria ) and fpee- 
dily ovir-ran and lubdued the wholelfland ; exchanging it after- 
wards with Guy of France, of the Family of Lufignan, for the loft 
and titulary kingdome of Jerufalem ; in whofe pofterity it remai- 
ned till 142 3. Then the Sultan of *^£gypt invading ir, and ta¬ 
king John its King Prifoncr, yet reftored him (after a round ran- 
fome) for 40000. Crowns yearly Tribute. Then it came under 
the Venetians fubjc&ion in 147^ by means of James an illegiti¬ 
mate Ion, who having difpofitfled his fitter Carlotteoi the Crown, 
married one Catherina adopted daughter of the Senate of Venice, 
whom he leaving his heir, fhe refigned her Scepter to the Senate, 

which 
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which defended it (onely paying the Tribute) till c Mujlapha, Se* 
h/nus the Second,his General,wrclicd it in 15 70 out of their hands , 
Bragadino their Govcrnour making good to me utenoft the Town 
of Famagufia (the wideband Rhodes are laid robe the two ftrongeft 
holds in all the Turks Empire; yielding ac laft on honourable 
conditions: which CMufiapha kept not; but murdering the chic- 
feft men of the Town, he cut off Bragadinoes ears,tleaing him alive, 

&c. and fending the chief prifoners and fpoils unto Selim ; A £jf- 
priaa Lady appointed for his lull, firing Gun-powder,partly burnt 
4 nd partly drowned the two Vcffeis, and booty, fothat he never 
few them. Yet the next year the Venetians won the battle of Le- 
panto. Tnis llland was formerly called Achamantis or Achametide, 

Macaria, that is, blefled or happy, from its fruitfulneffe 5 Cerafiie, 
either for the many Mountains therein, whofe tops are (harp like 
horns: or becaufcit butted toward tbe Eaft with one horn ; and 
one faith, it was named fryp M, that is hidden; lying fo low as if 
the waves of the Sea did cover it. But Cyprus, from its abundance 
of Cyprus Trees. There are fix Capital Cities or Towns therein 5 
Paphos, laid to be built by cinerat, who called it after his fathers 
name, wherein (of old) was the Temple of Venus 5 for the Gentiles 
coofec raced this Ifland to that imagined GoddefTe of beauty. Fa* 
magujla (formerly Salami*) on the South-Sea : at whole fiege the 
Turks fpent 11 Sooo great Bullets. Nicofia , in the plain of Mafia* 
ra, 34 miles from Famagufia, and of old called Fremitus, and Leuce- 
turn. Ceraunea, new Cements ; which Cyrm built after vanquiftiing 
the nine petty Kings, into which it was once divided, %Amathu», 
whence the Ifland was called Amathufia, where Venm was alfo wor- 
fhipped. Lefcare , antiently Arfinee , highly noted for Jupiters 
Groves. Here was born five noted gentiles ; Xenophon the Hifto- 
rian, Zeno , Appollonim the Philofoplcr, «,£/ clepiades , whence the 
^/£fclepiad Vcries, and Solon, one of the feven wife men of greece, 
who gave laws to the Athenians, The Cypriots are very courteous 
and affable to all ftrangers, except Jews, of whom(becaufe in Tra* 
jane his time, they under Artemio their Captain, defolated this 
llland, killing 24000® therein (who yet were quickly overcome 
and flain by the Romans Lievtenant; if aay come, or are forced in 
thither, (’cis faid) they execute him. Their greateft want is of 
water, but too much plenty of fcorching heat (the longeft day 
there, being about fourteen hours and an half; and fabulous 
grounds, (whofe heat notwithftanding the Northern winds ftrong- 
ly blowing in Cerines Burrough, doth moderate 5 the Ayr alfo on 
the Mountains being very fubtile) and it is recorded, that the Ifle 
was utterly abandoned in Confiantine the Great his dayes, for that 
it rained not in thirty fix years. It was formerly (as Ptolomy tea- 
cheth; divided into four parts; Salaminia , Paphia, Amathufia, La - 
pathia ; but now into twelve parts, called Provinces or Countries, 

Strabo faith, Cyprus in his time yielded abundance of Wine, and 
Oy 1 , and Wheat enough to feed the Inhabitants. At this day it is 
exceeding fertile, having all things ncedfull for mans life,^cheir 
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VVuie is excellent, keeping *o years, of a pleating tail, and of 
b’ack (in that time) becoming white ; but a travailcr laith, they 
having no barrels, but keeping it in great Earthen jats incleied 
ali (lave their open mouths) within the grounds and interlarded 
with pitch within, to preserve them from breaking by the Wines 
force ; it favours ot the Pitch, and makes it too heady for the 
brain. The black great Ray fin called Zibile, comes here hence; 
they gather all kinds of fruit (except Chelnuts, Services, and 
Cherries) tfpecially Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, excelling all 
others in taft. They have Daces,Saffron, abundance of Coriander- 
feed, alfo M a dick. It yields medicioable things, as Rubarb, 
Turpentine the bell of all; and fome fay Coloquintida, and 
Scammony. Here are alio Mines ot Gold, Chryfocolla, Calthan- 
te, Allome, Iron, and exceeding good Copper. Befides which, 
are precious ftones found, as Diamonds, Emcraulds, Gryftall, 
white and red Corall 3 and the Amiant (tone, of which they ma¬ 
king Linncn Cioath ; the fire will not burn it(though caft into it) 
bu* purifies and whitens it. They have Goats hair, wherewith 
they make Chainlets. There is a Lake not far from the Sea, ti 
miles about, into which runs a imall River falling from Mount 
Olympus, out of which they draw (tore of fait; excellent and white 
Honey have they, alfo Wool 5 But it appears, their chief com¬ 
modities are Sugar, which they draw out of Canes, and Cotton, 
for,as one faith, C\prui 3 Candy, and Sicily , are the Monarchall Ifles 
of the Mediterranean Sea; refcmbling each other in length, 
breadth, circuit and fertility, onely Candy is fomewhat narrower 
than the other two, and morefaflinous and hilly; yet for Oyles 
and Wines, thee istheMotnerofboth the other, Sicily being ^for 
Grain and Silks the Emprefle of all, and Cyprus for Sugar and Cot- 
con-wcoL a darliog lifter to both, giving likewife this Chara&cr 
of their Inhabitants; they of Sicily Iflc are the moft civill .-the Cy¬ 
priots indifferent, the Candiots rudeft of all. Befides the Latine and 
Greek Churches, whereof there are 4 Bifhopricks, yet double, the 
one Greek, the other Latine; of Nicofia, Papbee 3 Famagufa, and Li - 
m/a ; there are other fetts in this Ifland, as Armenians, Coftes.Ma- 
rohites, Indian*, Torpor ians, Georgians, and Jacobites ; every one ha¬ 
ving their Bifhop,and were expelled by Saladihe (afterthe taking 
of Jerufalem) for the Turkshere (as in other Countries) give liber¬ 
ty of Conicience,oneiv for a yearly exa&ed Tribute. There are 
many Monafteries on the chiefeft and highcftMountain in this Ifle, 
called Trchodos ,8 miles high,and 48 in compafs, whofe people are 
of BafiVs Order,and called fiolierosi or rather £aloires 3 that is, good 
Pricfts.The Latine Bilhcps have their burroughs,and Tithes; but 
the Greck 3 a yearly turn of the Priefts and Deacons under them, as 
in other Provinces. Alfo the Greek did acknowledge the Latine 
Bithops for their fuperiours, &c. But the Latine Arch- billiop ot 
Nicojia (called Arehbilhop of Cj/>r«s)dcpendcd immediately otthe 
Pope, noton any Patriarch, untill the Signiors of Venice, under 
Pope Tius the 4th, becomming Patrons of this Arch- bithoprick, 
ti.ofe 4,one whereof the Pope named Archbifncp. A/yit

A SSYRIA (fo called from A/ur 3 one of Sem’s five fons who 
peopled it) is by divers, divcrfly named; as Adrinfa, or 
Adrift, Azemie, Useful, Sarh , Arzerum, and by fome, Cujs'efanand 
lyes between Armenia Major on the North, an&Sufiana, in <Perfia, 
on the South. This Country was of old in reputation, for the 
Empire there fetled, whofe King Salmanazar carried away the 
ten Tribes : and of the chief City Nineveh (built by Ninm the 
third t/ffyrian Monarch): whither Jonah was fent to preach repen¬ 
tance ; it was 60 miles about, whofe walls were 100 foot high, 
200 foot high was every Tower in the walls, whereofthere were 
15 00, and the walls were fo broad, that three Carts might be 
conteined a breaft: it was fcated near the River Tigris, and bigger 
tazn Babylon 5 but is now almoft quite ruined. Here is alfo the 
City Arzeri, whence the whole Region is denominated, and Ar~ 
vela, nigh which Alexander in his third and laft battle with Dari- 
w, having 800000, got a great Victory, and was inftalled in the 
Monarchy of Perjia. Darius dying not long after. It formerly 
conteined the Provinces of Arapacfjit, Aiiaben, and Sittacen , which 
fome (faith onej at this day call Botan, Sana, and Rabia. Thorow 
Nineveh alfo ran Euphrates. 

M E SO POT AMI A, (fo called becaufe it is feituated be¬ 
twixt the two famous Rivets, Euphrates and Tigris)\s in Scrip¬ 
ture called Padan Aram, now Diarbecb, according to Mercator, and 
hath toward the Weft Syria, coward the Eaft AjSyria, divided by 
Tigris ; which for its fwifcnefte, is fo called, Tigris in the Medes 
language fignifyingan Arrow. Whofe chief Towns were £ dej f a , 
now (they lay) called Xjchais whofe Governour *Agbarw, wri¬ 
ting an Epiftle to Chrift, received an anfwer from him, where¬ 
of Eufebius hath fet down the Coppies. Near which alfo 
Caracalla, Sever us the Emperour his fon, was (lain by CMa- 
crihus his appointment. Captain of the Guard, who in¬ 
tended to have took off his head, for that the Magicians 
returned their anfwer, that {Jttacrinus rfiould fucceed him. 
And *tis obferved by hiftory, that all or moft of the 40 Empc- 
rours between Juliu a Cecfar, and Constantine, dyed unnatural deaths, 
either killing themfelves, or being killed. When the Chriftians 
had recovered this Country and Paleftinefrom the Turks, they 
divided their whole conqueft into fout Tetrarchies, Jerufalem, 
Antioch, Tripolis, and Edeffa: every one whereof had fubordi- 
nate Lords, and were all fubjeft to the Kings of Jerufalem. Carrs, 
in Scripture Haran , where Abraham dwelt, when he left#/* of the 
Chaldeans: this Town is now called Caramit, that is, a black Town, 
where refiJcs a Turkilh Balia of great power: it was of old na¬ 
med Amida, and Hands in the chief Country of Mefopotamia, cal¬ 
led Alech, and was taken by Selimm the Turk. The Pagans here 
once worshipped the Moon, fome as a Female; others as a Male. 
Orft, faid to be feven miles in compafle, and famous by the death 
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of Craft* the Roman Lievccnanc, who was worth 7 * 00 talents, 
when be had offered the 10th to Hercules, and given three moneths 
tern to the peer. But he was vanquifhed by King Hetodes and his 
farthans nph unto Carra. Herein alto (lands Mercia the Chal¬ 
dean Patriarch's Seat: and Mcfm the Ncftorian Patriarch’s rcfi- 
cirg p’ace, wkcr.V authority extends even to Catbaia, and the //;- 
fc* * n cre was Ahabam born ; whither alio he Cent his firvant 
tcuhooie ;fj:ra\\ ite: unto whole brother Laban in this Coun- 
us> lacob tied from his brother £/a»: The earthly Paradife is 
juWd to have been in an Iiland of this Region made by Tigris and 
rates; and branches runnirg from them : whole uppermoll is

\io-.fsd the Ion of Chus toon after the flood, to f cure cl.emlelvcs 
irorn a fecond deluge ) (though lieier and his family contradifted 
it) is laid to have been railed 51 £4 [ aces from the gK und, whofe 
circumference was equal to its height, Sec. whicn Gcd behold¬ 
ing, made of one language,72; lb hindring the proceedings of 
that proud and fond attemptjwho bcingabout 24000 men,bv tides 
women and children : 27 of thofe languages, Sem\ peftenty, di- 
fnerfed themfclvcsover Afa 15, being Japhets went to¬ 
wards Europe and AjU the Lejje; the other 30, of Cham's loyns, 
peopled Anick) which was neverthelcfle finiiTicd by S emir amis, 
a woman of infatiable lulls, bern at Afcahn a Town of Syria, and 
the 4th Chaldean Monarch, who being taken to Minus's bed, who 

granted her the Empires command for five dayes : fhe putting on 

r e Royal robes, commanded the King to be (lain. And whofe 
walls being in circuit £0 miles, were alfo 200 foot high, and 50 
Cubits in breadth. News being brought to this Semiramis, of this 
Cities revolt 5 lbe, leaving her head half undreft, never platted 
re reftoi her hair, till the by fiege had recovered it. Cyrus took 
this Town, by cutting many deep channels ; fo emptying Euphra¬ 
tes ihzi ran thorowit, and conveying his forces alo: g the emptied 
River into the Town. Which revolting from the Perfians in Da - 
r ui HijUfpis his time ; Z firw, <Dariw bis Captain, (aft 1 twenty 
moneths luce, and ftill lcfle hope to prevail) cutting off his nofc 
and ears, and mangling his body, fled in policy to the Babylonians, 
complaining of his King’s tyranny: who crediting his words,and 
committing to him their whole Army, he delivered Souldiers and 
Town into his Soveraign’s hands. Here Alexander the Great en¬ 
ded his dayes; by whole Greek Army it being taken , one part 
rncly took cognizance thereof in three dayes ipace. Bugiafer Ca - 
lr h of the Saracens, rebuilt this City, expending 18 millions of 
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gold tnerein, callingit Bagdet trom toga, the Arabick word for a 
a garden; of which it contained many. Between this Town and 
Aleppo is ftill a great Trade of Cartiers with adca Camels - be¬ 
tween which alfo they ate wont to fend letters in hafte by 
poft.Pideeons. In 0 >t Me* tteurifoed many and the firlt 
Aftronomers: whofe two helps herein, were,the Countrie s plain- 
nefle affotding a fait Horiion: and along life, with fufficient 
experience of all the Stats and Planets motions 5 and the three 
Wife men of the Eaft, who wotfliipped and preiented gifts to 
Chrift, arc thought to have come from henco. Belocbus Pnfcut, 
the ioth King,was the firft author of divination by birds 

fiving, called. Aufvicium : befidcs which, the Gentiles had three 
other kinds ; Arafpuium, or a looking on or into beads that came 
to be facrificed. Tripudium or by the rebounding of crums caft to 
chickens. Augurium, or by the chirping or chattering of birds: as 
alfo from unknown founds and voyces. Sardanapalus the 38th 
Monarch, for his effeminacy, being befieged in Nineveh by^r- 
hc'u Governour ol Zinin ; and Bdocbus, of tabjlon : he burned 
himfell with all his riches. M"“ &y in S* * ha * ‘ hl ? dccd one 'y 

he imitated a man. After whofe death, Arhaces raking Media 
and Perfia with the confining Provinces ; Belocbus feized on Ajsy- 
rid. Chaldea, and the Countries adjacent 5 whole Kingdoms was 
called the new Kingdom of AfsyrU : the 9th of which new Mo- 
narchs was Nebucbadonofor, who conquering Egypt, deftroymg 
Nineveh, repairing Babylon, aadin the 18th year of his reign de¬ 
ftroy ing Terul'alem, and captivating the Jews to Babylon, was cal¬ 
led commonly, Tk Hercules of the Baft. But toward his latter end 
was diftraAcd feven years, living like a beaft : and being refto- 
red to his fenfes, and thereby fomewhat humbled, he dyed, ha¬ 
ving reigned 44 years; whofe grandchild Bal[hafar,( the ion of 
Evtlmerodach, who was (lain by Adages King of the Medes) adif- 
folute and cruel Prince, had his Kingdom taken from him, and 
himfclf (lain by Darim and Cyrm, Afyg** s fucceffours: after 
which, it was fubjea to the Persians, Caciaas, Komaas, (who yet 
hardly extended their borders beyond Euphrates) Parthians , Sara- 
tens, Perfiaa Sophies i and laft of all to thc Tutk, by AIwms the 
magnificent, who in 1545, caufed the titulary Caliph of Bagdet 
to ernwn him King thereof. 

M edia (now called Servan or Shtrvan ) confines towards 
che South with Perfia,on the Weft with high Armenia and 
Aflyria; to the North with the Cafpian Sea, fo called from the 
Cafpii , a people of Scythia Southerly bordering herein. Its people 
were formerly che moft powerful of all Afia •* and it was divided 
into hieh Media, and Atropxtia, the moft Northerly part of Me¬ 
dia. The chief Cities are Servan, whence the whole Region is 
denominated. Tams or Tabris, which fome believe to be Ec- 
batar.e, and is fcated at the foot of Mount Oronte about eight dayes 
journey from the Sea of Bacu or Cafpian Sea: whofe ayr being very 
wholfomc, though cold and windie, it contained in its 16 miles 
liiii a. compatlc 
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tom pa lie about 200000 Inhabitants: but Amurath the Third, ta¬ 
king it in 1585, (fci it was thrice taken by the Turk ) home hold, 
tha?fince it is much decayed : Here was formerly the Perfian 
Sophie’s Seat, (in Summer) till Tamos tranfported it to Tasbin 
their laft abode, which lyes more* Southerly than Tauris. Sul - 
tatitj) where is the faireft Mofque or Mahometan Temple of the 
Eaft. Alio which forne think to be the ancient Artaxata 

or Nafuana. Ardoitllefin which Guinet and Sederdin, (whom iomc 
call Bunts and Aider jthe firft authors of the Sophie's Seif and Em¬ 
pire, with home other authors of that fe6, have reigned. Some 
alio make reckoning of Mar ant in high Media, noted for the war 
that hath been between Amurath the Turk, and the Perfian So¬ 
phies. And (as one laith) although the Turk hath held part of 
this Country foraewhat long, yet it may well be attributed to the 
Pcrtian Kins, feeing he hath of late recovered almoftall from the

place in Altai*, taken by the Turk in 1578, and made the Seat K. 

of a Turkith Bafla. Here (land alio the Towns of Secbi on the y

They once made a liquor in Media , called oyl of Media , with | 

which they envenoming their arrowes,and (hooting them, not in a r 
ftrong, but (lacker bow, it burnt th* tiefii with fucii violence,that | 

water allayed not, but rather increaled, the torment ; onely duft 
could mitigate it. There is all'o ‘Derbent (anciently named Causa• \ 

fi* For:*) built hard by the hill Caucafut , called by Plinie, a great 
miracle of nature, as being environed with two walls and having 
gates of non, the chief City in Albania , but now called Zuiria, a 
Country lying on the North of Media: a chiet River whereof 
Acafse j and an ancient City whereof was called Laodicea . 

T He particular Province of PERSIA (in old time called 
Panchaia, from King Panchee ; then, from the Greeks ,Cephene ; 
but Perfia , from King Perfeus, ( changing the name of Elamites 
into Pet funs) who pafling over from Greece into Afia , there 
tamed the barbarous Nations by a great and daily war, and 
gave the Conquerour's name to this fubdued Country ) is 
bounded on the North with Media , on the South with the Perfian 
gulph; which takes its name of this Province 5 and runs along 
600 miles: The two chief Cities ar e Sir as, in antient time, Perfe- 
po//s, built by Perfes, Perfeus hisfonj feme fay, that it was named 
Cyropolis, and was the abode of the wife Kings of the Eaft 5 it is 
feated on the River Bindimir, and is now one of the bcautifiilleft 
Towns of the Eaft, being (with the Suburbs, 20 miles about, and 
containing 60000 houfes. ^Alexander at the requeft of his lewd 
Lais, fet it on fire; but repenting his folly, he afterwards rebuilt 
it. Casbin or Tasbin, whither Tarr.as ( as was faid) brought the 
Sophie’s refidence from Tauris 5 it’s called alfo Hfpian, and faid 
tobeadayes journey about on horfeback. This is well walled,

Well, Chaldea \ on the South,the ‘Perfan gulph. It (faith one) 
took this name from its famous City Safes, called Chus and Suflre 5 
but it may be called Sufiana (as if to fay >Chufiana) [romChus,Hams 
Ion, who firft peopling here, withdrew to the three Arabia s,ca\\- 
ine them alter his own name, the Land of Chus , which is Ethio¬ 
pia, (not ot Africa , but of Afia ) which the River Gihon is faid to 
cncompafle. Chus leaving this Country to his fon Havtlah : it is 
called in Scriptures, the Land of Haiilah , where is gold ; which 
Ptfon (the Southern branch of the River Tigris or Hiddekel , as Gi- 
bon is the moil Wcftern branch of Euphrates ) is faid to compafle. 
For it is eviJent from 1 Sam. 15.7. that there was another Land 
of Haiilah, fedides that of India . Safes the chief City is built up¬ 
on the River Snele, now called Tirtir: being of a long form, and 
ic miles in compafle: where the Perfian Kings alfo (of old) kept 
Court in Winter s for that it ftood more Southerly than Tauris or 
Ecbatane. 

C E R M A NI A, now called C HI RM A'H., hath been 
divided into two parts 5 theonecalled byfomeat this day, 
'Dulcwde, or far mama the Defartj whofe limits are on the North 
farthia , towards theSouth, the other Carmania ; it hath no Towns, 
but onely tome featuring Villages. The other lying betwixt < 7 r- 
drofia the Defart, part of Perfia, and the Indian-Se a, and is called 
hion or great Carmania. Whofe chief City is Chirmdn , famous 
for itscloath of Gold, and making of the beft Scimitars •, which 
the Mahometans fo prize, that thofc who were taken at their o ver- 
throw of Lepanto, caft them into the Sea, that the Chriftians 
might not have fucb weapons. This Province extends 200 
leagues, and is near the Sea 5 but (they fay) there isnofafe Porr, 
or conaming for (hips, for the fands and Rocks. Yet the more 
Wcftcrly, hath the more commodious Ports and many Towns, 
but the Eafterly is ill inhabited. Hett Alexander returning out 
of India, kept his feafts in imitation of Bacchus, who firft conquer¬ 
ed that N ation. They continued feven dayes, night and day in a 
fottilh, drunken, and foolifh manner, as they marched thorow it. 
In the Army was no weapon to be feen, but Cups, Barrels, and 
Flagons *, and eating, drinking, laughing, and fioging, inftcad of 
skirmiftiing, &c. fo that the Hiftorian obferves, a 1000 fober 
Per fans, (it their courage had been according to tbe occafion offer¬ 
ed them by this drunken army) might have defeated them,and re¬ 
covered the Countries freedome* 
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G E D ROSI Ay now C H A R M A Ny Circan , and <?*>]?, hath 
coward the Eaft the Realm of Camboyy or part of the Indies , 
on the Weft CarmanUy from which it is parted by the River li¬ 
me nt: whale chief City is called Gedrofon, or geft.

D RANG I AN Ay (divided by the River Drangie y called 
in new Maps llment) is now called SIGESTAN 5 yet 
Niger faith, that Drangiana with Arachopa is fo called. Some 
will have this to be Cabul on the Sophies frontiers Weft ward, ha¬ 
ving a particular Mahometan King. It is bounded on the North 
and Weft with tAria y under the Mountain Bagoe y and on the Eaft 
with tAracopa, and is fo inclofed with Mountains, that the Ri¬ 
ver fcarce finds pafl'age •, two Cities hereof are, Sige y whence it is 
named Sigepan> andc^f ulebety where Aladine a feditious Perpan, 
promifed an eternal earthly fools Paradife to all that took his part, 
who (wearing to venture their lives in his quarrells, he appointed 
them toMaflacre fuch neighbour Princes as probably might prove 
bad to him, which thing they did * whom the Italians calling 
AJi apir.esy thatis,thcives, and cut-throats, we ufe the word t« 
Ajfajsinate . Some indeed attribute this unto AladeuleSy King of 
Antitaurusy whom Selym the fir ft vanquilhed; but Paulas Venem 
relates the full ftory concerning Aladwe , 

A RIA (by others, £>/, Sahlepamy Sargtitzar 9 Corfany and Se- 
mere ) hath on the W 'dkParthia, and Carmania the Defart, 
on the Eaft the Country of parapomifm, Here are three principal 
Rivers Aria y Arapeny and Tonelef, alfo the Marifli of Arien y now 
called the Burgian Lake. Its chief City is Eriy or Aria, thirteen 
miles about 5 Sartibarzanes was once Governour of this Country 5 
who revolting from, and joyning bactell with Alexander , challen¬ 
ged to fight hand to hand with any of his commanders: the which 
one Eriguis an aged, but mettalfome feuldier, undertaking, and 
having cried aloud, I will fhew what fouldiers Alexander had, 
came on, and at the fecond onfet, (lew Sartibarzanes 5 and then the 
tArians re-obeyed Alexander 5 who at another time having rebel¬ 
led s and being by Alexander forced to hide in a Cave, on the top 
of an inacceflible Rock, he piling up wood eeven with the Caves- 
mouth, fet it on fire with the wind 5 whereby, fome, by the heat 
and fmoak, being half burnt and ftifled, the reft yielded to his 
mercy.

P AR ATOM IS US, fo called for that it is fafhioned like 
an Iflaiid, with Rivers running almoft about it, is named 
Pjibfbv one, but by another CWd/wr 5 yet others will have this 
called Sable.lan. li is bounded on the South vmhAracbofta, on the 
North witn the Mountains of Tturw, dividing it from Tartary 
htre called the Mountain of Parapamife. It is lo mountainous, 
that in Alexanders times, it was tcaile known to its neighbour 
Countries, and the people being fo barbarous that they were not 
held wortny ot acquaintance; whofe Valleys f though {aid to be 
indfferent fruitful!) wetefo fludowed with the high lulls; that 
it much Eelipfed their cleared day. Their chief Town and a 
frequented Market is Ca ndahar , or rather now called £Wd- 
tun. 

S tyle A, whofe people Sac*, feating themfeh-es North in 
German,, gave name to the Saxons, increafing there both in 
n. caber ana valour. They are reported ftill to live here barba- 
roullv in Caves, living motkly by theft. The Country is fcitua- 
ted more Northerly mail Paraptmifwr on the borders oi Scythia, or 
T Artary. 

H I RC A NIA hath divers names, as Girgtam,Ccrcam,Me- 
fandre, H\rach,Strave, Viargument^ and oath on the North 
the Hircanian, or Cafpian Sea, and on the South, Ana ,*" d 
its chief City is Hircta, very ftrongly Icttuated, and called by the 
Scythians, Charizat. lo it alfo is the Town Nobar ca ,.once famous 
for an Oracle therein. When Alexander conquered this country, 
(it being in a manner a Forreft) the Hire ant s/A tying the bcugas 
together, he could not comeat tnecn. But caufing his Souldicrs to 
cut down the Wood, which they fought his affairs would not 
have permitted him to do,they yielded. Abundance of fierce 7 y- 
oers lurking inrhefeForrelts, occafioned that Proverb of crue l 
men ; That they had fucked an Hircanian ugcr. There are Ri¬ 
vers in thefeforemcationed Provinces, feme whereof (they fay) 

liave even an incredible fteep fall into the Sea, and the Rive tZo- 
leris in this Hircania,ia his courfe out of the Hills,is hid , 8 miles 
under-ground, tiling again into another river, the which, Aiexan- 
der, by lading two Oxen therein, the ftream calling them up at i s 
rtfing, made tryallof.

T His is the ordinary aud received Description, and Divifion of 
Perfu y but one that hath written a brief relation of the chief 
Provinces thereof, and which have continued longcft under the 
*Ferfians command, faith, that Perfia, which thole born in the 
Country call Pare , or Agem, and whofe inhabitants are named Pa- 
ry, or Agemy, being one of the greateft Monarchies (for before the 
renting c Media, and Armenia from it, it was 4560 miles in com- 
paffe) and the moft famous and beft people in the World, can¬ 
not be difeovered, or have any certain bounds given unto it for 
the variety found in that Kings dominions, the Realms, and Pro¬ 
vinces whereof, have been fometimes very great, fometimes of 
imall extent. 

After Sardanapahs his death, the Empire was divided into the 
AjTyun, Chaldean , aid Median Monarchy, of which laft the foun¬ 
der was A rbaces, in the year of the World 3146, the feventh of 
which Monarchsofthe was Phraortes, who being of great 
proweffe,and reigning 22 years, compelled th e perfians to be his 
Tributaries. But Cyrw Aftiages his Grandchild, having no !quar- 
rellatallagainftC)4.vjr«his Uncle (who is plainly Darim the 
Mede with Daniel } ) left him the Kingdomc of Media, and himfelf 
took Perfiaiyet fo,that Cyras marrying Cyazares his onely daughter, 
fhculd be his heir both of what he then had,and what they ihould 
mutually win in Cyaxares his life time. So that although the 
Creeks attribute the taking of Babylon , and (laying of Baltazzar un¬ 
to Cyrtu onely ; yet the Scripture gives it wholly to Darius ; as 
being the elder, the Medes Empire the more famous of the two; 
and the Uncle being before the Nephew, unto whom alfo what 
they both won, was to belong, till after death; Cym fucceeding 
him, and incorporating thereby, the Medes and Perfians into one,

An,**,* for afliftance: to 1 M 
hornet the Petfian Sultan, was mvefted King of ^ throu g“ ,h « 
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Taigrcl pix, was Cu/anes-y who being conquered by the great 
Ci.amct Tartariein the year 1202, Haslon was ordained chctmfc 
Tartarian Kirg of Perli3 j the ^th from whom was Aiuzaid ; who 
dying, the Tartarian Princes civilly dilTenting about itizures on 
feveral parts thereof; Getr.pf.is a Parthian took occaiion to ircc both 
his own fubjv’&s and the Pcrllans irom their bondage ; which he 
effecting, was cholcn Sultan or King of Perha; whofc Iilue not 
long enjoyed it; Violent Tamerlane the Tartar dilpe. lUlIing that 
race; whofc iifuc alio,after his death i'oon loft this kingdom : for 
Ufun (fafanes the Armenian rooted cut Malaoncres the la ft of his 
line, in 1431, and poflcfTed the kingdom ; during whole reign,he 
gave his daughter in marriage to one Aider S pire, the ion of Guir.e 
Sophie j who (in 1 3 5 o) deriving his birth from Jfufa Cere jin one et 
the twelve fonsof Ocen Halies ton. ( who marrying their propt.ee 
Mahomet *$ daaghtcr,he bequeathed to the laid Hah all hiscftan ; 
with the title of Caliph or Empercur) contrived an eltabhfhaicnc 
of the Caliphatclhip in his own family. Jacup Ufun Capat.es his 
fon fearing Aider's glory, had him ft a in, catting fils fens Jjhmael 
and Soljman into prifon ; who notwithftarrding being well edu¬ 
cated, and having liberty afforded them by isfmazar to whom 
they were delivered, Jjbmael vanquifhing and killing jacup, with 
his fon Ehatiy was both crowned King ei Perfia, and as to reli¬ 
gion, made Halt and himfelf Mahomet’s true l'ucccffoiars : rej; <ft- 
ing Aiukequtr or Abuzezery Ormar or Haumar, and Odman cr Ofmen* 
together vaich the Turks who followed them, (for being powerful 
men, and great afliftants to Mahomet, they all pretended chcm- 
felves his true fucceffours) as fchifoaatical Rebels; whence hath 
proceeded thofe mortal jam between the Turks and them,though 
to their Ioffe, who have (fince /fbmael Sophie , who began the 7th 
race of the Perian Kings in 1495) fucceffively maintained wars 
with the Turk ; unto whom they loft £<^fo»,with a great ilaugh- 
torofthe defendants in 1639. The contention between Halt 
and the three above-mentioned, about the fucce&on, was the rife 
of four fe As 5 The Perftans having the beft reai'on for their claim; 
and by Jjbmael Sophie's valour, challenging the race of Hali y he 
brought his fe& into credit, proclaiming war agaiaft his neigh¬ 
bours that would not embrace the fame. He wore a red Turban 
with twelve points, in remembrance of Ocen or Ofsan's twelve fons, 
the fon of Haliy and commanding all his followers to wear the 
like. Many Natioas followed him and his fcA, and all people 
between Euphrates and Ahian, the Cafpian Sea and Perfian gulpb, 
are fettled in this opinion, differing alfo in fome other ceremonies 
or circumftances from the Turkish Mahometans, In the Sophie's 
Dominions are likewife fame Jews, of thafe that remained in Af- 
fyia y when T^ebemiab and Ezra led back the reft into ‘Palejlinei 
who choofing a head of David's henfe, called him, The Head of the 
hantfbeiy and built a Town an Euphrates banks, which they named 
Ke*rdes> or a loud of Sciences.

the oK the Idler Armemt in Sis oicaramania Astothe Qua- 
litv and Riches of thele Countries, there is found great difference 
in 'the foyl oAfsyria is a plain Country abounding in Riycrs,and 
exceeding fruitftill. Mefopotamia is wondrous fertile in fome 
parts; yielding (if it maybe credited) 100, and in fome places 
500 fold, and fit for breeding of Cattle; but in fome others is fo 
fubi-ft to heat, as many beafts cannot endure its extremity. Here 
Lin. few Fountains, which the Inhabitants either out ot malice 

or lubtiltv do hide 5 but the fertile places are overflown with Tt- 
oris and Euphrates, as Egypt is with Nilus. Its very miry here in 
VVinter. herein alio ire great Defalt places, all fandy, without 
ftuit • yet even there is gathered the fweet Ammonium, andftore 
of Nanhte or liquid Bitumen 5 and about the Tovyn Verdin is 
abundance of Cotton. Media is generally hilly and cold, espe¬ 
cially toward the North, and therefore barren ; and little Corn 
growing making their bread rnoftly of dryed Almonds, and their 
Irink of the toots of fome herbs •, eating ordinarily Venifon, for 
they have here fcarce any thing but fruit-Trees, and wild1 beaft 
tame beafts none; but the South part abounds both in V; heat, 
Wine, and tame beafts; and the foyl about Taunt : is fruitfull in 
all things. So that of this part of Media, he may be undcrltooj, 
w 1. faith. There be feme grafsie Plains fo btg, that 5 0000 borfes may 
failure on them. Atropatia is very fruitful by realon of the Rivers 
aLso or A raff e, an/dre Ot Giro which water it } wherein (in 
old time) was great ftoteof Silks: and it appears to be the fame, 
that'anothcr calls Zairia, as abovefaid, whofc Country he faith 
is little beholding to the Husband-man's induftry; yielding for 
one lowing, mod times two, fometimes three reapings. Sujiana 
hath in it many Serpents, doing men much harm 5 tt being (to¬ 
wards the Perfian gulph) very Moorifbj and exceeding hot, by 
reafon ot fome high Mountains keeping off the Northerly winds. 
Yet i" yields ftote of Wheat, and abundance ofBarley j but fome 
placeshaving much Bitumen or fulphurous fitmej the wa ers 
both favour thereof, caufing a pain in the bowels 5 and f°fl'°n™- 
ine mens lives; and alfo Plants grow with difficulty. Near the 
Town Safe, is digsed much Naphte. Perfs, orthcP £° v . lnce[ ' 4 c' 
ticalarlv named Per/ia, hath its North part cold and hilly, not fit 
for fruits They have here Emeraulds, though not the clcareft 5 
and fome fay it hath much gold and filver mine; But its middle 
partis plain! having many Lakes and Rivers,and yielding a un- 












dance ot ill things; whole Southern part, cowards chc Pcrilan 
gulpn, bciog windy, hoc and moorilh,bears no fruit befides Palm- 
trees yielding Dates. Hircania coward the North, being full of 
great Forrefts, hath ftorc of Tygers; alfo Panthers and Leopards; s ' 
but the other part is (aid to be plain and fruitful in Wheat,Wine, 
Figgs,and other fruits,having Trees from whence honey dittilleth; 
and that part near the Cafpian Sea, through thefreth water, trotn 
rocks, is alwayes full ot gralTe and flowers. Much filk is^ all. 
made here. Cirtn&uU in the middle part thereof is indifferent' 
good, bearing much fruit, and good wine. But the Defart is hot 
and barren :~and in the Maritine parts of the upper there is no , 
Trees, befides Bullies and fomc Palms, GedrojiA affords Nard 
and Myrrhe *, but being full of fand, it is moftly a dtfart; and \ 
through the Sun’s heat greatly wants water, though it hath rain I 
in Summer. Aria hath fomc fields bearing fruit; but they are 
near the Mountains, defending them from the Sun’s heat; where¬ 
in alfo there growes Vines yielding wine, which is reported to 
keep 90 years. Here arc alfo black,and fome yellowifh Saphires, 
and a drugg like Myrrhe. But this Province is greatly fubjeA to 
heat, and environed with Mountains, Forrefts, and Defarts. 
Whence it appears, that the Provinces of Perfia, their Trade and 
Riches is from Silks, (of which they fell and carry much into all 
the Eaftern Countries 5 yea, as far as Syria) alfo from Pearls and 
pretious ftones. Chirman in Carmdnu venting likewife great 
Bore of cloathof gold and filver, which the Inhabitants there 
make. « 

P i RTH / A (called fbarafsen from the Town Char as, alfo 
Arach , and Jtx,) confineth on the Eaft with Aria, and on the 
Weft with Media. Chief Towns whereof are Cafsau> very rich. 
TiqrarwcertA, from Tigranes the Armenian King who built it. £ 7 e- 
jipkon, once the royal Seat, which was divers times befieged by 
the Roman Emperours, though moftly without fuccefle; before 
which, Julian (called the Apoftate) ended his dayes. There are 
alfo divers other Towns of note. But the principal City is Hifpa* 
bamot Hifpaan, which fome fay, was the ancient Hecatompylis, 
and is to beautiful and great, that the Perfians term it half the 
World. The Partbiins are faid to have their defeent from the 
Serbians, whole language they keep, though with feme mixture of 
the Median : theirname implyeth as much as Exiles 5 they wero 
accounted the experteft Archers in theVVorld jand in their uifmal 
retreats, would thoot fomecimes from between their leggs, and 
fometirr.es backward. They were likewile skillfull horlc-men:for 
the gyr’< dryntfle feafoned their bow-ftrings j and the Countrie’s 
plainrtfteexercifed their horfe. The firft King was ^Atfaces, be- 
ginniog his reign intheyearof the World $ 7 l %> who brought 
them inro conformity and difeiplinej before, a bafe and rude peo¬ 
ple. The 9th King was H erodes j who overcoming Crafsus, cau- 
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rr m 0 itcn gold to be powred down uis throat,for his covctoufncfs.

Yetthofe who live towards the North, want many ncccffaries 
for man’s lile, whereas their reigi hours (and all fubjeft to one 
Prince) have plenty. As for the 7 ar:arian*s Religion, fome are 
Mahometans, crying daily, there is but one God, In Cathay there 
are many more grw fle Idolaters than Mahometans j who hold two 
gods* oae of Heaven, of whom they defire health and undemand¬ 
ing : the other of Earth ; whom they fay hath a Wife and Chil¬ 
dren caring for their cartel,corn, 8cc. ana therefore they ask fuch 
things of him: rubbing his Idol’s mouth with the fatted of the 
meat when they eat, and of the wife and children, (which are the 
little Images in their houfes) but cart the broth out ©f the houfe 
to the fpirits. Keeping alfo their god of Heaven in a high place, 
and chat of the earth in a low. They believe mens fouls are im¬ 
mortal * but parting from one body to another, according to ?y~ 
ibagorat. They worfhip alfo the Sun, Moon, and four Elements 5 
calling the Pope and all Chriftians, Pagans, Infidels, Dogs, and 
Idolaters. They never fart in, or folemnize, ©ne day more than 
another. There are likewile fome Jews and Chriftians,although 
but few: thefe being Keftorians, who differ from the Romifh and 
Greek Church, in putting Chrift in two perfens$ inlaying, that 
Mary the Virgin is not God’s mother 5 in that their Priefts may 
marry as often as they will. They fay alfg, ’tis one thing to be 
God the W ord, and another thing to be Chrift 5 neither own 
they the twoCounceh of Ephefm, Their Patriarch alfo who re-

Di rtin and Bindor'* fometimes ruined y theRealmsde- 

hcld by the tortugnUs, as *Uo^.s Dnmtn, C^ara, the Realms^ 
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nominator, a goodly City of nigh 130000 families, and therefore 
called C-rr of the Indies. Mandao y io named from its chief City 
MmhUo, twelve miles about, which was not furrendred unto 
M*> burned> the Mogul ol Zagatai till after a fiege of twelve years, 
which Kingdome the laid Mogul took occafion to feize on, by Bo. 
durius King of Cambaiay his unjuftly warring on it 5 fubduing alfo 
B.uiunus his Kingdome therewith, although he had in his Army 
500000 foot, 150000 horfc, 1000 pieces of Ordnance, 500 
Wagons of Gunpowder, and bullets, 200 Elephants, and 500 
Cherts of Gold and Silver. Dellie , feituated betwixt the Realms 
of Dr: an, and Narftngia , and divided from Camhaia, by the Moun¬ 
tains 3 which (the Mogulls taking from the Saracens, who had alfo 
fubdued Catiors, or Dec an, they made Dellie the chief City thereof 
their place of rcfidence, another City is Cheftner, where Magick 
is much ftudied. The Amazons which were valiant women for¬ 
merly, here dwelt, there being alfo fame who yet ride on horfe- 
batk in manner of men 3 and a UHshometan King lately here reign¬ 
ing, had a Wife which marched commonly with 2000 women 
on Horfebac k. Bengal a, a great realm of twelve leagues in length, 
and alfo breadth, having many, both land and Sea-Towns. It’s 
City gavro was the aboad of its Kings, as alfo Bengala the Pro¬ 
vincial Town* reckoned oae of the greateft and faired of all in the 
Indies. Sangue which fome call £Vfor,and whofe chief City is (V- 
toty twelve miles in compade, feated in an advantagious place, 
and very droogly fortified. This Province was (but lately) fub- 
jc& unto a fair and couragious woman named Crementina , yet a 
Tributary to Bsduritu of Cambria, from whom (he revolting, he 
difpoffcffed her of the Town, where die had fortified her felf with 
no lefle then 30000 foot and 2000 horfc. There is alfo the King- 
dome of Bocan y or Balafia, which hath two Cities of the fame 
names; and whichcontcincth inexhauftible Mines of Gold and 
Silver.This Empire hath been conquered and contrafted into one, 
by the great CMogulls, about 120 years or more: who were fo 
called from the Mongull Tartars, from whom they defeended by 
cutting off a Letter, and fo likewife (I fuppofe) Mogors. This 
Ccumrey hath been notable, for abundance of, both neceflaries 
for life, and alfo of pleafure 3 likewife for fundry beads, as Apes, 
Dragons, Camells, Serpents, Rhicinerots 3 and Elephants. Cam- 
hats abounds in Wheat, Rice, Sugar,all forts of fruits,Spices,and 
Ittcenfe, fraughting alfo fometimes4o or 50 (hips (to tranfport in¬ 
to other parts) with their great dore of Cotton, and Silk. Here 
is alfo found the Onyx done, called Cornallina, many Diamonds 
and Chalcedonies 3 it abounds alfo in liquid Sterax. it is watered 
chiefly with the River Z/i^commiRg from Mount Cauccfuo. Be * 
£*/* alfo hath sreat dore of Rice, W heat, Sugar, very good Gin¬ 
ger, and long Pepper, no Countrey having more fiefh or Fiifc, cc 
more Silk and Cotton, befides its fweet and temperate Ay re. at¬ 
tracting tftany people thither. And the Jews and 'Mahometans 
there dwelling, believe that the fweet and pleafan? Lu.t in 
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'freescalled Mcfes, was that which tempted Adam. Here are 
Canes fobig, that they ferve for barrels, &c. 'Drthe alfo abounds 
in llorfes, Dromedaries, which lomecall Abides, twiceasbig as 
artdl, and Elephants, befides the commodities of other Realms; 

So that the enriching Merchandilcs of this Empire, which they 
fend into remote Countries, are, abundance of Cotton and Silks, 

Spices and precious ftones 3 their Magor alfo having undoubted- 
| Jy vad treasures, as having conquered Badurius (vvao brought 
I 500 Cherts or Tuns of Gold and Silver, as was laid, to pay his Ar- 
I mv) and a great number of other Provinces. As to Religion, the 
1 Mi ion Em pire is for the mod part Mahometans 3 alfo there are ma¬ 

ll nygr tie idolaters, as may draight way be declared. There are 
| alfo nnny Jews, aud fome called Chridians, Abyflins, whom 
1 tr :fliq ! Je and gain draw hither. There are alfo within C.i/;^r,thc 
I tWs. KingJomes of Narjinge and Calicute, governed fly their own 
Princes. Tne firft whereof, Narfinge, lyeth between the Gulf of 
Bengali on t e Ead, and the M< »untains ot (fate on ihe Wert; and 
isinlengt;'. 600 miles, wheremare two royall Towns, Narjinge, 

\ and Bf agar, or Befeadgal (having three walls, and famous tor 
tradique, yet it was burnt by Saracenicall confederates in 15 67 ) 
by rcaion whereof, cney call this Prince fometimes King of Nar- 
\ Ji/.ge, lomctinus ot Bifnagar. The Ciry of Tanajfar (tome fay) 
belongs to this Kingdome, though the King of Burma now holds ir. 

The Portugal* haw leizcd on one principall fea-Town hereof 3 
namely Onor, and midc another (to wit) Baltic ah ? their tributary, 
but tuefe are in the Province of Catiara, or (fanean y being fome 
part of Decauy which the King of Narfmge doth enjoy ; who hath 
(likewiie) the King olTravancor, in the Provinceof oMalabar,{\ib- 
jcCl unt o him. But two Sea-Towns in Narfmge it felf, Coromandel 
and Malipur are inhabited by Chridians, the ‘Portugal!* holding 
them alfo. Tnis King led an Army againd I dale an (a neigh,bour 
Prince) of 31690 horfc, 558 Elephants, and 60000 foot, and 
vanquished him. In this Country is great plenty ot Corn,Sugar, 
Ginger, and other fpites 3 no place abounding mure in Silk and 
Cotten than it. C AKAra -> Y iclJs Rice, Sugar, Nuts, and Figs; but 
no Wheat, Barley, nor Pulfe. Bifnagar s Territory is very fruit- 
full, nigh vvnich are very plcafant Forrelts. But Traia^cors foil 
is lean. This King hath twelve Millions of Gold or Duckets year¬ 
ly. For in thisCountrey (as in mod of the Ead) all the lands 
ForrefU, Mines, yea, and the Water of fome Rivers are the Prin¬ 
ces : to that every orte waffling himrtlf in (janges, running thorow 
Bengali, orthat of Gtngue flowing thorow Orijja, mud pay a fupi 
to their Kings. This people do believe, firft in one God 3 then in 
Devills, the Authors of all cvill, whom they mod honouring, 
build datelv Pagoies, or Temples unto them: and two forts of 
people, to wit, the Banexn, and Beamans, or B ram ins do govern in 
a manner the Idolatrous Religion throughout the Indies. To fpcak 
of all whofe vanities and foolifhfupcrditions, might feem as fu- 
perfluous, as tedious. The Bramans are much more edeemed 
Lilli a than

than the other>and arc of two iefls, either thole who many, and 
live in Towns, called Bramanes ; cr thole who never marry, li- 
vipa on Alms, and going upand down like Pilgrims, See. tor a 
time, till betoraming Abduts, that is, mco exempt from Laws, 
they commit all bealUiatfle, andvillany, and take all kind of 
pleasures, and thele are called Joques, whole Commander diftri- 
butes lomecimes a great revenue, lending them up and down to 
preach their foiiy. They worfhip and elleem of Oxen and Kine 
more than any beafts, becaufe they think dead mens Souls paffe 
rather into them than into any other. They hold God to be black, 
as the goodlieft colour ; wherefore their Idols are black, and lb 
deformed, that they affright the beholders, perfwading the pco- 
ple,thcy are great eaters ; by which lying, they get much money 
and meat to make good chcar withall, they know the explication 
of the ic Commandant ms: and the firft thing they er.joyn their 
received Diitiplcs; is never to publifb, one God Creator of all 
things to be werfhipped. In their Sabbath’* ftrvice,their Debtors 
repeat often thele words, Incrjbiptbec, O God, nith thy gtace and 
fucc.urs eternally. Alio to receive meatlrom Chriluans, they 
account it facriledge. 

C ALICUT E is the chief Realm of the Country of Malabar, 
which is the Wettcrn part of A urea Chcrfonefw ot old, which 
is ?go miles long, from the Mountain Guate on theEaft, to the 
I nets at. Ocean Haft; yet narrow. It contains feven Provinces j 
two or whom,to wit ,Cononor and Calicute, obey the King of Calicute , 
a Prir.cc lo powerful, that they call him Zamcrim or Emperur; 
although the Realm be but 25 leagues long, and 10 broad : for 
peremall King cf Malabar going to a Mahometan Media, to finifh 
his dayes, divided his eftate into as many parts as Provinces, lea¬ 
ving ti.is name to this King of faheute, Its denominating City 
Cdinae rcacheth three miles along the Sea-fide, without walls, 
chehcuUs being fome diftance from each other; yet the ftaplc- 
Town of ail the 'India* Traffique. for.cncr is a City all'o, having 
a It lie and large Harbour, and lo fit for trslfique 30 miles from 
C-licute : But Ctdm is 30 leagues from the fame, whence arc the 
bell lcarlet dies; whole Govcrrour is the High Pric-lt of the 
Brad) rar.es or Brainm: unto whom, they lay, ti e King ufes to 
grant the hanlelot his marriage-bed, wherefore his filter's lens 
luccccd him, as being mere certainly of the royal blcud. The 
houtes f f Cahcute are built lew, equal to a man on horkbaek, bc- 
caute Icon finding water, they cannct lay deep foundations. This 
loyl yields much Pepper and Ginger : in ti e Plains, is a fruit like 
the Mvroboian ; but in the reddith toiler, are gathered all lorts 
thereof. They havedivers li.iubsand fruits,among which fome 
(unknown to us) taile like Peaches, Damask Prunes, Figgs, and 
Melons. AKes called Succc-citrini, gt-wes here, and is a gurrme 
gathered from a ih.rub, having but one root, like' a fisfte. They 
have a Tree yielding Dates like the Palm, wood tor fuel, nuts 

well- 
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well-tailed: ropes and fine cloath arc madeofit; Wine,Sugar, 
and oyl are drawn from ir. Another Tree bears Cotton, Cypres 
cr Cobweb-lawn, of whole leaves they make ftuffefemewhat like 
to Sattin or Taffara; making ropes of its bark being fpun, under 
whole latter bark, isa nut as big asones little finger, in whole in¬ 
ward part, water growing, not much unlike Role-water : they 
make fat oyi thereof. Tiny draw mornings and evenings a li- 
ouor hom this Tree by incifion, which is to them as tweet wines. 
The whole year feems alwayes here as a Spring, through the ayr 
its temperatenc fie and IwectnelTe. Here arc likewife many beafts, 
as Lyons, Bugles, Elephants, Bears, \A olves, Stags, Goats,Oxen, 
though fomeVay they breed not here. Parrots there are of divers 

colours, and the bird Saranfomewhat Idle than Parrots - Storc ot ' 

Apes and Monkeys, who funning up thofe Trees (like Nut-trees J 
fpoyl the liquor whereof the Indians make drink, overthrowing 
the vc(Ills in which they receive it. llucc forts ot Serpents are 
in thi> Country, two whereof are poylonfome in their bicings : 
but the other which arc very great, living in Moorilh places ; ha¬ 
ving very long feet,are laid to have no peyfon in them. Thc£.:- 
Ucutrs felling not oncly their own Pepper and Ginger to Mer¬ 
chants: but Spices, Muik, Incenle, Aloes, and Camphir, Brafii, 
Pearls and Cafiia, which tome to this City from other places, 
makes it one ol the lichcft in the Indies. They believe one God 
the Creator and firft caufc of all: but they fay,He,to reft himfelt 
hath committed the Earth’s Government, Judgment, and Puniln- 
ment unto the Devil, whom they ckttDeume, or the god Tamer an, 
holding him to be coelcftial. The King hath many figures of De¬ 
vils in a place of his Palace; and in his Chappel a gaping ghaitly 
brazm Devil is let on a Throne of brafte; who holds the loul ot 
a man in his throat, and another in his hand to devour him. Their 
facnficcrs are called Bramins, who (to let pafle rheir many fuper- 
ftitions) promife a general pardon to the people of their faults once 
a year, in December; which continuing for three dayes, their 
Idol-Temple (whither they refort from all neighbouring Provin¬ 
ces: and into which none may enter, to vvoribip or be fprinkled 
wicn the lamp-oyl by the Br arums, till he hath wafhed himfell in 
the Lake in which the Temple (lands) is as a Sanfluary for all, fo 
that none dare cither puri'ue an offender, do wrong, or revenge 
for wrong done. 

India without Ganges, is feituated between the other India 
Weft ward, anddWun theEaft, and was formerly divided be¬ 
tween 12 rich and puiflanc Princes ; but now they, are all fubjtfl¬ 
ed to the King ol Brarna or Banna, or ©f Pegu: fome reckoning up 
14 Realms which he polLfTeth at this day : But the moll remark¬ 
able of rhe 12, into which it was once divided,arc (even; i.Starn, 
erthe Kingdomeol Soma, made fubjeflto the King of Barms in 
1555; three of whole chief Cities are, Siam, fcated on the bank 
of the broad and deep river Men am, a (lately and pleafing Citv, 
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ailbvcrv populous; and wherein nigh 3000c timiihs of Moors, 
M;rci>ai-c<,arc eftimated to dwell:the River overtiowestht Ccun- 
try 120 miles every year; wheicby me King of Pegu befrgirgic 
in 15^**, brought nut -coco of 9-coco SoulJurs with him out 
cf c« v waters. " Odte, bigger tea .

Corn, Pepper, Berjjyn, Gold, Silver, Tinn, and other metals, 
plenty of Musk $ in iome places great Forrefts, where live many 
Tygres, Lyons, and wild beads. There is both fiefh and fifh,and 
in one p'ace or other all things needful for the Lie of man ; for the 
Country being plain, and watered with many goodly Rivers, all 
things abound beyond what is ip rken. Merchants coming thither 
from all parts, docarry many Commodities forementioned into 
leveral j. arts: fo that the wealth of thefe Realms may eaiily be 
conceived bv their fruitfulnefle; and that the King of Farrr.a hath 
Ilorent creature. From the faIfe and fcoliib principles of thofe 
ctpegu, lpring fo many vain opinions and ceremonies, that they 
are hardly to beexprdled. They have Convents of Priefts neat 

their 
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their Idol-Temples above 300 in a place; who have htv„ and 
chin (haven, wearing long Gowns with tleeves hanging to the 
oround. Tnofe of Sum arc held, as it were, authors of ail lu per¬ 
ditions in thefe Countries; yet hold God for the Creator of all 
thin**, who ihall rccompcnce the good, and punifli the evil: be- 
lievfn? alto, a man to have about him, both a good Spirit guiding 
him t<?good, and keeping him ; and another tempting, and af¬ 
fixing nim. They much honour their Priefts, who are attired 
iQ yellow c loath; for all of that colour (it refembhng the Sun 
and gold) is dedicated to God. Many are the number of their 
Idols; worihippingalfothe four Elements: fo that he who in 
his life-time adored the earth, choofcs to be buried ; he that ho- 
noured'fire to be burnt; who the ayr, to be hung, and devoured 
by birds • and who the water,to be drowned. We ihould ex¬ 
ceed our prefent purpofe of brevity, if we fhould repeat all their 
vanity. 


C H 1 v Ay fo called, by corruption of the word Sin* (wkofc 
people,the Swa/s,here inhabited) is a very great and ancient 
Rc*lm ; tor (according to rhuCfciWi own accwu it in their books, 
and by tnc computation of an excellent Geometrician and Coi- 
moorapker, it hath ;ooo leagues in circuit, and 1800 m ength : 
aid if we credit their own relations, thetr Kings from the flrft 
called r/W, have fucce(lively reigned above 4000 years, being 
never conquered, till that in Fa,far's time, the 242 King, Cbifan- 
iaan the Tartar's Licvtcnant (uis name lignifying too eyes) depri¬ 
ved him of his kingdome, according to a foretold Prophetic; yec 
by one Combu cholcn their 251 King, after 9 i> years, they were 
delivered from the Tartars Government. China lyes the molt 
Eaftward of any Continent in A ft a, having the Ocean Del Zur, the 
Ides Corea and Japan on the Eaft ; on the W eft India, and pare 
ef Tartarie: on the North Tartarie onely, from which it is divi¬ 
ded, partly by Mountains, partly by a Wall; which being 500 

leagues long, was mide by King Tzawfm* and begins in £«*«», 
but ends in Sufua» Province; 100 leagues whereof lying quite 
open betwixt the Mountains: the wall is there of frec-ftonc,icvcn 
fathom broad from bottom to top. Almoft the third part of C/;x- 
Inhabitants dyed in this toyl; for which proud work, the 
whole kingdom revolting, they flew the King, and alfo his (on 
Aontzi. It is diftributed alfo into 15 Provinces ;.to mx, Pafqu,a 
or Paania, Foqme* or Fegiien, Canton, Olam, Tola,id*a, Stfr.am or 
sJuam, , Cd'T*),Oqaiam, Honam, Sinca h Axbeo Quiche *or «?«- 
chen. Cheque am or Cheguan, Xanton and Qjtnfsy ; every O C of 
which, is Digger than the biggeft Realm in Europe: two where¬ 
of, pafquia and ToUnchia, the King and his Councel do alwayes 
rciide, not oncly becaufe they are the greateft and bell peopled , 
but bv rcafon aUo of the Tartarian's Neighbourhood, withwhom 
the Chimis are in continual war. In all thefe Countries a^a j 
"Towns and Cities : (Every Town of note being built afte^one

man,.- ^ k o wit,iwo great, broad^nd ftraight ftreets eroding each 
other, which end at four Gates equally diftant, all garniihed 
with iron, and (lately, betides other fmaller ftreets with publique 
and private buildings; and the Villages arc fo many and near 
each other, that their number is unknown ; fo that here are judg¬ 
ed to inhabit 70 millions ol people; for they are bem, and do 
die, buy and fell in (hips, as if in a City. The two chief Rivers 
of this Country,are Polyfango and Cacamacan • on which arc laooo 
{lately bridges, under whofe arches (hips top and topgallant, do 
ufually pafle. The principal Cities arc, Quiafay or Sunt ten, in 
their language anlcclefiaflicalCity, which is fo iarge,thata horfe- 
man n ull make fpeed to ride,from one gate to another in a day,the 
Suburbs being alfo alrooft as great as the City. The King hath 
here three Palaces ; whereof that which ftandeth toward the 
Eaft at the Cities entry is fo big and full of Angularities, that 
iomc report, it cannot be exa&ly viewed under four dayes time. 
It is cncom palled with feven Walls, of a great foace afunder ; it 
hath 79 (lately and admirable artificial Halls, four whereof are 
the principal, in which Embaffadours have audience ; (and like- 
wife his Lords and Govemours, when he keeps his Court 5 yet 
he feldom (hewshimfclf to his people out of his lodging, and is 
fcarce ever feen, but through a glafle). Thefirftisof metrali cu- 
rioufly call, with a many figures. The fecend hath a floor of 
Silver of great value. The third of pure cnameld Gold. The 
fourth far exceeds the other three, wherefore they call it the Hall 
of the Kings treafure 5 in which are alfo many ueftinable Jewels 
and the Kings Chair made of Marble* and fet with many pretious 
ftones, and Carbuncles fo rich, that by night they (hine as if there 
were Candles ; and indeed this Hall conteins whatever is rich and 
rare. Pa quin where the King alfo refideth, either for the health of 
the Ayre, or nearneffe to the Tartars, whofe Pallace, though com¬ 
pared with a triple Wall, within which, befides lodgings, are 
Hills, Groves, Rivers, Fountains, yet is it not equall in workman¬ 
ship ro ihc European Pallaces. Vjnquin, in Circuit thirty miles, 
and is feated twenty feves miles from the Sea, on a fair Naviga¬ 
ble River ; on which, befides private mens, ride ieooo of the 
Kings Ships for the mod part. Colitu , famous for PorceUne . J fatten, 
alwaies harbouring 500 (hips. Suchean, a goodly City, and of 
great traffique, whofe feituation is iu the Marifhes, like unto 
vice* There are no Idle than itfoooo Eunuchs, gelded in their 
infancy by their Parents belonging to this Prince as his chiefeft 
Courtiers. For that they have had Printing (which is from the 
top to the bottom of the leaf ) aid Guns alfo, loag before known 
in Europe, they fay in conceit of themfelves, they have two eyes; 
the Europeans onesothers none; They are laid to be both Po¬ 
litick, ingenuous, and excellent Artificers 5 forthefon is bound 
not to rove idly, but to follow his fathers occupation. This Em¬ 
pire once commanded all the Eaftern Iflands, Bur receiving a 
great Ioffe and overthrow nigh Zalan, of Sco ihips, they freed

own pofltflions. Alio ftorcof round.great.and red Pearl; wiucft 
is as much or more eftccmed than the white 5 and their abundance 
0 i Gold and precious ftones, do enrich this Realm. They are gi¬ 
ven to all kind of impiety. Their Bonzes or Priellsand Dolours 
aredivided into eleven iktfs, yet all deny the providence ot God, 
and Soul's immortality, communicating the lame oncly to noble 
men, buc treating with the vulgar, of the other life and pains of 
Hell Their Gods moft eftccmed are ihc Fottques for their do- 
arine, and ftria life, who were for the moft part Bonzes, where¬ 
fore trey detire of them goods of the other V\ cild 5 and Ca¬ 
ws, who were Princes and great per Tons,accounted Gods for their 
exploits, and Angular inventions ; of whom they require earthly 
Hidings. But Tome of the Japohites adore alfo the Sun and St its, 
others the Heavens, and forac Stags and wild bcafts. The Devill 
(likcwiTc)ufcth divers wayes, too tedious hire to let down, that 
hemay be adored by thetelnfidclls. Tnislfland, fincedikovcr- 
ed(as was faid) by the Portugal, is much frequented by Jvfuites, 
one Xavier, and aPoT ana* farft labouring there to turn many to 
an outward profeffion of Chriftianity 5 whoarefaidto be more 
zealous than thole in Europe : To that many Neopbyts, or new Con¬ 
verts, being brought over (as all© Tome kings) in divers places, 
from the year 155*. unro 1590. there have been fincc, great 
Wars and perfections againft them by Taytofama, and the kings 
oiTenze, putting maty to death, and infilling torments and pu- 
niftiments on them, many of whom notwithftanding, would not 
abandon their embraced Religion 5 but their belief is laid to ttou- 
rifti ftill, and enlarge it iclt in many places. 

There are alfo two Iflands called JAVA 5 the greater of 
whom is the bigeeft in the W odd, for it 3000 miles m Circuit, 
thelcfler is 2000. The chief Cities of the greater Java arc tour, 
TMj*, A*ACta, S4/W«*,and Megopeger. The barbarous Indi¬ 
ans of this Country (they fay) ufe to eat the dead bodies of their 
friends i as alfo do many of the other InitAns^ yet is it fo won¬ 
drous Iruitfull, that it is called the Worlds Epitome. Eight 
Kings rule in the Lefler Java, whofe chief Cities arc SAmara,Lam- 
in, &;\d Bafma, Tnele are good Seamcn,buc great Pirates. 

Z ?IL Alt is an I fie lying in the Gulf of BtngsU, 250 miles 
ontf, 140 broad 5 whofe iiK Kings arc TnbUiaries to ^the 
Ctiogutl, Its chief Cities are Z'ilan, and Colunwne 9 The 
inhabitants are skillfull juglcrs, by which, and the hobby horle, 
they get money in all /a^/Vs continent. Iris very truitfullj tor 
Trees do bear fruit, andGraflc groweth all the year long.

They worfhip the 
Sun when he nieth, (repeating certain Vcrfes) with great reve¬ 
rence*, the Moon alto and Stars whom they account for his VS ife 
and Children. Their Counfellours of ifate confult not of pub- 
lick affairs but in the nights and before their fitting, they go up 
a Tree,beholding the Heavens till the rifing of the Moon. 

S UM MAT RAisz great Ifiand, 700 miles long, and aoa 
oroad, but rot the biggeft in the World, as Ariflotle then 
thought, he calls it Taprobane, Its principall Cities are Pazze 
A/idrogeda> and Daren, The fubje&s of whofe twenty nine Kings 
do cat their enemies,ufingtheirskulisinftead of money.lt abounds 
in Gold- Silver,and Silk,Ginger,Pepper, Aloes,and Caflia. 

The MO LUCCOES are in number five * three of the chief, 
to wir, Terenate and two others, are lS miles in circuit .* which 
King of Terenate hath 70 Iflands under him, bearing pleafane 
Commodities. There is alio the adjoyning Ifle Bant ah or Band 4, 
much vifited for its Nutmegs, wherewith it more aboundeth than 
any Uland of India, Thefe MJuicoes abound in all fores of Spices; 
and both in Banda^ and the ^MoluccoeSy the Rornifh Religion hath 
for feme years begun to take deep root. 

Laftly, the PHILIPPINE or Philip's Iflands, becaufe 
they were discovered bv a Spaniard in 1564, Philip the Second 
reigning in Spain. Tire Chinojs were Lords of them* till they 
abandoned them. They are faid to be no lefie in all than 11 ooco 
30 whereof being fubje& to thcKing o{Spai» 3 h ave embraced whe¬ 
ther voluntarily or forcibly, his Religion. Mariners fay, there 
are befides thefe 1 27000 liles about India : and 744S which lay 
againft China, all pagans 5 which (land foncer together, that they 
feem afar off to be one Continent. Of which and the other Indian 
Ides, Travellers have related many fables. The Spaniards hold 
many Cadies, Towns and Iflands, in the Eaftern Countries, 
whereby although they arc a cerrour to the Native and Neigh¬ 
bouring Princes ; yet the Snglifb and Dutch are not hereby hiodred 
of tra ffiquing with the Indians .

A: lot. 1 c contains feur Kingdoms known at this day by the 
names of, i, Tunis , which hath on the W eft Algiers \ on the Eaft 
the Country Cynnaica, alfo called Pentapolitana ; and ccnraineth 
five Provinces, which lay between the great river, and the rivet 
of the Country of Mefrat j and was formerly called Kumidia, and 
Africa, Propria, or the Uffct Africk, or at leaftwiie included this 
It ffer A rt:a within it fclf. The Provinces are, Bugia, which be¬ 
ginning ac the great river, extends 150 miles, even to the Moun¬ 
tains 0 ( Conflantine, and is nigh 40 miles broad it was oace a 
Kingdom of it fclf. The chief City is Bugia , ot great antiquity, 
and was built by the Romans on a high Mountain near the Sea. 
Falzil is another City therein 5 which the raoft judicious hold to 
be igilgili, as being very like it in feicuation; in which were an* 
tin.tly fair Temples, Collcdges, ftately Lodgings, Monafteries, 
and Hofpitais 5 but fince Peter of T^agarr took it in 1508 ; it hath 
remained without beauty or ornament. The Country ot Cor.fr an- 
tine , which lycth between the Mountain of (fenfiantiee and 
Tunis, near the river (juadiUariar j and whofe chief City is Con- 
pantine, which fome hold to beferte, called by Ptolemie Julia, and 
tiie ancient abode of old King Mafinijfa (who being King of this 
Nu nUia antiqua, liv'd and dyed in amity with the Roman Senate, 
alter whole death, Micipfa sjugurtha, and the death of his fon Mi- 
cipfa, his adopted fou killing his two natural fons Arterial and 
H'C 'ifJ oppofedthe Romans , till at length being delivered into 
SyL\ hands by King Boccus, and led in triumph to Rome, he was 
theieftarvedin prifon). This Town is environed with high Moun¬ 
tains and Rocks, confiding now ofabout 8000 families. Here is 
all'o the Town Bofne, otherwife Hippo, where Augufrine was Bi- 
fhop. Tripoli, fo called from three principal Cities therein: 
which beginning ac the river and gulph of C*pes> extends beyond 
the Town cf Tripoli,ncit the Country of Mefrat . The chief Town 
is New Tripoli, cr Tripoli of Barbarie • which being taken from the 
Knights ot Malta by Sinan BaJ?a, Selimus his Lievtenant, in 15 515 
Pvrats live there, which annoy all theCoafts of Italy: whereas 
in former time there was great concourfcof Ge$can, Venetian, and 
Sicilian Merchants, as all® from other places. Ezzabe, which 
lies beyond Tripolis, towards the Eaft, in which ftands the City 
Cairaon, built by Hue la Generali to Ofmen the fourth, Caliph of the 
Saracens, and who fubdued all Barbary. The chief Ccuntry of 
this Province is Mefrat near the Mediterranean, and about an xoo 
mUes from Tripolis: which hath in it maDy Towns and Villages,

Thirdly, Fr*t and fourthly, CKorocco i which being two king- 
dems yet arc tubjcfl unto one Strife, King or Em per our, called 
t u Emperour of CUoncco. Thele Countries were once called 
C'.UuritanuTmgittnt, from the Town Tingis or Taign ; (nigh 
which the ei:*t:icitr.s coming into BtrUrtt, are faid to have en¬ 
graven in thrir language on two Marble Pillars, thefe wot Js; ne 
'■ rtt from the fdttofjojbueb the roller, the [on of Nr.e). This State, 

1 stir for (omc years paft endured even many incredible changes, 
bv the Princes ot one family, who by many wicked and unwor¬ 
thy ails, have fought againll and expelled each other. They are 
bo'h divided into ieven Provinces: Morfceo, which takes its name 
from tire chiei City fo called, is feituated between Mount Allot 
and the Atlantick Sea ; whofe feven Provinces arc, 

1. Hee, bounded on the North with the Ocean; on the South 
with Mount A Itt: Its moftancicnt Town of Hee, is now called 
dne i, (landing in a goodly Plain on the river Ter.fijl ; yet is it 
not well inhabited, yea rather abandoned by the Inhabitants, who 
about 1 e 14, heating that the Amt tans would fell it to the Portu - 
Ur. intended to fle'e, although many of them were therein put 
ti e ivvotd ; another Town being fo ferved. There is lure 
amon other places, one called in their language. The Fort of Dtf. 

Us- becaufe a Seflary of M/komet there kept with his dilct- 
pres, preaching his doftrine, and defending it againft the King.f 

M i“sui, which Iyeih betwixt Mount Allot and Africt proper¬ 
ly fo called 1 having the Lybitn Defarts on the South ; and on the 
Eul the great rivet So a. The chief City is M fit or M.fst fet- 
tuated on the Capeof<?«&»; and is as it were three Towns, be¬ 
twixt whom, the tiver Suz pafleth : yet is it of little or no worth, 
bv reafon of the bad foyl. But amongft others, Tntgojl ts the 
farcheft, andgreateft Town of Suz , which is fcaced in a Plain s 
and whofe Inhabitants are very rich. , 

j The particular Province of Morocco is made of a triangu¬ 
lar form by the Mountain ol Neftfe, bounding it on the V\tl», 
Eaft, and North, and tsfeparated from Hee, by! the river Aft- 
finuod, unto which the river Tenftft or Tenfifi Jayneth. Tne City 
Morocco is not fo bcautifull as formerly 5 the Cafrle and Palace of 
King v4lr.tt.for, as big as a Town, being all of note that is now to 
be feen. It was built by Abiertmtn, and once contained 1 soooo 
houfholds: but now every way inferiour to Fez. Yet its great 
Temple hath a Town fa high, that the hills tAzofii 30 miles di- 
ftant, may beeafily difeerned. Here are alfo the Towns of Te- 
«rzi,and Delgurnta, which is llrongly built on a very high Moun- 
tain Alfo /*/sr»/ 7 ?,feated on a rock of Mount Atlas, near which, 
is a narrow paOagc of the fame Mount, named Burns, through 
which,he that goes into guzule, rouft needs paffc } it is fomewhat 
fpatious, but dccayeth daily. ... u

5. Ducalia , near the Ocean and the Cape Cantin on the Weft, 
the Country of Teale on the Eaft. Its few walled Towns are al- 
moft all held bv the Portugal! ; and divers Towns here were aban¬ 
doned by their Inhabitants, which were lacked and ruined when 
the Pcrtugals took the Town of Azamor (feared at the mouth of the 
River Ommiralili ) in 1513. 

6 . Haf orjy which beginning at Ducalia' s Mountains toward 
the North, confines with Uitorocco on the South. Here are four 
Towns, whereof Eliimuaj s a new Town, and Bzo , an ancient one, 
i'ciiuate on a high Mountain. 

7. Teale, of a triangular form, bounded with the river OuadeU 
habib ,that is, a river ot Slaves, on the Wert, and that of O.nmirs- 
lili towards the Eaft. The chief City is Tefza , Handing on the 
river ‘Deyne, an ancient Town, fo called,as being built vyith ftones 
of the lame name. £l\ fza, (built on Ommrabili- , into which Deynu 
runneth, both flowing from Mount Atlas) is near Tefza , and alto 
under its jdrifdi&ion. Then is there Cbythite, having long main- 
rained war againft the King of Fez, LziWy yEitbiad, which abounds 
in all kind of Victuals. 

The feven Provinces of Fez (whicharc bounded on the North 
with the ftraitof Gibralter,$z th ^Mediterranean Sca,with partalfo 
of the Atlantick Sea, and with Morocco oa the South) are, 1. 7 V- 
nefm’y beginning on the Atlantick towards the Weft, and bounded 
with the Buragrag on the Eaft; whofc Inhabitants Ptolemy calls 
Causes. This Province was (of old) the flowr of Mauritania Tin - 
gitar.a, containing above 400 Towns, and 300 Caftles and Villa¬ 
ges, and is 120 miles long, although narrower. Some of whole 
Towns are, «/*#/.*, built anciently by the Romans on the Sea- 
fiiore 5 and hath been almoft ruined by the Portugals ; as alfo 
Mat,for, a Town nigh this. When the Mahometans contended 
about the differences of the Dottors of their Law, the Town 
lAdendum, like the reft of OMauritania , felt the ruining fury of the 
War. This Country is as it were a Land of conqueft; for the 
Arabian f, or rather the ftrongeft party, command here. There is 
alfo Rabat ot tf«/«f,feated at the mouth of Buragrag near the Sea, 
and founded by Almanfor ; in whofc time it was one^f the popu- 
loufeft of Africk ; but now not above 500 houtholds, and nought 
but Gardens,Vines, and Meadows within the walls. Sala, called 
by the Barbarians Zale,is a Town towards gibralter ftraitjin which 
is a Palace, wherein the Kings and Royal Princes were interred. 
Marmora , a mile and half from the Sea, where the Portugal Army 
(though Chriftians kept the Town) was defeated by the King of 
Fez, through the bad intelligence between the Generals of the 
Portugal and Caflilian Armies. Macnafc feated on the River Subu, 
in a goodly Plain, 15 or 1 Smiles from Fez, It*s well peopled, 
reafonably ftrong and great, having broad ftreets, and abundance 
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Ot water by an aquedutt through the old induftry of th© Ro¬ 


mans. 

Secondly, Fez bounded with the rivers Buragrag, /naze, and 
Subu on the Weft, E aft, and North; and with Mount Atlas on 
the South, and is about 100 miles in length. Here is the Town 
CuaIiU ibewing it felf upon Mount Zarbon , ruined by the Africans , 
buc rebuilt by Idris, who is buried there, and honoured as a holy 
ma 1. Near this is an ancient Town called ‘Pharaoh's Palace, al¬ 
though the Egyptians never commanded over this Country; Buc 
the Metropolis is the great and ftaccly City of Fez or Fefie, called 
by Ptolemy, Slide ; bu tFejse, from Frfle, fignifying,Gold, whereof 
they found abundance, in digging its foundation. It is feituated 
like Grenada in Audelu(ia of Spain, to wit, on the bodies and twice 
double devailing faces of two Hills, the low Valley between 
(through which the torrid River of Marrabeba runneth South¬ 
ward) being the Centre and chief place thereof; lor it is the moft 
beauutull and populous part of the City; whofc feituation ( as 
of the whole) is judged to be right under the Tropick of Cancer . 
The Valley is two miles long, and half a mile broad: in which 
are five Market-places, ftately Temples,Colledgesand Hofpitals, 
and 100 Taverns, that may lodge a Monarchick Train; on the 
River are *7 bridges of Timber and (tone, which are paflagesfoc 
I open ftreets on both fi Jes : moft parr of the forementioned build¬ 
ings are three or four (lories high, adorned with large an i open 
windowes, long galleries, fpatious Chambers, and lquare plat¬ 
forms. It was firft divided into two, both parts of each fide of 
the river having his t Mahometan Lord, and Mufti or chief Prieft ; 
but the King of Luntana, or of the 'Lantune family, faiking thefe 
two Towns, put the Mofiz to death, and made them bur one. 
Alfo Jacob, fon to Abdulach the firft King of the Meenr.on- family, 
divided Fez into three parts, and with three fcveral Walls, buc 
now (faith a traveller) environed onely with one, and that broken 
down in fundry parts. On the two Hills of the City, Eaft, and 
Weft are ftreets and houfes of two ftories-higb, with delicate 
Gardens cn their outmoft devalling parts, as alfo numbers of 
Mofqueesor SaracenicalTemples and Watch-Towers: on which 
heighths, and round the Town, ftand about 300 Wind Mills, 
moft whereof belong tor the Mofquees, and the two magnifick 
Colledges for educating children in rheMahometan-Law,built by 
Kings of the Marine otMurin family;one whereof called Amarodoc , 
(having three Cloyfters of great beauty, whofe gates are of brafs, 
and*the private doors of Chambers of m-laid work,&c. coft King 
Hah a Hennor or Hatu Henan 480000 Crowns, or 4*0000 Duc- 
kats in the building of it. The chief Mofquee is called Mamma 
Cur r ar ad , which fignifies,The glory of Mahomet ; which is an Ita¬ 
lian mile in circuit, hiving 17 high ground Steeples, befides Tur¬ 
rets and Towers, 34 entring Doors, fupported within by the 
len^rh with 4S pillars-, and about 2 3 ranges of pillars iu breadth, 
be tides many lflcs, Qiires,and Circles: Every pillar hath a lamp 
N n n n n a of 
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otoyl burning thereat, where, andthorow the whole Mofquec, ; 
arc every nigt t yoo lamps lighted ; and to maintain them, with 
1^0 Totueks and preaching Talfumans , it hath aoo Duckats dai¬ 
ly rent: y, t lbme lay, this great Moi'quce (no more than the reft) 
harn but one Pneft, whole office is to lay the prayers, and take 
care ok the Temple’s revenues s the which he diftributes to the 
M ni ters thereof, and for all neceffaries; furnilhing alfo other 
Twmpks that have no means, with neceflaries. The reft going 
to cne common profit of the Town, becaufe it hath no revenues. 
Tnt Citizens are laid to be very modeft and zealous at their wor- 
lhip, but great dancers and revellers on their folemn Feftivals. 
Htre were in times paft, the Kings 4 Almanfor, Maumn y and Hue, 
c-phy botn learned and civil men, and accounted excellent in their 
iuptrftition , in whofe times alio tiourifhed Avicen , Rafis , Albu* 
»;az,ar } and Aierroes y the faraonfcft Phyfnians and Philofophcrs 
am ugthc Pagans: with many others maintained by the Kings 
ct ;V0, wno with their Moors were then Matters of all J 3 *r- 
ka.'\ and Span:. Tnere are now in Fez, a great number of Poets 
miking divers fonss, chiefly on Love and Lovers, whom they 
ep.nly name: Alf which once a year againft Mahomet *s birth¬ 
day, makerytnes to his praife s and on that Feaft-day in the after- 
Rjjn, in the Market-place is a desked Chair prepared for them; 
wncreon they al'ccnd one after another to recite their verfes in 
audience Ot the peopleand he that is judged the beft, hath all 
ii iC year this Epithete above the reft, The Prince of Poets 5 and is 
by the Vice-gerent and Town rewarded. But there are alfo 
120:0 Brot fid- houfes allowed in this City, whofe Curtezans 
are neatly kept, and weekly looked to by Phyfitiaos, and ('which 
is work) they (in Summer) give open liccnfe for 5000 ftews of 
Soiomuicall boyes. Nay (faith one)Ihave feen at Mid-day in the 
very Market places, the Moors buggering thefe filthy Carrions, 
and without any frame qt bodily punifhment inffli&ed on them, 
go ircely away. 

Thirdly, The Province of Azgar, which hath on the Weft the 
River Baragrag 3 anciently called Lis 5 on the Eaft the Mountains 
of Camera, and a part of Zsrbon , and Zelag, which divide it from 
the Country of Fez,. Ik an 120 miles long, and ninety broad. Two 
Towns arc found herein, Laras, or Lorache y on the River Luccm, 
w ere the Port is good, though the entry difficult: and CtfarEl- 
cabir fignifying the great Pallace of the foundation, built by King 
Mas for, or Alma/fir. But of the Town Gi»mba> which .was 
built by the antienc Africans y is nothing now robe feen but the 
ditches. . 

Fourthly, Habat, Elhahet , or Ellafot, bounded on the Eaft with 
the mountains near Gibralter ftrait, on the Weft with the Min¬ 
ifies of Azgsr y and is larger than Azgar, A chief Town hereof js 
Exage/i) lea ted nigh the River Guarga , or Zuerga , on a Mountain’s 
topt whole mhaoicants have commonly four hundred horfe in 
Garrifon, becaufc of the PortugaUs inroads. Here is alfo among 

others. 
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others, Homar, once well-peopled s but now little inhabited, the 
PirtHtdls commanding on that coaft. ^ 

Fifthly, £ct/,which runs 70 leagues ftom Gibraltar * ftrait Weft- 
ward, to the River Nocbor Eaftward. Here is ief®, having a 
oood Pott, and leated betwixt two Mountains. There is alfe Ter- 
L with thtec other Towns that ate (situated on a Mountain, 
lut theVillagesof thisPtovinceate many, although the Towns 

Sixthly, Garct, which bordeteth on the Rivet Mulvia, and part 
oiCbauz to the Eaft, on the Rivet Nocbor , and part of Sn /towards 
ihc Weft ; and is about 7 5 miles long, and hxty broad, in one 
pan whereof ate Towns, in the other Mountains, in the third a 
Defat ts the chief Towns being Ttzzora, feated on a little hill, 
and but one pafiage thereto.

* Seventhly, Cbaaz, 190 miles long, ftom Eaft to Weft, and 170 
broad, lot it contains all that ftom Mount Atlas towards Moure- 
land, and no fmall part oftheGountty joyning to Lyb.a. Herein 
is Ttzo, feated in a plain at the foot ot Mount Dubdu, ontheRi- 
\ct Mululo, and is a City ftrong and rich, beingalfoasa Univerfi- 
ty,uaving Colledges like fez.

So that whatever the event hath been fince; then ^«the Xertfate 

greatly diftra&ed ; for Sidan poffefTed ^Morocco h Stde-Hean tom- 
led himfelf in Tar dm ; Abdela lived by robberies j T«ftoodon 
its Guards and the other Towns were governed by P««cuUe 
M agiftrates of their own. Thefe people are Tawny 3 bucfomc 
mote than the other; they are alfo fomewhat more civill, ot elfc, 
much of the conditions of the Arabians 5 they a te woBdrous am- 
bitions, unconftam, fubtile, and treacherous, alfo vet ychelerick, 
eteat btaggets, fufpicious, and exceeding jealous. This Realm 
in general (for mfpeak particularly of the fourteen Provinces, 
would be too tedious) is faid to abound in Corn, Fruit, Oyl, Ho¬ 
ney, Wax, Sugar, Goats-hait, whereof Charolets ate made, and 
their skins, which being dteffed they call Matt^qum-skins, and 
wt Sj>a»i/b-Leathet; there is alfo much Cattle in divas ) P l *« s > 
alfo in Suz great dote of fine Amber is found 5 fo that although 
fome places ate rough and ftony, yet thefe inhabitants 
things needfull fo: fife, one Country abounding m what aoothcc 
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wants; and if they had roe war on every occaiion, hindering a 
fee led pcace$ this Empire would be very happy, and not er,\y 
any others commodities, for in their Mountains they feed great 
tf ore of Cattle, and they have likewile plenty of Corn 5 but ci eir 
Plains yield io much corn, and fruit, that they furnifh other pla¬ 
ces with Citrons, Oranges, Sugar, and Olives. Yea, they tranf- 
port into terreignCountries, Chamlets, Barbary-skins, Cotton- 
Cloath, and Sugar, whereof they make great profit. And for the 
Emperours Revenues, he is Matter both of all his fubjc&s gcods 
and pa Ions, none daring to oppofe any impofitions laid (by him) 
on them j Yet the Empires ul'urpation, the continuall wavering 
oiatfairs, with the fear of an accident like that of Mule) Cheq, 
makes him feck to govern them the milder, that they may defire 
to live alwayesunder his command. All here are Mahometans 
except the ilaves, whichdoArineof Ulfakomet entred into gypt, 
in 6;through the Conqueftsof Omar , then a Captain of OJman, 
firil palled into &,Africk , in £5®, with Sooco men, who defeating 
Gregory Patricias, they chafed the B^mans with the troops of Lea 
tneEmpercur, and Abjmacbtu, quite out of Africk, becomming 
Mailers cf Barbary which the Arabians increafed, firtt by Arms* 
and thole not prevailing, by Preaching and Traffique. The Goths 
and Tandalls who inhabited Africk, being infeded with the */tri- 
a» opinion, much helped herein ; for they brought in the Arabian 
letters and language, building Univerfitiesat Morocco and Fez, ad¬ 
ding alio great Revenues thereto j But nothing hath more advan¬ 
ced Mahomets led than the Vidories of the Miramamolinsoi Africk . 
But of thefe c Mahometans are many feds alfo, who have their 
Heads, and Dedours to defend them, for divers have commen¬ 
ted upon the Alcaron, not diredly allowing of what it preferibeth, 
butcontradid it in many things; of all which different feds, and 
Orders, with their leaders, (Tome of whom differ not onely from 
the reft in their law, but alfo in faith) may be feen in the book 
entitu.ed,ADefcriptionof Eftates, Empires, and Principalities. 
But amorg other differences of the Law and Religion between the 
Moors of Fez, and Morocco, this is one, that they.fubmit to the 
Cahjj of Bagdet, and not to him of (fair, to whom the Turks yield 
obedience. Here are alfo Jews, who having multiplyed in Spain, 
came by degrees into Africk ; and afterwards there increafed, 
when Ferdinand of Spain, called the Catholique, and Emmanuel, 
King of Portugal /, expelled them their Kingdomes ; many of whom 
comming , brought the Trades and Arts of Europe with them* 
which were before unknown unto the Barbarians . The Jews pra- 
dife much the Art of the Gold-Smith (which is forbidden by Ma - 
hornets law) and efpecially of Smiths. There are but few called 
Chriftians in the Realms of Fez, and Morocco, befides {laves, (ex¬ 
cept fuch as live in places poffefled by the Portugalls ) swhofe Rate 
is defervedly to be pitied ; enduring more pain among thefe Bar- 
banans, than beads do among us. But Spain (mod of thofe (laves 
being that Kings fubjed's) hath two Religious Orders* (the one

1 1IC name of the Redemption of Captiies) appointed purpcicly for 
f Redeeming them* who garner great Suoasot Money year y,where.

| RfihMous men, then free the other fort: fird the King of Spain s 
Subjeds, then the reft 5 and there is alwayes one of tne Religious 
ot Spain, at Fez, who informing himfelf of the quality andneceflity 
of ilaves, prepares! way for their delivery the year following. 

And to conclude of Bariary, The great Turk hath therein three 
Be'Drle<>s, t r great Bafiaes, proudly ftyled, Lords of Lords 5 the 
fird whereof is at Tripolis, (which was taken in by Sinan Bajsa 
from the Knights of Malta in 1551) *nd he commanded! under 
him 8000 Timariots,and 6000 Janizaries . The fecondat TuuiS,ot 
Tur.neit, who being of great authority, commaodeth under him 
twelve Sanzacks, or Lords, Governours, aod 3 5000 Ttmano s. lhe 
tMrd at Akier, who hath under him fourteen Sartzack, and 4 0000 
Tlmariots. Thefe are all he hath in Africk,e* ccpt thcgreit Tiziet 
of vAgyp* 9 But in Ajia , the Greater and theLtflc, he com¬ 
mands 30 Beglerbegsot BaJPaes, 

Next to Barbary is A Tumidia (not that fpoken offo much in the 
RynsKe Hillory, for that is a part of Tunis)-, on the North whereof 
i> Mount Atlas , fo high that they fay its top cannot be teen, and 
was fj called from Adas a King ot Mauritania, , (who being of a 
arc at dature, was feigned by Poets to bear up Heaven with his 
: ih u’.dcrs; either for his skill in Aftronomy, or for toe great 

Ik w ,t of the Hil ). It is now named A/.chif*, ot Montes Curt, that 
l is fi n ^ us mountains, on its South-fide Lybia, and may be called 
Nu i.tdia, trom the manner of its inhabitants, the fifumtd*, there li- 
vi.icr. it being like the Scythian Nomales: for thefe arc laid tolpend 
th ?r time in Tuning, and to ftay no longer in one place than 
t; ere issr ’flc for their Camells, lb that they are ajbafe, theevifli, 
raurdcroui, and ignorant people; although the Arabians who 
are mixt among them, arc more liberall, civili, and ingenuous. 

The Country is meanly peopled ; for Tefjet, accounted by them a 
great City, hath in it not above 400 families ; nor ( it we be¬ 
lieve reports) have no neighbours within three hundred miles 
thereof. 


L TBIA ( which is AFRICA* properly fo called, and 
is fo named cither from L,ks formerly a Mooriih king, or 
Ira n Lybia aQucen hereof, or from Lys fignitymg the South- 
Wind, which gently bloweth from thefe parts) is bounded with 
\t!*s on chcEau,the AiUnlick Ocean on the Weft, and is now 
t iatis, a Defart i fotitis full of vaft fandy IX- 
fjrts, (oeina alfo under the torrid Zone, orfcorching heat ot the 
Sur.V I.’. one of thefe Defatts ic was that mUia. Lttbgo^ tne Seot- 
iLh Traveller in King Jma hU daies, endured fas he la‘th) both 
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hunger and great drought) for feven or eight dayes, as he went 
irom Fez towards +4rracon> a great Town on the Frontiers of Nor¬ 
thern t/£tkiopia> with one Chattels/.e a French lapidatour, who 
would go thither to buy Diamonds and prctious hones, Cbatteline 
on the eighth day 5 in the night, tailing tick ol a burning Feavcr, 
and roindfull toreturn> Lithgow left him at Ahetzoy the fartheft 
Town Southward ot the Kingdomc of Fez y (well fortified with 
Walls, and a Garrifon ot Moors therein) and with his Dragoman 
Moor, went forward,entring the Jgaroes Country, whole better 
tort ot inhabitants were half clad, the vulgars naked, who had an 
Emter or Priuce of their own, fubjeft to none but his own paffion;, 
yet had they a baftard (hew of Mahometanicall Religion. They 
toy led fix dayes in traverfing this Country, whofefalv ages born 
lharled on them, and fometimes gave them baftinado s ; yea, and 
enough was it tor the Dragoman to fave Lithgow* s life and liberty 
from diem, who wereftill mquirous what he was, and whither 
he went. On the feventh day, they came into the foil of the 
Hagans , and the Jamnites , moft part whereof were White 
Moors, fome of whole better fort, (and chief among them) had 
tncir Members covered, but far more wickedly conditioned 
man the former ; who were ruled by a Xertjj, having his Guard 
made up of ycung BaUrs y or Pages 5 and W omen, who fee- 
m.d rather to live without any Religion , then to acknow¬ 
ledge any Deity. Then were they led by a Hagan Guide 
five dayes together Souch-Eaftward, almoft contrary to the hor¬ 
de rsot t/£ biopid) whither they were bent: who ftealing from 
them on me £th night; they the next day continuing their faces 
the fame way, were long ere night involved in a dif inhabited 
Coun rey, being both a vafte W lldernefle, ( and a part of the 
Berdvan's Country, one of the four Tribes of the old L)biat.s\ the 
Saluucks.f, ar mines y and South- Carolines, being the other three) and 
alto mountainous and dangerous for wild beafts, whom to af- 
frighten, they burnt fevery night) ftirubs of Tara. But the day 
after their firif entrance herein, they proceeded farther, thinking 
to find People and Tents to relieve them with vi£tuals,'and inform 
them of the Country j but they found none, nor feven dayes after, 
fa that their vi&ual and water being done, they ielyed on To¬ 
bacco, and drank their own pifleforthe time aforefaid. This 
toy 1 was covered with hard and foft fands, (and thofc full of Ser¬ 
pents) whofe interlarding rockcy hights were faced with Caves 
and Dens of wild beafts 5 whofe hollow cryes, they both heard in 
the night, and lighted them often in the day, efpeciaily Jackals, 
Bears and Boars, and fometimes Cymbcrs,Tygers, and Leopards, 
ags-nft whom when approaching , they cither (hot off a Har¬ 
quebus, ct flafbed fome powder in the Air. The Dragoman (en 
tec 4th day of their feven, being there) wondringto fee him en¬ 
dure fuch heat, hunger, and toyl, defpairiog, threatned him with 
death, to make him feek back for their neareft refuge.

V v t Enu ere or Prince came in the Rear with 100 horfcmcn,ha- 
M alt pikes, iharply headed at both ends with ftecl; he was 
cloatr.ed onely with a vail of Crimfon Silk, hanging on his na¬ 
ked (boulders with coloured Ribbans,from his breads to his mid¬ 
dle ti i h, and on his head a party-coloured (hafts fet like a Gar- 
hnul -/"both knees being bare, as alfo his ancklcs; the calves of 
his L °es were girded with crimfon filk, and on his feet were yel. 
low Uiooes, his face and beard burnt with the Sun, and about the 
a*eot 3 3 years. His Page was even covered likchimfelf; but 
ail his f ollowers ftark naked. He and all the four Tribes of Ly 
uworthipGarlick onely for their God, it being a ftrong thing, 
and moft part of their food ; unto which they annex .Altars, 
Prirfts, and fuperftitious rites. He gave them both liberty ot 
1 re,and relief of food; and after an hours parley with chem,jfcve 
u .ho Lithgow his Bow, and a Quiver of Arrowes. Healfo telling 
them, mat Tunis was their belt and neareft recourfe, tent a guide 
w.ih them for four dayes journey, for 5 Sultans or 3 5 s who 
breurht them thorow the moft habitable and belt Ten ted paffages 
nt t «c Country : where once a day they found Bread,\A atcr,Gar- 
Uk, Onions, and fometimes Hens, which (faith he) if truth may 
l ave cre dit, we would Roll or Scorch dry at the very face ot the 
Sun,and fo eat them. Tneir guide on the 5th day left them among 
400 Tents ot Xumidian Moors or baftard Arabians, pitched in a 
pleat ant Valley between two fources of water, where they repo- 
1 d tome 9 dayes; and where likewife, he affirmeth to have teen 
S.niths work Nailcs and Horfe-ftiooes out of cold iron, foftened 
onely by the vigorous heat of the Sun, and the hard hammering 
ct hands on the An vile 5 as alfo he faw it in Aft a. So renewing 
their guides from place to place, they defeended from Savage to 
Civil Moors, and arrivedfafely, (chough with great difficulty 
and danger) at Tunis. The Garamantesy who were thought to be 
the L re he ft people Southward, lived in this Country : and thole 
called the Pftlliy who (if it may be believed) were of fo venomous 
a nature, that they could poyfon a Snake. Herodotm aifo cells ot 
an Expedition that this people made againft the South-wind 5 
for that, it (blowing abroad the fands) had dryed up thofo fmail 
waters among them: but the wind enccuntring them with a vol- 
L y ( f land, overwhelmed and flew them all. A'itUy who denyed 
Cnnft to be one fubftance with the Father, was born here, rhe 
L)bian J feem rather to be worfe than the Nmidtan Moors : their 
chief Cities being (juargata, Toherraum and Huaden. Some re¬ 
port, that chefc two Nations have neither King nor Laws, but are 
governed by the chief men of every Tribe; but this agreeth not 
with our Traveller’s relation. A»d whereas they are laid to 
O 00 00 worihip 
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worlliip a cod called Pfaphon who teaching divers birds which 
he caught, to lav, 'Ffapbon nas a great Cod, the topic people 
yielded<ini dL ine worihip : he faith, the Ilians do all worftup 
Garlick : But that they are snoftly grofle idolatrous Pagans, is 
n'ain, and that among tome of the Naturals, the Saiacens trom 
A-alia and Bar for ie have planted their c Mahometan fuperftuioa, 
we deny not. 

T He Land of the NEGROES (To called, either from the 
River Niger, which in Latinc iignifyeth Black i or becaule 
its people are of a black colour ) is bounded on the North with 
jon the South with Congo or Manicongo, a Kingdom in the 
Lower JE hiopia. It containcth a 5 Provinces, the chief where 
of are n, to wit, Gush, Guinea, Tombutum, Melli, Cano, Bents, 
Nutia, gt aloft, Ganaga , Gcaga and Bornum ; two of whole chief 
Cities are Tombutum and Cbozinum, faid to be the third City 
for *ftcem,of all Africa. Ti ere are four Kitigdomcs herein,where 
of ftat oi Tombutum (whofc firft King was Icbia , who in 151*, 
lUw Soni Halm their laft Lybian Lord 5 for in the year ?og, when 
the Mahometan Pricfts came cutof zeal intothefe parts, they had 
neiti tr King nor Common-wealth) is the greateft, whole King is 
very rich, keeps a Royal Palace, with a very great guard, al- 
waves maintaining a great number ot learned men, and,they fay, 
earning all who have any Commerce with the Jews, to be Haiti. 
That of Bornum, which is l'omewhat leffe j that of Goaga, and that 
ot GuJata , confuting but of that one Province, Thefe people are 
btl\ conceited with their native beauty or black colour,and there- 
fore are faid to paint the Devil white, in difdain of him. They 
were fo blockifh, that when the Portugal firft failed hither, they 
took their fhips tor great birds with white wings: the painted 
eyes on the beaks of their ihips, to be their direct urs in their 
courie; bag-pipes to be living creatures 5 yea,after they had felt 
them : and Guns for their hideous noife, to be the Devil’s w< rk$. 
Both males and females ufe to go naked till they are married, 
and then to cloath themfelves from the wafte to the knees. W hat 
the fruitfuintfle of thefe Countries are, is hard cxa&ly to know 
yet the fields adjacent to the River bcin g 4 ° dayes (vcsrl 
oveftlown by the faid river, the Country is the more fertile for its 
inundations *, which cite could be little, through the cryncfie ot 
the toy 1 , aftordirg no exhalations for clouds to give rain : Th 
Provinceot Cano aboundethin Lemmons and Pomegranate, an 
tnofe of Melli , (whole Country is 300 miles long; arc laid to t 
the civillcft, induftrioufeft, and richeft of all the Negroes . Ana 
in Nubia there is a mortal poyfon, at 100 Duckats the ounce, c-f 
which ihc very 10th part of a grain will end one in a quarter of 
an hours time. But for pure gold and iilver, the Country of thele 
Nigrttes is abundantly ftored. Touching Religion, they arc 
arofle Idolatrous Pagans; yet with feme mixture of Mahometan

They are kept by their Empcnal Mo¬ 
narch in wonderiull awe, both high and low, whointreats them 
more like (laves then lubjc&s, taking away, and giving whole 
Siegr.urieSi to whom he plcafcth, none daring to (hew any dif- 
content, tor he is held by them for a facrcd and divine perfon; 
(whole colour alio is faid to be whiter than the reft) who was 
wont to (hew himlclf but once a year to his fubje£s. Then he 
appeared thrice a year; but fince (it is (aid) more familiarly; 
But they fo honour his name, that hearing thereof,they bend them- 
lelves, and touch the ground with their hands, reverencing aifo 
his T* nr, although he bt nor in ix. Thefe Countries have two 
Summers, and two Winters yearly; not diftinguifhed by heat, 
and cold, but by conrinuali (bowers, and fair weather. They are 
generally very fertile; yielding Barley, Peafe, Beans, Millet and 
other Pulfes, though but little Wheat, likewife abundance of Su¬ 
gar, if they knew how to refine it. There are almoft an incredi¬ 
ble number of Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, and great (lore of 
Vines; but no Melons roots, nor Olives, but they make Oyl of 
a fruit called Gne. They have abundance of Honey, and Wax 
enough to ferve the Country with Candles, without Tallow, 
Flax they have, yet not the Art of making Linncn Cloath there¬ 
with ; Yet they make it of Cotton, whereof there is abundance. 
They have almoft ail forts of beafts, and Fowl, as we in Irape; 
as Oxen, Aftes, Horfcs, (though butfmall) Came Us, Sheep; 
alfo Elephants, Lions, Tigres, Onces, and Stags, but no Bears, 
norConyes, neither is there any Bulfinch. Mines of Gold, Sil¬ 
ver, Iron, and Braflc, are not wanting, yhich they know not 
how to draw; Yet in Z*g*medr^ they draw their pure Mines of 
Silver by fire, making it run iikerods ; and in Djotut (hey draw 
ir, and refine it fomething better. Their fields arc full of Gccfc, 
Partridges, and Hares, bccaul'e they never hunt - fo (hat their 
Country is bountiful!, if they knew how toufefuch a happinefie. 
But there is fometimes one inconvenience; to wit, multitudes 
of Gralhoppers, even darkningthe Ayre, fpoiling one Province or 
another by eating the leaves and barks of Trees, and devouring 
their Harveft. Their Prince's revenue arifeth three wayes; 
From the Fruits of his demeans, manured by Oxen and 
Slaves; From his Subje&s, who pay him for every fire, and the 
tenth of all Mineralls which they draw; and from the Prnces 
fubjeft unto him; fome giving him Horfes, others Oxen, Co,ton, 
and other things ; So that it is conceived he hath great places full 
of Gold, pretious ft ones, and Cloath* His Subjc&s (as to Religi¬ 
on) are moft out-fide Chriftians; yet are there fornc {JlUhon.ctans 
alfo, his tributaries; who are alwayes fetking to revolc. The

tries. i. Afonotapa, or the Realm of Bcnomtana, or 
obeyingrnc Prince called Mo,.oxapa,ltex .s, Empire in thu la;1 
gu tge. It is faftii.ned like an Bland, betwixt two branches of a 
great Rivet,runatng from the Lake of ,,,<1 Zu'e 

whi.h fprings from this Lake, running Eaft a ’ 3 . m 

fix. Tne chief City k Brnomotaxa, where rnc Kmgordinanly rc- 

tides, yet fome fay ms feat is at Tonga,n, belides which the e ^ 
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another Town named Simlas. This Kings Dominions extend 
tar beyond the lfland, even to the Capes Mozambique and Bonne 
Efperance, or the Cape cfgood Hope (all which perhaps may make 
up the number of 3000 Italian miles) many neighbouring Kio^s 
being his Tributaries; among which is he of Terre, or Burue, run¬ 
ning from the River of Spirito Sar.80, to the Cape of Cow antes, and 
tar within ne land alio. Monotapa is watered by divers Rivers, 
as Panami and others, which are laid to carry Gold with them; 
and in ail thisEftate is great ftore of Gold, both in Mines and 
Rocks. The Ay re is temperate, theCountrey good and pleafant, 
abounding in grain j yet is it full cf Forrefts, having in it many 
beads, great and fnaall, cfpccially Elephants, whereof 5000 are 
i *id ro oe killed yearly for their Teeth-f.:ke. Burue is very rich 
in Mines of Gold, and hath very good paftutes, but wanting 
Wood. They having fiich ftore of Mertall (fo much by men dc- 
ftred) cannot but be very rich. The King alio exacting no Tri¬ 
bute, out certain daycsicrvice from his People 5 yet without pre- 
i'enrs, none may tKew himfelf before him. Hehath likewife no 
Pritons, all cauies being ftraignrway decided by witness, nei¬ 
ther do they punifh any crimes fofeverely, asSorcery, Adultery, 
and Theft. Tney are of mean ftature, black, but a&iveand Vali¬ 
ant, yet ill-armed. This Prince is Politick, keeping with him 
his Va flail Princes Heirs, to aflure himfelf of them. They wor- 
fhip here one onely God, which they call Mozimo, and in 1560, 
Genfaho a Jefuite, Baptized a VaflVl to Moootapa, called the 
King of h.or.tor: and foon after young Monotapa and his Wife. 
But tour Mahometans his favourites, perfwading him, Gonfaho to 
beaMagician,a ruinerof Kirgdomes, andaSpie, tocaufearc- 
volt by his lubje&s, he had h 1m (lain and caft into the River Me- 
fgina, nigh which fifty of his new converts were (lain alfo. But 
when fome Pcrtugalls, and chief of the Realm had ftiewn him 
hiserrour, he flew fome of thofe four, feeking for the reft 
who were hidden. But the Portugalls now not fending new Prea¬ 
chers hither, but fending an Army by Sea under Francis 
Barret, to be re venged,the affrighted King fent for peace to Barret 
wnoayming at the gold, rejected all conditions. But through the 
Ayr's intern perature unto them of Europe, this Army was confu- 
med : fir.ee which, fome few, called Chriftians, have there re¬ 
mained.

wards the Cape of good Hope . The Weft and Northweft winds in j§ 
their Winter, doth temper the hot mitts and vapours. But in 1 
Summer their winds arc South-Eaft, or North-Eaft : which us- 1 
ItfTe they did cool and refresh tABthiopis and Congo, the heat would 
be infupporcable. Crete*, Candie, C)prm } Anatolis, Syria, and Egyft, 
enjoying the fame winds. Zaire is Congo* s greateft river,and hath 
fuchabundanceot water, (being 5 miles and a half broad) that 
entring the fait Ocean, it keeps its irefbnefle for 8, 10, yea U 
leaguer; whereby Sea-meneafily know where thsy are. But to 
be brief 5 Bawls hath many filvcr Mines and other mettals in a 
Mountain theteof, alio many exceeding great Elephants (through 
its many Forrefts and Rivets) which live commonly 150 years, 
and grow to the midft ef their age: feme of whofe teeth have 
been 200 weight. The Antients faid, the Elephant could not 
bend his hamme, but wt re taken leaning on fome Tree afietp. But 
the Flcmings.and Porrugals feeing them get up into Trees, draw¬ 
ing up their haunches, to gather leaves, and ftooping eafily down 
to dtink where the water is low, makes it evident, that they .have 
joynts. 

Here are alfo Tygcrs, whom the Congoam call Engoi, who 
through hunger’s fbarpnefle, finding nought in the field, do fall 
upon tame Cattle 5 and as Loop* teftifieth, never fee upon White 
men, but oft- times the Blacks. The beaft called Zthree, breeds 
in this Province j and is like a mule,but it ingenders and multi- 
pi yes greatly, having young every year: whofe hair having from 
the ridge of the back to the belly ftreaks of white, black and yel¬ 
low, is very ftrai ge •, they are exceeding fwift, and wild * whom 
if the Inhabitants had art to tame, might ferve inftead of horfes 
which this Country wants : whofe office notwithftanding men 
do.perform by carrying them, who fpeedily journey, in lifters 01 
chairs, the bearers being often changed. Beads called EmpsUn- 
ges, fome as big as an Ox, others leffe, are here alfo. To con¬ 
clude, they have wild Bugles or Oxen, Wolves fmelling afar off, 
Foxes, Goars, Stags, Hares, and Conies in abundance 5 for they 
hunt them not to death, as in Europe . They have many Civic* 
Cats, whom they keep tame for their pleafiog fent. There are 
divers kinds ©f Serpents and Vipers, fome being 25 foot long, 

5 broad, with a very large belly and throat, that (if we can credit 
it) will devour a beaft as big as a Stag. They kill them fleepiagi 
and hold the food of their flefh better than of any fowl. But fome 
Vipers are fo poyfonfomc, that any one bitten dyes within *$ 
hours.There is likewife a ft range beaft as big as a ram,with wiags 
like a Dragon, a tail, long beat, many rowes of teeth, twolegfft 
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whole skin is red, mixtwith green and blew, and who eat raw 
ftelh. It hath Camelions, Parrots green aad greys very fair red 
birds, and many forts of iVuaU ones iinging like Canarie-birds- 
finally, great ftore of Hens, Ducks, Gecfe,Turkies,Pcacocks, Par¬ 
tridges wild and tame, Turtles, Pigeons, Faulcons, Sparrow- 
hawks,Eagles, and Pelicans. The Province of Congo hath many 
Elephants, and divers forts of imitating Apes, manyKine, with 
divers beafts forctnentioned 2 alfo ftore of Cryftal and other met¬ 
tals 5 but preferring Iron, which is found in the aforefaid fruit- • 
ful Mountain* whole water is excellent good, nor hurting any 
one: which is ftored with grade, much Cattle, Fruit-Trees al- 
way green, yielding all kind of grain, chiefly that called Lueo, 
whofe bread is as good as ours; abundance of white Millet call¬ 
ed Mazzej alfoMeazor Turky Wheat, and ftore of Rice j but 
they little efteem thei'e. Ban ones, which fome take to be Mufe^ 
and others, Indian Figs, a pleafing and good food grow here; al- 
fo Limons and Citrons exceeding pleafant, whereof the poor live. 
Tncre are three forts of Palm-Trees: from one whereof they 
draw Oyl, Wine-Vinegar, Fruit,and Bread. Other Trees bear a 
Fruit called Cola, as big as a Pine-apple : and other wild Palms, 
whofe fruit are good to eat, and with whofe leaves they cover 
their Cottages, and make baskets, See, This Province hath 
abundance of Melons and Cucumbers 5 alfo Tamarinds and Caf- 
fia, which ferve both the Moors and Turks for Phyfick. The 
River Leonde ingenders Crocodiles,and the Hog-fifti, fo big and 
fat, that feme weigh 500 weight and more: alfo Sea-horfes, or 
the River-horfe, which is tawny, having little hair, leaping to 
land, and feeding, and by day living in the river 5 fome of whom 
the Africans do tame: and they are exceeding fwifr, but they 
mud not paffc over deep rivers, becauferhey will prcfcotly dive. 
But this river which runs at the foor of the Mountain where the 
royal Town ©fCc^o is built, fo dries up when the rain ceafeth, 
that one may eafily wade it. On the (hoar of whofe Ifland Le - 
onde, are found gray Cockles very glittering, and better efteemed 
than thofe on the other (hoars: where alfo is a Tree called Enfatt- 
ia ,alwayes green, and,having many virtues, ftrangely multiply- 
eth, to wit, by fome fmall threds hanging down from the high 
branches, and rooting in the ground 5 whofe upper bark being 
made clean, is a kind of linnen cloath, making garments for the 
common people: and in that part neareft to the firm land do trees 
grow, at whofe foot fair-water fprings. Here are likewife big 
Oyfters, which they call %/irnbtzimitAre, that is., fi(h of aftonc. 
They find here alfo divers fifties, as Pilchards* Soles, Crafifhes, 
&c. And about the outward part of this Ifland are many black 
Whales 5 who fighting, many die: whofe fat being taken and 
mixt with Pitch, the Inhabitants calk their fliips. Moreover, wc 
mutt not forget the great ftore of (tone, and goodly Marble Moun¬ 
tains, befides the Jafpcr and Porphyrie, with the white Marble, 
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and of other colours, called at Rome, Numidisn and A ric ah Mar¬ 
ble : in fome Mountain* alfo of this Province of ptmh, grow 
Jacinths 5 and in other rocks they find metals, as brafle, yellow 
and green, whereof they make Statues, &c. So that, if we look 
on the abundance of metals in this Realm, as alfo their Elephant^ 
and Civit-Cats, wherewith they abound, Sea-cockles lerving in. 
ftead of coyn, traffique of Slaves, linnen cloath of Songo y and Sur.de 
made of Indian Palm-Trees, Cryftal, though not altogether fo 
profitable; we may foon lee how they are fought to byforreiga 
Merchai-ts, whereby their wealth may be cor.jc&ured. And as 
for the King, none would doubr, but that he ( having all thefe 
Countries under him) is exceeding rich : of whom, one thing is 
reported to his commendation, That he doth Juftice publiquely, 
without any formality; for that all things arc debated before 
him in few words. As to their religious belief, they are fo full 
of vanities, that they fcarce know what they believe: for, al¬ 
though an outward profeflion of Chriftianity be crept into this 
Realm, yetis it full of grofle Idolaters: fome worrtiipping the 
Sun as Husband to the Moon; and the Moon as his Wife in the 
fecend place. Others worfluip thc.fe beads like Dragons above- 
mentioned. Some the Earth, as Mother of all, &c. HowaChri- 
ftian prefiffion was brought firft hither by the Portugal*, {James 
Cano or Diego C4»,Captain to 2 ). John the fccond, Kn*g of Portu - 
^a//,difcovcring thefe Countries of the Nether t/£'hiopia in i486) 

I leave to read in the book,Of Edates, Empires, &:c- Oncly thus 
much I fay, That King John fending three Dominick Friers to in- 
ftrudfc them ; the King of Congo s Uncle and his fo» fird; then the 
King and Queen were baptized ; (whofe elded fon was Alphonfo) 
and who e,.deavcured lovingly and zealoufly to turn the Subjt &s; 
But thefe Friersfbefide the confuming heat, and ayr’s malignity) 
were ill intreated by them of Congo : who feemed crackable while 
they fpake of ceremonies and myderies; but when they began to 
fp?ak of temperance, contincscy, reditution tff goods, pardon 
of offlnces received, with articles of Chridian profdfion, they 
{hewed cppofition.The King alfo growing from zealous,to> be cold:

The long Southern Promontory called T\te Cape of Good Hope, 
(whofetop hath a fair Plain covered with Grade and various flow. 
©r$, named the Table of the Cape, and largely overlooking the Sea 
on all fides; which here being very rough and tempeftuous, 
hath often vexed the Spaniards) is of this Region, and was difeo- 
vered by V’afco di Gama in 1497. 

Moreover, before we fpeak of * ASgypt, we will look over the 
African I (l ands, which are thofe in the %Atlantick Ocean, or in the 
t/£:hicpUn Sea. In the former are to be noted. 1. That called 
me Princes lfland,feated between the equator, and Tropick of fa* 
jp/w«,andlo named, becaufe the Prince of Portugall was to have 
its Revenues when his Portugalls had conquered ir. Nigh this, is 
that called the lfle of Saint //< 7 e*,which they fo named from their 
Saint Helen , on whole day it was difeovered, and over which (as 
the other) the Spaniards do command. 2. The Gorgades, of old 
the Gordons, they are nine in number, now called tne Iflands of 
the Green Cape , for that they lye near the faid Cape, in the Negroes 
Land. Juw*$lftand is the chief ofthefc, whofe principall Town 
is Ribiera , forty fied by the Spaniards. Medufa dwelt here, who is 
ti ported to be a Woman exceeding beaucifull, but molefting 
the European Sc as by piracy, (he was invaded by Ter fern and 
his Greeks . He flaying Her in a Angle Combate, ftruck off 
her Head, and carrying it into Greece, the people exceedingly ad¬ 
mired both her Face and Hair. Goats are the chief thing thefe 
lilands abound with. 3. The Canaries, of which before in Spain, 
which for their fruitfullncffe, &c. were of old called the Fortu - 
Kate TflanJs. But the Canaries, from the chief eft Ifl® Canaria, 
or from the Dogs, in which the Spaniards found them to abound: 
Ti'ey are accounted by fome, but feven in number; three where¬ 
of, to wit, the lfle Canarie , Palma, (where Chips ufeto touch going 
totAmerica) and Tenarijf, 90 miles in circuit, are the chief; in 
which Tenarijf , neither fhowr nor river is faid to be ; but their 
water is conveyed into divers parts from a high Mountain, having 
a Tree alway covered with a moy ft clou i, which every noon-tide 
diftolveth. The Commodities hereof are well enough known to 
be fublime Sacks, fine Sugars, and Canarie-birds.

All which four, are (faith he) but as Subutbs to the 
New Caire, making up a Country rather than a City,yet all touch 
one with another eitherto the right or left hand, or to both, with 
a multitude of ftreets: whofe length in all, from the lowed end 
QiBwlake,xo the Southmoft part of Carajfar,is 28 £nglifh milas,and 
14 in breadth j for tryall whereof, he faith, he trod it one day on 
foot from Sun to Sr*n,bcing guided and guarded by a riding Jani - 
ztry> which, for his bruifed feet on the ftreets, was one of the foreft 
dayes journey that ever he had in his life.

Tfteftreetsare narrow, and all almoft 
covered to fave them From the parching heat, with open vents for 
light, and their buildings are commonly two Rories high, made 
either of mud or brick, and plat-forms on the tops, whereon they 
fleep ufually in the night, to receive the f refti and cooling Ayre. 

Here is a great Pal lace where the Beglerbeg or Turkijb Vice-ge- 
rent confiantly refides, and on a moderate heig : t, from whence a 
full profpe# of the better part of the Town,Gardens and Villages, 
bordering on A 77 ?»with a great part of the lower plains of *s£gypt, 
may be taken.

firftinventersofthc Mathematicall Sciences; Great Magicians 
and Aitrologcrs being yet of a dextrous wit. Merry,great Singers, 
and fociable companions; but fomewhatfl athfull, and given to 
Riot and Luxury, neither do they live long in regard of the great 
heat (for they lye in the fame climate with Barbary) feidome at- 
tayning 60 years ; yet are they not black, but tawny and brown. 
Two of the chief Monuments of tAZpyph were firft, the pir amides § 
in regard of whofe wonderfull Mattes of ftoae, the antient works 
of the Romans were of fmall moment; they begin to be feen fourty 
miles off.

Although this people were rude and thcevifh, yet A>i- 
flippm the Phiiolopher, Eratofibettes the Mathematician, and /W.

was forced to carry the Crofle on which Chrift fuffered. Some 
call the chief Towns hereof by another name, as Crondall or Co- 
having an indifferent good Port. Alco/er or Ch$zar> which 
fomc take for Berenice, one of the five antienc Cities 5 and where 
is (by the Mountain’s opening) paflage for fruits brought out of 
Ethiopia the Upper. Suaquen is the name of another, which Or- 
tsh«s thinks to be the Ptolemais of Mela 5 near which, is a very 
good Port: and where is alfo commonly a Turkifh BafTa, who 
commands the Country. Even in the head of the Arabian gulph 
flandsS*«i, which fome take for Arfinoe (one of the five ancient 
Cities of Cyrene)} others for Potidta 5 and fomc for Hero or Meros % 
which in the Ptolemies and the Usmans time, very much flourifti- 
ed for Indian and tArabian Merchandize, tranfported thence into 
by faire and Alexandria 5 but although the Turk hath ufed 
ail means to people it, yet is it not much inhabited, nor of any 
great traffique, by reafon of the great difficulty of all things. 

is an ancient Kingdom 5 for there is a Catalogue made of 
300 Kings, favc eight,who reigned before Amafis in 1 7 Dunafiies 5 
of wnom Ofiris is oncly to be mentioned, who with his fuc- 
ccflaurs were called Pharaohs , and in whofe time Abraham is 
thought to have gone down into jEgypr. But of the 18th Du* 
uaftie or Lordfhip of great power, there were 16 Kings 3 Amafis 
being the firft, and beginning his reign in the year of the World, 
1242. tMenopbu or Mivis being the laft. Of the 1 yth Dunafiie 
were onely five, who were called the Latti: Zetm was the firft, 
in the year 25*05 and Tbttorit the laft: two of which five,to wir, 
Arnettcpbu wdSefoflrisoT Vexarts> are of fame. The 20th Du- 
remained 177 years under the Diapolitane Princes: and of 
the 21 Dunafiie were 18 Kings, the firft of whom was Sm,nd e s y 
beginning toreign in the year 2**1, and called in Scripture Se- 
[ic : the 15th was Pbtraob Neco , who flew Jofiah at the battle of 
iMegiddo: and pfamnenites os Pfamniticm was the laft, in whofe 
fayaCamijfesfas wasfaid in Pcrfia, fubdued Egypt under his 
Empire: from which it revolted in Darius Noth* his time the drh 
Perfian King, they choofing one of their own called Amertheus, in 
3 5 5 8 : the fixth from whom, was Neetanehos the fecond 5 in the 
i8tn year of whofe reign, Ochm the 8th Perfiao Emperour reco¬ 
vered it again. But Alexander vanquiftiing Darim y he won Egypt 
without bloud 5 after whofe death, Ptolemy the fon of Laoi (haring 
this Country, all the following Kings were named Ptolemies: of 
whom there were 12, Lagi being the firft, and beginning his 
reign ia the year of the World 3*41, and called in Daniel the 
Kwg of the South . cletpatra, a woman exceeding bcautifull being 
the laft, who (being in love with Adarem Antonim 1, killed her felt 
to avoid leading thorow Rom in triumph: After whole death it 

was 
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was made a Roman Province, and was as warily looked to as 
-highly prized :no Senatour but onely a Gentleman of being 
Governour. The Roman Empire being divided, this Country 
was lubjecr to the Confiantinopolitan Emperour, till the Egyptians 
being overburthened, craved the Saracen's ayd who made them 
Tributaries unto Haumer tbe third Caliph or Saracenical Pope 
of Babylon or Bagdet^ the Grecian Garrifons being firft expelled! 
w o afterwards choofmg a Caliph out of their own people, there 
were two, one at Bagdet ,to whom the Afian ; and another at Caire 
to whom the European and African Saracens fubtnitted. The firft 
Egyptian Caliph was Aibmades, beginning to rule in the year of 
Cl,nit 870 ; the 15th and laft being Elpbaiz, (although there be 
one, who addeth feven others; who fending to Noradhe the Tut 
, . Kln g el Dm, afto for ayd againft Almencm Kins of Jerufalem 

he leBt him valiant Sarracon, who, after clearing Egypt of Aim. 
new his forces, made hiaifelf King, and to confirm his eftate, dafh- 
ed out Elphaiz, hisbrais with his horfcman’s trace, and rootins 
out all his kinn, as we read in the Turkifh hillory. Of thde 
Turkiih Kings were five 5 Sarraccn the firft, beginning his uniuft 
rugn in 115 3. Af -ltcbfah the laft,who(going with Ltau the 9th 
of France towardsl><»KjM,when he had vanquiftied him) was flain 
t>y the Jl.malucbs, flaves whom he bought and bred up for Soul, 
diets, to (apply the deficiency of the foft Egyptians: They came 
from Colchis and Georg,a, and were commonly called CircaSiam • 
they alfo fet up Turqmmtnus, a oMamaluck, in MeleehfaL »’s room,

If the water life but to 10 brafes, it prefagerh, there will 
be great dearth, Peflilence and famine: If to 12 Cubits, the year 
will be indifferent: if to 15 Brafes, then plenty and abundance: 
if to 18, then the whole Country is in danger to be drowned and 
deftroyed. Alfo, from the body of Nilc % there arc(faith he)abouc 
3000 channels drawn thorow the plain, on which paffing Ditches 
are all tnc Boroughs and Towns builded; and through which 
channels, the*river fpreads it felt throughout all the Kingdome* 
which when fcowred of filth and Worms, and the water become 
clear, every houfe opening their Ciftern wiudow, receiveth as 
much water as will fuffice them till the next inundation : Nei¬ 
ther doth ever the River flow any where above the banks $ for if 
irih';uld,ic would overwhelm the whole Kingdom. All which 
Channels here or there, da make intercourfe for their ftreams 
again, to the body and branches of Nilus * fo that he calls them 
Stoical fools, who hold, that it overfloweth the whole face of the 
Land j for then I pray yau (faith he) what would become of their 
hnufcs,Beftials, Corn, and Fruits; for the oature of violent 
ftreams do ever deface, cranfplam, and deftroy all that they de- 
bard upon, leaving {lime,mud,and fand behind their breaches; 
and therefore fuch inunding cannot be called chcrifhings. Yet

Now here the Poet indeed affirms muddy clodds to be left be¬ 
hind, and (which is ftrange) very many live creatures there¬ 
in found ; but this overflowing may feem by his words, to be the 
channel's watering the Country by a moderate overflowing, and 
not the main body or belly of Nile drowning all like a Sea: and 
whereas he calls it Seven-mouth'd Nile ; although fome will have 
feven mouches therein, fand others nine) yet the Moderns aflure 
there are but 3 or 4, two of whom, report what they have feed; 
for it divides it felf into 4 branches, four miles from Caire, two 
whereof make the two chief and Navigable mouthes of Damietta 
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anJ icfetta-, yet when it overflows, many brooks (ot channel, 
into which it is divided) are Navigable. There are abundance 
of venomous creatures bred (alfo) in this rim, as Crocodile. 
Scorpions, VVater-Snakes, grievous milhapen worms, and other 
monftrouj things, who do oft annoy the Inhabitants, and thofe 
who traffique on the water, yet it breeds likewifevery excellent 
filli, and is wonderful fruitfull therein. It is alfo reported tobe 
aim oft 3000 miles long, and faid tohaveits beginning under the 
^Equmoaial line from the Mountains of the Moon 5 but more

Camels,Horfes, Afles,Goats,and Sheep; all which grow very 
great; but the theep are exceeding great and far, whofe Wooll 
is black, and their thick rails hanging unto the ground 
Here are many Fowl (for *AEgypt is very Moorifh in Winter) 
efpccwlly Storks; wherewith in fome places the fields arc even 
covered: and who devour the abundance of Frogs which are here 
bred. There arc alfo many Camelions found among the fhrubs, 
which (faith the Author) live not of the wind as many have writ¬ 
ten *, yet will they continue a whole year without eating any fu- 
ftenancc. Hens ( arefaid) not to hatch their Chickens here • but 
they do it by the heatof Furnaces. ^£gypt hath aiwayes aboun¬ 
ded with Mettalls, chiefly near Ethiopia ; there is likewife the 
Awtyl with many otherpretious (tones, and iuch florcof iEtites 
crtheEagle-ftone is found near to c Alexandria, that they load 
whole flnps therewith. Their Women are very fruitful, having 
many times three or four children at a birth; neither, as it hath 
been obferved, are thecighr-Moneths Children in danger of death 
asm other places. There arealfo Lemons, Citrons, Cherries,Figs, 
and other fruits, as in our Countries. Cyrene , or Arabia IroaloSi- 
tics, is lick ot Nurddia, and Lylia's difeafe, being barren, both of 
ituitsand water, Sandy, Delarr, and little inhabited, for when 
A^Mder travelled to the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon, he (aw nei¬ 
ther, Man, Beaft, Bird, Tree, nor River. And as for Suez i, there is 
no water within two miles about it 5 but two miles diftant they 
cig 1: out of a pic, it being faltifh and bitterifl*, and brought upon 
Caraells backs. There is great commerce in and at Caire , 

with very many Nations; for the Country abounds fo, as to fell 
Suks, Corns, Fruits, Wax, Honey, andchc Soveraign Balfome, 
befides many other commodities of Cotton-wool, Cioath of G >ld 
and Silver: and the beft Sattins, Damask, Taffatics, and Gro- 
grarnst lacare, are here made. TneirKtng’s revenues in the Pto- 
kmti time were i aooo Talents. The Turk now (what through 
tyrannical Government, what through the difeontinuanceof tne 
ulual traffique thorow the red Sea, receives oncly three millions - 
one wnereot his i r izier Bajfa hath to fupport his charge: the other 
nisgarrifon-Souldiers, &c. the third he Coffers up, being guar¬ 
ded by land to Confanti, t0 ple y he not daring to adventure it by Sea, 
tor tear of the Florentines . Egypt {where at this day arc but few 
ot the right Egyptians remaining) is peopled by Mahometans, 
outward thriftians, and Jews in a fmall number. Thofe called 
tinmans,are ftrangers or Natives. The Grangers come thither 
(specially to Alexandria and Caire ) by rcafon of traffique; for it

in tne Country which have remained fince the inundation of

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Caire, Me fit a. See. they are called Copes or Coptics, and Chri. 
ftians of the girdle, lor they are both baptized and circutncifcj, 
They alto following Eutyches's opinion above this iooo years, ad¬ 
mitting but one Nature in Chrift,feparate themfdves from union 
with others; which fchifm, the bad Councel of Spbefui (called,if 
I miftakc not, A at a Counsel of Robbers) occafioned. Many 
of them live in Mim*\ Territories, wherein are divers Monafte- 
ries ; but three of their chiefeft Monafteries are, that of Ai.tfmit 
(which is in the Troglodite* s Country) Paul, and Machaire. They 
obey the Patriarch of ^Alexandria, laying, They have their faith 
from Prete-Jean. They fay Mafic in the Chaldean tongue 5 reading 
their Gofpel firftin Cbaldet, then in Arabick . When the Prieft 
laith, Peace be with, or given unto you, the youngeft of die afiiftants 
going, toucheth the hand of all the afiiftants at that Made.* and 
after the confecration fo called, they give to every one of the Af¬ 
iiftants a little piece of bread. 

Put toward the New world turn (my Pen) tby f!)le, 

From tip Countries of Danube, Euphrate, i^a'Nyle. 

We have briefly viewed the Old wot Id,((o calledjlet us alfo fur- 
vey the New ; New I fay, not according to the nature of things, 
but in reipetft of mea’s skillfullnefle in difeovery. That part'of 
the Earth is called the New world, which almoft by a middle 
lpacc, is extended between the (hoars of Spain, and Africa, and 
the utmoft part of India from the North thorough the Oce¬ 
an, wafhing on it on both fidesj under the form of two 'Benin- 
fulaes, which Peni/fulaes or almoft Iflands, are ror.pyned by a 
llender Isthmus , or tra& of land, Infuch a manner, that in what 
part it lyeth under the ./Equator, oris not fo far from it, it is made 
narrow. Thence it is again dilated, untill (the figure of a Pyra . 
wide or Spire being ftretched forth info the South)~it contains the 
Magellanick Strait, or Narrow Sea,with other parts yet unknown. 
And although this continent,be not as yet altogether fcarched our, 
yet from thofc parts which are already known,it may cafily be con¬ 
cluded, that this part of the World is greater chan the other parts. 
They fail about it at this day, befide that urmoft tra<ft, which 
looks to the North. Of this new World are alfo two queftions 
raifed 5 firft, Whether it were known to the Antients, or not ? But 
Keckerman repeating the probable arguments on both lidc-s, rather 
gives his judgment on the affirmative. Secondly, Whether it 
cleave to Europe and Afia,ot whether it be an Ifland feparated froir 
them both ? Chyn<eiu faith, it is not certain whether it be an Ifland 
or a Continent; Frifius leaves it in doubt; Yet out of the Naviga¬ 
tions of Paultu Vtnetus , he faith, ittnay probably be drawn that it 
is an Ifland. Moft Geographers vote it to be an Ifland. But then 
whereas another difficult queftion arifeth from this,being granted, 
to wit, Seeing men were in the beginning created in Afia, ar.d li¬ 
ving creatures alfo, were put into Afta out of Noahs Ark, how 
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fhould both men and other living creatures come into this New 
World l One Jofeph of Co ft a difputcs thereof in the twentieth 
Chapter of his firft book of the New World ; But this I fay, that 
nun lofe pretious time in difputing, and not believing; and alfo 
that if this be now an Ifland, ycr, it might not from the beginning 
be fo, for it both fcerns to Crofle the very Hiftory of the Creation, 
and alio we know, that many Iflands have in length of time been 
made by the wafhing of the Sea. But why doth any raife a quefti¬ 
on at all from a thing that is not in it felf certainly known ? And 
as for the Weft fide of America, if it (faith one) be not a continent 
with Tartary, it is yet disjoyned by a very frcall ftraighr, as may 
be perceived in all our Maps and Cards, as alfo in the Defcripti- 
ob of thefc Countries ; fo that there is into them a very quick and 
cafypaflage. Two things alfo arc obferved in the difeovery 
hereof, that it was difeovered about the very fame time wherein 
Arts and Tongues began to tiourifh in Europe, and alfo force 
Defines of the Romane Church to be purged from their grofle 
dr -lfinefle ; and that this New World doth in many things pro¬ 
fit, and in many things alfo hurt the Old World, tcyr from the 
time that it was fou id, both all things were dearer in the 01d,and 
alio greater allurements were afforded unto men, of Luxury and 
covetoufncfle, but this latter muft be imputed unto Man’s Cor¬ 
ruption. The time of its firft deferying was by Cbriftopber Co* 
iumbtu, (born at Nervi in (jenoa of Daly) in one thoufand foufc 
hundred ninety two, whoconildering the Suns motion, was per- 
fivaded, there was another World, which the Sun gave light 
unto, after its departure iroon us, and being rcjc<fted by the Geno~ 
waits, to whom he firft opened his intent in 148*. hefenthis bro¬ 
ther ta motion the bufineffe to our Henry the feventh, who being 
taken and detcinc-d over long by Pirats, Columbia made bis de¬ 
fats known to the Spanish Court, where, at length being furnifhed 
with two Ships oncly, he is (aid ro have failed on the Ocean abovfc 
fir.ydayes, and could defery no land ; fo that the Spaniards dif- 
conrentcd, as defirous to return, began to mutiny. The Italian 
wary , perceiving the Clouds fomewhat clearer than before 3 
thought force inhabited place was nigh. Wherefore, flay¬ 
ing their return for three aayes longer; at the end of them, 
one deferyed fire, and ftraightway after an apparent Coun¬ 
try was dilcerncd: which being an Ifhnd, Columbus in ho¬ 
nour of the Spaniards, named HISPANIOLA , but the 
N Hives called it H AIT IE. Then difeovering C *A B 
afo, he returned toward SPAIN , and after two eminent 
Navigations more, he died, and was buried at S £FI L L, 
in SPAIN. But it is divided into tAvMS^ICA, and 
M A G £ l L A NIC the former being denominated from

Sec «n Jly, Mexico, which (denominating half America) extends 
from F loud a unto the Seact California or Mare Vermiglio on the 
Well, and having on theEalt Jucatan, and theGulphof Mexico: 
on the'S-uth Peruana , or (as another faith) Guatimala and Jucatan ; 
ihe Northern bounds being unknown, it is not certain, whether 
it be a Continent, or an Illand l'cparated from the Old World, ic 
is called New Spain, and was very populous, before the Spaniards , 
by tormenting deaths, flew (as they fay) no lcfle than fix millions 
in 17 years. It was fub< ued by Ferdinand Cortez in I 5 18 ; and 
contai.-s tour noted Regions; 1. G&llicia Nova (called formerly 
by the Inhabitants, Xaljque) and where Nugnode Gufman built 
divers Cities; after that, by taking the City Xalifco , lie had fub- 
dued all the Province; which being watered by the River of 
PujtU 5 that part which is enclofed by thefe rivers and S.Sdafiian , 
is named Couliacan, whofe chief City or Town being Couliacani 
the Spaniards planting a Colonie there, it is called S.UMicbael: 
then coming to t c ted Sea, cr of California by St bole and Grenada, 
hitherto the Spaniards trade, and the Country is inhabited. One 
F‘jf,cit (forouado came to Si bole in 1579, but returned with his 
Soulditis to Mexico, as finding little profit. This Province is 
molfly rough and llonie ; yet there is that, fit to bear of all 
fruits; and they do catch much fiih in the Sea, having alfo many 
wild beafts in their Forrefls; thofe on the Sea-fhoar living of the 
ore; and the inland Savages,on fkfti.taken by hunting. Some fay 
likewife,chey do lometimes eat m ji »s flefn. They go for the m olt 
partnakcd,and acknowledging no Ruler,till the Spaniards brought 
them under Dominion. 2. Mecbouacbanot Mechuacan about 50 
leagues from the Province of M x'co 3 and having 240 miles in 
compafle, three of whofe chief Towns are sinfot fe 3 large and po¬ 
pulous, where their Kings made their abode. Tafcuar, where the 
Bifhop (that is, I fuppofe,of the Spaniards) firft remained 5 aud 
Fahdoht or VJUdoltd, where he is now faid to make his refidence. 
The language of this people, is both copious, figurative, aud ar¬ 
tificial, and preferred by thofe who underftand ir, before Latine s 
they are all tall, ftrong, and a&ive of body, and witty, as ap¬ 
pears by divers tilings coming from thence: alfo of a good com¬ 
plexion, and long life. Here is a fvrife ftream which aiway turn¬ 
ing as it goes, and receiving 12 rivers into it, esters into theCe- 
phalique Sea of 150 miles about, from whence going, it falls fud- 
denly into a very deep Vallcy,and continuing its winding courfe, 
enters witn abundance of waters (ingendring Crocodiles) into the 
South Sea; and a little backward is Sacatule 3 within which is Co¬ 
lima, and a Town called the Purification : the three Ports of Jmes 3 
Anthonie, and of the Natality or Jago } being upon the Sea-fhoar. 
It is faid to be one of the beft Countries of New Spain, bearing 
abundance of Cotton, Cutchaneel, Mulberry-Trees, Silk, (lore 
of gold and filver, (though cotrfe) much Wax, Honey, Amber 
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that is black. Salt, and Fuh : whence (the name hereof implying 
a place of fiiTning) it was lo called. Divers fruits are faid to np&n 
here twice a year; and one F rancis> of 4 quarts of grain Town, 
reaped 600. 3. Mexico , or the Province of Tremifitan , laid not 
onely to be both the greateft and moft pleafmg and fertile of 
thefe 4 Provinces 5 but (as Accfa thinketh) one of thebeftin the 
World. It takes its name from the chief City CMexicoy be¬ 
ing aji hundred degrees from the Fortunate IJlands 5 and was 
taken by one Cortez y in 1521, leading to this enterprife 200000 
or toooco Indians. It contains about £000 Spanijb F<* milks,but 
<<0000 of Indians,d welling in the Suburbs. It’s ieated in a great 
Plain about 7 miles in circuit, and cncompafled with high 
Mountains, on which is Snow continually. There are alfo in 
the Plain two Lakes, one frefh, the other fait j on the banks 
whereof, rot onely is sJHexicoy but there were almoft 50 good 
Towns, TefcutO) yielding little to Mexico : and on the bank of 
Mexico's Lake, which is 50 miles about, Hand pleafant Towns, 
and divers houfes, 50000 Wherries being (kill (they fay) plying 
in the Lake. This City is fix miles in compafle, and is the feat of 
the Spauiflj Viceroy,and of an Arch-biflaop $ They having there¬ 
in bun a Mint, Printing,and an Univcrfity. Moreover there is 
e/**£rs,aTown with a very fertile foil 5 Tulle, Tuluca , TavafcoA 
gre at Town, yet the houfes ftand fcattcring for fear of firt;which 
had, lay fome, 25000 houfes,of Lime,and fat Earth, Zarpoloan, 
that is called the true* £toJ f>by which places runs the River Aina- 
raday and entring into the Sea by three mouths. Laftly, UUtban, 
a great In-land-Town. The Gulf of Mexico is nigh the City fo 
called, 900 miles about, of a heady and fwift current, that (hips 
cannot pafle dire&lyj and hath two Ports, one betweeen the far- 
theft part of Jusatan , and the Ifle of Cuba, where the Tide violent- 
ly entreth, the other betwixt Cuba, and the utmoft point of Florida, 
where it forcibly geeth forth. The Sea hath but onely two fafe 
Ports, Hazan&y on the North, Job* de Lua on the South, which 
the Spaniards have ftrongly fortified 5 for the Seas arc very tem¬ 
pt ftuous. The Mexicans are full of courage, alfo induftricus, and 
witty, fober, and given to mflick 5 feeding many Silk-Worms, 
and making many toyes of wood and feathers. The Country is 
likewife exceeding temperate, having many Mulberry Trees5 
and do now feed many Horfes, Afles, and Flocks of Sheep, having 
alfo fome Mines. And viaual Is there doth fo abound, that sS 
pound of Beef is worth but three pence, and a Hog one (billing,or 
is. & 6 d. Out ofthe frefh Lake, they draw an herb, cut ever) 
Moon, and worth to the Iohabitants 20000 Crowns yearly. New 
Spain alfo traffiques with China $ it vents likewife in V\ oolkn 
Cloath,Silks, LinncnC loath, and Tables to Peru, fora million 
of crowns. Finally, if Peru (faith one) exceeds this Country in 
abundance of gold and lilver,which is very fine : yet this is richer 
than Peru in fruits and Cattle, and exceeds it in Arts. The !»• 
titans pay to the King and feudetaries 6 s. for a head, and nothing 
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cl!e. Their Kings fuccccdcd not by right of bloud, but by electi¬ 
on : whom they held lawful to kill,if they were reputed cowards: 
for they ufed flings and arrows in their wars. They were feven 
Tribes in all, ruling in an Arijlocracy or Government of the Nobles 
and chief men, uncill that the mightieft Tribe chofe a King, to 
whom they all fubtnitted ; of thefe Kiogs,we find ten mentioned, 
Vizilozitli being the firft, Quabutimoc the laft, yet they fay Iz- 
coilt the 4th King brought the fix Tribes under the {.Mexican 
Kings. Tiie two laft were vanquifhed by Cortez as aforefaid, 
whofc number of Indians (befides his 900 Spaniard f, &c.) which 
he itrploycd therein, were moft of the City and Territory of 
Tlafcahn, never good friends to the Mexicans : wherefore, the 
Spaniards have granted divers immunities to the faid City Tlafca- 
hn. And to conclude, the Mexicans fince they received the Spa¬ 
niards baptifm,(and fo their religion) they have accuftomed them- 
Lives for the moft part, to the Spantfh fafhions. 4. gaflecan or 
Caujidebany fo called from the Captains of Cortez y and alfo the 
river of Panuco ; but before thefe Captains fubdued it, Francis Ga¬ 
nt had 400 of his tr.cn (lain by the barbarous people, who facri- 
fidng and eating fome of them, hanged their dryed skins in their 
Idol-Temples. There is a place called Zimatatao, where, at the 
foot of a Mountain, are two fountains, one of black pitch, and the 
other of red, very hot s as alfo in the Ifle of wolves near Lima is a 
fountain of Bitumen or (lime like Pitch: and another at S. He¬ 
lens point, (in which Province, although the Spaniards have a 
Fort at the Cape, yet the French have planted Colonies therein) 
wherewith they calk their (hips exceeding well. (Alfo there is 
in the Country of Mexico (but whether in thk Province I wife 
not) the Mountain Propocbampechey of the fame burning nature 
with ^£tna and Vefuvitu)* The two Cities here are, 1. Thfcalan , 
yielding precedencie onely to Mexico in all thefe parts5 and is 
feated in the pleafanceft place of all the Country, (although Gua - 
Man be faid to be very poor in the natural Commodities of the 
loyl) being alfo rich and populous, and governed under the King 
of Spains prote&ion in form of a Common-wealth. 2. Vtlle- 
riche , or the Rich Town : fo called, for chat it is a Port through 
which all TrafHqucbetwixt Old and New Spain doth pafle; one 
Don Anthonie making alfo a good way from hence to Mexico , the 
more eafily to conduct their merchandize. Yet was it afterwards 
tranfported to the Town of True Croffe for more Commodity. The 
two Colonies which the Spaniards have here, are called James of 
the Valley and Panuco, 

The third Province of Northern America is Jucatan , lying op- 
pofiterothelfland of Cuba y called by the Inhabitants, Maiatban, 
or Miiapar ; but the Spaniards ( Francis Hernandes de (fordovi dif- 
covcqngit in 15 17) named itjucutan, that is, what fay you ; bc- 
caufe when they asked the Country's name, the people not un¬ 
demanding them, anfwered, Jucutan . It is a great Pcninfula, be¬ 
ing 900 miles about j and the more it advanceth into the Sea, the 
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more it enlargeth ft felf with two Capes 5 the Red being toward 
the North, andCotoque toward the South ; it isalfodiflineuifted 
jnto, i. Jurat any having two noted Cities ; one whereof for it* 
beauty and greatnefle tney call Caire. 2. guatimala, lying be. 
twixt Jucata and Nicaragua ; befides whole Town fo called, or©f 
S. James, are three others. Colonies of the Spaniards^ the ayrof 
which Territory is fweet and pleafant, having Mountains and 
' alleys yielding 11 ore of fruit: and whole Inhabitants (ehev fav) 
have loft 500000 of their friends by die Spaniard's cruel dealing 
3. Ac ajamity an I lie oppoficero GuatimaU , whofe chief Town u 
s.mta Cruza> as the Ifland it felf is commonly called. There are 
many Ddarts in Jucatan , yet rich in many places in Corn, Fruits 
Honey, Wax,Stags, Hares, Gecfe,and Poultry 5 it hath no riven 
yet remaining alway frclh, bccaufe it being ftony two or three 
foot underground, little Springs and Brooks'flowour. Guatimh 
(among other herbs and fruits) abounds in a Tree whofe fruit is 
like an Almond, but not round, ferving the Indians for meat 
cnnk,and alfo for money* 20000 Cacaos being worth 120 Rjalls 
or 3 .1. m guatiwala. , and 200 in Mexico. Trnreis a Lake in this 
Counriy 100 miles long, and 20 broad,&c. The Townthrou°h 
ti c hil sora Vulcanoe s carting forth flames of fire, at whofe foot 
it was built, which happened in 1540, Dtccmb. 20. j, was 
tratiiported two miles oft; Butin 1581, there was fuchanirruii. 
iionot fire about two miles from the Town, as if all would have 
been confuted: and the next day, filling the Valley with abuo- 
dance of allies, it almoft buried the Town. And the year follow- 
ing, this Vulcanoe’s fire running downwards 24 hours fnace like 
a furious torrent, burned rocks and ft ones, and fo heatinc fi, e 
ftreams, that they were not paflable: and iomc write they 1 “were 
dryed up. And while this was doing beneath, they heard fearful 
thunders, feeing flames and lightnings in the ayr, wonderfully 
terrifying them. The 3ucatans are generous and warlique, living 
longer than them of Nea Spam. They feemed to 'be more chill 
than other Indian ; for they did not eat their enemies taken in 
war, though they lacrificcd them : yea, they abhorred the ;*.*;, 
c.i/s krt c fame.- Alfo the Spaniards found a great Town here 
artificial ybuili of Stone and Lime,with fair Market-places s tiiey 
had alio laws, trafficking by exchange, without money And as 
tokchgien, they haa fair Temples, many of whom ufed cirernn- 
cilion. • In tae much frequenting of whofe Temples, and their 
great koiatnes, tr.ey are laid to have worftiipped the Croife 10 
oata in ra in. And fame report. That they tola the Spaniards, A 
beautifuU roan had icit with them Crofles fora remembrance, 
which they found amongft them,

Sir Fy ancle Drake d ifeoveriag this Country in 15 8 5, and the King 
1 thereof willingly fubmitting himfelf to Queen Elizabetby he call¬ 
ed it, New Albiony a name of Great Brittain and whofe chief 
Town is fo called. Some of thefe people are faid to be Canibalsj 
\ yet hath Quivira a temperate ayr, and plenty of pafture : wherc- 
lore they have ftore of Kine,which are their chiefeft riches 5 whofe 
Hides (they fay) cover their houfes, their flefti yields meat s their 
bones, bodkins 5 their finews, ropes 5 their maws,bladders 5 and 
horns, vefleis 5 their hair, thred; their dung, fire 5 their bioud, 
drink: and the skins of their Calves, budgets or buckets to draw 
and keep water. Fafques a Spaniard , when he conquered this 
Country, feeing fomcfhipson the farther Sea, well made, and 
laden, they conjc&ured there was traffique from Catbaia and China 
hither. And as for New Albion in particular,it is faid to be plea- 
fantberh to eye and palate, as abounding in Fruits. There is 
reported alfo, 10 be a ftrangekind of Hare, like a Cat in his tail, a 
Want in his feet, with a bag under his chin, whurein, after his 
belly is full, he keeps the reft of his provifion. Thefe Inhabitants 
are faidcobchofpitable j yet worshipping devils, and fo given to 
Witchcraft.

Eighthly , i{e*> France , difeovered by one Jaqucs Cartier, a 
Frenchman, in 1534* where,befides the Native Inhabitants,focne 
tew French remain: for the Province is faid to be bur barren, and 
the people barbarous Pagans 5 yet it hath three chief Towns ; 
two whereof being kituate on two rivers, Canada and Sanguinai] 
arc fo called themielves j and Hochelaga, of a round form, and en¬ 
vironed with three Timber rampiers within each other, two rods 
high, and fharp at top, having but one gate, fhut up with barrs 
and piles, and containing but about 50 great houfes. Thofe 
who dwell not in the Towns, live in Boats, and lying under them, 

Ifuppofe,when they flccp. They arcalforeported tohavc acon- 
ceit of an earthly Paradife after death, thinking they fhall fitft 
afeend to the Scars, and thence be carried into green Fields, beauti¬ 
fied with Trees and Flowers, &c. 

Ninthly, Terra, ot the Land Cortmalit , fo called from a Porta- 
f all named GafperCorterialis, who firft found it in 1500, it is alfo 
called Di Laborodera^ and is bounded on the South with the fore- 
mentioned River Canada, and on the North with Eftotiland . I find 
not any Towns this people have, but their principall Villages are 
tnree, Sunt a tJMatia, Brefte, and Cabo Afarza, Canada is a great Ri¬ 
ver joo m iies long, goo whereof are Navigable, and He hath his 
me out of the Hill Hambueda, being alfo, athigheft overflowing, 
laid to be 105 milesbroad. Some call it Laurence his River,and 
like wife the River of the three Brothers. The Natives arc faid to 
be brown, fwift, good Archers, but barbarous, living in low Cot¬ 
tages and Caves, (yet they wear Brafle, and Silver Bracelets, as 
Ornaments) neither feems the Country to be fertile, for that they 
feed generally on fifli. 1 

Tenthly, And Laftly, Eftotiland\ the moft Northern traft of 
America as yet difeovered, and called by us New found. Land, on 
whole South*fide, lyeth the Land Cmerialis, and on a North part 
thereof, Davis his Art its, from on ejobn Davit, who feeking to find 
aquicker paffage (then before found) by the North of America, un- 

wich fach prolperous luc¬ 
erne as he began it. Yet two others, to wit, Cabot, and Fsobijber, 
a him . in that defi Sn>the one in 1497,the other in 157^,

Wherefore'the King of 
Spain ordered (in 1584 ) Ncmbre de Dies, to be rnnfporred to a 
lower place, and toname it Saint Philip. Panamas Ay re is hke- 
wiu unwnolefome, and it’s heat laid to be infupportable : Yea, 
the whole Couniry cf G lden Cajlile is but lirrle inhabited; and 
thar. o.nliiortik Acre’s badntfle, proceeding from many dead 
water, (perhaps like Ionic lakes, thar are in Ethiopia the upper, of 
wj.otn O-./Wtp-aketh ; that whofoever drinkc-th of their waters, 
eii'ner grows mad, or is poffefied with a wonder full heavy drow- 
findlej orfort’ic bad ordering or government of the firft difeour- 
ers, who brought many to their ends, as in other places. And as 
fonts fruitfullnefle, Maize growetn abundantly,(although wheat 
dotiinotnpcntnere)they have alfo much Sca-filli, and fiih of Ri¬ 
vers; wherein are Crocodiles, fome being twenty five foot lo 'g. 
It is oblerved, that our feeds and plants, become lefts and worfe at 
Panama, and Nombre de dm, (Colcworts and Lattices being thrice 
bwn,becomming nought worth, as even changing their kina) 
wnereas they become better i many parts of New Spain, and Pe¬ 
ru. New Granada is environed very llrongly with Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, yet is moltiy lull of pleafing Valleys which bear fruir. N":ar 
Tungia arc Golden Mines, and Emt raids ; and nigh the Cape cf 
tnetnrec points, are found ttore of Pearls, growing in the fifh of 
O v iK rSj a nd called Unions, becauk two are feldonie found alike, 
wriole pr'»ce is much fallen, through the great quantity fi nr thence 
into Europe ; and alfo of the Emeraulds,great llorc of them be¬ 
ing drawn not oncly here, but alio at portueil , and about /./ante in 
Peru. 

Secondly, Guiana, or Guinea, feituated under the .Cquino&iai 
Iinc- ; eras fome have deferibed it, to be five degrees from it, and

tliofc they take in wsr: l'ncy icon however, to have a pretty un- 
derftandmg, who blaming ci.«. Spaniard's covecoufncfle in coming 
from the other World to dig for gold, held up a wedge of ir, and 
cryed out. Behold the Cod of the ChnjUans t They found not L.F.nor 
R. in their language; one of them declaring the realou of that 
to be, becaufc they had rnither Law, Faith, nor Rulers among 
them. The Ayr of this Country is delicate, and the Country it 
felf pleafant, being full of Mountains, Rivers, andForrells, and 
is diftinguithed into Plains and Hills alway green, with many 
plants and variou- creatures unknown to tts of Europe : And be¬ 
sides their huge Bra hit Trees, there is the Plant Cepiba, whofe 
barkbetrg cur, fends lurch Balm ; unto which renvey, the very 
bcafts wnen they are bitten wuh Serpen.s and other beafts, (for 
the lulls are high, craggy,and very barren, and full of ravenous 
beads, and poylonlottit Serpents; havertcourle ; fo that, many 
of thclc plants art aimed without fcaique. The Cedar alfo is an 
ordinary tree rht re. The people teed on all kinds cf beads, Apes, 
Lizards, Serpents, and Rats ; and make their bread of the root of 
an herb as big as Purflain, by firfl preffing out its deadly juice.; 
then drying it ini;.ebun, ana making meal thereof; alfo drink 
oi thedame meal, like unit Beer. But the greateft riches drawn 
out ot Bralile, are very fi *cCutror, and excellent Sugars 5 unto 
which tnffique, the Ponu^als are much given , having built di¬ 
vers places to boy! and r fan their Sjigar, and entertaining many 
flaves from Gurnee .md Congo. Wondtrlul nch Mines are allofaid 
to be fome of the finews of this Region. 

Fourthly, Cbile> (fo called, of a pi^ncipall Valley, and which 
word fignifyeth nipping cold) hath for bounds on the North, Peru 5 
onthcSouih,the MagelUnefci\$iis m In the 30th degree, (lot 
Chile extends unto the 27th from the height ©f 25 and an half, 
from the South toward the North ) is the famous Valley of Arauco , 
whofe Inhabitants furiouily defended thcmfclves, and maintain¬ 
ed their freedom many years. The Metropolitan Town is St. 
Jamesy built on the river Parais , in the valley of Mapoco, built by 
the Spaniards; who have divers Colonies here; among which, 
that of the Imperial is one of thebeft, which before the war of the 
^r^a^ 3 had 300000 men of fcrvice, as rdtdiviahsLd 100000. 
Areptqna was one of their faireft Towns,alfo, which (by a ftrange 
earthquake in 1562, overthrowing Mountains, and flopping ri¬ 
vers paflages) was much defaced, if not ruined ; and was laid to 
mine 300 leagues along the Sea coaft; and renewing again in 
1575, it overthrew the Town of VAdivid, This Countrcy was 
diLovcred by enc Almagtui, but lubdued by Btldivu ; whom the 
Chilois taking prifocer, cucy as enraged choakcd him with melted 
gold. They are very warlique, and of a great ftature, yet I can¬ 
not fay (as one) n loothigh. This Province hatha river (and 
fome lay its rivers are fuch) running violently by day 5 but in the 
night hath no water; for it is fed by fnow melting from the moun¬ 
tains, which through night’s coldneflc* congealeth: for the Ayr’s 
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-1 mm

piercing cold (they fay) hath cauftd feme unfenfibly to iofe their 
members in the Defarts, orelfeto fall down dead. Chile being 
without the burning Zone is like to European Countries, yielding 
florcof Corn, very good Wines, and ail forts of Fruits that are 
to be feen in Spain. They have alfo good pafturcs,many Oxen & 
Sheep,and horfes • their Summer being our Winter: But the wars 
with them of tArauco (the Spaniards deadly enemies)hath made it 
not to be well peopled 5 whole Inhabitants that are, arc attired 
in wild bead's and Seals skins,and armed with Bows and Arrows. 

Fifthly, Peru is bounded on the South with Chile, and on the 
North with Golden Caflile, and is divided into three parts, Moua- 
rains, Plains, and Andes: along the Sea it*s plain and low, with 
many Valleys, and is 1500 miles long, and but 30 or 45 broad. 
Toward the Eaft are the Andes or two chains of Mountains in view 
cf each other, and are faid to run from the Magellan ftrait, where 
they begin, between Nomhre de Dios and Panama, unto the firm 
land ; called alfo Cordeliere : Weft ward is Sierraot the Moun¬ 
tain, their breadth being not above 60 miles ; fo that Peru is not 
above 120 miles broad in all 2 and hath about 50 Valleys, the 
chief being Xauxa, (42 miles long, and 15 broad) with 3 others. 
This Country taketh its name from the river Peru , with which it 
is like wife bounded on the North fide; but the principal Rivers 
are Maragxov <juaiachil , & Rio di la Plate ; which iaft is faid to be 
2000 miles in length, and 150 broad at the mouth. All thcNa- 
lives are diftinguiihed chiefly by three forts, whofe languages 
are diftindfr : and every one contains many other people un¬ 
der them, differing in names. They ufed to war againft each 
other, till by the viiftory of Ginacaze, (whom I take to be Guaima- 
eapa, the 5 th King of Peru , that we have knowledg of ) the caufe 
©t that contention was taken away : eight Kings we find mention¬ 
ed, Ingoraia being the firft, Amare the iaft ; which election of a 
King among them is conje&ured, by their own computation, to 
be in 1280, or fomewhat thereabouts: and that, before, their 
Government was Ariftocratical. Francifeo piaarro feized on this 
Kingdom for the Spanifh King, fo ending the Controverfie be¬ 
tween Gua fear and Atabaltpa, Guaimacapas fons, who ftr^ve for 
Empire, killing Guafear , and vanquishing Atahalipa nigh the 
City Caximaca : who after a vaft daughter ©f his men, continued 
a prifoner,& treacheroufly flew him,after they had received from 
him a houfefull of pure gold and filver,worth about 10 millions, 
for theranfomof his life; this was in 1533. Perus principal 
Towns or Cities are 8. Cufco , being the feat of the Kings cf the 
Nation; beautified (by their command) with Noblemens refi- 
ding Palaces, and in which is a fair Marketrplacc; in which, 
two high-wayes, ftraight and levell, and crofling the Country, 
being 2000 miles long, do thwart one another. Here is S. Mi¬ 
chaels, which was the firft Colonie the Spaniards planted here: 
alfo ^Arequipa, which being feituated on the river Plate, is the 
Haven-Town to Cufco : likevyife fertncio, where (if it may be 
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created) the grave-diggers light many times on mens teeth, 
which arc three fingers broad : Then Lima , the feat of the 
Vicc-Roy, and the See of an Archhifhop: the Town is artifi¬ 
cially uuilr, neither is there fearce a private houfe whercinto 
water is not conveyed from the River. To fpeak here of their 
manners, I (hall forbear; onclythis, when they conquered any 
Country, they allotred the firft part to thcferviceof their gods, 
thelecond to their King’s revenues; and the third to the poors 
relief and maintenance: But as for the Countrie’s quality, one 
thing is even to be admired, that in fofmall a diftanceasin the 
breadth of Teru, it neither rains,fnows,nor thunders in the plains: 
and on the Sierra, the fcafons have their courfe, as in Europe, and 
on the Andes it rains almoft all the Winter. The tillage of the 
Valleys is but a league on either fide diftant from the rivers; and 
though it rain not on thefe plains in Winter ; yet the Skie is full 
of thin mills, whence falls a thin humour, which although it Q 
lcarce wet the dull, yet makes much for the bringing that to per- 
fiftion which is fowen: alfo nigh Lima thefe mifts do without 
other water, caufe fomc places to flourifli, and to be full of good 
paftures. There arc alfo forae,parts of the plains where no rivers 
being, abundance of Corn groweth, and all kinds of fruit; which 
muft be either from moifture from the Sea, or which rivers put 
forth, or from their being loft in the land. Sierra abounds in 
Paftures and Forrefts, where do feed a multitude of rteugnes, like 
Goats, and Guanacos, and Pacos, which is a kind of Indian ilieep, 
who ufe to bear their burthens. The Andes have great (lore of 
divers forts of Apes and Monkeys, alfo Parrots. But their herb 
Cor* (much eftcemed) yields them yearly, at Potofi , whither it is 
fenr, 500000 Crown*: in fumrne, the foyl, faith one, is luxuri¬ 
ant in all manner of grain, whofe Inhabitants are civill, their Ci¬ 
ties frequent, and their ayr wholfotne; they have alfo great ftore 
of Tobacco, which our gerard the Herbalift calls (I take it) Hen¬ 
bane of Peru: But as for gold and filver, it hath more than any 
Province in America: whole Mines(one faith)in fomc places yield 
more of thefe metals, chan earth: and befides other Merchand ife, 
they do draw abundance of thefe metals; yet New Spain hath 
the other richer merchandizes. Yet flora’s riches does commonly 
furnilh two third parts of all, which come from America: and 
among Vera's treafures, two are mod eminent: the one is, the 
exceeding quantity of filver Mine of Potoft: the other, the Mines 
of <juanca-~elque ,where isfou d much Quick-filvcr; the one being 
diicoveredin 1545, the other in 15.67.

t c South Continent; divers alfo of fundry Nations have upei 
OvCahon touched on it; it is certainly difeovered in feme p'ac-:s 
Co tome uo towards the North, to the Trcpick of Capricorn : s;;d 
is conjectured to go Southward as far as to the Pole? the rcalor. 
is, becaule none ever perceived the Sea to pals thorow any part 
thereof;mitt er hath fo much as any great River bee n ch u yk d to 
cc.r.e out of it into the Ocean : ib thar, if this be fo, this ;u’: p of 
eanh is as big as A fa, Europe, Africa, and America pur ah tegy t. cr. 
Toere are yet reported very few memorable things hereor cu^ 
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write there be very valt Countries and V\ llderncflcs over againft 
the Moluccocs 3 (but no mention of any Inhabitants ).James chyreus 
laitn, there are five parts numbred (by fome) oi Magellanic a, who 
have followed rather conjedurcs, than fure experience; thefe 
arc, 1. Terra, or theLand,©^ Fuogo , or Feuga ,lying on the South 
oi thefe Straits, and, faith one, here to fore-thought to be a part of 
r-c South unknown Continent 3 but is now difeovered to be an 
lllmd. by two Hollanders, who Jan. 25. 1615, entred the Strait, 
which frparared it from the South Continent: they called it Fre- 
turn le Maye or Mayrt's Strait, the name of one of the difeoverers. 
It is 28 Englifh miles long, of a fair and equal breadth, where is 
plenty of good fifh, efpecially Whales and Sea-calves. 2. %egio 
Paulis, ot the Pataltan Country. The third is, Regio Pfittacorur *, 
rrthe Parrets Country, from the abundance there found. Fourth- 
ly, Rtgio, or the Country of Locah . Fifthly, Zenzitar ; however 
Keck reman layes it down for one of his theoremes, that this part of 
t\Vorld is nothing as yet fearchcd out,bclides the (hoars which 
are walked with the Magcllanick ftrait, that is, faith he, befides 
t; v. Seaey-parts;which notwithftanding,may be thofe five particu¬ 
lar places mentioned. And whereas a great Mathematician hath 
lou d fault with fome Map-makers, becaufc in deferibing this 
Continent, they menrion nor Cities, Kingdomes, nor Common- 
wealths here feated, whereof he feemed in words confidently to 
avouch, that there are many ; and that it is as good a Country 
as?lmoft any in the World, yet he delivered not his grounds,why 
he gathered it To to bc3yet we may think(the premifes being gran- 
re i robe true) that the Creator framed not fo huge a Malic, bue 
that he appointed likewife fome of mankind ro inhabice the 
kite.

vers fruits and Cotton ; but neither Wheat, nor VVine. They 
have alto many beafts different from ours, but Vipers, very great, 
long, and llrangc of condition; and many 0 ::riches. Their 
Lakes are full of Full alfo; and at Saint Croix ; (which is ftranet) 
is a lmail River, but two fadome broad, and very fhallovv, not 
running above a League (for it is (udder ly left in the fand)furn fil¬ 
ing the Town both with wattr, and all forts of good Fifh, 10 that 
they can take them with their hands, or a pail; and it laftcih

Tills river is very fpatious, over which they pafle in boats made 
hollow of a Tree fitly growing for that purpofe, called Zaine m 
Here are 6 Towns, the chief whereof is called Fray Foy , or the 
true faith. The Country was firft difeovered by the North Sea, 
by Sebafiau Cabot, and divers Spanifh Captains * then by Diego 
Koias and others, by t ie way of Peru. 

Coafi wc a little the tAmerican Ifland$,and fo draw to a Con- 
clufion. Tilde arc either thofe lying in Mare del Zr.r, or the Pa- 
cijique Sea, or in the Fergivian Ocean, dr Mare del Nocrte , fo call¬ 
ed, from one Nocrte a Dutch-man, who"firft thorowly fearched 
it. Thofe lying in tie former Sea,are either the Infuhc Lair ovum , 
or the Iflands oi Robbers,* and commonly called Latrones , they 
are two in number, a goffd diftance from the Mduccoes ; which 
name, Magellane, who difeovered them, is faid to give them, be- 
caufe the Native lflandcrs ftole away his Cockboar. But laith 
one, when the Spaniards had once found ouc an ordinary paflage 
from the Soutu Sea, towards the Moluccoes, they never ccafed to 
travail that way, and difeover more and more, whereby they 
found out divers Iflmds not formerly known; as two, a good di- 
ftance from the Moluccoes ; which, becaufc they be i habited by 
men wno not wncly fteal from each other, but pilfer away all they 
cm from ftrangers landing thereabouts; they are called /nfal# 

Lauonum, or tue Iflands of Robbers. Or the InfuU Salomonis , 

Salomo ,*s iflrs ; which are nearer to the Eafl-Indies : thefc are faid 
to be many in number, 18 whereof are worth the minding: and 
of thofe, S.Tbowe, S. Jfabella , and Caudalcanall arc the three big- 
geft. Lope Garcia d 1 Love red thefe in 15 6y, and miftaking them 
for the cue Land ot Ophir , whither Solomon fent for gold, be fo na¬ 
med them : yer (it (ceras) he found ftorc of gold to be in them, or 
elic he could not have had a pretence for the fame. The Inhabi¬ 
tants arc f iid.to go naked, and to be yellowilh in colour. Some 
odur Iflands alio, Magellane himfelf deferyed: at which,he land¬ 
ing, as thinking coturnifh himfelf with Vnftuals and frefn water, 
mi is paflage to th c Moluccoes, found the places wholly barren 
m i uninhaoitcd;whc*rcforc he called the IafttL'S, Irfortunataf, or 
U mappy Iflands, as being contrary in quality to the Canaries, 
which arc termed,The Fortunate or Happy Iflands. Thofe in the 
Fergrjian Sea, which is fo called, a Fergendo , frpm bending, are 

reckoned 
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reckoned 9 in number: as, 1. Htfpaniola, called by the Natives 
Haute and Oatf quit a ; and by the Spaniards, Htfpaniola, and S 
Dm.,*, co, from the chief Town they have built there. It was 
(as afore-laid) the firil place of the New World that was defetv 
< d, ana is 500 miles long; the breadth being divers, in the larged 
place, about 300 miles. Here at Dominica, is a PrefiJcnr an 
A.thbift,op,and a Court and Seat of Juftice, with 5 Monafte’ries 
1 . c Spa* carets arc faid to have murdered 3 millions of her Inliabi’ 
un-.s. There arc other Towns,as S.Jobn,Pon-Royal,Port of Plata, cl 
Xar.t^tu, with fomc others which the Spaniards builded’not* 
i he la c Voyage and defign ofourEnglifh thither,is too too frefh in 
memory amongft us, by reafoa of the bad fucccfle, and repulf- 
tacre rt ccived. The ayr of this Ifland is faid to be temperate- 
f.5r, ,11 plmts brought out of Spain, do wonderfully grow and in! 
create t: ere; but Wheat comes better in billy places: and tliev 
rip jrr,that roots as well as herbs will ripen and be fit to eat in 
16 dayc-s. It hath many Havens, and Rivers, efpecially 4 great 
m vis coming from the tops of Mountains, which being about 
tocmidUuf ti c Illind, they run fevcrall wayes. They draw 
abundance oi fait out of the Mountains like Cryftal. In themidft 
of tnc great Lake Haeyuey Gabon, whofc water is fair, is the Ifland 
Guartz.nta, very fit for fulling.

Tne Natives were either 
like,or more cruel then them of Hifpaniola ,and Cuba , in their man¬ 
ners. The Ay re is faid to be good, the Country fruitful 1 in grear 
numbers of Cattle,by reafon of their waters, and paflures. Mines 
cl G iid ire faid alfo to be there; to eir Rivers and Lakes aboun¬ 
ding in Full, and having much Sugar and Cotton. This place is 
known to have been a retreat for our rcpulfcd and dimiilithed men 
at Htfpaniola, who arc now in port-wifi on thereof; yet many men 
have died fince their landing there, bu‘ the Country may prove 
ft .rju-'h time and cuilomc) propitious enough unto our Country 
men, for many go over, and the Iflind hath in it felf (for fertility) 

2 go )d commendation. Fourthly, The CannibalU, or Caribe Iflands 
w.uchare all thnf.* ftrccching out in a double rank from the Eafl, 
tone South of HifpantoU , in view of the maiiior firm land. Moft 
or tnem are not inhabited ; but of thofc which are, Saint Johns 
111 and i c - the chief, and is called by the Natives Boriquen, lying 
near Hifpa/iiolaonthc Eafl,and feicuated North from Guiana, of 
whofc length and brcadcii, 1 find great difference in relating5 
fo-ne, that ic is 300 miles long, and feventy broad; others chat ic 
hbu: titty miles long, and eighteen broa i. Ic is alto (aid robe 
divided into two parts ; whereof the N >rch haci mofl plenty of 
Goi 1, a id the Sour 1 part of Corn, Fruit, and Cattle; it abounds 
all h i Full, and they find very good Gay2c. J uha Ponce the Spani» 
ard fi-ft ut foot hereon in 1527. Tiiechicf Town is Saint [ ob»s 
wnc-re is a very good Haven ; then Port fhco, wnic 1 the Earl of 
Cmbeeland ruined in 1597. Fifthly Cub a on a : and fixthly M*r- 
gtriu ; toe firt lying nexc to Saint Johns, and bach Li mated near 
Golden Ca’lile, and are wanting in Grafl .*, Trees, Corn, and Wa¬ 
ter. But it it*be true, that this people fometimes gladly Exchange 
a Turn* ot Wine for a Tuiof Water, 1 chink they have great flore 
ofthac; but tncy abound in Pearls; wnence one is called UMar- 
g*rita, that js , a Pearl; It yields efpecially the Gems called 
Uiions, becaufe they alwaycs grow in Couples. Tne Natives of 
all mcCaribes arc brown coloured, having little H iir, cruell, eat¬ 
ing mans fl fli,their Arrows are poyfom d, an \ ulingto go to Sea 
in hide Sxiffs of one pkcc> whigii they call Canoes. Seventhly, 
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Trimdado^ not far diftanr from thele, which is ftored with good 
Tobacco, called by Gerard Tobacco of Trim dado. Columbus dif co 
vered it in his laft Voyage, in the year 1497. This Ifland 1 take 
to be about a hundred or two hundred leagues from Barbados 
and whither, about the beginning of our late Wars, fomc wentfoj 
liberty of Conference fake, as thinking here would not be liberty 
granted ; but the Voyage proved notanfwerable to their expefla. 
lion, moft of whom 1 think returned to England. Eighthly, -ftg 
Bacalaos, which are fome Hies feared nigh the land Cortertalis. 
Thcfe people have a King, whom they are faid to reverence by 
ftroaking their foreheads, and rubbing their Nofcs 5 whom if the 
King meaneth to grace, as accepting of them, he turneth his head 
to his >cftilioukkr,as a token of fpeciall favour. Selaftianok 
fir ft dderied thefe in 1447. Ninthly, The Bermudas , called Sum. 
mer Iflands, from one Sir Thomas Summers , who gave the mo ft ex- 
aft dcfcripiion of them ; But he that gave the firft cognizance there! 
of, was ]ohn Bermudas : they, arc in all 400 ; the biggel't whereof 
is planted with an E,,glt[h Colony, and is in form like a half Moon 
It is reported to be agreeable to the nature of Englishmen, and 1 
very f ruitf ull place. We muft not forget two other known Iflands 
to wit, Saint Cur ill others, and the Barbadoes-, the former being in! 
habited by French^ and Englijh, and though of no vaft greatnefle* 
yet mdifflrcntly good, where is Cotton, and Tobacco, though 
jomewhat heady 5they have likewife other fruits, as Orcnges & c 
Tne latter the Englifb arc foie Mafters of, which was taken from 
the Spaniard within this thirty years, and through induftry be- 
come (according to the bigneffe of the place) an eminent Pjanra- 
tion, for Cotton and Brown Sugar* they have alfo Tobacco, but it 
is of the worft forr, wherefore they fcarce now plant it* alfo 
Ginger in good quantity. The chief Town is called /W/'**.bridge, 
whither Veflels for traffique and other wife do come ; and where* 
in are fliops and handicrafts men, but their houfes are built low 
by reafon of winds called Hirricanes-, amongft other food, they 
have much of the fifh called Tartle; whichisageod meat, and 
being drifted, eats like Veal. 

The Indians have a convincement (though barbarous) of a God, 
lifting up their eyes to Heaven in adverfity^ &c. But their foolifli 
minds being darkned, they had many fooliflh cuftomes towards 
ti <e deceafed 5 for thofe of Peru, and the neighbour Countries,hoi* 
ding that men ufe to cat, drink, and wantonize with women aftet 

buriail, dU commonly either kill, or bury quick fom6 of the de* 
ccaied, his beft beloved wife and fervants, to wait on him in the 
other world: they alfo under the figure of Idols of ftone, and 
wood of terrible (hapes, worihipped Devills for fear of harm they 

r u°'r ? l " hl d0 thc > m ' The DeviU beins ? faid t0 f P c ak in divers 
of chele Images, and give anfwer to their Priefts. But the Mexi¬ 
cans (befidcs their Images) would fometimes worflup living Hols; 
as a Pnfoncr, whom they attiring, and trimming like an Idol, 
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would facrifice, &c. unto him.* at length, when the Comedy 
was ended, and he grown fat in a Cage, they flaying him for fa¬ 
crifice, made a Feafi among themfclves. They of ‘Peru had fomc 
Guacoesor Temples common to the wfiole Realm, and others 
private to every ProviacejButtheA/rxi^ias exceeded them of Peru 
much in greatneffe of Temples and ceremonies: whofe Priefts 
were divided into chc little, greater, greateft of all, which were 
called Popes : they (acrificed in their Temples, every one accord¬ 
ing to his degree 5 whole continual exercife was to caft inccnfe 
on their Idols 5 at Sun-rifing, or Sun-fetting, at noon, or at mid¬ 
night. And befides Priefts* there were Monafteries of women • 
in Peru one in every Province, in which were two forts of wo¬ 
men, fome young Virgins, others called iMamacones 3 of ripe age, 
who commanded and inftru<ftcd the others. The ^Mexicans had 
alfo a fort ©f religions, called the daughters of Pennance, not 
above 13 years of age, and whofe profeflion lafted but a year: 
who were (but up in chaftity,'fwept the Temple, prepared meat 
fetbefore the Idol, which his Minifters did cat. The Peruans fa- 
crificcd whatfoever they had good or goodly to their gods .* But 
the Mexicans did not facrifice any men-children or Virgins, but 
what they took in war: wherefore, that they might have a great 
number, they fubdued the Town TlafcaU> moft paganly intreating 
them. Thofe of Cufco counterfeited Supper, as a Sacrament of 
confederation and union with the Sun, and the Inguaor Prince. 
The c Mexicans (moll remarkably ) made an Idol of roafted Maixc 
and Blite feed, mixt with honey, which they carried in proceflion 
with merry ccremooics; then ftripping the Idol, diftributed pie¬ 
ces of the pafte to the people, who received them with great re¬ 
verence,faying,They did eat the flefh and bones of their god. They 
it Peru counterfeited confeffion, haviag Priefts to hear it, holding 
it alfo a great offence to conceal any fin in confeflion; they went 
to it in adverfity, and when the Ingua waa fick: But the Ingua 
confeffed not his fins to a Pricft,but to the Sun, that he might tell 
them to rira coca ; the* entriog into a running brook, he faid, l 
hue confessed my fins unto the Sun ; thou river carry them into the Sea, 
there they may remain for ever drowned .

Cbucbille , they had three Statues, unto whom they attributed the 
r fame names. Likewife as to marriage, thofe of S. Croix of the 
Mount, hinder marriages in fomtcaufcs,aaddilTolve that which 

is contra&cd; and in fome caufes, the joyned, cannot be fepara- 
ted, though it be unlawfall. But as for the Government of the 
New World; fince the Spaniard's mafterdomc: there are in all 
two Vice-royes $ the one at tjMexico in New Spain-, the other of 
^tt,refiding at Lima : this laft having the greateft authority. 
There are likewife 5 Soveraign Courts both in New Spain,, and 
feru, at 5 feverall Towns, unto which both Spaniards and in-

gBS&SSk He ancient Geographers; and Poets, Orators, and 
Hittorians (who learned the pares of the World’s 
fituation from themj have deferibed onely thofe 
Slj PaSBl Lands which they knew, and which they judged 
habitable. We profefle, that many places were 
to them unknown : and thofe which they believed 
were forfaken either through heat or cold, we know arc inhabited 
in many places. There are fix general Parts of the World : the 
ArBique or North 5 tAntarBique or South; Europe, Africa,+ 4 fia, 
called the old parts, becaufe they were known to the Antieats, 
ani America, (comprehending under it Magellanic a) called the 
New World, becaufe newly difeovered within this two hundred 
years. 

To the tArBique belong, i. The Countrey under the Nonh 
Pole, unknown. 2. Greenland, which lying at 80 degrees of 
Latitude, bears graflc and green herbs, from whence alfo it took 
us name. 3. Newland. 4. Iceland , which is now fubjeft to the 
iung ot Denmark . 5. Nova Zemla, ( which though it be four de¬ 
grees more Southerly than Greenland ; yet it is altogether naked, 
and without pafture, an lfland flunking with flefh-devouring 
® u ^s) with the Hyperborean Se a, aad two Nfarrow Seas. Waygaz 
and Davis, whereof the one is more Eaftcrly, the other bending 
torero the Weft. 

To the AatatBique are to be referred thofe vaft Gountries,which 
V ln 8 under the South Pole, are longly and largely extended 
through the cold, temperate, and torrid Zone: where not onely 
Aaaaa Peter 
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Peter Ferdinand a Spaniard preached 5 but alfo arc commendable 
for the con It it ut ion of the Ay re and foyi , and largencfle 0 f 
the Countries equalizing Europe and Africa taken both toge. 
thcr. 

Butthedifpofure and order of the other four parts is on this 
wife 5 Aft a is to the Eaft,to which Africa is joy ned from the South, 
and partly alfo to the Weft. Europe is joyned to Afia from the 
Weft and North. America >a little farther toward the Weft; 
andlaftly, Magellanica, dire&ly toward the South. In all parts 
of the World are to be confidered, firft, their bounds towards the 
climates, and fo a diftin&ion from other neighbouring parts ^ af¬ 
ter that, their chief accidents ; And laftlyabcir natural portions, 
to wit, the chief Mountains, Seas and Rivers. 

E UROPE (which is thought to have taken its name from Euro- 
pa a Tyrian 5 whom fomc make the daughter of Agenor^othm 
ot Phoenix * others, a Nymph of the Ocean,, as the Poets in their 
fables,) is reckoned tbc firftaegong the parts of the World, both 
bccaufe we inhabit *r> and fame chief Geographers have inhabi¬ 
ted therein 5 alfo becaufe it is more manured than other parts,and 
becaufc it is snore famous for the warlike deeds of the Macedo¬ 
nians and Romans . It is partly Northern, partly Wcftern, be¬ 
tween the Tropick of Cancer and the Pole Artiquc. Its longitude 
begins from the utmoft pan of Spain and the Atlancick Occan^od 
ends at the River Thanais, now called A/aw. But that length of 
Europe is limited by fome to 60 degrees, to one of which (paifing 
tborow the tnidft of Europe;doanfwcralmoft loGcrman miles. 
Others have computed Europe's longitude from the River Tb* 
nais to Hercules (trait) to continue 7 60 German m iles. But others 
meafure the length thereof by fewer miles, to wit, from the City 
Compofiella to Conjlantinople , which is 600 German miles. Sue 
from us latitude,.that is, tronj South to North, according to moft> 
is contained onely 44 degrees, beginning from Sic Hie , where the 
Elevation of the Pole is 80 degrees, even to that region of the 
North in which the elevation of the Pole is 80 degrees: fo that 
Europe hath 660 german miles in breadth 5 and fo it is longer than 
broader. Bui others extend its breadth to 54 degrees,to wit,from 
S ieiiic even to the very North Pole it felf. It is alfo bounded al- 
moft on every fide with the Sea. From the Eaft which lyeth to 
Afia) it is bounded with the jEgcan Sea, like wife with the Etixine 
Sea, with Moeotis fenne, and the Riven Thanais. From the Weft 
it is terminated with the Atlantick (bait or narrow Sea. From 
the South, with the Mediterranean and Hercules ftrair. From 
the North it is bounded with the Brittain Sea; but now others (hut 
up Europe with the utmoft bounds of the Icie Sea. Europe falls 
into the 4th and pth Climate, between 1 o and 2o Parallels. It 
is the lcaft of all part&of the World * yet the moft worthy pait: 
which its excellency depends, 1. Oathc temperature of the ayr, 
a• On the fruitful nefle of all things, 3,. From the endeavour of 

tillage* 
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Tillage, which is here greater then in others. 4. From its popu- 
loulndle. 5. From the ftudy of Mechanick Arts: for there are 
more cunning Workmen and Archite&s in Europe, than in any 
other pate of the World. 6. From the ftudy of liberall Arcs; 
which both in refpedk of Languages, and alfo of Difciplines, do 
more flourifli in Europe 5 fo that in no part of the World more fa¬ 
mous books arc written and fet forth, Schools do no where more 
flourifh, than in Europe. Seventhly, From its Empires, which 
are no where greater and famoufer than in EUROPE: and 
fo from its Juftice or Right, Difciplina or Government, and Laws. 
Eighthly and laftly, fromChrift’s Religion, which is no where 
more frequently and freely preached and profefled than there. 
And Pliny long ago faid, Europe was the nourifher of the Conquer¬ 
ing people of all Nations, notto be compared to Afia, and Africa 
in bientfll, but in vertue: It's Countries are partly Continents, 
partly Pen-infulaeor almoft lflands,and Elands. The Countries 
that are Continents, are Spain, France, Germany, Italy, Sclavonia, 
Qreecey Hungary, Poland) with Lituania, and Borufcia, Rufjia , un¬ 
der which is contained Mufcovy, qi white Rujfta. It*s Peninfulse 
are chiefly Norway^ Sweihland, Gothland . The Iflands in the Oce¬ 
an) arc England and Scotland , Ireland . In the Mediterranean Sea, 
Sicilyi Sardinia 5 Corfica , Creet, at this day called Candy, Majorica 
Ifland, and Minorica. Kingdomesin Europe , are chiefly Ten, 1. 
The SpAnifb. 2. The Englifb, under which are the Scottifh and 
Irijhi now having changed the name of Kingdomc into a Prote- 
dounhip. 3. The Danifb , under which is Norway. 4. The 
Svedijb, under which is the Gothifb. 5. The Tolonian. 6. The 
Hungarian- 7. Th 0 Bohemian. 8. The German. 9. Th c French. 
To which may be added the Italian, although (at this day) it fall 
aot under the name of a Kingdome. But the head of Europe was 
once called Rome toward the Weft, but Couftantinople toward the 
Eaft; whence fome think the Romane Emperour fets a two headed 
Eagle in his Arms; to wit, that one may look toward the Eaft^to 
Conjlantinople ; the other toward the Weft, to Rome. Tongues 
throughout Europe are efpecially three. The Roman with the ltd* 
Hens, French) and Spaniards. IhcTeutonick, among the Helveti¬ 
ans^ (jermans, Bavarians, Swedes, Norwegians > Danes, Englifb, and 
of the Belgians ot Low-Countries. The Sclav onion in Scla* 
^oma,folonia y Bohemia, Hungary. But all particular Countries 
bve divers Diale&s in their own Tongue, and in fome places 
Languages are heard, whereof there is no commerce or agrec- 
I ®cnt with others 5 as in Britain , Armorica, Navarre, &c. The 
I Seas of Europe are three; 1. The Ocean. 2 . The Mediterranean 
| Sea, which beginning from the outmoft pare of Spain, about the 
Iflands Cades, is carried from the Weft, through the South into 
tneKorth, where afterward it is called the Euxine-Sc*, although 
fome may think the Mediterranean to flow from the Euxine-Sea. 
Laftly, the third Sea of Europe, is the J Baltic*, which beginning 
from the Danifb Hcllcfpont, and the .City Eubetk, is extended 
Aaaaa a about 
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about an hundred and fifty Miles between Saxony, Pomerani 
SwetblandyBoruflia, Livonia, and the oppofite fhores of Denmark, 
and Fin land % even to wiburg toward the Eaft. The chief Rivers 

of Europe, arc Danubim, which extends it feif to 300. Get mm 
Miles, and rifing fix Miles above Tubinge, receiving fixty inoall 
Rivers into it, poures forth itfelf through 6 ermar t y y Hungary^B uL 
garidy Servia, Thrace, withfeven Mouths into the Euxine Sea.Ano. 
ther River is %hene (feparating Trance from Germany): after that 
follows Albis, Iftula, Boryfihenes, Thames. The principal! Moun¬ 
tains in Europey arc the Alps, which feperate Germany, and Spain, 
from Italy 3 then follow the *Pyrenean Mountains, wuich feperate 
France from Spain, like wife the Carpathian Mountains. And let 
thefe things fuffice of Europe in generall: The feituation, Riches, 
and commodities of whofc feverall Countries, together with their 
Religion, I (hall (for brevity fake) but onelyname. 

B RITT AIN (which was once called ^Albion, not fo much 
irorn the fabulous reports of the Grecians, from Albion the 
ion of Neptune 3 butsaccording to the Latines, ah albis tupibw, its 
white rocks ieen on the ihoar) is, though not the King, yet Queen 
of I (lands, being the very biggeft in the World, except Java, be. 
ing 1 S3 5 miles about 3 and is bounded on the South with France, 
on the North with the Northern Ocean: it was called Brittain, 
from Brity (ignifying coloured or painted 3 and Tayn, a Nation* 
(for the Inhabitants were wont to paint their bodies, to appear 
the more fearful to their enemies): Brutus the Trojan's coming thi¬ 
ther, and denominating the fame, being not fo well grounded on 
true Hiftory. It is divided into three parts in general 5 England, , 
Scotland , and Wales. England (fo named, from the Angles, or In- 
gltfb Saxons enjoying it) is the chief Country of the three, whofc 
head-City, London, is both ancient, as being built by hud divers 
years before Rome, and alfo populous, and very Merchantable by 
reafon of the fair and fwcet f refti River Thames : which by the Seas 
force ebbeth and floweth above 60 miles into the Land,morethfiD 
any in Europe : of whofe beautifull Towns, Rarely Buildings and 
Gardens about it, a German faid, 

We [aw fo many woods and Princely Bowers. 

Sweet fields, brave \Palaces y and {lately Towers: 

So many Gardens drefl with curiam carty 
That Thames with Royall Tiber may compare. 

S COTLAND ( fometimes called Albania, and whofe Scot* 
tifh-men which keep their ancient fpeech Rill, call it Albtin) 
is the Northern part of Brittain {.which the two Rivers Tneed and 
Solvay divide from England toward the South. It was named 
Scotland y from Scotty Scittiy or Scythiy a people of Germany , unto 
whofe Northern parts,even the name of Scythia was given: which 
people feizing on a part of Spain, and then on Ireland, pofieiled 
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the Weft part of this Country in the year 424. The people are 
divided into Highlanders and Lowlanders,according to the Coun¬ 
tries feituation • many of the former being uncivil, if not barba- 
rousu Among the many Provinces herein, is Louden, (once called 
piftlandy or a Country, hilly, and without trees) in which Rands 
Edenborough, the Mother City, the abode of the Scottiih Kings, 
before thar, after the death of England's Queen, Elizabeth , all 
Brittain was (by King James of Scotland, who was next heir to 
England's Crown; united under one King: and fince more than 
that, made one Common-wealth, under a Prote&our, through 
the ConqueR of Scotland by the English. Ir is 480 miles in 
length, (enough narrow) and 1 60 longer than Englandy which yet 
is much broader than it. ' *’ 

W ALES ( fc para ted from England on the EaR 5 whofe 
moft certain limit, is a great Ditch reaching from the 
River wie's flowing into Severn unto Chejer, where Dee runs into 
the Sea 3 and called Claudh Oja , or Oja' s Ditch, King of the Mer¬ 
cians, by whom it was made,) is generally conceived to be fo 
named, from the Brittains fleeing thither from the Saxons, who 
had feizure oi England : walls or wdjhmen, importing Aliens. Some 
derive ir Uom Idwallo, CadvalUders fon, who retired hither with 
his few Brittains. But the Brittons bringing their pedegree from 
theGaulcs, whom the French Rill call Galloys,and the Country, 
Galles, (thence Saxon-like, g. being changed into w, is walloys or 
wdlesy and fo wales, (fome alfo of France being called Walloons) 
makes fome to be of this opinion. It is the leafi of the three Coun¬ 
tries, conteining four Cities': and was called a dominion or 
Princcdome, a Title given to the Engl/Jb Kln^s eldeft fon : by 
means of Edward the firfi, whocaufcd his Wife to be delivered 
at Carnarvon of a young fon Ednard • whom the Brittifh Lords 
fware to obey 3 when as before they mainly withRood to have a 
general Snglifb Vice-gerent over them. 

The chief Merchandifes are. Wool, Snglands Raple commo¬ 
dity, whofe Cloath divers Nations buy before any other 5 Tin, 
LeadjBeer 3 (Gold and Silver Mines there are none);befides plen¬ 
ty of Corn and Cattle, efpecially in England and Wales, for 
Scotland is in fome places lean and barren 5 Wolves alfo the whole 
Bland is free of. Their Religion, fince deferring Rjme, is Calvinifm 
generally 5 Yet England (in its Bifhops times) had thedo&rine of 
Geneva, but the Ceremonies of Rome 3 from which (then ) there 
were fome diffenters. Scotland came nearer to Geneva in both. 
But of late years, though the Ceremonies be laid afide alfo 3 yet 
ate there many who make feparation both in do&rine and difei- 
pline, from that Church. 

There are alfo many letter Iflands belonging to Brittain , as the 
“Kty two Ifles of Orkney , or Orcades , Northward of Scotland , 
whole chief is ‘Pomoma 3 whofe head town is Kirkwall, who in 
«ttet times were held by the Normans , or Norwegians , till that

King in 1 2 66, furrendred them to Alexander King ot Scotland, by 
realon of its feituation. North of tntfe is Shetland , fuppofed by 
many co be Thule i the utmoft Ifland known to the antients, or.e of 
whole lfles, Hetty, ule the Cfoth/fb tongue from the Norwegians- 
an 3 for that Marriners call it Tbylenfell, under which Thule is cou- 
jhc-d : Yet Iceland (of which hereafter) is generally conceived to 
be Thule, it being theremoteft part ofthe Northern World: but 
weightier reafonoutof Solinus and Tacitus , are againft it. Like- 
wile there are 44 Hebrides or Weftern Ifhnds, on the Weft of 
Scotland, bought a lfo of Magnut of Norway, by Alexander, whofe 
Inhabitants called Red-fb antes, are like the wild Irifh in behavi- 
our and fpcech 5 in one of which, (to wit) Jona, is the chief Town 
Sodore, notable for the Scottifh Kings Sepulchres. Scilly Iflands 
feituated 24 miles from the Weft of Corn wall in England, are 
145 in all, ten whereof are onely efteemed, as Scilly jthe others 
Denominates Armath,&c. Whither alfo the Romans baaifhed 
condemned men, to work in their Mines. The ‘Dutch call them 
Sorlings. Other Iflands lie difperfed,and belong to SnglandsQm- 
mon-Wealth* whereof the chief are five 5 two whereof, Jerfo, 
and Guarnfey, are the onely remainders of France to the Englijb, 
Jet fey being the bigger and fruitfulier, containing twelve Towns 
or Villages j the other, 10 Parifhes. They are 20 Miles aflun- 
der, lying nigh to Normandy and Britain in France , and ufing the 
French tongue, wight Ifland (wh ich being fevered from the main 
fcfcnd by a narrow ftrait of the Sea, and but a mile over in one 
place, may well be faid to be of England , though not in Snglsri) 
lyeth Southward from thence, being 2o t ©r 2 1 miles long, and 12 
broad, and is ftrongly feated and ftrengthened, whofe chief Town 
at this day is Newport, a fmall mile from whence is Carisbrock Ca- 
ftle, very ftrongly feituated : there was wont to be arms therein 
for 5 000 men: and in every Village a piece of Ordnance for de¬ 
fence. It belongs to Hampjbire $ and did (it Teems) appertain to 
the Britains, from whom it was taken by mlphar King of Mercia. 
Angle fey (once the feat of the Druides, and bordering on Carnarvon- 
(hire of Wales) is accounted a (hire thereof: which containing 
formerly a multitude of Towns and Villages in fo little room, be¬ 
ing but 20 miles long, and feventeen broad, hath now the chief, 
Newburg, Beaucnorris, and Abcrfraw on its South-fide. Man- 
Ifland, feituated 2 5 miles from the South of Cumberland, the 
North of England, is thirty miles long, and fifteen broad in the 
broadeft place: and whofe chief Towns are Ruffin, or Gaflle 
Town: and Balacuri. It hath feventeen Parifhes. Their Lan¬ 
guage is Norwegian and Irifh, mixt j they are faid to have two 
good properties 5 to hate thieving and begging. On a Hill herein 
called Sceafull, both England, Ireland, and Scotland, may (in cleat 
weather) be feen. This Countrey preferving venemous creature 
alive brought into it, ended thecontrovcrfy between England and 
Ireland concerning it. And here alfo is that wondeiiull thing 
wherewith Gerard the Herbarift ends his book, to wit, Qeefcbrw

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ot rotten Wood, tailing (from Trees) into the Water. It belong¬ 
ed (after divers feizuces, file, atld gift) unto the Stanlies, Earls of 
Dirby, called Kings of Man, the laft of whom, being beheaded 
(a few years fincejfor engaging againft Englands Commonwealth: 
cue po wer they there had, was loft, if not the very title, together 

wim his life. 

There arc (moreover) Northern Iflands lying In the Scythick 
Sea or Icy Ocean fo called j by ih^CymbrianSittso dead 5 by « 7 a«- 
tus, the oull or flow Sea: the chief whereof are Greenland under 
the cold Zone 5 yet known to have grafle 5 and they fay, there are 
people that dwell in Caves Relighting in witchcraft. Iceland,to be 
mentioned olfewherc. Free aland, not Frizta in Belgium, almoft as 
bigas Ireland . NovaZemla: And laftly, that which Sir Hugh 
Willoughby difeoveredin 1553; whereabouts, he was with his 
men frozen to death, going to find out a new way towards Cathaia 
and China : which dtfign, others profecudng, have gone to the 
River Oli, the Eaftcrn Confines of Mufcovie, which is notwith- 
ftandtne, but half way to China. 

Tnefe Iflands have their feveral Commodities even as Brittain 
to whom they appertain. The Or cades are in a meafure populous 
and fertile, and ‘Pomot/ia is well ftored With Tin and Lead. Scilly 
Iflands are ftored with Grafle, Grain, and Lead. Sr* Maries be- 
ingfulficiently fruitful. CMan hath not onely enough Corn,Cat- 
tie and Fifh for it fclf, but fends good ftorc into other Countries. 
Anglefey, for its abundance of neceflaries for man's life, is called 
Mam Cyrray, that is, the Mother of Wales. Wigltt hath plenty of all 
fufteaance, whofe fheepbear fio* Wooll,.and Trees, ftorc of 
fruir. Jarfry abounds in grain 5 and of fheep,moft, with 4 horns, 
of whofe Wooll they make J arfry-ftockmgs. Gam fry (formerly 
Sarnia) is well enough, though inferieut (as was faid) to Jar fey in 
iruitfulneffc. As for their Religion, 'tis according to that of the 
main Ifland, onely J at fey and Carafe hive long followed Geneva's 
Church Difcipline: which is much affe&ed by the Proteftant 
Miniftersof France . 

I reland (called by fome Anticntt, HibernU , alfo Juer- 
n * A , Jeme, Ogygia, &c. and by the Irijb, Erin. Yet it hath (by 
feme) been termed Scotia , becauie the Scotti came from Spain , and 
dwelt here) lyeth between great Britain (lot Ptolomy calls it lit- 
tle Britain ) and Spain, having England on the Eaft, divided by a 
Tcmpeftuous Sea, of about a dayes fay ling.

It hath 
h y e principal Provinces, Lemfleron the Eaft, in whofe County of 
Dublin, (lands Dublin, the Mother City of that Nation: built by 
Jfara&f Hafager ; the firft King of Norway : Which was (after the 
£ *&hfb Coaqucft) peopled by Brtff olt-wen-, here the Deputy of

But it 
of late years bloudily breaking out again, oacafioned a let end 
Conqueft of that people, and a confinement ot thi m unto one 
Province, Some are conformable to civility, but ti e Kerns ot 
wild Iftjb exceeding barbarous. They are generally ltror g and 
nimble: and wilt skip over the bogs (of which ihtte a«e many) 
without finking, whereas others canrr t do fo. The Ay re being 
Rainy,is moilt and Rheumaticky fo that both inhabitants, as 
well ftrangtrs, are much troubled w th Catarrhs,and the Bleu- 
dy Flux : It is hilly, Moorifh, and full ot W oods, 0 poled to 
Winds, and many pools,even in the top ot the higheft Mountain?. 
There is much Cattle, wherefore they abound in Milk, Cnecfe, 
and Butterytheir Corn isbuttfr>rtand fmallyand through the cold 
win; s there blowing, and the Suns want ot force in Autumn, the 
Crapes do not very well Ripen. Yet they neither much fei k (bade 
in Summer, nor fire through W inters rigour. There are good 
H' rles, and light, for that C< untries journies, caLed Hobbeys. 
They abound in fiih, both of Sea and frefh Watery The cHrf 
River being Shennin, Sinei, or Shannon, which runs from Ulthr, 
two hundred miles, to the rergivian Sea, and is Navigable fixty 
miles. Much Fowl there is, but no Storks, Pus, or Niguun- 
gal s. No huitfull beaftsare there, btfidcs Wolves and Fcx i. 
But tt tre is 10 venetnousbcaft or Serpent at all. Wher.cc 0 e 
bath truly fpeken in her behalt, although fomewhac HutUn* 
mfhly—-

From the time that this Ifland received an outward profeffion 
of Chriftianity, which was in 335, by means 01 a woman among 
the Pitts, (when Fh.comare reigned in Scotland) who preached to 
its Queer, being familiar wimher, who winning the King, the 
pee pic wt re thi rehy difpefed to receive a bsptifui y who lived in 
the Rem ill) R lip ion till Henry the eighth his time: for then Pio* 
ttftant Rcl ticn began to be preached y and fince,thcre planted 
by Quun Elizabeth- who noiwici.ftariuiig being generally *d- 
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di&ed to the former, have made that the fubjc& of two notable 
Rebellions. Now there is the fame toleration as to fe&s and 
opinions as in England y it having renewed its Plantations by £n - 
elifh ; (onely the moft exa& and innocent ones ftill fuffer in both) 
for ’us all but one Common-wealth. 

F RANCE (called atfirft Gallia, whofeancient Inhabitants 
were called Gaults, from milk, they being of a white 
colour,) is of large extent, according to the old divifion of Gaule 
Cifalpinc, and Tranfalpine . Ctefar in his Commentaries divideth ic 
into Gaule Belgick , Celtick, and Aquitanick . But to take the whole 
Realm of France as it is now taken y. and meafuring it from Eaft 
to Weft dire&ly,thatiSjfrom the l(le of Hei/ant, unro the banks 
oiHfrine which divides from Germany, it is little more in length, 
than 300 French leagues, that is, £00 Enghfh miles. On the Eaft 
lye the Alps, dividing it from Italy y as doth Mount Jura,fepa- 
rating it from the Suiftes. On the South where it joyns to Spain, it 
hath the Pyrenean Mountains; and in more large places,the CM edi¬ 
tor wean Sea: on the North, the Brittijh Ocean: on the Weft, 
the Aquitane Sea. To fay little or nothing of the warlike off- 
fpring of japhet, whofe fixth fon, Mefech, is reported to have firft 
peopled ic in the year of the World, 180$, (and who were then 
very (paring in their diet: with whom,the Romans at firft fought 
xatner to preferve themfelves, than in hope of conqueft: and 
whs under the conduft of Btennu%,(%6% years after the building 
of Rome) difeomfiting the Romans at the River Allia, fackcd the 
City, and befieged the Capitol: fo that for terrotarof them, af¬ 
ter their expulfion by Camillas, they made a Law, That if ever the 
Gaults came again, the very Priefts fbould be forced to war, and 
their (afterwards) fpoy ling and ranfancking the Temple at Del- 
fhos, where the Peftilencc vifiting the furvivers going into Afia> 
gave name to the Countrcy called gallatia. It was called France , 
from the Francones , a people of Germanyy who with the Burgun¬ 
dians and Goths, wrefteditfrom the Roman Monarchy in its decli¬ 
ning ftatc • (C*far after 40 years refiftance, having by valour and 
fortune (but more through their own divifions) brought them un¬ 
der tribute) and dividing it into three parts araongft them, Char- 
temain King of the Francones , or Franks , quite ruining the goths 
Kingdom * his fucccflours by degrees,altnoft nullified the Burgun¬ 
dian alio; who are now a very populous Nation: over-much 
headlong and rafh in both Martial and Civil affairs, as was ob- 
ferved alfo in Ctefar's time. Fiona faying, That their firft onfetc 
was greater or fiercer than of men, but the fecond Idle than of 
women. It is divided into many Provinces, the chief whereof 
arc 14, (leavingout Lorrain,Savoy, and Genevas Signiory) as Aqai- 
tane, Anjou, Normandy, Burgundy, the Ifleof France, &c. in which 
Hands the Metropolis Parky called of old Lutetia, from its clayey- 
foyl, faid to be 10 miles in compafie, and to be built in Amaziab' s 
time, King of Judah 5 the Provinces are governed by eight prin- 
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cipal Parliaments. They are given very much to Tennis, and ex- 
ceedingly to dancing ', whofe poor Peaiants are kept as low in fU. 
very,as theirGentry exalted in pride and vanityjinventing and fol¬ 
lowing abundance of fafhions in their apparrcl, to pleafe their 
giddy phanfies: and of which the Englilh are too muchthcit 
imitators : between whom at this day, there is a folemn League, 
joyning againtt the Spaniard vi & amity with might and mW 
Amongft all the battles that this Nation hath fought both with 
the Englifh, Spaniard, and others : they never had any very fa. 
mous Captains befides charts the Great who was (by the Pope’s 
Donative) the founder of the Weftern Empire,and called, Oneof 
the three Chriftian Worthies: and alfo Henry the 4th, their 
King, in whofe modern valour France glorieth. 

France, its Riches (befides Pariit the Metropolis, which dram 
to it moft of the Silver of France, and alfo much from Italy, Spaa, 
England^ Germany , and almoft all Europe) are various, according 
to the divers Provinces thereof 5 fine Flax, linnen Cloath,Wine£ 
Iron, Steel, Serges, Hair-cloach, Chainlets, Tapeftrics, oyl of 
Walnuts, Corn, Cheefe, Woad, Parchment, enamel*d works, 
Hoggs, Horfes, and other Cattle, Hemp, &c. All the foylof 
France being good for fomewhat. Their Religion is of two forts, 
t he Romifh and Calvinift 5 they of the latter being called Hugonotts, 
irons Hugo's gate in Tours y where they firft began, and at which 
they went out to private aflemblies 5 at whofe firft rife the Ro- 
manifts began to root them out by the fword, as they did them} 
(And they mafTacring thefe Proteftants three times, at UUerinM 
in 1545, chabriers, with whofe young Women and Maids they 
16 inhumanely dealt, that moft dyed fuddenly after. At fad 
in 1572, more clofely contrived : for, a marriage being folemoi- 
zed between Henry of Navarre chief of the Proteftant party, and 
the King's lifter Margaret, as an a durance of peace made with the 
Proteftants: at which, the Prince of Admiral Coligni^. 
were prefent. At midnight, the bell ringing out, the King of Np 
vane and Conde were taken prifoners, the Admiral villanoufly 
(lain in his bed, with 30000 and upward, of the chief of that Re- 
1 jgion*,) but for one head cut oft there coming up feven 5 and the 
King confidering they were all his Subje&s, in the end renewed his 
predecefloui'i Edi& of Pacification, allowing that called the Re¬ 
formed Religion , where it had been formerly pra&ifed 5 and the 
Mafle to be reftored, from whence the enemies had banifhed 
it.

S PAIN (the moft Weftern Countrey of Europe's Continent, 
lying near tAfrick) is compafled on all fides with the Sea, ex¬ 
cept towards Franee , and hath keen diverfly named 5 as Hefperia , 
either from Hefperiu fuppofed to have been a King hereof 5 or from 
Hefpepm the Evening Star, as being the fartheft Countrey Weft- 
ward then known. And Hifpanta , (according to the beft judg¬ 
ments) frogs Pam an Iberian Captain. Iberia, from the River 

IbertiMy 



htrivA 5 or Iber\ who are the georgtans in Ajia . This People be¬ 
ing in old time governed by K ng$>Lord$, yea and by Thtmftl«es, 
lived lo a while honourably and peaceably, till the Carthaginians 
(mattering much of Africk) came into this Country; and joyning 
witu Ionic of thofe divided people to the others mine, they forced 
a great part of the Country to {abash f Carthage Commonwealth; 
Aoainft whom, the Romans oppofing divers Armies, after long 
ana oloody wars, the Carthaginians were expelled, the Romans cn- 
[ joying it. But in Hmorim his time, the African-Fandals chafed 
away tnc Romans ; whom notwithftanding, the Goths difpofli fled, 
peaceably reigning over it all for many years. But in the end the 
Mw$i nd Saracens mightily invading Spain out of Africk, they 
turned the Gothith Kingdom •, fomc remainders of whom, nor- 
withttanding, rctiiing into the Mountains, made head, and fo pre¬ 
vailed, that in time they have driven the (Moors quite out of the 
Country : yet they arc faid to be a mixt people descending from 
5 AH) Saracens , and Jews: they are great braggers, and very 
proud> in the lowcft ebbe of fortune : and they fay, The Spaniard 
never had footing of any place or ftrong hold, that ever he yielded 
on Composition. 

li fell into a divifion of 12 Kingdoms and proprietary Effaces,as 
Leon and Oviedo, having Bifcay on the Eaft, and called anciently 
jifurh) from its Inhabitants the Aflurs : whofe fmall and fwife 
horfes the Romans called Ajlurcones . Two chief Towns of which 
art O.jedo and L'on. Navarre , having the Pyrenean Mountains 
on the Eaft, on the South Arragon 5 fo named either from Navar - 
tin, a Town among the Mountains, or from Navois> a Champian 
Country : the old Inhabitants being called V’afcones . Its Mother- 
City is Pampdune , a Town (as one faith) bandied by the racket of 
fortune into the hazirJ of Goths - Moors, Navarro is, French , and 
now Chilians. Qorduba, com prehending Andaluzia, Granada, and 
E.lr'midura, Andalufa, quaft randalufia, from the Vandals long 
p ft ffngit, is thefruitfuUcft Country of Spain, in whofe City 
Cor dub a, the feat of the Moorifh Kings, was born Lucan , and both 
the Seneca's , hence is the true Cordovan Leather: not far from 
whofe Wood 30 miles long, being nothing but Olive Trees, was 
[ fought a notable battle between Cxfar and ‘Pompeys Ions : who 
I (saving the day, though not without great lofle) was not long af- 
; ter murchered in theScnate-houfe. Medina, another City,whofe 
Duke was General of the Great Arraado in 15 8 8. Sevtll , whence 
conae the Sevill (not civil ) Oranges, and where the dead body of 
Chriftopber Columbus lyeth. Granada, having Andalufia on the 
Weft, whofe fine and ftately City Granada is replenished with 
pleafane Springs 5 That,and raladolittv being the ordinary Courts 
of Juftice for the Soucn and North parts of Spain . That of Ma¬ 
drid being the higheft Parliament, receiving Appeals from both 
Malaga or Malaca, a great Port-Town, facked by Crafsus the Ro - 
man l wnere is a cruel torturing Iaquifitioo, where Litbgow was 
miferabiy tormented in King James his time : and from which, 
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two harmkfle women of the Englilh Nation, called Quakers 
were delivered within this few moncths, by a high hand. Hence 
conacs the Malaga Sack. Sftremedura, having Portugal on the 
Weft, once called Boeturia , from the River Bonis therein, nigh 
whafe City Merida, Pallia King of the Goths vanquifhing A tut 
Kdtgof the Alarms and Vandals, thefe left their nrft footing in 
Spam. Gatlnia,hsL\in% on the Eaft the Aft aria's and Mountainous 
placcsdike umo them.VVhofcCitiesareCowf>oJ?e//4,anArchbi(bop*s 
leat,and a U liverfity, called St. jago, in honour of S. James,Mohok 
reliques ate in a Temple, here worfhipped and vifited with incrc- 
dible zeal and concourfe. Btfcayy fo named from the Vafcones .who 
coming hitt er, named it Vafcria, then Vtfcaia, now Btfcata,yvsLS for¬ 
merly called Cantabria , and lyeth betwixt Caftile , Navarre, and 
Lrun * whole ancient Cantabrians defended theit liberty, when 
the Romans had lubdued the reft of Spain * being at laft vanquilhed 
by Augufita not without much bloudfhed: for fuch Mountainous 
Countries are alway laft conquered. They differ from the reftof 
Spain y both in. language and cuftomcs, yielding their bodies, bur 
not their purfes to the King, nor differing any Bifhop to come 
amongft them, and caufing their women alway (in meetings; to 
drink firft, bccauft Ogno a Countcfle, would have poyfoned her 
fon Sancho. In this Province, ftands the City Tboloufe : Alfo Bilk, 
two miles from the Main, (once Flavionavia) a Town of grett 
Traffique. Out of the hills of this Country arife the two chiel Ri¬ 
vers, Iberus and Duerm 5 they have excellent Timber for (hips; and 
for its much Iron, called, The Armry of Spain. Toledo the ancient 
ft at of the Carpentaria is now accounted a part of New Caftile, and 
extends over the South-Eaft of Caftile coward Murcia: whofc chief 
City is Toledo , feared on the River Tagus,, and almoft in the Center 
of Spain , inhabited by Nobles, Merchants, and men of war. It 
was the feat of the Goihtfh Kings, which their King Bamba walled.* 
then the Mnotilh Princes feats * now of the Spanifh Archbifhop’s, 
the chief Prelates of Spain, and moll times Prefidents of the bleu- 
dy Inquifition. Murcia, environed with New Caftile on the Weft, 
whole chief River is quadalaquir, and whofe three chief Towns 
are Murcia or Murgis , whence the Country is named Alicante * 
whence is true Altcant Wine made of the juice of Mulberries, 
plentifully growing here 5 it’s alfo a fair harbour. Cartagena or 
new Carthage , built by %Asdruball of Cubage, but ruined in the 
fecond Pumck,wzi by Scipio African us . 

C A STILE , bounded on the Weft with Portugall , is divi¬ 
ded into old and new. The old, feituated on the North of 
the new, hath the City Salamanca , for its chiefeft Uni verfity: built 
by King Ferdinand the fecond,in 1240, and by Popes edi&s, with 
Oxford, Paris,stnd Bononia, ordained a place of general ftudy.Ano- 
ther Icannot pafte by, which hNumantiaot Soria y where 400° 
withftanding 40000 Romans 14 years * and at laft, laying all their 
Armour goods and money upon a pile, burnt it with themfelvcs 
in the flame. Here Is alfo one of Spains feven Univerfi- 
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ties * and the birth-place of Philip the fecond, who relloring it, 
built a Colledge for Engltfb fugitives. 7 >uerm the violentcft Ri¬ 
ver of Spain, runs in this Province. The new C a fl*k *on South of 
the other, hath the River Tagus in its bowells, whofe chief City 
\\ Madrid, the King andCounccls feat 5 which by the Kings reft- 
du>ce there, is become of a Village, the mod populous of Spain , 
(yet the Countrey is neither fruitfull nor plcafant) whofe upper 
ftories of houfes without compofition, belong to th< King. Here 
is alfo Guenca, whofe Monaftery of Laurence built by Philip the II. 
is olthat magnificence, that no building pallor prefent, is com¬ 
parable thereunto. The name of Caftile cannot be fetched from 
Me old inhabitants, the Vaccai, &c. but cither from the C*ftellani, 
once the inhabitants of Catclogne 5 or from fomc fortified Caftle 
thereabouts. 

P ? RTuq A L bounded on the Eaft with the Q *?*is fo 
billed tri m the Haven Town Porto , and the Gauls> who Un¬ 
did there with their Merchandife. It was formerly named Lufi - 
Uhix\ whofe ancient inhabitants were the Oritani, Veliones , &c. 
wnrfe chief City for traffique, is Lisbon, from whence all the Tor- 
tugails fee to Sea. It’s faid to be feven miles in compafle, having 
auove 20000 neat houfes, fixty feven Towers and Turrets upon 
t ie walk, twenty two Gates qn the Sea-fide, and fixteen toward 
tnecontinent; but Braga is it’s Metropolis ; and Conimbra thellni- 
vtrfiry ; whole Maftcrs made the Commentary on the mod of 
tA'ijiotle. Philip the fecond of Spain y pretended a right to this 
Crown* and by main force took it and kept it, till the Portugalls 
killing or driving thence the Vice-roy,fct up aKingof their own, 
as formerly* for hat, although the Spaniards call (in their Pro- 
verb) die Partugals, Pocosy locos, that is. Few and Foolijh y yet they 
were wife cnou^n to free thcmfclves from under that Kings- 
power. 

VaUntia, lying between Caftile , Arragon y and Murcia y had its 
former inhabitants the oEliari, and Baftiani y &c. in which ftands 
the City Saguntum y but now Movedre 5 whofe people being befie- 
ged by Hanniball , chofe rather to burn themfelvcs, than yield 5 out 
of faithfullneflc to the Romans . Valentia the denominating City 
of the whole Province, heretofore (they fay) named Roma, fignify- 
ingftrength, which the Romans conquering, called Valentia , ro 
dillinguiih it from Rome y a word equivalent in the Latine to 
in Greek . Herein alfo is the Promontory of Terraria the refuge of 
Sertorita in his wars againft the old and young Souldicrs, Metellus 
and Pompey . Catclogne or Catalonia, ha ving Arragon on the Weft, 
hath its name diverfly and equally probably derived from Gotha - 
Ionia, Caflellani , or Cattalones who dwelt here. A chief City where¬ 
of is Barcel/ona a ftrong Sea-Town, and Ancient. Perpigna y in the 
County of Roptllon, which Town and Country was engaged by 
John of A-ragon, to the French, for a great made of money 5 and 
then reftored to tty: King of Spain by charts the eighth, promifing 
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not to hinder his enterprise of Naples, Girone is another City fa. 
ltd on the River Beetulus, and the Title of the Arragonian Prince. 
Lafily, Anagon, Emitted Southward with Valentia, Northward 
wit h Navarre* thorow the very middeft whereof, Ibertu mnsj 
whofe old inhabitants were the Lucenfes, Jaccetani, and Celtibni 
theft laft deft ending from the Iberians, and the felt* mixr, who 
were the mod puiflant of all Gaule : whence this Nation was cal. 
led the (eltibert according to the Poet Lucan. Its prefeat name is 
from Twagon, a City confined with Catalonia,on the borders here- 
of. Herein is the City Lerida, dividing Catelogne from Anam , 
fciruarc on the RiverC#V^4, and an Univerfity. The City Huefa 
called of old Ofca , may not be forgotten* an antient Univerfity. 
whither Sertorim caufingall the Noblemens Children of Spain to 
be brought* and providing them Greek and Latine School-Ma¬ 
tters, pretended he did it oncly to fit them for charge in the Com- 
mon-wealth; but indeedit was that they might be his hoftages, 
for their fathers faith and loyalty towards him. All Spain is 
divided at this day into three Governments; Anagon * CafiU, 
and Portugall ; and is a Monarchy of a great revenue. 

Spain, whofe wealth confifts in Wine* Oyl* Wax, Hony, $u- 
gar, Saffron, fruits of all forts; in a manner, furnifhing all the 
Northern Regions, efpecially with Olives, Oranges, Lemmons, 
Fias&c. Silk, Spanith-wool, ((beep being at firtt fent thither, 
out ol Gloce(lerfhire in England) Quickfilver. Portugall alfo fends 
forth Silk, Sait and Tonnv, which they fifh there, moft comming 
our ot the Country of Algarb, whole chief City and Port Lis. 
bon is, the aboard of all the Merchandise, &c. Naples alfo (be- 
longing to Spain, which might hold themfclvcs as happy as any 
ir. Europe, if they were not fo oppreffed by Officers) hath abun¬ 
dance ot all things; felling to ttrangers great ftore of Nuts, and 
A'tnonds : vending Saffron, Silks, Oyl, Wines, Horfes, Lambs, 
Sheep: Poiille furnifhing Venice, Sclazonia , and Tufcain , with 
flefh; Calabria fends forth Corail, andthebeft efteemed Manna, 
called in Apothecaries fhops, Manna Calabria . The Ifland of Si- 
ctly (being a hundred miles, or after Strabo, and Ptelomy , a iSo. 
miles long) though full of fire, catting it out abundantly 5 yet 
yields ftore of all forts of fruits, in old time called the Garner of 
Italy, chiefly of Rome , as many times at this day; fo that the Sicili - 
4ai make much money of Corn, alfo of Oyls and Silk, whereof 
they have great quantity. Sardinia, (almoft like Sicily) makes 
ftore of money of Wine to Rome , and of couragious Horfes to 
ttrangers. They alfo carry fome Mufcrions skins into Italy . The 
Dutchy of Mtlane (about three hundred Miles in compaffc) being 
full of Artizans of all forts, whatfoever goes from that City fas 
Harqutbuffcs, all forts of Arms, Hilts of S words, Girdks and Han. 
gers,Lace Emboideries)is greatly efteemed: as alfo their Silk 
Stockings, Rice, ftore of Cheefe; furnifhing the Grifons, and Sutf* 
Jes with much of her fruit ; Yet the King drawing as much aspof- 
fiblefrom this Ettate; it’s a Proverb in Italy, that The Officer of 
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Sicily doth gnaw, he of Naples doth eat, but he of Millan doth devour. 
Laftly, the Canaries, or fortunate Iflands (reckoned feven in num¬ 
ber, others adding fix more thereto) do vent their excellent 
Wines into all Europe-, alfo Sugars, tranfported by the Spanijb 
and falian Merchant, from the Stapela, into other places. All 
Spain follow theRomifh Church (with thofe particular Provinces 
and Iflands he pefleffeth, or claimeth) and the Proteftant Religioa 
is fo hated there, that they have fee up ccuell Inquifitions, left it 
fcoold get any belief among them ; (for which caufe,as not the 
lead, the King of Spain perhaps is called by the Pope, the Catho- 
lick King) yea, the people of the Canaries, who formerly wor- 
fhipped the Sun, Moon, and Stars, (which though in Africa, yet 
htre I mention) the Spaniards mattering it in 1404, fetled there 
tneir Faith with their dominion; fothat thcBifhop thereof refi- 
ding in rhe grefct Canaria, hath his Inquifitors of the Faith. 

L ORRAIN, or Lotharingia, (fo called from Lothaire eldeft 
fon of Lewis the Gentle) and is a Dukcdomc diftinft from 
hafice io Government: whofe Religion being according to France • 
Yet it makes great profit of Azure-ftones, and of Pearls fifhed at 
the Mountain V ogefe, it's foot; alfo of a matter to make Looking- 
glafles, and others: Caffidonic ftoncs for Cups; Horfes, befides 
Linnen Cloath, and tranfported works : Mines of Silver likewife 
are beneficial thereto: It's Duke alfo hath fix Salt- pans, yielding 
him 200000 Crowns yearly. 

T He Low-Countries, or Lower Germany, is encompaffed with 
Belgium . *Alf<itia, Burgundy, and Champagne, ("called by Julius 
Cafar, Gaul- Belgtck) abounded on the North with Ea {i-Friez- 
land, on the South with Lorrain, &c. and containing feventecu 
Provinces. Thofe, and the parts thereof that are under the com¬ 
mand of the Arch-Dukc, or houfe of Aultria ; their commodities 
ate Silks, Serges, Tapeftry-work, Porpaffes, and Salmons, barrel¬ 
led and Salted, with abundance of Herring and barrel-Cod. 
Throughout allthefe effaces, there is none bur the Roml(h Rdi- 
gion; yet arc there a few Towns (chiefly thofe formerly revol¬ 
ted) where there are not many Proteftants, and thofe not daring to 
make open profcffioa thereof 5 being reftrained, and ready to be 
punifhed if it be known. 

T He UNITE D-Vljori Nets of the NETHE%* 
LandS, being a kind ofCommon-Weal, (with whofe 
Generali Eftates the King of Spain, and Arch-Dukes have treated 
as with Soueraignes) are, Zeland, Holland, Frifeland, Utrecht , Gro- 
ntngue, and thereabouts, Overyjfell, Drent, the County of Zutphen * 
and three parts of Gueldres, with lome of Brabant, and Flanders 5 
all which heretofore contributed to the Wars 5 whofe Riches arc 
very great through Sea-traffique, and great cuftoraes of fifhing- 
trade. But their natural wealth is in Horfes, Oxen, and Kine, 

yielding 
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y lelding abundance of Milk for Butter and Cheefe, Meed crap or 
red Madder. They have alio an excellent Art to boil Bay-falt as 
white as Snow: putting Salt water to the Bay-Salt of Spain and 
France, and refining it with greater encreafe, which they fend ia. 
to all parts of Europe. In all thefe Countries, they fuffering no 
exercife of the Romifh Religion, but the Proteftant onely in their 
Temples, if any be found cxercifing it in fecrct (which daily hap. 
pens in Utrecht) they are fined. The Proteftant Religion entred 
when Luther, about 1521, preaching againft the Pppe and his 
doctrine 5 charts the fifth, Em perour, to root Luthers do&rine out 
of the Netherlands, (having taken good footing) would (after tna. 
ny put to death for fmall caufes) have brought in the Spanifb in. 
quifirion 5 whofefon ‘Philip , the better to ftrengthen an InquiGti- 
on, procured the Pope to ere& 14 new Bifhopricks there: againft 
which the Provinces oppofing 5 the King of Spain in 15^5, made 
known his plcafure touching Religion: and after the Duke of Al 
fcarreomming thither with an Army, and beheading the Earls of 
Egmont and Horn 5 alfo in 1 570, feeking to exaft the tenth, 20th 
and 1 ooth penny, he made himfelf odious to the people • where- 
by the Prince of Orange, (who before was forced to leave the 
Countrey, by the Duke with a great Army) now being invited by 
fome iahabitans, furprifed Fluffing, Briele, &c. and afterward 
the Effaces declaring againft Philip the fccond of Spain, and ta- 
king all the Government on themfelves, and amazed at their fa¬ 
vourable fuccefle : they put themfelves under Queers Elizabeth of 
England, her Prote&ion5 Whereby they took many places of 
confluence 5 and in the end, recovered their Soveraign Au¬ 
thority : who ( fince) have (for Policy-fake) given liberty to 
other Profcffions of Religion: as thofe of the Separation, BaptifU, 
Jews, &c. 

G ENEVA (pleafantly feituated within the limits of Savoyto* 
wards La Brefe, and being as it were two Towns, thorow 
which the River Rhefnc doth pafte^ hath thefoyl near it fruitful, 
yielding Corn, Wine, Turneps, and other roots, Melons, all 
pulfe, Barley, Oats, Hay, Apples, Pears, &c. taking goodly filh 
in the Lake, efpecially Salmons,Trouts, which they carry toother 
places. Yet the Inhabitants of geneva are not very rich, and have 
enough to do (by toyl) to preferve an honeft liberty: taking great 
pains in printing all forts of books, making Silks, ufing ( withall) 
temperance •, for fparingnefle is in a manner their greateft reve¬ 
nue: So that they fend Checfes, Capons,, and good gold thred 
into other parts. It makes profeffion of the Proteftant Religion, 
wherein they were inftru&ed and confirmed by John Calvin and 
others; Yet their Town is a retrait to all Rome's oppofers. They 
banifhed the Mafle about 1539. Their Minifters being not 
maintained by Tythes, but a common Treafury, 
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H elvetia , or Switzerland^ (a Province of 
(jermany, bounded on the Weft with France , on the North 
with. Lorrein, is fo named from one of the 13 Cantons therein,cal¬ 
led Snitz) is a Nation even united into one body by confedera¬ 
tion and intelligence, whom noac hath attempted to invade •, or 
if he hath, without efleft : To whom alfo the three leagues of 
the Grifons are allied. Its feituation hinders it from being a rich 
Country ; yet it nouriflieth all the Inhabitants, whofe fparing 
is a good revenue j they alfo fometimes make much money of 
feeding their cattle, and pafture 5 and Wheat is fold at Zurich in 
great abundance $ the River Rhyne is commodious for Baftl's con- 
ceurfe of Merchants, from whence many printed books are car¬ 
ried into al! parts of Suripe. Of thefe Cantons, fome are in Reli¬ 
gion wholly R©manift$,otbersaltogethcr Proteftants 5 fomemixr. 
The firft that received the Proteftant Religion, was the Canton 
0 [Zurich, which they fay, was through difeontentment for want 
of pa), pretended due to them from Pope Julim the fccond, ( for 
Nature and neccflity having fafhioned and applyed the Snifset 
to arms, neighbour Princes pay dear for their alliance,) incited 
thereto by Zmnglm • So that in 1526, they aboliflied the Mafle 
there ; and in 1528, it extending it fclf to the Cantons of Fri- 
kurg and £a/i/, after long difpute before the Senate at Bearn 5 they 
overthrew cneir Images, and rooted out the Mafle of the Grifonsi 
they of Grife are mod Catholiqucs, the reft almoft all Proteftants. 
But its lawful for everyone among them to follow what Religion 
hepleafe* yet many times the Proteftants infult over the Pa- 
pifts: for though themfelves have 5 yet they will not fuffer Pa- 
piftsto have any ftrangers, Priefts: they of the Country being al¬ 
fo fubjeft to outrages. 


S dVOr (confinedon Brefle and Switzerland, the chief City 
whereof is (fhamberie, the Seat of the Duke when fojourning 
here,) being a Dutchy, contains under it the Earldom and Coun¬ 
try of cMaurienne, with the Marquifate of Sufe ; Piedmont, and 
the County of Njzze 5 it confines upon the North with the Smif- 
fe of Bearn and Fribourg. Savoy hath great ftore of Corn in the 
Valleys, and much pafture in the Mountains,which are many and 
great 5 in fome places very good wine, and fonae Lakes abound¬ 
ing with fifh: yet it makes little money of any thing fent to for¬ 
eign parts. But Piedmont fends forth Corn,Cattle,much Hemp, 
ftore of Rice, Cheefe, Wine, Paper, Fuftian, and raw Silk. In 
Which, the Armies of France and Spain continuing 23 years with 
great garrifons of cither fide, they never wanted vi&uals. In the 
Valley of oft, are Mines of gold and fllver. They of SalufeSi 
trade with Provence in Iron and Cattle. There is alfo within rhe 
Provinces trade of Cloath, Arms which they make, Hides, Oyl, 
'Vine, all forts of Fruits, Pulles, ftore of Thred, coorfe cloatn of 
5 *ny kinds, fahfifh, fome fmall excellent Honey, Firr-Trees foe 
Q c c c € Mails, 
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M ills. Their Religion is generally Romith : for from this Duke’s 
obedic..ce, Geneva retired in the year 1535, Yet there are P ro . 
tenants in his Dominion, on whom he ravened cruelly like a 
Wolf, in 164 j. 

R O M E (the Metropolis of Italy, built on feven hills, and the 
Pope's Seat) hath belonging to the Churche's eftate, (f 0 
called) the Countries of Ferrara , Bolognia , Romagnia, Ancona , Um¬ 
bria , Sabina Perugia , part of Tufcanie, the Patrimony, Latium er Cam. 
paaia of Rome 5 which abound fo in Corn, and all Commodities, 
as any want fcarce happens through defeat of the foyl 5 it being 
divided into Plains and Mountains. It furnifheth other Countries 
with Corn, Wine, and Oyl, Its Religion is known, for it is the 
head of thePapacie. 

F lorence j whofc Dukes (having united the Comracp. 

wealth of Tifa and Syena with that, into one) do poffcffe the 
greateft and goodlieft part of Tufcanic ; in which thoMgh the State 
of Florence want Wheat, (otherwife very fruitful in wine, fleft, 
and other nectflfaries) yet that of Syena, not onely fupplyeth Flo . 
r, nce its neci (liry, but fometimes relieveth other places: fo that 
Syena $ Inhabitants are rich in rents: and that of Florence,thm$ 
induftry, whofe City is full of Artificers of all forts, making di. 
ligently and workmanly, Serges, Silks, and cloath of gold and 
filvtrj they exercife chiefly the art of Silk and Wooll. All the 
Inhabitants of this StatearcRonaiftr Catholiqucsj they of Syu 
being the more devout. 

T He Dukedomeof * R B / 7 ^ (about 60 miles long, and 3$ 
broad) con fines,yea intermixes with the eftate of the Church* 
which City Urbin, is one of the ancienteft of Italy, about which 
the Territory is exceeding good, and generally fertile. This 
Eftate having plenty of all things needful for the life of Man, « 
good part whereof lying on the Adriatique (hoar, is of great pro- 
fit for bringing many things thither from all parts.. Their Reli¬ 
gion is undoubtedly RomtjH . 

T He Dukedome of ANTOV A or <JMA NTtl Ay k 

all that which antiently belonged to the Duke of Tufcme-, 
with the Marqucfdomeof Montfirrat, greater than that. Ii> City 
iJMahtua in Lombardy beyond the River Po, being built 60 years 
before the Trojan War. Mantova yields all forts of Fruits. Mont- 
ferr ate is uneven, but yields all nectflaries,and in fomc places (lure 
ot Wheat, Wines, and other Fruits : yet this Dukedome is not 
able to make any great Traffique,or grow by their Commodities. 
Its Religion is Romtfh , 
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T He Dukedome of FERRARA or MODENA, (out 
of which, the Pope (pretending the City Ferrara to be a fee 
of the Church) thruft Don c*{ar Alphonfo (the Duke thereof, his 
bafe fon, after his Father’s death) hath the Territory about Modena 
abounding with Corn,Beans, and other ncccfiaries, with excellent 
wine. Reggturri s foil is alfo exceeding fertile of Wheat, Barley, 
Beans, &c. with white wines .* which two Towns are reafonably 
rich. 

L UCA (feituate in Tufcanie , and fo called of Lucumon King of 
the Tufcanes ) is a Common-wealth, whofe Territory, al- 
though of fmali extent, yet the foyl is good, and yields much to 
the owners. The Citizens of Luca ufing great Traffique, chiefly 
in Silk, excelling alfo in making cloath of gold, many private 
men are exceeding rich. The Common-wealth being but fmali, 
is not rich ; The foundation whereof is the Councel of 1 60 , and 
(moft commonly) 120 Citizens, 

T He Common-wealth of GENOA (properly called Lugu- 
ria beyond Fo, to diftinguifti it from Liguria on this fide Po, 
which is c Montferratf) extends about 160 miles: for themoft 
part rough and lully, and (as Strabo faith) in old time very bar¬ 
ren. But being now better manured, there is great (lore of very 
good W ine and Oyl, feme years 20000 barrels. The whole 
Country is pleafantby reafon of Citrons, Oranges, Palmes, Le¬ 
mons, and other Trees .* which Citrons, &c. with their oyl, yield 
them much profit. There were huge Trees, as at this day,which 
they (making (lrips of) robbed and fpoyled to Gibralter ftraits. 
But now (lhaking off their brutifhnefs) they are very induftrieus, 
quick-witted, and fubtile. The Corficans which belong to the 6c - 
nezois, carry wine to Rome, and being much efteemed, they re¬ 
ceive great flatus for it.There growes in this lfland and Cjenoa little 
grain. Yet Corfica abounds in honey, wax, rofin, oyl, and figgs 5 
Wore of Box. It breeds ftrong horfes, full of courage. There 
are alfo Salt-pits. A kind of Ram there is alfo called CMuffolt, 
haired like a Goat inftead of Wooll. The genevois and Corpcans 
are all Romifh Catholiques, as the other forementioned. 

T He Common-wealth of VENICE ( whofe chief Magi- 
flratc is called Duke, admirable among all the Towns of 
Europe, whofe City is ftrangely and fecurcly feituated in the moft 
inward part of the Gulph of the Adriatick ,) doth hold in Lombardy 
and the Marquifate, belides Venice* 6 great, rich, and populous 
downs, befides many goodly places and Caftles. They are Ma¬ 
hers almoft, of all Friuli and Jftria , the latt Province of the North 
fi Je ol Italy, They command alfo, almoft all the flioar and lfland 
of DJmatia and Sclavonia . In the mouth of the Adriatick-Sea, 
(like wile) the Ifle of Corfeu , and the Iflands of Cefalonia , Z inte, £e- 
Ccccc 2 rigo. 
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rigo, and Lucerigo 5 the Ifle of Zarra in the Archipelago 5 and be. 
yond thefe, Candie . There are within the verge of this Signiory, 
all nectflaries for fuftenaoce, as well as barrcnneffc. Candtt) 
fruitful Valleys, and goodly Cyprus Trees, with other Timber 
for (hips, are known. It drawes yearly in time of peace from the 
Eflatesfubjettuntoit, two millions ©f gold. The Venetians, with 
all their Subje&s in Italy, are firm Romifh Catholiques 5 butcar. 
fous Inhabitants follow the religion of the Greeks, accounted 
Schifmaticks, whom they impeach not therein, for fear of a mu. 
tiny : yet the Signiory hath curbed them by a Fort and GarrifoD, 
In Candie alfo the people do wonderfully hate the Latines naint 
and religion ; yet fome ot them arc affe&ed to the Roaua 
Church. 

T He Common-wealth of RAO OUSE ( being a City E 
mated on theGulph of Venice in Sclavonia, the ancient M 
maria, and called in old time epidaurum, of which name, there 
were three Towns along the Sea, between Venice and Corm\) 
maintains itfelf in liberty, paying 14000 Zcquins yearly to the 
Turk 5 and as much more in Prefents and lodging of Turks. It 
hath a fmall Territory on the firm Land 5 but fome fmall lflands 
reafonably good, lying betwixt Curzele and the gulph of Catam, 
The foyl is barren 5 butth t Ragoufans through much labour be- 
(lowed, have oyl, wine, and excellent fruits. They have a Val¬ 
ley, that makes a Lake at Winter, which nouriiheth fi(h fo fat, 
as to fry without oyl : wherein at Spring, the waters drying up, 
chey fow Corn, growing abundantly: fo one place yields them 
fifti and corn in one year. And among divers Sea-induftrics,they 
make their Trees bring them Oyfters, by bending down their 
boughs,and flaying them under water with flones: fo that in two 
years time, there arc a multitude faflened thereto: yet but ini 
manner good to eat the third year. In their Ifland Gravofd , ire 
many gardens of Orange, Lemon, and Pomgranate-Trees. The 
Country about Ragoufe is fcarce able to maintain them, though 
they live fparingly 5 their greatefl wealth growes by great Traf* 
fique. They are in Religion all Romanifls. The City hath a 
Biihop ordinarily there refiding. Alfo three Overfeers of the Ca- 
tbedral, who continue therein during life, and may be Re&ors, 
Counfeilors, Treafurers, and other Officers. 

G e r m A t the Great, Upper, or that feituate beyond 
Rhene, is called by th t French at this day Almanie or Almir.r 
one Nation thereof, who being feittaated at the Fountains of Da- 
nubm, have their name from the word man, as in Norman,Herm>i> 
&c. or from the River %Alemon. It was included under the Ro¬ 
man Empire, which extended it felf far and near,till Leo the third 
- (the Empire being before tranflated from Rome to Conflantinople> 
by Conftantine the Great, the Mahometan's fe& and arms afflitog 
it on every ^de j the Weft part being ruined, and the Eaft fo 

weakened. 
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| w alined, as hardly could defend it ielf ,) well confidcring, fbe- 
| fijL.3 the Emperours of Greece nourifhing impieties,and account- 
1 id hcrefies) gave the Empire of the Weft to Charlemain , King of 
France, in the year 800 , (the Venetians being free ) who, fome lay, 

I tranfported the Empire ro the (jermans, fharls being a German by 
| bloud and Nation, as all the Francks which came into Gaul, were 
| oiFnncony a Province thereof. The Countries which acknow- 
H ledge this Emperour, are Alfatia , High and Low 5 Witt emberg, 
i Francony , Suev/a , or Suaube, the higheft parr of all Germany , in 
| which Country the fpring or head of Danubim is, Bohemia, which 
[ lies within Germanics limits ; Moravia, Bavaria, commonly Oil- 
led Bay me ; tAnfiria, or Ofterland, that is, the Eaft Countrey, 
(whofcchitt City is Vienna) the Country of Tirol, Stiria, antient- 
ly Valeria, Carinthia, commonly called Kaerndren , two Carniole $ 
the one called Drie } vugarly, Underkrain : the other, Oderkrain, 
iVfftpkaha taken by fome for the true and ancient Saxony . The 
Durchy of Clev.es, the Country of Juliets or Gulich ; the Lantgvave 
of tiejicn, Turinge, the Palatinate, containing 48 Towns, whereof 
Heidelberg is the chief; High Saxony, whofe chief Town is wittem - 
berg on the River Elb ; bafe or low Saxony, whofe chief Town is 
Alba. The Marquifate of Brandenburg divided into two parts 5 
theMarquefs rctid ing at Berlin 5 the County of UWansfield a part 
of old Saxony, Lufatia, Silefta, Mifnia, the Dutchy and fiifhoprick 
of Liege, the Archbilhoprick of Treves, commonly called Trier. 
whofe chief Town Treves, is one ot the moft ancient in the world. 

Hdfatia, (which belonging to the King of Denmark , muft be par¬ 
ticularly difeourfed of ) alfo Befeancon , an Imperial Town in Bur¬ 
gundy fometime called {'hryfopolie, that is, a golden City. Al- 
thouga Tacitus writes,the ayr is troublefome; and Seneca,that it is 
alway winter: yet the ayr is reasonably mild and temperate,fome- 
what cold,making them healthy and ftrong. Its foyl bears wheats 
barley, rye, oats, and all kind of grain and pulfc in abundance j 
the fields fertile, and the Meadowes bearing much grade. Alfo 
there is many filver, copper, iron, lead, and other Mines 5 yea, of 
gold in fome places. Alfo fair Gardens,and Orchards very plca- 
fing; Wines alfo, called High-Country wine , very good and 
choyfe. Germany muft needs be rich, who, befides thefe, arc gi- 
\ ven much to the trade of Merchandife, and giving themfelves ro 
[ divers Arts and Trades, whereby they make wonderful and rare 
works. They have great and Navigable Rivers 5 likewife Foun- 
, tains and Pits of fa It-water, whereof they make excellent Salt. 

Unto their Fairs (imperially thofe of Franckford) Merchants come 
from all parts of Europe , and fometimes out of Irifia and ^Africa. 

! Through the late divers years depopulating-wars, their Country 
[ rn many places was ruined, and much fpoyled, and trade hinder- 
; cd. But now there i> opportunity (through a concluded peace) of 
ftftoring and enjoying both. It’s much divided in Religion,fome 
; arc Papifts, fome Luther ant, others Calvinifls. pope Leo fending 
forth his Pardons and Indulgenci.es about 1517, Luther, an Au- 

guftins 
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guftine Frier exclaimed againft the Clergies difloiutendlc and 
c-xetfle : writing alio books againft the Malic, and the Church cf 
Koines fuperftitions, and againft the difordcred life of the Pops 
and his Clergy, againft juftificarion by works, as being by Faith 
o.iely j whofe doArinc was foon embraced and followed by di. 
vers Princes, and free Townes oi Germany ; Moll of whole Primes 
follow C A ^i' n or profeffion, (differing in iome points, net 

here to be named particularly) Calvin being followed by the Pal,u 
tinates of Rhine, thofe of Strasburg, and moft Sea-Townet. Alun. 
per had many called Anabaptifts, who were extintt, and the 
Town as formerly, 

H UV^G A R r,(fo named from the Huns or Hongres, a Scythian 
people that dwelt there, and divided upon the North from 
Polonia and Rufita, by the Mountain of Carpatia ) is a Realm cmbri- 
cir.galfo that part of Dacia, called Tranfilvania, it being environ¬ 
ed with high Hills and Woods, as with Walls, which notwith- 
fi and ing hath Vayuods, or Princes ©fits own, not obeying Huny* 
^WKing. It’s chief City is tok, in the Turks pofllflion, with 
the befl part thereof. It is (by nature) provided for ©f all things, 
for there grows all forts of grain, and divers fruits, in abundance; 
it brings forth Corn (in a manner) without tillage, and the Wheat 
cnangeth every third year to a better kind. It yields alfo divers 
forts of Wines, fome whereof are very wholcfome, and excellent 
as them of Candy. It fo aboundsdn Oxen and Sheep as is admi¬ 
rable : alfo great (lore of Hares, Fallow Deer, Goats, &c. Like, 
wife divers forts of birds, as Gofhauk$,Partridges,and Pheafants, 
(lore ofFifh in divers. Veins of Gold, Silver, Copper, Steel, 
and Iron, alfo they find Gold in the fand of Rivers j there is a lit. 
tie Tin and Lead. It abounds in Mineral Salt at MaromarufiaM 
other places, they cutting it like a ftone; there is a Fountain 
whofe water falling on the ground, turns into a ftone. Yet we 
cannot fay this Realm is very richj a t not much given to Arts and 
Trades, but pra&ifing Arms, and ftrong in war. That great part 
of the Country which the Turks are Matters of, is notfo well-ma¬ 
nured, nor yielding fo plentifully as formerly. As to Religion 
beildes Mahometamfme, which by reafon of the Turks, is muchdi- 
fperfed, there are many opinions ; all thofe that are in Germany, 
and alfo Arrianifm hath got footing, and Atheifm crept in. The 
Towns under the Turk have little of that accounted Hertfy: the 
Chriftians much, for thofe called Hereticks are in fear of being 
impaled by the Barb Art am , it too infolent. 

P OLONIA, or POLAND, (focalled from its Plains, 
in their Language named Tales, fcicuate from CMorazia to¬ 
ward the Eall, and in a manner ieparated from Silefia, by the Ri¬ 
ver Oder a, and whofe chief City is Cracozia) is at this day bigger 
tuen ever ; Lituania, and Livonia, having been added to that King- 
dome 5 io as from Silefia to Mufcozy, itconteins almoft 12° Gef ' 
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ri UL/se Leagues, and as much from Livonia to Hungary. Its cli¬ 
mate being cold, they have neither Olives nor Vines j but it 
abounds in all other things which the Earth is accuftomcd to 
bring forth j alfo in all forts of Cattle, and in Fithj fo that re¬ 
mote Countries raft of her fruitfulncfle. It contcins great Pro¬ 
vinces, Pol and i High, and Low, Livonia, Lituania, Samogithia,Ma* 
folia- Volbinia, Podolia, RujTia the black, and according to fome, 
the Red, or Southern, Pocilajsia, Pomerania, PruJPia, which fome 
call Boru/ia now divided into two parts, one belonging to the 
Duke or Marque ffe of Brandenburg, ^Albert being the firft thereof; 
the other to t..e King of Poland 5 of whofe part, Maricmburg is the 
chitflown: a little above which, the River Vtfula dividing it 
fell', makes an Ifland excellent for fertility, and a great number of 
Villages and houfes. Some place inmuch eftee- 

med forthipping, and abundance of all Merchandife brought by 
Sea from rhe V\ eft and North parts, and by land, and by rijlula* 
running thorow the midft thereof. They make much money of 
their Honey, Wax, Flax,Hemp, Beeves, Sheep, Horles, and Bu¬ 
gles. But their greateft profit grows by the Salt-pits of Ocen , Vi- 
liguf', and divers parts of Rujsia 5 likewife of Azure,and of Mines, 
of Amber gathered on the Ihoar with little Nets, by men going 
naked into the Sea. John Hufl, his opinion began at the firft to 
difperfe it feif thorow the Countries lubjeft to this Crown,which 
Ladiflaus violently oppofed 5 For, ref ufing the offered Crown of 
Bohemia, and making & decree in a general Diet againft ic, he 
flopped its paftageout of Bohemia into Poland, SigifmunU alfo for¬ 
bidding young men to go and ftudy at Lip fie, and mttemberg, in the 
time of Luthers do&rine, fomewhat flayed thccourfe thereof. But 
the Provinces near the Bairick Sea, participate much with the 
opinions of Germany; thofe confining with Silefia, Moravia, and 
Hungary, of their neighbours herefics: thofe advancing towards 
South and Eaft, for the moft part of the Grecians, and ate not free 
from the opinions of the times. 

D enmark, or Danemark , or the Danes Country (fo cal¬ 
led from I)*/?, the firft Lord thereof, long before Chrift, 
wnich is bounded on the Well by the Germane -Sea, towards the 
North by Norway, and whofe Kings feat, and chief City is rcck- 
ned Haffnie or Copenhagen)con{ii\s of many parts,bcfides rhelflands 
near them 5 Julia , or Jutland, is called the Cimbrtck-Cherfoncjfe, or 
alaioft an Ifland, firft inhabited by the Cimbriam , the Bilhoprick 
of Rip, Arrhus, Vand alia • tfeynfyfell, or fen fill a ; that is, the land

Scania, a great Province, and joyning to Denmark by an Arm of 
land onely, whicn fome call Scandanavia, inftead of Seondania,t\\ 3 Lt 
the pleafant Dania , The I(lands of Seel and, or Sialand, the 

greateft 
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grt au ft of thofe of in which Copenhagen ftands: Fiona 

commonly Fuynen, taking its name of its beauty, and for what k 
yields, ninety lflands being comprehended under it, lying South- 
ward, and moft habitable ; Tajjing, or To/ing, a chief one among 
others \ Aroe with divers lflands necr it; Alfo the Ifland of Huene, 
in which is the Caftleof tlrambourg , full of Mathematical! lnftru- 
ments, very admirable and lure. The little Ifle Malmogie, but 
very good. Norway, (which is fubjed alfo to the King of D-mark, 
though once a tiounflung Realm) and borders on Denmark upon 
theS<uth; upon the North, Lapland its Metropolis was in old 
time called Trondon , now Trundiheim , and reduced to a Burrough, 
thcchuf Town now of traffique, and where the Governour and 
Bifhop rcmain,is Berg, or Bergue . Iceland (which fome taking for 
Thule, are contradi&ed by divers others ) is feituate not under the 
firti Moult an, but eight degrees beyond it; It’s a hundred <jeu 
mane leagues long, and 65 broad, whofe inhabitants have Moun¬ 
tains inftcad of Towns, exceedingly cold, and moftly unmanured, 
efpecially toward the North ; whole vehement winds fuffer nought 
to grow. 11*5 frozen eight Moncths,yet many places full of heat 
and fire underground, by an Antipcriftafts of cold flopping the 
pores of the Earth. Jutia fends muchCattle, Batter, Cheefe, Tal- 
low, Hides, and many Horfes into other parts, making much mo- 
ney of Fifh, efpecially Herrings. Holfatia fends forth many Hor¬ 
fes. Fionia makes great profit of Fifh, and Wheat, chiefly Rye 
and Barley, alfo they fend forth many Horfes, and Oxen. Serna 
vents (lore of Fifla, Silver, Copper, and Lead ; Gothland , much 
W neat, Chccfe, Butter, Skins, Firre-Trees for Mafts, and much 
Lime. Norway hath much money for the Fifh Berg,very delicate; 
alf forCod, goodly skins, Butter,Tallow, Hides, fat of Whales, 
Tarrc, Rafters, Mafts, and boards. The King of Denmark main¬ 
tains Luthers Do&rine throughout his Dominions, for flirifitrn 
the (econd, giving paffage thereto into Swethland, caufed it to be 
difperfed over all Denmark, being foon discovered after his return 
from Sweden , to be a Lutheran 5 but was expelled by his Sub- 
f &s, with his Wife and three Children in 1523. Yet fbrifliern 
whofucceedcd him, marrying the Duke of Saxonies Sifter, i«- 
tbers favourer, gave himfelf wholly to root out the Romifh Reli¬ 
gion, which he eafily effected. 

T He Realm of Sweden, (belonging formerly to Sigi[* 
mond King of Poland, having Norway for its bounds on the 
V\ eft, whofe chief City is Stockholm) comprehends the Dutchy of 
Finland t (jotbland, Boddia, or Bothnia , a part of Lapland , Stricfinit, 
a part of Corelia , the lflands Alandes, and fome others of fmall 
elieem, fo that thofe that have gone the length and bredth of Sire* 
den , hold it much greater then all Italy and France , Lapland, and 
Finland being added. Sweden it felf is the moft fertile Province 01 
all thofe of jrhe North, bearing great ftore of grain 5 there is much 
Honey, Silver, Cupper, Lead, Steel, and Iron, abounding wonder- 
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fully in fifh 5 feldome any beggars feen among them. Yet in ma¬ 
ny places (through the craggindfeof the Mountains, moiftnefle, 
and moorifhnefTe,it is more barren. The Ayre is commonly pure, 
oor the cold fo violent as fome perfwade themfelves; they live 
(moft commonly) long, attaining an hundred and thirty,and an 
hundred and fourty years, elpecially on the Mountains, and pla¬ 
ces more coward the Northern winds. They take (lore of very 
great Bugles. Gothland abounds in Corn, Cattle, pafture, horfes* 
lift), Lead, Iron, and Silver,Latten, and in one place good Iron; 
Finland is more pleafing then Swede r/2,and yields more Corn, being 
moftly in plains. Bothnia is not very fruitful, having many beafts 
with excellent skins, and much Fifh. Lapland hath no Corn, but 
White Bears, and Ermines: Raine-Deer, for Horfes, as big as a 
Mule; who will draw little Carts an hundred and fifty Miles in 
adayandmght: they have night three Moneths together in win* 
ter, with a few hours little light. . King GujUve brought Luthers 
Daftrine into-We*, feizing upon what goods of the Church he 
pleafed. Yet Cdvi/nfm was received by Charts his th ird fon, who 
was Duke of Vermeland , Sudermania, and Nericia : Henry, Gufiave>s 
fucceflour, oppofed not himfelf. John his brother fucceeding him, 
wasof another opinion, but durft not difeover himfelf.. Yet his 
Wife Katherine the King of Tolands daughter, made him obferve 
many Catholique cuftomes. Yea the Queen ( who had free 
acrcife of her Religion) obtained fome Jefuitcs for the people, in 
credit till her death, in one thoufand five hundred eighty three. 
But they being foon after expelled, few remain of the Romifti Re- 
ligioo. Charts UBGle ro J ob *> an ^ ^Catherine's fon, ulur- 

ping his Nephews Realm of Sweden , wholly advanced Cal- 
ms Do&rinc 5 yet there are many of the Lutheran's remain¬ 
ing. 

M tiscovr (lying in the midft of ktfsia the White) from 
vhence all thcEftaces of this Empire draw their name,and 
we confined by Lithuania on the South, Livonia and Finland on 
the Weft; its chief City as of the wholeEmpirc is called Mus- 
kuva or Muil’o , whofe houfes are moft of wood 5 it’s great, but ve¬ 
ry my tie. The length of this Empire is 3000 miles, the breadth 
1500; the longeft day in the moft Southerly part being but 16 
hours and a half: but in the moft Northerly ir'nours and a half; 
it’s part in Europe, parr in Jfia. So that confiding what it con¬ 
tains, he might have a higher fty le than they commonly give him, 
which is, The great Duke or Knez of Mufcovie: yet vyhen they 
arefuffiviently informed of the Countrie*s yielding him obedi¬ 
ence, they term him Emperour, and give him as much honour as 
ever was done to any Prince. The Provinces befides Mufcovia it 
felf, arc the Datchy of Volodimer, aiid Bafe Novograd, in which are 
two Towns of wood, of the fame names: the Province of Rezan y 
the D atchy of Vorotha ; the Province of Severe, very great, con- 
raining many Towns: the Province of SmoUnsko , (feituate on the 
Ddddd Rivet 
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river Neper or Boryjibenes) taken from Poland's King by Ba film Z 
great Duke, whole chief Town is Skiolensko. MofaisJei, ta ^ n 
from King Alexander of Poland, by ‘John Bafilim his predeceflour 
Biele or Bietski, with a Town of the fame name upon the Kivet 
Opske : the Dutchy of Rofchove , whofe Town ftands upon the fa. 
mous river Volga;, Tuvety one of the greateft in Rufsia, whofe 
Town Tuverde is greater and ftatelierthan Mosko. TlefcovU a 
Pleskonia, its chief Town being Pleskouu, powerful and walled 
which the other Towns want. Novogrod the great, the greateft 
Dutchy of Rufsia, taking its name from Novogrod , the greateft and 
richeft Town of all towards the North. The Country of ro/jfo 
or rotshy the Province otCorelle, extending to the frozen Sea, f 0 
as they have not any dark night. Bieleiezioro or Rtoljfero, having 
a Town fo called, in whofe impregnable Fort the great Duke 
commonly lodges his Treafure, and whither he retires,when pref. 
ltd by enemies. Polokde, the Dutchy of Jaroflave , with a To m 
and Cattle focalled, ontheriver Volga ; alfo the Principality of 
Rojlonu 5 the Province of Duzincy fo called from the river water- 
ing ir, which comes from two rivers, 2 Mine in the tongue figni- 
f ying two. The Sun in the Summer Solttice (bines there 21 hours 
and a half, but two hours and a half in the winter folftice. The 
Province of Sufdali, having a Bifhop*s See ; but now (through the 
Tartars incurfionsj in a manner defarr. The province of Vuiathk 
which was taken from the Tartars by the great Duke Bafilius . Per. 
may having a Town of the fame name on the river Vifchore . 'jam 
or Jugaria, from whence the Hungarians coming, feized on Pm. 
noniay calling it from Jugariay Hungarie . PetzoreyVety long bend¬ 
ing to the frozen Sea, whofe longeft day is 2 2 hours. The Cnert- 
mffses are alfo under him, and Nordues^ other Northern Coun¬ 
tries acknowledg him, as ObdortyCondort, Cuhmorie, and Lapm 
likewife certain Hoords of Tartariansy as Cafany &c. They hive 
great (tore of skins of Elks, Staggs, Bears, Wolves, and Sables, 
which they fell into Europe, alfo Flax and Hemp. They fend 
great ftore of Corn towards the Cafpian and Euxine Seas, befides 
Iron, Wax, Tallow, Wood, Afhes, whereof they (ell abundance 
to grangers. Nichole Port is of great Traffique, whither the En* 
glt\b trade much. They exchange the Commodities of their 
Country for cloath, which the Armenians bring to Aflracan, and 
the Englifb to NicWas Port. The Knez his riches may eafily be 
conjeftured great,he being Lord and abfolute Matter of all things. 
They received Religion from the Greeks in ^87, or 942, in the 
which although perfitting, yet they have added (in time) many 
luperftitions. They thcnslelves and the Greeks are oncly 
true Chnftians • that the Romans and others are fallen from the 
primitive Church; They celebrate their Matte and ceremonies 
in their own language, which is the ScUzonian tongue; they 
lutrer not Jews to live among them. Proccflions are very fre¬ 
quent there, and though it be exceeding cold, yet they go far. 
They never paffe before a Monaftcty, Temple, or Crofle, (where- 


of the World. 


of the ttrcecs arc full) but horfen^e n (alighting) and footmen alfo, 
kneel down, making the fign of the Crofle, faying thrice, UKiloy 
Hofpodiy or Lord have mercy upon u 4 . It’s lawful for Prietts to mar¬ 
ry but once. They deny Purgatory, yet pray for the deccafed 
faithful. They hold it not lawful to celebrate any Councels, but 
| th C firft feven, whense growes their difeord with the See of Rome, 
i They have a Metropolitan, to whom they attribute as much as 
Papifts do to the Pope : and without whofe advice, the Prince de¬ 
termines not of any important thing; yet they fay, the Metropo¬ 
litan ihould depend on the Patriarch of Conjtantinople . The P rince 
ftridly obferves all Ceremonies of their religion: for when they 
change a difh at Table, or give him drink, he makes many figns 
of the crofll*. He fails not at any fatt, and beats the ground with 
his fore-head through devotion, as the reft do, efpecially at the 
elevation of the Sacrament. 

The Nordovois on Mufcovie's frontiers ufe circumcifion; wor- 
(hipping no Idols, as the Pagansy nor are they baptized; worfhip- 
ing 0:1c oncly God Creator of all: going into the field, (which is 
feidoroc) they eating and drinking together , offer to God the 
firft of all, catting it againft Heaven, as of any thing they ga¬ 
ther. 

D ACIA (bounded 00 the Weft with Hungaryy and fo na¬ 
med from the D*;/ firft inhabiting it after the Moefty who 
gave them place) is divided into TranfylvanidyMoldavia, Walachia> 
Serviay Rafcity Bulgaria; Bofnia , 

T RANS ILVA NIA (of which before in Hungary) whofe 
chief Town is Alba Julia , was committed unto Bethlem - 
(jabor by the Sultan Achmet, after the death of Gabriel Batour, who 
lutceeded Jufline Botf :ay, in 1 609 , 

M OLD AVI A (feituated on the North end of Tranfylvania, 
wtiofe chief City is Occazonia ) was utterly fubje&cd (in 
1574) to the Turks by Selimus the fecond; which revolting and 
combining with the T ranfylvanian an & Walachian, they have fincc 
profecuted it with great alteration. To this belongs little Befla- 
reJnay between Mount Hoemus South, and Lithuania North; fo 
called from the Befsty whofe chief Town is Kilimy madcaTurkifh 
Province, in 1485. 

W AL AC HI Ay to be called FUccia y from Flaccuty who 
planted here a Roman Colonic, feared between Tranfylva - 
nU 2nd Danubim : The chief City being Sabintum, It abounds in 
all neceflaries for the life of man: Mines of gold,filver, and iron; 
Salt-pits, wine. Cattle, chiefly a number of good and great horfes, 
pure refined brimftone 5 it joyned with Moldavia, upon Amurath 
the third's requiting the tribute of 60000 Ducats to be doubled* 
wi 5 ? 4 . 

P^ddd * SZRVIA 
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S ERBIA (lyingbetween Bofnia and Rafcia) whofe chief Ci- 
.y is StoniLurg , once the Defpot's feat diftirift from Rafcia, lying 
between Serna and Bulgaria, which had alfoa Defpotof its own. 
But one George , a Chriftian by profedion, and Turk by affection^ 
being Defpot of both, and the Turks tributary, after his fon Lazo, 
ru* his death, who fucceeded him, Mahomet united them 10 his 
Empire in 1454. 

B n L(j ARIA (having on the Weft, Rafcia ^ on the South, 

. brace •, whofe Mother-City is Sophia, now the Turkifti Beg. 
Ur kegs feat of Greece) is fo called from the Scythians of Bulgar, who 
conquered it; who were bitter enemies to the Chriftians, till the 
King thereof, with all his people, were baptized in 868; over 
which Ti.eoplylacl was chief Bifhop. It was of a Kingdom made a 
province by the Turk in 13 96. 

B OSNIA , fo called of the Bcfsi of Bulgaria , and bounded on 
he Eaft with Serbia, its chief City is Cazachiam. It was 
erected a Kingdom in 1420, and not long after, Stephen the King, 
being tAcn and flayed alive, by Mahomet the great, it was turned 
into a Mahometan Province in 1464. 

S C L A VO NIA ( having Hungary on the North ; on the 
v\ eft, part of Italy ; fo called from the Sclavs 5 before, lltyi- 
cum, a couragious, proud, and ftubborn people) is now divided 
into llliris, Dalmatia, and Croatia . 

llliris (whofe general name is now given toanepart thereof,and 
commonly called winaifmarcb) is bounded on the Eaft with Dam- 
biw, whofe chief City is Zatha on Danubm, aad now a member of 

Hungary, 

Dalmatia , having on the Eaft the River Drinus ; on the Weft, 
Croatia, (for whofe Town Zara or Jadara (Handing on the Sea- 
ihorc) there hath been great Wars betwixt the Hungarians and 
Venetians) fas of great importance) its Inhabitants were the Dd- 
maria, whofe Metropolis was Dalminium on Drinus, It was made 
tribu ary to the Venetians, upon their new Lords the Hungarians 
rav idling fome Venetian Damofels. But now is divided between 
the- Turk and Venetian who yet hath the greateft parr. 

Croatia, called anticntly Liburnia and Valeria, and having on 
the Eaft Dalmatia , whofe chief City is Gardiska , on the River Ss- 
us . The C voat * ans are corruptly called Corbats ; it is emuulccU 
Dukcdome ; but fubjed both to the Auflrians and Venetians, who 
catred it in 1007. Thefe three Countries thus called SdazcnU, 
ufc rhtirown Sclavonian tongue, and is obferved to be ufed by all 
the Turkifh Empcrours, Captains and Souldiers. The Country 
is molt Hr tor grazing ; whofe Sheep and other Cattle bring forth 
young twice a year, the (beep,being ftiorn four times. They arc 
by outward profeflion of Religion, Chriftians, following the 
Greek Church, _ CKEEC& 
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G REECE (fo called from Graeeus, who founded Athens , and 
accounted the Mother of Arts and Sciences, except the Ma-

\ werediverfly called, AArizi, Myrmtdones, &c, They were once 
l brave men for war, learning, virtue, government and behaviour; 

\ for which, they fcornfully called other Nations Barbarians 5 now 
rood fit for the Grecians thcmfelvcs, being unconftant, illiterate, 
i uncivil, riotous, and lazie. They fpake Greek, whereof there 
1 were 5 dialers. The Common, Attick, Dorick, iEolick, Io- 
nick. pdepo/.nefus is a Peninfula,tyed to the main land, but with 
an flhmus of 6 miles broad, fo caliedof Telops, and Knja, which 
figniftes an Ifland. It contains 6 Provinces; Elis, having t/irca- 
. d;a on he Eaft,whofe chief City is Elis ; another is Olympia,where 
{ was the Statue of Jupiter Olympic Hi 60 cubits high ; in honour of 
\ whom, theOlympick games were begun by Hercules. M'fenia, 

\ having Elis on the North, whofe Metropolis is Mefsene, wherein 
f MtrAaus ( Helena's husband, who occafioned Troy's deftrudtion) 

; reigned. Arcadia, (to namedPfrom Areas, formerly pelafgia) which 
: ham Elis and M'fsenta on the Weft 5 Its chief City being pfophis, 

■ Laconia, on the Weft of which lyeth Arcadia ; whofe chief City 
f hLacedemon, once a famous Common* wealth by means of the 
j Laws of Lycurgus , which being kept almoft 700 years, it flourifh- 
[ edallthe wnilc. They were accounted the chief of all the Gr£- 
\ dans : Buc the Athenians beginning to eclipfe their glory by con- 
; qua! in A pa, they warred againft them, and after many Ioffes took 
and mfiuantled the City. Argolis, denominated from its chief 
City Argos, built by King Argus , and bounded on the South with 
Laconia ; in which was born Agamemnon, Captain of the Greek 
Army octore Troy, in which Army were Kings carried over by 
12 24 (hips. Achaia Propria, having Elis, Arcadia, and Argolis on 
the South. Its chief City is Corinth, ac the foot of the Acro-Corin - 
thian hills, built and named by Corinthus the fon of PeUps ; which 
flourishing by reafon of its commodious firuation, (the S^a wash¬ 
ing its walls on both (ides) abufed fome Roman Embaflkdours 
kntthem: for whico, Lucius Mummiw (taking it ) burnt it to the 
ground : and now is of fmall note, and called Crato, Peloponncfut 
was conquered by the Turk in 1460. 

A CHAIA (once named Hellas, from Htiles, Deucalion's fon) 
is divided into Attica , which hath on the Weft, CMegaris, 
Whcie chief City Athens being built by C ecro P s > was called Ctcrc- 
pia, buc rook its name from Athena , which is Minerva , fameus 
for three fnecial things: the Citizens inviolable faith, and un¬ 
fitted affriftion : for Schollars, from whole Univerftty learning

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was dilperled throughout all Europe : for valiant Captains, as 
Alcibiades, Ariftides, Tbemiftocles, Pericles, &rc. who not with (land¬ 
ing dyed in banifhtnent, or violently at home. 

Megaris , (having on the South Boeotia) whofe chief City is Mt. 
gara of t Megra, where Euclide the Geometrician taught. Tti$ 
Country having (hakeB off th e Cretans, came to a height of pro. 
fperity: which lafted not long in that degree 5 yet were a free 
people till the coming of the Macedonians . 

BXotia y which h&ih Attic a on the Eaft, taking its name from 
B?f> (ignifyinganOx. Its chief City isThebes , built by Cadmus 1 
Phoenician ; in which Town dwelt Peiopidas and Epaminondas^ho 
fo cruihed the Lacedemonians in two battles, that they never re. 
obtained their former puiflance. Philip of Macedon firft got foot, 
ing in <]reece, by making this flourilhing Common-wealth fub- 
mit to his mercy. 

pbocu, having Boeotia on the Eaft, (whofe chief Town is Cym, 
as alfo Aatyira, famous for its Elleborc very Medicinal for mad* 
ntfle) $ in it if. Mount Helicon confecrated to the Mufes, alfo the 
hill Citheron , both driving with ‘ParnaJTus - whofe two tops even 
kifle the Clouds. * 

Locris, bounded on the Eaft with i&tolia, whofe chief City is 
NaupaBum , now called Lepanto . 

vEtolia, (bounded on the Weft with Epirm) its chief Town is 
Chatcis The Etolians were themoft turbulent people of Greece, 
never at peace with their Neighbours, fcldom with themfelves. 

‘Doris, which hath Boeotia on the Eaft j its chief City is 
phtfsa. This people caufing Philip to return into Greece: Demote* 
nes whetting on the Athenians by his biting Pbilippica againft him: 
their Armies meeting, and the Athenians being vanquifhed, Philip 
was made Captain ot all Greece. 

Epirus, bounded on the North with Macedon, whofe Eafteffl 
part is called Acarnsnia ; its weftern, Chaonia $ and in which 
Country Olympias (Alexander the Great his Mother ) was born, as 
alfo Pynhus, who warring with the Romans, it was after his death 
fubdued by Paulus uEmilim, who deftroyed 70 Cities thereof in 
one day 5 in which is the City Nicoptlis , built by Augu(tus y and 
ABiu„ t , nigh which, he and Anthony fought for the World’s Em¬ 
pire. 

^Albania, bounded on the South with Epirus ; in which is the 
City Albanopolis ; and Durazze at firft called Epidamnun 1, and then 
Dyrrhachium , under whofe Walls was the firft bickering between 
Ctfar and Pompey's Souldiers. Its chief City was Croia in Cjeorgt 
Cafiriofi time, named Scanderbeg 5 under whofe walls Amurath the 
fecond, having with very great Ioffe befieged it, forrowfully and 
wretchedly dyed* 


MACEDONIA 


1 VlfACEDONJA (whofe Southern part hThefaly) is boun- 
XVlAd on the Eaft with Migdonia, and called ^mathia from 
King tSmatbus * Hoemnia, from Mount Hosmus 5 Macedonia^ fom 
King tMacedo: the firft City whereof is Scydra, another is Pella, 
where Alexander the Great was born. It was never very famous, 
till King Philip and his fon Alexander's dayes, 

T HESSALIE , (wherein is the exceeding high Hill Olympus 
being by Poets taken for Heaven) in which pleafant and" 
fruitful Country, was feituate the delightful Valley, Tempe , five 
miles broad, and fix long, whofe chief City is Tricca y where He- 
liodorus wasBifhop: another is Pharfalis, nigh which, C*far and 
Pompey fought for the Lordfhip of the World, Csefar being Con- 
querour. 

M IGDONIA, (having on the North Thrace, and in which is 
Ue Hill tAthos , 7 5 miles about j and fo high, that its fha- 
dow reacheth to Lemnos y 40 miles) its chief Ciry is Stagira, where 
famous Ariftotle was born. 


T hrace , now called %^meli or Romania, from Roman Colo¬ 
nies there planted, and Conflantinople’s being called New 
%ome-, (boundedon the Eaft with tJHaccdon) wherein ftands 
Coajtaminople , which being built by Paufanias a Lacedemonian 
Captain 663 years before Chrift, was by him called Byzantium 5 
k*$ in compaffe 1 8 miles,moft fitly feated for an Empire 5 as over¬ 
looking Europe and Afia, and commanding the £uxine-Sc a, Propcn- 
nr, and Hellefpont. It was taken by Mahomet the Great Turk, in 
145 3. Being re-built by a Conftantine , called the Great, (there¬ 
fore called Conftantinople) the fon of a Helena , a Gregory being Pa¬ 
triarch thereof; and it was loft by a Conftantine , firnamed Paleo- 
hgus, the fon of a Helena , a Gregory being alfo Patriarch. Its 
people were accounted very bold and valiant, who were called 
by fomc *a«to becaufe every one was a law to himfclf 5 which 
bad they been of one mind, and under one King, Herodotus faith, 
they had been invincible; but two brothers driving for the King- 
dome, and at laft appealing to 'Philip of Macedon 5 he taking an 
advantage, feized on it, and kept it. The Town of Seftos on Hel- 
*[po»t was alfo in this Country, right over againft Abydos, on Ajia 
hde, which two places were famous for the love of Hero and Lc- 
wder 5 in whofe room ftands two Caftles, who examine ail (hips 
palling that way, and receiving the grand Signior’s cuftoms. 


I N the ty£ G E AT^ Sea (which receiveth Hellefpont 9 s waters 
after 40 miles courfe) alfo ( whether fo called from vEgeus, 
Lirfeu this father, who here drowned himfelf; or from t^^once 
, ch ‘ ef Cit y Erioa I(land; or that the Mauds lye {battering like 
nt leaps ot a Goat, from *Aey«o*, fo fig n if yin g,) arc divers Greek 

Iftands, 
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Iflands, the chief whereof &xe,Samotbracia, where Pythagoras, and 
Samo a Sybill were born, whofe chief Town is Sarnia. 

Lemnos, once called Diofpolts, from its two chief Cities Heph e . 
ftia, wholly decayed 3 and Lemnos ox Myrina yet continuing^ where 
alfo the fbveraign Mineral called Terr a Lemnia is digged. 

Lesbos , fo called of Lesbos, who married iMttylene 3 of which 
name is a chief City therein* In this Ifland, Sappho, who invented 
theSapphick verfe, Pittacus a wife man of Greece, and Theophrajlus 
a notable Phyfitian, were born. 

Chios , (whether fo named from Chione a Nymph, or from xfa, 
fnow 3 or from Chio (now called Sio) the chief City y fo called 
from the Greek letter x> in whofe fafluon it was built. Herein 
chiefly or onely groweth the gum Maftich. 

Suboa, now Nigropont, which was rent from *4chain's Continent 
by an Earthquake, between which, is but a little Euripus: the 
caufe of whole ebbing and flowing feven times a dsLy,Artjiotlem 
finding, is faid to throw himfelf into the Sea. with thefe words; 
Zecaufe I cannot comprehend thee, thou fhalt comprehend me. Its chief 
Cities arc Chalcis, once joyned by a bridge to the continent. Sept, 
Achilles his lurking place, fent thither by his Mother, being fore- 
warned he fhould be {lain in the Trojan war. 

Salamis, nigh Megaris, noted for Xerxes his numerous Navy, 
overthrown by the Athenians and their Allies. For which Ideal- 
fo, there was much contending between the Athenians and Mepp 
renfes . 

The Sporades , fo called from <ww'p«j to difperfe, becaufe they arc 
fcattered about the Sea 3 their number is 1 a, The principal! d 
which is named Melos, from its much honey. 

The Cyclades (fo denominated,bccaufe they lay io a circle about 
Delos, the chief of them,noted for the Temple of Apollo, and for not 
fuffering any to die or be born therein; are 5 3 in number, wilereef 
(befides Delos ) thefe four are remarkable;S<wGs,whcre the Tyrant 
Polycrates lived without any mifchaacc, till (at laft; he was mifc- 
rably put to death by Orontes. 

Coos, (but now Lange) in which Hippocrates the reviver ©f Phy- 
fkk was born 5 where alfo */. Efculapim fras worfhipped: Its 
chief Town is Coos. 

Glares , but fmall, whither the Romans were wont to banift 
delinquents. The 69 Kings at Troy's fiege, were Kings but of 
thefe fmall Iflands: which ftand foclofe together, that 20 may 
be feen (in a clear day) at one time 5 yet are they part in £mpb 
part in Afia j called alfo the Iflands of the Arches,as being in tbe 
lea called Atchi-pclagus. 

Greet or Candie, (once called Hecatompolis, as having 100 Cities 
therein, whofe Metropolis Candie is much inhabited by the Vet& 
tiafis) which is feituate in the mouth of the t/Egean Sea, (in length 
570 miles, in breadth 50) was above mentioned in the Venetian 
Common-wealth, to whom it is fuhjedt 3 whofe ancient Inhabi¬ 
tants were much addi&ed to lying, as appears by PauVs citing 

Epimenifa 
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Spmentaes words, Tit. I* v, 12. yet were excellent fa tiers. The 
IiUnd is very populous, and fruitfull of Wines, together with 
Gum, Honey, Sugar, Olives, Daces, Apples, Orenges, Lemmons, 
Ratlin*, Mellons, Citrons, Pomegranats 3 but,through its heat,de- 
fic tent iit G rn 3 other iflands there are alfo in this Sea, as claudi , 
Dio, and t/SgUU. 

The chid Iflands of the Ionian Sea (named either from Ioniusj 
whom Hercules killing,here drowned, or from the Region Iona, in 
the utmeft part ot Calabria,or from Io daughter of Inachm) are, Ci- 
tUn, now C< r *g°i (mentioned before;. It was formerly called For- 
phjrv, irooi abundance of Marble therein, and hath a Town of the 
fam: name with the Ifland, out of whofe Temple dedicated to 
fumy Helena was willingly ravifhed by Paris, it's alfo environed 
with Rocks. 

Sitopbades, being two Iflands lying againfl Mefenia, whofe ra¬ 
venous birds, the Harpies, were driven away by Zethm and CaU- 
m. Ti c y arc now inhabited onely jby Greek Friers, called Ca* 
loyres that is,g^od Priefts. 

Zicifitbus or Zant, to called of Zacinthm, fon to Dardanm 3 whofe 
chief City is called alfoZant,6o miles homPeloponnefut,iot thcCu- 
ftonr.^ cf whofe very Currans they pay 18000 yearly Dollars to 
the Venetians, They being very frequently troubled with Earth¬ 
quakes, build their houfes very low. Over the judgment Hall 
door of wt.efc City Zant 3 there are written Latine Verfes to this 
purport— 

This place doth hate, love , punifb, keep, requite 3 
KLptuoturiot, peace, crimes, Laves tb*upright * 

T He ec H I NA DES , little Ifles, five in number, onely fa¬ 
mous for the battle of Lepanto . Cephalenia over againft Acbar - 
vma, called a i fir It Melena, then Teleboas 3 but Cephalenia, from 
Ophalus. Corey a, now Corfu, focalled from the Virgin Corfu $ it’s 
but twelve miles from Eptrm 3 whofe chief City Corfu, the Turks 
have found impregnable through two unaccefTible FortrefTes on 
top, efteemed ti e chief Bulwarks ot Venice, whofe two Cap¬ 
tains are fwom during their two years command, to have no con¬ 
vert or inti lHgence with each other. Ithaca, now Pal de Cam - 
pare, on the North Eaft oiCephalonia, in which Uly ft es was born. 
Leucadia, ( \ tUc w ire Rocks between it and Cephalonia, its chief 
City is Saint Maure , moft inhabited by Jens . Ail thefe Iflands(be- 
fidcs this Leucadia, lofk to the Turks) have been defended by the 
Venetians. 

T He MEDITERRANEAN Ifles, (from the Mediterrane¬ 
an Sea, focalled, becaufe it runs in the middle of the Earth, 
and called by late Writers, the Lcvant-Scas, (becaufe they are 
toward the Eaft of France, Spain. &c. Levant, in French fignify- 
ln g the Sun-riling) are 3 Sictly (of which before ip Spain) called at 
E e e e e firft

firtl Tvinacria, tor being triangular, itbuttech into the Sea with 
t:iree Promontories. Its narrow Seas betwten it and Italy bei™ 
but a mile and halt broad, on each fide of which are Sc)ila, an jj 
('harihdis : Scylla being a dangerous Rock on Italy fide, and thank 
die a devouring Gulf on Sicily fide 5 It is feven hundred miles ia 
compalL, and had feventy two Cities therein, now but twelve, 
The chief being 3 * alermo, where the Spanifh Vice Roy ufidtsj 
which ftands in Mazara, the Wtftern Province of the tlircc 3 (inore 
of whole Cities the Tyrant Pbalaris lived, that tortured Pcrdk 
another Tyrant, in hisomn Brazen Bull which he had made rotor, 
mentothers in) the other two being Vakis de Noto, and tMoni, 
Mdta, (formerly Melita, where Paul fhook eff the Viper without 
hurt) is but fixty miles from Sicilia, and as much in Circuir, bar. 
ren, as being feituateon a Rock, covered but with three foot of 
earth 5 yet there is abundance of Cotton Wooll, and (lore of 
Pomegranates, Citrons, &c. It was given to the Knights of the 
Rhodes, being expelled thence by the Turk, in 1522, who now be. 
ing called Knights of Malta , have ever fince defended it againll 
the faid Turk. They are 1000 in number, and at their adroit, 
tance into that order, are fworn to defend the Church of Rome,u 
obey their fuperiours 5 live on their Orders revenues,and livechaft. 
ly. Their great Mafter, though a Frier, hath ahich-ftile; who 
is chofcn out of the fixteen called Crofles, who are ol great autho¬ 
rity among them 

Corjica, of which iathefiate of Genoa, was firft called Cyrm, 
(now Corfica from a Woman of that name) its chief City beirg 
BajUa, on the North Eaft, upon a commodious Haven, where cl 
nods Governour refides, with a ftrong Garrifon. It’s 120 mile? 
long, and feventy broad. 

Sardinia, (lying South from Corfica, and but feven miles from it) 
is divided into Cape Lugudory towards Corfica , mountainous and 
barren, belonging to the Genoans, and Cape Caligary toward A tick, 
larger and fruitfull, appertaining to the Irfans, who difagrecing 
about their bounds, Pope Boniface the eighth, giving it to Jamt 
King of tarragon, and his fucceilourssthiy drove them thcnce 3 and 
maeie themfel vc s Lords thereof in 13 2 4. Its chief (^ity is Caliarit, 
built by the Pifans, where the Spamfh Vice-Roy hath his refi- 
dence. Yet this City is governed by a Couocell of its own Citi* 
zens. 

The Baleares , (fo called from the Greek word to caft, be- 

caufc they were very excellent (lingers) arc two 3 Majorca or the 
greater, which is fixty miles from Spain, and 300 miles in com- 
pafle, whofe chief Cities are, Majorca, allniverfity, and Palm 1, 
in which Raymundua Lullim was born. 

Minorca* or thelefle, is nine miles from the other 5 and 150 
miles about 3 whofe chief Town is Minorca : both which Iliands, 
(through the Romans teaching them the ufe of Ferrets) deftroyed 
the multitude ol Conies, who undermined their Houles and 
Walls. 

Nigh 
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Nigh thefe are two fmall ones 3 Ebuifia, whofe chief City is 
ruca : Salt is its chief commodity 5 and Olhiufa , called Frumen- 
uda 3 Both whofe men and women, as of an adjoyning Iflet, are 
very good fwimmers : Pedro the fourth King of Arragon, united all 
thefe tour to his Crown, in 13 4 3 • 

There arc alfo lefle Iflands hereabouts 5 The Vulcanian or ±/E0 - 
Han, being eleven in number 3 the two chief of whom,are Lipara, 
from whence the reft are now named. 

Vulcania, where Vulcan was worfhipped: near thefe, was the 
firft Seafight between the Romans and Carthaginians . 

The lfl.es of Naples , being eighteen, the chief whereof are 
if chi a , whofe chief Town is fo called : f'aprea , and t/Ena- 
rii. 

'the Ligurian Ifles 3 whereof the principall are Elba, or Ilva 3 
whofe chief City Cofmopolis, Cofmi of Medices builded. 

Callinaria, from its many wild Hens, and Gtglio. 

(jades, or Cales, feituate without the Mouth of the ftrait of Gi- 
Iralter (called of old Freturn Herculeum , on whofe South-fide upon # 

Mount Abiba, Hercules placed his Pillars, on which he inscribed * 

Nil ultra, or no farther) as being from qibal Tariff, a chief leader 
cf the Moors into Spain, then the Weftern bound of the World 3 
and in which there was a Temple confecrated to Hercules, that 
great traveller. The Englijh took it (in 15 9 6 ) in one day. 

The Brittifh Ifles (with thofe of Zealand, and Denmark) are cal¬ 
led the Ifles of the Ocean 3 of which before. 

Little is to be faid of the riches or fruitfullnefte of either Bofnia, 

Bulgaria, Seruia, or Rafcia, as being for the rnoft part full of Moun¬ 
tains, yielding little 3 and moft of the plains and valleys in Bul¬ 
garia, are full of thick Woods, and its middle part more ftooy 
and rough then the reft 3 but Bofnia hath much Silver Mine, and 
Stnia Mines of Gold. They were of the Religion of the Greeks, 
in which Countries now Mahometifm bears moft fway, they being 
fubjeded to the Turk. 

As for Greece, it formerly exceeded all others in Europe, both 
for the Ayr’s temperature, and geodnefle, and the foils delight- 
fome fertility, bringing forth all forts of fruits, and nourifhing 
tnucfaCattles alfo Filh abounded in its Sea’s and Rivers 3 with all 
Plenty and Wealth, for that it was fo eafily to be arrived ar, 
through its Gulfs, Ports, Ifles, Demy Ifles and Rivers 3 and que- 
ftionleffe, would (till yield great profit to the Husbandman, if 
pains were taken in the tillage thereof: butthe Greeks (knowing 
nothing certainly to be their, own, but all fubjetf: to the Great 
Turk and his fouldiers) omit the fame: yet they tranfport and 
fend into other parts. Wines, Oyl> Copper, Vitriol, fome Gold 
andSilver, Damasks,Velvets,Grograms, See. 

Pliny commends Thrace for fertility, and its Corn for weight and 
fubftance, of which they reap ftore in divers goodly plains 5 but 
it is moftly cold,and inthe dayes of Copronymm the Emperour, 77 ;ra- 
cius Bofphorta (by which Constantinople is feituated, and which com- 
Eceee a prehends

pte hends thirty good Ports in tApa and Europe (though moft on 
Europe fide) was ( with a part of the great Sea) fo frozen, that the 
Ice was twenty five Cubits thick, (with a great quantity of Snow 
thereon) and being incrcafcd 20 Cubits above the face of the Sea, 
men might travail, and Waggons laden, out of Europe into Afia, 
and from Conftantinopley to the entry of Danubiue >• as on dry land) 
whereby it is not (ot it felf) a rich foil, nor of a pleafant Ayre,the 
feeds ripening leiiurcly, and the Vines and Trees yielding more 
leaves then juice and fruit. To leave thcantient Religion of the 
Creeks (when, notwithfianding all their humane wifdome) they in 
a Pagan manner worfhipped an unknown God, in various man¬ 
ners, and under the name of divers gods; the Faith of Chriftwas 
received in fome part thereof (as in The/atonic a) foon after the de- 
partureof Chritt to the Father, and the fpirits Baptifm given,« 
it was in Rome> to which Church Paul wrote alfoan Epiftle; bur 
di generating from the power into the form of Religion; all the 
Greeks became Chriftians in name and profeffion; who with¬ 
drawing themfelves long ago from the Church of Rome, upon 
fome points, as the manner of the adminiftring the Supper, &c. 
(fome of which were mentioned in Mtfcoiy) and not acknowled¬ 
ging theabf )!ute fupremacy of the Romane Bifhops, fet up Patti- 
arcus, that is, chief fathers of their own, whom they acknowled¬ 
ged for their heads, andfpiritual Govcrnours: of which there are 
lour. The Patriarch of Jerufalem over the g reeks of Palefiin of 
Alexandria^ over Arabia and *s£gypt : of Antioch prefiding over Sy 
ria , Armenia , and (filtcia ; of ConfiantinopleyU/hom the Country and 
territory of greece acknowledge, together with Sclavonia , J)m> 
parr of Poland > the Adriatique and iEgean Ifles, as alfo Creety and 
Cyprut , and Rhodes , of whom in Afia. There are many Caloymfli 
Greek Prieis or Monks,difperfed over all Greece , where (for atri- 
bute to the Turk) they are permitted free eXercife of Religion; 
yet not without 1000 indignities from the domineering Turks. 
About 6000 of thele Caloyers inhabitc Mount AthoSy a priviledg 
formerly granted to them of Bafils Order,onely to dwell in;whcre 
are Monatteries and Reliques, vifited from all parts, alfo Aately 
and adorned Tern pies,which Mountain the greeks as much efteera 
as the Latines do Rome . They all do foraething, or exercifc fome 
Mechanick Trade, labouring to maintain the whole family, by 
going out of theMonaftety to work. They wear woollen (bins 
which they make themfelves; being apparelled almoft ;like Her- 
mites. They are fo little given to Learning, that many of them 
can neither write nor read. If any pafleover the Mountain on any 
occafion, they furnifh him with vi&ualls without any money* 
Thcfe the Turks hold in fuch efteem, that they arc very charitable 
towards them. 





A Defcription of ASIA, 

A S I A y which is alfo called (by the Poets) Lydidy by a 
Synechdoche of a part for the whole; according to fome, 
takes its name from the Fcnne after others, from 

Afia the Mother of Prometheus : according to Hippias 
with EuftathiuSy from Afius a certain Noble-man: after others, 
from Afia the fabulous Daughter of the Ocean and Thetys. It is 
the greateft among all the parts of the world known to the An- 
tients, containing from Eaft to Weft, 130 degrees of the great 
Circle, taking its beginning from that Meridian, whofediftance 
from the Fortunate or Canary Iflands is 70 degrees, even to that 
Meridian which is diftant from the Fortunate Illands 200 de¬ 
grees: which 130 degrees being numbred in the 30th Parallel, 
which cuts almoft thorow the midft of Afia y do make above 1 3 °o 
german milcs.lt is the Eaft part of the World, both in refpeft of 
t Africa and Europe ; whence perhaps it is called Natolidy from the 
Greek word which fignifies the Eaft. It is disjoyned 

from Europe by the River Tanaisy and alfo by the Euxine and l&gean 
Sea: but it is disbounded from Africa (not according to feme) 
with the River VJlus: but with the Sinus ArabicttSyOt bofome of 
Arabia, and by a line which is brought out from thence into the 
Mediterranean Sea. It cleaves to Africa by;an lfthmus or a piece 
of land of 18 German miles 5 and is wafhed towards the Weft 
with the Mediterranean Sea, and iscompafled in its other parts 
with the Eoany Scythicky and Indian Ocean. It is alfo divided in- 
Jo the greater and lcfle; thelcfTer is next to Europe ; and by a 
fpecial name called Natoliay and 1 ike wife Turcomaniay becaufe the 
Turks hold it all at this day; whofc Countries arc ydlicUy Pam- 
fbiliaiCaria , hycia , Ionia , (which with Strabo is ftri&ly called Afia, 
fyia* v£oli a y both MyfiaSy Phrygia the leflc, and greater, Bithynia 
an dpontusy Pophlagonia, Cappadocia, Galatidy Lycaonia, Pifidia y and 
Armenia minor ; Greater Afia, is that which is more remote from 
Europe toward the Eaft, whofe chief parts are, 1 . Syria, Palefiina. 
2. Armenia the greater. 3. Chaldea. 4. Arabiay which is tl rec- 
fold,/VtoC4,or the ftony ; Deferta, or the wildernc-flc; and Fozlixy 
or the happy Arabia . 5. Perfia ; and then Tar tan a, Hyrc.nia, 

BaBriaeay Parthia , and laftly , India ; which India is divided into 
the Old a«d New. The bound of Old India in the Eaft, was the 
Country of the Sinans ; and is divided into that which is within 
the River Ganges , or the Weftern: Whofc chief or greareft City 
is Calicut : and into that which is without gangesyOt rhe Eaftern, 
which is extended even to the golden CherfoneJIe or Malaqua. The 
Eaftern part of New Indiay is the Kingdom of Catayo r Cathaia , 
Wnich is called Upper India : but the Southern part is the Coun¬ 
try of the QhinoySy and likcwifc Japonidy with other parts found 
aut by the Portugal, which embrace the Lower India . 
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But Ajia is divided into five Empires; the CMofcozite, part 
whereof is onely therein as aforefaid : the Ottoman or Turkiflij 
the Perfian, the Tartarian , and the Indian . Its Seas are,the Med'u 
terranean,SLT\d the Occan,and its chkiRivcts,Eupbrates,Ganges,in<i 
Indus . The greateft Mountain of Afia, and as it were the father 
of the other Mountains there, is Taurus: which reckoning his ben¬ 
dings and windings, is 62 50 miles long, and 375 broad $ having 
divers names in diverfity of places, as Caucafus, Sarpedon , &c. and 
according to fome, Imaus : yet Imaus may be accounted a fecond 
diftinft Mountain in Afia\ for although it erode Taurus even (as 
it were) with right angles $ yet as Taurus divideth (beginning 
about Caria and Cilicia ) the North of Afia from the South : fo 
Imaus (beginning in the North fhoar) doth the Eaft from the 
Weft: fo making Scythia within Imaus , and Scythia without 
Imaus . tAfia (from the beginning) was the moft excellent part 
of the world : both in regard (as is believed by moft) of the 
Creation of mankind there j andalfo,for ail the matter of hifto- 
ry of the Old and New Teftament there done, except a few hifto- 
ties of the Apoftles: and l'obecauio there the true Church was 
firft gathered 5 becaufe Chrift (whofc light and life is the Saviour 
of Mankind) there preached, dyed, and rofc again. Likewifc 
for that in the fame place, were eftablifhed the Monarchies of the 
AJiyrians, Perfians, Babylonians and CMedcs. And laftly, becaufe in 
Afia was the firft original of all Nations, as alfo of all tongues and 
arts. This indeed was once its dignity and prerogative, but at 
this day it is a fold for Turks, and other blafphcmous and very 
wicked Gentiles. Its head or chief City was once called Troy, 
but now the Cities therein are not fo fair and decked, unlefle tor 
the aftonifhing things related of the City Quinfay ; which may 
be reckoned the greateft in the World, And thus much of Aft* 
in general. 

A NATOLI Ay or Natolia, (called e/f/k the LefTe, in which 
were John's fcven Churches, to \vit,Ephefus , Smyrna , Tbyatirh 
Laodicea, Pergamus, Philadelphia , and Sardis) its firft Country to be 
mentioned is CILICIA, on the South-Eaft 5 whofe chief Ci¬ 
ties are, Nicopalis, built by Alexander the Great, for his vi&oty 
over Darius of Perlia, (its namefignifyinga City of victory) nigh 
the ftraights of %/intitaurus , called Pilot Cilicia 5 wherein with 
30000 he flew 110000 of Darm his men,who were in all 600000, 
Pompeiopohs, built by Pompey after vanquiftung the Pyrats, who 
fpoyled even Italy’s Villages it felf. Alexandria , built alfo by 
Alexander, diRkCt from that in Egypt, therefore named tAleXAit- 
dretta . And Tarfus or Tar/hifb , where Paul was born, and whither 
Jonah would have fled when fent to Nineveh. In the waters alfo 
of this Countries River, Cidmus, was the Empcrour Frederick 
ihc Firft, drowned> when bathing himfelf. 
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P .4MPNILIA , frontier’d on the Eaft by Cilicia, and part of Cap¬ 
padocia , called (faith one) by the Arabians, Zina. A chief 
Town thereof is Perga , in the midft of the Country, where Diana 
\ was worftiipped. Phafelis } */£talia is the greateft and ftrongeft of 
[ its Towns, being Maritime j and is now called Satalia , giving al¬ 
fo her name to the adjoyrting gulph. Nigh the River Surymedon 
herein, Cymon the Athenian Captain overthrew, firft the Sea for¬ 
ces of the Perfians , then their Land-forces, (by attiring his men in 
the Perfians habit, Hewed in their taken (hips, and waving their 
I colours) in one day. 

L rcl A, watered with the River Xanthus , (whence they 
thereabout were called Xtnth't ) bordercth on the Wc ft of 
Pumphilu ; afterwards called Lycii, from Pandion % fon, Lycus, 
whofe chief Town now is Patras : alfo Phafelis, formerly as much 
enriched and haunted by Pyrats, as Algiers is now. Before the 
Romans conquered this Province, they were governed by 23 men 
chofenoucoi their 2 3 Cities. 

C ARIA (denominated from Cara its King, who invented 
Augury or divination by birds flying) is on the Weft of Ly- 
tii •, whofe chief Cities are tjttindum, which though but final!, 
had wide gates. Haltcatnafsus , where Dtonypus (who wrote Rome*s 
finl300 years hiftoty) was born: alfo Magnefia, wh ch X-rxeS 
aff.giied to Themiflocles , (when banifhed) to whom he fled for en¬ 
tertainment: for joy of whom, Xerxes crycd out oft-times in his 
Hep, Habeo Themiftoclcm Athenienfern , / have Themiftoclcs the 
A be,dan on my fide. All which Countries are now cal led Carama - 
hta, trom one Caramon , Aladine* s Captain, the ZeUuccian . Now 
a Sanzackjhip of the Oguzian Turk. 

I ONIA (which hath been taken for Afia Propria, alone, al¬ 
though that include likewife, Carta, Lydia, i&olia, and both 
'Phrygia's, and of which Afia, A&s 19.10, 27. muft beunderftood) 
lyeth on the North of Carta-, in which, feven Cities ( whereof 
Smyrna was one) ftrove for the birth-place of Homer . Ephefus 
(Handing by the Sea-Coaft, and faid to be now called Figena or 
Fiena) is alfo a principall City hereof, to whofe Gofpel-Church, - 
Paul wrote a lively Epiftle: it’s accounted alfo John the Evange- 
lift’s buriall place 5 wherein alfo was Diana's Temple, which 
being contrived by Ctefiphoa, and 200 years in building, was for 
its largencfle, furniture, and workmanfhip numbred among the 
Seven Wonders of the World, and was fee on fire by Sroflratus, 
(the night that Alexander was born, after 6 times firing before) 
who did it to make himfelf famous by doing evil, fince he could 
not by good. Thefe lonians rebelling againft Darius Hyftafpis, 
having before been fubdued by Harpagus, Cyrus his Lievtenant,and 
the Athenians a flirting them therein, chiefly moved Darius to in- 
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vadc Greece. Little Dons borders on its South-fide* whofe chief 
Towns are CmiHs and Ceraunus . Ionia is now called Sarachanj from 
one of tyiLu!inc[ s fucceflours, of that name. 


L YDIA (which was alfo called Meonia) took its name either 
from Lydus a Nobleman, or from Lud, who was Sems fon, 
and bordcrcth on the North-Eaftof Ionia, wherein (land the Ci¬ 
ties of Sardis , (which being ruined by an Earthquake, was re¬ 
built by Tiber iu$)iPergamus s where parchment called Pergamenum i, 
was in vented 5 where alfo (jalen was born, who lived in health 
140 years. Laodicea, Thyatira, and ‘Philadelphia j of which Sardis 
was the ftrongeft. It was a Kingdom before Rome's building, 
whofe laft King was Cr<jefus> one of the richeft of old * who after 
fubduing Doris and p^£oUs, was with his Kingdom fubdued by 
Cyrus . But the Lydians rebelling afterwards* he fubduing them, 
difpoyled them of all inftruments of war, training that powerful! 
N a don in all loofc and effe minate living. £n this Country runs 
the River (Jtfxander with his winding banks. They are faid to be 
the firft coyners of money* and inventers of dice, ball* and Chefs, 
&c. to beguile hunger (for 2 2 years) every fecond day * Till 
they being more fruitful than the foyl, fent a Colony under 7 y. 
7hems into Italy, which their plantation is called,not now Tyrrhe¬ 
nian but Tufcanie . 

Jf? 0LIS ( Sout ^ 1 fr° m L )& a * *nd lying on the *£■gean Coaft, 
whofe people together with the Dorians and Ioniam of tA[u> 
were of old onely accounted Greeks 2 the other Apans,Barbarian) 
hath three Maridne Towns * M)rina,and Cuma^now called Qjirii 
and Focea, now named Fogtia reccbia , that is* the old leaf. 

N igh unto o£olis y are the high and low MYSIA ; whofe chief 
City was of old called Lampfaca , in which ‘Priapus a god 
was worfhipped in a beaftly manner and form. Cyzicus alfo was 
another City therein. The River Granica , called alfo Lafcara , is 
in this Country where Alexander vanquifhed Darius bis Lievte- 
nants. There was alfo formerly the Town of Adramittium an 
Athenian Colonie, now named Landermitti . This people are faid 
to be fo bafe of condition, that one of no worth was called My[io* 
rum poftremus, or the worft of Mypans. 

P H RYGIA minor or the Idle (called Phrygia from Phryxus , who 
fleeing from his Mother I no Queen of Thebes her treacheries, 
leated himfelf here * and now called, they fay, Sarcum) Jyeth on the 
North Eaftof IEolia\ whofe chief City was Troy, (called Ilium) 
fo named from Tros the third King thereof * but it was built by 
Dardanus , (who fled into this Country out of Corinth , having hil¬ 
led his brother Jufeus) and called Dardania , in the year of the 
World 2487 5 for in the once-famoufnefle of this people, many 
ormdt Nations would from them draw their original. There 
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are yet (as Ionic lay) the admirable ruines of great and old Troy to 
be iecn: whofe length may bedifcerned(by the walls foundations 
yet extant) to have been about 20 Italian miles in length, reckon¬ 
ed 15 of Englifti, yec but two miles in breadth,lying along the 
Sca-lide between the three Papes of Mount Ida y (here feituated, 
and now called (jargtra) and the fartheftend, Eaftward, of the 
River Stmois$ whofe delightful and fruitful plain* abounding in 
Corn, fruits, and delicate wines, may be called the garden of Na- 
tolia : the Inhabitants of whofe 5 Scattered Villages, are moft 
Greeks, the other Jews and Turks. Priamus the 6 tl\ King thereof, 
giving leave to his fon Paris to ravifh Helena Wife of l Menelaus 
King of Sparta , made the Greeks renew a former quarrel, who 
alter ten years fiege, pofkfkd the Town, and burned it with fire* 
having loll in that time the bed part of a million of cr.cn; and the 
frojifiS even (as is reported) an incredible multitude more. Some 
p';kc me City Adramittium , mentioned in Acts 17. 2. and alfo* 
Pe,ga"i* or Pergamw, in Phrygia the kffe ; the one whereof we have 
pUi.d m My ft a , the other in Lydia . This Province (with <^c- 
/jj, 2nd a part of Lydia) are named Caraupa from Carafus , one of 
Jlah/Js (haters 5 and have a long time been fubjefted to the Ot¬ 
toman Turk. 

P HRYGIA Major, erthe Greater, lyech on the Eaftof Phrygia 
tarry whole City Appamta, called formerly SibotiSy was the 
greatelk of the Country. Midaia, or M;d&ium, the feat of King 
Midas the fon of Gordius , whofe feat was the City Gordion : he 
being of a Plow-man chofen King of this kingdom. Alfo the 
City Colojs'e was hcre r to whofe Coloffians Paul wrote an Epiftlc. 
Pfptt, where Cibele their goddefle was worthipped, and thence 
called *D:a Pepnuntia . Pfamneticus king of Egypt gave verd i<ft of 
this peoples greateft antiquity* by (hutting up two children , who 
were luckled by Goats, and all humane company forbidden them: 
w o learned onely the word Bee of the Goats cry * which in the 
Phrygians language fignifyeth bread, and nothing at all in any 
other tongue. This with the other part of Lydia was called Aidi¬ 
ng from Aidin , another of Aladine* s fucccflours. The River San- 
runs near the City M)[aia> and in Bythinia . 

B YT H I NI A (nigh whofe River Granvicas, Alexander ob¬ 
tained his firft vi&ory over the Perfians, flaying 20000) is 
I 011 me North fide of Phrygia , and bounded on the Weft by the 
rcoutii of Pontus * whofe famous Towns were Nicomedia , founded 
by Nicomedes King hereof, an ancient Town pleafantly (cared on 
a little hill, wuh many fprings of water, (chough it be ruined) 
where many Turks and Greeks inhabit. Chalcedony where was 
the 4m General Councei againft Neporiw his hereiie. Nice, now 
ceiled Nichia, or as others Ifnich, where was held the firft General 
Councei in 314 againft the Arrians \ as alfo another by Irene the 
Etiprcftl-, wherein the lawfuliuflc of worihipping Images was 
Fffff eftaidifhed 3 
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eftablifhtd: and (as was thought) by fubftantiall Arguments. 
Prufa, new Burff, a great City near Mount Olympus , a long time 
the feat of the Othoman Kings, till Oil dome t the Firft removed 
it to Hadrianople in 7 hr ace . Herein alfo is Mount Stella $ both 
where Pompey the Roman General overthrew Mithridates *, and 
alfo where Tamerlain the Tartar vanquished Bajazet the Turk, 
who being taken, after two years dole confinement, ended his 
dayes by breaking out his brains againft an iron Cage, wherein 
he was enclofcd. 

P ONT US (on whofe South-Eaft Bythinia is feituate) and 
which (being divided from Bythinia by the River Sangar) was 
adiftintt Province from it: but they being afterwards reduced 
into one, are now called Burp a* as one faith $ or BechfangUll, as 
another. Its principal Towns are Tomos, whither Ovid was ba- 
niihed by Augupus c*[ar , of which (whatever was the true) the 
caule pretended was hit* lafeivious books, of the Art of Loving. 
CUudiopolis Shziopolis, and Pithim, wlicie John Cbryfoflome remain! 
ed,when he was bamfhed. The King of this Country was Mithri. 
elates who being once a friend,and Aliie of the Roman Common- 
wealth , (in hope of the Monarchy nf Afta) wrought (by a plot) 
t .edcat iof 150000 Roman Souldi rs, (tattered thorow Aaofr 
hay in a night: difpoflL fling two or three Neighbour-Princes of 
theireftatts, for their fanhtulnefle rothe Romans: and ftirring 
up the Greeks with all the lflands, (out Rhodes) to rebel!. Sothu 
after 40 years much (baking their eftate, he was with much ado 
conquered. But when his fon Phamaces rebelled againft him,he 
killed himfelf, having firft (as is reported) attempted to poyfon 
himfelf, which he could not do, for the Ele<ftuary called MM* 
date, which he invented, and long ufed. Tne River Parthus wa- 
tcreth this Country* 

N Extis T> AP H LACJONI A, fon theEaft of Po»tus:*nl 
which fmall Country heretofore contained four different Na¬ 
tions ; one of whom never warred, but they certified their enemy 
firft of the time and place of fight) whofe chief City is Pompeio • 
polis, as being built by Pompey. Sinope is alfo there noted for (lore 
of Brafle,Lead, &c. Likewife Citros, built by Citorus the fon of 
Phryxus . It is called Paphlagonia y irosn Paphlugo , the fon of Ph'rnu 
and in whole bowels runs the River Parthenius . 

G ALATIA or Gadogrtctay ( wherein in Paul's time was a ga¬ 
thered Churchy) is b unded with Papolagoniaon the North, 
and wasfo called from the (faults, who came either under Bren- 
mxy tbieeof whole Towns are remarkable for famewhat: Ancyn, 
for a Synod there holden ; and now for making Chamlets, and is 
C'ded Angowi. T avium, in which Jupiter s Trrnple was a privi¬ 
leged Sanctuary. And Pijius, a place of great Traflique. This 
valorous people were by degrees weakened by Afian pieafurcs; 
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who (asoneobferveth) were f« far from aflailing the Romans in 
the Capitol, that they loft their own Country to Manlius a Roman 
Generals ‘Deiotarus being theic King. 

L e ucosr Rl A, or CAPPADOCIA, ftandson the 
Eaft fide of Galatia ; about the banks of whofe River Ther- 
mdorty dwelt the Amazons, Women of Scythia, who came from 
thence hither with their Husbands, in Sefofiris his time, King of 
But aen being treacheroufly murdered by the inha¬ 
bitants, called Tkemifcyrii, whom they held a ftrift hand over: 
ihey (through defperatenefle ) both overthrew the Conqucroiirs, 
tod greatly enlarged their dominions s and going to men their 
neighbours thrice a year: they feat the Males to their Fathers, 
keeping and trayning up the Females in warlike Difcipline £ 
whofe right breafts (it is faid ) they cut off, that they might not be 
hindred in fighting. Six Cities are here of notes Amafia, whi¬ 
ther the Turkifh Emperours fend their eldeft fens (after Circuits - 
cifion) till their death. Mazaca or Vjo-cdtfarea, where Bsfl the 
Author of Monafticall lives lived; Nazianzum, where Gregory 
Nazienzen was Biftiop s Erzyrum on great Armenia's confines, and 
fo the Turks randevour in their *Ptrftan expedition, when Conftan- 
tinopie was poflefted by the Lnines, which Mahomet the great 
took from David, the laft Emperour in 14*1. SeSafiia, where 
Tamerlane is faid to have buried 12400 alive. Trapezond the 
fomnens Imperial feat. 

L TCAONIA is bounded on the North with Cappadocia 
whofe moft eminent Cities arc Iconikm, where the Selzuccian 
Altdine Kings formerly kept their Court; Derbe mentioned in thd 
Ads, together with Lyftra ; by whofe inhabitants, Paul and Barna- 
bd curing a Criple, were admired as gods; This Province is 
watered with the River Lycus * and in whofe Southpart is the Hill 
Chimera i on whofe top, Lions roaring; in whofe middle, Goats 
grazing-and in whofe lower part, Serpents lurking; Poets have 
feigned it to be a Mdnftcr; 

P lSIDIA hath Lycaneia onthO Wteft. Its Cities are Lj- 
[amit, and Antiochia , called in the ASts, Antiochia of Pifidia . 
Xenophon, the Greek Hiftorian aiding Cyrua in war (againft his bro¬ 
ther Artaxerxes Memnon, with 12000 Grecians) who was by him 
•vercome and (lain; Xenophon retired home, the bed of them be¬ 
ing loft 5 yet by this example, he animated the Spartans, and af¬ 
terwards the c Macedonians to attempt Terfids ConqUeft. 

A R ME Nl A Minor, or the lefle, (to which Pifidia is joyned 
Weft ward, and whofe Eaftcrn bounds is the River Euphra¬ 
tes) is thought to be the land of the Mountains of Ararat, where 
the Ark refted ; the territory of whofe chief Town Matexond 
abounds in Wine and Oyl; and which Ptovince long remained 
Fffff 2 under 
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under the Romans, they having forced Antiockus the Great out of 
Afia by Scipio, and pofl'effrd the lame: But the Turks at length 
wrefted it (as they did all lefl'er Aft a) by degrees from the Gw* 
Empire. 

A S for ASIA- Major, or the greater Syria therein, which 
hath on the End Euphrates, is firft to be briefly furveyed* 
which fomc divide into five Provinces ; Paleftina,Phoenicia, f'oelofj. 
ria, Suria , and Camogena, We will contein under it onely three, 
(to wit) Phoenicia, Coelofyria, and Syra, Phoenicia ; fpcaking of pde. 
jiina as a diftind Countrey. In Syria is Mount Libanwy io famous 
f ;>r Cedars. But by one that travelled to the place where the Ce- 
dars formerly grew, there was but 24 to be feen, and feventecu 
more nine miles Weft ward, on the Mountain. Phoenicia (which 
lyeth all upon the Sea, South towards Judaea) her chief Towns 
were Tyre, now called Sait , an Ifland indeed; but fo near the main 
land, tnat Alexander filled up the Sca paftagc with earth when he 
beficged the Town; at laft taking it, though with extraordinary 
expence of men. Money, and toil: it was once famous for her 
Purples and Merchandife 5 whofe Kingdome was very ancient, 
and of long continuance; difperfing alfo many Colonies over the 
World; and whofe two Kings of moft note,were, Hiram y Solomons 
drift confederate, and Pigpaleon, Dido's brother, who built [a. 
tbage . Sidon, now Sur, in £ manner, cquall in beauty and powet 
to Tyre 3 and both fo noted for dying of Purple, that the Poets fome- 
times call it Tyrien, fometiraes Sydonien. It is now governed by 
an Emir or Prince of the Drufians ; the off-fpring of the Chriftiaw 
under Godfrey of Bullein, who though they have (as it were) forgot 
their Religion, do ftill maintain their freedome againft the Turks, 
Ptolemais or oAcon, or Acre : a place almoft invincible, when belie- 
ged by fo many Chriftian Princes, in the time of the holy War,fo 
called: two of whom were Richard the firft, and Edward the firftj 
Kings of England. Joppa, whence Peter was fen t for, by Cornelius: 
which ftill retaineth its name, of which Cities, (faith one) fcarcc 
any remainders are to be feen at this day, more than of Joppa and 
<Acre. Sarepta alfo was here, whofe Widows Ion Eh ah raifed 
from the dead, having been fuftained by her in famine; the low¬ 
er part of which Country was Afhers feat 5 it abounding with 
Wheat,Oyi, Honey, and Balm. 

C O E LOST Rl A y (which, fome fay, is properly the Coun¬ 
tries between Libanon y and Anti-Lib anon, whence fprings 
the River Orontes , now called Farfara) Its head or chief City is 
Damaf:m ; which being fo pleafantly and fruitfully feiruated; 
Mahomet would not enter therein, left being carried away with its 
pleafures, he (houId forget the bufineife whereabout he was fent. 
Abraham's fervants founded it, and Paul was convinced nigh it, 
and converted and comforted in it. Benhadad, &c. were Kings of 
this Syria 5 alfo the City Hieropolu was herein,whcre was the Hea- 
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theniih Temple of the Syrian Goddcflc? whofe Pricfts ufed jug- 
ling tricks to ueccive the people. 

S TROPHE O NIC i A, is the third of Syria, whofe Metropolis 
jfall5jf«4, was Antioch, where the converted Gentiles were 
tint called Chriftians; which name and profeflion, the Heathen 
foliated; that in fourty years time, there being a great number 
of that name, they were afflifted with ten pcrfecutions; which 
were fo crueil, that (except on jan. the firft) there were fome 
thoulands pu. to death every day: But Confantine the grear, (not 
oncly favouring them,but becomming of the fame profeflion) put 
an end to all thefe perfecutipns. Antioch is now rather a heap of 
mines than any thing elfc. Aleppo , fo called from abundance of 
milk thereabouts, a place now of wonderful 1 traffique from all 
parts; in the Scripture it is called Aram Sobab, Tripohs , fo 
called for that it was thrice built, (ftanding a mild from the Sea- 
fide,ncar the foot of Mount Lib anus) and removed into three fun- 
dry places. The Town and Province of Palmyra , was likewife in 
Syna ,the which Zenobia a worthy Woman governed: who fway- 
ingthofeEaftcrn parts, and ftanding in oppofition with Gallien 
for the Empire 5 Aurelian the Empcrour taking her, led her tri¬ 
umphantly through Rome, and that in fuch pomp, as never was 
(in triumphs) greater to be feen. The Syrians were called *Ara- 
witrj; whofe King Tigranes, by Eleftion, ( Seleucus his ftock fail¬ 
ing through civill wars ) joyning with Mithridates againft the Ro - 
mans, was vanquifhed by Lucullusy M 100000 being faid to be 
flain ,but with the Ioffe of five Romans, and an hundred wounded. 
Then again,by the fame Lucullus\ and at length, yielded to Pompey , 
leaving all Syria to the Romans , and contenting himfelf with At~ 

\ nthia, and Media onely. But it was wrenched by the Saracens our 
| of the Romans hands. 

P ale ST i N A, which lyeth between the Mediterranean 
Sea on the Weft, and Arabia on the South, and being feitua- 

| ted between the thirdand fourth climates; its longeft day is four- 
teen hours and a quarter) is divided into two parts by the River 

Jordan, which rifethat Mount Libanm foot, from two fountains 
called Jor, and Dan . Where,of the Ifraelites , Reuben, and bait of 
Man&feh dwelt beyond it, the other on this fide thereof; which 
latter part is fubdivided into Judea* properly fo called, Samaria, 
and q Mlee y and Idumea ; for when the men of Judah returned 
from captivity out of Babylon, then began they firlt to be called 
Jf»s (even as the new commers out of AJfyria, at the Ifraelites firlt 
tranfportation, were called Samaritanes Irom Samaria the chief (41- 
ty) and then this Country was firft divided into the four Provin¬ 
ces abovefa id. It hath had divers names, as from Cham s 

fon fo called ; the promifed land from Gods promife to Abraham. ; 
of Jfrael, from Jacob furnamed Ifraet for his faith. Judea, {torn the 
Jeus, or Tribe of Judah , the chief of the twelve 5 and Palefltne from 
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the Philiflines a powerful N ation therein ; aod fince Chrift ichath 
been called the Holy Land. Here are two Lakes by which Jordan 
f a (Tech, of Galilee the Lefle,and of Tiberias or (Jeuezaretb the Grea. 
ter * alfo the dead Sea (into which Jordan falls at lad) called by 
the Greeks the Lake of %Afphaltites, and the dead Sea, becaufe no 
living creature can endure its bituminous or flimy favour ; nigh 
which once flood Sodom and Gomorrah 5 where (as fome have 
written) a Treegroweth with Apples very fairto behold $ but be¬ 
ing touched, they moulder to nothing. 

T O begin with C .4 LI LEE, for that it is the very hjorth 
part of Paleftine, it is divided into the upper and lower. In 
the upper were the two Tribes ©f Afber and Naptbali (with a part 
of Dan) feared, four of Ajbers chief Cities were mentioned in lb >*. 
nicia ; another was Aphek, by whole Wall falling* were 170000! 
Benhadads men (fain 5 when as Aj hah had (lain (in battel ) 1000c* 
of them before ; alfo Gifcala. The Cities of note in Napt halt , were 
Capernaum by the Sea of Galilee y which (Chrift faid) though lifted 
up to Heaven* fhould be brought down to Hell. Cinneretb, then 
Genefareth, whofe Lake was fo called. Jabin, at which J ofbua met 
twenty four Kings in battel. Lefhem being underftood of Lai/h} 
which the Danites took, Jofb. 19.47. proves that a part of Dan 
were here feaced alfo. This was called Galilee of the Gentiles , ei¬ 
ther as being the neareft to the gentiles of Palejlina 3 or becaufe Solo, 
mon gave it to King Hiram . The Lower, which beginning at the 
Sea of Tiberiades , is but twelve miles long, and five broad* in 
whofe center* Nazareth (from which City Chrift was called Je[» 
of Nazareth, and where Mary was faluted by the Angcll) almoft 
ftaiideth 5 from the fcveral miraculous removes and tranfpomri- 
ons of which Chamber of Mary there * is begun that dcccitfull im- 
pefturc of the Lady of Loretto ; over which they would have to 
be believed, Paul thefecond built a moft (lately Temple; Here 
was alfo, Cana, Bethfaida, Tiberias, Gaba, fince Hippo pelts , from Ht- 
rods Garrifonning horfe therein : Snhadda, nigh which Saul (lew 
himfeif ; Daberoth, in the Valley of Ifruel , famous for many bat¬ 
tels fought inlit ; which twolailCities were in l/aehars Tribe, 
the reft were in Zabulon, both which poflefled this Country, in 
which alfo was Mount Tabor , where Chrift was transfigured, 
and the brook or River Chifon ; Julian the Apoflate called Chrift 
a Galilean in contempt* becaufe of his much converfine in this 
Lower Galilee . 

S AMARIA (taken here for the Province of Samaria, lying be 
tween Galilee and J udea, not for all the ten Tribes) contained 
Ephraim, (Jad, Reulen&nd the Tribe of Manafleh, one half whereof 
was feituarc beyond Jordan,** was faid*the other on the Mediter¬ 
ranean Seajchief Cities of which latter;were Bethfan , on whole 
wallsjSdtfi's dead body was hung 5 and which(being long after re¬ 
built by the Scythians) was named Scythopolis ; Oefarea , ^aUflina, 
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ZJ ot c Straton • Herod repairing it and calling it by C*fars name, 
wher c Herod Aprippa was for his rhetoricall pride,eaten of worms; 
and where Paul made defence againft the Oratour Tertullus. Jez - 
l w here Njiloih was (toned. Thebes, from whofe wall, Abimc- 
UVvho nigh the City Epbra> had before (lain feventy of his 
brethren) was mortally wounded with a (lone. Here flood alfo 
indor, where Saul asked counfelof a Witch in his diftrefle. 

The Metropolis of Ephraim was called Samaria ,a (lately City. It 
ftood on a Hi 11 * built by Omri King of Ifrael, and denominated 
from Shemer , of whom the Hill was bought. It being afterward 
razed, was repaired by Herod, and called Sebafie from SebaJlos,thQ 
Greeks word for Auguftw . Bethel was another of its Cities, which 
fionifying the houfe of God, was by J eroboams Calves there crc&cd 
and the Idolatry there committed, called by the Prophet Bethaven , 
that is, the houfe of vanity. Sicheni, nigh which J ados Maccabam 
overt rew Lyfias. Lydda , fincc Diofpolis ; where George for En- 
eliad was fa id to be beheaded. Here was alfo Ramatha , j ofepb of 
Arimatbea's C icy : and Shiloh, or Silo, (on a hill) where the Ark 
was, till taken by the ibiliftines. gad, beyond Jordan, concerned 
| the chief Towns, Gadara, and gergefa, two diftir<£t neighbouring 
I Cuies; but both one in defiring Chrift to depart their coafts; 

I ailo Ramoth Giliadfai&W to wicked and wilful Ahab, feeking to re¬ 
cover it from the Syrians. Here ftood alfo Succotb, and Gabofh Gi - 
hd, where Saul and his fons were buried, and Rabba , where Uriah 
was thin; likewife Bethardm, which Herod rebuilding alfo, cal¬ 
led Julia in honour of Augufltu Wife, now of the Julian family. 

Ii the other half of Manafleh ; (which Countrey was called Ba¬ 
lm, Og the Gyant being its lad King) and alfo part of that coun- 
trev called Decapolis (divers times mentioned in Matthew, Mark , 

&c. from its ten chief Cities) fome of whofe principal Towns 
were Edrey, Ogs fear, A’htaroth, where the Goddcfle Atytarotb was 
worftupped in form of a fheep; and Hus, or Jobs birth-place.

(alur the ten Tribes carried away) Afyrians fent thither by Salma - 
who being deceitful!, were deadly enemies to the Jews in 
ditkrefie, but in their reft and profpcrity,they would be their Cou- 
(ir.s 5 lo that they were for their mungrel Religion, notoncly ac¬ 
counted Schifmatiqucs, but alfo reprobates, with whom the 
Jews converged not; and accounted the word Samaritane among 
the word they could give to Chrift. 
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J UDEA contained the Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, and is 
now accounted as large as them : all the remarkable Cities of 
which two great Tribes, to fpcakof particularly, would be too 
tedious. In Judah was Jethir ; near which,King Afs (by his God’s 
help) overthrew Zerah King (not of the o£thtopiar.s beyond Egypt, 
but) of the Arabians nearer home, having roooooo men. Hebron, 
a very ancient Seat of the fons of Anak 5 which Anak (the word 
fignifying a chain for ornament) it appears, wore fuch a chain* 
the Gyant being enriched with hisenemie’s fpoyls. Near this 
Town was alfo the Plain of Mamre \ whither the Angels came to 
Abraham : here alfo was David anointed King by the Tribes 5 and 
kept hh Regal Seat before the taking of Jebus, afterwards called 
Jerufalcm. Tekoa, where the Prophet Amos dwelt 5 in whofe wit. 
dernefle, the Lord deftroyed the Moabites, Ammonites, and men 
of Mount-Seir, in Jehofophat's time, by fetting the two former 
againft the latter.* and then againft each other. Beiblem-JudA 
(tor there was another Bethlem in Zabulori) where Chrift was bom*, 
and the Infants fuffered by Herod • amongft whom, Herod** own 
fon, at nurfe, being (lain, Augujlus C*far laid, He had rather be 
Heroai* hogg, than his (on. Emaus , (afterwards Nicopotis) where 
Chrift made himfelf known totwodifciples 5 when their hearts 
had burned within them, as they travelled reafoning with him. 
Herein likewife, are the hills of Engedi, at whofe feet were Gar- 
dens of Balfamum or Opohlfamum : for whofe Trees, Cleopatra fend- 
ing to Herod to plant them in Egypt, he, as not daring to refufe, 
pluckt them up and fent them, "in a Cave of thefc hills alfo©*- 
zid cutting off the lap of Saul's garment, his heart (by God*i wit* 
nefle in his conference) fmote him for if. 

Benjamin's Cities were qilgal, where Jofhua, after Mufes' sdeath 
performed feveral a&sas preparatories to his fuccefie and con* 
queftof Canaan ; as, circucncifing the people, keeping the Paffe- 
overs pitching 12 (tones near it s a memorial of dividing Jordan 
to give them paflage j eating of the fruits of the land 5 and where 
Agag was hewen in pieces by Samuel . Strong At, where the If- 
raelitcs (purging the Camp of Achan the thief) feized the City 
by a ftratagem, having been full difeomfited- Mifpeh, even in 
the raidft of the Land and peoples common aflcmbling place, was 
with Gilgaly made the JuJgment-Seat, whither Samuel went year¬ 
ly for that purpofe.

fouuded by Solomon : (a) Jifepbm affirmeth this out of the Annals 
or yearly Chronicles of the Tyrians. That time happens on <?/- 
intis Lievtenantihip, and the year before Chrift, 1247, before fheyear of 
thedcftru&ion of Troy almoft the (eventieth year. But Antiquity thejui. <c*. 
hath blotted out the remembrance of the former Kings of Tyre * 
neither of any of them is there an ancienter than Abibal , and his 
fon Hiram 5 who lived in David* s, and Solomon's time: and being 
ioyned in league and friendship with them both,he alfo plentifully Hiking of 
lapplyed this Utter with matter and cunning Work-men to build Ty«.

Im or the Suropontides, founded theCommon-wealth of the (d) La- ( d) pluurch. 
c edemnians in Greece with tnoft wholefomc Laws, whofe brother 
MydeBtu the King being dead, when his Wife would agree with 
him in marriage, through the death of a fon which (he carried in 
her womb, the Iuft of the woman being wifely (hifted off,or m°ck- 
cd,hc ordained the young Prince as yet an Infant, to be placed 
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from his birth in the Kingly Throne: and refigning a him Ac 
vajJSd* kingdom, heaftervrard purelyadminiftred the Common-wealth 
uK04*5? in the place of a Guardian, chanlaus (that was the name of Ac 
o^vnj . Child) being ripe of age, that he might purge away the envy «f 
anaffe&ed dominion, going afar off, he brought back a frame 
of Laws and civil dtfciplinc, compofed from the cuftwneof 
divers forts of people, into his. Countrcy. Firft of all, he divided 
equally the ground of Sparta amongft them all: he utterly took 
away the ulc of gold and filver,asthe caufeof ftrifes and all wick, 
edneiles, weighty pieces of Iron-money being brought in. Aqd 
left riot fhould givean occafion of getting wealth, be both forbad 
alltofcaft publickly, and alio to accuftome themfelves with 
thrifty and hard fare. Agreat {edition arifing, brought almoft 
death on him, giving in charge thefe and other ftatute&tohisGi.

Afterwards the Medes fell off from them, who when they had lived 
very long without laws and Government, at laft King Deioces was 
chiefoverthem; in whofe prudence of declaring right, or civil! 
Law, they were made skilful. By this king,was the Town of£c- 
hiSm built* 

Sixty and two years after the beginning of the Medes , Amaiiah 
reigning in the Tribe of Iudahy but leroboam of Jfrael ; the king- 
domeof the (a) Macedonians was founded by Caranus a Grecian the ] 
brother of Pbidon, (b) him who firft is faid to have found out mea !

T Here is made frequent mention in (acred books , of the Af 
fyrian Kings; even after that time, wherein Sardanapalus being 
dead, itismanif eft that Empire, firft begun by Belas or Ntw, 
had an end. For it is agreed amongft all, that that happened in 
that year, wherein the foundations of the royall government of 
the iMedcS were laid, the which indeed we have (hewn above in 
the 4th chapter, to have happened an hundred years, before the 
fir ft Olympiade, that is, three hundred andfeventeen years before 
the beginning of Cyrus, But long after that time, other Princes 
of the %A/yriansate reckoned up. So «Azariab reigning after 

. his nine and thirtieth year ; Phul King of the Ajjyrians is bid 

... Kincs t0 have ( b ) vexed thc *f**Ktes m Which year is numbred feven 
ch. 15. 19. hundred feventy one years before Chrift, and is the hundreth and 

hath year from the death of Sardanapalus > and the deftru&ion of 
tyneveh. 

That I may not ftay thee longer; I think that after that dd 
jul.Ck.34* 3 . Empire Qf the Afiyrians put our, or palled over to the iMedes, the 
iftfr<fcs,wa*ing old by little and little, and their ftrength being 
weakned through (loath and calmnefle, fome fell off from them: 
firft the A/yrians> and then the Babylonians . For becaufe the 
Medes kept not the fame courfe of fortune from Arbaces to DmttS^ 
from that, it is very likely, that Herodotus faith, the c Medes in 
chat mean fpace were free, and to have lived without a King; 
Wherefore Nineveh being overthrown, and the former Afljrit* 
Kings being taken away, there were afterwards new Kings, who 
reftored that City, and bare a large rule, untill they wen 
overcome, in war by the Babylonian Kings. The names 
of thefe, and what Kings were reigning in Judea , which 
indeed are mentioned in Scripture, I will writedown. 
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A ^(egifter of the Aflyrian Kings. 
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Thefe are the Kings of the AfiyrianSy of which the Scripture 
hath made mention: the which at the beginning it appears to 
hftfoconqueted Babylon * out of the (a) facrcdHiftory of the Kings. 
WhctcJalmanafsar is faid to have fent inhabitants out of Babylon 
todother countries into Samaria. But it is gathered out of the 
(b) tune book that they reigned over the Modes. 

{c) Sslmanafsar invaded the Kingdome of Ifaaely and 1 fent- away 
ihtlfraelitesy in which- name all, or almoft the ten Tribes were 
cooteined, into Media and Babylon, and other Eaftern Provinces 
fortfaem; he fpread Inhabitants out of divers nations into their 
emptyTeats; to whom wbcm Lions were ttoublefome, the King 
tfAfsyrians fendeth untothenkoneof thc Captive Pricfts of the 
}m 3 by whomthey being perfediy taught the worfhip of die 
Helms God, they embraced every one thefe feme together with 
the profane fuperftitions of their_owh countrey. Hence the fil¬ 
thy dirt of the Samaritaneg took beginning, and was increafed for a 
longtime.

men. He enlarged the City it felf. At length, the kingdom being 

governed for 44 years with the greateft praife, by the accurfcd 

parricide of his ion in law Tarquinius and his daughter, his life 

was taken from him. 

In the fourth year of the 61 Olympiad, as Dionyfnu (heweth, 
before Chrift 533, the feventhand la ft reigned Tarquinius, by 
firname, the 'Proud, whom moft Of the old Romans , and thofe Livie 
hath followed, have affirmed to be the fon of Prifcus. Dionypus Dion y r. 4 ; 
makes us believe he was his Nephew. This man governed the P il1 - Li ™* 
kingdom gotten by wickednefs, no better than he had fought it. * 
Heiffaulced the Senators and Nobles with {laughters and robbe¬ 
ries. He made the Temple in Albanum commune to his Compa¬ 
nions the Latines , and framed thcLatine holy-dayes. He built 
the Temple of Jupiter Capitolinus, begun by his Grandfather, from 
fpoylstaken in War. At length, for a ravifhment brought on a 
moft Noble woman Lucretia , by Aruntes his fon, he being abfenr, 
while he befieged Ardea,by the agreement of the People his high- 
eft dignity was taken away, and with him the name of King was 
taken away out of the City, the year of the City’s building going 
out, 244.

At length Ariflodemus , the fafety of his 
Countrey being defpaired of, becaufe the Spartans did opprefle 
Ithome with a moft ftraight fiege , he (tabbed himfelf at his daugh* 
ters grave, after he had reigned fix years, and a greater pan of 
the feventh.^ But in the firft year of the 14 Olympiad going out, 
of the Jul. Circ. 3991* the twentieth after the Mefsentan War 
was begun, Ithome was forfaken by the Meflenians , and over¬ 
thrown by the Lacedemonians. Thus an end is put to the former 
War, After this fome of the Mefsenians , Alcimadas being their 
Captain, through Shipwrack, travel to Rhegium , which is a Town 
of Italy. 

After 38 years from thence, this is the 4th year of the twenty 
third Olympiad, of Jul. Cir. 4029. Tlefias being chief Governor 
of Athens , as Paufanias faith, through the encouragement of 
t/iriftomenes, a man endued with Heroick valour, the Mefleniffl 
renew the War againft the Lacedemonians $ in which Warr the 
Lacedemonians defire a Captain from the Athenians , by the Oracle. 
Thefe ordain for them Tyrutus the Poet, a Schoolmafter, who be¬ 
ing Commander,at the firft they are overcome; afterwards they 
are made the fuperiours rather by deceit, than virtue.

H Erodo 1 .us (b) in the firft book of the Medes, writeth. That <b) Herod. 

Phaortes the Father of Cyaxar , reigning, the Empire was in- b l - ch * 
created and enlarged ; and that by him the Perfians and people of 
Afn were by War tamed and fubdued. Who when he aflaulted 
tbe tAfsyrians, and befieged Ninm, he there periftied with the grea¬ 
ter part of his Army. Cyaxar the fon of Phaortes,that he mighj re¬ 
venge his Father, he alfo undertook a War againft the AfSyrians : 

The which being overcome, in the very fcefieging of Ninm, by a 

fudden breaking in of the Scythians , he is reprefled: Who, the The breaking 

Cjmmerians a people of Italy , following after them, CMadys being thc Sc 1 m 

their Captain, had flowed into Afia and Media. The fame ruled 

over .^4 twenty and eight years, taking continual preys out of 

it, and cobbing by thefcigh-waies, unpunished, none forbidding 

them 5 until! after 28 years Cyaxpr receiv’d them with a banquet, 

and they being alluredrwith large cups, and made drunken, he 

flew them every one, and recovered his ancient kingdom. 

Afterwards when fome of the Scythian Nation came to the fame 
C)*xar y he received them favourably : unto whom alfo the Chil¬ 
dren of the Medes he delivered tobe tnftruded in the Scythian lan¬ 
guage , and skilfulnefle of Archery, in which they excelled 
oilers. 

In the mean while the Scythians going daily to bunting, they 
alwayes brought fome Venifon to the King j the which when 
iomteunes through want of prey they had failed to do, they were 
unkindly received by him. Which injury they revenged with a 
barbarous cruelty. For they bring to the King one of their Schol¬ 
ls being killed, and drefled after the manner of Venifon y-and 
fraightway betake themfelves as fuppliaats unco Alyater the King 
of Lydia. Cyaxar, the wicked adi: being found out, requirech the 
hin-awayesto be yielded to him for punifhment 5 and, unlefs he 
fijould obtain his requeft, threatneth War with the Lydians. 

Therefore a five years War being waged through divers £nd 
duubtfnlchances, ait length in the fixth year there is a batcelybe- 
thorns born the which through the fuddain darkningofthc 
s UUo they being affrighted, gave off. At length, by the endeavor 
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o\ Cilix & SyennuLK} and Labynitus a JBai,ytf*ta*., n c\ wac made 
juUTcnod,' f ficn ^ s ° c with another, and a peace is cftabliihi d by a nuptial 
usco4i85* Covenant.

Moreover, that former Expedition of. Nebuchadnezzar happened 
in the third year of Joachim the fon of King Jofiah , or the fourth en- 
tringof the Jui. Cir. 4107, from which the Jews have counted 
the beginning of King Nebuchadnezzar although Nabopolafsar 
was alive two years fpace after this year. Moreover, Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar being much more famous than his Father, waged very ex¬ 
ceeding great Warts, and paffed through very many Nations,by 
overcoming them; the which not ontly the holy Writings do 
witnefle; but alfo Megafrbcnes in his fourth book of the Indian 
<b) jofcph. affairs, according to (b) Jofephus , hath wrote concerning this 
Andq.ch.31. King, That Hercules was much exceeded by him in valour, and 
greacnefs of things done. For both that t hief City of Africa, and 
the greater parrot Spain, he brought by weapons under the yoke. 
philojlratus addeth in the Hiftories of the ‘Phoenicians and Indians, 
That Tyre was befieged by the fame king thirteen years; the 
which he feemeth to have attempted about the flxtcenth year of 
his reign, of the Jul.

(a) He therefore, forne kings being rchcarfed, writech, Sethon the 
Prieft of l r ulcan to have reigned ; who when lie behaved himfcl( 
fcornfully in a warlike kind, fell into his difeontent. Therefore 
when Sennacherib king of the Arabians and Afsyrians had with 
great Forces aflauited Sethon being forlaken by his Army, 
implored the ayd of his god 3 from whom a multitude of field 
Mice being fent by night, gnawed afunder their quivers of Ar. 
rows, and firings of their bowes, and rains of their bucklers. So 
the day after the enemies being naked of weapons fled. There is 
nodoubr, but that Sennacherib was the fame King of cA/yrim, 
who, Hezekiah reigning, facked Judea. For times on both fides 
do agree. 

After Sethon , twelve yEgyptian kings were chief over them, 
the Countrcy being divided into foniany parts. Oneofthefe 
was Pfammetictu ; who being driven out by his fellows, and re¬ 
moved into marfby places, by the help of the Ionians and farms ; 
the other eleven being overcome, he poflefied all Egypt; and 
made friendftiip with the Greeks, and he firft gave them a fieldor 
Land in Egypt to inhabit in. His beginning happeneth intotbe 
year before Chrift 670 , the third of the 2 6 Olympiad; and 
from that, he reigned fifty four years, of the which he fpent 
thirty one years in befieging * Azotus y a Town of Hit- 
fiina. 

After this King Necho his fon was chief, whom, Herodotus is 
Author, the Syrians overcame with an Army at t Magdolum, 
(a) This is ^cho the king ofiEgypr, by whom Jofiab was (lain 
in c jMegiddoy about the year before Chrift 6 11. in which, 
now reigned the (ixth year. Who, fixceen years being finifhed in 
his kingdom,he had pjammis his Succeflouf: This man had Aprits, 
who,according to (b ) Jeremy is Ephree . 

The t/ Egyptians fell off from him, by reafon of the Cyeni# 
Expedition, in r.o cafe managed from judgment; to the appea- 
fingof whom, faith Herodotus , Amafi$ i a Lievtcnant was fent, who 
making the Rebels friends to himfelf, he invaded the kingdom, 
and yielded up Apries to thofe that required him to be kept in 
cuftody, and then to the Egyptians for death. Apries began, by 
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the accounts of Herodotus , in the year of the Julian Cir. 4120, 
and he reigned twenty five years. Thus Antafis began in the 
yearof the Julian Circuit 4145. Whom at the firft 1 havebe- unto418?; 
lieved to have been fet over tAZgypt by Nebuchadnezzar^ Necho as V/Y\l 
yet living : and after Apries being (lain, the rule of the Babylo- 
tijKS being ihook off, to have begun to reign by their own autho¬ 
rities. For Nabopolafsar, as I have {lie wn above, had iong ago fub- 
dued >s£gyp* > which, as it appearcth, being fuffered with their 
own Kings, and thofe made tributary, he added an Ovcrfcer,ftfid 
iliouldkeep it in its homage : the which alfo his fon Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar afterwards appointed. 

(a; Herodotus reports, That Amafis, bccaufe he was of a (a) Herod, 
common ftock, was in the beginning defpifed of his Subjects: but b - *• di.17*. 
he brought thefe by couofei and diligence, rather than by force 
onto the reverencing of him after this manner. He brake a gol¬ 
den bafon, in which he had wont to wafh his feet with his 
guefts, and made out of it the Image of a God, and dedicated 
ii openly. The which when he had learned to be had in great 
honour by the Egyptians , an affembly being called, he laid. 

That Image which they fo worfhipped, was made of that ba- 
lon, which had accuftpmed to ferve unto bafe ufes. But it 
had happened to him as unto that 3 who when as before he 
had been of the common people 3 now he is their Prince. There¬ 
fore it ieemeth meet, that from henceforth honour fhould be 
had by him from all: by which fpeech he by and by effe&ed what 
he would have. 

(b) Alfo it is reported, that by the fame King this Law was (bj Herod, 
given, That every year all fhould confefle openly before the b v x -«*»-i77. 
Prdiacnts of the Provinces, from whence they got their living3 
he tuac either fhould not do this, or not prove an account of his 
manner of life, fhould be punifhejd with death: The which 
law, Solon afterwards having imitated, is faid to have brought 
on the Athenians * Amafts deceafed about fix moneths before 
that fambfis rufhed into o£gypt 3 of whom it (hall be fpoken a 
little after. 
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CHAP. XI. 

Of Afkyagcsthe lafb Kingofthe Wlcdes, and of the fill of the Medean 
Kingdome, and of the beginning of the Periian : Of Croelus and 
Cyrus, and things done by this King, his Monarchy, and death* 
an el of the return of the Jewes from Babylonian bondage . 

T He lad over the Medes reigned Afiyages, as (a) Herodotui, and 
CteftaSy and other Hiftorians out ot tnem have fince delivered, 
This man joyned onely one daughter which he had, (feeing 
he wanted manly off-fprin gyjjytandanes, with a certain Perfi^ 
CambyfeSy a quiet man, nor defirous of new affairs, becaufe he had 
learned by a dream, that he fhould be deprived of his Kingdome 
by a Nephew. For the famecaufe he calls his daughter unto him 
being great with child, and delivereth the infant that was bom 
of her ; to Harpagus to be Bain j which one man he had moft f«. 
miliar, and the partaker of all his fecrets. But he gave, him to 
be put out privily unto the kings (hepheard, of whom being 
brought up, when as he came to age, he fuilfilled the truth of the 
dreams. For when as he was acknowledged of tAflyages, and 
received into favour, at length Harpagm counfelling him, (whofe 
Ion oAhagety for keeping his Nephew alive, had flain, and offered 
to his father to be eaten,) he fell off from his Grandfather. Aflj*. 
ges having forgotten what he had committed againft Harpagui, 
delivered unto him the chief accomplifhment of the war. Who 
ftraightway betrayed all the army to Cyrus. After thefe things 
Jlflyages new armies being drawn together on every fide, encoun¬ 
ters with Cyrus 5 who being overcome in battell, loft his liberty, 
together with his kmgdome, in the which he had (a) fulfilled 
thirty and five years. So the Rule pa fled from the Medes to the 
'Perftans after three hundred and feventeen years, the 5 5. Olym¬ 
piad entring, as the agreement of all the antieat Hiftorians hath 
ic, (b) which is the year before Chrift, 559. 

Afyages being overcome, there was a contention with Crotfus 
and the Lydians . For Crotfus being j. yned in affinity with AfyagtS) 
as I have above rehearfed, he not^bcaring both the increafings of 
Cyrus and the Perfians with a moderate mind, waged war on them. 
In the which he being overcome, came with all his Kingdome, 
and the Sea inhabited places of Greece into the power of Cyrus . (d) 
Diodorus writeth, that Eurybatus an Ephefiany being fent with a 
great fum of money from Croefuss that he might mufter Souldiers 
in peloponnefuSy and the other part of Grtecey he ran away to Cyrus. 
Thence the name of Eurobatus is accounted for a reproach, chat 
whofe notable treachery and difhonefty they would fignify, him 
they would call Eurybatus . That daughter of the Lydians feem- 
eth to have happened about the 59. Olympiad beginning (e) be¬ 
fore Chrift 544. 

Crotfut 
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Crotfus being condemned by the Couqucrour Cyrus to the bur- 
nin® flame, when as he often times one after another named the 
name of Solon to Cyrus $ demanding at. length what that man umo 41**. 
lhould be, he anlwered, he wasa wife Athenian, who in times 
nail had ad monifined him, That no mortall man ought to be cal¬ 
led blcflcd before death 3 which word how ttue it was, now ac 
length he did underftand. This being heard, Cyrus not onely fpa- 
redti.e man, tuc alio after wards had him in eftcera. And then 
Lydia being fubdued, he vanquilhed Afia y over which he made 
Mantes chief, from whom when the Lydians had again rebelled 
by the Counfell of Crotfus, weapons and Horfes being taken away, 
they were commanded to exercife Taverns, and playing paftime 
arts, and bawderies, from the which the very words ludorum and 
Indiorum, that is, of playes and paftimes, are believed to have 
flown. After this man, Harpagus took care of the fame Province, 
and made (a) Ionia, and other nigh Provinces, of the Perfian Em- ^ 

pire, beginning from the City of Pins# 5 whofe rude inhabitants 1 
forlearof flavery, all their goods being put into Ships, and cur¬ 
ling themfeives with a curfe, if ever they returned, they failed to 
Corfitdy and Italy, andtheCoaft of France, and in (b)this built (b) iTocni. id 
a noble Town which they called LMaflilia, which happened about Ardxid. Joftfn. 
the *0 Olympiad. Although others fay, Majjilia was built by 41 * 
the fame Thoceans not a little before that time 5 and (c) Harpocra - ( C ) H* r p. oa 
lioiswitnefle, that themoft excellent man tAriflotle was in that Mow/am; 
opinion, and Eufebim records the building of it to be at the 45. ■

Cym being lifted up with fo many Vi&ories, waged War with 
thcMaflagetiy the which was in the beginning profperous, in the 
end it proved miferable unto Cyrm himlelf, and his Perfians. For 
Tomyris the Queen, whofe fon, when he had feigned a flight, 
being enticed by Wine, and Banquets, had flain, with a great 
daughter of the Scythians , overthrew the fame Cyrm, with his 
whole army, being taken by the fame wile. Whofe head beings 
flit off, Tomyris is faidco have caft into a Veffell of man’s bloud 
and to have crycd out j Satisfy thy felfwith bloud , of the which ihou 
hajl alway been unfatiable. Thefe things almoft Herodotus and Ju- 
fine. Ctefias a little otherwife, whofirftofail denyeth Aftyages 
to have been joyned with Cyrm in any right of nearntfle, but after¬ 
wards to be made his fon in Law, when Cyrus cook his daughter 
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rvAxn Amjntjs to wife. After that he fhewech that the BaBrim

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iog an occaiion againft the liberty of the Corinthians, and for that 
thing he being endowed with a City from them, he travelled chi- 
ther with his whole houfe. This mans Son A8*on, of a fine beau- U at« 41 t/. 
ty of body, but indued with a greater chaft ity, when Archias had l/VSJ 
in vainfoliciced with gifts, and divers allurements, he tryed to 
take him away by force. Fora great company of fervancs and 
friends being railed, he brake into the home of CMeliflus, and 
Adaon being laid hold of,he began to lead him away from thence. 

But his father and houfhotd fer vants refilling them, the Lad being 
drawn away on both fides, was deftroyed between their hands, 
tndreprefentedthedeath,bothofhim(a)oftheSurname, and of(a)Diod.ft 
that fabulous thing, not with an unlike manner of dying, he be- Scfao, .Apoi. 
ing tom aiTunder by his own dogs, even as he was. Melifjus, the 
aid of Lawesand Magift rates being befoughc in vain, when he 
would exprefie more indignation and grief of all things, than what 
was meet, he goes up through the Ifhmian enterluJc, and a fre¬ 
quent Market of Greece there, into the Temple of 'Wfptune, which 
was placed in a fteep place. There, after that he had thorowly 
pleaded many* things againft the Bacchiades, and concerning the 
defens of h is father Abron towards the Corinthians , at laft praying 
the Gods to be his revengers, he caft himfelf headlong from the 
top. A little after, a drought and Plague ar ifing, the Corinthians 
foot Archias to Delphos to ask the caufe of Apollo . To this man, 
asking counfell, the Oracle anfwered, this evil Should thus ceafe. 

If the Corinthians had taken puniftiment for the death of A8*on. 
which thing being heatd, Archias not daring to go back to Corinth , 
failed into Sicily. All the Bacchides being caft out of Corinth, chan¬ 
ged their foil: Eufebius let forth by Pontacus , (heweth the buil¬ 
ding of Syracufa to be in the fourth year of the ninth Olympiad, 
which is before Chrift 741. The edition of Scaliger, brings it into 
the fourth year of the eleventh. 

Alfo Thucidides writeth that ( sl)Vjxus was built a yjar before (t)Thudd.b. 
Syracufa , fb) Thucles a Chalcidtan of the Ifland Euboea, being the 
author, who alfo in (c) the fifth year after Syracufa, replenished 
Catatia with people, the Sicilians being driven thence. fc)Thu<id. f« 

Out of the fame off-fpring of the Bacchiades, Cherficrdies and he 
himfelf a run-away from Corinth, led inhabitants into the Ifland 
Corcyra ; as (d) Timdus hath delivered. But he hath added that 
that was done fix hundred years after the deftru&ion of Troy, the 
w hich doth leaft of all agree, for it was the firft year of the fourty ^ 4> ‘ 
af *d ninth Olympiad, which is far abient from the building of 
fyicufa, and the Bacchiades driven from Corinth. Eufebius writes 
down the building of Corcyra to be at the eighteenth Olym- 
piad.

by TSebjftu he turned his weapons againft Egypt. But feeing tha xApries dyed 44 
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vears before cr.ac Cambyfes defired v£gypt,i t is not likely to be true, 
cnat the daughter ot A pries could be chofen for a Maid in the 
Durriaoe of Cambyfes. Wherefore it more probable, the which unco 44 jo. 
ilio Herodotus writeth feme to affirm, that affinity to have been U'VXi 
lougnt after, not by Cambyfes, but by Cyrus. 

W hich thing alfo Polypus believed. For he writeth unto Cyrus, 
requiring die daughter of Amafis to wedlock; Nitetis the daughter 
oidpries being fent by tAmafis, in her room * which Nitetis, the 
maticr being diflembled, when as (he had bom many children by 
Cyrus , and among thefc Cambyfes, the deceit being confdfcd to 
Cyrus . he forced him, That bccaufe Amafis was dead, he (hculd 
revenge hisnfclf on his fon Pfammeticus . but in the providing, fy- 
rus being dead, fambyfts by the encouragement oi his Mother, 
paffed our the kingdome of o£gypt unto the Succeflours of 

Afrits. 

(b) Before that Cambyfes went into Egypt, Amafis dyed, and his 0>) Herod, iii 
ion pfammeticus fucceeded him. Who being taken by Cambyfes , he i^ amc 
lived lometime in Perfia, Cambyfes was hoipen in that Expedi¬ 
tion by a Navy of Poly crates,* T yrant of the Samians. *<&gypt be- 
ingfubdued, headed many things in a cruel and wicked manner. 

He leading an Army againit the ^Ethiopians, for want of provi¬ 
sion, left off his enterprise.. But whenhe had fentabouc 50 thou- 
Und co buni the Te mple of Jupiter Hammon, by that tempeft, and 
great heaps of fand, they were overwhelmed. 

Moreover, he commanded Crotfus, friendly adcnonifhing him- ergfus freed 
of what was his duty, to be led to death. But the Per fans with- tmiuxiu 
drew him privily. Which thing being known, being glad of his 
Ikfety, he punifhed his prefervers with a mortal punifhment. 

At lengthy ini the beginning of the eighth year of his reign, be¬ 
fore Chrift 52 a, Cambyfes fell into madnefs, and commanded his 
own brother Smerdis to be flain; becaufe he had feen in a dream 
him fitting in his Chair of: State. *Prexafpes executed , that com¬ 
mand. So indeed Herodotus . But Ctefuu writeth his name to have- 
been Tanyoxar : and hecxplaineth the matter a little otherwife*.

For through a defire of his Countrey, and a wearinefs of the Per* 
fia* Court, he took that counfel, that under pretence of quench¬ 
ing that domeftick flame, he might obtain leave to travel from 
Darius. In the mean time, Ariftagoras, freedom being reftored to 
the CMilejianSt and Tyrants, as far as he could, being every where 
taken away, he lookedat theayd of the Grecians. Therefore the 
bacedemomans beingtryed invaio, he comer h to Athens ; of whom 
he being hoi pen with a Knvyof twenty Ships, he openly fell off 
from the Perfians ? Straightway by their helper*/# was taken and 
fet on fire. That happened in the 6? Olympiad. The perfiaxs 
following hard after the Inmans, do fcatter and put them to flight.

mous in all literature and ieveral Arts are delivered to poilctity. 
Simonides. Sonae exquifitc in Poetry,Simor.ides Cem, a famous Lyrick,co whom 
Phocyhda. Prfebius aferibes the Bayes in the 61 Olympiad, together with 
Phocylis . 

Anacreon. After him Anacreon , a great Favourite of Polycrates the Sarnia

Of the moft memorable occurrences tranfaBed in Graecia, after tit 
Perfian war ended , and other , and the crvill broils in Greece. 

W Heo the ftormof the Perfian war was allayed,the Gracias 
had their hands full at home. For their two chief Cities 
^Athens and Lacedemonia were at contention which of them fhould 
have the preherainence, and with thefe (fomc with one, fome with 
the other) ail the other Cities fided. 

(!) The tAtkenians chief care was when they had ordered their j 
affairs, to re-edify their walls which had been ruined by the Perfu j 
ans, which by the induftry oilbemifiocles they accomplished) (do i 
the Lacedemonians what they could to hinder it) who oppofedit 
left it might become a better fortyfied City then ‘Pelopo/mefa 
(which the Barbarians made their fafeguard and refuge, whilft 
they forraged and plundered Gracia). But it was plain, they op. 
pofed it not io much for any affedion to the publique good, as oat 
of fear and envy, left their rivall City fhould out-top them, bet 
by the advice of the fame (m) Tbemiftocles, the % Athenians made 
them a Haven in the Piraeum , whereas hitherto they had madeoie 
of * Thalericum .

nan, whom Eufebm places in the 8 6 Olympiad. Meto tne Aftro- 
notner, who obferved the Soiftice before the Peloponnesian Warr, 
hath deferved no lcfle obftrvation. 

Of Poets famous in thefe times were Pindarus , (k) who had at- (fcJ 
rained 40 years of age a year before Jfrr.Y«pafTcd into Greece, and V1U * 
appear’d upon the ftage of this World in the 6 5 Olympiad j and 
Bxcbylia’es, whom Eufebius places in the 82 Olympiad. The fa¬ 
mous Tragedians of this Age were Efchylus , of whom we have 
lpokcn formerly 5 Sophocles , who was 17 years younger .than Sophocles . 
Efc-jlufy was born the fecond year of the 71 Olympiad, the 495 Efchylus . 
y.ar before Qirift, and dyed in the 90 year of his age, being the 
third of rhe 93 Olympiad, the 4308 year of the Julian Period, as 
(') Diodorus reports ; who likewife tells us, that Apollodorus makes (!) OW. i$, 
rceotion in his Chronicle, That Euripides dyed the very fame 
year who was born (as 7 bomas Magtfler in his Life fi ts dowi ) in 
that very firft year of the 75 Olympiad, in which Xerxes invaded 
Gteeee, and lived to the age of 75 years.

frrhc quel ted the Lacedemonians whilft they fought ta recover 
tneir decayed luftre, more by treachery then valour. Phosbidas (d)Xenoph. 
being fent Gcnerill againft the Corinthians, (d) by a wile pofteft 5 *^ 5 * 
himfelf of Cadmea, a Fori of the Thebans, and conftitured Tyrants pj^VJop. 
^fre, the third year of the 99. Olymp. as Dodorm takes it. But Juft. 6 . 

«the end of the 4th yeat, by the advice and contrivement of 
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Pelopidas , they recovered not onely their liberty, but their Fott. 
Alter,the Cities oi Greece, all joyning their forces, were wholly 
bent againft the LacedemonianSy the Athenians being the Ring-lca- 
dcr>, but Artaxerxes made war upon the t^?yptia*s who had re- 
vo'ied. And, left his Armies thould ary longer be detained in 
Greece, commanded that they thould all lay down their arms, and 
return to their wonted liberty, and that all the Forts ihouldbe 
ciifoarifonntds which whofoever thould diflent from, he would 
account as foes. To tlus propolall of peace, ail 9^regladly ad. 
hered, except the Thebans, whom Eptmanondas had preoccupatcd 
with a fear of danger in joyning therein. But this concord 
among ft the Grecians lafted not long. For foon after the war 
broke out again, and grew more violent then ever. The Tbeius 
took up arms againft the Athenians, and tolatisfy an old grudge, 
deftroyed Plate a. Then went they againft the Athenians, aod 
overcame them at LeuBra, in Beotia. (although they were the Hr 
greater in number ) under theconduft of Epimanondas. their Ge* 
nerall, in which confli&> Clembrotm perithed. ft) This (as 
\Diodor . tells Ui) happened upon the fecond year ot the 102. 

Afterchis, the Lacedemonians begun togrow contemptible, and 
were again fadly foyled by the Arcadia**. Furthermore, the 
The bam under their Generali invaded Laconica, and 

laid liege to Sparta. The Lacedemonians fend fox aid to Athenian 
Epimanondas (do they both wtiax they con\d to hinder him) pilla¬ 
ged the field of the Lacedemonians again. At length in the thud 
year of the 103 Olytnp. the Lacedemonians were reconciled to 
the 7 hebaas, by the means of die Perfian King. Then they coa 
verted the dint of their weapons againft Alexander Pbcrnm the Ty¬ 
rant, againft whom Pelopidasfigtoi ng, was flam whilftche Vifio* 
iy was on ms parr. Again, the Thebans being requefted to the aid 
c\ die •JMantu.ians (who flood off from the reft of the Anodises) 
took up arms under the command of Epimanondas . (f) He inga- 
ged in the laft conftid at Mantinea with the Lacedemonians and At- 
cadians, where he came off Conquerour, but fa wounded, that 
foon after he died, the fecond year ofthe 105 Olymp.

rlur. W hen it was, that it came firtt into ufe to make Tents ct 
Skins to defend themfelves froauhe tharpnefle of the Winter- 
ilorms. They began the iiege the 349, and the City was takca 
by Camillus the Dictator, the 358th year of the City*Account, 
The fame Camillus reduced the Falifct to the Roman Empire, (not 
fo much by force, as by the opinion he gained amoogft tnen 
by his Angular Juftice ) the 360 year from the foundation of 
Rome. 


(b) But Rome her felf, that famous Conquerefs,had aimoft b«n 
brought to nothing by the Galls, Who, when in the 3^3 year 
they had befieged Clufium, and the Romans had fent the three Ftki 
Legates thither, they, (contrary to ihc Laws of Nations) when 
they had once appeared in the frontof the Army, forfook cMmb, 
and fled to the City.

enemy, but for the gagling. of certain Geefe at their approach; 
which awaked Manlius and the reft, who came together thither, 
and forc’d the Galls down a precipice from the Capitol. In this 
mean time, Camillusy who was banithed, and at eydrdea, was redo* 
red home, and while he was abfenc, ele&cd Dictator. He- when 
he came, raliy*d the Roman forces, and repell'd the Galls, and 
clear’d the Coafts of them within eight miles of the City. 

Alter this, theDi<ftator,Cimi 7 /«s, perfwadedthe Romans from 
a pttanfie they were very earned in, of leaving the mines of Rut, 
and invading the Veians, (but with very much ado) and brought 
them to repair the mines of their own Country. But M. Jl£t*k*h 
taken with the fplendour of the Capitol, from which he had the 
firname, CaptulUuSy being puff’d up with arrogance, he was indu¬ 
ced, through his own ambition, and the favour he had with the 
people, to propofeto himfelf, and go about the means of com¬ 
paring theSovcraignty to himfelf* but being taken in this pre- 
j &, was precipitated from the (c) Tarpeian rock, (the very pU« 
he had had in charge to defend) the 3 70 year after the City 
built.

man valour and courage, nor was a greater good. 

After this,they went to War with the TiburtianSy [the Tarquinii 
w&Fdifeiy but moft hotly the 398 year of the City, when the 
Filtfd and Tarquinians fighting with fire-brands, and cafting Ser¬ 
pents in the tronr, to the great terrour of the Priefts, were con¬ 
quered by Fabim Conful, and had conditions of peace granted to 
tdem both for 40 years, in the 403 year of Rome .

he alfent from her Temple, W hich (b ) Cicero commends as an ic. 
cuce phanlie ; but Plutarch jujlly defptluh it, as filly and dil-ingc. 
nious. 

(c) Alexander was committed to the Tutorfliip of Ariflotie « 
the age of 15, and in the 20th of his age, and the 418 th of the 
City; his father Philip being flain, he began his reign; (d yvytbad* 
tm being then Prefident at At hens,who was all'ocalled Pythocem r. 

In the very fame year Darius Codomanus, the lad of the Pay* 
Kings, was c rowned. Againd whom, Alexander , by the geoctil 
vote of Greece , befidesthe Lacedemonians, was ele&cd General 
But the Greeks, like fitkle-headed people as they were, whilefl 
(e) Alexander was at war in Thracia, revolted from him. Wftca 
he heard this, he made all fpced with his Army towards diem; 
and having reconciled himielf to the Athenians, and fome others, 
upon their fair deport, bent his Forces againd the Tuelm j, 
who flood mod ihffly againft him, and having taken their City 
by force, utterly dt ftroyed it the 15 day of the moneth Boedrma, 
wnich fell upon the fourth day <?f OHoler, in the fecond year of 
the 111 O.ympiad, as I conceive, ( f ) 90000 of the Theians bfr 
ing put to the fword, and 30000 captivated ; the children were 
ail led captive, except the Hoffs o i Philip, who when he was 1 
boy, was pledg in chat City, and the off-fpring of the old Poet 
Pmdar, whole houfe only Alexander left Banding in the whole 
City. • 

From thence pafling the MeUefpont , he arrived in Afia the 
year of the VVorld, the third year of his reign, as (g) Z»zimt 
cells us.Hehad then in his Army 30000 foot,& 4500 horlejwith 
which fofmall number,but old experienced and hardy Souldiers, 
he dedroyed and abolifht the Ptrfian Empire. The firft Combat 
happened to be at the River Qranicus in Tbrygia, where the Per* 1 
pans were vanquiflied, and almoft all Afia became the Triumph 
of chat viftory, being peftered every where with the Greek Co¬ 
lonies, whileff cflf emnon, in the mean time, che bed Commander 
Darim had, har raffed the iflands. 

(h) The fecond conflift was at If urn, a little before which fight, 
a, Alexander fell dangeroufly fick, but by the skill of a Phyfitian of 
his father Philips, he foon recovered: at long running the Perfws 
were worfted, although their Army confifted of no Idle than 
400000 foot, and tooooohorfe. The Tents of Darius, with his 
Mor er, W ife, and Children, fell into the hands of Alexander) 
who created them mod courteoudy and vercuoudy.

was by Bejs'us the commander of the BuBrians balely butchered, 
the next year after the overthrow at Arbella. In the mean while, 
Alexander being peddled of Sujiana, he fpoiled Perfepolis the head 
of the Nation, and burned the Kings Palace therein to the

Then by flattery, luxury, and excefle, his difpofition was quite 
altered into immane cruelty, infomuch that he put many friends 
to death, who had deferved very well both of him and his father 
Philip . Amongft thefe, be too ralhly brought Parmenion, a moll 
valiant Captain, and hisfon pbilotas ? and flew Clttus with his 
own hands at a Banquet. About two years before his death) he 
loft Hephaflion his chief friend, whofe death he took to heart oat 
of measure, and moft womanly; whofe body he commanded to be 
carried to Babylon, and there to be interred with great folemnity. 
And would needs have him accounted a god, as Lucian tells as in 
his book, DeCalumnia. , 

Ac la ft in the thirteenth year of his reign, that is, when he hid 
reigned twelve complcat years and feven Moneths, he died it 
Babylon of a difeafe he had comraded by his intemperance in 
drinking* or (as fome think) by poyfon, in the beginning of the 
thirty third year of his age.

Crtitrus joyned his forces with Antipater y the Athenians were foyl- & M*-* De¬ 
ed it Cranon in theMoneth Metagitnion , which falls even with mo * 
our Aug’A, and in Boedormion, that is September, they received the 
Guard oi Macedonians againft Munychias.

Sumenes and Alcetas* overthrew them both in Pifidta. tA ntipater 
died whilft PJyfpercon was tutor of King Aridaus , and his wife 
f uridice, and his fon Cajander Chiliarch ; with which fortune be¬ 
ing not content, he fell ever to Ptolemey Polyfpercon, recalled Olym* 
pits the Mother of Alexander to t Macedonia, from Epirus ; whither 
ihe had fled for fear of Antipater. She, when (he was reftored, 
put ro death Philippus Aridaas, and his wife Euridice, and many 
other Princes that were friends to Cafsander. (d) Diodor, fayes 
this fell out about the three hundred and eighteenth year before 
Chrift, who afligns fix years and four Moneths to the reign of A- 
ridaus.

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At the lame time Cafsander had to do with Polyfpercon in gucii. 
and Eunenes (one that held with Polyfpercon and Olympias) with 
Antigonus in Aft*. The Athenians came into the hands of dfua. 
tit .': who took away their popular Government, and conftituted 
Demetrius Pbalerius over them. This Dtmetrius was the Scholei of 
Tt:'iyhrjj{us y whole parallel! for Eloquence and Philofophy that 
aiie could not produce. This.mutation oi State-affairs happened 
in the Puv:onhipot(e) Archippus, in the third year of the 115, 
Olympiad, a little before which Phocion being a condemned per. 
ion, was lit on by FoUfpercon, and lent to Athens, (f ) where he wt$ 
executed by th e Athenians (as the manner was) with a potion of 
wild Hemlock.

7 g) Sumenes having a long while tyred out Antigonus io Apt, 
was"at lall betrayed into his hands by his old foulditrs called At. 
gyafpidi or filver-fhielded, and put away by him the tenth yeartf- 
ter the death of Alexander the Great. From this time Anugtm 
growing very much in power and wealth, together with his foo 
Demetrius , who wasfurnaroed Polyorcetes, waged waragainftc^- 
fander and Ptclomey $ both of them pretending to reflore the liberty 
of the g retcian Cities>which Cafsander had infringed. The great, 
eft pare of them, by the help of his fon Demetrius, Antigonus re- 
itored to their own Laws and priviledges. In the firft place, the 
15 ch year after they had been brought under by the Lamian war, 
he removed the Garrifonfrom Athens , and reftored the City to 
its former immunities the 307. year before Chrift. In which year 
not oncly they two, but all the reft of Alexanders fucceflours took 
to chemfelvcs both the name and port of Kings, Immediately 
upon this, in the 24th year after the death of Alexander , the 301. 
year before Chrift, and the laftofthe npOlymp. when the es- 
traordinary power of Antigonus and Demetrius was become formi¬ 
dable to all the reft, Lyfimacbus, Cafsander , and Seleucus joyned 
their forces, (to the number of 74000 foot; ofhorfe, 10500$ and 
1 :c. Chariotsjagainft them two,\vhofe armies confided of 70000 
foo:,and iogoo horfe, and 75 Elephants: which all met, and 
fought at the very Town of Phrygia. Antigonus was conquered, 
and died in the battle, and Demetrius fleeing into <jracia, was kept 
out by the Athenians, (h) But a little after having recruited his 
farces, he made againft Athens , and took the City after a years 
fiege, and depofid Lack ares (who ruled as King there ) in the firft 
year of th e 121 O ly mp. Then appeared the Kings great clemen¬ 
cy, who behaved himfelffocourteoufly towards them (whor¬ 
ing conquered, could expe& nothing but the utmoft) that after 
feme vcrball reprehenfions, he reftored unto them, not onely their 
liberty, but all things elfe that were theirs, and having placed a 
Garrifon there, benc^his forces againft the Lacedemonians, whom 
with their king Achidanus, when he had conquered, and was pre¬ 
paring 
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paring to beliege SparU, he was incouraged to make lor Mictmn, 

(rt for that lately Crfuuukr had died (to witj the third year ot the Ju i.p erio<lj 
raOlymp.) and left three fors which he had by Tbefsalontca , umo44*o. 
the eldeft of which named Phillip, having reigned but one year 
oow the other two. Antipater and Alexander were at ods abode the T hc death 
Kingdotne, which was the ground of frefh hopes to Demetrius. of Callander. 
zjlpater the fon in Law to Lyfimaebus King of Thrace (for that he 
*iaw her fomething more inclined to his brother Alexander then to 
him) flew his mother, (he begging her life of him by thofe her 
breads he had been nouriihe by. Alexander therefore deiired aid 
oipjrrbus, who, upon that condition, received part of Macedonia 
intohis power. At this time alfo came Demetrius, whom alfo 
Alexander hadfentfor, who>havingcxpcll’d Pyrrhus and Antipa - 
tety and llaift Alexamder,got the whole pofleflion of Macedonia, the 
third year of the 121 Olymp. 

(It) But when he levied a great army confiding of two hundred 
thoufand foot, and twelve thoufand horfe, with a Navy of five metrio. 
handred (hips, for the icgaining oi tAfia $ Seleuem, Lyfimachm, 

Fulsmm, and Pjrrbm, with one confent prepared tor to oppol'c 

him. Being ex pel’d Macedonia, and terrified with the defection 

of other of his Cities, he is fore’t to yield himfelf into the hands 

of Seleuem : who voluntarily gave his daughter Stratonice to Wife 

to his Son Antiockus , becaufc he was fo defpcrately in love with 

her, that thereby he was in danger df his life, and with him the 

third year after, he molk inglorioafly died by his intemperance pemftriu* his 

tod Luxury, being the third year of the hundred twenty third dcath * 

Olympiad. 

( 1 ) Not long after, thefe thtecCohquerours died, ptolomem the 
fon of Laws having transferred IheKingdome to Philadelphia, his 33*. D«ip. 
foo, left this life the firft year of the hundred twenty and fourth 
Olympiad. Lyfimacbm the third yefci of the fame Olympiad* the 
two hundred eighty fecond yearhefore Chrift, paft into Afia 
agtinft Seleuem, andtbere in a fightdied the feventy fourth of his 
Age. And Seleucush his feventy feventh year (The laft of Alex- 
^naflociates in war) about feveii Moneths after, diftreft by the 
cunning and trclfcbery of Ptolomeufteraunus, the brother oi fhila- 
Jelpbus, loft the Kingdome of Macedonia (which he had taken 
from Lyfimacbus ) and with it his life. Demetrius being dead,his 
pofterity reigned in Macedonia? untili-thc time of Perfeus the fort 
of Philip, of whom we (hall fpeakmoie hereafter. 

And thefe arc the chief Kingdoms that after death The four Do- 

rofe out ofhisafhes, and which are;mimbred four by Daniel the 0 
Prophet,(hadowed under obfeure figures. The Chief of them (aoDaa.7t£. 
were Ptolomeust he fon of Logos , in *Ag}ft\ Seleuem in Babylonia , 
andtyrM- Cafsander in Macedonia and Gracia, and Antigonus 
in %Afia £ .ail which (tfcutfo did Lyfimacbus in Tbracia) aflumed 
d»e Title,Badges,andPort of Kings, in the fecond year of the .u 
1 tS Olympiad, (c) as wrtflnd byT><a^rwf, the year before Chrift (c)D]odix^: 
* 3 ® 7 - fa emulation of whom, the-Tyrant Agathocles (who then 
p chanc’d 
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chanc’d to be in Africa at war with the Carthaginians') took upon 
juTpcrbdi him alio the honour and title ot King. At la &,Antigor.us beingiub- 
umo 4430/ duedj the whole tell into the power of the three Dominions, to 
wit, that cf t/£gyph Syria, and tJMacedonia: to which that of ftr« 
gamus was added, which took its rife, and was founded in the 
reign of Lyfi/nachm. 

The Ptolemy: j^ e £> om i n j on or King {hip of the Ptolemeys in tAZgypt continued 

° along in the dire# line of Pofterity, from Ptolemnus the fon of 1* 
gm the very founder of it, (or, as ^aufanist in his Atticks tells os, 
of Thtlip the father of Alexander the Great, who although he bid 
the title of King but the eighteenth year after the death oiAlext* 
a<rr, yet his Kingdom or reign is reckoned from the very year 
wherein Alexander dyed. From this time therefore began the 
Ttolemeys 10 reign in Egypt. For they have fourty years attributed 
to them by Eufelim, and all the reft,) and rcach’t from the 3660 
year of the World, to the 3 699. For in this very year he fubfti- 
tuted his fon ptolemey, fimamed Philadelphia, King in his life-tint*, 
which fon was born unto him by Berenice his Wile.

Afpe about the firft year of the 114 Olympiad, (d) Timeba¬ 
ric was famous in the knowledg of Attrooomy about the 121 
Olympiad.

T Hc Romans now began to redeem their liberty Trom 

Greeks, obtained by their courages and powers, which be¬ 
gan to be debilitated, and therefore Italy and Africk wiu 
yield greater fubje&s forHiftory then the Orient which 
is the caufe of our firft beginning with the Roman Hiftory.

tid who in the year ol the account ot the City 474* <* rcw his Ar. 
m yinto/f4/yi and waged a war with the RomattSy which continu¬ 
edlix years, when the Romans firft met with themthey retreated, 
Lritus being their leader, iurpriltd not fo much with the Army 
I s<thc unwonted fight of their Elephants. Pynlmnthe requelfc 
of CJdridusy relcafed the priloncrs without any ranfeme at all. 
Prcleotly peace was endeavoured by the Embafiy of Cries, which 
tooknoiffea, blind A‘>?ius working againft it, twice they joyned 
in bactell with the %omans, it being uncertain whether fide had 
the greateft lofle, then called by the Syracufians againft the Pcent , 
where things fucceeded not according 10 his defire,he returned in¬ 
to/u/t.

and of his own accord returned to Carthage unto a moft certain 
execution. C. D at but fir ft got a Sea-vi&ory of the Romans, ia the 
fifth year of the war. (\ Lautius the latter, in the 23. and iaft 
year, in which Vi^ory he warred with the Carthaginians at the 
iil ind with whom peace wrs granted on thele conditions, 
That theyihould yield up all the lflands that lay between luh A 
and Africa , and ihould pay for 20 years, two thoufand and two 
hundred Talents.

Cleombrotus , through 
rbelonis his Wife, the daughter of Leonidas , his life being by re-

imidas a little after having (milled his life, fleomenesretted 
about the year, as we think,before Chrift 235 ; of the City built, 
r 19 a young man of a great courage, but hot, and cruel,and efpe- 
ciaily ftout in War. Who, the A haians flouriftiing in ftrength 
and rule, and all Peloponnefm, with their Captain A atus y flying, 
heoften overthrew in battel; when as the Lacedemonians had paf- 
led away from their league, the which they had hitherto openly 
maintained, unto the fellowfbip of the «/£ tolians , with whom fk) Polyb.*. 
tncyhad warr. For the Achaians , that which they had alwayes fc Wuc. in 
dtCired, that they much more about this time did profecuce by 
the Author ^/4tw,that of all the Cities of Peloponnefmy they might Thin** done 
mike one Common-wealth. Which thing the Kings of Macedon by Amiw. 
fitrine, they either had placed in moft of them cruel Lords ; or 
didconfirm chofe that were already appointed by themfelves with 
their fafeguard. In the beating down thele by any force, in 
bringing thofe by any free-will into a common covenant, Aratus 
pertormed a diligent endeavour ; and to perfect that thing, he 
much prevailed by induftryand counfel. Therefore Anttgoms 
Guntos as yet living, the fon of Demetrius PoliorceteSy befides other 
Towns, he joyned Syck and ConWKtheTyrant being caft out from 
thence; from hence, the garrifonof the Macedonians) unto the 
covenant of his own Countrey men. But then Qouatas being dead 
in the third year of the 134 Olympiad, of the City built 512, and 
Demetrius his fon, who dyed (ten years being fimfhed) in the year 
of tie City 5 2 2, before Chrift 2325 he betook all his endeavour 
for the freeing of Greece • At what time, he firft of all loofed A h - 
tia from the yoke of the Macedonians ; Diogenes y who was chief 
overit, being allured to betray it, with great rewards. And then 
the tArgiviy Hermiontnfes, Phtliafii, and others, the cruel Lords 
yielding themfelves ol their own accord, for fear of Treafon, and 
applying themfelves to the common league of the Grecians. 

A^ainft whofe fo profperous affairs, the t/£ tolians, and Cleomenes 
King of the Lacedemonians, obje&ed delayes: they, through envy 
andcrafiinefle; he, through open force and weapons: whereby 
heoften, as we have already faid, overcame and put to flight 
Aratus and other Commanders of the Achaians. . Which war, as 
he order’d it by his own advice,not at the dirc&ion of others,made 
him, which thing he long fince thought, that the Ephori being ta¬ 
ken away, he might challenge all the authority and command un- 
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to himlclf} andhe declared the old dilciplincof hishoufe,inth e 
tenth year of his reign, of the City of Rome 528, or next follow, 
unto4713! ing. Alter that, being loofed and tree irom home-bred fear, he 
w oily bent him lei f on the Achaick War. When the Achdtci 
law themlcIves unfit for the undergoing this war, Aratus being 
already weary and languillung, and great (laughters being re. 
ccived from cleomenesy that fao)e man, or Arams , being the author, 
they had regard unto the help of the Macedonians. Antigcnu^

tamed in war. Butin the year 633. Fabius Conful fimihed the 
Allobrogian War* who overcame Bituitus King of the Aiemi in 
batrell, 120000 of his army being (lain at Jfara> the King nimlelf 
com ing to Rome to fatisfy the Senate, he*was committed into cu- 
ftody at Alba. Then alfo ’Harbony in France, was made a Province, 
and a Colony, or Plantation, was brought unto Ndrbo, as (i) Vel¬ 
leius teacheth in the £3 6 year of the C ity. 

Afterwards the Romans had almoft a continual! ftrife with the 
French* by whom they received many and great flaughrers. TuC 
Cimbrians and Teutonians , were a terrour above othersj who, Promt 
and Spain being com pa (Ted, when as they defired Italy, and had 
not by requeft obtained ground from the Senate, they fcattered 
iMarcus Silanus the Conful!,in the year of the City 645,as appear- 
eth out of (g) Afconius . In like manner in the year following Scam- 
rus another Confull is overcome by the cimbrians, (h) Tacitus be¬ 
ing Author, by the Tigurine Helvetians (1) Lucius (fafius, Conful 
in the year of the City 647, in the borders of the AllobrQgiM') 
which thing is manifeft out of Cafar . But more memorable than 
the reft was the calamity of Quin 8 iusC<epio,oi him who being Con- 
full, f olofa bi ing robbed among the TeBofagi, took away 1 10000 
pound weight ot Gold, five Millions in pound-weight of fiber, 
as Juftine writeth, which was done in the year of the City built, 
648. (a) But in the following year, the Proconful, with C A * ui 
Mantlius Confull, purged away the theft by the {laughter of the 
Romane Army.

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CHAP. VI. 

Of Men excelling in the praife of Learning* whoflourishedfrom the 
birth of Chrift , to the death o/Domitian, almoft a whole Age. 

T He Eloquence, and likewife the wifdome of Philo the Jew, 
made famous this Age 5 (a) who performed an Embaflage 
for the Jews of Alexandria, with Caius the Emperour. As alfo 
Mtfnius Tyrrhenus fprung from the V'ulftnians , by Se& a Stoick, 
who lived in Nero s time, as faith Suidas . ^Apollonius Tyaneus , a 
familiar friend of Mufonius. Demetrius the Cynick much (b) prai* 
fed by Seneca. But Seneca himfelf, the Stoick, was accounted for 
more famous, and the Mailer of Nero, and compelled by the fame 
to dye. Under Tiberius flourifhed (c j Strabo a Philofopher, and 
likewife a Geographer. Under Nero famous Poets, were Lacan 
Stilus an Italian, who being Conful, Nero dyed. Perfms a writer of 
Satyrs. A little after, under Domittan, Martial , Valerius Flscm, 
Statius Juvenal. Hiftorians, Suetonius , Tacitus 3 Among the Jem 
(d) jofephuSy who in the 13 th year of Domittan , about the 93 of 
Chrift fioifhed the Jewifh Antiquities, in the 5 6 year of his age, 
as he profeffeth. Sohefhouldbe born in the 37th year of Chrift, 
the firft of Caius Caligula, the which he himfelf witneflerh in his 
life.

Eutropim faith, that he was Vidor!^ 
born in Spain near Italy ; he was ftrong and expert in military af- wop, 8. 
fairs, wife, moderace,and courteous 3 fo that by the general con¬ 
sent of all, he defetved the name of Kerj good. Eutropim faith. 

That his friends blaming him, becaufe he was too familiar and 
courteous to all forts of perfons 3 he anfwered them. That He wad 
fucb an Emperour to private perfons , as when he was a private perfon he 
did defire Emperours to be towards him. He added to the Roman Pro¬ 
vinces Dacia of Schythia, having conquered Decebalus the King, 
who dyed by his own proper hands the 102 year of Chrift. fe) (e)Dk>.E»a 
Being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Armenians, Iberians , the »<**** 

Co Mans, the Sarmate?,the OfrboSnes, the e Arabians , and the Bofpho - 
rim. Falling upon the Parthians , he brought under his power 
Seleucia, C te fir H,n y and Babylon, and feveral other Cities. But 
whiles he fails into the red-Sea, moft of thefe people revolted 
ftom him, whom foon both in his own perfon, and by his Com¬ 
manders he fubdued again.(a) A huge Earthquake,whileft that he (a ) Dlo ‘ 
fwayed the Scepter, overthrew Antioch, in the year of Chrift 1153 
by which were ftricken CMeflala and Pedo, of whom <Pedo was on 
a fudden fmothered in the tuine,Trajanus being drawn out through 
a window, efcaped hardly. The Q ventan J cws a ^° with much 
cruelty againft the Romans and Grecians did over-run Egypt and 
Cyprus, whom Trojanus defeated with a great daughterly Martius 
Turbo .

little fupprefled, were at lafl utterly defeared, and in that battel 
were killed of the Jews fourfeore thoufand men, as Diod , faith, 
befide an infinite number that were devoured by famine, by fick- 
nefle, and fire, fothat all Pale fine was almoft reduced toade- 
farr. From that time the Jews were forbidden to return to Je- 
Gre*. N*t; rufalem under pain of death, except for one day in the year to 

Ora«. **, lament their great lofs. This \\ ar was put to a period in the 

135 year of Chrift, at which time Hadrian was going into the 
twentieth year of his Empire.

Annius rents, 
v£lius rerus his fon $ and Marcus Aurelius Antoninus. At length, 
having killed Servianus, his fillers husband, a man of 90 years of 
age, having with vexation and woarinefs of bis life fevcral waies 
Dio. /?. attempted to difpatch his life, he at laft dyed at Bata the $th fcf 
viikn S de Irt ‘ J ul y ? in the year of Chrift 138, in the prefence of Antoninus Pirn, 
Do£t.Temp, having lived 6z years, five moneths,and 1 7 dayes 3 and having 
c. %u reigned 22 years, and 11 moneths. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Of Antoninus Pius, M. Aurelius , rerus , QommoduS. 

Anno 138 of Chrift, unto 191. 

A N-oninus Pius, adopted by Hadrian , governed the Roman 
Empire in the year of Chrift 138, with fo much virtue and 
goodnefle, that he excelled all other examples. For he governed viftor-Eutropl 
tr.c Common-wealth rather by a fatherly, men Princely affi&ion; •• 
and he governed the whole World by his foie authority, without 
any war, all the time of his Empire : therefore was he compared 
with Numa. The Forrain and far diftanc Princes and people did 
fo dread him, that they would make him the Arbitrator of their 
differences, he forbid enquiry to be made after them that had 
compired againft him. He dieth in the year of his age 70, and 
of his Empire twenty four, riBor gives him up feventy two years, 
hedied in the hundred fixry one year after Chrifts Nativity, in 
the Moneth of March havingtaken the Scepter, the fifth of July, 
inthe one hundred thirty eighth year of Chrift; fo that he Go¬ 
verned the Empire two and twenty years, and almoft eight 
Moneths. 

After him, ruled the Empire cJW. Antoninus rem, Pius's fon 
in law 5 For he had in marriage his daughter raleria Vaufina. He 
from his very youth being brought up and inftru&ed in the (In¬ 
dies of virtue, as well as of all other; Arcs, he had vertue no Idle 
in his life and manners, then in his fpettfces and profeflion. Ac 
firft he made L. ^£lim rerus, to whom& had married his daugh¬ 
ter Ludtla, his companion in the Government of the Empire 5 
and then did firft two Emperours by name of Ctfars rule at once. 

And this thing was fo full of dignity and novelty , that fome of the chief 
Corfulls, took hence their order of Confutls, faith Spartianm t fb) They (b)s P trc. j n 
then reigned eleven years together, as the fame with Eutropim Re- ][ er ® Eut r°P* 
cords, being of a contrary manner of his life;for rerus was (loath- Opiwi. 
full, drowned in riot and pleafure, and of an uncivill and unman¬ 
nerly difpoficion, whichwfts moderated and mitigated by his bro¬ 
ther’s reverence and refped: By whom being fent againft the Par- 
thiant, he for the (pace of four years,had by his chiefofficers prof- 
perous fucccfle. Therefore they both triumphed over the Tar - 
tbians: Then, after it, they undertook the Marcontan- Wars. But 
Vtrus died in that exploit of the Apoplexy, between Concordia and 
Altinum, in the 171 .year of Chrifts birth, if he attained the ele¬ 
venth year of his Empire y 6x in the tip, if he did not exceed die 
ninth, for iufetiiufs Chronicles mention both; Therefore did M. 

Aurelius alone, fight foe jfhe fpace of three years with the tMarco-

108 year of Chrifts birth : and tMaxtmus Martyr is miftaken, to 
place Ignatius's death before that oiT>omitian , becaufe that Dtony- 
jins in his 5. ch. mentions Ignatius amongft the di vine liamet.O**- 
jfawf,alfo St. Pauls Difciple, Eiihop of Spbrfus fuffers for Chrifts 
name, and Pope Anacletus having had the Sea of Rome, 9. years 
ind 3.

Trojans fucceflor, viz. Hadrian , increafed the perfecution, and s’ s.

jks being by him put to death, left the teat to Alexander, which 
be by his Marryrdome in the 15. year of Hadrians Empire left to 
Sixtus, Fauftinus, and jwita, both of Brixia in Italy, by his com¬ 
mand having been put to death, about the fourth year of his 
Empire.

And thefe Roman Bifhops fuffered Marryrdome for Chrifts _ 
rtufe, Sixtus in the fecond year of Antoninus Empire, having offi- 
ciated in the place near upon ten years.

GfCmmoduSy Pertinax, Julian, Severn Carac allay Get Ay MacrinuSy 
AlagabaluSy Alexander . 

Anno 19 3. of unto 235. 

C Ommodus being (lain in the beginning of the 1^3 year after Herod. 2. xi- 
Chnft , Helvius pertinax was made Emperour by them y^ 01 * 
who had deftroyed Ommodus : who when he intended to govern * SUtr ‘ 1 ° r * 
the Common-wealth with good Lawes, and to crufh the military 
ambition and rudenefle, was cut off the 88th day of his Empire, 
at whofc de ath Didius Julianas did prefume to afpire to the govern¬ 
ment of the Empire,then floating and tottering. But two moncths 
and five dayes after, he is forfaken by the fame perfons 5 becaufe 
he could not give them the whole gratuity and recompence that 
they expe&ed, he is {lain by Septimius Severus's command. 

For this man being born in Africky and Governour of pannonia , Spur. &aiii 
through a (hew of avenging Pertina *,he violently took the Empire fu P criorcs . 
upon himfelf. And firft he difeharged the Pretorian bauds cir¬ 
cumvented by his own fervants for murthering pertinax unwor- 
thily 5 then he went againft Pefcennius Niger Governour of Syria 5 
and Clodm Albinus Governour of Brittain y and both competitors 
the Empire. Niger being the firft overcome, ( Antiochy where 
he had fled, being taken) flying to Suphratety was killed, as faith 
H'todtanus. Spartianus faith. That he was killed near Cyzicum: 

Mger being fupprefled, Severus took Byzantiumy which perfifted 
“tllin his obedience, after three years fiegc; and having de veiled 1 cn 
Bb 2 it 
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it both of walls and of freedom, made it tributary to the Venn* 
of cwf£ thiam, near upon the fifth year of his Empire. 
toa$s. * Having quieted all things in the Eaft, he turned his arms againft 
clodius sAlbinuSi whofe triend (hip hitherto he had procured to 
himfelf, by offering him thedignityof Ctfar: encountring hi® 
lions deftroy- with his Army near Lions in France , many being (lain on both 
cd. fides, andamongft the reft* Albinus himfelf, be alone enjoyed the 

Government. The City was burnt and demoliftied, and Album's 
head font to Rome, and much cruelty was ufed towards thofc of 
his party and his friends. 

Thence again being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Partin- 
anSy the Adiabenians and th e+ArabianSy he granted a Charter of 
Corporation to the Alexandrians. plautUnus in the mean while 
governing all things at Rome, whofedaughter PlautilU he had be¬ 
trothed to his fon Antoninus y and their wedding was folemnized 
s?vt ' about the tenth year of Severn's Empire, and tEe had as much 
for her portion, as would have been a fufficient dowry for fifty 
Queens. But not long after, near upon the 204th year of Chrift, 
plautianus himfelf confpiring againft the General, is (lain by An¬ 
toninus his fon in law, and many more were put to death after 
him, who were his Confederates in theConfpiracy. 

Severn went to Britain in the 15 th year of his Empire, with his 
two fons 5 BafianuSy whom he fimamed Antoninus , and bad made 
Auguftus in the feventh year of his Empire ; and with Gtta 2 Then, 
having had a profperous fuccefs of his affairs for four years fpace, 
he retired himfelf, and fortified it with a wall all round aboutthe 
Ifland, and there at length he dyeth at York the ninth of Febm«rj) 
in the year of Chrift 211, hiseldeftfon having often plotted 
againfthim, after he had governed the Empire 17 years, eight 
x.ph. moneths, and three dayes. At his death he left in ftore feva 
year:, revenues and provifions 5 fo that every day might be fpent 
feventy five thoufand bufhels of corn,and of oyl as much as might 
fuffice all Italy in five years. 

Sp- '^ erod ‘ Antoninus Caracalla y and Geta y Severus* s two fons, by equal right 
Eatr. via. obtained the Government of the Empire, after their father’s 
death, in the year as I have faid, 211 of Chrift, who by reafonof 
their contrary nature, had daily and continual diffention and dif¬ 
ference together: Geta was of a meek and civil nature 5 the other 
was a turbulent and fiery man: by whom in the fecond year of 
his Empire was his brother, aged 23 years, (lain, in the very bo* 
fom of their Mother, under a (hew of a particular difeourfe, in 
the 212th year after Chrift, as Xtphilinus doth record, and food 
upon it was an infinite number of his favourites and friends putto 
death, amongft whom was that great Doctor in the Law Papini^ 
ff#$,becaufe he would oot by Law excufe his murther. After this 
Antoninus went into the Eaft, and there he made a great daughter 
of the Alexandrian Citizens, becaufe they had once fpoken fotne 
words againft him, he deceitfully invaded Artabanus King of the 
Partbiansj and fpoyled his Kingdotg, at length,fix years and two 
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moneths after his father’s death, he is flam by a Marfhal Centu- 
rion, or Captain, by the order of Opilius CMacrinus the Pretor,be- of chr» 
tween Edejsa and Carr as the fixth of April, as XiphtliKus faith in to 
the year ot Chrift 217, and in the 29 of his age 5 but Spartianus 
gives him 43. 

MacrtnuSy a year and two moneths after he had ufurped the Ca P“°J- 
Empire, being flainby his Souldiers, Aurelius Antoninus tAlaga- Hc«£uy 
bolus ? srius 3 together with DiadumenuSy defeended of Jupiter $, or Xiph. Via. 
So/’sPrieft, commonly thought, though falfly, CarocaUa'* fon, took EutI0 P* 
the Empire. He was the vileft of all men, infomuch,that having 
cad off all manhood, he difformed himfelf into a woman, and did 
fuffer any thing in his body. Therefore having ruled three years 
and nine moneths, by the confentof the Souldiers, he was (lain 
with his* Mot her Semiamiraot Julia, in the 222 year of Chrift, his 
corps being dragg'd in the channel, and thence drawn into the 
River Tiber, in the 18th year of his age. Moft Authors attri¬ 
bute to his Empire, two years and fome moneths 5 and to his age 
lb years : but we rather adhere to Xiphilinusy whofe accompt is 
given m another place, where mention is made of Alexander. 

In the year of Chrift 222, Aurelius Severus Alexander obtained 
the Empire, having been made C*far the year before. A Prince 
farfurpaffingall ingoodnefiej and moft excellent and valiant, 
both in peace and war. He was wonderfully diligent either in 
giving judgment, or in requiring jufticeof the Judges, he repre¬ 
hended and cor reded thofc who by favour or bribes did exceed 
the bonds of Juftice and right; he banifhed out of his Court all 
flatterers, feoffers, and (hames of the Court. He forbad the Ma- 
giftrates Offices to be bought, aflerting, That it could not be, but 
what one had bought,he would fell it again for hire-fake.* There¬ 
fore he did give a Salary out of the Treafury to the Governours 
of the Provinces, left they (hould be burrhenfome to the peo- 
pfc. 

He was not an enemy to Chrift j for he worfhipped him in his 
Chappel, not being fuffered by the Senate to give him any pub- 
lick divine honour, and to build him a Temple; In miniftring 
hftice, he madeufeof the induftry of the chiefeft and ableft 
hawsers, as (a) UlpianuSy PomponimyCelfutyModeftinuSy PauluSyPro - (aj L*njptid.

Jbeie King Artabanus j. he re-eftabli{hed the Per pan Empire in the persons rcco* 
Eaft, by whom the Magi began to be efteemed , as Agathias «r their 
writes. Againft whom, making incurfion upon the Roman Ter- Empjrc * 
ntories, when Alexander could not affright him away by his Let¬ 
ters, he went out with an Army, and overcame him; as Lampri - 
dm records out of the A&sof the Senate 5 and triumphed the 7th 
tfO&ober, Although this Author relates, That Herodianus hath 
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written concerning this, far otherwife. Having performed this 
Expedition, he undertook another againft the Germans, whereia 
by the confpiracy of a few Souldiers, he is killed with his Mother 
at Moguntiacum, who as long as he lived, (liewed himfelf obedient, 
even unto envy itfclf j fo fay Lampridiu$,Herodianus , and Zofmta , 
by Maximinus, who had ufurped the Empire, having betrayed 
him with his Mother. Thefc things were done in the 2 3 5 th year 
of Chrift. He governed the Empire a little more then 13 years, 
and lived 29,2nd 3 moneths. 


CHAP. XI. 

Of the Chriftian 4 fairs in the time ofthofe Emperours 5 and of the 
mojl famous Perfons for Piety and DoBrine. 

Euf vs. hifi. T N the fame year that Commodus was {lain. Pope Sleutherus dy- 

c* 2 7 . JL ing, had ViBor of Africa for his Succcffour * who, excommyni- 
cated from the Church, Theodotus , a Tanner of Byzantium^ having 
an erroneous opinion of Chrift: then he pacified and compoied 
the Controverfie touching Eaftcr, both in %ome and in other pla¬ 
ces by aflembly of Synods: And he alfo intended to (eparate from 
the communion th CtAfians, who continued to celebrate it after 
J’O Eulcb, 6 . ihe Jewilh cuftom* but (a ) Irennus diffwaded him from this re- 
h,fl ‘ folut ion : In the time of his Papacy, was the tempeft of perfccu- 

tion very grievous upon the Chriftians, which Eufebius's Chro¬ 
nicles record to have been in the tenth year qf Sexerus, and in the 
2 o 2 of Chrift. In this perfecution, Leonides, O, igen’s Father, of 
Martyr. Rom. Alexandria 5 and Ireneus of Lions , with almoft all his people, did 
jua. 28. f u ff er Martyrdome. This perfecution extended fo far as to Africa 
Tcrtui. la fir ft under the government of Saturninus, then of Scapula , in that 
Scap. Province. 

Under Alexander the Emperour the Church did enjoy peace; 
for he is faid to have been friendly to the Chriftians 5 yet taking 
into his counfel thofe, who, as they were beft learned in the Law> 
fo likewifc were the bittereft and cruelleft againft Chriftians,then 
Martyr. alfo W ere fame few Martyrs put todeath; amongft whom Cfcitia 
s. cacUU. was eminent 5 with Tuhurtius and Valeri anus • the fword did alfo 
at that time cut off Urbanus , who had been Pope feven years, be¬ 
ing fucceeded by Zephyrinus. 

Thefe times were made more illuftrious and memorable both 
scrYpc dC ky the excellent holinefte, and alfo admirable learning of ¥**1* 
? ‘ nus , who of a Stoick became a Chriftian * who having been ftc- 

6tor of the School in Alexandria , went to the Indies , there to 
preach theGofpel, and fiourifhed under Severus and Caracdk: 
A ft anus , Tatianus’s difciplc, flourifhed at 'Rjpodes , under Commodut 
and Severn , Clemens of Alexandria , T antenus’% Auditor, and Oil* 
gen’s Matter: Mthiades and Apollonius, who writ againft Monts* 
nus Prifcilia and Maximilla, * Apollonius the Senatour, who made 

an 
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an Apologie in the Senate, in the defence of the Chriftian faith, fNAxi 
and by the Senates decree had his head cut off, Commodus then be- 
ing Emperour. Polycrates , the Biihop of Ephefus , who refilled tp 
with much vehemency ViBor the Pope of Pome, for the Lent. Ter- 
tuition in Africa, and Minutius Fotlix at Rome, fiourifhed under 
Severn and (faracalla. Origen in Alexandria , who was born in 
thefixth year of Commodus’ % Empire, and about the 185th year 
of Chrift 5 he was 1 7 years old when his Father Leonides fuffered 
Martyrdome, as Eufebius relates. In that time was Julius Africa - Euf. 6 . faift. 
terns eminent, to whom Origenes writ under Alexander. Gregorius 
Tbiumaturgus, H crocks Bifhop of Alexandria, Ammonius the Chri- dc 
ftian Proteflour in Philofopher in the fame City, of whom Plo- Ecd. 
wtus Lycopolitanus was a hearer, as Porpkyrius records in' his life. 
Concerning thefe and others, whom for brevities fake we omit, 
yon may further confulc Hieronymus . *

where, both by the Barbarians, and alfo Tyrants. To whom when 
Odenatus having taken Nipbis and Carr as, conquered Mefopotamia, 
put to flight the King of the Perpans, flain many thoufands, fent 
the Princes and chiefeft of them bound 3 he, without any (hame, 
as chough he had conquered them himfelf, triumphed in Rome : 

| This victory of Odenatup is aferibed by Trebellim, to be in the 26a 
year of Chrift, when Galienus and Saturninus were Confuls. A 
lew years after, Odenatus being declared Emperour by Galienus , 
he is murthered by confpiracy of his Gouzen-german, together 
with Herod's fon, whofe wife Zenobia , a woman of a manly fpi- 
rit, took the Empire upon her felf. Galienus is flain near Millain 
by Martianus and Cecropiw , both Generals of the Army chat went 
againft Aureolas the Tyrant, together with his brother Valerian 3 
he governed almoft feven years with his father, and eight 
alone.

bus was made Emperour by the ercateft part of the Souldiers*^- 
ttanus cutting his own veins died within do. dayes of his own ac¬ 
cord* in the 27 6 year of Chrift. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIII. 

Of the Cbriftian affairs and perfections*, and of the Here ticks : as aJfo 
oftbofeCMen who were Illufbious and renowned for their "Piety , 
JJoli/.e/e, and Learnings who lived from Maximinus’s time, unto 
Aurelianus. 

M Jximinus , as foon as he enjoyed theEmpire* exercifed great 
cruelty againft the Chriftians, and* as its thought* he be¬ 
gun die fixth Perfection* wherein died of Martyrdome Pontia- 
ms y a Pope of Rome, to whom fucceeding Anterus, after the 
enjoyment of it fora Moneth* he obtained alfoche Title of Mar¬ 
tyr. 

But Decius, in the beginning of his Empire, in the year of Chrift 
258. ftirred upthefeventh Persecution, in which was {lain Fa- 
hm$, the Bifhop of Rome* the 20 of January, having held the 
feat 15 years. Origines being comprehended in this persecution, 
rather then to fuffer abominable things, he would offer incenfe to 
the Idols, and thence retiring him felt to Tyrus*five years after he 
died under Valerian and Galienus the fixty ninth year of his age, as 
irmay be gathered out of Eufebimi and Hieronymus records that he 
fuffered death in Tyrm ; In the la ft year of "Decius, being the 2 51 of 
Chrift, the Roman Sea having been vacant above one year* Cor- 
nelim fucceedcd to Fabianus, againft whom Novatianus blowed up 
afchifme, anddivifion* being chofen by fome few of his own 
party. To whom Novarn the Bifhop coming out of Africa, joy- 
nedhimfelf, who by many is indifferently taken for tiovatianw. 
Under Decius among many others* fuffered Agatha , in Sicilia* and 
Apollonia of Alexandria* which cheerfully caft her felf into the 
burning Scaffold, as Eufebius writes. 

In the firft or fecond year of ‘Decius’s reign being the 250 of 
Chrift, when Decius and Gratus were Confulls* as Gregorius Turo 
m fu faith, Satuminm Bifhop of Tolofe went to Rome; with 
whom were fent <j rati anus Bifhop of Turine* and Dionyfm Bifhop 
oi Paris, and that they together with Ruficus and Eleatherius fuffer- 
°d their Martyrdome. 

To whom agreeth the author of St. Omers life, who relates 
that Fufcianus and ViBorinus, St. Denys companions* preached ac 
the fame time the faith of Chrift. That Sr. Q matins did the fame 
amongft the Ambianians, but they fuffered the 1 ith of November 
under the Emperour, Mxximinian: then Denys dyed not long be¬ 
fore Mxximians time ; that is, about 50. years* 

Decm'% followers,viz. Galius and frAuftanus profecuted this fame 
(laughter of the Chriftians: therefore Cornelius Pope of Rome with¬ 
in two years and two Moneths, fuffered at Rome. And Lucius 
Applied his place* who being put to Martyrdome under Valerian 
and Galienus left the See to Steven.

But F'aleiian payed at laft very dear for this his cruelty, for be¬ 
ing taken by the Pcrfians and conftrained to do the fordid and bafe 
lervices of a Have, he was at length flca’d alive, and falted, asvre 
ruf.

Paul the 
hiaifelf into a cave, wherein he embraced a folitary life, the 23 ^ Paulo 
year of his age, and of Chrift 250. which year brought alfo forth lucminCUro. 
Antonim the Great, as we may gather out of Hieronymus , alfo tuf.y.hift.c. 
2 fionyfius of Alexandria died in the thirteenth year of g alien's reign, 1 " 
as Eufcbius faith, and fo like wife Gregorius Thaumaturgus : of the 
Gentiles, ‘Plotinus the Phiiofopher, died in the beginning of 
rtlianus's reign, being the 270 year of chrift, as may be gathered 
out of Porphyriusy upon his life. 

Sutdas faitb,that he was very old under Galien y and that Amelius 
was his hearer, and that Porpbyrius was Amelius' s hearer, and Jam - 
Uicas the hearer of Porphyrius 3 and that Porphyrius flourifhed un¬ 
der Aureliany and that he attained the dayes of Diocleftan^ Empire 
But Eunapius makes Amelius to be Porphyrius ’s School-fellow, and 
not his Matter. He together with Origtnes AquilinuSy and Porphy¬ 
rins lengthened his dayes unto the time of Aurclianus' s, and Pr 0- 
fas’s Empire: at which time alfo lived Dexippus the Hiftorian, 

Longinus is alfo reckoned amongft the learned ones of that age, by 
whom ‘Porphyrius was taught and furnamed, being before that caU 
led Walchus • but Zenobia making ufe of Longinus for to teach her 
Greek, Aurclianus therefore caufed him to be put to death,as writes 
Fopifcus . 


CHAP. XIV. 

Of ProbuSyCarus , NumerianuSyCarinuSy Diocletian y rjtiaximiany 
ConflantiuSy ChloruSy and Amentarius. 

Anno 27 6 of Cbrifl> unto 304. 

T Acitus and Florianus his brother, being dca d,M. Aurelius Pro- Vopiftus.vi- 
bm by the Generali confcnt of the Souldiery, is invefted with idatiusin 0 ^'- 
the Empire,the 27 6 year of Chrift,born in Pannonia Sirmienfisy a ftis Zofi *. 
perfon indued with ail vertue, for he was admirables in feats of 
arms, and excellent in good manners, whoaffoon as he was crea¬ 
ted AuguftWy he inquired after thofe Souidicrs that had (lain zAu- 
relianus : Thence going into Francey he regained fixty Towns out 
of the Barbarians hands, and killed of them near upon feventy 
thoufand. Having quieted all things in France, he went into Sla- 
vmay andovercame the Nations in Scythia. And being gone 
thence into the Eaft, he gave battell to the PerfianSy and having 
overcome them, and taken fome of their Cities, as he was retur¬ 
ning to Italy, paffing through Slavonia, he was killed at Sirmium

ving governed the Empire about a whole year, it being the 283, 
year of Chrift. NumeriatittSy being exceedingly affii&ed for hisfa- 
thers death, by reafonoftoo much weeping fell into an ocular di. 
feafej and as he was car tied in a Litter, he was murthered by the 
confpiracy of Aprus Ids father in law, in rhejtwo hundred eighty 
fourth year of Chrift. 

ibid Carinus , of a far other temper .than his father and brother, lived 

full of vices, and all defiled with wickedncfle j For its faid that 
he wanted no manner of mifehief and bafenefle, and that he had 
no token or fpark of venue and goodneflfc: wherefore being hated 
both by great and fmall, a while after his fathers death, he con- 
tended againft the people as well as againft Dioclefiany by both 
whom he was hated 5 and he attained to the year of Chrift 285, 
that is, one year after that Dioclefian was advanced to the Imperi¬ 
al 1 dignity. For then,being betrayed by his own party near Mar- 
gus a town of Moefia, he was killed by Dioclefians army, which 
overcame him. 

viaor.E . Then about the Month of September,in the year of chrift 284. 
10 Huf.chren! Dioclefian who before was called DiocleSy after Numerianus\ death, 
Fa:tiSicuiio- received the Purple Robe prefented to him by the Souldiers; born 
ro 7 c ‘ ir rDjlnaiia of low Parentage, (for he is faid to have been a bond- 

fervant to Anulinus the Senatour) but a gallant warriour: He in 
the firlt Affembly, fwore that Numerianus had been murthered 
without his confent, or knowledge, and thereupon killed the Mur- 
thcrer Aprus with his own hands, and by it fullfillcd that Prophf- 
fy, that lie had once received. That he Ihould be Emperour, 
wt»cn he had killed Aper (which fignifieth a Bore) with his own 
proper hands. Whence in his hunting as often as he lighted up¬ 
on a Boor, he was wont to kill him with his own hands with a 
hunting ftaffe, but after he had (lain Apery then he boafted that at 
length tie had found out the fatall Bore; Then the Peafants of 
France rifing up in an uproar that were called Bacaudesy having 
fent CMaximian Herculian to them, he quieted them in the 285 
vear, whereupon Maximian was made Cafar the firft time: For 
the next year following being the 28 6 year, Diocleftan created 
him Augufius ; bccaufe, faith Idatiusy he might propup and up¬ 
hold the republick that was tottering and falling,what by the Bar¬ 
barians incurfions, what by the Tyrants oppreffions. For at the 
fame time Caraufius being bufied among the Britains, and * 4 cbi>- 
tens in -£gypr, had both taken the purple Robe. And from the 
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Baft Harfesy the King of *Perfia threatened hard with a puifianc ' 

Army; and Africa was fpoyled, and deftroyed by the Quinqua* ofciuM* 
gentium. By which troubles and tempeftswas the Roman-Em- w 3o± 
pire toiled and agitated fome years together. Therefore in the <-^Vv. 
7th year of his Empire, and the 29 1 year of Chrift, that he might Wat ‘ 
prevent and refift all thefe dangers j he created two fafar f, Q Qn ’ cufmfms 
I tantius ChloruSy who is faid to be the Nephew of Claudius the *“ ****"* 
fecondby his daughter, as Eutropim records; and Galerius Maxi - b^oeufJnu 
mwy born in Dacian not far from Sardica^ who was (imamed 
ArmentariuSy becaufc he had been a herdfman. Diecleft any that 
he might joyn thefe to himfclf by affinity, gave to Amentarius his 
daughter Valeria ; and to ConfiantiuSy Maxim wi anas Her culms gave 
Theodora his daughter in Law : So having divided their Forces 
into four Armies, Diocleftan went into Egypt, Her culm into Africk, 

Atmcnt&rius into the Eaft, and Confiantius into Brittain. By the 
long, tedious, and laborious Expeditions! of them all, was the 
Roman world again fettled in peace. About the end of the 12th 
year of Dioclefian *s Empire, it being the 296 of Chrift, as Eufebius 
records in his Chronicle, Alexandria after eight monerhs fiege be¬ 
ing taken, together with Egypr, was brought back again unco the 
ofcedienceof the Romans. 

Caraufius feven years after his revolt, was killed by AleBm his 
Affociat in the 293 year of Chrift j andfo the (b) Brittains were tf>) iutrop. 
again recovered, in the tenth year after their revolt, faith £utro- 
fim. At the fame time were the Quinquegentians fubdued by 
(Maximianus Hey cult us y and Galerius ArmentariuSy being beaten 
by Narfeusy and proudly entertained by Dioclefian . (a) The year (a) Idas, 
following being the 2^7, he revenged himfelf for the ignominy 
and reproach he had received, defeating the Perfian Array, and 
taking prifoners Nor feus* s Wife, his fillers, and his Children. 

(b) Therefore did dioclefian receive him again with refpeft and (b) Euc, £ 
honour in Mefopotama. 

(c) At length, after thefe two Augufiu$*shad both magnificent- (c)Meme. 
ly triumphed at Pome for their many and great exploits of Wars, 
tney were both made private perfons again, having layd down *ichronr 
their purple-Robes, Dioclefian lived at Nicomediay and Maximia • Ofof.7. c.% j. 
m at Millan ; But Dioclefian did it of his own accord, or by reafon 
of his old age, and tyred by his great labours, or being wearied down thtir * 
and importuned about the Chriftian Concernments, whom he had F UI P lc Robt * 
no mind to perfecure, he retired himfelf into a Garden in Salone, 
mt Maximian was forced to it more by the authority of his Affo- 
«ate, then by his own will. This was done in the 2©ch year of 
‘Dtoclefiah’s Empire, and of Chrift 304 5 at what time Dioclefian 
bad been 9 times Conful, and Maximianus 8, as Idatius writes* 

" ho relates. That at that fame time Confiantius (Ijlorusy aod (ja- 
*nus Maximianus Amentarius were declared Auguflus’s 5 and

And fo Confiantius with Galerius Maximianus did enjoy the whole

And fo Maxtmtan eftablifhed 
Sevens over Italy, and Maximinus over the Eaft. In the mem 
while, Conftantinus , Conftantius cblorus's fon, having been delivered 
by his father to Dioclefian and Galerius Maximianm for his hoftage 
and pledge and being re-demandedby his father, having been call 
upon feveral dangers, and having efcaped privately, he flyeth to 
his father at Geforiacum. So a certain Author of a Manufcript, 
without name, doth declare. 


CHAP. XV. 

Of thefiate of the Chriftian Religion, from the year ofCkrift 27 6 , where . 
in probus firfi entred into the Empire, unto the death of Conftantios 
Chlorus, and the beginning of Conftantinus j that is,unto the 305, 
or 506thyeary wherein it fpoken of Diocletian’s Perfection: Of 
the Original of the Donatifts, and of feveral Pious and Le&rnU 
Perfons . 

I N thefe few years, that we comprehend in this Chapter, then 
were very great Troubles and Perfecutions againft the Church. 
In the beginning of Probus' s Empire, that is, in his fecond year, 
and of Chrift’s 277, broke forth the herefieof the Manichees, is 
we read it in Eufebius* s Chronicles; In which time alfo, noticcis 
taken of the Account of the years of the Antiochenians, and Lao- 
diccnians, &c. (Hereticks, fo called), (a) Pope £10 endeth tbit 
vUe Epiph* - year, when Probtu and Paulinas were Confuls : At which time Au 
h*r. 66 . & chelaus Bifhop of Cafchara in Mefopotamia, renowned for his bo* 
aaimad. no- j ineffc and i carn i ngj re fift c d ftrongly and conftamly the rage tad 
Crr.Cat.^. madnefle of the tManichees. 

vieciefim’s But under Dioclefian, the perfecution of the Chriftians was ft 
Perfection, grievous and fo great, as afore this time there was never the like, 
(c) Apud. ^ at the latter end of his Empire. Although Baronim (c) gathereth 
Sux. out of St. Sebafiian' s Ads, that before this time he had already be¬ 

gun to exercife his cruelty 5 and faith. That he began in the fe¬ 
cond year of his Empire with Tiburtius Chromatius , and others. 
But this fire of perfecution did flame more vehemently in tte 
(6) Erf. in latter end of Dioclefian's f 8th year; or, as (d) Sufebius thinks, in 
fbjv*?^ of his Empire; which he begins to reckon from the

4c | 
time; and under Catus and -Mmkfian, lived Pierius the elder, of Scrips 
Alexandria , *a&PamphiluSy wfi° afref w*rd$ fuffered under Maxi- 2 d gtd** 
mus: Luciati put to death in the fame perfecution. Methodius of pcxfeas. 
Olppus-Licia , and then Bifhop of Tyrusy fuffered under Dioclefian . 

Some think that he fuffered under Decius and Valerianusy as Hie- 
Toyms faith; but the firft is more likely, being he writ againft 
Vtrpbyrius and Origeny of whom the firft' attained to the dayes of 
Diode fun's Empire; and the laft lived after Decius. Arnobius , 
who under Dioclefian taught Rhetorick at Stcca 3 and afterwards 
became a Chriftian ; and his difciple 1 LaBantius.

Paul was older then Antonius by 23 ycats\yc&Hieronymus in Paul's 
life relates, that Antonius was 90 years old when Pad dyed, in 
the 113 year of hisiife 3 by this account, this Paul was born about 
the 227th,or 228th yearofChrift,and dyed the 340,or 341,and 
lived in the hermitage 90 years. 

Neverthelefle, Hieronymus fpeaks Somewhat confufedly about 
Paul 5 for he faith, That Paul, at that time when Antonius came to 
him, that he had already led an heavenly life for the fpace of 
1x5 years, and that in the 15th year of his life, for to efcape the 
Perfection, he hid himfelf in a cave, which doth not well agree 
together. If he had lived 113 years in the defart after Decius 9 s 
perfection,he would be faid to have dyed the 363d year of our 
Lord 3 afrer the death of Confiantius and Antonius, and had lived 
128 years, or Antonius, who lived after him 15 years, dyed in the 
year 3783 which is altogether abfurd.

it was decreed by general 1 confcnt, that concerning c Paulus and 
Melctius , that one of them being dead, the other fhould remain 
Bifhop alone without any other: (c ) And Gregorius Nazianzenus , 
is by the fameCouncill fent toConftantinople, thereto order the 
Ecclefiafticall eftate. 

In the Weft which Palentinian a Catholick Prince did govern, 
there was fcarfe any trouble occasioned by the Hcreticks, onely 
that (d) Auxentius Bifhop of Mil lain of the Arrian fa (ft ion, under 
a pretence of Piety deceived the Emperour, who feeing Sr. Hil- 
wyaPillarofthe French Churches to be ready to difpute with 
toentiuS) commanded him to depart out of the City.

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CHAP. XIV. 


Of the firfl Originals of the Goths, and of their dheffitj 3 and of the 
Kingdom that they eftaklifhcd in Gallia, Spain, and Italy. 

I T is very ufefull for to underftand the hiftory of that Age, to 
know the firft rife and increafe of the Goths, who being difpcj. 
fed far and near in Europcjbrought forth a very flourilhing King, 
dome. We judge it very convenient to repeat what Jordan, or ri- 
ther Jornand the Goth, and Paul Diacon, have recorded of ir. 

The name of Goths is come from Scanvia, or Scandinavia 
it) jom do w . hich ( e ) lovnandes faith to be alrnoft an Ifland, containing the 
rck.Gcx. c. 3. Kingdoms of Norway andSwcdland. They having for fometimes 
4* &c - held and pofleffed the Countrey adjacent to the Baltick Seas, 
thence being paft over into Scythia, they fctled themfclves in che 
. . bordenof theEuxine Sea: (I) of whom thofe who went farther 
awards the Eaft, were called Oftrogoths, that is, Goths of the £4 j 
e.»i.j«ra.c. 4 . and thofe who dwelt in the Weft part, were called Vifegothsythu 
is, Goths of the Weft. Although fome would have them to be cal¬ 
led from Oftrogotba , a certain King of theirs, of Amalus* s ftock;(aj

Unto 
tlusFicnily, as that which defeended from the race of Her - 
mteus, the Right of the Kingdome of the Oftrogoths did 
properly belong 3 (c) but Berimud going afide, Vuandular , be- f 
gotten by the brother of Hermanicus, held as it were a frail \ 
dominion. Three noble fons of this King lived in arms, and 
maull agreement, Vualamir , and Theodomir, and Vtdemir y 
who drove with lAttila, againft .Aetius, and their neighbours 

Vifigoths in France. At length %AtttU being put out,

Wherefore they fent heads gathered oar of the books 
of Pelagius , and CaUfttus. So a Synod being had at Diofpoiis i fl 
Palefttne, in the year 415. in (e) which fourteen BUhops were 
prtfenr. Phgius being examined by them, cafily fluffed off by 
catching anfwers, the Greeks, men ignorant of his tongue, and 
deceit. Therefore being freed through the endeavour chiefly of 
John Rufiinus of Jerufalem, and Origen his favourer 5 the which 
(f) Orojius iheweth, he took the greater courage. But firft of all 
by the (harp manner of writing of Jerome, and alfo by the femea- 
ces of the African fathers, he began to be troubled. For in the 
year 41 £.(g) two Provinciall Synods were folemnized; one at 
Carthage, wherein Aurelius was chief: the other at Milevum in 
Numidia, Silvanus being President, at which Augafline was pre- 
fent, and from thence the Synods opinions were fent to Pope Im> 
cent) wherein they declare the errours of Pelagius and C*l$iut to 
be fo condemned by them, that they fpared the authors 
thcmfelves, (h) Innocent the year following, wherein Hor.viut 
and Conjiantius arc marked to be Confulls, (chat is, the 417th of 
Chrift) in the Moncth of Jannary, anfwereth to both, and judged 
Pelagius and Ctleftius , to be deprived of Church-fellowfhip. 
Which thing being found, Pelagius wrote to Innccent . But he 
(1) dying that very year of Chrift 417, 5. Cal. Auguft, letters 
came to Zofimus. (k)Who firft through the feigned profeffion off* 
lejlius (tor this man had come to purge bimfelf; as alfo being de- 
cieved by a fubtile Epiftlc of pelagius 3 with which he had lent 1 
commendatory letter of Praylius , who had in the year 416 > fuccee- 
ded in the feat of Jerufalem, he was a little the more moved 
againft the Fathers of Africa, and alfo againft Eros and Lazerut, 
Neither yet reftored he Pelagius and Otlejlius to Communion, but 
fet two Moneths day for this ; at which their accufers fliould be 
prefent. In the uiean time, the African Bifhops beftirring them* 
fel ves, the craftineflc of the Heretiques being difeovered at Rome 
by Zofimusy when c<elrflius had privily withdrawn himfelf out of 
the City, he was (a ) likewife condemned with Pelagius in the year 
four hundred and eighteen. There followed the lame year, the 
day before the Calends of May, an (b) edift of Honorius , where¬ 
by they were both aftonied or overcome. But the African Bi(hopSj 
the decree of Zofimus being received, the very calends of May

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tne fame year four hundred and eighteen, in a full aflcmbly, as 
Prcfper faith, of two hundred and thirteen Bifhops, they framed ^"chrift!

By this means the ® f 
iffembly decrees being brought to Zofimus, faith Profper , even 
through the whole World the Pelagian Herefy was condemned. 

Of which being almoft put to flight, Julian the fon of Memoriut y 
Bilhop of Capua, and his fucceflour, undertook the Patronage. 

Who for the fame herefy being driven from his feat, cotered a 
great combate with Auguftine, a man of a ready tongue, and elo¬ 
quent, but malepcrt and rafh.

River Cafilinunt, not far from Capua, ail the whole Army, together 
with Bucellinus , being Rain, but five onely.

But at Conpantinople, Epiphanim the Bifhop being dead, (c) 
tsi/itbirmu BiChopoi Trapenzonda, was advanced to the place, by 
the pratfife ot the Ecnperefle Theodora, addi&ed to the Euticiiao 
par y, whereof Anthimus was then the head: whom Pope Ag& 
petm lent by Theodatus King of the Goths, (d) to Juftinian, fc) ha¬ 
ving turned out of that Throne he deprived him of the Pricftnood, 
and excommunicated him from the Chriftian Communion, and 
eft ab lulled Vienna in his place in the year 5 3 who convoked (f) 
a Synod in the fame year after Agapetus’s death, on the fixth of 
May, wherein Anthimus, Seierut and other Hereticks were con 
demned, who were all banifhed by JufUuiatrS edift, their books 
being a 11 burnt. 

(a) Tne death Agapetm being heard of, Silverius the fon of Pope 
Hormtfda was cholcn at Rome. But Theodora having privily 
made a bargain with Vigil a Deacon of Rome, of reftoring Ambit* 
and of nounlhlng other Hereticks, (lie took care that Sylveriutht 
fent by Bdifanm, into banifhment, andrVgzV to be made Biftiopof 
Rome in his ftead, (b) in the year 538. Two years after Stherim

This man being chief Bifhop, that famous controverfy conccr 
ning the three heads arole, for the which the fifth Generali af* 
fembly was accomplifhed at Conftantinople : the order of which

When as theCitizcns ran on every fide to Juftine, as often as he a famous deed 
went forth openly out of his Pallace, tocomplain of the wrongs of

Anafafius mif- 
mifting his affairs, his prom ife or faith being received, and the 
famous things of rule being laid afide, made himfelf a Monk, and 
was pafled over toThefialonica* in the year of Chrift 715, when 
he had reigned two years. This man was excellently garnifhed 
with Learning, and a favourer of the Catholique party. There¬ 
fore John the heretique being caft off, he bought over Germane , 
Bithep at Cyzicum to Conftantinople, the 15th of Conf. Accounr, 
ts Tbeophanes writeth, that is, in the year 715.

hegave to wife his Neece Chrifiopher s daughter 3 which impiety 
and unfaithfulnefle towards to his Prince, God punlfhed alfo by 
hisownfon*s wickednefle towards him 3 for in the twenty fixth 
year of his allocution into the Empire,(b)the of December, (b) cuwp. 

in the year 944. Steven his fon haying deprived his father of Cc*v 
the Augufiian dignity, banifheth himioto an Ifland. At whofe 
example finjtantinusi Leo's fon, being Birred up, having thrown 
out ^/»4Ar«s*sChildren, he began alone to rule the Empire; and 
he governed it in drunkennefle and debauchedneffe fome fifteen 
years,thehhedyed(c)the 9thofNovember,intheyear959 3 it is (c) Cm©p. 
reported, that Romanus his fons did murther him in the 54th year Ccdr * 
of his age, after he had ruled with his father, with his Uacle 
tAlfxanderyand his Mother, 13 years, and with Romanus and 
alone 15. .

After him, this Nicephom Phocae ruled the Empire in the year 
whole filthy and covctousmind is remarked by the Annals 5 

for 
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tor having burthened and opprefled the Churches with many 
great taxes, yet he was a gallant Warriour, and had profperous 
iuccefies in his warrs againft the Saracens both in Cilicia, s*. 
rh, and recovered out of their hands divers Towns, whereof An¬ 
tioch was cne. This is that Nicephorus to whow Luitprandus 
was fent Ambafladcur with great maguificence by Otho * which 
Ambaflkge of his, he hath described in a particular book; he was 
killed by the treachery of his wife Throphamn, and John Tzimifies 
the 11 th of December, in the year of our Lord 9^9, whofedeath 
is the more remarked by reafon of a great Sun’s eclipfe, which is 
obferved to have been the (aj 2 2 of December, at 3. of the clock, 
in the year of our Lord 9 68. 

(b ) Therefore was John Tzimifees faluted Emperour in the year 
9 69, who foon after affociated to himfelf in the Government of 
the Empire , Bafilius and Confiantine, Romanus's fons. He by the 
command of PolyeuBw the Patriarch b3Lai(hedTkeophanon,Nicepi». 
rus* s wife and others, by whofe help Nicephorus had been (lain: he 
drove the Saracens back from Antioch, he overcame the Bulga¬ 
rians and the Roflians,and forced them to a compofition of peace* 
which war having ended, entring into Confiautinople after the 
manner of a triumphant Conquerour,he caufed the Virgin May's 
Image, to be carried before him by a Chariot that was adorned 
and enriched with other fpoyls, which together with the Image 
he had got from the Bulgarians in folemn pomp and magnificence, 
as yielding the honour and power of his vi&ory to her prefence 
and prore&ion. 

Another argument of his piety was, That he firft coined pie¬ 
ces of gold with our Saviour’s pi&ure, with this!nfcription,J<fu 
Chrtji King of Kings. Having ruled fix years and fix moneths, be- 
ing poyioned by Bafilius his Chamberlain, whofe great covetouf- 
nefie he had checkt and fupprefied j he dyed in his Syrian Expe¬ 
dition the 4th of December^ in the year of our Lord 97 5. 


CHAP, XVI. 

The affairs of the Franks under their Kings, Charts the Simple , Ro- 
dulph, Lewis Tranfmarinus, Lotharius, and Lewis in wbm 
Charls’s sfue ended . 

I N this time Chads the Great his pofterity did valiantly defend 
and keep the kingdom of the Franks in Gallia from the oppref- 
lion of thofe Princes who pofTcfTed the Provinces* not by the 
will of the king, and for a time, but as their own proper right for 
ever. Among# whom was mod eminent Rutbert the fon of that 
Rutbert who was killed in battle by the Normans in the year 8*7, 
who was brother to that Odo , or rather Kudo , who Succeeded 
Chads le Grofle, and Heribert Earl of Per one, (a) who had given 
his fifter to wife to Rotbert, and had brought him forth Hugo. A* 
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this time Chads the Simple reigned in France, who after Such's 
Jctth alone obtained the 1 frame of King from the year 898, he 
added to his Dominion* Lotharm's kingdom, as appears by his 
Edi&s: (b) he Concluded peace the fame year with the Danes or 
fitter Normans, who then wafted and fpoyled France, and made 
1 league of friendship with them, having given his daughter 

fa in Matrimony to Roio their Genefal, (c) as we have above 

mentioned. 

Then the legall authority growing ofrt of da*e, the Princes by 
ttdnfent at Soiftons revolted from Chads in the (d) 9 20th year of 
Chrift, becaufe he took into his private Councel Haganon, a man 
of mean fort, and raifed him up to high dignities, Heriveus Bi- 
(hopof Rhemes relieved and helped the King with his means after 
he was forfaienof all his Nobles, and reduced them all into the 
Kings favour 5 but this breach being but flightly made up, broke 
oat again into a greater mifehief two years after: .(e) for in the 
year 92! Robert is chofen King by the Princes fa&ion, and is 
confecrated by Heriveus Biftiop of Rhemes at the latter end of 
janes but this rebellion did coft them their fatal undoing. Three 
years after this dye th Heriveus,( f) and the year following Robert 
With Heribert, Whofe fifte* he had married,and by whom he had 
his fon Hugos fighting againft Charts, was (lain at SoiUoas,(g)ha ving 
his mouth pierced with a lance, that it might appear that mem- 
bet which had deceived his Prince, fuffeted condigne punifhment 
tohis offence* yet as he dyed,helefc his Array vi&orious.This bat¬ 
tel was fought (a) the 15 of June on a Sunday, as the old Chro¬ 
nicles do record, whence it’s gathered, that it was in the year of 
Chrift 9 2 3. Not long aitct,Rodulpb Duke of Burgundy was call¬ 
ed ro the poffdfion of the kingdom as though it had been vacant, 
and was faluted king with all folemn ceremonies at SoifTons,

fets down with his bcfiegcrs on July the twentieth,before Neoforo- 
and oo the 30th day ofthefame Moncth, it made furrender unto 
him. 

But ( neverthelcffe) the affairs of the Snedcs were to be bewail* 
ed> and fad j So that Oxenfler* goeth away unto the French, and 
the Swedes had alraoft folemnized the Sicilian Kefpers of Mmz 
unto the French King. Burner (at this time) had perifhed or fuf¬ 
fered Ioffe by the laying in wait of Stalman : notwithftanding the 
Legion of Deckenfield (which is a number of Souldiers confiftSg of 
6 2 00 foot, and 730. horfe, is overthrown. Weide is taken, and' 
CMansfitU paffetb out of the Colonial 1 field into mtteranie> yet not 
without DiminKhnaent. So that by this means the Etyke of Nt #- 
hu *g* as well by forces and ftrength, as words, rccovcrcth his 
own again. 

The Emperour alfo at or about the fame time, in the year 1^35, 
calls an aflembly at Semprom. Where he requires a great fum of 
Money, under more then one pretence, for the carrying on his de- 
figns and atchievemcnts,and (either out of Simple zeal and love to 
them, 01 mixed with Policy »tbe more eafily to accomplifh bi$ 
defire) dccreeth the Temples to be reftored unto tfcc Catholiqaes 
(fo called) that were built by their. Anccftors 5 and there fccei- 
vetb Elfj) Fridlands Chancellour, ( who it appears had been 
eftraoged before upon his mailers account) into favour. He alfo 
flrikesapeace (being firft well weighed) of the Empire with the 
Duke of Saxony gx Fimedrefde, he garnifhetb and ftrengthneththe 
fame peace, the feditious rude ones of Stjrt being firft appealed, 
and tamed by hisCommander SwartzJmrgyV& the twenty ninth and 
thirtieth of May, Trague y (for all this fair weather of Impcri- 
all correfpondency in the iorementioned particulars) be being in* 
terccdcd with by the 54x00 in the behalf of thcSilefians, as touch¬ 
ing a favourable toleration in their Religious Rites, (fuch is the 
obftinacy of blind devotion) remains unmoveable. Of which ai- 
fo the Pope was joyful, and had a defire to pacify the French. 

This peace made, and confirmed at Fragne^ many or moft of 
the States of Pragne like of, and accept 5 Notwithftanding (old 
friends being loath to part) the Swedes cannot be font away lrom 
the Saxony even after a long deputation, and the endeavour of the 
tMegapolitane y yet* although the Emperour had written an Order 
for the withdrawing of the Warfare. But as the Saxons were up¬

W and Ramiervill of Ltrrain, they, with tile French, and alfo Vs 
uritn, ate tormented with hunger. And at that time tbc Ur. 
Mtiwdefttoyeth no lefs than 400 V illagcs on the borders of France' 
with Fire. * 

Cnie alfo (who in the year 1 <3 3 . was offended and bffcnfiVe 
mFndland) in this year 1635. in the Moneth of May followcs 
him even in the fame kind of death, with the Sword, (Thu death 
uis tbtfe Earthly Controverfies). And one Seaffgitb eight daies after, 
followed him,both at Vienne-, where alfo in the fame Moneth a 
horrible Tempeft with Lightning burnt the Scotch Tower unto the 
wooes, and with the fervency ot the flame, melted the Bells The 
Sttttn (being of a friend become an enemy ) about the fame rime 
pynetb together with the Empetours forces at Sandave in Silefia * 

S°that in the yearfollowing 1*3 6 . indivers places there was 
anell and raging war on both fides. For Kssspbnfe his weapons. 
theWe, and the wea pons of Lnder/bejme the E mperian, glitter¬ 
ed, and made treftphalia to fhine; and on the very firft day-of la- 
wry, do afflift one another with mutual! flaughtcr and deftru- 
4 ioa. Then Cratefieyn of Knipbafe, and Gelten of Luderfbeyme, un- 
logo the fame changes, and take their warlike turn. Alfo one 
Flitfing was not wanting in his endeavours for the Empetours 
pity, who notwithftanding bring unprolperous in battel, leads

JfchriS* December threatning Srford with fire and Sword, he obtains it. 
ioujIT* When as he bcficgeth cMansfield , the which made not furl 
U'VXJ render nncill the year 1639. in the Moneth of Aprill, he cha. 
fed the Saxons running thither to help it; and moreover he ad- 
ded Naumberg> aad’Torgave, with ocher places unto a heap of Vi. 
aories. 

The Duke of Saxony (to make yet hotter work) calls forth his 
Coumreymen that flayed behind (by a pubiique Letter ) out of 
the Smedtjb Camps, and together with the Empcrians, he reco- 
vereth Haruelherge, and Ratherave, and after the ftrengthening of 
the Garrifonsof Fomerania, he calls away Marazine, and fo gran, 
teth his Army and their enrerprifes unto the Etnperoor, to bepaf- 
fed over into the hand of HatsJMd. And then the Empercor 
thought a little after, in requitall of the French) as we may (up. 
pofc) to invade France, and to extend the feat of war beyond the 
bounds of Germany, to which end he had proclaimed affemblits 
for Eledion of Officers. Wherefore the Lorrainer makes afhult 
on Burgundy, where the Prince of Condy being at the fiege of Dele 
(at his approach) betakes himfelf unto a voluntary flight: and al« 
fo four of the Emperours Commanders, Gala/je, Lamhoy, uueree, 
and If clone, trouble French-Burgundy, uncill Vinarien, being joy ned 
with ftthttane, the French Commander, takiog Rambervilt, aad 
fome other places firfl, fcatcered the Emperians, whereby they 
were called back again, without doing any thing that might be 
faid worth their labour,and fo fit down at Dnfenbeyme, at the low¬ 
er Alfatia, which is on the left bank of Rbene, onelv befiecing Ha* 
geme by the way. 

This year alfo the Emperonr gave a Tartarian Embaffadourt 
hearing, who promifethhim aids, though undetermined what; 
but he kept him from his Countrcy, either as a fawey Gacft, 
or an enemy. 

He alloweth alfo the Garrifon of Uratflave for defence unto oar 
Earl of %ArundtU, going over this year, in the name of the Brittain 
King, to require a reftoring of the Falfgrave : he bad a cour- 
tcous hearing axLince, but more couneoufly feat away; words 
and complements are but Wind. Was he ere the fooner refto- 
red ? 

GeUen runs in the year 1^37, with evil fucccfTe upon Wrangle^ 
and Funce bends into Silefia, that he might oppofe wrangle, who 
endeavoured to cotBpafleOv/ffvTv; and in the mean while Ban* 
nieryom ncceffitated toforfake Lipfia, that was ready to yield,bc- 
caufe Haispeld, (falajfe, and Geece being font for, ran thither, out 
of the Jenian ground that had been laid wafle. He takes a Fort 
that lay againft Wittemberg>bridge, (although (the ball being 
fo cofled on both fides) he held it fcarce two moneths fpace) that 
he ought draw back the Emperians from Erford 5 the which the 
Saxonduppofcd was wholly befieged. But at Torgave he is en- 

v compafled 
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coBipafled with no leffethtn ninety five thousand Warriours; rx 
And yet, (fee how difco&fweakeoc#. \) through the contention oi 
thebefiegers, he flips forth, even toLandsbcrgand Cuftrine. The coii«. 
Saxon beftirring himfelf, makes (what by force and policy) a 
Fort and two other places his own,whiIc the Emperians vanquifu 
three more, Wolgafl, Damnine Town, and Lunefiurg, a Field- 
Commander; but Bonnier flronger than he, retakes Werbene 
Fore from the Saxons, afterward being partaker of a fupply from 
Wolline, he had cfcaped, drawing alter him 30000, aud at laft 
goeth in an afflided condition into Siiefia. Thus the Proverb is 
folfi Ued, Tours to day, and Ours to morrow . 

Before I go any farther, let me cake notice of a Comet that in 
1633 hung over Barcelona’s head, infhapelikeaLaunce. If any

theEmperour’s lifter. Alfo Uladiflaus King of Poland in 1*37, 
raoplcs to himfelf Cicill Renate the Arch-Dutchefs, at Vienna, his 
brother reprefenting him. In which year aJfo a Plague palled 
through all Germany, with the United Provinces of thcLow- 
Cooatreys. Hot Auger . 

Which Polander had, on the third of January this year 1 6 3 5, 
miedinto Thuronia, and Garde the Swede hath under his ban- 
wsfixty thoufand footmen, and fourthoufaHd horfemen, inBo- 
Qffia, and was attentively heedful on his opportunity; but a 
peace comes in between them, in the height of July, fora league 
of twenty four years. But how I pray was this league kept? have 
Aey not fought ince? What then was this great fhew for? Nay, 
anot the Swede at this day preparingfor fear of him, and the 24 
jots are not yet up ? All this then was little better than

But the French Kjng (great danger accompanying great world, 
ly honour; was laid in wait for, in 1*35, at three fcicral place, 
Paris, Nance, and Abbevil, but the adverfaries attempts .^ 
fruftrated j whereupon three were committed to a flavilh imoti 
lonmen iTjIattreiat, Fargjfe, and Mtnpenfer : Having proclaimed 
war againlt the Spaniard, atnongft other atchievenwnts, he over- 
comtth him at Hoy {CaftiUtn being General there) with an ex- 
traordinaty advantage, there being 5000 of the Spaniards, and 
but too of the French {lain; there were alfo taken then by the 
French, three of great note, fm«, ebuh of Auftria, and 
betides twelve Captains, who afterwards, two of their keepers’ 
being by reward corrupted, made an efcapc. And in the vest 
i|S 37 ,.they ®akegreat preparations againft the triumphing (com 
of their enemies j and the French King maintains the two M.nfr 
of tSUrvartt and Honorttus (being it feemsof great co ncernmen t 
to his affairs) with great might and main. Tne Eraperour’s for- 
ces alfo invading Burgundy, he drives them out of that Province 
where he vanquiflveth the Temple of [Love] fo called. Loveia. 
deed is alway conquered, but doth not conquer,where the fwotd 
beats fway. But from the Rhetians he heard no good news, fot 
tworcatena,becaufe theSouldiety was not paidoff; and (ooww- 
der) becaufe the Roman devotions were brought back again, with 
a fuppreffioo of thofe of a contrary opinion, the Duke of Rhotn 
much labouring therein.

worlc, according to that expreffion in the Proverb, by tarmne i* 
vardftneent) into outward Ceremonies ; which word Ceremonty tikes 
ns derivation either from the Latine word becaufe they 

are leaft wanted; or from the Greek, \n xolpr ykmn that is, to 
endure but for a time, and fo was to give place unto* and not be 
brought in place of the true worship;) and oa the 30th day of the 

fame 
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all the people thereof had almoft fomeburt: and a brafle Gun is 
JfCbrift 3 * ca ^ abroad, off from a bull wark that was pa the other fide the 
L u3S. ' River Rhenc; in 1 £3 5, an Earthquake in Medina, the Vcfuviin 
Mountain is again in a flame 3 and at the latter end of this year 
the Swedes loCk 30 (hips by a (form.

And 
lartly, (which is almoft incredible, yet all things are poflible unto 
God) one Daniel Seeker telleth of a man whofc name was Andrew 
G runbey d y living in a place called Grunevald , ieven miles from the 
City Regiment^ who on the 29th day of May, 1*35, going about 
to caft out his naufeoufnefle, or that which he had a defire to vo¬ 
mit up, before noon, lets a knife into his throat, to that end, 
above the breadth of ten fingers in length, and (ufifering it to flip 
out of the tops of his fingers, it (licking there faft, nor Aiding 
back again,although he were lifted upright on his head3 moved it 
forward by drinking Beer or Ale.

Ferdinand the fccond, Eaperour of Ger¬ 
many, being in the 59th year of his age, after all firings, dyedof 
a Dropfie, that is, a waterilh difeafe, in the the 19th year of the 
Empire; in which year alfo danger of death, as he was going 
to Praguey is threatned to him by an Italian privy murtherer.

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Ufmanne. Altaian, Lievtenant of Mediolum in a journey. In '■NJVxi 
England, Atniroey General Ntj, Aug.the?tb. \6 34, as above- 
fkid. 

Thefe came to untimely deaths by puniftiments. Duke Mont* 
morence Lievtenant of French Narbony, who for failing off to the 
Kings brother, was beheaded at Toloufe, either on the third KaL 
November, as above in the Account 3 or on the 1 7th of O&ober, 
as others, in 163 a. Five Tribunes or Maiors,wi th other Go vet* 
flours, and eight Scnatours were beheaded acPilfeneby the Em- 
perour,in 1634, about the bufiaefie of Fridland 3 but four Maiors 
feparatad or pardoned by favour. Likewife this year the Gover- 
aour of Fridbcrg was beheaded, for yielding up a Caftle. Alfo 
Scbafgotfib (as abovefaid) and Schajjenberg were beheaded by the 
Eaperour in 1635. Finally, at Itome, thcMarquefs of Bolognien 
was beheaded for Libels or little books fpread abroad, and his 
boufhold-fcr vants hanged, in 1636. 


CHAP. IL 

Ofwarlique Pa/ages and other memorable things that fell out in Ger¬ 
many, Britain, and otfjer parts 3 Ferdinand the third being £m- ' 
per out y and Charls the firfy Kingof England.

From the year of Chrif 1638, to 1642. 

Erdin and the fccond being deceafed3the year following, 1638, 
X The Swedifh party (whether through the force of warlique 
valour, or partly occasioned by theEnaperours death) proceeded 
^ainft their Advcrfaries with grqat fucccfle. For both the Duke 
tkrtnanen returning fuddenly and unthought of,ouc of Burgundy, 
wuo Rhene 3 and alfo a little after, the Swedifh forces being 
brought back unto the Baltick Sea, performed divers noble Ex- 
plaits. 

Die occafion of his hidden return thither, was the news that 
heheard, of about 14 Brigandines, or Coats of cruft of clay made 
tocaft off the water, that were placed in Rhenes banks, to have 
yielded through the power of wertb. After his coming, he befic- 
ged Rbeinfeldy and fighting his enemies in two battels,being over¬ 
came, at length he overcemeth, and took prifonersof war, jfmfc, 
**hf"dy Spereuteuy Frmflenberger t with other Captains, and Saveli, 
who deceived his keepers, by flipping away in an old womans ha¬ 
bit: unto this place, by incredible enforcement of endeavour, 
*nd conqueft, he fubduech Fridburg, a Town or City of Brifgove, 
tod he laid traps for Brifack Lord of the Rhene, to hinder it from 
ptofifion , in as much as he knew the old ftore of vi&ual was be- 
nowed 00 the Army, and that bimfelf might be able to flop the 
** 7 %. ^hereupon two great Emperian Commanders, Geece, 
tod the Dukcof Lonain run tohelp 3 but both with'ill luck and 

flaughter ;

it knew the force, came to yield. But this place coil hot wafer, 
confuting on both (ides, above 80000 men: and (pent the Con¬ 
queror oi the Imperialifts 1100000 pounds; which charge or 
principal fumme, neverihcldfe, being taken, my author tells me, 
it reftored with a mod large ufury. Then at the a fore fa id Bal- 
tick Sea ; thefc Swedes were altogether dreadful to their enemies, 
both defenfively and offenfively: For theyccuragiqufly di find 
Bug )tfagainfkthe Emperour’s forces: and having increased their 
own forces, wring (as it were) Garcife out of the hand of the Duke 
of Brandenburg ; and from the Saxon Warbnian, Wolgaft, bc- 
fidfcs arCaftle: and being fuddenly overcharged in their moll wi¬ 
ry legions, they, in a military fury, rifle or call to the ground, ot 
both, Malcbtne and Bernave. 

While, or a little after, that the Emperour courted the King of 
Poland with fumptuqus entertainment at Vienna and moft cour- 
teoufly receiveth the Duke of Saxony, with his fan* at Leutmencty 
fends an-Embaffage by Fggenberg unto the Bifhop of Rome; and 
on the day before the Ides of December, undergoeth peril! in 
hunting,the vehement force of a wind throwing down Trees; the 
Duke^of Lorrain fights Hourly, throughout Burgundy, Alfatia, 
and Lorrain; but partly (as may be well foppofedj through his 
bearing ill-will to by reafon of emulous Hrife, the mother 
of Qpptufioa,he is often beaten ; whereby alfo the laid Greet being 
difarmed, was by Mansfield brought before the Duke of Bavaria 
to render an account of nis ordering the warfare; and in which 
he gave him fatisfa&ion. But the laid Duke of Lorrain, ( who 
although he held Efpinal and other places, that were judged to 
be of great concernment, either to withdraw from or pyerccme 
Vtnurn at Brifack , yet he prevailed nothing, as above men¬ 
tioned ; Being himfelf difperled at Tbanne , was conftraincd to 
betake bimlelf into a Wood, out of which (by a witty device, to 
wit,(mall ropes being made of (hrubs, and hung upon every fide, 
by the light of fire-balls when they are call) he by night brought 
forth all, one by one. There being alfo fome Ecclefiafticall tu¬ 
mult (as 1 may fo fpeak) about this rime at Itre^es^bout a Cathe¬ 
dral, which their new Archbifhopjiad given unto the lovers of 
his fed. 

But the Swedifh forces, the year following alfo 1639, loftily 
ad Mars his part, when as the Emps. rout’s f rccs did bat little 
execution,; for after the Duke of Viburn had Brifack furrendred 
unto him, he takes Landifcrane y and muftering 14 000, goes away 
iuto Burgundy to winter; neither was he there idle, but by great 

endeavour 
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endeavour fubdueth Pontarly , andalmoft all Burgundy, he takes r >-A-o

This Emperour, in a fpecial manner, endeavours a peace with the 
Danilh King this year 3 but luftily encounters the Swedilh For¬ 
ces : for {George Duke of Luneburg recovering Steynbruck,a Town 
before loft) the Imperialifts having Spark for their Leader, per¬ 
form two confidcrable Services, by beating Ekard and Bofe, two 
Swedilh Commanders 3 and which is more, by driving Bannier 
out of Bohemia: but being fome what difper fed hereby, they ga¬ 
ther their Army together, and fit down at Salficld, and with cnis 
fccond Army they recover Tclchinc Cattle; Moreover, forcing 
Bonnier to retire himlelf in the Lower-Haflia 3 but,following him 
thither, as it feemeth, too hotly, although they were joyned with 
Geleen, Haefe , Gonzage, and Hats field, they are there Scattered. 

Thefc alfo vanquilh three Towns more, and under the command 
of Golze , force Hirfcbberg in Silefia unto a demolifhment 3 the 
Saxon Duke, the Duke of Brandenburg , and Truckmuller , at three 
feveral places with like Martial force, in the mean time carneftly 
labouring, although in vain,and with {laughter of their men. The 
Pope amongft all this, being urgently bufied to make peace be¬ 
tween the Kings.

of the Haffians who had come for relief * and in tbesinean time 
the Duke of Saxony, through very much labour and induftry 
brings Gorlicc under his power. In which year alfo (being 1 ^40 
bytheEmperour (ar Attemblies held at Ratisbone concerning a 
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right managing the War, and fupplying the laid War with ayds) fV 
£</iwr</Dukeof Bregance* the natural brother of the valiant and 
diligent King in Portugal , is committed to cuftody. ro 

But in England, after Churls King of Britain was again eftran- W>i‘ 
ged from the Scots a little after the pacification between them, 
and had difavowed that Paper which the Scots, avouched to con¬ 
cern checrueconditions of the fame, and in cettimony of his indig¬ 
nation agaiaft it, had commanded it to be burnt by the common 
Executioner, in the year 1659. he told his Privy-Councell about 
the beginning of December, the fame year, that he intended to 
fummon a Parliament, or Kingdom’s Representative in England, 

(which began on April! the thirteenth, in the year 1 £40) with 
which the fubje&s were even filled with hopes of redreffes of ma¬ 
ny things amiffe, and almott with wonder, at the having of that, 
the name of which feemed to be ttrange amongft them * But their 
hopes were not anfwcred herein* for the King being very urgent 
at the faid Parliament for money to War a fecond time with the 
Scots, and to pay the Army that he had already raifed in order 
thereto, which was to be done by that which they call [ Subpds ], 
forae Members preferring a redrefle of grievances before the 
other, m ade fpeecbes to the fame purpofe ; but yet they ta¬ 
king the faidSubfidics into confideration, while they were deba¬ 
ting the bufineffe, the King thinking (it feems ) they were not Cor¬ 
dial! therein, and did it with delay, brake them up, on the fifth of 
May following, which was in the fpace of three weeks. But af¬ 
ter that, he continved the fitting of the Convocation of their Cler¬ 
gy un till May the twenty ninth, (a thing never known fo before) 
who, by his Authority, madeCanons, and put Oaths upon fotne. 

And on the eighth of July following, the faid King had a third fon 
born unto him, named Henry, and intituled Duke of Gloucefler . 

But the Scots upon new difeontents enter England the fccond time, 
mAuguft thefeventeenth, (their fecond Parliament now fitting 
again, June the fecond, that had been adjourned from December 
the eighteenth, 1639.) againft whom the King (havinghad con¬ 
tributions from the Clergy and others) and ifluing out Writs for 
Ship-money, and other waies undertaken for defraying the char¬ 
ges of the war) fet forward toward the North of England with an 
Army, on the twentieth day of the fame Auguft, under the com¬ 
mand of the Deputy, Earl of Strafjord (the Earl of Northomler- 
hnd, who wasappoynted as Generali, not being in health) where 
having a fight, or rather a skirmifh, at T^ewburn, on the twenty 
eighth day, and at another place far North, the Englijb fouldiers, 
not witling to engage in thatcaufe, and many mutinying againft: 

*heir Officers 5 the King (who had on September the twentieth, 
fet up his Standard of War at the City of Tork, and bis Council! 
meeting there on the twenty fourth day) by a choice of fome 
Lords of both Kingdomes, to compofe the matter, at length came 
tea ccflation of Arras with the Scots upon feven Articles on O&. 

Ac twenty fixth of the fame year, untill Dccemb. the fifteenth 
Mmra following, 
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loHowine, which Armies were not disbanded UDt.l the t*gi nn j^ 
of Chrift, Auguft following, in the year 1*41. In the mean time feme 
to Englijb Pecrsand Barons, being fomewhat fenfibleot the conditi 

on of their Nation, and what the confequence of this war with 
their fellow-fubje&s, might be $ do Petition their Kin<r t© call 
another Parliament with fpeed 5 who feeing a neccfiit ^thereof 
as well as the Petitioners, acquainted his Councell at Tork of his 
intentions for a Parliament, which ihould begin on Novemb the 
third following, which Parliament (having the fame year, hn 
the E leventh, exhibited a Bill for one to be had every tnree years* 

and alfo May the tenth, in 1*41, another bill for their own con' 

tinuance, untill they were willing to diiklve, unto both which 
the King figned) fate from November the third, 1^40. unto 
Aprill the 20th, 1*53. alraoft thirteen years, and therefore w as 
by the £^///b called the [Long.winded] Parliament. One of tn e 
nrft things this great Councel fer upon, was ro impeacn thofc 
whom they judged offenders againft the Common-Wealth : the 
firft of whom was the afore* faid Deputy of Ireland , the Earl of 
Strafford, a deep Politician, who being committed rocuftody, on 
the Eleventh day of November 1 *40. and to the Tower of L*. 

the two and twentieth of the fame, and began to be tryed in a 
Pompous and remarkable manner on March the two and twen¬ 
tieth follo wing, upon nine Grand Articles, in the Hall of Win. 
fter, whofc triall ending April the fifteenth, U41. was(beinffby 
his Judges* adjudged Guilty ofHigh Treafon)beheaded (the Kiri 
having firft figned to his Execution) on the 12th of May of die 
lame year.

Tne Parliament and people of England (at this time) lovin*che 
Scots, bccaute they looked on them as inftruments, (by oppofin? 
the King) of procuring this meansof their redrcfle, Commiflionu? 
from Scotland, had acceptable rcfidence in London on the 19th of 
November 1*40. the Parliament on the twelfth day of the fame 
Moneth, before their coraming thither, having by Vote ordered 
the6cots,inpartof 300000 ft. no IdTe then 100000 ft. to be 
payed them, tor lupply ing their lodes and necedicies. Ac the lat¬ 
ter end of which Moneth, Prjtjy and Burton^ and within a Fort¬ 
nights time, Battmck, who had three years before, fcflfered as 
abovefaid, were brought with triumph into the City from exile, 
about which time alfo there was Petitioning by the Londoners, 
againft, not ondy the mifdemeanors, but the very (landing of the 
BUhops of caeir Curch ; and william Laud y Arch-Bhhop of Can- 
terbury ,, wasonthe eighteenth day of December 1^40. bv rhe 
Great Councell of the Kingdom©, lequcftred from all nis ,'igni- 
ties, and (to the Kings grid)committed, firft into tne hands ofcr.e 
tiihcrof the upperhoufe, which they call the black Rod, aud on 
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tne eight and twentieth day ot January following, unto a defer ^ 
confinement in the Tower of London, and afterwards in the 
Moneth of November, 1^41. there being tumults of the Citizens ofGhrift > 
of Ltndttty in the tmdft of which, they declared asainlt and ” U4S ‘ 
ihreatnedtheBiftiops } twdveof whom fhaving proteflej acafnft 
the validity of the Parliaments votes io their abicnce, tie wmch* 
theyfaid, the danger of the tumultuous occafioned) were accu!

attending him ) and fitting down in their Speaker's Chair* de¬ 
manded five of their Members; but they having abfented them- 
felves upon information* and that houfc judging the King to have 
broken their priviledge thereby *he being urged as for other things, 
fofor that he could net have his will on thofc men ; the people 
all’o flocking to Weftminfter in great throngs, from difeontenr* 
took (as he thought ) a juft occafion to depart from the Ciry unto 
an houfc of his about 12 miles from London, called Hampton- 
Court,on the very 10th day of the fame Jan. 1*41; Who (being 
petitioned for the Militia on the 27 day, to be put into the Par¬ 
liaments hands* which he refufed,) after divers movings from 
place to place, came* at length* on March i^thjUnto York, where 
we found him, when he firft divulged hisintenrof fummoning 
this Parliament* with whom now he was difeontenred. YY. 0 
alfo had this year publifhed a Law for the reftoring the p.tUt r- 
nate his Couzen* (in whole place, his father being dead, the Di- 
nilh King is fetj but to little or no purpofe, beginning to have 
enough to do at home, vuvales alfo, a dominion belonging unto 
England^ being in the year 1^40, what with Sea and ram wa¬ 
ters, almoft drowned, which may be accounted a prefage of the 
mifery, that for forae few years overfpread, and almoft over¬ 
whelmed that Nation. 

The French King, in the mean time, minds his own affairs, ta¬ 
king care to have two places (concerning Germany) fortified, Bri - 
fack and Rbtinpeld ; and gives increafes unto Vinwn' s Army un¬ 
der the command of Guehrian 5 yet loofeth Salfe ; thefe in 1641. 
Butagainftthe Spaniard the fame year he prevails not a little; 
tor they befieging CafaU, he beats them off, and ftripping them of 
their Camps,obtains a prey to the value of £0 thouland Duckets, 
which was for the Souldiers pay; the other almoft ineftimable, 
for there was a lofty Chariot thatcoft (itfelf) 8000 Duckets. 
They fight again at Pade, where the French had the roafterdome, 
and gets Taurine by furreader. Moreover, he performed a no¬ 
table piece of ferviccin the Netherlands againft him ; for coming 
upon Atrebatc unthought of, he furrounds it, and vyithin three 
moneths time fubdueth it; which Town, had for the fpace of 
148 years renounced the Rule of France, and therefore by the 
French King's Anceftors bad been fe ven times befieged; yet all in 
vain. And whereas the Catalonians (who by reafon of nearnefle 
of ficuation, are fubjeft to Spanifh Incurfions) were dealt unwor¬ 
thily withall by them, they humbly craving ayd, the French be¬ 
gins this year by great Armies to fetthem at liberty 5 and in the 
year 1641, goes about the bufineffe with the Spaniard, and gives 
him often over throwes at Barcellona ; and then befiegeth Twagon 
of Catalonia ; which the Spaniard (loath to lofe) often attempts 
to beat them off, and as often fruftrated by the French, nntill at 
length being everpowred in number, he is forced to leave it. The 
Prince of Condo like wife robbing and killing in the Spaniard's 

County 
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County of Rujsilio. The King of Spain alio having lomcwhat to 
lay unto John the4th,King of Fujitania ot ‘Foriu^al this year, by 
dmwafory letters, he is not at all moved thereat, but lends his 
Embaffadours every way even to the Dutch and Swedes, endea¬ 
vouring to get theirfavour. Difcovering alfo, and quenching a 
moft deltructive Confpiracy againft him at Lisbone. 3 

Moreover, the Pope being a partaker againft the French, occa- 
hons him to fight at Bmlhign, and he feeth all the Dukes of Italy 
to take in hand that which they had made a common caufc againft 
him. But when as the Governour of SuelTo, being (up ported by 
other helps, hadmadean inroad into France nigh the Wood or 
Forte ft of 'Ardutn, he turned thither all his power, overthrew the 
Sufitnitn himfelf falling in battel, and who was the 
Istf of that flock and ambition. The French after this, fubdned 
three Towns of their enemies, but were forced toreftore Arrc af 
ter four moneths, by reafon of other diftraftions. 

The Dutch feems to be more enriched with Turns of gold out 
of both the Indies this year 1640, than impovcriftied by battels- 
for they receive from thence 150 of them: yet they feel the force 
ind damage of fome great ftorms in their havens j and fight bloo¬ 
dily againft the Spaniard at /^attempting two places, We, an d 
Inge in vain. But ftoutly befieging the fmall Forirefs of Genn, pe 
in 1 $41, they conftrain it to yield. Arming the year before by 
itafon of the dartungs begun in England 5 and being then alfo for¬ 
bidden to ride on the Danifh Sea. 

Amurath,Empctoat of the Turks (who had the report of a good 
Souldicr.but a great Tyrant)dying io the year 1 <f 4 o,thc 33d year, 
tnenowrof Image, his brother Ihroim, in the 27th year of his 
*S e > ruccceded him j who continued his buf e endeavour of peace 
with the Tcrfian: but calling the Tartarians into his fellowship 
threatnetha moft cruel War on Poland 5 whofc Pyrats alfo of 
Argier take a Spanifh fhip, valued to be worth 300000 Flo- 
rens. 

Three or four Orange andunufual things happened in divers 
places within two years fpace : The one was a Whale.which be¬ 
ing (m a Province of France) left without water, on a place where 
tne Tide ebbeth and ileweth, was found to be 3 20 foot long, and 
tfi foot broad: This monftrous King of Fifties, was nine dayes 
wdeftroying with Guns, as if ’twerc (hooting againft a Caftle s 
afterwards beiag drawn to (hoar by 500 ftrong armed men, open¬ 
ing his chaps, they faw them eafily to receive a horfe with his ri¬ 
der. Another was, a feven-fold off-fpring brought forth at one 
birth in the Swedifh Camps, in the year 1640, four whereof 
* ere male-children, three female; the laft of which received a 
baptifm,and then gave up the ghoft. Alfo at Stockholm in Sweden, 
no (he 4th of the Ides of January, id 4 i, the whole Princes Court 
Itemed to be very bright and Alining with lights ; and, which is 
megreaieft thing, three great Guos were heard to be difeharged, 
without the moving of guy mans hand, ot fire unto them. But 

throughout 
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throughout Bavana, in 1640, was there a ipacious hunting made, 
ofchria; * s *ey fay, by the Prince of darknefle, with howling cries, do*s, 
co i64*.’ flcih,anda company of fervants, and divers wild hearts $ now 
ready after a while togo (as he faid) a filling. This being true, 
as it is related, furcly a lively fign both of violence, by the hunt¬ 
ing; and of deceit, by the fifting, in the earth, 

Belides thofe mentioned in our difeourfe by the way, thefe may 
be taken notice of in their deaths both naturall and violent. chrL 
ft/an, Prince of Portugal 5 and Marodas Duke of Prague 5 Francis 
Jacinth, Prince of Subaudia,! child 5 which three departed life in 
the year 1*38. And the fame year,one Cyril* Patriarch, thatis, 
a chief father of the Greek Church, through the ioftigations or 
movings of his adverfaries at Confantinople, was ftrangled with a 
rope. Columr.a , Matter of the Stable, dyed at Rome in the year 
1^395 in which year the Em per our of germany loft ‘Philip and 
.Augujline , hisfecond and third fons, by death. And Lewis, fon 
to the Prince of Orange, was aim oft born, and dead in a moment. 
Kirchbaw ar .Emperian Major, being taken among the Sweats, was 
beheaded at Vienna in this year 1639; and within the compaflc 
of the fame year the Earl of Bach Atm being mortally wounded :nt 
fporting-exercife, in a ihort time after exchanged life for death. 
In 1640, befides lAmuratb the Turk, dyed George Can, (one of the 
pope’s three AmbafTadours, that (by the Queens prevalency with 
the e^glifb king her husband) had been lately Cent unco him, and 
with great honour received by him, in his return out of England 
to Rome. Alio Qeerge Wilhelm , Duke Eleftor of Brandenburg ; 
whom Frederick wilkelm fucceeded. Which Frederick the year 
following began to diminifh theEmperour, by little and little, 
making his Garrifons his own, and therefore is honourably aod 
bountifully received in the Affcmblies at warfote. But CbrifUn 
Ulrick ,a Prince of Denmark, departing from Colon?, a City on this 
fide the River Phene, by the hands of the provoked Hollanders (far 
this very year 1 £40, they were fordidden the Danith Sea) peril¬ 
ed, Befides John,Bonnier the Swedifh Champion, this year 16+1, 
dyed Arnheym, Chief Commander of the Duke of Saxony 9 s Soul- 
dicry. John George,Duke of Brurfwick , and Luneburg this year de¬ 
parted at Hildefe , who would have obtained his Wolfebyte 5 but 
died without what he fought after. Likewife Otto , a fingle mao, 
Earl of Schaumburg , and the laft of that Earldome. Amongft the 
reft Anthony Carafta in the Province of Barryen, in the kingdome of 
Neapolis, is co be minded, who in 1*41, for new burthens (a fair 
warning)impofcd on the people, was by the common people flain. 
And to conclude this Chapter with a raoft fad accident that hap¬ 
pened in the year 1 £40. At Forcheym of Francony , a Countrcyoan 
killing a Hcg, went away about other occafions; in whofe ab- 
fence two little Boyes, one of fix, another of three years old, in 
imitation of their father, kill a little brother of theirs under three 
Moneths old; and as though they had well done, tell the horrid 
aft to their father, being in the Garden. He beholding the bnfi- 
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fi.u lie, chides them with harfti words. When upon che children “VA./i' 
for fear of rods, hide the child in the oven. Their Mother, bein® A f r T, 
about her work and knowing nothing, running from the cattle® to 
fets fire on dry wood to bake,and departs; when (he came to draw l/W 
out the coals, (he feeth (as I may fay) her own bowels in her 
childs, burned: which caufcd her to ruili head-long into a Well 
and drown her felf j and her Husband (through this double grief) 
to hang himlelf. 


CHAP. IIL 

%An account ofwhat noted Pajfages happened in Germany, England, 
and other places . 

From the year of chrift 1 642, to 1 6^6. 

A lthough England might now begin to be the chief Subjeft 
of our lurveying Account, her billowcs of trouble and civil 
difTcntions rifing high; yet fioce Germanie’s calamiry was before 
her in order and continuance of time j it (hall be alfo in order of 
declaring. 

Torflhenfon therefore having taken on him Sonniers truft in be¬ 
half of the Swedes, playes Bannier’% part j for, having condemned 
otc SeckendorfC a Commander Jto be beheaded,for treachery to the 
Army at the fiegc of Wolfebyte ; and by Koningfmark railed the 
fiege of Mansfield ; hearing that Stalbanfe was overcharged by the 
Duke of Lauenburg throughout Silefia, he runs to him, and ha¬ 
ting reduced four places of ftrengthj in the raonethof June 1*42, 
featrers the faid Lowenburg his forces/ and at Swenice , takes him, 
with 38 Waggons. Tnence (having fortified another place as a 
refuge in doubtfull cafes) he goeth to Smote, and undertaking to 
hefiege Lipiic, the Emperians coming tooppofe him, he goes to 
meet them, and gave them a great overthrow •, there were (lain 
tothe number of 5000, he took 83 great and choyfe Officers pri- 
foners, and above 4000 and 400 common Souldiers, 12 3 En fians, 
4 * great guns, together with Waggons : and when this was 
done, returns to Lipjie, and on the 24 of October the fame year, 
receives it by furrender. And (that he might the better deal with 
the Emperour) perfwades the Duke of Brandenburg to (land as sc 
filter; but t; e Duke of Saxony not fo. 

(juebrian, likewife the French General, and Eberjlein the Com- 
toander of tne Haffiant, by the fufferance of the Dutch, pafle over 
the River Rhene unto Vefalia, where they fall uppn and beat Lam-

But the Emperour (about to fet his Souldiery in order) exchan, 
gtt Horn for irtrth, two grand Commanders that had been mu. 
tually taken: yet he is rather affe&ed this year 1642, with srief 
and anger for the two overthrowes received (as abovefaid) at Si- 
lefia, (whereby Moravia, the very Center of the Land is pofftfTcd 
by theConquerour) andatLipfia, which by reafon of nearnefle 
made Prague to tremble •, ( This overthrow was by flight, where¬ 
upon he branded that Legion that chiefly fled, with diferacc, and 
cut eft the head of <JI iandefloh the Major) than with any great joy 
for warhque fucccfle; yet this fupplyed the place of all comfort, 
that he recovered! Oelfao[Sile[ia, as alfo Marcodure in the Juliacan 
field, affording fuccour (by joyning with the Duke of Bavaria) on¬ 
to the Province of Colone.. About the beginning of this year, be 
confirms a peace with the Turk at Budj the chief City in Hungs. 
9 ,J or 20 years. And, being now worfted, (through the labour 
and endeavour of the King of Denmark) toward the end of the 
year, he admits of a Treaty of peace with the Swedes j and to 
this end, arc Aftemblies gathered together at Frankford upon the 
River Mcncz. Neverthelcfie, the war going on, and being every 
where ftrove againft \ not forgetting the daughter and overthrow 
at h c beheadeth in 1643 more of the chief, and authorsof 
that flig it, publiihing his Brigades to be infamous. And for his 
amitance, would have drawn forth the Hungarians without their 
Kingdom’s bounds* but could not obtain them. This year alfo 
he grants Piccolominie to the King of Spain for a General: yet the 
faid \Jiccolomuiie in 1*43, before that canccffion, flattening againft 
Torflhenfon, makes him to quit Freyberg of Mifnia 5 but he feat- 
lets Bruojy and fetting Olmuce at liberty, finding there a confidera- 
ble treafure, he fends it away into Swethland , Now alto he re¬ 
ceives bands of Souldiers from the Dacians, having taken Neo- 
ftade and other places incopoffdfion. And having nrft redeemed 
lome Captains of three Legions (chat were through {loath fur- 
prized by the enemy; with money, he afterward hangs fome, and 
cafhiereth others. But belieging Brunne, a ftroirg place, to his 
great dammage, he over-recruited the faid Ioffe, by difperfing 
Bucbeym an Emperian Commander, and vanquishing EuLnburgy% 
borders of Moravia and Silefia) containing in it a 
million of gold. Yet while he moil hattily leads away into HoL 
fatia y and difperfeth fome Troops of horfemen that firft came 
agamft him, he lofcth Sittavia of Silefia, Lemberg, and other pla- 

Horn leads an Army out of Suethland thorow the main Land, 
confiding of 20000 men, and a double Navy was trimmed upat 
Stockholm 5 fouhey fell out with the Dane this year,for three cau-

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esj tor hfodering their pallkgc by Sc®, cleaving to the Mufco- 

vice and Polandcr, and for fupplying Cracove in Pomerania 
(their enemiesgamfon; with money and Souldicrs,againft which » ui**

tog out of Hadis, impofeth tribute on the people, as he wandred 
up and down.interccpting two Towns, Halberfiadr, and Ollermet. 

But the French under the command of Guebrian , who in 1642 af¬ 
ter the vidory againft Latnboyy had returned on this fide Phene 
igaw, and in 1*43 had taken up their Wiuter-quarters in Fran- 
tin), do lend the Forces of trertb to crop them, and at Uttilteburs 
to beat them. Whereupon they flee to Brifack ; but making no 
flay there, fltatghtway return into the Badian field : And jovn- 
ing battel at Ravensburg, they arcConqucrours, two chief Com¬ 
manders, Offeree %nd witgenjlein, falling by their hands. They 
aUo receive fupplyes from France, under the condud of the Duke 
of Engutenne Then they take the Town of Rothweile, but it coft 
them the lofle of four Legions, and at Darling they arc quite 
overwhelmed, three thou land being (lain, and above four tliou- 
Und common Souldiers (befides chief Captains) taken.

Who alfo robbed aod killed in 
tnc Colonian Land 5 and whereas there had been cruelty exercifed 
mGronsfeld, a place under the power of the Emperour, he from 
Novcfe, that was a Town yielded to him the year before, renders 
them like for like.

v^VNJ was proclaimed Traytorby the King: whole aft nevertheless 
the Parliament juftified on the 2 5 day, and endeavoured to ap. 
peafe the King, but in vain. For the King daily fummoning by 
Proclamations both the chief and common fort of thofe parts, to 
attend him as a Guard for his Perfon, who (faid he) was in dan. 
gcrof the Parliament; (about which time alfo Thomas Rot Knight, 
was by him fent ‘over as an Embaffadour to Vienna in Germany, 
ro prefle on the caufe of the Palatinate,J the Parliament likewife 
declared, that fuch arming of men in an extraordinary way, was 
againft theLa wes and Kingdom’s Liberties. And when about the 
latter end of this moneth of April, 1642, 3d Lords, as alfo ma¬ 
ny of 'the Commons houfe, within a moneths time, went from 
the Parliamert unto the King at York; then the Kingdom in gene- 
rail feared a Civill War, which before was by many fufpefted 5 
fo that on theTccond of July following, proportions being by 
that high Court, lent unto the King for his confeot, and no condu. 
lion made concerning them ; It was ordered on June the ioth,by 
Parliament, That Money and Plate (hould be brought in, either 
by gift or loan, which they profefled was to levy Forces for the 
maintaining theProtefiant Religion, the King’s Perfon, authority 
and dignity, the peace of the Kingdom, together with the Laws 
of the Land, and priviledges of the People’s Rcprefentative, the 
Parliament. The King alfo did the like, inviting people to the 
fame thing in the lame words. Andfroward the latter end ofjooe) 
his Great Seal being conveyed unto him from the Lord Keeper of 
ir, Littleton , he iflued forth Proclamations, one whtreof was, 
That the Parliaments Warrants about fettling the Militia in their 
hands (hculd not be obeyed. And they (on the contrary ) forbade 
railing arms by the King’s Warrant, without their authority. 
The King alfo having pawned the Jewels of his Crown for 
200000 1 . fteiling, (which his Queen bad carried over into 
Holland, in the moneth of Fcbr. 1641, to that purpofe, when (he 
went over with her daughter the Princefs of OrangeJar this time, 
received money, with Arms and Ammunition, fo that now he 
fent out Commiffions of Arrays for the arming men in all Coun¬ 
ties ; which Commiffion was proclaimed in London , for which 
the Lord Mayor ef that City was turned our, and difablcd of any 
Office, and committed prifoner to the Tower, July the 1 ith; and 
on the next day, the Earl of gflox was by the Parliament voted 
General of their Army. The Earl of Warwick alfo, skillfull in 
Sea- Affitir$,was by their Ordinance chofen Admiral of the Navy, 
who a little after took a contidcrable (hip coming out of the Nc-. 
therlands, laden with Gun-powder for the King's fervice 5 which 
was nor a ftnall addition to his Sea-ftrcngrh. The faid Earl of 
E/ex ratting an Army upan the Parliaments Vote, on the firft of 
Auguft folio wing,began to divide his men into Regiments, which 
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in a lhort time amounted to nigh 14000 horfeand foot; when 
in the mean rime, the King with 3000 foot, and 1000 horfemen 
00 the 15th of July began to befiege Hmlby which fiege (what by 
opening a (luce, and drowning the Countrey thereabout, what 0‘Y>J 
by two (allies made out of the Town,by one John Meldrum Knight; 
in the firft of which, the beliegers were made to retreat witn fome 
fmall lode; and in the fecoad, after the (lengthening of the 
Town with more men, making them disorderly to retire, with the 
daughter of 21 perfons, and iome taken prisoners, taking alfo 
the King's Ammunition, and firing the barn in which it was 
kept) was broken up. And now [ furor Arm a tninijlrat] both tides 
beginning to afltult one another with fory, divers places began 
to be taken and retaken. Amongft which, the ftrong Sea-garri- 
fonof Vortfmouth was on Septemb. 7. 164a, furrendred to the 
Parliaments forces under the command of Sir William 'waller 
Knight. 

The King on the 22 of Auguft the fame year fets up his Standard 
(which I may call an aftual Marriage of that War, which was 
but before efpoufed) and the third day after font to the Parlia¬ 
ment ro compofe the difference between him and them by a Trea¬ 
ty. CH which that Court faid they were not in a condition to do, 
solefle the Standard were taken downed Proclamations(where- 
ia they were called Rebels and T ray tors) were revoked. So that 
•a the 9 th of Septemb. General E/ex departed from London to¬ 
wards his Army, who expc&ed his coming unto them to their 
Rcndczvouz at Northhampton ; Unto whom alfo the Parliament 
feat a Petition, which he (hould prefent unto the King, to with¬ 
draw himfelf from thofe perfons about him, &c. But he was too 
far prejudiced to grant the fame ; the BUhops, (to make the fore 
the wider, whom he loved, and without whom, he thought he 
could be no King,) being on Septemb. 1.1642, voted powerletfe 
in Church-Goveroment, who net long before had power both in 
Church and State. So, E/ex attending the King\> motion (after 
fome skirmitbesof parties) Oftob. 23, on a Plain called. The Vale 
*f Red-Horfe , fituate at the foot of a fteep Hill, called Edge illy 
near to a Village called Keynton^ in the County of Warwick* 
joyaed the firft pitched battle with the King’s Army, {the Earl of 
Einifey being the king’s General) his Army confiding of about 
neoo horfe and foot. £jfcx( having,for hafte of following them, 
left no fmall part of his forces and Artillery behind him) had 
fcarce fo many. This fight was bioudy and dubious; Robert the 
king’s Couzen charging furioufly on the Parliaments left wing; 
put both horfe and foot bo flight, feizingon his enemies Carria¬ 
ges and baggage. A valiant Knight on the other fide, brake the 
foot of the K;n^ 3 left wing, and feized on his Artillery; the King’s 
Standard was taken, but fooa retaken: both tides had Trophies 
of vi&ory, Eofigns, prifoners, and great guns; fo that neither 
party could much upbraid each other. N ot with (land ing, of the 
5000 and upwards that were (lain in all, more of the. King's tide 
Non 2 were

to 1*4 6. The King, after the fight, marched tothe City and Univcrfity 

U'VNJ of Oxford * which place he took up, as it were,tht Metropolis of 
bis rcfidence in the time of the War 5 and Efsex unto Coventry 
for retrefhraenr, who came Novemb. 7 .to weft mi after* his Army 
quartering in Villages adjacent, by reafon of the King’s wide e x . 
curiions out of Oxfordy which put Leaden in fear. At which 
time, (while the Parliament was petitioning him for an accom¬ 
modation of peace, being but 15 miles from the Ciry, and he 
had manifefted a grid for the peoples (ufferings, with a defire r 0 
treat with them near Leaden upon Propofuions) his forces fell un¬ 
expectedly upon a Parliament broken Regimcntat Brainfordy le- 
ven miles diftance, killing many, on the lathdayof November 
and the next day there was a bloody fight maintained by two 
other Regiments coming for afliftance. E/ex y foon hearing of it 
at London ^ came fpeedily with ftrength for relief, with a great 
number of armed men out of London * So that, had there not been 
an overfight committed, in withdrawing 3000 men from King .. 
jlone upon rhamefy a Town 10 miles off, the King (being by afar 
greater number enclofed) would fcarce have efcaped j the which 
now he did, fafely returning to Oxford: But this adion did not a 
little engage London againft him. 

Among it divers beiiegings, (farmings, takiog of places this 
year,- that of Cyrencefiery a Town of Gloucefter(hire,is remarkable, 
which being entred by the King’s, Forces, the refifters were very 
rigidly and too too cruelly dealt withall, many of them being 
brought (in the winter feafon)from that place to Oxford thorow 
mire and dirt barefoot* this was in the beginning of February} 
On the 2 2d day of which moneth,the Queen of EngUndl anded at 
Burlingtony a Sea-Town in Yoikfhire, with arms againft the Par¬ 
liament, whence the went to York on March the 7 th* and was 
by the Parliament voted a Tray tor to the Common-wealth, May 
the 2 3d, 1*43. A little after whofe landing, March thefecond, 

1 *42, the Lord Brook 9 a Parliament Commander, who was ac¬ 
counted both valorous, learned, and virtuous, is by a Musket (hot 
from the Minder of Lichfield in Leiccftcrfhire, ftjicken dead, as 
he looked out of a window toward the enclofcd enemy, to the 
forrow and enragetsent of his Souldiery. About the middle of 
which moncth alfo, divers Capuchin? Fryers, that had before be¬ 
longed unto the Queen, were by order of the faid Parliament fenr 
away into Francey from whence they came. And whereas now 
the Prince of Orange had begun to help the King, he is by the 
States of the United Provinces, either through good will, or Po¬ 
licy reftrained. - . • 

But the year following 1*43, (raging hatred and refolution 
now ft riving, as it were, to exceed) the kindled fire was broken 
fortlt into devouring flames in many or soft Counties of thi 
Land * lothatl (hall not undertake here particularly to view the

variety and multiplicity of a&ions, fome following years in 
Brittain, efpecially in England $ but frail confine my (elf unto 
feme few rnoft remarkable things. Yet this I fay, There were ** 

very few Wars in the World ever carried on with more vigour, l/vnj 
enmity , and defire of conqueft,thcn this, for the time : bur, the 
greateft ifarms being ufually iooneft over, makes that naturall 
Axiome tme in a moral fenfe. 

Nullum violentam eft perpetuum , 

No violent thing {but comes with blafiing) 

Tet it is not a hr ay lofting. 

This Summer, the chief time for a&ion, the Parliament went 
down the wind 5 for Ferdinand Lord Fairfax y with his fon, was 
routed by the Earl ofNew-caftlcon Barmtham Moor,March 2p, 

1*43,and then by him befiegedin Hull, The Earl of Efsex indeed 
beiic ging ReadtngyAptil 1 6,had it furreadred unto him within 12 
davts alter. But his Army, after that, what by reafon of fick- 
ndle, wnat through want of neceflaries, for which many forfook 
tncir Colours, himfelf was forced to retreat to London y waiting 
fora recruit. About which time alfo, Six milium waller Knight 
(befkging the Town of Devizes Weftward, where the befieged 
were put to hard (hifts)was by a party of the King’s from Oxford, 
through viciflitude of fortune in July,totally defeated * and lofing 
his Army, catnc to London alfo * whereupon the City of Brifiol 
was on the 24th day of the fame monech befieged by the King, 
tad within four dayes time yielded up unto him, (which Bidden 
furrender, many imputed unto the foftnefle of the Governour’s 
fpirit) ftrong holds now falling into the hands of his forces, as it 
were untimely fruit, or leafs fraken with the wind. Exetety a 
ilrong City in the Weft,was begirt by Prince Maurice y which was 
taken Sept. 3.following • Onely Gloucefier (in which the Gover* 
nour Aiafsey* s courage and refolution was famous ) ftood out nigh 
amonethsfpace, ftraightly befieged, and furioufly aflaulted, yet 
unconquered: the fucccflefull King, through his overmuch emu- 
loufnelfe of fubduing that place, ncgle&cd (like Hannibal of old) 
to improve his vi&ories to the beft advantage, who (in all like¬ 
lihood) if he had then come for Lohdon 9 might have been mafter 
of it 5 untill, EJfex being well recruited, came, at the laft pinch, 
for that Citie’s relief, which was on September the 8th, fighting 
the King's Army on the 20th day in a fet-batrel at Newberry in 
Bttkfrire, where they were vanquifhed 5 and fo the Parliaments 
ftrength revived, and came even to an equal weight, who before 
were very much ovcr-ballanced. 

The Parliament wanting money to maintain their Armies, an 
Excife on Visual, and divers Commodities, was thought of, at 
the very beginning of the year, March 28, the firft mover being 
Mr. william 7ryn y one of the three Sufferers 5 which Excife, feme

He likewife commands Gahjsc, a chieftain of his, to 
bring aid to the King of Denmark ; the lame Galajfe takes quickly 
the Caftle of Zeize, lending away the Souldiery by virtue of the 
EmperoursOach or promile made unto them ; and fighting with 
the Swedes at Ode sloe, there was little noife of that conflift. But 
laying fiege unto Pinneburg,hc is by them beaten off thence,whom 
Torflenfon iuffers to return to Bernhurg , and follows him thither, 
where he beateth 3000 Purveyors. And comming -for relief to 
Eifiebe that was befieged, GaUjfei lips away, but other 20 00 of his 
purveyors are beaten by him, with the Garrifon Souldiers, he 
purfueth the Vittory, following after Galajfe s laft troop, the 
which he chafeth with Enkefortthat was their leader, and takes 
the faid Enkefort in the narrow paflages lying between Magdeburg 
and Witte berg. Then by a feartull a (fault, he vvinneth Tegaie- 
and prevailing over the Caftle of Zeize, that Galajfe had but even 
now taken, he demolifheth it, and then like a careful 1 Comman¬ 
der, refrefheth his fouldiers, who were almoft tired with thefe 
coils. Koningfmart (in the mean time) is bufied in gathering con¬ 
tributions on every fide 5 who poflefleth and deftroyeth the Town 
of Langwele, that wasfubduedby the Archbifhops Army. But 
he is beaten by the Emperians at Akerfiebe, even as the Swedes that 
were too fecure, were at another place but a little before. But 
mangel taketh three ftrongholds, under whofe conduct, alfo the 
fiege of pinnelurg (above-mentioned) was quit. 

Morcovcr,although Torftenfon fought this year againft the Dane; 
with equal! fucceffe of Vi&ory, yet Kors, with the Army that the 
year before he led out of S wet bland, invading Scandia , and the JF/;- 
using (who was alfo engaged againft him) entring Norway ; could 
not but much moleft him. Whofe King (although the Swedes 
were fomewhat overcome at Colding, where, of four Legions, 34. 
men were ftain,t 37 taken, & 15.wounded) every where complains 
of breaking into his Dominions, as well as they of him, (or (top¬ 
ping up the paffage of his Sea from them, whereby they were hin¬ 
dered of their Northern TraiEque. And although the Fleming 
gave place unto a greater number of the Danifb troops this year 
then he had, yet it was celebrated by him with much bloud. The 
Swedes and he have a treble Sea-fight alfo; tbefirft was doubt- 
full to either, thefecond was more acceptable to the Swedes : and 
the third moft acceptable unto them, difperfing therein the Da- 
jmJ& Fleet, whofe King committing himfelf in perfon to his Sea, 
is this year wounded. Who likewife recovered Breydenburg from 
theSiwfcs by land ; and turns them out of the Caftles of Pipe and 
Haderfiebe, places within his command that they Garrifonned. 
And further, being offended with one Peter a French-mamMs Vice- 
Admiral* for fuffering the enemy to ft ip out of the Chelonian Ha¬ 
ven, where he had him at an advantage, he curs rfi his head. He 
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diiiuilfeth the Empcrours Captain (willingly enough) his aids 
afforded, being top chargeable and flow in comming ; which be- Jf 4 * 
inggone, he finds ic enough to do, 'to extirpate the Swedilh Re- 
mamdersthat had taken root in his Countrey. '✓VNJ 

Laftly, his fon Vddamar, who is received by the white Ruflians 
or Mufcovites (this year 1644) in a (lately manner, as him that 
was to be the fon in Law, and heir of their Prince 5 When he 
refufed to take on him their Mu ngrell-Religion, (there being not 
envy wanting to fpurre it on) he is lefle trimly obferved, and be¬ 
ing confined from his liberty in Mufcovy (whether that were the 
iolc cauieof it, 1 know not) until! the Great Duke doled his laft 
day, he neither by the craft or force of the PoUnders , nor by the 
earned intreaty of the King of Denmark his father, in 1644. could 
obtain the lame. 

Much was the a&ion both in Germany and Britain , and not a lit¬ 
tle i:\ fome other places, in the year 1645. For the Emperour 
who had to deal with, as alfo fearing, an unwearied enemy, the 
Swede ; having received unto him his Army (out of Holfatia) that 
was fluttered, and greatly lclfened, mufters a new Army; and 
chat he might have profperous fucccllc, appoints publick prayers 
to be made in his behalf; and withall, goeth to Brandife unco the 
Image of tne Virgin (Mary, which was there fet in its firlt (fate, 
tor he had redeemed it out of the hands of the Swedes for 10000 
Florenes. Ncvertheleffe Torflenfon ( who thought to be at hand 
with the Emperour before he fbould renew his Army ) when he 
had in his march wafted Btuxy with fire, paffing thorow Ottove, and 
Moldavia, flops at Jancoa, which place was between him and 
the Emperians, andfor want of room, pofleffing a hill, he fights 
mod {fitly with Goce (who was chief Commander for the Empe- 
rour) for eight hours fpacc (this battell was on the twenty fourth 
ofFebruary, irf45)andhe vanquifheth the faid Goce his Army, ta¬ 
king from the Emperour 28 9 Officers of note, even to the Trum* 
peters, 4000 common fouldiers were taken, befides45 Wagons, 

32 Enfigncs, 16 Engines; with the Ioffe of five Captains. Thefe 
leaders of his thus taken, he redeems out of Torfienfons hands with 
$0000 Royals, and fo by force requires tribute from the people 
for this purpofe. The Conquerour after this is not idle, he dif- 
perfed 2000 of many forts or companics,that had gathered them- 
fclves together after this rour, and befides, freeing Olmuce a Gar- 
fifon that the enemy had pofleffed, he forced in eight or nine con- 
fiderable places, even to Vienna the Emperour’s place of refidencc, 
fo that that City it felf was miftrufted: but that he might not too 
much triumph in fuccefle, he befiegeth Brunne in vain, with the 
great dammage of his foot fouldiery 5 yet the occaflon of deferr¬ 
ing that fiege, was from one (jerfdorf, being intercepted with Let¬ 
ters of great moment in Silefia ; fochat having fortified the Town 
of Comuburg , he vifiteth (Moravia , and ftraightway after Bohemia, 
where he wipes their nofe both of Gold and Bread-Corn, which 
being fent before into Silefia, he followeth 5 then vanquiftieth 
O 0 o other 
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other places,he puts the City /Vugae into a frightj and paffine ovTr 
Tch'lb the Rmr *h« was frozen up with told, he haftneth to win 

■o if 45. Trich ne Caftle by aflaultj but being Tick of the Gout,he is brought 

to L)}*J)f 3 committing unto wrangle the wholecharge of his office- 
w \id i .ad Bruxia now yielded up unto him, which Torfienfon, had 
hurt by tire before, as abovefaid. 

The Etrperour alfo this year, being an enemy unto Raootzj 
Prince x>t Tranjihania, fends Buche^m a chieftain to op pole him 
wnich Tranjihanian, Torjlenfon was butied in, infolding a conti! 
nual War, as we may judge, to keep (Tuch is the Policy of 
W arlike enemies) the Emperour the more in a&ion$ yet he 
comes to a agreement this year with the faid Ragotzy, fendino 
Bucheyme with fix thoufand men, and furniture to aid the Duke 
01^4*74 who was in danger, driving alfo what he could to 
drive the Swedes out of Bohemia, whofc Camps, (through the ex¬ 
ceeding ficrcenefle of the cold) were (at GUBoze) in the latter 
end oi the year, pitched one againft the other for lodge, 
ing. 

The King of Denmark is this year beaten by wrangle before he 
undertook Torflenfons truft j expeding nothing but war with the 
Dutch i Helell alfo a great Ship called the Sophia by Shipwrack, 
that his mother had beautified with the Charge of 120000 Roy. 
als, carrying fixty four pieces of Ordinance 5 and although here, 
covered Bremerozerd by crafr,and took prifoner the Govtrnour cf 
Wartislerg, with a company of 800 Colledours of money. Yet at 
length (fortune having forlaken him) and being bent thereto 
through the intreatics of his States, after a Negotiation iuffirient- 
ly long, he enters a peace both with the Sweden and Dutch , through 
the vehement labour of the French King therein* 5 

Whiles wrangle was affliding* the Dane throughout Holfatia, 
Koningfmark fubdueth the Archbifhoprick of Bremes , vanquilhing 
fue ftrong holds there ; then joyning their Forces together, they 
detlroy Buchwald the Emptrian, with a great daughter. And 
about the middle of this Summer, Wrangle himfclf overcomes an 
lfland, called the ltie of Bornhoim, Konir.gft.at k departing from 
him into Hatfia, that he might repair the French, that had been 
under rinurn, who were beaten by Wertb, the General of the Ba¬ 
varians, at CMergentheym j W here, the rin urn-French, Kerngf- 
m*rk y G ece, and the General of the Haitians, joyning in one, they 
drive the Bavarians from Kir chain, and crofting the River Rhene, 
they win three places by aftault, overflowing the Valley Tuber: 
and then Koningfmark being called back into Saxony, the* Duke of 
Enguien adding by a fupply of Arength, courage unto them, they 
fight moft fharply July 24, at Alberftu yme • in which conflitf, 
the right Wing^ in which the French were placed, is dilperted; 
bet the left Wing,in which the valour of the Hafsiar.s chkflv ap¬ 
peared, overcame 5 Geleene was here taken, and < JKUrce llai'n. to 
the grief of the conquered. And then gathering themfelves to¬ 
gether from tbechaie, they drive the Bavarians over the River Da- 

nubias. 
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hubiut, Hercu pon two Garrifons, Nordltnge and Dunketspuie 9 are 
made the Conqucrout’s, Hailbtunne being befieged, but left,when 
as the Emperour had fent the Bavarian large afliftance by Bn- to 
tbejme aforefaid, that they might make them rufh,as it were,head- l^Wl* 
long, leaving their greater guns behind them, toward Philippi- 
burg. Then the Bavarian recovered three places, whereof Dun- 
hlspule is one. Xoningfmark having (before this battle) taken 
three ftrong holds in Saxony, and brought the Ele&our thereof 
trnio a truce for fix moneths. By all which may be gathered, 
what ground the Emperour loft this year. 

Some other things were done, as Bugsdorff , poftefling himfelf of 
Hornburgi and another place, &c. But I fhall flop here with Ger¬ 
many for this year, when I have added thefe tWo things, That wiU 
ham of Bade undergocth the prote&ionof France, Hallo id ant¬ 
ing a garrifon of Swedes into it for defence. And Maurice of Naf- 
frwis returned from exile out of Sigenm, a Town and Promon¬ 
tory near Troy, unto his own Councrey. 

In Brittain , the Englilh Parliament feeing a need of aftiftance 
from their Neighbour-Nation the Scots, in 1*43, and fending 
Commiffioners to Edinburg for the drawing of them into ingland^ 
upon condition of a joynt-taking the Covenant aforefaid,and pay¬ 
ing them 100000 1. towards railing the Army, protoifed them 
21000 horfe and foot. Which accordingly,either about the mid¬ 
dle of January, or the beginning of March the fame year, pafled 
over the River Tyne, and came in* when as now, as I have faid,the 
Parliament were in an indifferent equality of Arength by their 
own Armies. 

The King alto, not to be wanting io the like kind of endeavour, 
grants a Collation of arms unto the Rebellious in Ireland, (the 
which was made Septcmb. 15. 1643.; whereby he might have 
Forces out of Ireland for his help: and it being at that time not a 
difeoramodity, but a benefit unto them, the King received a pret- 
tyfumof money from them for it, to wit, 300001. (which Cef- 
fttion being againft the Parliaments A 6t formerly figned unto by 
him, was much i'poken againft by many J. The landing of which 
Irifh forces in behalf of the King, being Novemb. 19 following 
at Mojjton, was two or three moneths before the Scots coming in 
behalf of the Parliament, in execution 3 although the other might 
be firft in refolution. 

Neither were thefe mutual! aids alike profperous 3 for they 
that had viftorioufly fought againft thofe that Rebelled in Ireland, 
now fighting againft the Parliament, being but a little while ar¬ 
rived, were quite broken by forces under the command of Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, moft or all their principall commanders, toge¬ 
ther with 1700 Common fouldiers being taken 3 when as it was 
oot fo with the Scottilh Army. Who under the Earl of Leven 
their Generali, marching againft the Earl of NeweajUe, who had 
* great Army for the King in the North, took fome ftrong holds, 

*nd (though there was fotne heat of fighting)by enduring the great 
Ooo 2 “ cold 
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cold and hardncflc ot weather at that feafon, weakned and lefle. 
JrcHrift! 1 ned the faid Newcafllts Army. And in the year 1644. t#o other 
10144^* Generalls, Earl of Manchejter (where that flout, and l (nay f,ty t 
^V>J ' Iron iouidier Oliver Cromaell commanded) and L^rd Fairfax after 
tneir l'everal ferviccs, joyning with the Scottilh General, they 
went ail together with concord (by the which, as Mafinifta King 
oi Numi at * fold to his fons, dying 5 Resparv * crefcunt, Smell mat. 
ters gather jhengthy and increase ) and then beiieged TV^the fecoad 
chief City in England, in which the Earl of NewcajUe himfelf wai 
inciofed j which place being of great moment, Prince Rupert the 
Kings Cou(in came with great forces to relieve $ whereby the 
three Gencralls being engaged to draw off, the Earl of Newetfh, 
having freedome to bring hisforcesouc of Fork, j iyned with Ru\ 
pert , abd fo on a place called Alarfton Moor adjoyning, July the 
fecond 1644 was fought the greateft batrell of that Civil war. In 
* which battel, although (through forae difadvanrage of ground) 

the Parliaments right wing was put to flight ; yet fromwtll brake 
by a furious force rhe fight wing of the King’s, and put them to 
flight,and with LefleyiVit Scottish Licvtenanc-Gcnerahpurfued in 

chafe. Cromwell alto coming about again with his horfemcn, and 
relieving the other wing, whereby at length a full Vi&ory was 
gotten, and all Ruperts great Guns, Carriages, Bag and Baggage, 
with above a hundred Entigns, were in the CoiK]ueroi«t-poircf- 
fion. Who returned unto the fiege of Fork, and loon hadit fur- 
rendred unto them upon conditions, Rupert being before gone at 
rather fled into the South, and rhe Earl of Newcastle palling into 
Germany. Leven, (the forces being parted afliinder ) a while 
after, taking ( by his Scots) the Town of Mwcaftle, farther 
North, whicn byreafonof rhe trade of Sea-col chiefly, iseftccmed 
rich. 

But although fby reafon of divers, and not fault Armies that 
were raifed on both tides at the Spring of this year 1644, under 
feveral valiant Commanders, and their alraoft equal fucceffc,) 
E. gland feemedtobe unhappy, yet about the latter end of the 
Summer, there was (as it were) a retaliation of this Northern 
Conqueft, by the defeating the Parliaments General, Sfsex, in the 
Weft of the Land, (betides the prevailing of the King's Forces 
over the Parliaments^.; in the Southern and Midland parts,) who 
with Sir mlliam waller having begun to befiegeor block up Ox- 
ford on both tides, the King efcapmg with a few horfe out of the 
City, that defign was left off; and (trailer not being with him, 
buc dividing their forces on May the 29th) the faid General Cfex 
marched into the Weft, even as far as Cornwall, ( when at Surford, 
he had appointed trailer to purlue the King on Jane the dtb> who 
had marched with’his Army towards ivorcefler from Oxford, June 
the third, who could not hinder the King of his detign, and re* 
turned to encounter other forces;) where being environed, by the 
King s Army that came upon them (in Cornwall , the latter end of 
far theft County Weft ward) he was difperfod,his whole 

Infantry 
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laiantry or loot fubinming to the King, the horfe efcaping as well 
as they could»the Earl himfelf fleeing to Plymouth, Scptcmb. 1. 
whofe Souldicrs alfo through the enmity of the Inhabitants unto 
the Parliaments caufe, fuffered injuries. After this, he being 
again recruited, on O&ob. 27. following, there was a fecond bat¬ 
tel fought near Vjwberry in Berk (hire, where although there were 
Ioffes on both tides, yet no great caufe of triumph there was to 
cither. 

The Queen in the moneth of April 1^44, journeying Weft- 
war<J, caqie to Exeter* where June the itfch, lhe was delivered of 
a daughter Princefs Henrietta, and the 15 th of the next moneth 
July,(he arrived at the Seaport Town of Breft in Britany ,a Dukc- 
dome of France. Who went over, toufe (though fruiclefle) en¬ 
deavours for aydfrom the French King and tne Catholiqucsj 
and fomc fay, that Cardinal Mazarine was a great hinderer of 
French ay ds againft the Parliament. L ikewife alter much earneft- 
neffe, the Dukeof Lor rain gave King (fbarls hope of 10000 men, 
of thole that he for fome years had taken the Emperour's part 
againft the Swede and the French . Bar although there were 
a NegotUtour fent into Holland about the butinefs,aBd their con¬ 
veyance 5 yet they never fet footing in England . 

Ac the fame time alfo the King fought affiftance from the Re¬ 
bels of fy eland, giving the'Earl of Ormond the Lievtenant, power 
10 JJ**)*W* ce with them, as well as a Ceflation before made; 
(aubring them both of the free cxcrcife of theirRcligion,and, when 
h»s War was ended, of an abrogation of all Laws made againft 
Papifts there,) which he wifhed them to haften, for reafons in a 
Letter to Ormond . But when theii demands were fb high, that in 
many Treaties with them Ormond could effe& nothing. He fully 
impowrerh the Lord Herbert, whom he had made Earl of Gla- 
m orgon, being a ftri& papift, to make peace with them, and in¬ 
dulge them, with as much fecretie as might be: which was con¬ 
cealed for a time both from Ormond, and Lord Digby the Secretary: 
which politique and cunning working afterwards between Digby 
an Glamorgan, for fear of reile&jng upon the King,who would not 
he feen to treat and make peactfStiitb them by a Papift; and alfo of 
vifpleafiug the Proteftants of Ireland • having a doubt,in the mean 
ti«e, left they fhouid offend the IriftfRebels, especially feeing 
til thofe devices for bringing an Army of thofe Irifh into England, 
were fruftrated, I (ball forbear any further to mention. 

Amongftall which miferies «Rd doubtful! events of War this 
year H44, Proportions being ft^t to ^Oxford in the moneth of 
November, the King and the Parliament camd to a Treaty con¬ 
ning three particulars; Of their Church-Government and Re¬ 
ligion 5 of the Militia or (landing Holds and Magazine of J England} 
md about profecuting the war of Ireland , where there had been 
Wgh a year and half Ceflation of arms. It began on Jaouar. 30 
mis year, by Commifltoaers from h, betides Commifiioners 
from Scotland, and continued a linlelbove three weeks, until Fe¬ 
bruary 
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bruary2 2. Noncof cue tnrceoung contented unco oy die King,

to i 6 +(* The Parliament therefore, who, after debate between the Lords 

i/V>J and Commons, wherein rhe Lords at firft dilIented,on Decern.31 
foregoing, had voted Sir Thomas Fairfax , fon of the Lord Fairfax, 
folc General of their Armies, who was highly efttemed both for 
Valour and Modefty. Which change, the emulation of great 
Commanders partly occafioned, whereby feme good defigns had 
not profpered; and the Earl of Efsex % with two other Earls by 
Land, and the Earl of Warwick by Sea, giving up their Commit 
(ions ; modelled a new Army, con lifting of 21000 horfe and toot. 
In which were many Colonels and Officers of full bent and a&ive 
refolution to go thorow the bufinefle of War,that they hau under¬ 
taken. The King alfo not wanting divers Commanders,and great 
forces under them which pofltfltd their feveral Coatfs, with ma¬ 
ny ftrong Garrifons that were in his hands. But before I l'peak of 
the archievements of that Fairfaxian Army, which;'were great 
and manifold in the year 1F45, Khali take notice of fomeeb- 
fervable things in 1 $44. Which wcre,(beiides divers EmbalTa- 
dours that came from France, from the Dutch , from Spain, to Lon - 
Son, and fo to Oxftrd y in 1643, and 1^44, to mediate between 
the King and Parliament; which all took no effc*& 5 and Com- 
miffioners from rhe Irifh Proreftants to Oxford, Novem. 23.1 *44; 
as alio Commiflioners from the Romaniils in Ireland , Deccmb.3. 
following,; of a great fire that happened in the moneth O&ober 
this year in Oxford burning down a great deal of building from 
Carphux toward the Caftle Yard. Of three Suns or Par-he lti that 
were feen in London , Novemb. 19. two being made by the image 
or likenefle of the Ore Sun, in a thick and even, quiet and watery 
cloud, lively fet forth through the breaking in of the Sun beams. 
In which year alfo the two Hothams , father and fon, who had Ju¬ 
ly the 15 th, 1 $43, been brought prifoners out of the North to 
London, for confpiracy to betray Hull to the King, breaking their 
truft,&c. were on the very Kalends of January, 1644, beheaded. 
(A lad difafter, fhewing, *cis better never to engage in any thing, 
than not to be cooftant to what is undertaken.; On the third day 
of which January, the Common-Prayer-book (which before (to¬ 
gether with Crofles and Images, in which number Cheap lide 
Croffe Wasdcmolilhed) Cathedral Service and Organs,&c. had 
been in mod places taken away by Army-force, and Parliamen- 
tary-permiflion ) yicldeth unto a Diredory, made by an Aflembly 
or Synod at weftminfler, which was eftablilhed in its room, by Par¬ 
liament-ordination. Within eight dayes after which, as though 
it had been on purpofe. The Archbifhop, william Loud , after al- 
tnoft four years imprifenment in the Tower of London, was fruit- 
ten with the Ax for Crimes of a various kind ; who feemed to be¬ 
have himfelf with confidence at the place of his execution, raking 
that place of Scripture, as a fubjedt tofpeakon to the people, Let 
m run with patience the race that if fet before w. The which matter he 
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did read unro them 5 the which was printed. Mt.Burton alfo the rv,V) 
fuifering-Minifter under him, foon after, letting forth fomething A ™° l6 ** 
as to ftiew the falfe applicacioa of the fame Scripture unto him- 
lclt. Ltkewife the Anti-Parliament, which were the Members Lrvsi 
that went from weflminfter , who had aflembled as a Parliament 
at Oxford , Jan. 21.16 43, were adjourned fbrfcven moneths, from 
Mircii the 10th 1*44, tillO&ob. 10th, 1^45 5 whom alfo rhe 
King hitnlelf in a Letter to his Queen in France, called a Murnrd 

Parliament. A 

Charls alfo, Prince of wales, in the fame moneth of March, de¬ 
parting into Prance. And (as though they would now make their 
King a Delinquent, the Commons houfc, on the 24th day of this 
monecn, as a conclufion of the year, voted. That that claufe [For 
prfervation of hts MajefticS Per fon ] which was before in SJiex’s, 
lliould be left out in their new General’s Commiffion. 

Wno now being in a fit and ltrong pofture,(although notfeem- 
ing fo, either in the honourable worthinefle of Commanders, or in 
tne experienced antiquity of die Souldiers,) one of the firftenter- 
prizcs that was undertaken by this new-modelled Army, was to 
beliegc Oxford , whichbegan on Jl/oy a a, xfi 45 . (the King about 
*5 dayes before matching out of the fame, who being joyned wirh 
bis two Coufins, Rupert and Maurice , araongft ocher intended de- 
iigns, in the mean time befieged Leicefler, May 30, and the day 
following took it by (forming; which place was confiderable in 
regard of ftrengthand fituation,) Cromwell, FaiYf** his Lievtcnant 
General,above a month before doing fome execution on 2 party of 
the Kings at a place called I flip, bridge, betieging alfo Blechinoton 
noule,a Garrifon, whither fome of them had fled, and had it l'ur- 
rendred unto him April 24; for which the Governor Colonel win- 
dehnk was the next day (hot to death. While Oxford was befieged, 
there was aaeminent falley made by the enclofed, which gave 
lotne affront to the befiegersjune the ad; and within a few dayes 
tftcr, General Fairfax raifed his fiege, time having been loft by 
that unfcafonablc undertaking. 

Time now drew nigh for a pitch’d battle, the which in North - 
bAmptonjbire , in the fields of Hafebj, was on the 14th day of the 
wme June, joyned 5 many (as well they might)calling it, The Fa - 
tdl battle of Nafeby ; becaufe ('like the Vertical point in the Zo- 
dt*ck) it made the King’s fuccefles, which were now raifed high, 
logo,from that day, retrograde, and decay. In this fight, al- 
tnoughat the firft, through the routing of chelefc Wing of the 
*iirfaxians , and Prince Rupert's purfuit thereof, the day of victory 
teemed tofliine upon the King’s Army; (For they werefome- 
'*nac monger in horfe) yet Cromwell's force doing the like to the 
Koyalifts, together with Major General Skippon's magnaniraouf- 
oeue amotigft hisfoor, though much wounded, brought a night 
ttpon the former likelihoods; and gave both an abfolute and hap¬ 
py vidory to the Parliament: The horfe fleeing ta the late taken 
Wrifon of Leicefter, by Cromwell's purfuir, no fiiiail number were 

taken 
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taken prifoners; the Footmen (in general) deiinng quarter ior 
•fchrift!* ,heir lives,having firft thrown down their Arms,were to cue nuoi- 
to 1 6+6. ber of four or five thoufahd brought prifoners to London, Trophies 

alio of this Conqueft were the King’s Standard of War, with loo 
Colours, befides the King’s Coach, with his Letters of Secrefic 5 
all their great Guns, bag and baggage, rich pillage, with much 
gold and filver ; and (which made it more acceptable) it was, 
though not [finefudort] without pains ; yet [fine mult0[anguine] 
it coft not much bloud, hardly 500 being flain in all ; wherctf 
almoft 400 were of the conquered. Leicefter hereupon (as York 
before, upon the like dyfafter) quickly yielding to this conquering 
Army. The which by diligence and courage, without delay de¬ 
feated remaining Forces, relieved Taunton, took ftrong holds and 
Garrifons, fafter than ever the other party had taken them before; 
amongft which, that tough and ftrong garrifonof Ai/fcg-houfe, 
belonging to the Marqudsof winchefler, and by him defended, 
(that had been more than once attempted, but in vain, and with 
the loflcof many lives,was on Septemb. 14 this year 1^45, taken 
funder the Command of Lievtenant General Cromwell) by fterm, 
in which the Marqueffe himfclf was a Prifoner, and one Benjs- 
min John fon>* notable Stage-Player formerly at London , amongft 
the after-heat of the ftormers, was by fome Souldicr flain. 

The furprizal alfo of Hereford by Colonel Birch his ftratagem, 
is remarkable, who under (hew of bringing in Pioneers out of the 
Country in the night; the which the defendants for the King,had 
lent for,to ftrengthen their works, had the Draw-bridge pulled up 
unto a bold Souldier (with his company) that pretended theCon- 
ftablcs Office, who ftoutly kept up the bridge from being put 
down, untill the watchful approaching Souldiers came in, and 
with no fmall hurly-burly pofleffed that ftrong City. It happen¬ 
ed on Decemb. 17th following, and anaongu divers Seatranf- 
a&ions, five (hips this year were taken by the Parliament a: 
Sea, one whereof carried an Apoftelique Meffenger, fo called, 
with 180000 Piftolets. 

The King now feeing unto what paffe things were brought, and 
bringing againfthim, defired totreat in perfon with the Parlia¬ 
ment, Jan.i 3, which was denyed by them, chiefly (IunderfUnd) 
for fear left his Perfonal prefence in London , (where were a mul¬ 
titude affe&ing both his Caufe and Perfon) fhould cither caufc 
difturbance, or iacurr danger. They having alfo perceived from 
his letters that.were taken in the aforefaid fight at Nafeby, which 
had been publiquely read in London y as divers things, fo, that he 
treated not with them at Uxbridge out of a candid mind, neither 
would he willingly have given the name of a Parliament unto 
them ; faying, It was one thing to call them fo, and another thing fo to 
acknowledg them. After which refufal of the Parliament to tieag 
amongft the reft, weft-Chefler (which the King was very loath to 
part with, it being fo convenient a landing place from Ireland, and 
would fain have had frijb to relieve it,) was in February furren- 
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dred. And at me clofurt of mis year 1645, the Lord Hopton , on 

conditions granted him by General Fairfax, who had marched in- 

to the Weft parts, (whicn Hopton, had about the beginning of the 10 xw/ 

War divers encounters with Sir william waller , and was worded 

by him, who was ftill on his legs, and did great and long fer- 

vice for the King) differed aM his forces to be disbanded, March 

the 14th. 

Scotland alfo (who were helping their fellow»covenaliters in 
England, and after a long liege of 42 weeks, had the City and 
ftrong Garriion of Carltle delivered unto them June 2 8,1645. who 
garnionning the fame with their own men, caufed the Parliament 
to write unto the Scotcith Generali, to give it intoEngliih hands; 

Ordaining alfo thence-forward Enslith Commiffioners to reilde 
in Scotland, as Scotch Cocnmiffioners did in England at this time 
felt the plaguing force of the Earl of cMontrojje , who, from the 
time that his Countrey*men came into England in 1643, attemp¬ 
ted to moleft Scotland in the Kings behalf. Who receiving about 
1200 ol the Rebellious in Ireland, with others added to them ia 
Scotland, for almoft a year and an halfs fpace, untill the battle of 
Ktljieth, by cxcurfions, and retreats into craggy and difficult pla¬ 
ces, getting one Vi&ory, and lofing two, lay"like a gawling lore* 
or peltilenrious dilcafein hisCounrrcy. On whole fucceile the 
King having no fmall reliance, earneltly attempted to joyn, but 
could by no meansaccoroplith it, being hindred by Parliament 
Commanders.(The Kirk of Scotland , ib the mean time, having gi¬ 
ven a ferious admonition unto the King, (hewing the danger of 
thofe courfes 5 which he little or nothing regarded;) Neverthe- 
lclTe, Montrofje , fuddenly appearing, with fcarce 4000,out of his 
retiring places, Aug. 17. i^ 45 j in Kilfieth field, near the Town of 
GUfcow , gave a great defeat and flaughter unto the Army of that 
State, by reafon of ambufhes laid in places that were there fit for 
them, killing above 5000 men; moll of the Towns fuddenly 
yielding unto him, and many perfons, (hewing their concealed 
food wills, now joyning with him; for which calamity of that 
Nation, theEngliih fympathizing, kept a publiqueFaft. The 
Englilh chief Army-Officers (hewing alfo a freenefs to adventure 
their lives for them, if domeftique affairs would fuffc r. But Da¬ 
vid Lefley marching into Scotland out oi England, to relieve hisdi- 
ftreffed Countrey, with his horfemen, within a monethstime, 

Septemb. 13. at Selkirk or Philip-haugh, wholly ruined the fame 
Montrojje ; and the changeable condition of this kingdom, was 
reftored, as ir were, into its former ftate: the King being at Ron - 
[on-Heath (ny Major General Tointz) overcome with the Ioffe of 
$00 men. Sept, 24, defigning either to joyn with Montroffe , or to 
relieve befieged weft-Chejter. The Lord Digby being as unfortu¬ 
nate, who O&ob. 15. following, was defeated at Sherburn in 
York(hire,and put to flight. 

The French-man aflailing Graveling a ftrong Town that was 
P p p garrifoned 
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Gamfonned by the Spaniard 1644, reduceth it under hiT^T 
by a flwrt.yet labourl'ome.fiege ; but in C*tM»U he was lek n rn ’ 
fperous, whereupon (as is ufuall in badfucctfles of war) one 
deneart a FiWK-fc-Comraandcr there, returning home, is encoroDaf 
led in with a Prifon. He poffefled alfo two places in /ij/y, bcinJ 
angry with Cardinal Barharine, (Cardinals being his ctioofers' 
about the EIe<ftion of the new Pope. Tiie Spaniard who (in his 
Idolatry) committed both his fouldiers, and all his affairs unto 
the Patronage of the Virgin Alary, had (however) better fucccfs 
ihcntheEmperourofJerwi^jf, in the fame way, cheyear after* 
for he beat at Lerida 6000 French, and 2000 ‘Portalils, forcing 
Zer/d/4 it felf unto a furrender: (as alfo the fame year, the Cattle 
oi Aftia in Italy, that the French had before pofleffed ). But that he 
might have no caufe to dote upon that imaginary prorc&iou: thev 
repayed him again the fame with ufury, the next year 1*4/ 
\\ ho (befides taking the Town of Rofate , which it feems was fo 
battered, that there were fcarcc ten whole houfes remaining in 
it at the yielding 5 as alfo a ftrong hold called Trinity-Fort) bear 
the Spaniards at Balaquere, chafing them unto a place, called Con. 
ulme. And by intercepting the provifionthat was for its relief 
forces the Town to yield to him. And hangs fome Catalonunl 
that were convided of treachery againft him. In Italy, he fnar- 
cheth alfo (as it were) this year, the Town rtgenane, in which 
there was aMillion of prey,yet loft it again.But in Flanders hcovcr- 
came Lfl'ardtke, two holds more, with a great Bulwark adjoynioe 
to Dunkirk of the Spaniards, and alfo that notable Garrifon of Mot 
te 01 Lor rain, unto which no lefTethen 1800 Country-Towns and 
Villages belonging to the Frencb-Titk, were conftrained to’pay 
Tribute 5 carrying away unto Atrebate a Town and Garrifon of 
his, a prey with two hundred Wagons, 1200 head of Cattle,lay¬ 
ing 200 Countrey Towns defolate. Yet lofing CMardike again in 
Flanders , as he did Vigenane in Italy. And whereas tAntbony 
Barter me (whether through fear, jeak>ufy,or difeontent) had de¬ 
parted out of Rome by night, he undertakes (this year) the caufe of 
him and his, with the Bifhop of Rome. 

Which Bifhop in 1 644 had made peace with the Duke of nr* 
7^/ ) and lhC Floret>tines ^ hich was received with the great joy of all 

TheEmperourandhis fucceflbur fetting the Arch-bifbop of 
Trters at liberty the year following 1645, who being pompoafly 
received by Torftenfon , enteas into his Diocefle. 

This year alfo the Maiden-Queen of Swethland , layes hold of 
the ftern of Government in that Kiugdome. 

The Portugall alfo a&ing profperoufty enough thorow the Oce¬ 
an, the Spaniard being this year 1*44. inferiour to him in Ship¬ 
ping. 

Toe Tartars alfo making an inroad into Poland, are nowbea- 
*cp. 

But 
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Buc in Turky,the Great Vizier prefents himfclf armed before the fVA-O 
Sultan , and reproveth evill affefted perfons. Who being received 
by the Emperour or Sultan* s mother, an inventive Woman, he to i 6 yo. ‘ 
notwithftanding reprcflech by laying to her charge, the unruly 
defire of Women to bear command, of which (it appears) (he was 
guilty 5 for the which he is affaulced with a dagger, and ftriving 
to flip away is (lain; this was in 1*44. Now alfo the Offices 
or charges of the Turkifh Court are changed. And Hfur Piall the 
H gh Admirall at Sea, who was this yea, fcattered by the Ships 
and people of UUalta, where was a Ship taken by them, having in 
it many Concubines, descended of a Noble Pedigree, and like- 
wile of a great value, efteemed at four Millions, which is 
4000000 Ife. is (after fome endeavour to cfcape) choaked by the 
command of the Great Turk j who in 1645, gave peace unto £4- 
gotzy of Tranftlvanis , through the earneftneffe of Tscherine his Em- 
baflidour preffing thefame. Which Turk alfo, now arms hi m f e lf 
by Sea and Land, as threatning the Evrapan world that own not 
his Mahomet ; but, according to the Proverb, Threatned folks live 
long. However, hebefiegeth and overcometh Canea. And deals 
injurioufly with the French and Venetian Embaffadours at Conftan - 
tmeple. J 

But the Dutch before peace made with the Danifh King, paffe 
thorow his Sea in 1^45, whether he would or no $ receiving alfo 
ftven Ships of great value out of the Indies,. They take counfell 
likewife with the French , of fetting upon Flanders on both fides of 
if. And themfelves, who the year before attempted (as was faid) 

Hulft in vain, do now raakeTt yield by breakingthorow the fame! 
vaaqui(liing alfo two other fertreffes. But then, that they might 
not be too proud of their wealth 5 fourteen of their Ships, accoun¬ 
ted to be worth four Millions of money, by reafon of a Sea- 
Tower in the Danifb-Scg, which (giving light unto Marriners to 
fee their fafe way into the Haven) was removed to another place 
being dallied againft the Rocks,were drowned. 9 

Memorable accidents in four years fpace, are thefe j A naif- 
chance happened at Pefalia, where hundreds of pounds of Gun¬ 
powder, being in the open Market-place laid into a Wagon by 
reafon of the gaping chaps of the barrells, through the ftriking of 
t horfes foot with his iron fhooe againft a flint ftone, took fire} 
whereby, the adjoyning houfes werecaft down, and 30 people kil¬ 
led. Likewife at Kienna, out of a boat or Barque that was over¬ 
whelmed in the great River Danuhim , onefervanc was faved from 
drowning, by venue of two hunting dogs, that were tied together, 
ky the which beheld. At theCity of Buia in Hungary, it rained 
lead and Tin* And at Strigone a Town fcituate on Danuhim, the 
fifties flocking together, covered the River, (hewing their heads 
wove water, which thing the aged inhabitants, (it feems) from 
fattier obfer vitinn, foretold to be a token of the change of their 
Lord and Matter; thefe in 1*41. Butin the year 1644, in the 
Ppp % Moncth 
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xMoncth of May, a great Wood (belonging to the IX>kIw 7 , 
Nortmlcrg)ot Sooo Acres of Land, burned in a flame, which is 
excraordmanly notable, if not ominous. Thcfameyeara fo r 
the W,/i> Commander, had a ftrangc and lad accf 
dene betel I his children and houthold-fervants by lightning, at the 
folemnitics of iheFuneral of a Major.at Minda-, flaflung upon h! 
fons : Itdetaced the hrft born’s face, itfmote the right fife and 
armof ti.eiecond, and the right arm of his third born- ver .Ke 
eldett and youngeft of hisdaughters had no hurt, but thefJvanK 
one and th othtr were deftroyed.

^V"NJ Of things which were done in divers parts of the world) Ferdinand the 
third being Emperour of Germany , and Char Is the firfl, for 
a while , Xing of Britain. 

From the year 1646, unto 1650, incluftvely taken . 

T He Emperour in 1*4$, who by the aflent of the Duke of 
Saxony , that had prolonged his Ceflacion of arms with 
the Swedes , quitting the garrifon of Otfagdeburg , (Wrangle having 
departed unto Cremfte , a place out of the way) recovereth three 
Towns from the Swedes, and afterwards Cornuburgy a Garrifon 
of great concernment. And then being increafed in ftrengthof 
Fprces by the Bavarians , goeth down thorow Fran cony into wette* 
rave and Hafiiay where he labours (though all in vain) to inter¬ 
cept or foretfall both the Swcdith Camps and provifion of visual. 
For, he triumphing in his Camps for the joy ot his foa Ferdinand 
the 4th, fo called, who was chofen King of Bohemiaj (whom to¬ 
ward the end of this year he fo crowned ) and alfo for the late 
return of Cornuburg into his hands, wrangle (lipping away, 
environed) the Emperour's Souldiers, and palling over the River 
LM$nm y be bends his march unto Danubim. But Koningfmark the 
Swedifti Commander after one or two fervices, and ehfooR fub- 
duing the Town of Brevemerd this year, doth joyn himfelf with 
wrangle , when he had descended from Ilmene thorow Erford and 
Etch field unto Vifurg. For he palled over the Mindean Foords^od 
had taken eight Towns, of which Paderborn was one. He forti¬ 
fying his Camps at %Amdtnoburg y withftood the Bavarians coming 
on. with great force, and being by French Ayds made Aronger, he 
prefleth upon, and encompaUeth them, thaefo they being kept 
apart from the River MdtnuS) he making hafte, might come be¬ 
fore them unto Danubila % to hinder their paflkge over that River, 
and leaving Schorndorf to win 7 'wain by allaulr, he himfelf takes 
Nordling and two other con fiderable holds: which being done, 
he calls him unto him again, and fights againft the City Au- 
gafla of the Vindelicians> but overcame it nor. He alfo had almoft 
made Lyce or Lycum his own, notwithftanding he Intercepted 
warlique futniture, and large ftore of visuall of the enemies 
more than once. But more chan this,returning unto Memminge, 
he with the greateft boldnefle violently takes both the narrow 
pallages that were between the Hills, and the Town of Brigant 
it fell, which is, as ic were, the Key, opening unto, or Ihuttiog out 
of many Countreys, wherein was great fpoyl and prey: as alfo 
Langenarch at the end of this year 1646, by furrender. In the 
mean time, the Cattle of Marpurg being befieged, is yielded to 
the beliegers. But it cott one wiilick the Defender thereof, his 
head, at Giejfe. Two places foon after following chat Cattle’s 

example, 
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example. £«(s 64 f£(notwuhlUnding) being taken £lerfiein tlic 
Euipcrian. In the upper pares of the Country this year are fub- 
dued Smalcaldy with lour other places by the Eraperout's Soul- 
diets, of which two, Kiricha'u and Raufchenburg , are lott, with 
no profperous conflict. Ceife recovering Kirichain y demolifheth 
the lame, and vanquiiheth Al$feld- y getting alfo a victory over 
Ebofeiny who was increafed in number by LMelander, carrying 
back eight Waggons, with 500 prifoners of War, and 700 hor- 
fes 5 but this was after that Rabenbaupt had returned irom the 
fiege of Zon[e y and Melander had taken Euskirk and Flemburg \ the 
which example Paderborn followed at the end of the year, taken- 
before by Koningfmark . , But the Duke of Wittemburg, bringing 
a fupply unto the Swedilh forces in Silefta> much croubleth or ty- 
rcth Aiantecucule the Emperian,who at the firft of the year had the 
upper-hand, and followes him, going back into Bohemia 5 he 
takes alfo Hafelcbety and two Towns more from rhe Emperians in 
the faid Silefu 5 but befieging Troppave a ftrong Garrifon in Mo - 
ravijy he loft his labour. 

The year following 1647, when as wrangle had fortified the 
Ifland of Menave , together with the Cattle of Lagenatchy and re¬ 
ceiving Mdfengers from Helvetia, had difmiftcd them with a 
friendly anfwcr, he departs there-hence for lack of grafle or fod¬ 
der 5 confirming alfo a cc flat ion of arms at Monaftere, and after- 
wards at Ulmc, between the Swedilh, French, the Haffians, and 
the Bavarian and Colonian. Then after fome other pallages of 
War, Koningfmark having befieged Warendprf, there was a ftouc 
fight at Sea, when their Ships were brought unto the Podanian 
Lake, at four places. The Novefians taking Nidek in the Julia- 
can field,and;*y4*g/c,receiving fupply,by his Captain Lowenhaupty 
Nordling, and Sweinfurt . TheDuke of Wittenberg alfo returnes 
ftoutly into Silefia, and Dewage being caft out of two places betook 
himfelf to Brellavc. Whole forces alfo taking the Town of Trau- 
tenave, take alfo the Glogavians therein, with 146 Horfemen, 40 
Footmen, 270 Horfes wilh bag and baggage. Bucheim and Spork 
Emperians make haft, who befieging Olave lofc their labour. 

But Moriane is fent away unto Hefle of Caflclla, who fubdued un¬ 
to his power 9 Garrifons, whereof Fridberg, and a place called 
the Palatinate Forty were tvfroj but then befieging Rheinfelfey he dy¬ 
ed with a mortall wound ; whereupon there was a Truce made 
between the Haffians and Emperians. But the Emperour not only 
diili king, but difdaining the conditions of the former Ceflation of 
Arms,meft violently aflaults the Town and Garrifon of Weiffen- 
burg,and wins it from his enemies the defenders. Appointing alfo 
the Earl of Holtf*pfell,( who was of late known throughout Haffia, 
where he warred,by the name of Melander ^General, in the room of 
GolUjP e, who was by little & little in a decaying ftate of body,and 
thereupon repairing his Army,he fortifieth alfo three very confide- 
rable places,to yrit>Prague in Bohemia, Pilfene>&c Vienna^ the City 
of his Palace in Gw many 911 ‘Danpbjw 5 and having done this, (as 
' thinking 
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* thinking hemd done ioine great matter toward his Droir^inn 4 
fuccefle)he bequeaths a FcA-day or holiday to be k^pt int me» 
brance of the \min Manes Conception, and fo commits hirofeTf 

his affairs, and Souldiers unto her Guardianrtiip. Being imoa’ 

tient of a ceflation, he vnthdrawes wertb and Spo,t, two chief 
Commanders of the Bavarian Army, from the faid Duke of T 
yaria, (although they were condemned by him of treachcrv! and 
joyns them untohis newGeneral Holifapfel 5 but heexcufed that 
deed uito the Swedes and French, it havTng’been perfidiol fl 
tn him, to have voluntarily fentany of his, unto his afliftance 
againft thofe with whom he had a ceflation from arms, within 
the limited time; He fubducth Falkenave , but going to hinder 
H' re frora 1 befieging, he flackened his pace, beifg often flopped 
by over or fool-hardy wrangle, (for that was hisEpethice) in his 
very Camps, while he would break violently thorow unto a lit- 
tie bridge belonging unto a houfe of the Emperout’s, for the en 

tertainment of friends. He fights at Plane, and two other p'aces 
with a diverlc lflue, untill the Bavarian, the ceflation of arms be’ 
ing ended, joyned huafelf unto him again 5 as alfo untill that 
wrangle (calling Komngfmark unto him; fhould fnatch a wav, as 
it were* his Army thorow Bohemia toward tAnr.ebero. and ihould 
pafleover unto Mifnia,Erford, and Vifurge of Hoxiere, that he 
might refrefh Souldiers at divers places, and then (hew himfelf 
inHaflu: whither the Emperour's and Bavarian forces follow- 
ing him s (toracaufe moving them thereunto) they were plafed 
to befiege the City Marpurg, where Holifapfel, formerly Ulan. 
A/, the Emperour s Gencral.througha Splinter of a beam/"which 
wasoccafioned by the Caftle's or Tower’s Guas rhundring into 
the place of his abode) breaking a vein of his neck, had aW 
breathed out his life, together with his bloud, by that open paf- 
fage. But (after one or two places vanquifhed by the Emperour, 
one whereof, to wit, Iglave, very hardly 5 and Nordling (that 
was taken thts year, before, by Lamnhaupt theSwediih Captain5 
as faith Mtrcitnm GalloMgicus) wickedly or unhappily retaken 
by the Bazar,an) theSwcdifh Novefians perform'd notable ex- 
ploits, killing or Goce with too common Souldiers, and ra- 

ktng the fatd EarLof Holrfapfell ', fome Majors, with 200 common 
Souldiers prifoners. Neverthekflc Lambaj (on the other fide) 
watching his opportunity, vanquifheth windtke with three other 
ltrong holds m Colonia, and from chencc goes into Weftpbalia, 
although he was commanded by the Emperour to come with his 
Brigade unto the chief of his warlique affairs. 

Moreover, the fame year, being 1/547, the Souldiers of Twain 
are overcharged by Neighbouring garrifons of the Empcreurs, at 
Zmng'nb'rgx and do allure the City Mentz, and warns , againft 
the tubule devices of both garner and Boninghaufe. But there 
was like to be a falling out with their own fellow-Scaldicrs, 
about Rofe the Tribune, whom fome Regiments required from 
the Army* to be reftored their Captain^ neither could they be 
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brought to return to their duty by a.»y means; but yet on lome r 
certain conditions they do joyn to Koningfmatk . Rofe himfelf Anno 1646 
being brought to Paru y t o declare the caufe hereof. And when as f 0 
the Colonian, now renounccth his ceflation of arms made a while L^VSJ* 
before, with the Swede, French, and Haflians, by rcafon of a 
Town that was taken of theirs, in the mean time, and fome other 
unvvorthinefles received from the enemy; then Koningfmark y in- 
creafinghisnumber with Rabenbaupt's Souldiers, (that profpered 
in fome atchievemcnts the year before) begirts ^Paderborn that 
had been taken and retaken in 1545, and fteutly oppofeth him- 
felf againft Lamboy at Steynford y as he pierced into Ojtro-Frifia, or 
Eaft-Fricfland, and that, untill both Armies were fummoned 
away unto the higheft matters. 

And truly,(as though things were now coming to the higheft 
pitch) the S wediih Commanders and Armies do hotly encounter 
the Imperial Forces (in the year 1648) to their difadvanrage. For 
mangle in the firft place takes from the Duke of Luneburg 1400 
horfes, and the cloathing for his Army; and calling a Council of 
War at S'ade, he moveth toward Paderborn y where he drives 
away the Empcrians and Bavarians out of HafiTn, where they 
wanted Vi&ual, into Francony, having been fufficiently worn 
out at the fiege of Marpurg, Then increasing his Army, he paf- 
fcch over the River AUrrn at Alciburg, being 23000 (Iron®, 

15000 footmen, 8000 horfemen, 160 great Guns, and 200 wagl 
guns, and by force wrefted 9 piece of Ordinance that were left 
by the Emperour’s Army at Forcheym. And coming unto Feucb- 
vange y he fees his Army in array; but the Emperour’s forces do 
partafunder, the Empcrians departing unto Rarisbone, and the 
Bavarians unto Eichftade; but mangle himfelf fits down ac 
Guntsburg; Koningfwark in the mean while wandring up and 
down, unto whom the abovefaid difeontented Turanian Souldicr 
then caime. Then after three places yielded, poflcfled, and laid 
wafte,and three others fortified : And the upper Palatinate put 
toextreatn villany by the rude and cruel Souldiers, at length 
there was a conflift about crofling the River Lyce y (the French be¬ 
fore that, coming to the Swedes, and covering Bavaria y upon 
which Bucheym and Spovk are called out of Silelia ) toward the 
City Auguflay and that, an unhappy one to the Emperiarss y Holt - 
fapfell their General being in the very rear (lain, alfo Konigfmark 
brings away their Secretary, with 200 and 70 Common men, 
audio opened their paflage in Bavaria y whither it appeares they 
were tending. (Tworeafons were given of this misfortune; ci¬ 
ther becaule Cronsfeld , Leader of the Bavarian Souidiery, had 
been Commanded (in imitation of the Haflians) to decline the 
Front of the Battle, and bring his Souldiers to defend rather the 
more found or ftrong parts thereof: or becaufehc envyed Holt - 
fapftti -)the faid Holtfapjell having his ChiefOfficers the leffe obedi¬ 
ent untojiim, both in regard ofthe Rigour of his Army difeipline, 
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andlikewifc, for that his Religious Rices were very much eftran- 
oToiriftj 1 theirs. But Koningfmark breaking into Bohemia, and on 

to 1646. July 16, making a freeEgrtfi'e and Regreflc unto the Town and 
v/Y\l Garifon of iger, that was fhur up by the Enemy3 on the 26 of 
the fame moneth, he cncompafling and taking 300 Scouts, ora 
party fent forth, by a cunning Stratagem, brought a greater mis¬ 
hap unto theEmperour, than the other: who fending forth by 
night as many of bis own Souldiers unto Colored the Vice-King of j 
Bohemia,under a colour of being his party that was fent out, now 1 
returning, their Watch-word being full ftollcn3 took by this 
difguife before day, that which is called Little Prague, with the 
Caftle of Rets or ijtife thereto belonging,, with more than 200 
men of a great fame, whom he made them to ranfom. A prey I 
alfo of above feven millions value, fell hereby into his hands, the 
richer part of which he fends away in 60 Waggons unto Lipfia, 
Colored alio the Vice-roy, hardly efcaping from being feized on 
in his bed. mangle all'o trolling Lyce, confirmeth one garrifon, 
and takes two into his pofleflions the Emperour’s Hiding away 
unto Piltsbove, the Bavarians fpreading themfclves into Garrifons 
to defend thofe more flrong places, who, upon the ioling of 
Lyce, quitted or departed from If are, the which mangle pofltflcth 
wholly.* who befieging Waflerburg, was ftuftrated of his at¬ 
tempt, and feeking a paflage over the River Oene , could not ob¬ 
tain it, the Bavarian ftoutly defending the right bank again!): 
him. Then he hath a conflict with the Emperians and Bavarians 
who revived again, at Dinckelfinge, and fits down at Landfbute , 
being repulfed by imtb y who with great violence aflailed them 5 
the laid tverth, having been newly received into favour by the 
Duke of Bavaria, who before had a prejudice againft him. 

Left I fhould be too tedious, let me briefly run over fome acti¬ 
ons of two or three more chief Swedilh Warriours this year.

wards refigned that Kingdom;) leading them from feveral plac-s, 
untill he brought them into Bohemia, where he is received bv 
JConingfmori, and the Duke of Wittenberg aforefaid. Hisdefigi 
was for the fiege of Prague, unto which he breaks thorow : But

PrAgue in good earntft, making Mines under the ground, whither 
Buche)m , left uthould befubdued, fwiftly came, that he might 
manfully withftand the Forces of Charts, the faid new Swediih 
Commander. Yet furely it was forely endangered * fer into 
born Pr agues > are carried no lefle than 328$ ftroaks of difehtrged 
Ordnance 5 the betieger like wife p JR fling two places of rtfi.

In the mean time in England (after the defeating of Lord Afh'f,

Hl- came tnither May the fifth following; which 
comming, caufed (there hav.ing newly been fame jarring between 
the Englnhand Seots about want of their pay, and negtc# of 
Ci'Urctvdifciplineaccording to the Covcnant)nofmal diflentions 
and d 1 vets harfh writings between the Scots and theEnelifh Par- 
liament, about the diipolall of his perfoa (which the Enolijb, for 
divers the more jult reafons, demanded out of their hands, wheat 
they carried farther North) for fome Meneths. Notwithftanding, 
in the very interim there was fuch a prodentiall management of 
things; that both rhe Nations friend lily cor joyned (amonsft other 
tranladions) in fending nineteen propofiriens, as was (aid, for 
a late and well-grounded peace, drained not very much high¬ 
er than tiiofc of Uxbridge, unio the King by Enolijb Cbm- ' 

tniflioners, ac Newtajlle, Scotlands Parliament Commiffioners be¬ 
ing alfo there, and affenting ; this was Jul. the i yrh of this year, 

U no which (after petfwafions, and preffings, amonsft which 
L rd Loadtm Oraten the Scot was eminent) lie would not agree 
So that the Englijb Parliament voting the Scots 40000. ft for 
their alfirtancejot which.aoooool.they weie prefently to receive 
ana accordingly, about the latter end of January they did Upon 
wmch rece ipt fas they were to do) they delivered up three ftrone 
G rnlons that were in the North of England-, Newtajlle, Berwick 
amJ ffli/le, into the Parliaments hand, and withall the Kina!

wall this he not being ufed as a conquered Captive, but a King 
The Scottifh Army, on February the Eleventh following, marl 
chtd over the River Tweed intotheir own Countrcy, three Com- 
wimoners alio (at the fame time) being fent thither to the Scotch 
Par I lament concerning publiqae matters. For they had begun to 
confute ho w to fettle the affairs of both Nations without the King

For theyhad fivethoufand choyfe 
Unldiers in that ftrongly fortified City, goodllore of provifions*

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and five thoular.d are reported to have been ted thereby, betides 
cfclrift ' 6 no want Arms or Ammunition. None except Rupert and M&u- 
to i^jo.* rice, who were to depart the land, were forbidden to come to 
London, and the Kings fon, the Duke of Fork, was with honour 
thither conduced, but the old Broad Seal which they left behind 
them, was Auguft the eighteenth* (the Parliament having made 
a new one) broken and defaced ar London . 

Five or fix other moft ftrong places, foon yielding themfelves 
after Oxford (of which thc lfland and.Caftleof Scilly, at the Weft 
end of the Land, was one Sept. \6 . Which was a great harbourer 
of Men of War for the King by Sea, that took great fpoil of Mer¬ 
chants Ships, and from whence Prince Cfar/s had not long before 
fled into Jcrfey) and Colonel Majfeys brigade being by Fairfax qui¬ 
etly disbanded in the Weft, among whom (about the difference 
of Presbytery and Independency inChurch-Government,of which 
there were great fad ions then in England) a mutiny was feared, 
the war was even fir, i(hed, and Generali Fairfax came Novemb. 
tlae 12 th with triumph into London* where by both houfes of Par¬ 
liament, he was (in order) moft amply and heartily congratulated, 
unto which he replyed with a fhort modeft anfwer. The Earl of 
E/ex their firft Generali, that brake the Ice, dying (as is faid) of 
an Apoplexy, the 13th of Sept, aforegoing, who on the 22 th of 
O&ob. following, was moft pompoufly (by the Parliament) inter¬ 
red. *“• 

But the next year 1*47, was partly fpent in the divifions of 
fellow-Conqucrours, and many others, divided under the name 
of Presbyterians and Independants j the former complaining 
that the folcmo Covenant was .not kept, the latter, that it was 
mifineerpreted : the Royalifts in the mean time ready to joyn with 
either for their own advantage, very many having out of taken- 
Garrifons reforted to London . Tiiele diffentions increafing, Peti*. 
tions were both prefented to tho Parliament againft the Army as 
Independants, and the Parliament themfelves debated of disban¬ 
ding them, againft which (as wronged) they Petitioned the Ge¬ 
neral, becaufe they neither had their Arrears, nor the Laws and 
Liberties they had fought for, were obtained. And although the 
other party much ftomached and complained of the faid Petition, 
yet on June the fourth, 1 £47, the King was by a party (under the 
command of one Cornet Joyce ) taken from Holmly, and carried un¬ 
to feverall places, according to the removing of the Armies quar¬ 
ters. Whereupon, the Parliament ordered where he fhould re¬ 
side, which was at Richmond, but eight miles from London, tod 
alfo who fhould attend and Guard him. But in ftcad of fullfil¬ 
ling the fame order, there wasfent from the Army an impeach¬ 
ment agaioft eleven members of the Commons, as hinderers of 
right, doing fomething againft the Army it fclf, and hindering 
Irelands relief, the which, had been, as was thought, too long ob- 
ftru&ed already by reafon of the Kings going to the Scots. This 
eaisfed half a years reparation of thefe member^ from the houfe,al- 
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though voluntary. Notwithftanding through the affociating of rvA^o 
many Citizens and Apprentices of London (that were for the re- A f nno l f& 
ftoringofthe King and the Covenant; with fome that had been to 
chief Officers of the Army, (as Sir william waller , Colonel Majfey , 

Major Generali pointz , after that the houfes, through the violati¬ 
on of their fitting, and free voting, by fome of the aforefaid Citi¬ 
zens and Apprentices, had adjourned for four dayes, and in the 
mean while many went from London to the Army; the matters 
fwelled up io that height, that on July the thirtieth, the City of 
London openly declared againft the Army, (being ftrengthened on 
the very fame day by three votes of the Members that remained at 
London , (two new fpeakers being chofen; choofing Majfey Gene¬ 
rali of their forces and Militia, that they then railed to oppofe 
the Army 2 Which Army hereupon drawing nigh to London, did 
fomething allay the Citizens courage; fo that they both deferred 
the Parliament of July the 30th, with the eleven Members, dif- 
banded and delivered up all Forces, Forts, and Militia into Fair¬ 
fax his hand, recalling alfo their late Declaration. And on Aug; 
the fixth, the departed Members, were (by the Army; reftored to 
their fitting. Who with a full body, the next day, Aug. 7. Mar¬ 
ching thorow the City, flighting its Works and Forts, taking 
pofleflionof the Tower, and confining its Militia to its own oncly 
bounds, receiving alfo a Moneths pay from the Parliament in gra¬ 
tification 5 all this being to the gladding of fome, and the grief 
and vexation ef others. ' 

This being done, the Army Aug. the i8ch, 1^47. remonftra- 
ted their defires for the Parliaments clofing with the King, and 
that he might come to London upon thatclofurc 5 Yet the Scotch 
Commiffioners (who, before fetisfa&ion given unto his people, 
had denied the juftnefle of his acceflion thither) would have had 
him now out of the Armies hands, perfonally to treat at Londont 
however to ftay at Hampton Court, whither he came, Aug. 24. 
Jfopofitions were fent him thither, unto which to confent he de¬ 
nied 5 More were again framed, and in the mean time, Nov.i 1. 
he privily fled into the Ifle of wight , leaving a Letter behind him, 
fhewing, the end of it was, to preferve his own fafety, againft 
whofc life fome laid wait. About feven dayes after his com¬ 
ing thither from Car is hr00k Gaftle, he fent to the Parliament a 

Letter, in which he was earneft fora perfonall treaty at London , 
that might be accompanied with three appendices, honour, free- 
dome, and fafety 5 they voted, Novemb. 2 6 . that upon figning 
four propofirions, in order tofecurity, which feemed not unreaso¬ 
nable, that fhould be admitted: whoneverthelefle, the Scots be¬ 
ing averfe unto the faid bills prefenting, and people divided into 
parties in London, flatly refufed to confirm the fame, for which 
«ufe, they voted Jan. the third, that no further addrefles fhould 
he made unto him, or meffuage received from him by themfelves, 
or any other without their leave. Which Votes, the Generali, 
and Army-Councell on the eleventh day feconded with a Decla¬ 
ration*

Tnd'e Votes, and Arrny-Declaration,inflamed rather than an. 
pcafed the anger and fury of many people, who nor onely lopaea 
tor, but expected the King to be reltored unro his former dignuy 
although the Parliament lought by another Declaration, (fhevv- 
ing how often they had applyed thcmfclvcs unro the Kin?, yet all 
in vain) to aflwage their didurbed minds: fothat tumults and in- 
furrections (die beginnings of a iecond war) were not ondv fear¬ 
ed, but railed ; the firffc ci which was that in the lilc of Wight 
*t felf, rear the very Cattle in which the King was ; for which, 
the principal LeaJc-r, Captain Burleigh, was at an Aflizes, called 
at nfnchficr on purpofe, condemned ior Trcafon, and executed 
Fcbr. ic. 1547. Notwithftanding in the moncth of April 1^48, 
Lok'Icus Apprentices, and other young people, gave a nrtable 
example ct war and (edition urto adjacent phres, who faying 
they were for Chads their King, put the whole Coy in creat fear, 
the Lord Maior being conitrained ro betake himleff unto the 
Tower, w ho the next day by a party fenc by General Fairfax^ 
were var.quiffctd and quieted.’and a thouland pound given to the 
Souldiers tor the (truce. The Duke of Yak cfcapFng (in the 
fame April) from Jjv.es his houfc near mfn:hf:er, cut of the Par¬ 
liaments hands. And the Prince being as a baniftied man in the 
peoples eye, by private CommifftoRs from his Father the King, 
railed war; which war feemed more formidable and dangerous 
unto the Parliament and Army than the former, both in regard of 
the Scots, who from a ill fling friends, were turned threatening 
enemies, and chiefly thofe that were called Treslyterians, fiding 
both in London and the Countrey with the Royalifts upon the ct 
'L^«j/;i-account. 

Now divers ftrong holds were feized on for the King,as Birmck, 
April the 3orb, by Sir c JHarmaduke Largdale ; and C arlil * 
about tfce beginning of May following 5 PontfraB Cattle, (where 
alfo Colonel Rainsborougb was trcachcroufly by the enemy after¬ 
wards, Ootob. 29, taken in his bed and (lain, as he lay at the 
liege thereof) was June the third furprized by a Major and Cap¬ 
elin of the King s, having firft killed the Governour. Before 
which,on May the 12th,there was an Infurretfion at St.Ednmds* 
bury not tar troai LoKaor ,:, and a fedicious Petition by the Surrey- 
men on the 16th day, the Petitioners befides hurting, killing 
one of the Parliament’* guard; for which, thcmfelves were by 
fome horfc Icattcred, and fome killed. A far greater on the 24th 
day was by the Men of Kent, with whom divers great ones ©f 
that Country joyned ; Great toy! it coft Fairfax (who was with 
fe?en Regiments engaged againtl thefc rifers) to fubdue them: the 
greateft contii& was at the Town of Ultaidftone, where with very 
much difficulty,and no fmall danger,with the Ioffe of 40 men,the

But (to leave other filings in the Welland other places, becaufe 
they were foon quelled) much danger threatened the Parliaments 
Cauie in Wsles, bv Laugborn, Toyer, and Powell's conjoyning, who 
before had done the Parliament (elpetiaily Laugborn) good fer- 
vice. Thefaid Laugborn with Powell having an Army of 8000 
men in the field 5 ut.to the which one Colonel Horton with but 
3000 gave a complcat overthrow, killing many,and taking about 
3000 prifoners; this was in May . Thofe two flying unto Foyer 
in Tembroolt-Cidle, a moft ftrong place, (after that chepflow Cz- 
Ale was furrendred unto another Parliament Commander, whole 
chief Defendant Sir Nicholas Kemfb, was after the yielding. May 
2 5,(lain,) Cromwell after a while about July had it yielded unto 
him,with the oppofersall priloners;extremities within couftrain- 
ing them thereunto. 

The Earlof Holland alfo (who before had played faft and loofe) 
now taking his opportunity, with the Duke of Buckingham , was 
in arms at Kineflon upon Thames with .500 horfemen, who was 
put to flight by Sir Mchael Levefey, and afterwards taken and fent 
to Warwick Cattle 5 the Lord Franck , the Duke's brother, being in 
theCombateflain. 

The plundring forces alfo belonging unto Pomfret Cattle were 
quire vanquished by Colonel Rofiter,mho fin that a&ion,was forc- 
ly, though not mortally wounded. 

But the greateft block to leap over, was a Scottifh Army under 
Duke Hamilton's Command, who (though they were judged to 
be both chat Kirks and Kingdoms enemies, and fo had not their 
g*od withes for their fuectfle) invaded England about or in ti e 
monech of June, and a little after being added unto by Langdale's 
forces, were ftrong in number, having no kffe than 25000, and 
cruel and terrible unto the Inhabitants where they came. This 
Army Major General Lambert kept in play, untill Lievtenant Ge- 
neral Cromwell (Pembroke-Qidlc being feafonably delivered unto 
him) could come to joyn with him, who being in all not full teq 
thoufand ftrong, Aug. 17.1648, wholly vanquifhed and defeated 
Rrr that 
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that Array, took the Lievtenant General, and loon after rhciDuke 
jrchrift 4 / himfclf in flight with 3000 horfc, 3000 having been before flain, 
m us*. and 9000 taken prifoners. The Conquerour, Cromwell, after 
i/AJ this, entring Scotland with a happy fuccctte* ayded that Nation 
againft fotne enemies, that there {food up, (reducing alfo Barniek 
and Carltle) and was by them both magnificently entertained, and 
ingenuoufly acknowledged (under God ) Scotland's Prefener 
whofe Army was before called by many of them, A company of 
Sectaries. 

Divers fhips likewife revolted from the Parliament unto the 
Prince by Sea, at the beginning of June, not fuffering 
borough the Vice-Admiral to tome aboard ; fo that the Prince 
within two moneths after, was with near 20 fayl upon Thames, 
out-daring the Earl of Warwick , who was too weak for him .* But 
through the prudence ef Sir George Arfcoagb , the Portfmouth 
Fleet was brought by the Ptinces fliips fafe unto the Earl, and 
then they followed the Prince upon the coaft of Holland , whither 
he was gone to vi&ual. 

In the midft of thefe ftirs, (whether in love or fear of the King 
andhisCaufe, the Parliament themfelves altered their former 
Votes, nulling on June 30, 1 $48, thofe for no further Addreflcs 
to the King, Jan. 30. before, (having admitted the 11 impeached 
Members) And voted, (though not a Perfonal Treaty at London, 
yet an honourable one to be had with him, he fir A accepting 
thereof, upon Proportions, in the Iflc of Wight, which began 
Scptemb. 18 this year, 5 Lords, and 10 Commons being chofen 
as Commiffioners to treat, and 10000 1. to defray the charges of 
the fame. It laded about 9 weeks, untill Novemb. 27.' 

But in the mean time, this new war being now over, and the 
Army at fotne leifure, its Councei of Officers altogether disking 
that Treaty, gave a prevalency (by a Remonstrance of theirs unto 
the Parliament, Novemb. 20) unto divers County Petitions deli¬ 
vered in the moneths September and O&obcr, for the execution 
of impartial Juftice upon fome aforementioned, as Hamilton, &c. 
authors of much bloud and calamity, and efpecially on King 
Charts himfclf, as the raifer of the whole War, and that God’s 
wrath might be feared to attend them, if he were unpunifhed. 
Whereupon,when as the King’s Conceffions in the Ifle of Wight, 
were Decern b. 5. following, voted fatisfa&ory by the Parliament, 
the next day, divers Members that had fo voted, were both fe- 
cluded from fitting,and confined,by the Army* and a little after, 
the King was brought out of the Ifland unto Hurft Cattle, by a 
party of Horfe,and fo to wind for, Decemb. 23. And after the Su- 
pream authority voted to be in the Houfe of Commons, Jan. 4. 
there was an Ordnance made for the King’s Tryal on the 6th day$ 
in order to which, an unufual Court, called, an High Court of Ju- 
fiice, was ere&ed, on the 9th day, before whem ehe King appear¬ 
ed Jan. 20, and when as he would not plead to his Acculation, 
as being unfatisfied in that Courts power to judge him, (butra- 
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ther forbad the Clerk to flop, and hold his peace, after his ear nett 
defire to fpeak with the Houffes in the Painted Chamber, which ^chrift?* 
would not by the Prefidenr Bradfbaw and the Court be iuffered ) to 1*50/ 
he was fentenced to be beheaded by the (aid Prefidcnt, the which ^ySj 
was accordingly executed on Jan. 30, on a Scaffold created be- 
for ctyhite-Hah, who there tettified unto the people, That he dy¬ 
ed aProtefttnt accordingto the Church of England's Do&rine, 
(delivering his George unto Dr. Juxon , who was his boiome-ar- 
tendant, that, as was fuppofed, he might fend it unto the Prince) 
sad fpeaking not much m the vindication of his innocency. He 
was afterwards Febr, 9th, by 4 Lords, and Dr. Juxon weeping, 
inhumed at windfor in Georges Chappel, where Henry the eighth 
was formerly buried: after this. Proclamation was made, in 
Towns, That none (hould dare tp proclaim charts Stuart his fon, 
or any of that race or other, King of England , upon pain of death 
for Treafon j for the which* one Beaumont a Miniftcr, was on the 
16th of February executed at Pontfraft 5 the Scotch Commiffio- 
ners having before, Jan. 10. difavowed thofe proceedings of the 
Inglifti,and therefore, young Charts was on Febr. 5 th proclaimed 
King iaScotland,and on the 16 day likewife proclaimed in Ireland. 

The houfe ofLords being on the 6 day of the fameFeb.voted by the 
Commons, ufelefle and dangerous,(a neceflary confequence of the 
fall of Monarchy) and on the 17 day aDemocratic*! Government 
of 40 chief ones, called a Committee or Councei of State,was by 
and under the Parliament Senate appointed. Amongft which 
a&ions, Duke Hamilton * Earl of Norwicby who had likewife rai- 
fed Forces for the King in this laft War, Earl of Holland, Lord 
dpel/y and Sir John Owen, were all brought to a Tryall before a 
fecond High Court of Juftice, which began Febr. 10, and after 
fcntenceof death patted on all five, March the 6th, two, to wit, 

Earl of Harwich, and Sir John Owen 3 were on March the 8th re¬ 
prieved, and the next day the other three beheaded in the Palace- 
Yard of wefiminflery Lord Capell behaving himfclf the moft confi¬ 
dently, and undauntedly at the time of execution. And toclofc 
up this year in Englandy after the voting down of the Lords in 
Parliament, the Earl oi Warwick y a Peer, was removed from his 
Admiralflhip at Sea, Febr. 215 and the next day, a confiderable 
fhip called the Hart- Frigot revolted from this hew State. But 
PontfraSl Cattle, that tough relique of Garrifons, which all this 
time held out, was on March the 21* 1648, conftrained to fur- 
render. 

In the mean time* the Frenchman by the Duke of Turain well 
handleth the League with the Swedes in 1646, and receiveth 
dnthony Barberine the Cardinal at Paris* endowing him with fome 
yearly profits belonging to Spain ; and among other a&ions of this 
year, he fets his Army in Array at Genoa in Italy, againft whom 
the Pope oppofeth the Duke of Savile . He alfo fits a Na vy , and 
takes potteffion of the Haven of Stephen and Telamon 3 befieging the 
Rrr 2 Sc a- 
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r^/W) Sea-Town of Orbitelly and fighting profperoufly enough in a $ Ca . 
T&f* battel, choogh he loft Brefe his Sea-Commander, he gains the 
to i*s«.* place: he was indeed by the Pope’s forces caftout of Tufcia yee 
L^VNJ he fubdued Portologona> together with Plumbine , and fo makes the 
agreement of the Barbarities to be eafie,wich the Pope. But there 
was a Confpiracy by the Spaniard againft his Vice-Roy or King at 
Barcellonay the Spaniard proclaiming the Duke of Arcofc Vice- 
King of Naples : yet he vanquilEech the Fort ol Arragon s and 
befiegeth Lcrida 5 but he received after eight moneths fiege, a 
moft valiant rcpulfc by two Spanifh Commanders, 70 of his 
Ordnance being taken, the Spanifib Souldiers being fpread abroad 
for the prey. But it was other wife in Flanders this year : for by 
his Captains, the Duke of Orleance and Sngutenne 3 he firli obtains 
the Town and gamionof Cor track from the Spaniards , although 
they had a fliarp ccnflift with him at Cueme about n 5 and then 
wins Vinociberg and Mar dike by aflault, and at length that notable 
place for Pyrates, Dunkirk , a very great help and fafety tobis af¬ 
fairs, if he conld have kept it. 

But the Dutch , who (as wasfaid) had confulted with the French, 
of aflailing the Spaniard on both fides of Flanders , do intercept 
Tiene by the croffing paflage of the River Mcfe, taking therewith 
many Captives of no l'mall name and fame 5 yet they vainly en¬ 
deavour this year, 1 £4*, to talje Venloe by fiege. Neither indeed 
is any thing performed by .them befides, worth the price of their 
warfare, unleffe it were, that by bufying ;h e Spaniardy they helped 
the French Expedition. They agree alfo to reftore places that 
were poflcfled by them in jh ejuliacan field, unt© theElc&our of 
Brandenburgs who marked Ludozica> daughter to the Prince of 
Orange . 

The fame year the King of Poland having joyned himfelf in mar¬ 
riage to Nhemia at mrfoze , he gives a hearing unto an Embafla- 
dour of the great Duke of Mofcozyy concerning a League to be mu¬ 
tually made againft the Tartars . And fearing war from both 
Turks and Tartars, he ftudies warfare $ againft which, ifcc States 
(fearing an oppreffion of their Country thereby) do ftror.gly en¬ 
deavour. Whofe brother C a f im * r is now counted or enrolled 
amongft the number of Cardinals: but being difappointed of 
the title of a Kingly brightnefle conferred on him, (fuch was his 
zealj he quite left that pretended holy order. 

Now alfo the Turk and Venetian do ftruggle, John Capello be¬ 
ing declared General for thefe, in the room of Francis Erizzo, who 
dyed this year 1646, and Francis Molino chief Captain of the 
Dukes Navy, both aged men, the firft above feventy years of age, 
the fecond one under. Degenfield commanding his forces through¬ 
out Dalmatia) the which, Turkish weapons made to tremble, for 
Noziograde is yielded unto him, and Zare i s overcome 5 yet the 
Venetian recovered them both again, freeing another place from 
fiege, and flaying the Bafhaw of Bofnia , the Turk vanquifheth Schif- 
[anion Caftle, but he is overcome at Dardanelljy and again by Sea, 
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loiing three Oar-Galleys 5 yet h£*d. the upperhand at -pasta 
through theerrour or oblfinacy of the Commander Valettane^ Ca - Jf 4 * 

pello alfo, craving cxcufe for his age, had John Baptifta of Grimane i*,o 7 ** 
for fucceflbur in his Gencral-ihip, after which, they joyning a t>vSJ 
doubtfull battel with the Turks at Retime , a Town that yielded' it 
felf unto their violence, the Venetians (who think their contention 
againft: the Turk a kind of holy Warj run to three remedies 5 
Prayers, Alms-Deeds, and Embaflages to other Princes to intreat 
their aid and affiftance. The Jews alfo befog taken in the very: 
act in palling over or conveighing Weapons to the Turks,-?.. 

Moreover inc Mofcovite the fame year, fends an Embafta^our 
into Swethla/td , being by all neighbourlinefle ftudious of peace. 

ASwedifh Erabaffadour de la Garde going likewifeto Tarity and 
another from the Tran[ilvaman> comming unto Lypfia, the Hun¬ 
garians at tne fame time, treating in their pufcjlique Aflemblics 
about confirming peace with the faid Tranfilvaniaa Prince, and 
likewife with their Emperour (who before had Crowned his 
fon their K.i g) concerning rooting out the Jefuites from amongft 
them. Tins honour alfo (at Stockholm ) the Swedes afford unto Gu» 
fuie Gujtduifon the illegitimate fon of their late King, to be rec¬ 
koned among their Earls, although not capable of a King¬ 
dom e. 


But the Biihop of Rome (who it feems is full of money) beftow- 
eth 1 SoooCrowns on a Chain to fhut up the Ha ven of Ctvita Vec- 
chiain 1^47, Yet (as not having enough) in 1649, he is at vari¬ 
ance with the Duke of Parma about the Dutchy of CaftrOy whe¬ 
ther it be the Fee-farm of the Church, They joyn battel about ir, 
but the Duke hath the upper hand, and then the Bifhop layes the 
blame of meting that war, on (Jodfride a Marqut ffe 5 but comes 
to an agreement with the Duke for a round fumme, paying him 
300000 Crownes prefently down, and tfooooo Crowns to be 
told ouc to him a while after, Notwithftanding the Caflro( which 
Iunderftand tobethchoufeorPaliace belonging to the laad^) is 
laid equall with the gtound. And before the year was ended, a 
Jubilee or Fcaft of joy and rejoycing is in a folemn (though Jew- 
ife) manner opened or prepared at Rome. 

The fame year there is a new Governour for the Spaniard in the 
Netherlands, to wit, Leopold) Arch- Duke of Auftria 5 he fubdu- 
eth three Towns, Armentere that was laden with all kind of Vi¬ 
sual, alfo Cowhand Len[e\ and afterwards Landrefcy the French 
(at the fame rime) quickly taking BaJTea and Dixwudcy attemp¬ 
ting alfo Newport , and at wawer at Bruxelhy carrying all the fpoil 
outof the place, turned 8o houfes into a£hes. Yet now as a fore¬ 
runner of a league, there is a ceflation of arms beweeh the Spani- 
and Dutch> but Chemleze returns with difgrace unto Dixmude, 
*hile Ranzove another Frenchman retakes(with great pains) Lenfe 
from the Spaniard , lofing fix eminent perfbns in the achievement. 
Hnto this Countrcy alfo are brought out of the Indies ten Millions 
and a half of Gold.

•f Qhrfc, Spanifh on the other fide of France, this taking one place from the 

w 1*5 •. , French, &c. But this was remarkable,that Lerida was now ftrcne- 
urv " >J ly defended againft the Prince of Condee, who was General thefe 

in the room of Harcourt . 

But the next year, 1*48, the King of (fetting forth his 
Souldiers, and laying out his money at O/lend, brings an Army 
into the field of 27000, fubduing Cor track ,and yielding Ypre to the 
Prince of Condy, and affli&s Ranzoze the French Commander,who 
was now gaping for O fiend it felf. Yet he fuffers a notable flau°h- 
ter and overthrow at Lenfe, for the French being increafed by the 
Army of Erlack, beats the Spaniard grievoufly; Jgpck and his fon 
being both (lain, and taking the Prince of Ligne, and the Mar- 
quaffe of Crana, with twenty Captains, 6000 & 200 Common- 
iouldiers, fourty Great Guns, *0 Enfignes. Through Italy the 
Spaniard takes Furn, but lofeth it again, and rcceivech iofie by 
the Duke of iModena at Fade, who fcattered 700 Spaniards, and 
again, kills 300 of them, taking 1000 and 300. The French 
King alfo fending the Duke of Guife privily amonglt the fediticus 
Neapolitans, was difappoiated of betraying the Towre or Caftle 
of Carmines the Duke was taken, and was not let go but with a ran- 
fome. Moreover homebred troubles arife now in France 5 (a chief 
caufe being theoppreflion of the people, which is not fmall in 
that Kingdome) the Duke of Orleans , together with the Senate 
fir iking at the Court, yet there was a prefent quieroefle, when u 
the King had changed the Judges of criminall caufes, and fooae- 
what eafed the people by Parliamenr. But (as a fore not healed 
to the botcomejthe difteroper grew frefh again,when as the Duke 
of Brufjells , more freely pleading the peoples caufe, was caft into 
bonds, the King going afide unto the Temple of Saint Germanes . 
But at length, before this year’s expiration, which is 1648, when 
the Captive Duke was reftored* there is a fecond reft, rhe King 
returning unto <Paris, though with very much intreaty. A home¬ 
bred confpiracy (likewife) there was made at UMadrid the chief 
City in Spain y for the which, two chief amours, Charls of Padiglty 
and Peter of Syhapegme,Vtinces,\oft their lives. 

While thefe things were in aftion, the Tartars, and Cojjacks of¬ 
fend Poland: the one wafting the Countrcy, being inftant for their 
tribute: and the other, for the reftraining their antient Religious 
rites, and the robberies of the Lievtenants of their Countries. 
They take two eonfiderable places of Poland this year 1*48 into 
polleffion. And Dominick the Polanders General, defpifing the 
counfcll of mefnewick, a chief Officer of that Array, is by thefe Cof - 
facts put to flight, lofing 72 piece of Ordnance, and 20000 Soul- 
diers, requiring for the rtnfome of the Captive General, a great 
fum: this great Ioffe caufcd great ftrife in their publick afiem- 
Mies, fo that they fought there about it. But Chmielinsky the lea¬ 
der of the foffacks, will have it decreed araongft them concerning 
the Religious matters of hip Countrey, anti Family, and the next 
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year the new King of Poland, John Cafimir who was chofen the 
year before 1648, and now in 1649 Crowned, (who aifo marri- otchrift c» 
ed his brothers Widow bound in her bed) moving againft both i* y o. * * 
ihcCofacks and Tartars, the Co facts by force obtain both their an- OvSj 

tient ceremonies of Religion, and an amendment of the Govern¬ 
ment of their Common-wealth. But the (fofacks flew in Poland 
in the year 1^48 (So cruel mere they) 8o©o Jews,and above 200000 
Natives. 

Toward the latter end of this year, Frederick, who was of late 
Arch*bifhop of Bremesy is Crowned King of Denmark,this Church¬ 
man could not fay, My Kingdome is not of this mrld . And Mary 
Ellenor the Queen Widow of GuftaVc Adolpbm, is brought, (Peace 
being now concluded in (jermauj) from fVolgafi with honour and 
folemnity unto Stockholm. 

But the Venetians the Turks both by Sea and land, in 
ify>7 and 1648. for the Chriftian Navy under the Knights of 
poffcfle fomc places in their enemies Land, taking many 
'Oar-galleys, their land Army doing the like throughout Dalmatia, 
which lodes made the Turkith Emperour gnafh his teeth for an¬ 
ger,at bis Captains. Preys alfo being taken from him in Hungary, 
where he keeps a Bafliaw. And in 1648, Fofcol the Land-Gene¬ 
rali feourgeth them in Dalmatia, vanquishing three Towns, and 
then difperfing 4ooo of thefe Infidels, two places more yielded 
thcmfelves unto Fofcol, ytyholoft Lice a, and elfwhere the Turk 
had fome Mafterdomc. But the Venetians get CMirabell in Creet 
or C af *dy* with the Vi&uallingfbips: and his Ioffe by (hipwrack 
was great 5 Grimmatte. the High-Admirall with 1000 and £00 
Souldiers, with the value of 14 Millions: the Venetian fights 
profperoufly againft him alfo at the Forts of Dardanell $ for which 
bufintfl'c, the Governour and three Bafhaws were flain at Conkan- 
tinopU r, thirty Galleys come laden to Cannea with Souldiers and 
Vi&ualls from the Turk this year, where two Forts are loft and 
recovered by the Venetians, and that with much bloud, the Earl 
of Solm foils in battel, with feventeen Captains of a hundred men. 

The Venetians maintaining alfo the Haven of the pleafant Yale of 
Suda in that fruitfull Iflapd, againft the oppofing Turks,' whofe 
Emperour or Sultan ibraim, is reported about the fame time, by 
reafou of his Tyranny, to havegiven place unto his fon, which if 
fo, muft be, by the Timariots, and however the Janizaries willing it 
fate be. 

The year following, 1 6^, (which according to the Germane ac¬ 
count, takes its beginning at January, but according to the Engltfh, 
not untill March 25.) trie Swedifk and Emperian-weapons are 
changed into confuitations for eftablifhing and confirming that 
peace, which was the year before agreed on. For the which,three 
Dukes ceme togethar at Tforimberg, the Duke of Amalfe from the 
Ecfcperour, of Brsken for Sweden, and of Vandort in the name of 
Prance ; where they treat of four things, reftitution of what was 
Pofleflcd, facisfadioa for injuries, emptying or quitting of Gar- 

rifons, 
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ruons, and paying of the Souldicrs. Atnongft other thines thiT 
was done. ^ The Swedifb SouIdier wasfptead thorovr feven Cir 
clcs at lotted them by the Emperour, untill the final confirmation 
ol cl ! e peace. And five Millions are wrung out for difcharginn 
the faiid Sueai/b iouldiers. The emptying was begun at three (? 
vcral alliances of time, byetjualleihuiations; fo now, when at 
length he had the Articles of higheft concernment confirmed then 
Ludavtck the PiLtwate is fuffercd to return unto Heidlebtrg ,1- 
caufeofwhofc Countries reftotingwc fee, was not upon fibmif 
fion unto the Emperour, fomuch as upon .conditions of Peace 
This being done, the Emperour was prefent this year at 
among the publick Affcmblies of the land, where he would no! 
admit of the burdens of his Clergy, that had been toflid to and 
agen in debate fince the year 11503. againft the Proteftants 
whatever oppofition the Arch-bifhop made againft the Palati- 
nate. 


Yet the Conditions of peace were not fully agreed on untill the 
next year, 16503 for they now alfo ftoutly labour thereabout at 
Nonmterg 5 but when as Uulbrunni , with 3000 Royals a month, 
out of thcpubhque Treafury, were allowed for three moneths 
time unto the Palatinate, untill the matter could be othcrwife 
compofed, and four times five unto the Gattifonof BraticMt- 
there were three terms of time appoibted; in which places that 
were kept of the Emperour’s byothers^of whom, the Duke of 
iorrat* held three, Hammerfiejn, Undfltlc, and Homkuro ) ftould 
be voyded: The Frtnch King lets go all Towns in the Coaft of 
Xfo/w, befides the Cities of the Wood. The Emperour ftrene- 
thens Prague and Eger, with the fame frontier that lay againft 
the Turks 5 he receiveth Olmuce, and other places, as the Duke 
of Lun'Lurg^ did Nteburg at Vifurge: and then the Souldiervras 
payd oft and dftcharged, who goes down by Companies unto the 
pay of the Spaniard : from whence forae fearful minds in German 
(the Spaniard being hereby ftrengthened,ai d the hired being Soui- 
diersof fortune) foretold fome hyrtfull and unhappy thing to 


But to leave ^r^-cvents, and return unto Brittains tranfafti- 
ons 5 «««that charts the late King was taken out of the wav,and 
other Capital enemies, amongft whom, Colonel Payer was (hot 
to death, April a 5.1*49, this fecondfthough but fhort) Wat 
being over m England, that Common-wealth fpeedily fet about 
the tranfpomng a confidcrable part of their various Army into 
Ireland, that had been too long hindered of relief by domeftique 
interruptions, whereby the united parties there (having pro- 
daimed young charts their King) had very much prevailed! as by 
and by we (ball fpeak; But there was a prefent flop made hereto 
by parties m the Army it felf, firnamed, if not nick-named, U- 
as that they fhould profefle to lay every man** eftate equal 
y force; Yet this I onely find, that thofe fo called, refufed to pafs 
over into JnW, untill they fheuld fee (the King being now.gone, 

who 
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who was by them and his Judges accounted a Tyrant) fome foot- 
Heps of reformation in the Common-wealth touching the Law, 

Tythcs, &c. according to fomc former vows made both by Offi- to kjo/ 
a rs and Army 5 and chiefly according unto fomething not long 
before drawn up, which was called, An Agreement of ihe Teople , 
pr i nted to the Parliament, Jan. 19. 1^48. Thisrefufal,or ra- 
tiivr reiirtance of theirs, was at this time efteemed both unfeafon- 
abk, and giving an ill example unto others * lo rhat April 27, 

1 £49,'one Lockier was (hot to death in London (after fome refi¬ 
nance made againft his apprehenders) as an arch-ftickler in this 
defign : whom that party openly carried to his grave, in a kind of 
(lately affront (as was judged) with Sea-green colours, at that 
time, the badge of futh. Then they gathered themfclves toge¬ 
ther inarms at Burford in Oxfordthire, whither rot a few of the 
Army were coming to joyn With them. But General Fairfax, and 
the Licvienant General Cromwell in heat and fpeed marched May 
the 9 th againft them, and an Officer being the day before fent un- . 
to them in way of treaty and affability, inftcad of what they ex¬ 
pected, they were furprized on the 15 th day by the General’s par¬ 
ties, three of the chid: afters being (hot to death, and another (a 
preaching Cornet) upon recantation pardoned. But one Thomp¬ 
son,* ftout-fdlow, c-fcaping, flood in his own defence, who being 
purfuedjvvasac length (lain in a place called Wellingborough- Wood; 
their former fcllow-Souldiers, oow being enemies, behaving 
themfelves fiercely and roughly towards the furprized. And ac 
the fame time that this was doing, (which was on the i6ih of 
May) England was voted a frec-State. (General Fairfax return¬ 
ing from this reduccment three dayes after. May 29, 1^49) 
Whereupon an Aft for abolishing Kingly Government was May 
the 30th, proclaimed in London by the Lord Mayor of that 
City. 

Tne Impediments of Ireland being now removed, Cromwell 
now made Lord Deputy of that Kingdom, thought upon his 
march thitherward, the which he began July the 30th following; 


Buc the City of Dublin being hardly befieged by the Irifh Mar- 
quelle, Ormond , with an Army of 22000 men, wnich began June 
the 21, (and London-Derry by fome of the rebellious there, for 
thefe t wo ftrong holds were onely left unto the Parliament) about; 
.3000 horfe and foot were polled away before-hand to Dublin> 
who joyning themfelves with tfooa more at the rooft, under the 
Command of Colonel Jones, faliied out, and totally routed and 
defeated Ormonefs befieging Army, killing nigh 2000, taking 
many, with all their great Guns, Ammunition, &c. as alfo a 
wealthy fpoyl 5 This was on Auguft 2.1649, about 14 dayes be¬ 
fore L. G. Cromwell's arriving there with his confidcrable Army 5 
who being come, loft no time, but foon after befieged Drogheda , a 
fhibborn place, and, by {forming, made it yield indeed,in a Ihorc 
rime, but not without fweatand bloud unto the Conqucrour,who 
(for terrour’s fake toothers) killed with the (word nigh 3000 
Sff armed 
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armed men alter entrance therein: and then the confederates 
o?chr»fl^ mouldred down apace, garrifons being taken and yielded, and 
to !**•. field-parties routed, in great number. Neverthelcfs, the Natives 
w'VSJ being expert in the Bogs and Woods of that Country, whither 
they retired and fhehred theml'clves, made a peried reduce- 
ment thereof much longer than ocherwile it would have been. 

In the mean time, the Covenant in Engl An d y was turned into* an 
Engagement, for the which there was an A6k made Jan. 2. 16^9, 
by the Parliament for its fubfeription 5 it ran thus, I do hereby 
promife and engage to be true and faithful unto this Common-wealthy as it 
is now efablifhed without King orkoofe of I*«r^ 5 .llpon this,many were 
tryed and outed of their places and Offices, as in the Uoiverfitks 
and elfewhere ^neither could any one have any publique iroploy- 
ment either in that National Church or State, that relufed tuiub- 
fcribe$ nor indeed could he challenge any prote&ion from the 
faid Common-wealth. 

A little before this, news was brought to England of fame of 
their Plantations that fell off from obedience to this State, and 
citherthinking or faying tothemfeWes according to the Roman 
Proverb, [Antiquum volof] I will have the old Law ftill, I will 
have no Innovations; pumihed divers with branding, fines, and 
banishment, for not conforming unto Monarchy, and t..e old 
Church-Liturgy : thefe were rtrgtnia y and thofe called c&rfo- 
//lands: who were notwithftanding (by a prohibition of all Traf. 
fique with them, and the induftryof Sir George tsfjfcue’s Fleet,) 
within not many moneths, thcmfclves Nolens, nolens, reduced to 
Conformity. 

This year alfo 1*4 9, toward the latter end of O&ober, was 
JohnLilhurn{ who had been an oppofer of one and t'other,moft part 
of the Wars, and was committed to the Tower of London in Ju¬ 
ly, 1646) brought to tryal for his life, (by a Scflions called on 
purpofe) for inve&ive books (that were generally believed to be 
of his penning) againft both the Govcrnours, and Government of 
England , who notwithftanding was,beyond expe&ation by a Jury 
of 12 men, acquitted, and thereupon releafed. 

We find the Scotch King about the end of 1649, March 16 , at 
Btedagh in the Netherlands, with whom the Scots there treated, 
and concluded, an utmoft endeavour to re-inftate him in his Fa¬ 
ther’s Throne over the three Nations 5 in order to which, June 6, 
1650, he fet forth from Holland , and landed in the North of Scot¬ 
land- English fhips lying in vain to intercept him. He was not 
crowned King of that Nation, uatill Jan . 1. following. Far he 
did not afeend that Throne with eafej (For firft he took their 
Solemn League and Covenant , and then (which went againft the 
hair) figned a Declaration framed by the Kirk, for abandoning his 
Fathers fins, and his Mothers Idolatry, 8cc.) And fcarce at all 
might be faid to enjoy it. For England Parliament (upon this 
agreement between the Scots and their King, refolved to prevent 
a War in theirown bowels, by invading Scotland , To which end, 

Cromwell , 
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CrwutU w*s (cut for out of Ireland, (things being^ow in a vi< 3 o- 
rious condition there) who leaving Ireton his fon in law Deputy 
in his room, returned into England about the beginning of June , to isso/ 
1*50. CMontrofje (the old Tnorn in Scotland's fides) not long be- 
Jure, attempting to infeft his Countrey withfrefh (applies, was 
c i March 29, defeated by a party of that Kirk’s, and being dif- 
grictfully brought prifoner unto Edinburgh- Caftle, May 18, was 
an May 2 1, barbaroufly hanged and quartered by his inccnfcd 
Coun trey men. After whom, fomc others were there executed, 
as Urre\, and Spots rood, 5 c c. the faid Spots wood confcffing he had 
a hand in tne murther of one Dr. Dorifiaus ah Engl/jb Agent, at 
the Hague in Holland, May 3,1649, who was about the middle 
of Jui.e interred at JVeftminftcr* 

And the year following, (fuch was the rnaliqe of fome in other 
Nations againft England ) Mr. Anthony s4fchamj(a man ofaccom- 
plithrd abilities torduch an undertaking) whowasfent from the 
Parliament a publique Minifter into Spain, was June 6, 1650* 
cruelly ftabbed in the head at c Madrid , by one of the fix that had 
eafic admittance into the room,his interpreter Riba ^Spaniard, being 
alfo kil*d in the place. W«h perfons all (fave one) being carried to 
priion from the San&uary,by the King of Spairss Command,occa- 
iioned a difference between the faid King and that Church,its pri- 
yHedges being, as the Church-men pleaded,hereby infringed. 

But General Fairfax being now voted by the Parliament to 
inarch with an Army againft the Scots, (forReafons beft known 
tohirafelf) laid down his Com million, whereupon it was im¬ 
mediately conferred on Oliver Cromwell, June 2d, 1650, who two 
dayes after advancing Northwards, (The Parliament alfo pub- 
lilhmg a Declaration of the grounds and reafons of that advance, 
which was afterwards fent unto Edenburgh from the new General , 
by a blinded Trumpeter) the Scots expoftulated the bufindfe in 
Papers fent to the Governour of New-Caflle, putting the Englifh 
in mind both of the Covenant, (which the Engagement had now 
buried) and alfo of a large Treaty and Union between England 
and Scotland 5 The which their Overtures with young Charts had 
diffolved : So that the Englifh Army entred Scotland July 2 2, and 
on the 2dth day came to T/unbar, where they were refreshed with 
provifions by their fhips • but afterwards, for five or fix weeks 
(pace, endured no fmall difeouraging hardfhips by ficknefle of 
Souldiers watchings, wetneile, and coldnefte enough of the wea¬ 
ther, together with want of drink, (having in the mean time had 
fome particular skircailhes with the enemy j uatill at laft, near 
fhefanae Dunbar, (whither they were marching from Hadding¬ 
ton, the Scots Army following them apace, and hindring them at 
* Pafle) they being environed, and, as it were, in a pound, were 
constrained to break thorow without delay, who after a vigorous 
and unanimous preffing forward, and but an hours (harp conflict, 
routed and put to flight the Scottifh Army confiding of 20000 
horfe and foot $ the Englifh being fearedy 12000 in number.. 
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rvyv-O Tr e foot were ^ncrally {lain and taken, manv Colours, all their 
*"c°hriflf Ordnance, with 15000 Arms, as alio many Colonels, and other 
to 1^5®. infcriour Officers. Tnis wasonSeptemb. 3. 1^50. For which 
wnru victory, a day of Thankfgiving being loiemnized throughout 
England) as before a Faft, many Minifters (upon tne former Co*^. 
nant-acccunt) were averfc and backward in the obfcrvation there¬ 
of, at which time alio there were dayes of Humiliation kept both 
by the Eriglij}ja.nd Scots (of the Kirk-party) in Scotland: amorioft 
whom there were no lefle than three divillons of parties. & 
A lair entrance being now made into Scotland ** bowels, by this 
overthrow in the fields of Dunbar , divers ftrong holds were fuccef- 
lively delivered into the Conquerour’s hands, fas alio Colonel 
Kerr with his party were defeated by Major General Lambert 
taking Kerr himfelf, and fome other chid Officers j Colonel 
S trough an hiaifelf/with others hereupon, (who before were ftiff 
and z:aious for the Kirk) voluntarily came in to Lambert -) w fc 0 
lying at Edinburgh before thatCaftle, both publifhed and put in 
execution a ftriet Proclamation, for prevention of lurprizils and 
murthers daily committed on the Englijb Souldiers by ftracaling 
Scots: and on Dccemb. 24. 1*50, Edenburgh- Caitlc it fdf, an 
impregnable place, and of very great importance unto the EnM 
affairs, was furrendred unto General Cromwell ^ with all the 
Magazine and furniture thereunto belonging, the Souldiers of the 
Cattle being tomarchaway with their Arms, in a flourishing 
manner. Tne foregoer of this furrefider, was a Battery raifed on 
which a great Canon and Morter-piece was planted, and began 
to play : yet many were of opinion, that Money carried it, ac¬ 
cording to that old Verfe, 

'Apyvficus \iyyjun pay* k<u nritna *s*tIlw 

n ith filler weapons do encounter, , 

All things and places thou fhalt conquer . 

Little was done for a while after,by reafon of the Winters (harp 
coldndle. 1 

But in the interval of thefe actions in Scotland,thefe things were 
done at home by Parliamentary authority in inland 5 Afrer the 
eoyning of new moneys, (in which the King’s Arms and Pitfure 
was left out,and the Common-wealth's ftamp in the room there¬ 
of, with this circumfcription, God with su, on the one fide; and, 
The Common-wealth of England , on the other 5 for which there was 
an Ad made July 17,1649) the King’s Statuejthac amoneft other 
Kings and Queens fince the Conqueft, was creded in the circum¬ 
ference of the Royal-Exchange in London , was on Aug. 10. 1650, 
broken and defaced, with thefe words written over the head, Sxit 
Tyrannw Regum ultima. Anno Uber taxis AnglU reftituU primo,Anm 
I ^ 4 ^> Jan, 30. That is. The laft Tyrant King (or “Ruler) goes out, on 
the $otb day of January, 1^48, in the firfi year of Liberty rejlored to 

gnglondt 
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England \ Which if lo, is a happy year for that Nation indeed; fNA,o 
His Statue was alio overthrown at the end of Pauls the Cathc- 
dral, on the fame day, and within few dayes after, quite removed to 
from the Exchange, and broken to pieces. 

Alfo one Colonel Andrews a Royalift, was underfek and deted- 
cd by one Bernard^ who for his pains was rewarded with a Troop 
of i'.orfc) in confpiring by char Is Stuart’ s Commiflion, King of 
Scots, againft England's Government, which being accounted (at 
this tin t) of dangerous confequence, he was by tne High Court 
ol Jufljce tryed, and beheaded, Aug. 22. 1650. One Benfon 
being for the fame Confpiracy hanged, Odtob. 7. following. A 
riling in the County of Norfolk began likewife in the fame moncth 
O&ober, tothdfamepurpofe; which being foon allayed, divers 
to about the number of 20, fuffered death. 

This year alfo were the King’s and Bifhops Lands, together 
with the Eftares of banifhed offenders, fee tolale. 

Now alfo the Seas were every where troublefome unto Mer¬ 
chants, by reafon of the Englijb and French (hips (befides Pyrats) 
chat were at the utmoft variance 5 and efpecially Robert the Pala¬ 
tinate, who of a Land-General, was now become a Sea-Admiral, 
by divers preys greatly endammaging the Engliili Merchants, 

(who was abetted by the King of Portugal therein, for the which 
he loft no fcnall prizes by the hand of General Blake s Fleer. Buc 
at length Robert fpoyling and burning divers of the faid Merchants 
fhipsat Malaga in Spain, m the neceffuated abfencc of the faid 
Blake, he was purfued by this valiant Admiral, who took and 
deftroyed feven of his (hips, two being onely left, chat fled to 
corners; one of which a while after fuffered a fad dyfafter in the 
Straights, Robert himfelf being in great danger. 

And that it might be known abroadjthat by their EmbafTadours, 

Eh glands Common-wealth, like the Tribe of Judah over the Jfra- 
elites, were fiercer and more prevalent than Charls Stuart, who 
claims that Crown, and had fenc- divers unto feverall Princes for 
fupply in recovering the fame, a notable example in Turky at Con- 
ftantinople, about this time made manifeft; where two meeting 
together in AmbafTagc, (to wit, Sir Henry Hide from the King of 
Scots, and Sir Thomas Bendifb for the Englifh Parliament) unto the 
Sultan; Hyde^ as thinking his Commiflion the ftrongeft, flood up 
againft Bendifb for Preheminency of place,(comming thither with 
intent to deftray the Turkifh companies Trade, and to feize on the 
Merchants gaods,and null the Parliaments incereft in thofe parts) 

Bendifb hereupon obtained a hearing of the ftate of matters before 
a r/i;/VB 3 (haw there, who (like a crafty Politician, as the Turks 
are,(iding(although for raoft abfolute Monarchy in their own pra- 
&ife) with the ftrongeft fide in pofleflion ) delivered up Hide unto 
Bendifb his difpofure ; who fent him into England, where he (his 
a<ft being judged not onely an affront, but a denial! of the Govern¬ 
ment in the eyes of other Nations) was, March the fourth 1650. 
beheaded before the Exchange for Treafon,the place of Merchants 
meeting for forreign News. But

But there was a more remarkable deliverance from dead) of one 
JES* whofe name was t Anne green, innocently condemned to dye, as 
to x**o. for murder of an abortive Infanr,at Oxford Affizes in 1650 , through 

lAV a too harfh profecutioa of her potent Mafter Sir Tho. Reed, by one 
of whofe men or friends in that houfe (he affirmed to be with child: 
the overtraining of whofe body by working, caufed this abortion 
co be made in a houfe of eafement: who hanging by the neck 
about half an hours fpace, together with ftroaks and tuggings by 
her feet of feuldiers, and other danders by, muft needs in the 
judgment of all, be fully dead : Yet being brought into a houfe 
for anatomizing fake, (as in the Univcrfity is wont to be done) 
her throat feemed to rattle 5 whereupon one Do&or Tetty and 
Jlaftock 5 Phyficians, with fome others, ufedfpeedy waies co re¬ 
cover her life, both by breathing a vein to give a vent to fup- 
prefled nature;and alfo other good means to comfort natural heat, 
l'othat (hefoon fpake, and wasreftared, and till maintaining her 
integrity, (as well (he might) had her pardon. This I infcrc here 
amongft the number of memorable accidents, becaufe it was 
Gods ipeciall finger in difeovering mans rigour, and a poor crea¬ 
tures innocency. The faid Sir Thomas Reed , within a fhorc time 
after, being choaked out-right at his own Table, confirming that 
moral and true faying of Cato the wife. 

£fto animoforti , cum fisdamnatus Inique, 

Nemo diugaudet qui judice vincit ini quo. 

See that thy heart nor courage fails, 

When thou unjuflly art condemn'd 5 
For who by mongfull Judge prevails. 

Mis joy fhall quickly have an end. 


The King of portugall , having many places and Parities withio 
his dominions void of Priefts, treats with the Bifhop of Rome in 
1 *49, concerning receiving an EmbafTadour, and the fupplying 
thole empty charges with Ghurch-mea: publifhing withall, a 
book, that unleffe the Bifhop did cure that negle&, he would take 
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{hop, and yet notwithftanding, he doth not allow or indulge the 
faid King,in taking to himfelf the priviledg of appointing Bifhops 
&c. in the year 1650. 

But the United Provinces of the Netherlands have no great joy 
for the peace made in 1 *48 with the King of Spain, becaufe they 
found it more profitable for the people, when the war was vigo¬ 
rous amongft them, which muft needs be by the Souldiers (pen¬ 
ding their pay there, and taking offpoil, which fits like) they fold 
to the inhabitants at a mean rate. But as he that liveth by Phy- 
£ck, may truly be faid to live miferably; fo that is but a wret¬ 
ched P e lf> that’s gotten by bloud, ruines, and deflations. Yet 
the prince of Orange had almoft the fame year 1650, found them 
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fome work among thcmfelves who finding not fuch entertainment 
(as his now afpirmg foveraignty, beyond his Predeceflours expe- A r no 
at A nftcrddm in the Province of Holland * Bicard , or Bicher , to 
a Cm full or Lord of that City, having without the advice of the 
ocher Provinces, commanded, for keeping the peace-fake, the 
fouldiers that were fpread through the Garrifons to be difehar- 
ged) he. attempted fecretly and politickly to feize upon the City 
of Amfterdam at unawares, byHorfeand Foot under the com¬ 
mand of Count william, who were comming in the nighr, and were 
to be at the Town-Ports, at an appointed time, the Foot chat went 
before being to make entrance for the Horfe. If this had taken ef- 
fe<ft, chat huge mafle of treafure, that was banked up there, had 
fallen into his hands,wich which he might have helped the Scotch 
King,his brother in Law 5 in whofe fathers Throne,the faid Prince 
had a vehement defirc to fee him eftablilhed. But the defign was 
fruftrace, by intelligence given before-hand, by the Poft comming 
from Hamborough , whereat all warlike preparations were made to 
defend the City againft the aflaylanc, and the (luces opened. The 
Prince hereupon made conditions of peace with the Lords of the 
City, on no low terms, and had two of the Bicards removed from 
Government, the chief of whom being Andrew , was diftafted by 
the Commonalty, as for other reafons, fo for dammage received 
by dro wning of their fields. This was in Summer, and in O<ftob. 
following {Man being but as theflower of the field) he died, whofe 
Princefle was about ten daies after delivered of a Pofthume fon. 

He was buried in Pomp and State, before this years expiration, 
(according to the Englijb account) March 15, 1650. whofe young 
fon, did allay the Stares grief for tneir (although before not loved, 
yet now lamented ) General. 

Tne French King had but bad fuccefle in Italy , in the year 1 64? . 
for Ceva, Btella , and the Temple of Damian, fell from him into the 
Spaniards hands •, as alfo in Catalonia , where he loft Sapirce : fo 
that the Duke of Modena beiag affti&cd, was conftrained to a re¬ 
conciliation with the Spaniard , whofe Arch-Duke that is now the 
Governourof Belgium, takes alfo Ipra from them there, befijdes 
two other places, and fends 4000 robbers of the prey into Campa¬ 
nia, Yet the next yea^i 6$o. the Spaniard had greater ad vanta¬ 
ges on the French , byreIiofl)$f that Nation’s Civill difeords and 
troubles, which in a greattf tneafure again brake out 5 for three 
ofthechieffubje&sof that King being imprifoned by an arreft 
from the Queen Mother and Cardinal Mazarine, that greac 
Church-Statef-tnan, and the Queens huge favourite (in whofe 
hands the management of State-affairs were in the Nonage of the 
young King Lewis, whofe Father died as was faid in 1 £43,) to wic 
the Prince of Condy, of Conti, brethren of the Royal! bloud, and the 
duke of Longville their fillers fon,for thatdpon this difcontenr,they[ 
took fome ftrong-holJs of the Kingdome into pefleffion, the which 
were (after their imprifonmenr, reduced by force, threading?, 
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and favour) yet now the people (wanting not leaders) and being 
of Chrift, cnra S ed at the Duke of Efpemon ,but in general againfl UKazarinej 
to 1*50. a civill war univerlaliy overfpread the whole Land ; the Duke of 
Lf^TSJ Bullein ftirring up the pc pie of Ajuitai if, who as well as the 
Princefle of Condy, and the Dutchtfle of Long-, tile, delired aid,both 
by money and Souldicrs irom the Spaniard who fupplyed them 
therewith. After much bloud Ipiir, the liberty of thole Princes 
was procured*, Efpen.on was withdrawn from Bordeaux, and from 
Government in toe Common. Wealth, but the Cardinal with all 
his kindred were banirtied, yet he loon returned when the (form 
was a little over* with a kind of triumph, both t© the grief of the 
emulating Princes,and to the grievance of a fir vile Commonalty, 
who labour with continued troubles. The Spaniard laughing as 
it were, arthife things; pofleffeth Garrifons, and fpoiis fome 
French Provinces with much more eafe. The French lofeth in 
Italy the Haven of Plomline , and Portologone 5 and is beaten off 
from the liege of Lions in Catalonia. In Picardy , he bbholds Cafiel- 
letum, and Caprlla to be wrurg out of his hands, notwithftandme 
he valiantly defended Guife . Yet in Flanders , he oppofeth three 
Armies again!! three Spatsifh , under the command ©f three Dukes, 
of rillequier, Hockincurt, and ViL'aregi T .c Spanijh King fending 
the Arch-Duke and two ethers in the mean while, into the bor¬ 
ders of France , who, in 1650, lord it over ‘Picardy. Yet himfelf 
was not without fome trouble, for the fedition of Naples* that be¬ 
gan again to bud forth in 1 649, upon which, the heads of divers 
were cut off, and was not quenched the year following, although 
he had filled Prifons with the peoples Governours. He alfo wan¬ 
ting money, requires filver from the Clergy of Naples, (for the 
which his Grandfather the Pope was angry ) and fold the Dut- 
chy of Pont remote for five hundred choufand Crowns, in the year 
1650. ; 

But the Bilhop of Rome now grants eight years time to the 
Duke of Parma to reftore the Cajlrum, that the year before 1*4?, 
was equalled with the ground, and that he might feem to be Set- 
itu Servorum , a fervant offervants, walheth che fectof fome Reli¬ 
gious Pilgrims, at Rome ; whofe Cardinal, Ludozife* fealls occo 
of them at one time, • 

Strethland having now little to do,agmsltgain in 1 6 <o. the de- 
iigne was uncertain, whether for England* oragainfl the Mufco- 
vitc, or to fettle Germany, which before they had unfetled. Two 
Erabafladours likewife come unto Stockholm at the fame time, one 
from Portugal , another from the Netherlands^ and by the med iation 
of Comarine the Venetian, are the former conditions confirmed 
with the King of Poland. With which Polonian,Chmielir.sky Cap- 
^ 0 Q ac ^ m s i is the fame year reconciled, having received 
the liberty of their Churches: yet the tumults of the Provinces 
do not altogether ceafe,the Embafladours of thee JVfufcozite bring 
ehemfel ves with Pride and difdain, into three Provinces, of which 
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Smolensko is Prince, and return with a tide; and then the great 
Duke of Mufcovy was not called in letters as their friend, but as 
their Lord and Matter, for which fo unworthy a&ions, the Em- t 0 uy«.* 4 
balfadours were imprifoned ; neverthelefle an everlafting peace W'VV 
is eftabiilhed between them, although againfl the will of the 
Tartars. 

Whofe Cham or Emperour takes off the accuftomed Tribute 
from the Colanders y that they ufed to pay him, on this condition, 
that there fhould be a mutual aid afforded when defired, if the 
Turk ftiouldinvade either; by which Turk, a Tartar that was al- 
lyed unto the houfe of Ottaman* fuffersa repulfc at Conftantino^ 
pie. 

The faid Cham alfo tames and brings under the CercajTians, a 
people within his dominions that rebelled againit him. But brea¬ 
king into the Kingdoms of China , becaufe a Tyrant had now taken « 
pofleflion of that induftrious Kingdome, as going beyond his 
bounds, he is fent forth (as we fay) with a Flea in his Ear, being 
wholly expelled thence. 

But the War between the Venetians and the Turks waxeth hot 
in the year 1 £49. Two overthrows the Venetian gave him 5 one in 
the Haven of Foggio, where 72 Oar-Galleys perilhed, 18 bigger 
(hips, 60 (hips laden, 6000 Turks were flain together with che 
Baiba w, taking as many more Prifoncrs. And this with the Ioffe 
of bu 19 o Venetians , and 40 wounded. 

This made the Sultan mad with rage,and he changes the Purple 
Garments of Saranzone* his Embafladour with others, into a mour¬ 
ning weed; he cafts the Chriftians into chains, and falls upon 
them with whips, but by the perfwafion of the French Oratour, 
he is appeafed. He alfo makes flop of the English Ships, and fo 
returns unto his force againfl the Venetians • Who flew 1500 
Turks at the Haven oiSuda* drowning fix Galleys,with the Ba(haw 
that was their chief Captain. They contend vehemently for 
Mocenige* 4000 Sacks fluffed with Wool!, and 33000 Scaling 
Ladders being brought thither for ftorming, *tis twice loft, and as 
often recovered again, butat the third attempt, a Mine is made 
underground that confumed 3000 Turks, and 200 Chriftians. 

Twice were che Alps of Italy crofted, into the lower Hungary , for 
prey. 

And when Haafe had given place mtofilorede**t\d had gone into 
Dalmatia, 20000 Turks were there confumed with the Plague. 

The Sultan could willingly have laid alide Creet this year, but, yet 
he could not doit, becaufc of a Mofchee or Temple of Mahomet* 
that he undertook there $0 confecrate. However, more than 
fifty thoufand Chriftians (fo called) were Captivated by 
him. ^ 

The next year 1650, he is watchfull over the Perftans* who 
(hewed their arms in a bravery againfl Babylon ; and reneweth 
peace with the Hungarians , who the year before, becaufe che Em- 
T 11 perour 
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rs^O perour of Germany would not grant them a war againft him 
upon ^* c forgiving them a tribute of fix hundred thoufand 
t« 1650. Royals, were willing to make a peace, and (as a token of their 
J neighbourlincfle) the number of fome thoufands of Royals were 
to be reciprocally exchanged between them. He likewife redu- 
ceth the irregular Cyprians, and the Bafhaw of Cagre into order and 
obedience. 


Butin Candy, the Venetian affe& s him divers times with Icffc 
in theGulph T>el Foie : four times he was preyed upon, and the 
Haven of Maluafe was ftopt, together with vi&uall. Whereupon 
he moves in war by Ufais his Bafhaw, and that chiefly,bee aufehis 
Navy at Dardanelle was penned up. Other Havens were alfo pof- 
feflld by the Fenettans, that provifion could not be brought into 
thelfland for relief of his garrifons; fothat we will now leave 
the Feaedans in their hopes, of having a moft large furrendcr of 
that whole Ifland unto them. 

In the year 164$, it wasdifputed at Paris by Sarbona, Whe¬ 
ther there ought to be one head of the Church, .or whether in¬ 
deed there may be more; (this being a rare Controverfie among 
Catholiques, I here infert it) which little book that reafoned of 
the Point, the Pope whom it neerly touched, gives to be exami¬ 
ned by his Cardinals. The lame year is alfo a book < f one 0/?<r. 
manne concerning Government, publiquely burnt at Agrippina of 
Colone j but in Wallers dorfsu Glace, 109 per Ions, with a noblewo¬ 
man with child, are ftrangled by fire. In 1^47, there was a 
kind of miraculous thing befell one Junes (a child of 7 years old) 
that was born at {Modena, by reafon of the tender greennefTe of 
his years, who at that age difputed, and that learnedly, of allfa¬ 
culties.

Alfo the Sultany had 7 fons born to him in one month this year.But 
the Swedes had the treafure,digging, at Meynave, out of the earth, 
the value of five millions. Outlandilh birds were feen at the meet¬ 
ings of the Rivers UWofella and Rhene, returning about the even¬ 
ing beyond the bank of France in 1648. In which year the Gate 
of Lubeck opened of its own accord. And many Ihips were fwal- 
lowcd up throughout the whole Ocean and Mediterranean 
Sea. 

Thefe atnqngft other great ones conjoyncd in marriage, the 
Infant of Spain, and the firft-born daughter of the Emperour in 
themoneth of June, 1*465 Philip the 4th, King *1 Spain, with 
Marian the E mperour’s daughter, in 1 £47. Ferdinand the Ett- 
perour hicnfelf, with Mary the daughter of Leopold of Tyrote, in 
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1648, whofe Emprefle <Mary dyed in 16/^6. The Duke of 
CM ant u a with famous Jfabell of Tyrole , in 1 649. Ludoviek 
Count Palatine Elt&our, with Ckarlotta fajselan the Hailian. l0 i*so- 
The firft-born fonne of the Duke of Bavaria, married tAdel- tyvsj* 
held, daughter to the Duke of Savoy. Thefe iwo, in the year 
1^50. 

There yielded in Italy unto Nature’s deftiny in the year 1 6^6, 
the Duke cf Parma, Honofritu , the Cardinal brother of Pope Ur - 
bane the 8th j the Heir and Infant of Spain at Saguntum , of the 
fmall Pox* The Prince of Condy at Paris 5 Oxienjlern the Swe¬ 
dish Chancellour at Stockholm ; Chriftian the 5th, Prince of Den¬ 
mark 5 Charts Prince of Poland 5 the Archbifhop of CMcntz, at 
Franckford on Motnw, thefe 5 in 1647. 

The year following, the death of charls the firft,of Great Brit¬ 
tain, King, made famous, with divers others in England tfle fame 
year already mentioned in the Hiftory. Alfo the Duke of S. Do - 
iiatui in Aprutium for tyranny this year. Philip Earl of Pembroke 
in England, Chriftiern the 4th of Denmark 5 and llladiflaus the 4th 
of Poland. Seven Governours in Mcfcavia put to death by that 
Great Duke for difallowing or reproving a Marriage he made 
the fame year 1648, with the daughter of a vaflal Earl or 
Prince. Gujlaf Oxienjlern the Swede., Mazarine the Arch- 
bifhop, ac the Seflian waters, the brother of the Cardinal j 
Ragutzy the elder, the T ranfylvanian Prince 5 and alfo the Duke of 
Brunfmck. 

In 1 649,' Mary the Emprefle, having brought forth a fon, as alfo 
the Duccheffe of CModena after the childbirth. Frederick Saveli 
the Emperour’s Embafladour, at Rome $ Martinice Jaroflaus, Vice- 
King of Bohemia, of late caft out of a window. Laftly, Ferdi¬ 
nand Archbifhop of Colone , and one of the fe ven Elc&ours in 1650. 
wrangle , the Arch-Warrioutof the Swedes and OJfalmsky Chan¬ 
cellour of Poland, who was about to go to Rome for Religions 
fake.

from the 1650, to 1653 inclufive, the year wherein general 
Cromwell was [worn Lord TroteBor of England 9 
Scotland , and Ireland . 

A Fcer that (through Ferdinand's, the German Emperour, at 
che beginning of 1^51, marrying Elenor Duccheflc of 
'Mantua at Neofade, and Wolfgang Palatine of Neoburg) 
taking his third Wife Francifca , daughter of Ego Earl of 
Furflenturg ) (all Germany being now pacified) the Courts and 
minds of the Princes were poured forth into Nuptial merriments, 
and by the late pacification, it was thought to be provided for the 
reft and quiet of Germany • the beginning of a new War (by the 
Ele&ourof Brandenburg entring into the Montian Dominion in 
hoftile manner) fuddenly arofe • of which, though it were hid¬ 
den and ftraightway compofed, ye fc t this was the occafion. wiU 
Ham Duke of Julia , Clivia, and (Montis, &c. marrying, in 154^ 
Mary the daughter of Ferdinand the firft, Emperour, obtained two 
priviledges of charts the fifth,Emperour j which were afterwards 
alfo confirmed by his fucceffours: Firft, That if Duke william 
fhould beget no heirs male of Mary,ox being begotten,they fhould 
depart life5 all the right of the Dominions and Provinces,fhould 
be devolved on the daughters begotten of them 5 or if none of 
them fhould furvive, to the lawfull heirs male of the fame. And 
then, that all thofe faid Dominions fhould remain undivided, 
with one onely univerfal Lord and Succeflour • a cuftomc hither¬ 
to obferved by the Princes of Germany , and many of other Coun¬ 
tries, to confirm the ftrength of power. 

william therefore, begetting two fons, and four daughtersjdwr/f 
Frederick, the elder, a Prince of great hope, dyed in 1577, in 
the flower of his agc>at Rome. John the other fon, (his father dy¬ 
ing 15pa) fucceeded in his dominions. But being fickly, and 
begetting no children of two wives, in 159? left them ("being 
dead) to be of divers Princes dt fired. Bui by the Emperour’s 
authority, the inheritance had regard to his fitters: theeldeft of 
whom (married to the Duke of B or aftia ) dyed in 160$, before 
John, leaving one onely daughter, Anne, who afterward married 
Sigifmund Ek&our of Brandenburg, which is the Grandfather of 
the late E Left our Frederick ; whence the Brandenburgiar.s derive 
their right to thofe Provinces. The fecond fitter marrying Philip 
Count ‘Palatine, fhe out-living her brother, and beautified with 
Wolfgang an heir male, feemed to be neareft of all unto thefe do¬ 
minions. The third was given in marriage to John of Bipont , ha¬ 
ving alfo fons. The fourth marrying Charls Marquette of Burgo - 
via, the Palatine of Neoburg, palled over her right to himfelf by 
certain agreements. Therefore dying, and others aflerting 
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their right by writing • Wolfgang the Neoburgian Palatinate, in JXAX'i 
his Mothers name $ Ernef Marquefs of Brandenburg in the name efehrift* 
of his brother the Ele&our Sigifmund and his Wife,poflcfled thofe c» usp 3 
empty Provinces: making an agreement at Tremonia the laft of *SY>J 
May, equally to govern the faid Province, till it fhould be friendly 
by judgment decided of every ones righr. 

Then was it provided by the States of the Country, concerning 
Religion, and the exercife thereof. That the Roman Carholique, 
and other Chriftian Religions, as fpread abroad thorow the Ro¬ 
man Empire $ fo alfo in thefe Provinces, as to their publique ex¬ 
ercife, they be continued, and defended, nor chat any one be trou¬ 
bled therefore. But when as at that time, there was almoft onely 
the exercife of the Catholiquc Religion, in all places of the Do¬ 
minions, except a few, into which, about the laft time of Duke 
william, and his fon, againft the Commands of the Princes, Ma¬ 
tters of new Religions had creeped : it came to pafle, that by th<* 
winking and emulation of the new Princes of different Religion, 
new matters were ftrivingly brought in againft the former Cove¬ 
nants and promifes.But,tne iV^argMwPalatineJeaving the Augu - 
fane, acknowledged the Roman Church openly in 1 6 14. He pro- 
fefled it at T>uJ?eldorp, marrying Magdalene the Duke of Bavaria's 
daughter 5 beginning alfo to be much more diligently intent than 
before; that,what was agreed on in the beginning,the exercife of 
the Carholique Religion ftiould be obferved io thofe places,where 
it had been before; thofe being fent away and caft our, who had 
been hitherto brought in againft the Covenant, or hence follow¬ 
ing endeavoured to creep in. And that the rather, becaufe it was 
exprefly agreed in the Borufsian and Neoburgian marriages 5 that 
if the inheritance of thefe dominions fhould chance to come to the 
above mentioned daughters ? there fhould be no innovation j. but 
the Catholique Relig ion retained without any ebftacle. But the 
Brandeaburgians thought it neither hindered the nuptial Cove¬ 
nants, nor the State’s promife, if the followers of other Religions, 
than what was ufual, was brought in 5 fo it might be done with¬ 
out wronging the CathoHques, and they among thefe do live 
quietly and peaceably: moreover, it made for the no lefle quiet of 
the confcience, than of the Common-wealth, feeing *cis a thing 
uncomely, and diverfe from the worthineffe of a Prince, That no 
exercife of his own Religion, (hould be lawfull in his own Pro¬ 
vinces, (which Religion is onely one) whofe likenefleand agree¬ 
ment may breed love to them, and the reverence of their Sub- 
jefts. Thisdiverfenefle of opinions incrcafed, after they divided 
the Provinces betwixt them, and the contention came even fo far, 
that the States of Holland intermingled them 5 and to affright the 
Neoburgian from his purpofe, what they could, (by their Gard¬ 
ens of theneighbouring Cities of Bjyeinberck and Orfoy, led cap¬ 
tives the panth Priefts, and religious perfons out of the Duke- 
domes of Montis and Julia. ; and held them fome years in hard 
cuftody 5 in which alfo, fome were confumed with grief and mi- 
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lery, plainly harniltfle,auu without me like game, danger, and 
of chrift, controverfie: whence it came to pa(!e,that many Catholique pa- 
to itfn- mil priefts fleeing for fear,their lubje&s long wanted thecicrcile 
L/VNJ of divine worftiip: and many Infants departed this life without 
bapeifna ; perfons of riper age without Conlefiion and the Eucha- 
rifl. Tnerc fore, the NeoburgUny that he might deliver himfelt 
and fuojc&s from thefe difficulties : after letters fent, and Embaf- 
fages to and from Camerarm Burgjlorfj ,chief man with the Elettor 
ot Brandenburgs in the year 1647, he thus concluded Apr.8. about 
Religion, and itsexercife, uDufeldorp ; That the Churches,and 
iheir goods and revenues fhould be reflored to thofe that pofofled 
them in the year 1 609 ; but both the publique and private exer- 
eife of Religion without the Churches, fhould be in that manner 
as it had been in any part of the year 1612. Moreover, it was 
confirmed by the Ek&our : and Deputies fent from either Prince, 
who begin the execution of'the laid tranfa&ion. But here again 
the a&ion ftuck. The Brandenburgians would not go back from a 
promifeuousufe of Religion, and that in the ftrengrh of the firft 
Revcrfals. The Neoburgiam contended (on the contrary; that 
they mutt of neceffiry infill on this tranfaaion, which had been 
taken up as a moderating of the faid Rover fils, of whole meaning 
hitherto the Princes could not agree. So they departed, the mat¬ 
ter in-ended. But the Neoburgian ^when as not long after, a whole 
pacification was ended in Germany becaufe the particular tranf- 
a&iensdid not proceed, he fleeth to the obfervance of that ; and 
for rdloring Religion and its exercife, he took the year 1 £24 gene¬ 
rally preferred in that pacification,in example of the other Prin¬ 
ces, who now began to confult of that in many places throughout 
the Empire. Amongft thefe things, the Eleftour of Brandenburg 
in this year 1 ^ 51 , talking with the Eleftour oiSaxony a fewdayes 
in Liechtenburgh Caftle, went to £// *<?, fending fotnc Armies be¬ 
fore, which he had drawn out of his garrifons, and others to fol¬ 
low after; over all which he had placed Otto Spar rim, they be- 
ing in all, almoft 4000. A Command was publifhed at Cliffy 
June the 15th, in theEle&out*$ name, and ftraightway fattened 
on feme places,in the Dukedoms of Montia and }ulia y u> their States 
aud Inhabitants; The Ele&our firft fignifying, he came into 
thofe Provinces, that he might reftore their liberty and priviled- 
ges, into the ancient place and vigour, according to the Cove¬ 
nants and pronaifes enrred into by their Anceftors, againft the di¬ 
vers injuries of the Palatine of Neoburg ; and in order hereto it 
was needful, that one place or other be poflefled where he might 
fatten bis foot. Where none ought to interpret that thing other- 
wife than he thinketh, fiocc it is not his purpofe, to leek any other 
than the glory of God, the fafety of his Countrey, and Juftice, 
which he would have imparted to all and every one, witheut re- 
fpe6f of their Religion, according to the Covenants and tranfa&i- 
onsof former years. And then, he commanded all Governcurs 
and Inhabitants of thefe Dukedooaes, that hencc-forward they 

decree 
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decree or pay not any contributions to the Palatine of Neoburgy 
afford him no ayd, by counlcl or deed, but that they refpe& and t?chv&!tl 
oblervchitn and his heirs otely. At lalt he threatened, if any i* Si , 
one {hall go on to refift this Edi&, or (hall help the Ntoburgian by 
any means, he (taking away all his priviledges) (hall hold him 
for an enemy and Rebel. The fame day of his Edi&s divulging, 
the Elc&our*s Souldiers attempted A ^rao^Caftle, by (form¬ 
ing, and catting in many grauadoes, iome Citizens and ethers 
being (lain at the firft onl'et, and then, when the Caftle made 
ftronger reliftance than they had hoped, the (freer being plundred, 
ana the adjacent Temple, the fpoykrsgo. thorowiwe neighbour¬ 
ing places with the fame force. And in the Temple of the Vil¬ 
lage MuUhemy not being consent to have robbed that, they flay an 
Infant in its Mother’s arms, by cleaving its head. Thence to the 
Village Pempclfurty in the fight of Drfstldorp, and the very Forts, 
coming to the Village, driving away all ire Princes herds, and 
Idler cartel, they fpoyi as much as they might far the time, add¬ 
ing threatnings of fpeedy coming with a greater Army and farces; 
la the mean time, the Ele&our had fent to the Emperour to purge 
or acquit himfelf, explaining the caufes of this his a&ion againft 
thePalatiac, which for brevity fake I forbear here particularly 
to fee down. But the Palatine opeuly protefting by a writing 
of the force and wrong brought on him: refuted alfo what things 
were publifhed ag*u>lt him in the Ek&ouc’s name, by a contrary 
writing: and theu (ent to folicite Leopold the Arch Duke, and 
flarls Duke of Lorrain for ayd, torepelithe unthought-of war: 
fending alio to Ptennay pcrfe&ly to inform the Emperour of all 
things, aud require help againft unjuft force. And having firft 
purged himfelf to O/rff of Brandenburg his accvfotion y he confu¬ 
ted it by a divulged writing. And (the while ) mutters Souldiers 
throughout all his Dominions, over whom he placed John Baro of 
geuf tonbtrgy a nd Philip returning out ot Brabant , brought a part of 
the Lorrain Army. 

They pitching their Tents, fate down between Ratinge and Duf- 
fel dorp againft the Brandenburgians , who had taken up their place 
not far from thence, at the mouth of %Anger flowing into Rhene . 

There, among often skirmifnes made; at length by the Princes 
talking together, a pacification began, and then by the Emperours 
Embaffadours, it was brought to an iflue at Cltve y Odobcr the 
eleventh, that the controverfy of Religion and its exercife, be ex¬ 
amined and decided by the Emperours Commiffioners long fince 
named; towit,theBifhopof iMunflery and the Duke of Brunf- 
vicky and that to thofe two may be joyned, to wit, Augufltu Duke 
of Anhaulty and Ludowick Earl of Najjawy for the Ele£tour, and the 
Bifhops of Paderhorny and Ofnahuge tor the Ntoburgian ; who con- 
fulting among themfelves, and both parties reafons being heard, 
ffiall enquire whether the date of Religion in thefe dominions, be 
to be reduced to the obfervance of 1624, according to the peacU 
at c Munfttr ; or to 1 609y according to the Covenants and agree¬ 
ments 
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P ,e " t ? (Provincial) of the Princes, and if indeed, it Aall feem to 
«f Ckfift, bethislaft; how thofe Covenants arc to be underflood and ex- 
w plained. But if (for the equalneffe of voices) the Commiffioncrs 

t-^vsj can determine nothing 5 The Empcrour, fome head men of the 
Empire being taken into counfell, alike in number, of either Re¬ 
ligion, or in the next aflembly for Elcaion, (hall decide and de¬ 
termine the whole comroverfy by the fame 3 and they (hall ftand 
to that judgment without further contradiction, by force of the 
late publiok pacification 5 but (the mean time) all things (hall 
be reftored into that ftate in which they were before thefe (ha- 
kings, nor (hall any one be troubled for Religion. And then, 
(hall neither, for the future, wage war on other, even under any 
pretence, and that under penalty, of violating the peace, and the 
lofle of all rights, which any onepretendeth to thefe dominions 5 
but (hall let gocontroverfies hencc-forward to arife, to a friendly 
corapofure, and judiciall fentcnce. * s 1 

Laftly, prisoners on both (ides (hall be let go, and Armies, ex- 
cept thofe which are needfull to the guarding of the body, or Gar- 
rifons of places, neither (hall it be for any one by deceit of cither 
party, to be prefent by counfell or help at thefe (hakings, But 
other things which concern the ftate-Politick, (hall lb remain, as 
it hath been agreed in divers tranfa&ions between the Princes, yet 
without prejudice and deceit of all, who pretend to the JuUacm 
fucceffion. Thefe things being thus finilhed, andfealed to, they 
llraigkt way depart from Arms. 

But after that Charts Stuart was at or about the beginning of Jtn; 
i^ 5 ° Crowned King oi Scotland) at Shoone y the ufuall place of for¬ 
mer Coronations, (which Moneth,as I have faid, beginneth the 
1*51 year of the Germane Account) in a folemn aflembly of the 
heads of that Kingdome, among which ceremonies 5 Robert 2)a- 
gratifying him with a prepared Oration or fpeechs exhor¬ 
ted him (from the opinion of them all,to revenge his fathers death) 
he fpent all his time in warlike preparations 5 and, as foon as the 
feafon of the year permitted, came into the field againft General 
Cromwell, The Scots began to be both powerful! and numerous 
by reafon of an agreement now pieced up of many parties and fa¬ 
ctions there, and having compleated their levies to 15000 foot, 
and 6000 Horfe, they faced the Englifh at Torwood y but would not 
engage them, encamping behind inacceffible places to delay the 
lame. Wherefore the Englifh landing 1600 Foot, and four 

Troops of Horfe, at Queens Ferry, into Fife (lofing but about fix 
men) July the 17th 1^513 the Scots fent four thoufand to drive 
them out of Fife. Whereupon the Generali, (ending four Regi¬ 
ments of Horfe and Foot to joyn with the other,, the Englifh at¬ 
tempted the enemy by afeendingthe Hill, routed the Scots, flay¬ 
ing about 2 000, and taking 1400, Brown the chief Commander 
being one ,few of the Engl/Jb were (lain, though many wounded. 
Then was there an additional ftrength fent into Fife, and ftrong 
Jnchigarney Caftle there, furrendred, July the 35 th after, and 
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foon after that, BrunX-ljland (with all its Provifions &c. onely 
the fouldiers to march away with Colours flying, &c.^ was deli- chrift, 0 
vered to the Enghfb Army 5 of much concernment, as ftoring to 1*53* 
them with all neccflaries. Thence Marching to St. Johns Town 
of great ftrength,it was alfo foon yielded unto chem.But theScotch 
King (fearing lea ft his Army lhould moulder away with daily de¬ 
triments, and rather willing to transfer the War into England , 
dipt in thither by the way of Carlifle y comming to fforce(ler y Aug. 
the a 2 th with about 1 6000 Horfe and Foot 3 (an undertaking ra¬ 
ther from neccflity and defpair, then mature deliberation, as ap¬ 
peared by a brief letter of Duke Hamiltons y taken amongft other 
Papers) yet animated thereto by a notable defign of Englifh Cove¬ 
nanters with the Scots 3 who being offended with the new Com¬ 
monwealth, now favoured the Kings caufe. 

This defign was for a generall rifing in Lancafhire y and adjacent 
parts, theEarlcf2)jr^ tocomeoutoftheIfleof^/4«, and raife 
the Countrey, who joyning with the Scotch torces,th'ould confront 
the Parliaments greateft power. The chief promoters hereof in 
England , were fcverall perfons (now too tedious to relate particu¬ 
larly) meeting at fhriftopber Lwe's houfe,a Presbyterian Minifier, 
who (by his own Narrative) was privy thereto after the breaking 
off of the Treaty between the King and the Scots at Jerfey, which 
being feafonablydifcovcred, and the grand Agent Thomas Cooky 
apprehended, and after efcape, retaken, March 30.1^51. Major 
General Harrifon (after the leizing of one Birkenhead another 
Agent) was by the Parliament ordered to March Northward with 
Horfe and Foot, to prevent rifings, andoppofethe Scotch Army 
if they (hould enter England: Love himfelf with others being ap¬ 
prehended 3 he was arraigned before Englands High-Court of Ju- 
fticc, June 21.1 £ 51, fcntcnced July the fifth, and on the 15 th day 
being reprieved for 2 3 dayes, was with one Gibbons) another a&- 
our therein) beheaded on Tower-Hill, Auguft the 22th follow¬ 
ing.

paffe-port, and the Decree’s execution againft him. He being 
Supported (on the contrary) by the King and Queens defence 
ft ffly defends by arms,' the dignity of the King’s authority againft 
the force and power of the alike contenders. But, what will at 
length be the iflue hereof, following years will make mani 
feft. 

This year alfo 1*51, brought forth a notable Vi&ory to the fa- 
landers againft the Cofsacks and tartars . For the Cofsacks not being 
contented with the peace made a year or two before,kept an Army 
in the field 5 and not containing rhemfelves within their appoint¬ 
ed bounds, they hindered not the Taurican Tartars going into Wa¬ 
lachia 5 but defended them with all their ayd, againft which, the 
agreement was.

•f ckrift, on(ct on the Polander % Camp was made by 10000 Tartars^ Ju,.e 
m icjj. 28, who being repuJfed with daughter, the Emperour himfelf 
urYVI next day, with all his Tartars, and part of the Cofsacks, affaultcd 
the <Polander t s Army with great force; apd that battle endured, 
untill night withdrew the fighters. This two da yes battle was a 
flourishing skirmiSh before the general fight 5 and as yet, their 
forces were iB danger of departing from each other with a mutual 
fear. On the third day therefore, which was the laft of June, 
the whole Army met, and that with fuch force and ftitfhefTe on 
both fides, that it long remained doubtful which fide Should have 
the vi&ory. At laft, the Polanders ft rength overcame, who 3 when 
they had made their firft aflault on the Tartar r, and had driven 
them from their (landing, their flight very much troubled the 
Cofsacks Army. So the moft numerous Army being fcattcrcd and 
put to flight, left a moft ample vi&ory to the Pdomans. The King 
# a little before evening, in the very place where the battle was 
fought, gave thanks to God, the Conquereur of enemies.

him. To the making famous this aft, which Colonia had notfeen

1652, to convoy them home 5 and on the 
2^ day received a Letter from the King, That he would fecure 
them for the iVlerchants as he had done * but would not deliver 
them unto them s whereupon they (as deftitute of hope) left their 
Ships and came home with this Fleet. And although in O&ob; 
ioilowing, one Braafhaw was fent as an Agent to the King of Den- 
mark , on the Merchants behalf * yet he both detained the (hips, 
and (at lengtn) fold the goods. 

The French Fleet alfo this year, confiding of feven confiderablc 
Ships, onefmallFrigot,andfix fire-fhips, and going Septan. 5; 
from Calice-Road for the relief of Dunkirk (then hardly befieged 
by the Spaniard), were chafed by Gen. Blake, and mod of them 
taken : whereby the befieged in Dunkirk defpairing of re¬ 
lief, yielded it to the Spaniards , Sept. 6 . graveling alfo did the 
like. 

About the fame time, an Embaffadour from the King of Portu¬ 
gal (having to grapple with the Spaniard) arrived in England , 
with a fumptuousTrain* and having audience O&ob. 2. 1652; 
after many Conferences, Addrcffcs, and Offers, obtained a 
Peace. 

Agents likewife (now about) came to the Englifh out of France * 
the one from the King, defiring a relcafeof his aforefaid fhips 
going to relieve Dunk irk , and for a right underftanding between 
them. Others from the Prince of Condy, craving ayd againft the 
Cardinal * who had draightly befieged Burdeaux . All which Ne¬ 
gotiations were of none tffed. Other Nations alfo inter pofed 
for compufi g thofc mortal differences between the Englifh and

Bdt General Cromwell perceiving the corruptions and dilatory 
proceedings oi England’s long-fitting Parliament, to perpetuate 
their Scffion; entred the Houfe Aptil jo, 1*53, with feme 0 f his 
principal Officers* And (fi&one fcafons thereof being given) diflol. 
ved that Parliament: the Members departing,fome by force,fome 
for fear, others with rnotmuring. Then he with his Council of 
Officers fet forth a Declaration for fatijfa&ion of the Nation, d e . 
clatiog the grounds of its Diffjlucien. Which had the confcnt 
both of the Offieets 6f the Land-lorces in Scotland and Ire land , and 
alfo of the Generals and Captains of the Fleet. And left pnbltke 
Officers of the Nation fhould decline from their duties 5 or others 
make difturbances hereupon 5 he published another brief Decla¬ 
ration April 30, That all perloot fhould demean themfcUes 
peaceably, and obey the former Laws, Under a Council of State 
then declared, till approved perfons fhould be called from feve.

Which new Parliament being fummoned(by Warrants from the 
General and his Officers, to each Member pitched upon through- 
out the three Nations) toappear July 4.

ibe Annie’s chief Officers being prelent 5 where Rules and Ar- fVA^ 
tides (called an Inftrument of Government) being firft read 5 he 
folemnly cook Oath to perform the fame : and returning to white- to uj 3. 
flail in ftate as he came, he met with his Council: by whom a ^!W 
Proclamation was ordered to he publifhed, ftridly to charge and 
command all perfons whatsoever in the three Nations, to take 
notice of Oliver Cromwelfs being declared Protestor of the faid 
Nations, and to conform and iubmit to the Government fo efta- 
iiifhed. 

Two Ordinances in the monetbof January following were made 
by the Protedor and Council^ the one, declaring what offences 
fhould be adjudged Treafon, that perfons might know the nature 
lad danger of their offence: The other, for repealing the A&s 
and Rcfolves of Parliament, touching fubfeription to the ^ngage- 
mnt z which (indeed) muft neesflarily follow upon the change 
of the Government, now become even Monarchical! again. The 
laid Protc&or was Febr. 8. following (riding triumphantly into 
the City of London ) magnificently Feafted by the Lord Mayer* 
Aldermen, and fevcral Companies thereof. 

But fome raoneths before, June 10, 1*53, John LiUarn> before 
banifced by the Parliament, hearing of its diffolution* and fo a 
change in Government, returned into England without licenfe, 
craving General Cromwell* s Prote&ieu: who notwithftanding, be¬ 
ing left to the Law, wasfentprifonerto Newgate* Juno 16 and 
being brought to the City-Seflions July 13 after; and again on 
the 1 6 day, his Tryal was deferred till the next Scffions: at which 
he appearing Auguft 1 was (on the 20th day of the fame month, 
after fcverall hours fpent in examination of Witneffes for and 
againft him the prifoner, and in making his dcfetice) acquitted 
by the Verdift of his Jury about 12 at night. Yet on the 27 day 
after, was fent from Newgate to the Tower of London, , Alfo on 
the fame 26 th day,a General Affcmbly of the Kirk of Scotland (not 
judged, it appears,tending to peace) wasdifperfedby theEnglifh 
Forces kept in that Nation for quietoefie fake. 

Two things were this year obfervable* the one in England, 
which was warm bloud, Jan. 20, rained at the Country Town of 
fool in ‘Dorfetjbire : fo that fome there thought (at fitft) it was 
bloud ran from their nofes. The other in Ireland , March 15, on 
which day three Suns were feen at Dublin , the Mother-City of 
that Nation.

CHAP. VL 

%A* Account of what memorable things Itappened both in England and 
L othcr Partly fram about the latter end of the Ye ary 1^55, unto 
this prefent Year 1658. 

I N England, (after that (the form of Government being now 
changed) Oliver Cromwell took upon him the Suprcam Magi- 
ftracy as Protedor of the three Nations, and he fitting with his 
Councclac white-H aII, (being 13 in number) Decemb. 21, id;3* 
and a Declaration from them came forth, That inftcad of the 
Name, Style, Title and Tefte of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
SngUnd by Authority of Parliament, uled in ail Courts, Writs, 
3tc. from Decemb. 26. f £53, the Name, Style, Title and Tefte 
of the Lord Prote^or tor the time being,of the Common-wealth 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dominions then unto 
belonging, fhould be uled, and no other: alfo the Government of 
the faid Comm on-wealth under the faid Prote&orlhip, contain¬ 
ing^ particular heads, was publiftied,) there was difeovered 
alecrecConfpiracyon the behalf of Charts Stuart, Feb. 18 follow¬ 
ing ; whereupon eleven of the Confpirarors being committed to 
the Tower of London, \ttcrc after a (hort time fet at 1 iberty * About 
which time, (on the contrary) as a teftimonyof affc&ioa to the 
Prote&or’s Government, there appeared Addrdfcs and Congra* 
tulattons, from many parts of the three Nations. Then was there 
amain bufinefle in agitation, to wit, peace with the Dutch, and 
about this time well nigh finished: and after that, two of the 
Dutch Embaiidonrs, Newport and Youngftall, had gone ovbr for full 
power from their fuperiouxs, and returned into England, 'March 
the 3d. 1 1 $ 3. defiring a fpcedy Ceflttion of Arms on both fidcsj 
as being fully impowred to ratifie the late concluded peace. On * 
A at a i April 
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April 5. following, 1654, the Articles of Peace betwixt both

L/Wl the Prcrc&our (called the laid Embaffadours at whtte-Hall y him* 
felf lull lodging there onthc 1 5th of the fame April* 1654.) alfo 
in the Netherlands about the lame time. And on May 30. fol- 
lowing, the Lord Ambafladour Whitlock arrived from S»etkland % 
having finithed his Embaflagc, which was to make an intimate 
peace and alliance between Sweden and England • For when the 
laid Embafiadcur had underftood, that theTreaty with the Dutch 
could have no reflexion upon the Swedilh affairs* (for before, 
that Queen would give him no difpatch) he putting on the bufi. 
nefs more than formerly 5 in 14 dayes after they came to a full 
agreement: and April 28,1654* the Articles of Alliance with 
the Swedilh Nation were interchangeably figned and fealed aU 
fo. Then on May 11 following, he having his lalk audience in the 
lame order and ftate as at his firft receiving: after a b»ief fpctch 
made unto the Queen, and (he likewife fignifying her high con¬ 
tentment taken, that the Lord Prote&er thould at fucb a feafon 
fend fo honourable an Embaflieentrufted to the management of 
fo worthy a perfon: and mat flic accounted it a very great addi¬ 
tion of happinefle to her Reign, that (he had made fo intimate an 
Alliance, &c. And that although (be was about to quit her Go¬ 
vernment, yet (he (hould remain a perfect friend to the Protestor: 
not doubting, but that the Prince her Coufin, and all others who 
(hould fucceed, would be careful inviolably to maintain the 
friend (hip of that Common-wealrh. This eranfa&ion being per¬ 
formed at Upfalii a Town and Unherfry there. 

A little before which time, were the fpirits and expe&atioos 
of fome Scots heightned, partly through promifes which theic 
King made them by his Agents 5 and partly through the difeon- 
tent of divers perf ns in England j fotfiat under the command of 
the Earls of g lent am and Kenmore , wSs an Army raifed in Scot¬ 
land 0? 4000 horfe and foot j whoRendezvouzing at the lough) 
Colonel xJAorgan with about 1500 horfe and toot there wholly 
routed them, Febr, 17. 1653, and flew about 15® of them. But 
j then did the affairs of Ireland tend more and more towarus ptr- 

fe& fettlemenr, by reafoi of the vigilant care which the Lord 
Deputy Fleetwood and theCouncel had in traifplanting the Infh 
Natives into the Province of Connaught , whereby the Englifh 
there were in all likelihood fccured both in life and eftatc, from 
Infurre&ions. 

In themoneth of May following, 1^54, a difeovery being 
made of a fccond Confpiracy againtt the Lord Prote&or’s life $ 
and to be put in execution on a prefixed day, as he (hould go be¬ 
twixt London and Hampton-Court : alfo to feize on all guards about 
the City of London , the City it felf, and alfo the Tower thereof j 
to proclaim Charts Stuart King of England , Scotland , and Ireland , 
a High-Court of Jufticc (fo called) was cre&cd in wejlwnfler*

Hall)]yi\. 1. before whom, three of the apprehended Confpira- rs-/C0 
tors being brought, to wit, John Gerard, Peter Novell, and Somerset 

Fox: they were charged of High-Treafon 5 and upon proof to 1^58.

After which, divers prifoners in the Tower of London, who had 
a former hand in confpiring againft the Protest's Perfon, as 
alfo moft of them, who for this infurre&ion were imprifoned in 
the Weft of England , were ordered to be fent away into forreiga 
Plantations. 

But one etffcdk which thtfe lufurreftions produced, was inftru- 
ftions given to the Major Generals of Counties, to endeavour the 
fuppreffion of all Tumults, &c. as alfo all forreigo Invafions, by 
drawing Forces and Troops into all convenient places upon occa- 
fion : and alfo by difarming Papifts and others, who had been in 
arms againft the Parliamenfcand all others dangeroufly fufpefted. 

Other orders were likewife given them, both to have a ftrift eye 
upon the carriage of all difaffe&ed perfons within their Countiess 
and likewife to endeavour the apprehending of Thcevcs, Robbers, 
High-way-men, &c. with fome other particulars. And all thofe 
hereupon,who had any way affifted the King, were Wo te pay the 
10th part of their eftates, to the beating of the charges of the 
Army. 

The Englifla Fleet having landed their Countrymen at Jamaica, 
and left a Squadron of Ships there, were aow bound homeward 
iot England*, wherefore fetting fayl from thence, June 25, 1*553 
they anchored at the Spit-head near ‘Portfmoutk, Aug. 13 follow¬ 
ing. General Venables alfo arriving in another (hip, Sept. 9. weak 
of body,and having been near death: who together with General 
Pen, either upon fufpition of his fidelity^ were committed to the 
Tower ©f London , Sept. 20th after 3 but fbon after fee at liberty 
•gain. 

But General Mlake, while thefe things were doing in Europe and 
.- "* America, 
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IV America , bcuavcd himfelf valiantly in Africa againlt the Turkish 

J?S 3 P Pyrais of 3 (toward which parts he fetfayl from Plymouth 

»* O&. 6. 1 654,) tor having demanded fatisfa&ion of the Dye or 

Governour of Tunis* for certain fhips they had taken: and alfo 
the Captives of the Englifh Nation, April 18. 16553 and being 
notoneiydenyed either, but had alfo feme kind of provoking or 
daring terms given him 3 he calling a Conned of War, refol ved 
(if poflible) to burn their fhips which lay in rPorto Ferine : within 
musker (hot of which Cattle, theEnglifla Admiral, Vice-,/ dmi- 
ral, and Rear-Admiral lying, played on it and their Forts with 
20 great guns 3 the wind alio favouring them 3 fo that although 
there were 120 guns planted on the iho&t and Cattle agaioft 
them 3 they couragioutty in their long boats, burnt $ fhips down 
to the water in the lpaceof 4 hours 5 with the Ioffe of onely 25 
men, and 48 wounded. Moreover,! breach of mutual amity be¬ 
tween England and Spain being now begun, an Ambafiadour ex¬ 
traordinary was lent from tbe King of Spain into England 5 where 
he arriving May 2. 1*5 5, came in a ftately manner thorowx«»- 
don to weftminfier 3 and having publique audience given him by 
the Lord Proreftor on the 8th day of the fame tnoneth, with ether 
audiences, nothing as to an agreement between the two Nations, 
was concluded 3 fothat June 12 following, he parted from the 
Protc^or onely with mutual complements, and fo returned into 
Spain . For a league between the Englifh and French Nation, be¬ 
gan now to be thought of 3 and an Embafladour from Trance, re¬ 
nding a while in London to that end: at length. Peace between 
England and France was ratified Novcab. 19. 16553 and on die 
28th day proclaimed (one effe& of which league, was the exiling 
of the houfe of the Stuarts out of the French Dominions). Before 
which, there was certain intelligence from Bayonne and S. Seb+ 
fiian y Sept. 5 th, that the King of Spain had made a feizurc of the 
perfons and goods of the Englifh within his power 3 and on Febr. 
16th following, Wat with England was openly proclaimed by 
the Spaniards at Dunkirk . 

But as to France it felf, the Prince of Conde, with the other dif- 
con ten ted ones againtt Cardinal offiEazarine and his party, being 
allayed there, as having no confiderable party within the bowels 
of that Nation: the (aid Prince fent one General Marfin into 
Spain y to negotiate in his behalf 5 (for upon the Spaniard was all 
his dependance) and going with his Troops in the Country and 
Bifcoprick of Liege or Luyck in Flanders , he there waged (about 
the moneths of December and January,) 1653a little new War, 
to get Winter-quarters: the Inhabitants every where (landing to 
detend and maintain their priviledges and freedom 3 but the 
Prince’s forces took from them by force, the little Town of Fcfses, 
(which is feituated between the rivers of Sambre and Mcnfe) mar¬ 
ching alfo againtt the Town Chaplet, feated on the river Samfae, of 
which (at that time) there was no doubt but they would be foon 
matters of. Their defign likeyyifc being to take Dinant and Chi-

vai 3 which were to be for a Principality to the faid Prince 3 in- ISA^o 
tending Rocroy (of which, his (on the Duke of Anguien was Go- 
vernour, and who having there a very ftrong garrifon, forced rhc » ii/s. 
Country round about to pay him Contribution) for his Head* t*VNi 
City: fo that the Court-parry of France cpmc gave him over,fup- 
pofing him not to be brought back by any tolerable means of ac¬ 
commodation • wherefore they at Paris about the fame time rai¬ 
led a fufpitionf out of policy ) among the Spaniards, as if he had 
intended to make his peace with the King and Court of France , 
giving it out. That a Treaty to that end was a&tially fee on foot $. 
whi :h doing him forae prefent wrong among the Spanifh party, 
he wenr to Brefels to Leopold the Arch-Duke, principally to give 
tffuraoces of his refolution againtt the Court of France, ana all 
Mazarine's party 3 and to procure moneys and recruits, that it 
Spring (for it was now Winter) he might be in fume indifferent 
capacity to infett that Kingdom. It was alfo then prefaged in 
France , (by many) that fomc ftrangeturn of affairs was yet to bd 
expected there, from the Dukeof Qrleante , the King’s Unde, be- 
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although ttrongly foiicited thereunto; Ttye people alfo of that 
Nation being deceived in their expeditions ojf golded* dayes, 
which they thought to have feeri upon the Court’s return to Ftnris, 
and the compofure of their latt tumults 3 tofteab whereof they 
were both impolitickly bad tyrannically dealt withall, thatit wa* 
certainly believed. That if ever the Princesmakdup a conridera- 
blc party again in France, the people would*tbrnto them; mod 
of thegood Towns flood for them; and the Partfidns themfelves 
wercashigh for them as ever. Then werethe Court of France 
drawing up a Declaration agaioft the Prince, of Conde 5 having 
tlfo had lately good fufccefTe agaioft tfre Spaniards ihcatahni%And 
aboQt the fame time amved an extraordinary Courriet itoni Borne 
unto the French Court, with letters, j>rcffing theKiiig tpheafkcni 
unto a Pacification with Spain, and give wif wa^enctai Peace: 
wherein alfo the Pope promifed to contribute his fiett afliftancc. 
TheMeffcngcr departing like wife to hafte for Spain,}*n.t 1.165 3* 
with Letters of the fame nature,ttf ^that King 3 which interve- 
niag, produced no effedt : however & hath been obferved', thefe 
two Monarchies have been likethtf Sea, lofirig at one plfcfr and 
tirae,wharthcy gain in another * fo vexing themfelves andlgu- 
ropealfo to no pufpofe. The Popeulfo fent Order to his Nuntitf 
refiding at Paris, to mike enquiry/whit Irifl* Biftfops and Pried* 
were inthat City, With eheir names and fifnames, and how^hey 
theniitffdf *" " 3 : : # 

The nmgd Efttbk fladoct nxfjrte alfo about the. fame time^ 
making feveraliuftaricei to advance the alliance of a League 1 of- 
fcnfive and defcrffive,tJdtweaii hls’Mdftcr the ting of poriagalyind 
the French King, offcifcd' WithiH* marriage ^between the faid 
young King, and thtrtCtogof daughter* with a Dowry 

af four miUions ofgbld; ^ s 
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But on June 7th 1*54, the young King of France was crowned 
at with a great acclamation of the Inhabitants andSoul- 

diersof that City, who met him half a mile out of the Town, 
crying, rive le Roy, or, Let the King live. The Minifters of Rbeim$ 
alfo highly applauding the Cardinai'in their Orations upon the 
anoyntingof the King, looking on him as the oncly means that 
hath kept up the Scepter from falling into the haftds of an ambi¬ 
tious Prince, that is, Conde, who feeksmore his own grcamdle, 
than the welfare of the Nation. The Cardinal of Retz> being 
kept confined by t^Mazarine, one pretence whereof was, the not 
furrendring up of the Archbifhoprick of Paris 5 he feat about 
this time, the Matter of his borfe to Romes to pray the Pope to 
give his confent unto the fame furrender, that UBazarine might 
have no farther pretence fer keeping him foconfined. 

Now alfo was there preparation made in France for the fiegeof 
Stenay, by the King and Cardinal,, the onely place that the Prince 
of CondehaA at his Command* and at which fiege, the King in¬ 
tended to aifift in Perfbn: and-the Cardinal refolved to take chit 
ftrong place, though With length of time, and vaft expeaces: 
wherefore fitting about it, and the yoi^ng King couragioufly and 
induftrioufly vifitinfe that Leaguer, and animating the Souldiery, 
after a great Battery raifed, he fummoned the place: which die 
Governour refufing to furrender, without Condee *s confent, they 
•PPtyed themfeivm to carr^the Cittadel fitft ; whereupon the 
befieged made atdbl^te (alley of xjbove 20© mcn 5 bur theyfal- 
fyiog upon the Spritzer] quarter,/were by them valiantly rcpal- 
| c ®: ;th* Govetnpupr after ,4 ftcond fnmmons, fending anfvra 
back^ he was refolyed to live and die in the place $ they drew to- 
gc^het mote Forces to reinforce the King’s Camp: the bc&m 
having by a ffctyy&iUed between; jand 400 of the befiegers; yet 
(for that was in Jiyly 1554) in Auguft, they having 
made a very gr^atbreach with their Mine, they cameto a (2 
pitulatton fir furrepdfcr, which was made with a Spanifh Coa- 
mandet^the Earl cAcbamilly accepting of the King's pardon in far- 
rendtipg ir,xnd the garrifon retreating to Mdntmedy. 

In the mean lime, the Spaniard, divert the French Forces 
rtiathad^beficged^oy, clofely befieged Asyas, a confidcrable 
Frpnti,er Town belonging to the French King: whole Governour 
16110 thot Stenay j and the management 
°f the fiege being, (by the Spaniard) faid to be falely committed 
i Condt* \ who had full power to fight as he 

fhouni fee occafeo* The Spaniards were in great want of pro- 
vlfion i the French having fo fecured the paffigesjthat none could 
be brought unto them t yet a Convoy of woo Wagons being 
fent from Dmq to visual theqwup, and through forise oppofi- 
tionj retreating to Aire, from thence got fife within the lines of 
the SpanifhGamp; whereby tfyey were fupplyed for 3 weeks: 
which was longer than (41 thar time) the Town was(in theeyes of 
many) likely to hold out ? The Spaniard^ Aug, 14, attaching a 
' •: half 
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half Moon of Arras, were Beaten off with the Ioffe of 400 men. 
bat Marftial 7 ***i 7 *,with divers other forces from all parcs,haftcn- •fTSjJ) 
ing to the relief of the befieged, (fo that they had no leffe than *0 u*s. * 
40000 in all) the Spaniard alfo larking too long in his Trenches, U'YNi 
and not engaging ihc French Army at the firft, (as the Prince of 
Condee is reported to have advifed them) they having hereby the 
more opportunity to circumvent them in ail paffages, and hinder 
the accefle of provifions, they fntieundedthe ^tifh Army-and 
squally hindred all provifions for their relief: wffcrcfire the Spa* 
rtiards being reduced to this ttraic, were ncccfficated to withdraw 
from beforethc Town, on the firffhopclul opportunity, and that 
in the night) leaving their Ordnance and baggage behind them £ 
yet the French having notice by their Scouts,ot their firft motion, 
the grand Army under Marfhal D« Hoquincourt (not with (landing 
all the Prince of Conde could do by perfwafion or example)* com 
tningon amain upon them, routed the Arch-Duke's horfe, leaying 
moftof their foot to their tnemie’s mercy 5 with their Comman¬ 
ders, bag and baggage; But the .Governour of Arm bitofclf 
(knowing the time of the Spaniards intended retreat) fallying out 
with about 1500 or 2000 men artheinftaatof their moving; did 
much facilitate the bufinefle 5 mod of the Spanifh foot being Haiti 
or taken, to the number of *090 prifoncrs;> and the firft Oafetc 
being made upon the Lorrainer 9 s trenches, thC worft ftorm fell ori 
them 5 and many alraoft ftarved for lack of food : This happened 
inAuguft, 1*54. Which fucccffc rendred Cardinal c Mazarine 
impregnable s whereas, if he had been put to the like retreat, it 
was fuppofed he mutt have: fhortly retired out of France again: 
fir thofe of Bordeaux were then dilcontemed by reafoa of Tome 
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means ot Trmpette Caftle ferving to keep that Town in awe: the 
difeonteoted alfo Mattering fevcral papers up and down, againit 
tyranny, and the oppreffion which they lay under 5 and it wa$ 
then verily believed, if Arm had been taken by the Spaniard, 
more places would have (hewn their difeohtent by reufon of the 
heavy impofts laid on them. 

But the Country of Liege was about the moncths of January 
andFebr. idj 3, in a fad condition; both by the Duke of Lorrain; 
who quartered his Troops there, partly by confent, and partly by 
force, pretending, the States of the Country did-inviefc him thi¬ 
ther, becaufe their Prince and Bifhop governed altogether abfc 
lutely, and againft their Laws and priviiedges ; fo that he was 
come to redieffe their grievances, and beget a good underftand- 
ifig between the Bifhop and his people. The Prince of Conded s 
Troops (on the other hand) pretending j that thofe of Liege were 
aftefted to, and held correspondence with, the Frencb r alfo that 
« was the Lorrasners whifch betrayed them, doing them all poffi- 
ble mifehief they can contrive where ever they come 3 wherefore 
they were come to fecure them and their Country, from being 
preyed on by the Lorrainers . The Troops Ukewife of the King off 
Bbbb 2 Ftante 
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rs-A-O F'ancemd the Empire were then marching towards hiegf y pr<% 
of"uiritt ?3 ending *)lo, tin y tame to relieve the afflt&edj and, to alsilt a 
* Prince of the Empire, whoyvas quarrel I’d with, andabufedin 
utvnJ his rights and prerogatives* Wherefore* ail thefe caufed the 

Spanilh Troops, and ibofe of the.United Provinces to march alfe 
towards the lame Country 5 both to hinder the French Troops 
fromcentring into Liege, and to fecure.their Frontiers? Thus 
although neidwfof thde ought eohave f come there, the Country 
b; ing Neutral^ yet, through thefe quarrels And debates, tnc In¬ 
habitants wt rc oi iftrably uted Mce cm mie$ on all ficLcs. 

But thefe thus forcibly quartering in the Country, occafionci 
the Prince or Btfbop of Li<gf,!>and the Archbifbop of Collen^to 
make a league o&nfive and defonfive with the cwoEkftours of 
Triers and AAentz, mutually to afsift each other agaihft ail man¬ 
ner 9f torrcign forces under w^atpretcncefoevcr .• and in March 
following, the Marquefs of Pkler feeing the xonclufion of peace 
between ti c Prince of Liege y and theEie&ourof Collett, and Lei. 
pold, the Arch-Duke, (-v hereby thchiti was obliged unto the fc» 
cond, by the article of the Treaty, to endeavour , what he could 
tociufc the French Army to remove out of his Tcrriorks, being 
(if gent le perfwaiions would not prevail) ro joyn his forces with 
the Arch Duktf*, andinrce.thfi»| if they conceived it advanta¬ 
geous fo to do; prc&ntly removing from Limbourgy marcht out of 
the Country qi Liege' the fame way he came, towards the Woods 
of virdenne ; yer having firft the Paroll of the Prince Elc&our, 
tatueithcr the Spaniards jLsrratJscrs, or prince of Condee* s forces, 
ihouU attempt any thing againft them by vertue of the faid peace. 
And in the mo eth of Ftbr. after, the Arch* Duke by Cpcciall or¬ 
der of the K ng of Spainy ‘fwhofe Lievtenant he is in Flanders) 
pxemplarhy proceeded againftCbar/i Duke of Lorrain, not onely 
by imprifoning his perfon in $he Cattle of Antwerp, (though he 
were, nobly inrreated in his imprifonmem) but by taking from 
him the command of his Army, Duke do me, and Eilatc, and con¬ 
ferring it op Ft amis his brother, who as foon as he was come from 
Vienna , was to have the Command of his brother’s Forces, and 
was called Duke Francis of Lorrain, The caufe whereof was, the 
thefts, robberies, rapes, &c. committed under the condud of hit 
Army,the wracks of which dettru&ions and devaftations he him* 
felf gathered up: and alfo his inconftancics,and pretended charge 
of judgment in rcfolves of warlique matters, and the alterations 
and delayes he g*vc in things^ which (having been debated) were 
even at the very point of execution: and which being important 
Cervices,might ;(in all likelihood have had ahappyiffue: which 
trieksand artificies were at length grown fo notorious, that the 
Matters of the Camp,and all other Officers could point at them, 
&c. The faid Duke Charts (being now fb confined) feeing no re- 
mcdyvtefigncd up unto 'the. King of Spam and the'Arch-Duke, 
buih his Perfon, his Eftate, and Army t which the Earl of Lignt- 
viltwjLs tQ command, till the arrival of die faid Duk« •Fsrancp 
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A little before the fame time, the Spaniard received a check fVA-o • 
from the Portugals by Land 5 for the Earl of Almatantio, Lievtc- ff*chritL* 
nans Generalof the Spantjh hojfe, fending forth fome of his to issf . 
Ttoops,;Novcmb. 6 . 16% 3, to pillage between the Towns Amt- 
tiapt and; <J 4 eg*ttumy and to cxpc& a conjun&.on of other forces: 

Attdrjtw jiltuqitcrcioy General of the Portugal hotfe* marcuiog ; to-: 
wards tb ; ecn> thcSpaniards feemed to retreat, that uniting with 
their mWbody, they might fall on the Portugals ; which thefe 
perceiving, p Portugal Governour fpreded with about 2 50 hori'e? 
men towards the enemies frontiers, .nor far from Valentiay where 
after a ii^>rt£ombac,he put 300 Spantfb horfemen tp flight; andin 
thepu!^jt£pming ip fight of400 ether hori'e of the enemies* he 
being oyer-quin bred, and his Souldkn dil ordered in fht puriuir, 
be vyas r^ptf lfcd, with theloffoeffonaefew; yet many wounded,

of the Spaniards^btiag (lain , and divers mortally wounded. 
Whereupon Albuquertif following the Spaniards betimes the next 
morning, Jppod them not far from Aronttum very numerous, dri- 
ying awfy 1200 head of Cattle. The Spaniard ^ing > 500, the 
Portugal*,bni $50 horfe t where after valour on both fidts ihewn, 
ifacPortugal! being cpnquerours, they purfued them untill night:

gut the Great Duke of M*f ovy decreeing hoftility againft the 
kingdom pf Poland about the latter end of 1^53, refolving alfoiQ. 
invade the fame v»m three Armies, in three fuodry places; and 
waging acttul war accordir!gly,wjrote Leffcrsabout April 1654* 
puto t(ie Queen of Sweden^ fignifying the two reafons of his faid 
W*r w ids the Tolander : which feem not to be of weight fuffieiens 
for fpeh an attempt : the one being, bccaufc a certain Polander 
writing aNarrationof former Wars bet wixtthem, wherein the 
folanders had the better, faid onely. They had beaten the Mufcovite j 
without adding his Title. The other, becaufc, he, in quoting 
(pmething touching the Genealogy of the, Mufcovtte's Anceftors, 
named one as the faclver, which was the fon. Wnerefore, he de¬ 
manding the offender’s head pf the Ki< g; and it being denyed, he 
barred op them* havipg taken one of their Cities already, and 
befieged another pf their moil co:ifiderable ones.. But the’ QueeU 
pplitkkly pnfwered> She neither approved; nor difapproved his 
r^fons,. wifhing he might have goad fgtisfa&ion from the Palana 
and being troubled ((he faid) that Chriftian Princes (laould 
fall out* But the .Mufcovite proceeding in his ewerpriza with a 
gnstt power, after this, took in the Pplifli Country even without 
rpfi(laocp,fhp people where they came feeking tofave ihesnfeives 

Sight, and ootwitWJanding she great contributions there gran- 
they, had no cuafiderable Army to flop them : fo t at that 
Country was then loolrt on as deplorable. And about September 

following. 
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following,the Mufcovites whole body falling upon Du^q Radzivits 
ffChr'i? 3 Army, (ior he was the Poland General) which confittcd ofabout 
to ,* y g. * 15000 men ; they totally routed the fame, Radzivil himfclf very 

hardly efcaping : and fo myfterioufly were things carried by the 
ehief ones of that kingdom, at that time, chat it was thought by 
fome (for they fate ftill) that certain of thofe prime ones were nor 
much difeontented thereat; however, by this overthrow the 
whole Dukedome of Littow was expoftd toruineand dcftru&ion. 
But ritopits a little after, beating off the c Mufcovites three (forms*, 
cook in Aftldjjya. Town fcituaccd on the River D//a4,where he per- 
fidiouily kept noc the Articles;bur flew all theJmale Jews,and an¬ 
cient women,and captivated the young men and women thereof. 

About November following, the Town of Smolensko, account¬ 
ed one of the beft fortified places in Europe, was after an indiffe¬ 
rent long liege, furrendred unto the grand Duke of Mufcovy • and 
that through the Enemies policy, who perfwading the 'Polatinty 
that all Poland was loft, and that that place onely made refi- 
ftance 5 the 'Palatine being ftricken with a paoick fear, and feeing 
no Idle than an Army of 5 or 6 bodies encompaffing him , was 
cafily perfwaded, yet on as honourable terms as he could defirc; 
bur, immediately hereupon, no lefle chan 5000 of his men lifted 
themfelvcs under the Mufcovitey and taking an oath to be true au¬ 
to him. Wherefore, feeing the place was both provided pith 
necdlariesfor a years fiege, nor any powder wanting unco $e be* 
fieged, the King of Poland required the (aid Palatine to come an* 
to him to Grodna>\o give him an account of his proceedings. Th( 
Mufcoviter put a garrifon of toooo men into the City. An| 
indeed, fuch then was the fuccefte and progrdfc of the Mufcwitet 
alfo in Lithuania , that it raifed fuch a jealoufic in the king of Sue* 
deny that he fent to the City of Koningsbergy to demand paftage 
for fome forces, that he might put his Frontiers thereabouts ia a 
pofture of defence,as he had done in the Province of Liefiand-Jot 
they fo mifcrably wafted all thofe quarters held by the ‘Polandert in 
Lithuaniay that for 40 leagues round Smolentkoy there was not to be 
difcotcred the leaft mark of any To wn or Village, they being all 
laid in allies; whereby above 30000 families being turned to the 
wide world,went for refuge towardwrl^to avoid thctMufcevitds 
cruelties, three ether Towns, after the taking of Smolenskiy 
likewife yielded themfelvcs, to wit, SkUyHoreyy and Dabrovna. 
But Poland having made a league with the grand Cham of Tarta¬ 
ric ; he prepared them a relief of 40000 men, who were to 
march under the Condu& of Sultan Kafy Galga> brother to the 
then Cham tMehemet Gerey : and he fent Kaya Begio to go aod re- 
lieve J urlcnbcek & Murza# wo places, which were then very much 
diftrefled by the Cofiacks alfo: who taking part with the Mufti- 
vitesy and Chimtlinsky , fending Embaftadonrs to Court the Cham, 
he immediately taxing them of breach of faith in taking the Muf- 
tovites partagainft Poland ; commanded their Nofes and Ears'to 
be cutoff, and Cent them thus back to their Matter to tell him, 
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That he was for ever refolved againft any reconcilement with r V^ 
him. Then alfo the /o/W.King lent into Sweden to renew a Ttea- 
ty for a perpetual peace between the two Crowns of Poland and tou*s/ 
Swethlsndy according to a Treaty begun before at Lubecky propo- 
ling alfo to lay down all future claims of that Crown. Unto 
which th e Swedish King fignified his inclination j and was daily in 
Copnfel with his Senators^about the Pa/***/affair5,as being much 
inclined to an Alliance offcnlive and defenfive with that Crown, 
by reafon of the progrefs which the extraordinary numerous fc r- 
ces of the Mufcovites made in Lithuania ; and who not onely-kept 
his frontiers well guarded with forces; but feat others into the 
Arch*bi(hoprick of Bremeny both* to make good his pretenfions 
there, and to threaten war upon the Duke of Newburg. 

At or about the fame time, while the King of Poland lay at 
Grodnay the Emperour of Germany fent him an Envoy, to demand 
areftoring of certain Towos, which he held in Hungary^ which 
were pawned unto Poland about aoo years before; offering to re- 
tmburfe the money for their redemption. But the King put him 
off for an axalwer, to the next Diet or Aftembly of the Kingdom, 
fbewing not much difpofare to yield thereunto. 

But about the moneth of Auguft, 1 6 5 4, the Kingdom of Sweden 
difpatthed Forces to befiege the City of Bremenytot fome infolence 
committed againft that Crown: whom it was thought, (by the 
Swedes ) that the Emperour and German Princes did privately iftir 
up againft him; who clfe could not have been believed, to be fo 
bold, as (of chemfelves) to provoke againft them fb considerable 
an enemy. Xoningfmark had die managing of chat liege; who 
about the beginning of September, making fhewasif he intend* 
ed to go’over to ftgefotydrew a great party of the Bremers thither; 
tad after Sun-fet, taking a quite contrary march, hecaufed a bridg 
to be made over the water called the Homy and patted over it in 
the night; a.id fo over the Moors, (though with great difficulty, 
by reafon of the excream deep and muddy ground) wherein, al- 
wtugh feveral horfes were fmothcrcd, yetnot one man loft ; and 
thk (ootwlthftandiog they played with their Caoonout of the 
♦ Cijy) to the Bremers great admiration. As foon as he was got over 
with about too men, (fat die reft were neceffitatcd to follow one 
by one) the Bremen placing chemfelves with a confiderable num¬ 
ber not far from the S wdes, yetbeyond a deep Moor, fit chit they 
could onely charge each upon other, not come together.: The 
OmAy growing (footer and fttohger; the Bremers were forced 
withthe lefte of a good many of thek men, to retreat towards die 
Cky* And foon after game Troops of Bremifti horfe appearing, 
they were alfo beaten by the Swedes to the very gates of the City, 
about iobfthem befog fltin. In all whichthe Swedes arefaid to 
have loft bat two men* Thk unexpected enterprize put the City 
fato a great ftmight and perplexity: which being likewile in- 
creafedfeya letter from die Emperour, fadmoniCbiog them to 
faake thektrompofitionas f#on» and as good as they could; be- 

” c*ufe 
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ps>/^o caufe through th® defeat of the Spanifh Army before Arras> he 
tfCkiffl 5 cou ^ not ^ uecour o r prote& them, which other wife he intended to 
to I***. * have done, with a confiderable Army by the Duke of Lorrain) 
they came to a Treaty or Conference at Stoade, by defigned Depu¬ 
ties of each party; the Lord Rofetthaan being for the Swedifh King; 
and at length concluded 15 Articles of Peace betwixt them: Al¬ 
ter which, (for the farther afiecuration of the King of Sweden) Ro~ 
fenhdan and Koningfmark'sntting Bremen in the moneth November 
following, with folemnity they faw the oath of inauguration ta¬ 
ken by two Senatours of the City, deputed thereunto by the Sc- 
' nate, by holding up their two firft fingers after reading of the fame 
oath, and (wearing, that they would inviolably obferveand per- 
form the Contents thereof. 

Three or four moneths before which time, Chriftina Qaecfl of 
Sweden , (for rcafons either voluntary, or conftrained)* refigned her 
Crown unto Charts Guftavc, her Cdufen. After which, (he under, 
took (having firft fecured her yearly maintenance in PomeranU) 
feverall Peregrinations,.* among which, that to Infpruck (a City 
in the Arch-Dutchy of Tirol, and feared among the; Alps, over- 
looking it on every fide» and where the report of a Musket is {aid 
to be as great as that of a piece of Ordnance^ is moft remaikable. 
Where being entertained in an extraordinary manner by that 
Arch. Duke, too large here particularly to relate, and which was 
in or about the moneth O&ober, 1*55, the next day but one af¬ 
ter her arrivall there, (he made an open profeflion of the Romifh 
Catholique faith, in fix heads Or Se&iens; where Holfemmfopt 
Alexander the 7th his N undo (in prefence of the Arch?Duke, his 
Lady and brother, and tyi#i/bAmbaflkd©ar, &c.) (landing atthe 
right fide of the Altar, (and (heon the lef^faid. Pop t Alexander 
underftanding that fihrifiina Qvpeta of Sweden being enlighmed 
by the Holy Ghoft, intended to put her feK into the bofomeof the 
Church, had fent his Letters, teftifying his Approbation of her 
defires; and to receive her with his Apojftolical Benedi&ion, be 
being there to know the truth thereof. Unto which (he anfwering, 
It was fo 5 Holftemui giving the Pope’s Latter to a Pried who read 
it aloud, defired (he would make profeflionof the faid faith, and t 
fwear upon the holy Evangelis m keep ir,be£ere the. Afch»Dukc* 
and the Sptnifh Ambafladour, Which (he doing^and kifiiog 
the book, a Chair was fee for Helftenim #,nd a Cufoion laid at hit 
feet, upon which the Queen kneeling, he making thefign of the 
Crofle over her head, andembraeing her (boulders,; faid,He did 
rbeeive her into the Catholike Church, andby virtue of an order 
from the Holy. Father Pope Alexander the yth* and fijona the pow¬ 
er given him by Chrift, whofc Vicar he *a$, fie did**b/olv.e her 
from all her finsfhe had. committed. In tbejtfametff the father 
This being dene, .their TcDcum , &c. was fung with mail melo¬ 
dious voices, andiallfarts of IoftrumcntS, apd Drums, in, the vary 
Chappel of chb Francifcaos or Arch- Dukewh ere it wgs done 5 
then 50 pieces of Drdnance baling difeharged, (he returned as (be 

came. 
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came. Charls Gujtavc not long after his Coronation,was married 

with great Pomp and Soicmnj ty unto the daughter of the Duke of 5 

Holjtetn, at Stockholm .. 

But about the moneth of June, 1 dy 4 > there was font over from 
England into Holland , a Copy of the fecrec Articles agreed on by 
the States of Holland alone in the Dutch Treaty, to the prejudice 
of the Prince o{ Orange : the etfe& whereof was. That the Pro- 
tc&or of England having often reprefentcd,That in cafe the Prince 
of Orange or Poftericy of the houleof Stuart , (hould command rhe 
Militia of that State, they might occafion great differences, or at 
leaft great jealoufies between the two Nations. The States of 
Holland, to remove that apprehension, firft debating the matter, 
concluded, That for the future, the Prince of Orangey and all of 
his line, (hould be excluded from the Government and Admiral¬ 
lhip of the Province of Holland: and if the other Provinces would 
choofc him for Captain mid Admiral-General, they would never 
confent to the ,fame. Which caufing a great difthrbance in: the 
Aflembly of the States General,* they ordered Copies thereof to 
be fent to the other Provinces, before they refolved on afly thing. 

The Commiffioners of Holland in the mean time excufing tne 
bufinefs unto the Princcfc Dowager, telling heir. They were 
conftrained to do what they did : hoping hotwithftanding, that 
before the Prince were of age, the affairs of thatStatc might be 
frbjeft to feme alteration, which mighrte eftabltth him into What 
ibeyhad then taken firomlvifa. ^ Bur this aftion of theirs produ¬ 
ced divers paper-combats Bom tint, other Provinces, who were 
againft his fcclufion. . 1 *\ jp *. ;'*■ 

About the fame time, i\xt Venetian obtained a great Vi&ory 
over the Turk, having fought them*wo dayes together in the 
Archipelago or Dardanelles 5 wherein they flew 6000 Turks,woun¬ 
ded the General, %Anmatb Bafajto death) taking alfo four Men of 
,War, and i d Galleys 5 yet not without the 16 fle(on their own 
part) of many brave ones, one Galliot, and 5 Gallics. The Turks 
blfo the fame year, inor about December, makisgan attempt by 
night upon the Fonrcffc of '^efprtnm Hungary, as thinking to fur- 
prize it $ found fuch refinance, that they were forced to retire, 
with theloffeof ^ootkilPdond taken. 5 

Not iong before which, the Grand Seignior of the Turks being 
idvertiled, that the Vizicr'Baffa had long proje&ed to make hito- 
felf Emperour, through the aififtanedof the Greeks who were to 
have rebelled alfo, by the ftraight dorrefpondeace he held f for 
dint purpofe) with th^ ^afcovitesandCofacJcs, whom he pretaifr 
fed, to embrace the GreekJfeligion $ he convesting him before a 
private Cotihcel, and Upbraiding him of his Trcafdti, after fo ma¬ 
ny benefits done him $ he was condemned to death jdnd ftrangied 
Within five or fix hours j imprifoning alfo the Patriarch of jem- 


hniing and itocreafitigin <?fr^^3f, fom rupture wiis feared id 
Cccc that 
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that Empire 5 for the Bifhop of Munfter having a quarrel with the 
JfChJfft 3 great Dean of his Dioccfs, was back'd by. the Canons, yetrefi- 
ce u f a. ’ ding without the City; but the Dean had the affe&fon of the Ci- 
tizeos, and was within the City: wherefore the Bifhop armed 
againft the City, and they againft him 5 who defigningto tike 
it by a furprizall, with 200 horfe, and 400 foot, at the opening 
of the gates; the Ambufcado was difeovered, and the defign ft u . 
ftrated. 

The Prince Ele&our Palatine, had then alfo two quarrels with 
two German Prelates: one with the, Ele&onr Archbifhop of Metis, 
which was for the jurifdi&ion of a Place, into which, the lift 
would fettle fome Priefts, as belonging to him 5 but the Prince 
would have fettled there Minifters of the reformed Religion 5 fay. 
ing, He ought .ta difpofe theteof, as having been fo many years in 
pofieffion ; but the people the while remained unprovided •£ ei¬ 
ther. The other was againft the Bifhop of Spiers 5 becaufe thofe 
of that City (ftwmsalfo feconding them) had both yielded (in all 
probability) upon the account of Religion, themlelvcs into the 
Palatine's Prore&ion. But the Emperour, who himfelf was like- 
wife then very bufie in makitig great levies ; forbade them to 
proceed any further in their contention: but aduaonifbing them 
to plead their caufes in Courts of Juftice. The faid Emperour, 
Jath.i. 1 $54, commanding all the chieffeftof the Protcftantft- 
ratfiesof Vienna, .and round about it, to meet together at an ap¬ 
pointed place j but, they not meeting, a new command came,lot 
them to meet at the place appointed ;t who then coming in great 
numbers, and raoft of them 50 and 80 years old2 they firft were 
checked for not coming at the firft fummonsr; and then had pafs- 
pons given them to departout of his hereditary dominions,and to 
retire to feme other place than Hungary; 

The fame year the Duke of Powerania (who was the laft of that 
lioufc) dying, afid his body being with great folemnity interred; 
his-whole Eftate was divided betwixt Sweden and the Ele&our of 
Braftdeahurgh : theCommiflioners of the fencer, and the EleRor, 
equally parting his broken Seal* and equally defraying the char¬ 
ges of his Funeral. *r .^1 r - • 

Moreover, it may not be frivolous*/to.Prelate one treachery 
(among others)’which was diicoveicdinPlanders about January, 
*6 j$ V it was to betray and deliver Ameritiers^ one of the chief 
Frontier Gar rifons of that Country into the French their hands,for 
a (umtn of money: which defign was oh this manner laid * fome 
ofa Regiment of If ifh there in garrifon (knowing there were fo»e 
of their own Nation in thcTrcwb garriforis of Eajfcc and Betbunej 
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running away difcontcnted, joyned to the aforefaid garrifons pi 
French',, fome Irifh alfo of the other fide* came over to the Sp* 
wards in +4rmentier$, and there lifted themfelves> fpeaking very 
ijdpftbe Frijtff) Officers,. Thcfe Runotgadoes agreed together 
at lift to del wcf-Jrmeriiierf into the hands of the Duke of Elbeuf, 
. who 
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who being topofli ffe one ot the Gates (when thefc were upon the 
guard) with 4 or 5 000 men,which were in a rcadihefs at Btzerie , AlUi0 l6 U 
a Village on this tide Bethune 5 on the night of execution hereof, * f Chriftj 
one of the Irifh Plotters being troubled about the horriblencfle of 
the defign, to put fo many innocent creatures to the fword,difco- 
vered the fame to the Governour 5 who while he was talking with 
. him of it, a Sergeant brings him word* the enemy was near the 
Town: Whereupon, the Governour doubling his guards 5 and 
the Duke perceiving the defign was fruftrate, retreated. The 
contrivers (who were 4 Captains, 5 other Officers, and 9 Soul* 
diers, all Irifh) being prefently feized on to receive reward accor¬ 
ding to their deferts. 

But at Delpb, a City feituated between Roterdam and the JVague 
in Holland , and 3 miles from the Hague, happened a moft fad and 
lamentable dyfafter by an unexpc&ed blowing u p the Gun-pow- 
der of its Magazine, O&ob. ia. 1*54, beiweenthc hours of 10 
and 11 in the forenoon 5 which containing 6 or 700 barrels of 
powder; (which wasiuppofed,tobe*afuallyfrred by the Keeper 
thereof, whowasfeentogoin with another man about 10, ftri- 
king open a barrell) foie veiled the. Tower, that there was no¬ 
thing to be feen of it; yea, not the very place where it flood, it 
being changed into water; 300 houferwere blown up and utterly 
deftroyed; the other houfes and;fine gardens very much damni¬ 
fied and fpoyled, and above loo perfons killed and wounded, 
be Tides many that might be impginedto have been blown all to 
pieces, fo that no account could be taken of them: it (hook the 
houfes in the Hague, breaking theirwindows, and did fome fpoyl 
at Roterdam 2 yet one Child about i&mondths old, lying 34hours 
under the ruines, was taken up, and not hurt at all. 

Alfo at a D et or general Affcmbly of the States of Poland at 
warfovia, in June 1*5*, a Senatour ftriking one of his fellow- 
Members on the face in the open Aflembl#, and who was,accord¬ 
ing to the Laws of that Land, to have both his right hand and 
head ft ruck off: through the Queens intcrceffion, the punifhmcnc 
was moderated, that asking pard on of the King, Aflembly, and 
Pope’s Nuntio, he was to remain clofe prifoncr in a dungeon, one 
yearand 6 moneths: but hereprefentingthis penalty to be worfc 
than death, heonely was to pay acoofiderablc fum of money to* 
wards the charges of the Wars. 

The S wedifh Queen Chriftina, a little before the fame time; ha¬ 
ving Cent into Swetkland, to demand the Arrears of the Pt nfion 
there affigned to her; The Chancellor of that Kingdom returned 
tnfwcr, That if fhe intended to receive any , fhe might do well to return 
thither ; the States being unwilling to fujjer any money to go out of the 
Kingdom. 

But the Duke of Saxony was leffc juft, and yet much more cruel 
wito a man in bis Country, (who killed a Dear) in the moneth of 
eebr. 1 £55, condemning him to be bound with chains upon a 
5ta g> hi* feet faft under the beaft’s belly, with an iron chain foU 
Cccc a . dered; 
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dered, and his bands alio (in the lame manner) chained to the 
ofTiuift* 3 horns: and fo let loofe to run away witb'him, Tne Stag having 
to i6$z.* run (as was computed) near ioo Englifh miles (upon a dire& 
l/Y\i lint) in 26 hours time, coming near fornc Wagoners who came 
out of Silefta, fell down; wherefore the poor man fitting on his 
back, told them the bufineffe: and earncftly begged of them to 
ihoot him, to put him out of his pain; but they durft nor, fearing • 
the Duke. In the mean time, the Stag getting up, ran away with 
all his might : fo that the miferics that poor creature had under¬ 
gone, and mu ft undergo, if the S tag killed him not in the running, 
cannot be exprtfled. • 

In the lflc of Malta, toward the latter end of 1 65 5, Ufman the 
great Turk’s brother, (who fome years before, with the Sultat/s 
Wives Mother, their family and treafury, was taken at Sea, 
coming from tMecca, by thofe Knights, and brought into the 
IfUnd) made profeffion of Qiriftianifm,'being chriftued with, 
great ceremonies, and rejoycing of the City, in the Dominicans 
Cloifter ; who retaining his former name of Ufman,w&s firnamed 
I Ttominicw . . t ; * 

Burin England^ in July x&$6, Writs being iflued forth for 
functioning another Parliament, and a general cle$ion of the 
Members tnereqf, being made in' Auguft following; they afleas- 
hied at wejlminftcr-hbbey : , whither the Protestor coming in 
ftately equipage, after their Sermon ended, and a fpeech made 
unto them by the faid Prote&6hr, theyfate, electing Sir Tkotmd- 
dringtonioi their Speaker • this wkson Sept. 17th, 16 $6 5 they 
fate from the time afore faid,"un till about the latter end of June, 

165 7, and then were adjourned untill Jan. ioth following. The 
chief matters done by this GrandCouncel, I find to be an Ad for 
Renouncing and difannulling the title of Char Is Stuart unto the 
Nations of England, Scotland, and Ireland . Then, an endeavour 
to fettle the Title of King, with a Crown the Emblem thereof,on 
the head of the Prote&our 5 which he, after time of deliberation, 
pofidvely refufed : •and openly declaring c May the 8th, 

That he could no? undertake the Government with the Title of 
King: Wherefore laying afiie the Title, the Parliament foletnn- 
ly (by A&) inverted him into the power thereof, June 2 6 follow¬ 
ing, under thcName and Title of Prote&our: the Speaker of tbo 
Parliament prefenting unto him, in Weftminfter-Hall, fbeing atti¬ 
red in bis Robes) four Emblems of Government; a Purple Vel¬ 
vet Robe lined with Ermine; a large Bible with rich-gilt and 
Bofles; a Scepter of Gold, and a Sword, which he gitt about 
him, defcanting (by a fpeech) upon all of them at the delivery 
thereof: alfo he caking an Oath. Then while he thus fate,hold¬ 
ing the Scepter in his hand, after the thrice founding of a Trum¬ 
pet j a Herald ftanding aloft, proclaimed his Highnefs Lord Pro- 
te&our of the Common-wealth of England, Scotland, and In* 
land, requiring all to yield him due obedience. And then an 
Officer of Arms did the like. Soon after which, he was fo 

proclaimed 
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proclaimed in the three principal Cities of London, Edtnturgb , 
and 'Dublin. Chrift, 

The Peace of this Common* wealth, with the Kingdom of Por- 
W bcingratified July 10th' of the fame year, was (notwith- 
ftanding)not proclaimed untill Jan. 17 following: wiihiu which 
fpacc or rime, fome Englifh Ships performed no fmall fcrvice 
againft the Spaniard^ Wcft-IndiaFhct within 4 leagues of the 
Bay of Cadiz 5 they being 8 in number; whereof two were funk, 

(one being the Vice-Admiral; containing in her a great quantity 
of filver) and two burnt; two werfc lifcewifc taken, the one, a 
very riclvfhip,but little filver therein; but the other (according 
to the Spanijn Captain's ownrelation who was taken; having in 
her twamillions of filver; the other two efcaping into fsdtz : 
this was in the moneth September; the filver of the Spanifh Gal- 
lion being brought into the Tower of London, Novemb. 1. after, 

• 165 The young M^rqucfs of Baden or Baydex,( whole father the 

Marqucfs of Baydex Governour oi Lima in Peru, with his Wife, 
Children, and Family (except another fen and two daughters) 
were burnt in the Vice-Admiral: for that Ship being taken by the 
Englifh, the Spaniards thcmfelves firing her, Ae burnt down and 
funk) with his younger brother, being alfo brought into London 
prifoner, about or at the fame time : who having been examined, 
foid; Thatprefentiy after his father and family depaned out ot 
Lima in Pern ; which was above 5 moncths before the time of 
that examination, the whole City of Lima was fwallowed up and 
deftroyed, and alfo the City Calao, by a fearful Earthquake, and 
mbit miraculous Rain of fire from Heaven; there pcrifhing in 
both places above liooo Spaniards ; but not above 100 Indians 
with the til. The Spanifh King lofing alfo in Lima 100 millions 
Of filver (ready wrought up; thereby. Alfo the Mountainous 
Mines of <Pmfi (out of which they digged their filver; were won¬ 
derfully deftroyed, being become a Plain, nor any poflibiiity ot 
having more filver or gold in Peru. And fome of the prifoners 
themfeive$*who were taken in this achievement did acknowlcdg, 
that this deflation and deftruaion befell the Spaniards lot the 
cruelty which they a&ed on the poor Indians , (they not lgartbg 
even thofe Indians who among them ptofefled the Roman Catho^ 
lique Religion; fo that they being beyond meafurc opprefled and 
grieved; 7 with their lufferings, cryed to Heaven tor vengeance 

^But the following year 1*571 produced a greater execution 
from the Navy under General Blake againft the Spamard j Wcft- 
India Fleet before Santa Cruze, at one of the Caoarle Iilaods call¬ 
ed on April 20th. The Spaniards hid 5 01: * GallcOns* 

(three whereof were Admiral, Vice-Admiral, and ^ c ^'Admiral) 

with other confiderable flai ps, to the number of 16. TheEngUfti 
came fo near (to do their work) to the Caftle, Forts, and tnoarj 
that many Spaniards were fhot from the {hear by their own Mui- 
cjueteers; yet in 4 hours they beating the men out of tl;eir«Mps* 
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anJcnc (hips all puc on ihoar, except die Admiral, and Vice- 
o^Chrift! Admiral, who made molt refinance 5 one whereof was fet on fire 

ioi<s8. a:\d the Admiral blown up: and before evening came, (exeeps 
two that funk down-right; all the reft were fired. They beat them 
likewife out of fome of their Forts, from their great guns. Nei¬ 
ther wasthtre, in this adion, above 50 Englifh flam out-righr, 
and 120 wounded. Their (hips alfo, by about 7 at night,got fafe 
out of the enemies command: although they fupplycd their Ferts 
with frcfli men, for thofc that were killed, and beaten out in heat 
of the adion. And their (hips damage received herein, was in¬ 
differently well repaired in two dayes time; which asfoonas 
they had done, the wind veerioy. to the Souch-weftjfjivbichisrare 
among thofe Ifiands) lafted to bring them juft to their former ,fta- 
tion, near Cape Maries, where they arrived the fccond of May fol¬ 
lowing. ' 

In the year 1656, while the Parliament was fitting, was there 
another Plot and Confpiracy difeovered againft the Proce&our’s 
life ; the chief A&or wherein, was one Miles Sindercomb, that 
had been one of the Army ; who with one Ceeill f, (others being 
alfo engaged therein) held corrcfpondcncc with fome in Flanders; 
and for whofe encouragement, Don *AlonJ * (the late Etnbafladour 
of Spain in England) returned them over fumsof money, whereby 
they were enabled to proceed 2 who hiring a houfe at Hammer - 
fmith (three miles from Wedminfter) (landing upon the Road in a 
narrow deny paftage,where Coaches go but foitly, they by piaou 
ing aiv Engine in a little banqueting room of the houfe, intended 
bydifehargirgof the fame, when the Prott&our had palled by, 
going to, or returning from Hampton-Coun, to have taken his life 
away. They fought alfo other opportunities to fhoot him,taking 
the ayr in Hide-Park, &c. And to give a proof of their refolution 
beyond the Seas: they atremptedto fire white- Hall , by placing! 
basket of combuftible ftuffc (with two lighted matches aptly pla¬ 
ced) in the Chap pel • But through thedifeovery of one of the 
Life-guard, to whom SindereonbhtLd revealed bis fecrets for his 
affiftancein the things (giving him 10 1. in hand, and proraifing 
him 1500 more) thefe two were apprehended. Ceeill catting 
himfclf on the Lord Prote&or’s mercy; Sindercomb otherwifc 
called Fifby was brought to his Tryall in Wejtminftcr-Hall Fcbr. 9. 
following; who pleading. Not Guilty , and all points of,his In¬ 
dictment being proved by two Witncfiqsat the lead, with aggra¬ 
vating circumftances, he was fcntenced to be hanged and quar¬ 
tered at Tyburn as a Traytor: but he to avert fo great open fhame 
of the Vyorld, the night before his execution, Febr.. 13, {huffing 
up fome poyfonous powder into his head, within three hours after 
dyed. Wherefore op tne 1 7th day of the fame monerh, he was 
as a felon againft hirofelf, drawn at a horfe's tail to Tower-Hill; 
where, under the Scaffold, he was turned into a hole naked, and 
a flake fpiked with iron driven thorow him into the Barth. 

Peace having been concluded between England and Trance ; 

but 
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but open War with Spain, as aforefaid; the Protedour joyned in INA^O 
hoftility with the French againft the Spaniards in Flanders , fending 
over thither do06 Foot under the Commandof Sir John Reynolds u uss. 
their General, who on the 8th,$th,and i 6 ih of tMay 1657, were t>Wi 
wholly embarqued for France ; the Geoeral following after on 
the 17 th day. Thefe Forces, being joyned with the French , (after 
they had taken Montmedy and St. tenant) took the ftrong Fort of 
Mardike (not far from Dunkirk) from the Spaniard: which being 
afterwards maintained by Englifh; in the moneth O&obcr of 
the fame year 1*57, the Spanifb forces attempting to ftorm it - 
among whom, a000 of the Scottifh and Irifh Reformadocs under 
theScottifh King, fwho, with his brother the Duke of York be¬ 
ing excluded France , joyned with the Spaniard) made the firft 
onfett, and that in three fevcral places at once, getting into the 
ditches, and ready for fealing: the Englifh behaved themfelves 
fo couragieufiy all the time, (which continued 6 hours) that they 
were rcpulfed with the Ioffe of about 600 men. And more fup- 
plyes going out of England , there was a field-battle fought be-; 
tween the french and Englifh with the Spanifh forces (being be¬ 
tween 6 and 7000 foot, and 9000 horfe) who came to relieve 
Dunkirk > befieged by the Englifh and French: in which (after 
feme difputcs) both their wings being foylcd, they fled: the En¬ 
glifh foot purfuingthem about two miles and an half; and the 
French horfe down from the hill as far as Fern , from whofe Fore 
they were drawn. It was a great Viftory; for moft of the Spanifb 
foot were either {lain or taken; all their guns, 6 in number, with 
the baggage of the field;as alfo all theOfficers of CbarlsStuart* sRe- 
giment,(with many more Officers of quality) with his own Coach; 
and about 17 colours^thc Marfhalof Hocquincourt (who pad b^en 
the chief inft rumentin the revolt of Hefdin) being (lain as he was 
pickqueering a day or two before the battle)the lots of the Englifh 
being 80 flain,and about 300 wounded; this was in June 1^58. 

After- which, they Returning with all diligence to the fiege of Dun¬ 
kirk, which was environed both by Land and Sea, and now redu- 
cedto ftraits, and the befieged Tallying out June 13 after; in 
which {harp encounter with the befiegers, the Marqucfs of Leyde, ' 
the Qovemour of Dunkirk , received his deaths wound; and feve- 
ral terrifying Granadoes being (hot into the Town, (one Whereof 
lighted into the Market-place) they foon came to a furrender up¬ 
on 4 Articles; marching out on the 2 5th day of the fame: month 
with too* horfe and foot, and 700 more wounded, with Drums 
beatings Colours flying, two pieces of Ordnance, and their bag- 
gage * olato whichArong Sea-Port Town, fhe King of France ,(who 
Signed ,the'Articles) with the Cardinal, personally entting, put 
the poffeffion thereof into the hands of the Lord General Lockhart i 
(on the Pxutedour’sbehalf, according to the conditions fo made 
before the Englifh Annie's firft going over)whe garrifoned it with 
Englifh Souldiers.; After this, the French poffefled Fern,{ a place 
which ithe Spaniards had quitted) apd foon after became Matter* 
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?* ‘WOI other. Garrifons, rrmoxbergen, and ’Btxmude. And noi 
of Chrift, lon g Graveline, another ftrong Sta-Town, having been be 
W ^5*. fieged about three weeks, and a Mine ready to fpcing under three 
Biftions of that Town 5 Marftal at U Ferte Aug. a 7, fummoned 
the Spaniards to furrender, telling them. If they delayed till the 
ipringing of the Mines, the utmoft rigour of War was to be ex¬ 
pected. Wherefore they having time given them dll the aoth 
dayofthefamemoneth, to fend to Don John the Spanijb General 
(it he did not relieve them in that time) they Capitulated with 
the Cardinal, to depart the Town on the 30th day of the fame 
much according to the conditions of Dunkirk ; which they 
did accordingly, as not being relieved; although Don John, the 
Prince of Conde, and the Marquefs of Caraceng, joyned with refo- 
lution to have attempted it: who were prevented by Marfhal 
Turein his advance to lye betwixt Fern and Bergen. Then was a 
Councel of War called, wherein the Cardinal, Turein, and U 
Ferte (whofe Armies, after the taking of Graveline , were united) 
wereprefent: and where they refolved what Town next to bo* 
fiege; which was believed to be Tpre, 

But upon another dangerous Plot reported to be difeoveted, 
Apr, 9.1 * 57 > four perfons of Note, to wit, M. General Harrifa 
Colonel Rtcb, Major Danvers, and Captain Lanfon, were fccurcd 
the day following. 

A little after, to wit, July *4, 1*57, Colonel Edmard ScxU 
(who was a principal mao in promoting Miles Sindercamh\ dc 
Bgn, asabovefaid 5 and who came into £ngland in a difiui&d 
habit the better toeffe# it) was committed to tho Tower of Lm 
don for high Trcafon 5 But within 10 dayes after his Commit¬ 
ment, he falling fick of an Ague and Vomiting, which turned in- 
to a violent Feavcr, he dyed Jan. 13th after in the Tower; found 
by the Coroner's Jury to be by God* vifitation, and by no othet 
waves or means. . 

But the year following, which is this prefeot year i *5$, about 
the moncth of M*y, was difeovered another great and general 
Plot to embroyl England in new Wars and Seditions, by levying 
war, betraying of the ftrong garrifbn of Mull 5 promoting Chark 
Stuart to be King of England} Scotland, and Ireland, {eculing the 
Guy of London, &c, For which, many were committed 1 to the 
Tower and Newgate; and a High Court of Juftice being eroded 
(who fate May 2 5 >in freflmin(ler-Hg\\, Sir Henry Slingsh* n the 
lame day, and Dodor Hemet, a Divine,on June 1. following, were 
brought to their tryall before them: the Knight pleading* * 1 * 
G^wasproved guilty by evidencc.The Dodor refufing foplead 
to his ; charge,s d chpofing rather to die,than own the Authority 5 
wherefore June ad, they were adjudged to be banged aad quar* 
l u fC o %t Jy burn ? s Traylors; but being (by the clemency of 
the Pfotedour) to be beheaded, execution was done on them ac- 
cordingly on the 8th day of the fame June 1*58. Afterwhich, 
«ne Sumner, and 6 others of the City of Union, wefetryed upon 
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the fame account: one being found as not guilty; but fix con- 
deraned to be executed for Traycors; two of whoffi,.to wit. Go- of Chrift V 5 
loncl Ajbton and Betteley in feveral places of London, were executed ro 
on July the7chafccr;one whofe name was Fr*>r,(and who pleading 
plot Guilty,did upon the matter prefently confefie it) being reprie- 
vcdiand July 9 th,on eStacit was alfohanged,though not quartered; 

Sumner arid Allen (who confefled themfeives guilty) being both.

July 3. 1*57. Alfo at Bickley in Cbefbire, the ground funk v July, 
tch, 1*57, And on the firft or fecond of June, 1*58, a Whale 
•f about 58 or 59 foot in length, and of a bulk proportionable, 
touting up the River of Thames, was taken and (lain, a little be¬ 
yond Greenwich 4 miles from London ; feme of the multitude that- 
went to fee this young Moaftcr or King of Fifties, prefaging (as it 
were) the death of a great Perfon to enfue; for that in King 
fames his time a little before the death of Queen Anne, there was 
one,not fo big, but feen about Blackmail, on the faid River. 
ln France,in Jan; 1654,there was an Aflembly called of Prelates 
& other Church-men atthe Lwvre^n Cardinal Mazarine** Lodg¬ 
ings^ himfelf being prefent, and alfo the King’s Deputy, with the 
Archbifhopdf Raven ** the Prcfident, upon occafion of a Brief re¬ 
ceived by that King from thePopc^clating to a Bull of condemna¬ 
tion, fet forth agaiftfr thedodfcrine ofJ*?/<7W,who was Biftiop of 
Tpre in Flanders ; which dodrinc very nearly agreed with the Pro- 
teftants, touching Works, Free-Wuh&c.which the Author fub- 
ftantially proving out of Augttftine, it got no fmall ground both in. 

France and the Netherlands ; fo that it was conceived,the divifion 
thereupon made araong-thePapifts,had given a great wound unto 
the Papal intcreft: Wherefore the Pope; not being able to contain 
any longer,let<loofe his Boll in France. The Arcbbifhop declared

dome, 8cc.* after words pafling between them, they parted in dif- 
eoatent at each other; ■ ? The King of France about the fame time 
fetting forth ;a gdneral Dedaration, That no other. Rcligiori be 
there entmiiaedy befides ahe Rom4n, and that called the Refer* 

»ed: of which therchadBcena toleration in times path * 

But iUi*55, ab^a tKbmonethiof April, tbe Proteftants in 
the Valleys ni Angrognai UcnnOi and StlMartin^ In Ptednmh' 

^ Dddd were 
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were forely vexed and perfected by the Duke of Savoy, wfcofe 
ofOttJJ 5 Subje&s they were, tnrough the inftigation of Priefts and Jefuits^ 
-to * having fet up a new Inquifition at Turin $ who firft affrightnine 
^Y\J ihem with great threaten ings, then proceeding to take away thc« 
goods and eftates, ienprifoning them, and ufiog all violence to 
make them forfake their Religion 5- and perceiving they could 
avail nothing thereby ; the Duke was perfwaded to fend an Army 
of about 8000 under the Marquefs de Pianella, and the Earl of 
Quince, one of the French Lievtenant Generals; thefc fetting 
upon this poor people living quietly at home 2 They feeing them- 
felves thus alTaulted, Rood in their defence, making what refi¬ 
nance they could againft them; many of whom were Rain, (and 
fome of the enemy ) many carried away prifbners, on Whoa 
they ufed all manner of invented cruelties, and in many corners, 
they Shamefully abufing and tormenting many women, with theft 
young children, afterwards cut off their heads; dafliing alfo 
thofe children of 15 years old (that would not go to Mafs) againft 
the rocks; hanging others with their feet upwards, and nailing 
them to Trees: which they were faid u* endure with a moft invin- 
cible refolution. A refidue which efcaped the Raughter, got into 
the Mountains with their Wives and Children, enduring there 
much hunger and cold; (fome dying therewith ) the enemy (the 
while) fet fire on their Temples, plundered their houfes,and then 
fired them : a very fmall number, with their families* got into 
Daupne in the French Dominions, and fome others into Switzer- 
laud. Thefeare of thofe, who about 500 years ago being then 
called Vmdois and Albigois, were cruelly per fee u ted by the Pt* 
pills. Their fad condition being 1eptofenttd abroad, the States 
of Holland , and ProteSour of Sngland, &c. feemed to be much af- 
fe&ed therewith: there was alfo fending to the King of France 
about the bufinefle, (Collections for their relief being like wife 
made among the Proteilants abroad) who having then a Treaty 
of Peace in hand with England,not a little concerning bis intereft, 
become a Mediatour by his Ambafiadoiir Monfieur de Servient i 
(alfo four Ambaffadours oiSmtzerland as Mediatours ) in their 
behalf to the Duke: who in or about Auguft following, came to 
Articles of Agreement, for reftoring the faid Protcftaots to live in 
“ ls Dominions as formerly 5 with the fame free exercife of their 
Religion: yet were in many things cut Ihort, and ftraitned more 
than before; as to have no dwelling beyond the River Telice, and 
fome other places, except to the Vineyards of Luterha cowards 
Patata 1 and alfo to live at St. Johns, but not to have any publique 
affembling place or preaching as before, But one who wrote 

(from Pigneroll) obfer vat ions upon thofe Articles, calls the peace 
made with his brethren of the Valleys and the Duke* to be far 
worfe thab the word of War; and that it was forced on them by 
thethrearningsof the French Ambaffadour^ and the falfheod of 
others entrufted on their behalf in the Treaty 5 faying alfo, That 
had -they flayed fo tong, as toi admit of anyinterpoCer in the name

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of the Lord ProteSor , the matter would never have been fo ended. r VA^O 
A little after, or about which time of agreement, the French be- 
fieging the Spaniards in •Pavia-, the Marquefs of Caracene came 
near the City with his Auxiliary Spanifh Forces to relieve it and t/vvj 
the befieged making a very Rout Tally, and then joyning with the 
Marquefs, they fell upon the befiegers within the lines of Cir- 
cUaiva 11 a tion, aad put them to the rout and flight: the Rain of 
whom, were mod of the Savoy forces: among whom, were thofe 
bloody ones who a&cd the cruelties on the Protcdants of Pied¬ 
mont , They were alfo fo found]y beaten at that time, that they 
were contained to a ftiameful retreat; not having of 24000, 
above 8000 left in a body of all the united forces of the French and 
Savoyards , who were under Prince Thomas his Conduit of Savoy, 
and of the Duke oiuriodena, who commanded his own. It was 
alfo certified about the fame time, that the Governour of San Do¬ 
mingo in Hifpamola,knd'wg his Son into Sfain to the King,to make 
a relation ot his Father’s Services and Succeiles in oppofing the 
Englifh there; the Ki. g made the Father a Marquefs, giving him 
a Penfionof 5000 Duckats a year; and rewarded the Son with 
1500 Duckats a year. 

But in Sweden, after that Charts Guftave was crowned and eda- 
blifhed in that Kingdom, and peace concluded with the Citizens 
of Bremen, great preparations for War were making in divers 
places of that Kingdom, and alfo in the Archbishoprick of Bre¬ 
men , againft the grand Duke of Mofcovie : yet, in the meantime, 
the King (for as much as the Great Duke, not withftan ding their 
ref ufal in Sweden to give him his pretended Titles, had not as yet 
declared any defign upon that Crown) being unwilling to engage 
fo far, if it might be avoided, in a matter of fo great importance. 

Cent to the faid Duke, to addreffe unto him,and feel what his pur- 
pofes were toward bis Frontiers of Ingermerland and Liefland, and 
how he deteimined concerning them; who about the lame time 
taking the confiderable Fort of Dunenborgh , 2 5 miles from T^ga, 
from the Poles, was grown fo high* as to demand from the Swede, 
or Duke of Curland, a paffe for 50000 men thorow Liefland , or 
the others Dominions: whereby the Poles were not a little ani¬ 
mated, it being the onely hopes they had* that, that proud enemy 
by fuch ipfolent demeanour, would provoke the Crown of Swe¬ 
den, or fome other confiderable State, to come upon him, where¬ 
by he might be diverted from bringing them to utter ruine and 
deftru&ion ; for the State of Poland was,by means of that tyran* 
nical enemy, then looked on as in a very fad and ill condition • 

(whole Army although it were made up to a good number in Li¬ 
thuania, (wholly laid wade) yet were their divifions among its 
Commanders, which might hinder them from doing then any 
great matter*) for the Mufcovite taking (amongother naileries and 
mifehiefs) the Town of V’ttebsko, after a furious affault, (having 
leffmany Commanders and Souldiers during the liege, and in the 
donning; in a rage, when he entred the Townj* put all to the 
Dddd 2 ’ fword. 
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fword > not faring the women and children. Thcfe tranfactions 
ofchiah* wcre toward the iatter end of 16545 at which time, 40000 Tat. 
<0 arrived from the grand Cham for Poland's afliftance; he 

lending alfo a new aflurance with them, punanally to perform 
whatever he had promifed : and that becaufe the Rivers were not 
frozen for pattage, therefore the Troops came no fooncr: with 
which Tartarian fuecours, the Poland forces (marching toward 
the City of Breflavia, to joyn) hadaftiff encounter with 13000 
Cofiacks, which lay there for defence of that place 5 but they 
being forced to retreat in great diforder, the Capital City of that 
Province returned to the obedience of their Soveraign; and Ibon 
after, the Polifh Army in Ukrain, profecuting their advantages 
with refolucion, gave a defeat to another body of £000 Cofiacks ; 
which fo took down Chmielniskie' s ftomach, that he being now 
inclined to terms of fubmiffion, fought by all means to induce the 
King of Poland to a renewing of the Treaty for peace. About 
which time, 4 Tartarian Lords arrived at warfovta, bringing with 
them a ratification of the Alliance made with the new Cham: 
who were to flay in that City in hoftage for the obfervation of 
the Treaty: whereby the King of Poland w as like wife obliged to 
fend 4 Lords to refidc with the Tartar in the City of Crim, who 
alfo out of afte&ion to Poland at that time, fet at liberty all impri- 
foned Tolanders within his Dominions: And foon after thefe fuc- 
cours lent by the Tartar, the Polifh Generals in the Ukrain, patted 
over the River Bog with the Tartars, with defig'n to befiegethe 
City Uman 3 that Cbmielniski might thereby be forced to take the 
field, and endeavour to relieve the fame: wherefore they fitting 
down before Uman, Febr. I 1*54, they rofe again on the 21 day, 
bang informed, that cbmielniski was coming with 40000 Cof- 
lacks, and 20000 Mufcovius, toraife the fiege: and preparing to 
meet them, the next day being the 22, towards the Evening the 
battle oeganj wherein Cbmielnitkie's forces were routed, and 
retreating with fpeed unto their ftrong holds; fo that, the ptla»- 
aers and Tartars having purfued them all night, they retired to 
take care of their wounded, and refreih ihemfelves/ being very 
much dtfeommodated by the fr.fty weather’s extremity. 

PnnceRaduyit had likewife (about that time) no It lie fuccefle 
with hisforcesin Lithuania: where he took the Town of Sishote 

by Aflault, although defended by about 20000 Ce/ardt; meftof 

which were flain and taken prifonets. Abou t the fame time alfo, 
the paftilencc raging in the Royall City of Mofco, hindered the 
grtnd Duke s retreat j fo that he encamped near Smolensk* with 
20000 men. 

r Bul 5 h f °^ a P er petual Peace, and a League offen¬ 

se * nd acfcnfiye between Sweden and Poland, (whofe Kin? by his 
Envoy declared his readinefle to renounce all Titles and Preten¬ 
tions, claimed by his Predeceflors, to the Crown of Sweden) be¬ 
ing (after more than one Ambaffadaur fcnt from Poland to Sweden 
*• that purpofe) fruftrated: the King of Sweden (who a few 

moneths 
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moneths before had ordered 12 Regiments towards the borders 
of Livonia , to defend them from an Invalion of the Mufcovites: 
againft whooi alfo a War was (at Stockholm) rcfolved to be dc- toir**.’ 
dared, in cafe the League forementioned, had (between the two C/VNJ 
Kingdoms ) been concluded: unto which alfo (upon the Polifh 
Envoy's Propofals ) the Swedifh King (hewed himfelf to be io 
much inclined, that, (the Mufcovites giving him frefh occafiens of 
jealoufie anddifeontent) he drew together 24000 men, who were 
to march into Livonia (as foon as the frozen pallagcs were more 
open) to attaque them by Land, whileft the Ships of Sweden fbould 
go round about on purpofe to obftruft the UMofcovy Merchants, 
and difturb their Commerce. The grand Duke alfo, by Mer¬ 
chants at Hamburgh (refolving on War with thofc two Kings, 
who were then upon entring on a League offenfive and defenfive 
again ft* him) buying up no lefle than 40000 Muskets; makes 
great preparations both by Sea and Land, having now his defign 
bent both againft Poland on the one hand, and the Dukedome of 
Juliets and Bergh on the other 3 unco which Countries he had pre¬ 
tences : and drawing 8 Regiments of hotfe and foot coward Pome¬ 
rania , the Duke of Brandenburgh armed for defence 3 as well as 
the Danuickyrs put in great fear, that the Swede defigned upon 
Prufiia or force part near to it under the Poles. Bur the King of 
Sweden coming to a Treaty with the E left our of Brandenburg, 
they (at length ) jgyned in an offenfive and defenfive league about 
the moneth of June, 165 6 3 and meeting at the Town called Hot* 
land in Prufsia* where they patted three dayes in tnoft amicable 
conference 3 the Brandenhurgian being to furnifh the Swede with 
8000 armed men, with whom they were to joyn. 

But about the moneth of May 1I55, tnoft that was to do in 
Poland, was to make preparations againft the Swede, whom they 
believed, if he came into Prufiia, &c.^ would fpeyl them, and do 
what he pleafed : the Mufcovite making (to incrcafc Poland’s mi- 
fery ) alfo great preparation. A cottfultacion was alfo held by the 
Polanders in this moneth of May, when they (fcould be in a&ion; 
for defenceof the Kingdom, and (applying the Frontiers with ne- 
ccflaries: but in the mean time all Trading was there laid 
afidc. 

The King of Sweden fending an Army of 16 or 17000 horfe 
and foot into the‘SPofc/jakr** Country near Kron, which lyes next 
to Germany , about the latter end of June, or the beginning of July, 

1 £5 5,(as it appears; under the command of General Wittenberg, 
they foon took divers Caftles and Garrifons in that Country, and 
making progrefs as far as wfee, in the Province of Pofen 3 both the 
two Palatinatss of Pofen and together with the 4 Cities

3 nates an<1 Citics > being %ncd in the Camp at wfee, in the fame 
co i<5 5 $. ’ moneth of July, 1^55. And for which, Inftru&ions were fent to 
<^V\J the Bifhops and Superintendents in Sweden , to give thanks for the 

fame, and obferve a day of fupplication for future fuccefles. About 
which time, there was a Declaration fet forth in Sweden, forbid¬ 
ding the Calvinijts publickly to exercife their Religion: which 
notwithftanding they thenforbare to execute, out of refpeft (as 
was then reported) to the Englifh 5 for the Swedes had then an 
Ambaffadour in England, to get men to carry on their War in Po¬ 
land , or elfewhere; together with the procuring of a more inti¬ 
mate alliance wirh the ProteBour. Soon after this, two Waywoods 
more fubmitted themfelves to the Swedes , taking Lifsa and Fra* 
zerjfradt. From Stetinjhe King of Sweden (who was expe&ed to 
follow General Wittenberg with his Army) marched with 10000 
men, and a notable Artillery, for Pofen y and fo for Wdrfruia and 
Thorne ; entring Aug. 4. into that part of the Polifh Kingdome, 
properly called Poland . Then alfo Young Troehp being fent into 
the Sound by the States of the United Provinces, Admiral Wrangle 
had orders from the King of Sweden to fail thither with 9 flout 
Men of War, to require a pofitive anfwer of him a whether he 
intended Peace or War, (for thefe States began to engage, for 
tradings fake, in thebufindfe) and what the Swedes might «- 
pe& from him. About the fame time the Kiog,of Poland fet up 
his Standard at Warfervia, whither having fummoned in the Coun¬ 
try, he made but 1 6000 men at the molt, and fuch, as never law 
the face of an enemy. 

But the Duke of Mafcovy, (the while) with the Cofsaeks , not 
onely tookin-^&'«sfo, being forfaken by tha Polifh Garrifon, (who 
finding themfelves too weak, quitted the place; but alfo beat tbe 
Littavijb Army out of the field, and poflefling bimfelf of that 
populous City, caufed Prince Padzrvil to flee tor his life; who 
norwithftanding advanced no farther* the King of Sweden fend¬ 
ing to let him know. That Lithuania was now under the Swedifh 
protection, having fubmitted co that Ccown, by virtue of an 
agreement lately made ; for all Lithuania , and the remainder of 
Lt§land had fubmitted to tbe faid King/ Many alfo of the Poltfb 
Nobility todk an oath of fidelity to the Swedifb King. The UK*ft 
avites notwithstanding, went and burnt Cdwne, and fo retired ' 
again to the wild .

But the general Rendezvouz of the King of Poland's Army being 
at Lowicksfomc 3 6 miles from warfow,\ the faid King after a fword 
received from the Pope’s Nuntio, hallowed, departed from war- 
fow to the faid Army in the mqpeth of Auguft, to try wbat virtue 
it would have againft the Swedifh Kipg 2 where then was arrived

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10000 horfe of the old Army which wasar Ulerain, the Nobility fvO^ 
and Gentry then coming alfoingrcac number from all parts; 
about which time, the Palatine of Siradia came under thepro- t « i$f8. 
teAion of Sweden. And the Duke of Radzvill Ueiog that his for- U. 
ecs were fhtunk into a fmall number, made his agreement with 
the King of Sweden * as alfo the Biihop tf ribia, and many other 
perfons of note. 

The King of Sweden going in Auguft 1S55, from Turpitz With it 
ftrong party of horfe, arid 4 pieces of Ordnance, came to Kiezki 
acar(7M/«4,onthc to h,being expededonthe 21 day by General 
Wittenberg 1 than he might joyntly march with both Armies to 
Lowicks, and fight the Polifh Army \ which fell out accordingly 
in Septemb. following: In which battle the Vi&ory falling to the 
Swedes, the King of Poland tied to Cracovia : wherefore, tnc King 
of Sweden marching thither, drew hear the City Sept. 1 ^ , J where 
the Polifh king Rood with three Brigades 5 but chfe Swedes Tudden- 
ly and ttnexpe&edly approaching, the Polesquitting their Camp, 
betook themfelves to flight in great terrour and confufion,; fetting 
pare of the Suburbs pn fire : whereupon the kingof ^^advan¬ 
cing to the City, took his Headquarter within a quarter of a 
mile thereof at a Convent belonging to the Dominicans, the Sub- 
boros burning all night: and next day, Sc ptcrab. id, the Swedifh 
king fending a party, they poffeffed themfelves 6f the Bridgj over 
che Klvct Wejf^lly fo entring the Suburbs/" inB that wltfi little 
oppofition, but no Ioffe, although khfc^neaSly jplaying on thcitf 
from the Csftle, fet feme adjacent hodfes oh fire thereby 5 and 
within two dayes after, he giving order ed frame a (iege before 
both Clftlc and City, aligned his Forces %6 their feveral Pofts, 
plyed che Caftle with Granadoes • Which the enemy anfwering 
with Granadoes back again from the Caftfe,they fct the Cloy fht 
of Agnes on fire, which taking hdld of many;omeir hoiifcsi redu¬ 
ced them to Cinders: and being in great hope of a fur render of 
chat chief City, they made batteries, whichme Pbles both by fhot 
and failles, eodea voured to hinder. The King of Sweden then alfo 
proclaimed unto all provinces and palatinates of that kingdome. 

That the Eftates of the Realm might not onely freely meet togi - 
ther at warfow, cither in perfon^ or by their Deputies 5 but’He re¬ 
quired them alfo fpeedily to a& tabic, promifing them his Royal 
favour, and a free cxctrcife Of their Religion. 

Cafimir the king of Poland being fled, a Polifh fervdnt who was 
brought in prifoner, informed the Swedes , thar Cafimirytii retrea¬ 
ted from Tarnaw to Tponfick, to the very borders of Hungary, ha¬ 
ving po more than a tew German horfe with him: Wherefore the 
Swedifh king thought to have purfued bim k ? huc his Coiinfels al- 
teringon the 25 day* hereturned jh©fame fti^hrunto bef ottCra- 
covia • but fending General tiougtd (upon the prifbncr's informa¬ 
tion ) to fee what was becoonp d;king Caftmir> he returning the 
fime night, brought news, thaftfieTaid King was jalfo fled from 
TQonficWviixhz fcwtttwards Hkrigtoies borders: onely, that i^ 
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and about the fame Town of Tjioxjick, lay about 8000 Gentle- 
tfChri?,* mcn » whoexpeding the event of the bufinefle, were fuppofed no 
longer to (land our* than a ftrong Party fliould be fent againft 
them. In the mean time, the Lord Leskynski, the Polifh Am- 
baffadour, was bufie in acquainting* his friends in Cracovia with 
the notable Succefl'es the Swedifti King had about that City, ta¬ 
king in divers Cattles and fmaller fortified Towns round about, 
and reducing divers Parries to fubmifiion,perfwgding them.to be 
wife,in furrendring the City,and fave themfclyes;butC^arm^thc 
Govcrnour being obftinate, refilling to furrender, and continuing 
(hooting and Tallying, the King making fpeedy preparation for a 
ftorm, lent in word to the fai A Cwnetk) the.Qovcrnour, That if 
he would not yield unto an accommodation, but proceed in his 
obftinacy 3 as foon as he Ihould get him intfthis power,! (which 
he doubted not fhortly toetfedj he would give order to hang him 
up. Wherefore the befieged filing to the King,for theirCommif- 
fioners to have letters of Conduit to^ome and treat, in the moneth 
O&ob, following Ctacovia was furrendre*) g tfi^re marching out 
theGarnfon, being 3000 mpn, (with ^poj^rt-lbads of rich 
moveables,moft part of which belonged to thejpws)whawere con¬ 
duced to the Frontiers of Sileffa', where having leave fora moneth 
to refrefh theaafelvcs,jtbey migfit 250 to the King of Poland(thta 
in Stlefta) if they pleafed 3 or e|fe lift themfelvcs in the Swediih 
Armythe Citizens, alfo,agreed to pay 300000 RixdoUarsin a 
moneths time, to the SwcdiAi Kings* who for tHfc maintaining 
of thefe new acqueft?, 'was very ^iligent in fortifying all parts, 
and particularly,^*; two head Ctf/*s of waxfow and Cracovia, the 
King o i Sweden givifigorder to bring the R lytxtpeyfsel round about 
Cracovia, jvbereby it UiauJd byecqmqe very ftrong. 

Bui while Craspv^ was befiegmg, an Enyoy from Koniecpolski, 
Standard-bearer to the CJrowq qf J\*iand y came both to Congra¬ 
tulate (in his Mafter^name) the SWedifb King, and alfoto let 
him know. That finite their KihgCafimir was fied out of the bor¬ 
ders of the kingdom, without thc^r privity or confent, they had in 
conference good region jto provide them of another King, under 
whofe protc&ion they might fccuje gherafelves 5. wherefore his 
Matter, both for himfclf, and i^behalf of the Guarcian Militia, 
and Pofpolitans, and States, did, willingly fubruit unto bis Majdly* 
to acknowledg him for their ^or^ and Mafter 5 and that to the 
fame purpofe, they would fend Committioners to any place he 
fhould appoint : Which heyecy favourably accepting of, deter¬ 
mined to lend notice of the time and place rathe laid Standard- 
bearer. After which, came n$vy$ from tparfoyia, from, the Chan¬ 
cellor Oxienfiern , that the Lord SMinhock (General of the Artillery, 
had fubdued the rebellious Mafscfpians. , Alfb another Meffengec 
came from the Lord ,p$k?t I; Wtw of ^ndecki ,,offering to em¬ 

brace the King's prote&ipn ^dqfSting thereupon, that be would 
order no more wafte tobe tu^djP/lii ^he kingdom 3 for feeing their 
King, whom they had Rood to|prxhf prefewtion of their privi- 
r , ledges, 
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ledges, had deferted them, going out of their borders, they were 
adviling among rhemfelves, to diipatch within fix or ci^ht dayes Aano l6 ii 
their Commiffioners in the name or the whole Nobility* unto his » 
Majefty, to treat about the peace and fatery of the Common- OVNi 
wealth. Wherefore the King granted to Leszinski the great Trea¬ 
surer, and the Palatine Sandowienfis, Letters of fafe condud for 
their free accede unto him for that purpofe. Who alter the rc- 
ducement of Cracovia , bent his march towards Lublin, where the 
Cofsacks with their General, lay encamped: wherein he had a 
double defign, partly to make an agreement with them (who now 
profefled a great williognefl* to fubmit unto him); the CMufcovites 
alfo being content to retain onely the 3 Palatinates of Smolensko , 

Vitehsko, and Tolosko, on the other fide of the River Borifthenes, and 
toabandou the reft of the great Dukedome of Lithuania to the 
Swedes, whereby they would become Matters of all Poland-, and 
partly to be nigh TrujTtdy the better to feel the Duke oi Bran den- 
butg, (for he had not as yet j :yned in the above-mentioned league 
with the King) who fhe was advi(ed) had been under-hand loli- 
cited by the Emperour, to make a ftrong League with the Eftates 
of the lame Province ofand fomc others of Poland , that 
had not as yet absolutely dedired themfelvcs for the Swedes : he 
being likewifeadvifed, the Duke had fent a diftina body of an 
Army towards Thoren , to hinder there the Swedes irruption 3 and 
another body towards Memmel^ upon the frontiers of Lithuania f 
while the remainder cf his Army continued in the heart of Prrfl 
ju. And indeed, before this time, the great progrefs of the Swedes 
in this kingdom, did f*> ft'Anlc* ail the Minifters of the Emperour, 
that thcreup )n he (f r \ 1 ime) deferred his journey to Prague: and 
in the mean time, to §i\ c hi i fa&ion to the King of Sweden* De¬ 
mands, which wc re held to bt juft. For it was a moft remarkable 
providence, that t);is King ftiotild in two or three moneths time 
even over-run fo vaft and warlique a kingdom as Poland : but he 
had as well great policy as valour in the defign 3 for when he 
inarched from Conin 10 Colo, Aug. 17th 3 whence he fent parties 
toget inteJligcnccof the enemies ftationand pofture, expeding 
to meet with the general Leaviesat Ptantek : a certain Colonel 
coming in the mean time as an Envoy from the King of Poland, 
with Credentials from him 3 and audience being given him on 
the 18 th of the fame, he, offered certain Propofitions in order to 
a Treaty, ufing thefe expreffions, ( among other formalities) 

Pacem petimw, et helium deprecamur , We requefl peace, and renounce 
defiring for the prefent a Ceflation of Arms, and that the 
King would be pleafed to flay there, and move on no farther: He ' 
tmderftanding theencmie's defign of delay, becaufe the Envoy 
'tas not futnlfhed with full power and inftru&ions to conclude 
W thing, departed immediately from filo on the 21 day, to put 
bis warlique defigns into fpeedy execution. 

Chmielniski alluring the King (by the Meffcnger fent unto him)

rhe King's coming at Samoisky ; all which, the King ot Sweden 
himfelf certified one of his chief Officers of, by a letter from the 
Camp before Cracoviay O&ob. 14th, the king went towards him, 
asaforefaid, who was (after his encamping before Lublin) 10 re¬ 
pair to w&rfowy to aflift at a general Dyet of the Palatines and other 
Lords of the kingdom of Poland , which was fummoned by the 
king, who appointed Count Erick Qxienftern his grand Chancel- 
lour, with Count BenediZt OxienQteWy and the Lord BerenkUw , to 
be prefent therein as his Commiffioners. But in the mean time, 
the Coftacks (of whom, he was General ) coming before the f<id 
Lublin , O&ob.

of Jaa/cma,ati»4ric,about January, U55 ; whichdeftrinefpread 
it fell very much in that kingdom among moderate Papifts : al¬ 
though the then late deceafcd Pope had openly damned it. After 
much deputation, though the authority of the See of Rome was 
much prefled ; Vet when they come to give their Votes, thc.br- 
benne Dolors ailedged. That the Pope was not to be credited in 
any thing not agreeable to the Scriptures and antient Fathers: 
Handing all, with one Doftour %/imaud, for the Jgnfenign teuton, 
except two or three : fo that the Aflembly being put off, the dif¬ 
ad vantage remained on the Jefnits fide. 

General Steinbeck being countermanded by his King toward 
£rmberg with 4000 men, Pototky and another Polity General (with 
part of the Quertiens) revolting in Polend, he upon his march thi¬ 
therward, commanding Colonel Fabian againft a part of theme- 
m J 5 he, after a hot difpute withina mile of Putske, put them to 
flight, flaying and taking divers prifoners, and furioufly tuu&ine 
the Poles to the very Walls of 'Futske. 

The Swedes being now become Mailers of all Prnfsig, except 
the four Cities ofDgntzick, \Manenburg, Putzke, and Scbtocew 9 
Oxtenflernthe Governour fent to myer, who held thofe places for 
tht Polifli king, offering him a Treaty in order to a furrender, or 
elfe there would be proceeding to extremity. 

Bur, great was the tyranny ufed in great Poland, and about &*• 
about this time, by the Poles-, both when they lighted oa 
the Swedifh Souldkrs, asalfo dividing and cutting cbildrcaaflin- 
dcr like fheep, cutting off womens breads, then diflcding them 
into four quarters 5 cutting off the hands and feet fef Proteftanc 
Mmifters, then choppie^ off their heads, uad dividing the body 
into (Overall quarters, and die hoggs dragging the bowels along 
the meets 5 flinging corn alfo upon the flan mens flefh, fo letting 
the hoggs run unto it, for incfeiflng the plcafure of die tragedy. 
Many of Steinbeck*} Regiment being fo fetved by this Tragi¬ 
comedy 
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comedy at melun. Yet while this cruelty was ailing, Colonel rWi 
Uxkell and another coming to their relief with 800 faorfe, cut 
down above 300 Poles, and fired many of their Villages : after » 
which, they began to invite back the Inhabirants, who were fled 
towards Silt fig, as being treated in 1 ike pitiful manner. 

In the monoth of February, the King of Sweden pafled by mr- 
fovig with three confiderable Armies cowards the Ukrain againft 
the *Polgttders y ha ving a little before proclaimed. That whofbever 
fbeuld protcH King Cgfimir , or knowing where he was, would 
give no notice thereof, (hould fuffer death like a Rebel. And on 
the 21 day of the fame moncth, the Town of Marienburg was de¬ 
livered up to the Swedes ; and the Caftlc, (which holding out, 
thought to have burnt the City, but was prevented by the Inha¬ 
bitants) was after fome dayes playing upon it, furrendred like- 
wife to the Swedes, the befieged underftanding that an Inhabitant 
•f the City had difeovertd unco them thofe private wayes and 
paflages, whereby they might eafily make an approach: and alfo 
that the Swedes had two Mines ready to fpring. On the fame 
day, Febr. 21, the Swedes obtained no finally Aery, whofeKing 
with 5000 men fighting the Poles near Lublin and the River preyf- 
fel, routed them, although they fought refolutely, engaging alfo 
Poles againft Poles in the a&ion ; Czar neck i , Crscovia'sliic Gover¬ 
nour, commanded th e Polanders, a great number of whom were 
flain upon the place, and many cakeh prifoners, with 12 or 13 
Standards: the King alfo purfuiogthem above two miles, killing 
feveral in the purfuic, and many of them were drowned in the 
Rivets witveyfsel and Hjfiperg, and other waters whither they re¬ 
treated. Others report, chat the Swedes had but fad work of ir; 
for that,'8 000 Swedes encountred 20000 Poles. And that, as foon 
as the Cofsdtks (who beheld thefe Combatants afar off) few the 
Vidor y to Incline to the Swedes , they helped to pur Cue' and cut the 
fagitiveMttdown. After this,the King advanced to Lublin, to 
take that City 5 thence presently towards Zgmofse, inftantly get¬ 
ting that ftrong and fortified City upon accord: and being ad¬ 
vanced not ftr from Zamofse, they again meeting with a ftrong 
party of PeUnders, beat them back, difperfing them, • and taking 
7 Standards from them. Of which, Cgfimir hearing, being at 
Penty Lemberg > about S miles of, and that the King of Sweden ttim- 
felf was not far (Ml, he haftened away with 1500 horfemen from 
Leopolie to. Kemiemec Poloski: about which time, there was pub- 
lifbjed a Proclamation in Site fig, that no Polsnder (hould come in 
fight thereupon pain of death. While the King ke^t his Head¬ 
quarters in and about Jarijlaw , much refrefhiiig his Souldicry 
thereby fine fent parties to fee if the enemies any where did gather 
a head again; who bringing intelligence, that the Poles were eve¬ 
ry where turned perjured Rebels, endeavouring to hinder him in 
his march, cut off all paffes, and driving by private intelligence 
withPricfts and jefuits, tor educe the Swedifh Gtrrifons in great 
PoUnd, tyarfovia, and Sandemirig, ' unto King Cafimir*s obedience 

again; 
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,he K| ng refolved to draw back with liis Army to a place where 
rfCkrfL the y mi e ht ,he bctt£r difeover the enemies plots, and invite him 
rt> 1*58. to vemute a head battle: and fending two Commanders, March 
U'VNi a 1 j 1 6 5 5, with orders onto fome following Troops , to march 

back towards mrfovti, there to remain till his return} himfelf 
arrived the fame day before Sandotnir: but hearing that fome to. 
hfa Commanders were the night before become Matters of the 
City Stntlomir ; though they could not obtain the Cattlewhole 
Govcrnour (a S»tde) afterwards (in revenge) fettine the" lefuits 
Collcdg an fire, the whole Town was theteby burnt to atties Yet 
it feems the truer, relation, That the Pelts themfelves firing f. me 
houfes near the Caftlej the fire taking hold of the lefuits Col- 
iedg, feized on the City. Wherefore the King fending order to 
the laid Govcrnour to leave the Cattle and crofle the River wn(.

The fame aaoncth ef April, the King beating and fubduing the 
tebellious Mafitres, with all that adhered to them, arrived to¬ 
ward 
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ward the end of the monetn, at Thoren: about which time, the 
Prince of Tranfjlvania fenc the King a letter by an Envoy,afluring ebrift, 
him of hisreall friend (hip, having itfooo men ready upon the to 9 
borders under Baekos Gators command, who were at nis fer- t>VNJ 
vice. 

Then alfo in France* falfe newes being there fpread of the total 
defeat of the Swedes, and the King himfelf being (lain by th c Pclan- 
den , the people of Orleance were fo tranfported with joy thereat 5 
that they madefolemn Feafts,diftributing a good fum of mony to 
the poor on that account, whereby the vulgar were emboldened 
to fay. They muft even take the fame courfe with the Hereticks in 
France . But when through the Meffengei*, lamcneffe in affirming 
they were fomewhat cooled, they were madly incenfcd again 
through thefpreading of a rumour, thac the English had leave, 
and did begin to build a place of publique aflembly at Rochel , fay. 
i&g. That they ever forefaw, if a peace were concluded once with 
the ProteBoar in England, it would tend to encourage and ftreng- 
then the Hagonots 5 making them foon dare to attempt any thing 
that might fubvert the Catholique profeffion and imereft: f© that 
the Govcrnour of Orleance was fain (at the Protcftants requeft; to 
appoint a guard5 they not being fafe in repairing to the publique 
aflembly, by reafon of the peoples fury. The new Pope, Alexan¬ 
der the 7th, having alfo about the fame time (for it was dared ac 
Rome, March 20th) fent a Brief or Letter to the general Aflembly 
of the French Clergy, exhorting them to ftirr up the King to a ge¬ 
neral Peace: which was judged to be but as a fire-ball thrown in¬ 
to France , under that pretence, to put the Clergy and people into 
combuftion : which by prudence was broken, and did no burr. 

But the Caftle of Bran&ergb in Poland being furrendred by the 
Swedes at difcrecion, the Polanders branded them all with a mark 
on their fore-heads; which indignity was much refented by their 
party. The King of Sweden coming into Elhing , May 28; and his 
Queen coming cnicher alfo the next day, after fome moneths fafe 
delivery of a young Prince, the great Guns proclaimed great joy 
at this meeting throughout the Swedifh Garrifons in Prufsia* 

Prince Adolph, the King of Swede’s Brother, and the Genera- 
liffimoof his Armies, marching to Znin and Kszin, (having de r 
feated (by his Quarter-Matter General, fent thither aforehand) 
moft of thofe Citizens and Inhabitants who prefented themfelves 
in fieldagainft him ) marched on to Malgafin , where hearing thac 
fume Gentry and Peafants were in Arms in the Caftle of Golenfb , 
he commanded the faid Quarter-matter General thither with 
fome Companies, who demanding their furrendcr, they found a 
hoftileoppofition,many of his men being forcly wounded: where¬ 
fore through Ordnance playing hard upon the gate,and the Swede's 
hard prefling on,they coiild not caft off their draw-bridg; fo thac 
the Swedes coming on in the (forming, to the very Palifadoes,tut¬ 
ting down Tome, made entrance for the reft to let down the bridg, 
over which they preffing furioufly, killed all they found in arms.

the earth with the point upwards, and he at the fame time fall¬ 
ing with his right fide upon the point, which piercing him unto 
the very back-bone, he dyed lamentably. 

But the King of Sweden ordering the Marqucfs of Baden, his 
Lievtenant-General, to march with his men from£Wte to Bar- 
row, and leaving Steinbeck before Dantztck , with an Army in a 
vety good pofture, himfelf intended to go to his head-Army • 
where arriving, and hearing that Czarnecki flood 6 miles from 
Bramberg with 12 Regiments 5 he haftening after him, met accf- 
dcntally with him, yet fuccefsfully 5 purfuing him above two 
miles, .killing many of hts men, with two Waywods, and fomc 
other chief Officers being taken prifoners. 

But the King of Poland (who net ldng before had fent to the 
Empcrour of Germany to be a Mediatour for him to the King of 
Sweden ; the which he (hewed a readineffe to do) having gotten 
together a numerous Army about this time, beficged the City 
of mrfovia , although himfelf in perfoncame not near it 5 for 
which caofc the King of Sweden went nor perfonally to its relief, 
but returned to Marienburg 5 ordering his Brother Adolph, arid 
Ficld-Marteai mangell to go for mrfozta, and oblige Czarnecki 
to a field battle: butth t Poles finding the whole Swedifh Arttiy 

there, withdrew themfelves from before the City, kbout 3 miles 
from the place, having made feven attempts to take it by ftorte; 
but being repelled withthe Ioffe 0^060 ©f his beft Souldiers, 
and two pieces of Ordnance in the encounters, the King could 
not perfwade them to come on the 8th time, although he promi- 
fed each man 5 Duckats. And a little before this time^ th t Swedes 
found a very great treafure in a Vault of tvarfovifs Gaftle, there 
being the Pcpifh Images of Chrift and the 12 Apoftles, all of 
Maffie filver double gilt, ( and other Reliques very pretious) 
amounting in value to betwixt 4 and 500000 Dollars, befides 
the reliques. This was the time wherein the forementioned 
1 11 League between the King and Duke of Brandenburg was con¬ 
cluded : who having a ftipply of 6 or 8000 men from the Duke 
co march along with him, he was enabled to continue Steinbeck 9 s 
liege before Dantztck , to their trouble and difeontent • the Swedes 
having before taken notonely Dantzicker Leaguer , but poffefled 
themfel ves alfo of the Cattle of Greppin and the Hoff ; about which 
time, to wit, in May, iS$6, thefaid Dantzickers fending an Em- 
bame to the King, they could obtain no anfwer, but to be gone 5 
he having fent thofe Citizens a Letter about fubmiffion, they 
returned a refoiute anfwer ; the King of Poland ha ving commen¬ 
ded them for their conftancy, and encouraged them to continue. 
After which, the Dukeofcroj/ (one of that Gitie’s neighbour- 
Princes) writing a Letter to perfwade them to a compliance with 
the King of Sweden $ wifhiog they had contgntejj themfelves with 

afimple 
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a fimplc felf-defence, and not took upon them to have hindered 
his prog refs 5 (for they* whatever elfe, had endeavoured tore- 
lieve Marienburgb CafUe) alfo telling them, after divers confide- *. 23 ?* 
rations laid down. If they could reap no other benefit by the ex- 
pe&cd fucceffe, in their defigns, than the rooting out of the Go- 
fpel of truth; and that, by the bringing in of the fiiperftitious 
Roman Religion again;enight not oaely be feared the Ioffe of their 
owa fouls, but alio a total ruine of their Trade, and the Citic’s 
welfare: wherefore he could not conje&ure how they might excufe 
fuch dangerous enterprises and defigns to pofterity.They returned 
divcrs,notunfober,expreffions in anfwer; faying, They were at 
fured in their confciences, that they have hot afforded the lea If oc- 
cafion to that miferable War, &c. alfo mentioning 5 principall 
Maxims which their Prcdeceflours,and they,in imitation of them, 
had alway made their chiefeft work to confider; 1. To main¬ 
tain the Gofpel of Truth. 2. To be faithful to their King. 3. To 
keep firm to the Crown of Poland . 4, To defend their Laws, Li¬ 
berties, &c. 5. To preferve and increafe the welfare of that 

City. They faid, they did confidently believe, that none could 
impute it to them, as if God took plcafurc in ApofUtes and Hy¬ 
pocrites, and as if he would have Religion promoted in calling 
off the lawful Magiftratc, and in the (lender efteem of a well- 
grounded Government: and that according to their judgments* 
there was nothing more whelefome and profperous than Peace, 
to preferve and propagate Religion, which the Prince of Peace 
bad foearncftly recommended to all thofe who would truly fol¬ 
low him. They adding moreover. That the Duke himfelf (being 
perfe&Jy well verfed in Hiilory)would be pleafed to call to mind* 
how that at all times, by Wars, the fpiritsof men grew more bar¬ 
barous and inhumane; and how, the Wars for Religion, ufed 
commonly to extioguifh Religion. Concluding with a hopc,that 
the Duke would be pleafed, from their abovefaid reafons, and his 
own intereft, to co-operate to the mitigation of the Swede's great 
fpirits; and (hat they would do their bell endeavours humbly to 
perfwade their K ng of Polenta, and the Nobles ©f that Kingdom, 
nqt to refufe reafonable means to attain peace 5 but rather to find 
out all poffible means to compaffe it 2 and not doubting, b*t thei* 

King and the States would be very inclinable thereunto. 

This Summer, 165*, there was fuch a mortal Peftilence in the 
City of Naples ,t hat fome dayes Sooo people were faid to dye of ic 
therein. The Peftilence was then alfo fo raging in all places pof¬ 
fefled by the Turks in the Ifland of Candid, that they were forced 
to abandon divers Towns which they there held,and to leave then* 
defolate.

The whale Regiments of Lt Ferte and Piedmont , ten 
Companies of the King’s guards, and (heCardinal’, guards,with 
La Ferte'% Dragoons alio which were near 800, and his Regiment 
of horfe, noo, were all cut in pieces. Likewifethe Smtz ts 
Regiments, 800 of whom efcaping the fword, were drowned by 
water coming into their Trenches at the fudden opening of the 
fluces 1 and whereby, all commerce betwixt the two bodies of the 
French Army was intercepted, fo that Turein being forced to 
ftand all the while a SpeAatour, at length drew off all his (being 
about 12000) men to Qpefnoj, a garrifon about two leagues from 
Vtltn;hienr>e , where next morning came to him betwixt fix and 
(even thou fa nd recruits, who had thought to have united with 
mm at the fiege.

Things in German) went the.i worfe with the Protcfttnts than 
formerly; for at Cotlen , in the fame moncth of July, fcvcral fa¬ 
milies of them were diftrained, becaufe that after three fummons, 
they refufed to pay their fine, for not ftrewing Flowers before 
their hollies on the Sacrament day, when the Hoft was carried 
thorow the ftreet j which had not been cxa&ed in 30 years It 
was ltkewife moved and deliberated in the Council of that City, 
Protcftants after a years warning, out of the 
City, fo foon as the Treaty of ULfurfer was expired.

In Auguft following, againft the Duke of Brandenburg, (who 
had a little before declared roan Envoy, (fent unto him from the 
grand Cham of Tartars* , roperfwade him from any agreement 
with the Swediih King) that fincc be was totally abandoned by 
the King of Poland , he thought himfelf concerned to rake a ceurfe 
for confervation of hisEftates held in ‘Prufsia'S a Sentence was 
pronounced from a Verdi& of the Impetiall Chamber in Germany, 
in reference tothe War made in 1*53, (as we have declared in 
the foregoing Chapter) againft the Duke of Newburgh 5 who be- 
rng judged guilty of giving the firft occation thereof, was con- 
demnedtopay towards the charges, 200000 Rixdollars to the 
ft id Duke of Newburgh-, aid in default of payment, his Land of 
March Ihould be mortgaged. 

ButtheKing of Poland coming afrefti upon the Ckyof warfo- 

via 
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via after its relief 5 it was yielded up to him July the firft; the 
Swedes being to leave their booties and plunder behind them,with 
the Artillery, and what belonged thereunto; Gen. Wittenberg 
marching out with 4000 Swedes .* the women were civilly ufed, (/vnj 
and had fome inferiour Officers granted them to bring them to 
the S wedilh Camp: yet all the conditions were not kept 5 which 
was to be attributed to theroughneffe of the Polifl* Souldicry,ra- 
ther than to King Cafimir. At the fame time Cracovia alfo was be- 
lcagured and hardly put to it by the Queen oi Poland's Army 5 un¬ 
to whofe Camp the King her husband had fent 8000 men 5 and 
whom to meet at Warfovia, (he personally departed from before 
Cracovia . The Kingof Sweden being ftill eneamped at Vjiwedwor, 

(from whence came intelligence inro England, of fome particular 
Succefies againft Polifb parties, obtained by chat Army who mar¬ 
ched from Tboren May 30th, to relieve Warfovia) where the Ele- 
dour of Brandenburg joyned his Forces to his, July yrh; they re- 
lolving to fall fuddcnly into King Cafimtr* s Camp, although he 
gave out to be above iooooo men. Who becaufc of his great 
numbers, sot much regarding the forces of the Kingof Sweden 
and the Elcftour, on July 27,1 6y 6, fent a Body of Tartars ( for 
thefe were united with him) to befiege Poltowsko : whereupon the 
Swedes feeing an opportunity of adioo, drew out their forces to 
relieve the City: which was performed with (laughter among the 
befieging Tartars. July 2 8, the King and the Eicfeour eroding the 
River Buck, drew up their Army in Battalia, advancing towards 
the *Poles : King Cafimir (landing (with 150000 or 120000) to re¬ 
ceive them: where,after fome light skirmifhes betwixt their 
forlorns, and more engagements, till night parted them, and in 
which firft encounters the Swedes had the worftj (though they 
valiantly repulfed a body of Tartars fent to fail on their rear) next 
day, July a grand battle beginning, oneof the Swedifb Wings 
*t firft, (ceoaed to be declining 5 but recovering their wonted cou- 
rageby others fent to fuccour them, (though the Pales came on ve¬ 
ry Bumcroufly and furioufly) they kept their ground. The Battle 
continuing all this day, untill the next, July 30th, in the conclu¬ 
sion, the King and the Ele&our (who behaved himfelf valiantly) 
had a marvellous Vi&ory 5 for the Poland King lofing a great part 
of his foot, all his Ordnance and baggage,andleaving the City of 
warfovia open to the Swedes, fled after his horfe, with a few in his 
company, into Podlacbia. 

In ytugufl following, that ftroag and important Garrifon of 
Conde in Flanders was yielded up by the French to the Spaniard up¬ 
on Articles after no (hort fiege. 

News being come to Stockholm, in July, that the Mufcoviteshad 
broken into the Province of tngcrmanland, the Eftatesof Sweden 
here aflembling, ordered all Governours to provide, and fpeedily 
fend all forts of Ammunition into that Province, as alfo into Fin. 
land and Liefiand 5 and although they rcfolved not to proceed 
againft the lAAufcoviteJbefotc they faw he was become an abfolute 

enemy 
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rvA/j cneray 5 yet in the mean time, they allured themfelvcs of the Muf- 

®f chrift, c ™ites living in Stockholm, beginning to feize all their Eftates and 
and imprifoning forae, for imbezilling part of 
their goods ; and hearing [bon alter, that the Adufcozite w as en- 
tredinto Ltefiand, and what he had done upon it, they laboured 
with all poflible diligence to take fome courfe for rtfeuing that 
Pro vince out of the Jawes of thofe devouring enemies 5 not onely 
fending forcastoftrengthen the moft important Towns, but rai¬ 
ling men in feveral pans of Sweden: the Nobility and Citizens 
with great cheerfufnefie agreeing to contribute twice as much 
(upon this occafion) as they were wont to do in the foregoing 
year?. And indeed, things went but ill with the Swedes in Poland 
noxv a becaufe (for that prefent) the King was conflrained to draw 
a.yaythe main of his forces with fpced into Liefland-, though he 
left fumcieat to maintain all their Garrifons except tfarfozia, 
which they flighted, demolifhing its fortifications 5 fo, forlaking 
all on this fide the River myfyll. The Eledour of Brandenburgh 
was to fecure Pru/ia 5 but Poland was leic to the difpofure of pro- 
▼idence: fo that h was ©bferved, that the Polifb King had been 
(in all probability^ foen driven out of his Dominion, or forced to 
acceptCo editions of peace,had not this fierce invafion of the great 
Duke fallen out : who toward the latter end of <Augu(t % 1 
late down before^*, ft he chief City of the Provinceof Liefiaid) 
but about a flones call from it, (anl with an Army fo numerous, 
that the Conful of the City having gone up to the loftieft Tower 
thereof, to view them at their approach beheld them with 
admiration, as exceeding (he certified in his letter) the Grafhop- 
pers in number) who fencin a Trumpeter to the Citizens with a 
proud Meflage, That if they would fubmit and fupplicate for cle¬ 
mency, they might have it 5 but if obftinately (landing out, they 
muft exped nothing but ruine and deftrudion. The Swcdifli 
Souldiers there in Garrii'on were but 15005 but the Citizens be- 
1 g refolved men, lifted 4000, and perfons of good eftate, who 
were in arms: the City being alfo well provided with necefla- 
nes, and their Fortifications com pleated, they faid, they feared 
no force; yet they expc&ed relief from the King of Sweden : which 
the Mufcovttet laboured to prevent, by intending to build Forts 
between the City and the mouth of the River Duna. And amorgft 
other barbarous proceedings of the taken for certain,

But to 
as for the Arians and Jews that were in the City, the former were 
to petition for pardon, and having their goods exempted from 
coufifcation, their perfons to be baniflied 5 but the latter were to 
be left to the King of Polanas mercy. 

But about the beginning of Sept, following, Prince Alolpb with 
his forces fuccefsfully encountred 2000 fallyers out oi Dantzicky 
(whohad adefign uyonthe Bridg under Dirfban) with a fmall 
Ioffe: the Dantzick horfe and Dragoons timely running, but the 
party of foot fighting ftoutly : who notwithttanding, hid freea 
all left, if they had not met with a Marih,to which they retfreWi> 
ed 5 five Colours, feven pieces of Ordnance, witli all their Wi- 
gons, weretaken, and above 200 prifo u rs, but far more flain 5 
200 alfo retreating between the water, where they were (hut up, 
were expefied fbon to yield. 

Bur chat rhe King of Sweden (who had [efficiently engaged hiro- 
felf in undertaking fo great a Conqueft as the Kingdom of Poland) 
might be deeper engaged 5 the King of i "Denmark , who had before 
made preparations, was ere this, as a third cnetav, come upon 
his back both by Sea and Land: fothar, before tiie middle of 
September there was a great fight at Sea between the JDanifb i6d 
Swedijb Fleets: the Swedes having 44 (hips in all, to wit, 3 3 great 
Men of War, the ocher fomcwhat Idle, with two fire.fhipsi 6f 
the Daniih Fleet 1 am not certain of their number, (but 22 fayl 
were feen not far from the Ifltnd Mote before the fight began) 
who when they faw the Swedifh about the Hilden Sea, begjan to 
retreat, fleering for Cappenhaguen ; but being purfued by the 
Swedes, they were forced to engage: the fight beginning about two 
of the clock in the af ernoon, and continuing till highland a good 
while with much refolution on each fide 5 four fliijis being related 
to be blown up into the ayr, and the Swedes getting the day. 

The King of Poland poffc fling Cracovia , prcfently fent a Cdur- 
rieror Pott to Dantzick , as to give them ah account thereof, fo 
promifiog them, that Czarnecky fhould with his choyccft horfe, 
fhortly ftrike into Pomerania , and Litbermisky fhould with the Au- 
ilrian forces fall into Prufsia , to divert the King of Sweden, and caljl 
him oat of the Danifti Dominions 5 wherefore the S wedifl) King 
battening to wifmar in Pomerania , to put all things there in a p6- 
fture of defence, catoe thither Sept. 14, he leaving his Army to 
carry on the War againft Denmark, under the Command of Ge¬ 
neral Wrangell. And,to reftore life and fpiritto the Swcdifh affairs 
theh doubtful, if not drooping, one Father Ddniel, an Ambaffa- 
dour of the Cofsatksi came from their General Cbmielnski to the 
King of Sweden fotfte dayeS before, to aflure him, that the faid 
General was upon his march with 24000 men for his afltftance^ 
as was certified by a Pott from Elbing in Prufsia to the Cjty of

A little before 
which, thefaid Etnpcrour fending an Ezprefle to demand of the 
King »( France, the payment of three millions of Crowns, which 
he was obliged to do by the Treaty of Munjler,ra elfe to furrender 
up Brifac and all »/iIfatia } it occauoned the enemies of France to 
raife rumours, that theEmperour intended to fend an Army for 
recovery of Mfatia. 

About the fame time, fome Theeves in the Turkilh Dominions 
fet Ere on the Seraglio of Bcfnia, 4000 houfes, 4 Dovens of Cu- 
ftome-houfes, and 3 Mofqu.es being burned down to the ground, 
and the Jews quarter was plundred. And at the City of Luca in 
Italy, one Pifam a Tray tour was executed to death, for atrempr iM 
to kill all the Nobility, and change the Government of that little 
Common-wealth. 

But the Princes of the Empire were not well pleafed with this 
fohafty undertaking of theEmperour in Italy, and without de¬ 
manding their advice in a bufinoft fo important, and prcjudiciall 
tothe Empire; alfo focontrary to the Treaty of Munjler, and ex¬ 
prefly mentioning. That the Dukes of Mantua and Modena , (hall 
be free to make War, the Etuperour not to fend any forces againft 
them, without the Princes Elc&ours their content : who were fo 
far from that, that they protefted againft this fending, as a mani- 
feft violation of that Treaty of peace fo folemnly fworn^nd that 
which could have no other effeA than the troubling of German, 
and reviving of War : neither (it appears; were (whatever the 
caufe was) fome of the Souldiers well pleafed with their going: 
for two Regiments at a general Mufterof them, mutined and 
disbanded: although fome of them were therefore taken and 
hanged. 

In the year i6j j, Scptemb.ao, Pope Alexander the 7th (who 
had lately entred into the Poped one, endeavoured to bring about 
a general Peace among the Princes addided to him 5 writing Let¬ 
ters alfo to the Kings of France and Spain to that end) wrote a Let¬ 
ter to all the Popim Clergy throughout Cfariftcndom,to ftir them 
up to ufcall means for procurement of a fcttlement of the laid 
Peace. 

But in Helvetia or Switzerland, (which Country being governed 
after a Democratic*! form, is divided into 1 3 Cantons or Baily- 
wicks, five of whom have been efteemed wholly Papifts, fix 
wholly Protcftantsj and the other two naixt of both: which di- 

vifion 
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vifion began about or in the year 151 $,when ZuinglmMimUcr of r\A^> 
Zurich or Tigurum, fecondcd Lathers beginning : which the reft 
of this people not liking, moved War with them of Zurich, and » S 3 * 
the reft of rhe Preteftants, in which, Zainglim himfelf was (lain, tmi 
(for it was the cuftome of the place, for the Miaifters to go in the 
Front of their Armies, and he alfo of a bold fpirit) and the r/- 
gurines difeomfited ; yet in the year 1531, an abfolUte Pcatc was 
concluded betwixt them : whereby notwichftanding the diverfi- 
ty of Religion, they lived in Unityjthe Protcflant profeflotirs there, 
being firft offended, began ro arm thcmfel ves againft the Popifh 
Cantons in 1 *5 5 s for befides the differences which the Capu¬ 
chins there excited, and which every where increased, divers in 
the Popilh Canton of Switz , as alio fome in Lucerne , (who were 
called Nicodemites, bccaufethey at firft fecretly owned the Pro- 
teftant Articles of faith 5 yet afterwards openly profcfled the 
fame) were imprifoned,(the Popifh Cantons alfo folemnly fwear- 
ing their religious alliance againft thofe in Lucerne ) and by thofe 
of Switz very cruelly handled: fome of whom cfcaping out of 
the prifons, 4 ctefted their cruelties and idolatry; which confirmed 
the reft 5 the other yet in prifon being alfo very conftant in their 
faith : one of the nerableft young men named Sebajkian Anna 
OWoufnier, a prifoner in the Town of Switz, efcaping out at one 
of the Water-paffages, as the Popifti were in the midftof their 
Bacchanalian revels, on the Sunday, after many tortures and mife- 
ries undergone. The Nicodemites fo called, coming out of Switz 
into Zuricky made their profefiion very diftin&ly (about the be¬ 
ginning of O&ober there, 1*55 , ) upon all the Articles of 
faith, and fo labouring to confirm them by Texts of Scripture. 

About the fame time, thofe of Lucerne releafed them that they 
had in prifon; though upon what conditions was not then known: 
yet thofe who were fet at liberty, continued as firm and fervent 
as ever: one was like wife laid hold on for reading the Bible. 

Neither were the Papifts thcmfel ves free from differences 
amongft each other; for when theforefaid League wasfworn 
againft thofe at Lucerney the fwearers chofe one Saris Boromeo a 


Milanois, to be their Advocate and Patron, publishing a Patent to 
that purpofe, declaring the reafons of that their new idolatry : at 
which, many of their Popiih brethren were fo offended, that they 
entred into an oath and combination againft that new Italian Pa¬ 
tron,refolving to adhere to the old. But the Popiih Cantoris ( at 
firft)armingchemfelves infcnfibly, fought every way for friends 
and a(fiftance;fending Deputies to the Bifhojpof Bap le, to procure 
him tofwcar their League againft the Proteftants \Milain offering 
them men to the laft, and %pme money ; but the reft of their 
friends would do but little. 


About November following, the Zurichers had intelligence that 
fome of the Nicodemites were it Switz, to be executed to death, if 
the prefence of the Proteftant Cantons Deputies did not hinder the 
Gggg a fame;

Of thrift, ™ry: the mixc Canton of Appenzel,who were then 5000 ftrone 
to u 5 t. anj the Papiftsbut 1500, rcfoiviagte tarn out the Nuns, which 
made the Monks to mourn, as to be deprived of their wonted vi- 
fits. The fecond Deputies being fent to Spitz, had indeed a fa" 
vourabie Audiences But they propofing reflimtion to be made of 
the goods of thofe departed from Spitz, for Religion fake, as it 
had been formerly done by the Protcftant party, towards all fuch 
as had rehnquifhecj the Protcftant ptofeffton, whom they treated 
with all civility when they were imprifoned on the like occafion- 
the Town of Spitz denied them, faying. They being in Soveraieii 
proceed a? they judged meet againft their 
Subjefts 5 becaufe thofe who deferred them were perjured and 
Apoftatef, &c. and being legally cited, had tefufed to ap. 
pearswhereforetfeeir goods were juftly confifcated .-and that with 
thofe whom they had in prifon for the fame fault,they would pro. 
cced according to the nature of their offences. The Proteftant 
Deputies being aftonilhed boreat,after feme conference, propoun. 
ded, that fince they would not condifceod in a friendly way, they 
would referee the whole matter fordetermination, tothe Law of 
all Switzer.land: which they like wife peevifhly and fcornfully 
enough refufing,, the Deputies departed, but ill fatified.- and not 
onely the other Proteftant Cantons, with no fmall regreat ob- 
fet ved, but even 3 Popifh ones did not approve ofthe violence, 

P° ffefied > and what troubles 
they of 2 W endured from them, for above a years before, yet 
c ! le y thought fit to own them in the quarrel of Religion • who 
then all armed apace, and h*d done feme affronts and injuries to 
the Proteftant Cantons in a very particular manner,(though their 
Magiftrates affered Chaftifement, fecaaing to be difpleafed there- 
wherefore the Proteftant* putting tbcmfelvesintoapofture, 
obferved all their proceedings, and on the Hthofthe fold No¬ 
vember, appointed an Aflembly to begin, to deliberate touchiae 
that great affaite,and alfoof the other grievances and oppreffions? 
Alfo onof the iath of this month, moft ofthe Deputies of the 
Cantons meeting at Bidett, (divers Papifts being abfcnr, becaufe 
of fotne Holidays by them obferved j theFrencff Ambafladour^e 
U Btrdt came thither from Stltt»ne, where, in a fpeech, he ear- 
neftly exhorting them ro union, afterwards entertamed them at 
h banquet. But the Deputies of Zuritk having declared their

On the 1 4 cb day they had a hot difpute alfo at $*den : where- 
in, them of Switz. alleadging die National peace formed in 15 315 
the Zuricken called for the Records, and the inftrument being 
diftin&ly read, oneff^aBurgomafter largely declaring, De- 
monftrated that the Popifh Cantons had never obferved the Prin¬ 
cipal Articles of that peace 5 but had fince made allyances againft 
them, more accounting of thofe latter Covenants, than of their 
Ancient general treaties: and that it deferved no better oame 
then meer Conjuration, and fworne Confpiracy againft them : 
wh ich they oaufl no longer endure 3 Wherefore Zurtck (landing 
to their firft propofal, required the other Cantons to do juftice 
againft Swim. About the fame tiqne (though all the Popifh Can¬ 
tons drew in one ftringj (but fome of the other Popifh Deputies 
pretended an approving of Zuricks demands, 6cc.) the Zwrickm 
had intelligence, that Lucerne ( which was faved by Zurtck from 
utter ruine in the laft Rebellion^ took notice of the horrible dan¬ 
ders begun, to be fpread concerning thofe of the Proteftant Reli¬ 
gion 3 and had publifhedap Edid, Commanding all their Sub- 
jeds toabftaine from thofe (landers on pain of death, alfo they 
heard, that the Popifh Deputies offered to let allthefe Contro¬ 
versies be determined, by an equal number of judges, of either 
Rel igion 3 but it was thought by fome, to be but to gain time,be- 
caule the Proteftants were a great deal mere ready for the Field, 
then the other thought they could be. 

About January following, it was certified out of Switzer - 
Land into Engutd> that it clearly appeared, the Pope and his 
Emiflarics to have been the iaftruraents of railing that quarrel 
among the Cantons:cxafperating his Carholiques,to ad fuch cru¬ 
elties and injuftice, as had diffolved the general league of union 
that was between them: and promifing fupplies to carry on that 
War, which was waging meerly upon the account of Religion: 
wherefore the Popilh Cantons endeavoured by Agents to eftrange 
the fcemingly neutral Cantons, from the Poteftants, and to draw 
them over to their own party: But the Proteftants being before 
them in preparations, and exceeding them in. number, they in¬ 
tended tnrough the mountainoufnefle of their Country, to (land 
on the defensive, fo to linger out time till fpring, when as they 
expeded help from their Popifti friends; but the Proteftants were 
then beginning to March with a fair train of Artillery, to pro¬ 
voke, or, if poffible, to force the enemy to an open engage¬ 
ment. 

About the fame time, was feen a declaration in England^ of 
the judgment of the Minifters of C4jff*/,thc Court of the Luntgrgut 
of Hejte, approving that work of JohnDury> a Scotifh Mniftcr 5 
who had renewed again his endeavours, for procuring Concord 
among all ofthe reformed Religion, who had Caft off Ro.mifh fu- 

perftition • 
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: whe «in among other things, they declared, that « 
of chrift, manifold experience had lhewn , all the Miferies of War Pe- 
tll *® f . tre * chef y> Dreadful mifehitfs, by Commotions of States 
and Kingdoms, do proceed from diflentions and divifions in Re¬ 
ligion as out of Pandora's box j fo from religions and true concord 
do fpnng all heavenly bloflings, tranquillity, and all kind of ad¬ 
vantages; and that, although ic had been openly maintained bv 
totne men, Thar Agreement in Religion could not be pleating to 
Godj yet it was paftall queftion, That peace conjoyned with 
trut h, wasmoft acceptable to God the Author of both, &c. and 
as the wifer fort anciently held.

RappeswiU being ftill befieged, and they 
within ihooungoff many chained bullets* flints, and pieces of toU ^ 
ftcel, wounding and killing fome Zurickers, they were mightily I^VVJ 
incenfed : whofe flout refolution and courage was admired 5 
who although the like cold weather had not been feen in that 
Country for a long time, the horfe and Ordance being fcarceable 
to pafle : yet they would goon (to get as many places as they 
could) without delay. At Zurick alfo came forth a t Manifefto> 
concerning the SubjsA of that War* whereby might be feen the 
great injultice, tyranny* and violence of the Papifts, and chiefly of 
the Canton of Switz, 

In February following, Arnaud, one of the Sorkonnc Do&ors 
before mentioned, was with his opinion, condemned and cenfured 
by the Molinifts or Jefuits, and numerous party of Monks, who 
had both written and difputed in defence ofthe Doftrineof Janfe- 
urn 2 (which matter had took up the obfervation and expeaations 
of the whole Kingdom of France concerning its event and iflue) ic 
being put to the queftion, they damned his Propofirions 5 the one 
as rafh,fcandalous, and injurious to the See of Rome and the Bi- 
fhops: the other, as wicked, blafphemous and heretical: there¬ 
upon fentencing him to be rafed out of the number of Doftors, 
and degraded from ail the funfcions and priviledges of a Dotor: 
and further concluding. That for the future, none flaould proceed 
Dofcour, who did not iubferibe to the Ceofure. On the 13th of 
which February, was the opening of the general Aflembly of the 
Clergy of France. „ • ... 

The Proteftantsof Switzerland fuccefsfully proceeding in re* 
vengeof the innocent blond of their maflacred brethren, exceed¬ 
ingly ftrenetheoed themfelyes. Some in that Couutry were Neu¬ 
tral, although Catholtques; Bafile alfo being mere inclined to 
peace than war, whofe Ambafladours were then at Berne : which 
Berners took Zug and befet it* fo caufing great perplexity in the 
Swirz, where,and in divers places, divers Popiffa families (appre¬ 
hending the Jefuits cruelty in egging them on, and preffingthe 
Magiftrate to hang, burn, and quarter thofe that turn to the Pre- 
teftant Religion) publiquely profefled the fame in the ftrects, and 
in great number daily flocked to the Proteftants, fiibmitting to 
their proteaion. Zterfacb and Clognar did now homage to the 
Znriekers who had afliired the Awe: thofe of Genft dooo ftrong, 
joyning to the Berners ; who were now *©000 ftrong,and expe&- 
ing 3000 more to come unto them out of Vend. There being like- 
wife at Bunthen dooo Proteftants ready to maintain the Pallcs to¬ 
wards Tyroll and Italy. The Popifh Canton Forces of Urt,Scbaye, 
and Bnderwalden , kept in a body, where they might have accefs at

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be one and the lame) is thus 5 Febr. 1. the Generals of the forces f WsO 
of SwitZy Uriy Underwaldy and Zugy hearing-thecc would be a CcF tnzhlto* 
fation of arms, (which begun the fecond of February; : as alfo to its *. 9 
the Conference of the Canton’s Deputies at Badeny and whither C/VXI 
the Deputies of Zurick and Berne would not come, till the Papift 
and Italian Garrifen were thence removed; the French Ambafia- 
dour mainly ftirring to find out fome way of accommodation) re* 
folved next day (being the fame Febr. 1.) to fail on the quarters 
of the Zurickers in five feveral places, picking not, for that pur- 
pofe, 400© of their beft men. The cniefeft aflault was made on 
the fide of Riuhterfibmld Or gen. The Zurickers forlorn guards 
ffopt the affiulters 5 but being overpowred by their number, they 
retired towards the body of the Army, whither the other puriuing 
them,yet ran away at the firft difehatge upon them 5 and in their 
retreat plundred fome fcattcrcd houfes in the Mountains, burnt 
a fmali Village, carried away the Cattle, and pra&ifcd feverall 
great cruelties upon the men, women, and children, cutting, off 
their nefes and privy parts, and after killing^ them. Another at- 
fault was made on tvtdifchmll fide: the horfc of Schafi houfry and 
fome foot there in garrifon defending the place very well; A third 
was about Phirzely nigh the river Stlt: whom Captain Loch man 
ftoutly refilled; but they going about to font him up, he with¬ 
drew with hisCannouinto a Wood .* the enemy thercpl and ring 
aad burning fome houfes, fpecially the Miniftet’s. Tne fourth 
was about Cappel, where the enemies were re pul fed. The fifth 
was about the Cloy (ter of (jnadenthally which was burnt down by* 
the Zurickers, In all which, thofeof Zurich had the beft, iofiog 
but few men, in comparifon of the affauleer’s Ioffe. The Zurickers 
turned the fiege of Rappeswill oneiy into a blocking up, which was 
to be maintained with fome Regiments: in which Town, he that 
beld<?4W*againft the French the year before, (with many fy*-, 
nurds) was. "* * ■ v l 

But the Conference at Badeny and Geflation of Arms, ended in 
a peace; fo that in March following they began to disband for¬ 
ces, put the Counticsof ^Turgor and Baden again under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Cantons, and to reftore prisoners: on fome of 
whom, the Papifts had committed fome unworthy anions : tod 
on the 21 of March, a day of faffing and prayer was kept in Zu- 
ritks Canton, fora blcfling on -theirState: their forces having 
been all kept in health and union, God having abundantly fup- 
plyed them with Vi&uals, and preferved them from fo many 
thoufand (hots before Rapperswilly where they loft but few, and 
few wounded, notwitbftauding their many skirmifhes. The^ 
rickers having alfo but x 50 wounded, and 100 -flain in all that 
War. 

Yet fome Officers and Souldier? were not very well pleafed at 
the news of the peace; and the people would willingly have con T 
tinned the War, 10 have fupprefied the Monks aud Priefts f^ryj 
but others thanked God for ir, becaufe the Trade began to decay* 

Hhhh and 
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and me Merchants to lofe. But the Zurich Forces, m »u 1? * 00> 
»f Chris,’* were * n * pofturc to be up again at any time, and the Berners rcfoll 
» kj 8. ved to have fome forreign forces ready,that (with their own;they 
might aft more powerfully on all occasions} for ail the Cantons 
were to meet March 22 at Baden, where the Mediatours were to 
go about the fettling of the Amneftie or aft of oblivion, and the 
deciding the grievances both Ecelefiaftical, PoliticaI,and Oecono- 
mical, upon which great debates were expefted, there being 
above 200 Articles tobedeteraained onely about grievances in 
Religion: upon which, the Monks and Priefts (Was thought) 
would hardly agree; fo that the Country might be fee on fire 
again. But whereas feme (through wrong information) being 
much difpleafed, fpread a report. That the two Proteftant Can- 
• tons of Zurich and Berm, had made a moil difadvantagious peace 
with the five Popiih Cantons, not only prejudicial to themfelvcs, 
but to all the ProtcAants and their Caufc; there was about the 
fame time, a publique Monition there fet forth for better infor¬ 
mation therein : declaring, That both the obftinacy of the papifts 
was much abated, and they willing to fubmit to the Right,where¬ 
by all that was defired, might be determined without bloudfced ; 
and alfo,that the Pope was wroth againft the Ptoteftants, and gel 
nerally the whole Italian Clergy had their purfes open for the 
Popifh Cantons: that the Forces of Italy, Naples, and Spain, were 
marching to their affiftance, and to mailer Switzerland • Alfo,that 
the Emperour had great forces on foot to trouble and ow d* their 
Country; which eonfidering the feafon of thatlaft Winter, he 
might have eafily done. And that the Proteftants were far from 
any affiftance; which though it might have been procured, yet 
would have come too late. By all which, every one might judge 
how the Proteftant Cantons were aeceffitated to accept of that 
peace : which netwithfianding was not (Cud the Monition) quite 
decided, but wanted fomething; and men might believe^he pra- 
teftant Cantons would not relent, or abate any thing of redrefs- 
meot of their grievances. Whether Ecdefiaftiaal or Political. Af- 
ter this, Jan. 30th, id 57 » Arbitrators of the two common or 

mixt Biyliwicks of Bafile and ^dppenzel, where both Religions 
ate profefled, gave a deciding Sentence in fundry heads, both as 
touching themfelves, and alio that the charges of the War be¬ 
tween the other Cantons, ought to be laid on that party who was 
the caufe of it; which they judged to be Smitz.

ratified between that Kingdom and England* the Archbiftop of

But upon tiu retiring ol the Swediih and Electoral Armies, the 
Poles getting together, cameen again in great numbers, curt mg 
down what fmalkr Swediili Troops they met with in the Gaun¬ 
try. And Aug. 24 , 1 6 ^ 6 , Czan.ecki meeting with 6 00 Swediih 
horfe,and 300 Dragoons, cut them all down ; they all dying man- 
fully in the field. l\ is falling out alter fome overtures for peace 
had pafled between the two Kings. Neither were there thofe 
wanting (about that time) at rienna % who puffed theEcuptraqr 
by all means to afford the Polijh King that atfiiUncc which he had 
fo long demanded; but he would not men give ear thereto. 

Tne Af ifeevites whoertred (as was laid belore) into Liefiand 
with a great Army,having layn 1 >me time before DuneMurg ,took 
it, and put ail the Swedes mere in garnfon (who were about 
2000) to the fword. Thence encamping before Riga, by a fally 
outol the City, he was repelled, and retired at fme did a nee. 
General DougUs being fenc thither witi (hips and fupplycs. The 
Mfcovite, being in dcfpair of taking caufed him to carry 

away has greateftguns the foontr 5 which the befieged perceiving, 
they fally.ed out Odob. ad. about 5 in the morning, being *50 
men, horfe and foot: and felling on a place called S 9 t w, where 
the enemy was ftrangly entrenched, they deftroyed above rooo 
of them ; taking ako 17 Colours, and feme prifoners, among 
Whom was Cal. Sender, who through a (hot received, dyed pre- 
fently after. The night following, he forfook S. George , and on 
the 51b of Odober, he quirted the fiege, leaving 17 Iran Ord¬ 
nance, and ilLqbilh Gunpowder barrehf which he buried un Jer 
ground) behind him. And on the 17th of rhefame moneth, a 
Greek, who was rhe Keeper of the great Duke’s Wardrobe,can¬ 
ning over to thofe of Riga, related, that his Mailer was mightily 
terrified by news brought him, T*at Field Marfhall Lowenhauft 
the Swede did great mifchief in M*f:ovie> having defeated two 
Armies, and taken two Generals of Ids prifomrs. There being 
aifo ^Mutiny in the City of <Mofco, which forced both the Pa¬ 
triarch, and the great Duke’s Lady to flee thence, who were arri¬ 
ved atPolosko in iritte-Ru/U. And Novemb. 5 th following,there 
were folema Thankfgiving*. at Stockkolaiywith difeharging all their 
great Guns, for joy of the Mufcoi tie's quirti g the fiege of Riga> 
and the Fortrcflesof Kakenbowen and Motemlourg • of whole ir¬ 
ruption into Liefiand there was th en no farther appearance, than 
the vifible remainders in thofe deflations and fpoyls which they 
had made in the Country. The reafon likcwife which induced 
the Mufcffuite to that hoftile at tempt again ft t he Swedes, was fup- 
pofed to be this, becaufe it was concluded in the Treaty made 
between him and Poland, That the PoUnder$ 9 after King Cafimir 9 s 
deccafc, fhould freely choofe, not oncly the fon of the Mufcavtte j 
but himfclf alfo to be next Succeffour to the Crown.

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Before tix middle of No-verob. the Poliih Army bcin^ in three r\.A-0 
Bodies, one body of them confiding of 30000 Poles and Tartars, AnnoTV;* 
Scemky being General, coming to PrufU's borders near the City * f 
Letky lurpriled the. Ek&our of Brbnelenlurgh his Army underrhe 
Command of Count tvaldek: ch e Tartars alio crofting the River, 
came belli <d them : rherc was indeed a iharp fight betwixt them* 
but the PoU\ forces being far greater in number, the Earl was 
forced to retreat as far as Angerbourg 9 15 00 of his men being cut 
off, with the Ioffe affix great Guns, and all their baggage. Yet 
the King oi Sweden nothing daunted herewith, fpcedilycolk&tng 
his Troops together, went and confirmed the reft of the Branden- 
fargersyby uniting them to himfeif; which thecnemy perceiving, 
durft not come on toprofccute their fucceffe, but retreated into 
Podlachia. The Elc&our himfclf being awakened by this great 
lofs, (in which Prince RaJzivd was raken prdoner, M. G. Bitter- 
belmy Col .‘Rofe, Col Brunei,with orher chief Officers, being (lain,) 
called upon rhe Nobility of Prafsia to arm for defence of their 
Country: who turnic g their backs,faid,They dutft not be* arms • 
againft the King ol Poland* 

But M.G. Golts at the fame time (arriving at Tilfe) fell upon 
rhe Stmnytes, (landing in battalia two miles beyond* with very 
good luccefi : who thinking at firft,rhat they were all well moun¬ 
ted and armed, encouraged ms men to (land to it ; but when ha 
perceived click fubtilty,ibat they had noMusquets, but long pie¬ 
ces of wood coloured black, except a few who having Mu four is, 
fired immediately, he fet on them fo eagerly, that be got the 
Vidory, (laying 1500 of them, and taking as many more priso¬ 
ners, whereof was Crifpin the General htmfelf, and 60 other no¬ 
ted ones,the reft being fcattertd and routed. Criffin being br6u«ht 
to Tilfey was to be fent to Koningskerg. m 

The King of Denmark complaining of grievances from the Swe- 
difb King, (who had concluded with the States of the Nether¬ 
lands) having his Refidentat the Hague in the fame O&ob. 1 6^6, 
obtained an anfwer of h is bufineffc; which was, That the States 
would not be wanting to recommend his Mattel's intereft to the 
King of Sweden. , that he might receive fatisfagion touching all the 
feid grievances ol which he complained: and that they had writ¬ 
ten about the fame to their Ambaffadours in Profs in. 

The fame year, before this time, even an unheard of mifehie- 
vous invention to deftroy the lives of people, was pra&ifcd in the 
Lower Silefta ; for fome buriers of people feeing they had but lit¬ 
tle work, plotted together, Thar one of them fliould (by fomefel- 
lowfhip with the evil oncj learn to make a powder, which he di- 
ftributing, and they throwing in publique affc mWing places, and 
fountains, caufed great ink&ion; fo that at Krafts 2500 dyed 
thereby. Whereupon the chiefeft Families withdrawing into 
the Country ; it afterwards chanced, that a boggof one of the 
buriers getting out* ran to the Country where the people was re¬ 
tired, where being (hot, thefaid Buncr becoming mad, threat- 

ned 
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alluring them. They ihould find the King and Eftatcs very much fSj^n 
inclined to an accommodation 5 but, he telling them in conclu- *“• l f*t 
fion, That before any Treaty begin, it would be expe&ed, the JiSf’ 
King of Sweden fhould reftore all places which he held in Trufia, Lrv\J 
in the fame condition as they were before (which was not to be 
fo much as propounded to the Swede) both the Ambailadourt 
endeavours, and the Pole's fair (hews, vanifhed in an inftant. 

The King of Poland being very earned; by his Ambaffadours, for 
the Emperour of Germany his afiiftancc, had propofed the accep¬ 
tance oi the Polilh Crown unto him, (that is, after fafimir* s de- 
ceafe) which, both the Emperour and hi? Councel, abfolutcly 
concluded to wave; they finding it then much more convenient 
and conducible for the Empirc,firft to make fure of the Crown of 
the Romans , and thofe hereditarily due unco the Houfcof %Au$ria, 
than to covet after more forreign Crowns. And one of the gra¬ 
ved Imperial Counfellours being asked his advice alfo, what an- 
fwer was tp be returned, he is reported to have aufwered, Quanta 
ffimo Regnum Roma/sorum, et etters sdjitientur vobis 5 that is. Seek 
yefirjt the Kingdom of the Pontons, sad others fboll be added unto you. 

Whole opinion all die reft did approve of, and agree unto. 

On the 2 9 of O&ober the lasue year, thofe of the InquifitioR in 
Portugal burnt four perfonsalive,who were a ecu fed and condemn¬ 
ed of Judaifm and Sodomie. And Novcmb. 6. following,the King 
of Portugal departing this World, (through obftru&ion of the 
Scene and gravel in his Kidneys) left his Queen, Regent of the 
Kingdom, during the minority of her fdn Don Alfonfo the firft,who 
wascrownedthe 15th of the fame Novcmb. 1656. 

Noveuab. 20th after, in a Treaty between the King of Sweden, 
and the Ele&eurof Brandenburg at Tapia*, a perpetual League 
and Confederacy, was anew tranfafted and agreed on: to which 
efifed, the Earl of SUfoenback, and Prcfidcnt Borenclam departed 
from Koningsberg with the Inftrumcnt of that League, to have it 
ratified by the King. 

This year 1651, the Plague forcly afflifted Italy, fothat not 
oaely at Naples* but at Rome and Genoa it raged much: and at Be- 
nevento , in Novcmb. of 5000 people, there were not above 500 
remaining. 

But the Venetians after Tenedos, foon took Stalimene Ifland alfo 
from the Turks: and having farnilhed die Fortrefle there, with 
all neceflaries for defence, their Proveditor General fet fail with 
the Fleet towards Scio and Zia, tarefrefhhis men: about which 
time, the Turk caft away all thoughts of peace with the Venetians, 
having wholly broken the Treaty that had been begun at Constan¬ 
tinople by their Secretary pebarini. 

The King of Sweden (finding ^his Souldiers exceeding defirous 
to encounter with the Palanden, before a greater Froft came, for¬ 
cing them to take their Wintcr.quarters) toward the latter end of 
November breaking up from Hone, he eroded the River with his 
Armyjconfifting of 16000 choyfc Souldiers: a little after which* 

the

of chtiti/ Cracovta, which they had befieged 5 and the City relieved, which 
to itft. was brought to great extremity. 

LSY\t About or in Dccemb. following, the once Poliih Vice-Chancel 
lcurEadzjeeoush was brought (by the King of Sweden’s commands 
a dugraced pnfoncr to Marienburg Caftle, upon the difeoverv of 
his treacherous carnages to the Swedes: who (To foon as the ru 
rnour brake out, that the Swedilh King bad forced War upon thJ 
King of Poland, under his pretence of a better Title, and nearer 
Succeflion to the Croyvn of Swetbland, and that the faid King had 
pafled with aU his Army in the Baltick Sea, landing in Pomerania) 
addrdled htmfclf unto him, with great promife of his fidelity in 
all actions wherein he fhould be imployed : and having given at 
that very inftant a great teftitnony of the reality of his promifes. 
when he had perfwaded Pofen and Cali fin to accept of Swedilh 
protection, the King might in teaidn put no fmall trull and con¬ 
fidence in himhe being aCounfellour in all the principal Coun- 
ceis, and the chief interpreter when the King’s occafion required 

U. But it was then by his own confeffion known 5 Firft, That he 
had beeni the onely caufe, why the Cofsach (according to theirof- 
ffers) did never appear with any reality in the Polifh War, and 
chiefly againft the Mufeovtte. Secondly, That the Quanians and

Thirdly, That; he engaged him felf to the Jefuits, that he would 

then have delivered the King of Sweden into their hands.; Fourth-

h tmfelf a faithful Son of his Native Couptry. It was'believcd 
alfo,that he hadla defign to betray Siting and Haft into King Ca- 
fimui hands. But then it was hoped, their Affairs would S iake 
another face, and chtefiy by the approaching of Ragotni Prince of 
-lranffianto, at.-that time : as alfo the conftant defire that the 
<JMufcov,te had fora peace with the Swedilh Kings for which 
caufe chcKuig intended to feud one Cojts with-Inftruiions to make 
an overture of the fatd peace. The faid iiodziecoaski in or about

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ing the evacuation of the Garrifon of Cracovia, which was to be 
furrendred to the Hungarians: on the 1 6 day of which mon*th, a tfChrtl* 
Foie efcapingfrcma Samoifci, brought Letters, that Marfhalw/- coiiji/ 
tenburg and the other Swedilh Lords there prifoners, were not U*Y>J 
tranfported from thence, as a rumour was fpread : he relating 
a lfo, That there was then a great mutiny and diffention among the 
Poles* divershaving torn their Standards in pieces* and run away, 
yet thePolonifli Generals kept the reft together, and were gone 
with them into Lithuania . He like wife related. That Chmielntski, 
the Of tacks General, was gone into Lithuania with great forces* ta¬ 
king divers Towns by Anisko , Atvilef^ and Bofrcsko , and putting 
to the fwordall the Mufcovites and Lithuanian Gentry therein*. 

But the Swedilh Army being joyned with Prince Rjgotzrs Ar¬ 
ray, and paffing the River Bug into Lithuania , not far from Krze- 
mein, and finding no forces of the enemies, marched towards the 
ftrong City called Bizefcie Litenky$ who at his approach fum- 
moningit with a (harp commination of total ruinc upon not fur- 
rendring, Zamcky the Governour anfwered, He intended to de¬ 
fend it to the uttermoft. The lari of waldek and Earl Jacob de la 
Cardie, drew near the Town with feme forces, and foot off two 
pieces of Canon, (the S wedifh fignal) which paffing into the Go- 
vernour*s Lodgings, he, terrified, and forgetting his former refu¬ 
tation, next day humbly offered to parley, and yielded on compo- 
fition: and that,before the King and Bagotzi arrived there. So 
that, that ftrong and important place was fubdued without the 
Ioffe of one man, and garrifoned by Prince Ragotzi , to whom the 
King abfelutely refigned the difpofing thereof $ although the be¬ 
fieged wifhed to livealwayes under theSwedifti prote^ion : moft 
of which Garrifon having been in the fervice of the King of Sate - 
den, theElc^ourof Brandenburg, and Prince Radzvill , betaking 
themfelves again to the King*s fervice: others Ragotzi got to his 
fide, beingraifed by him: bur theGovernour and feme others, 
with feme Artillery, were conduced to Stuzana . After which, 
both Armies departed one from another, the King returning 
whence he came; and the Prince eroding Bug , not far from 
Bizefcie , where be a while continued. 

The Polonijh and Lithuanian Armies under Lubermiski , Czar- 
necki* and Safhia , till they were joyned, were chafed by the King 
of Sweden and the Tranfylvanians ; fo that Czarnecki fwiaaming 
over m)fsel yrith ioooo horfe, paffed into gyeat Poland, fummon- 
ing up every where the Pofpolite to make a diver (ion into Romero* 
nia ; whereof 11 Colours appeared (June loth) thereabouts on 
the other fide of Thorne bridge with ufuall bravadoes. The reft 
marching towards Bizefcie with aooo Germans and Poles : but as 
foon as the King drew nigh them, they fled in fuels haftc toward 
Vohmien , that the purfuing parties for 10 miles could not hear of 
them. In the mean time , thc Poles intreating the utfufeovites for 
affiftanceoutof Lithuania, they were flatly denyed, with this re¬ 
proach, Thut thePoks had bafely deceived the great Duke, by 
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carrying ttie Priorifb Crown, which they offered to him, to Vien¬ 
na 3 which affront they would be revenged of: fo that they muff 
not expeft help from them. Ragotzi marched towards Samoife, 
whither Steinbeck with 7000 Brandenlwrgian forces was drawing, 
to vifite the fame ftrong Fortreffc, thereby to eftablifti the Ragot - 
zian line to the very borders of Tranfylvaria, and to ftand firmly 
in Toland. But the King keeping with him a body of 8000 men, 
intended to march into great Poland , to fcatter the forces brought 
thither by Czarneski, and to draw fomewhat nearer to Pomerania's 
borders, to joyn with Wrangle's 6000 men in Pomerania , in cafe the 
Dan e s fhould do their worit: For in or about the fame June, 1 £57, 
the King of Denmark proclaiming War againft Sweden , in Copper 
bagmen , difparcht alfo a Herauld to Stockholm 1, to intimate there the 
War,or to the Swedifh borders to denounce it 3 fetting forth alfo 
a large Declaration of the motives thereof 3 Becaufc the Swedes 
had by fraud and violence taken from him his Archbifhopricks of 
Bremen and Verde* , and his Towns and Territories, plundring him 
oi his moveables, and denying to give him any fatisfa&ion here¬ 
in 5 detaining likewife from him, Irne and Zerne in Norway by 
force, and defrauding him feveral wayes of his Cuftomc and Toll 
in the Ore Sound, and prejudicing him raoft highly in his Prero¬ 
gatives alfo, becaufe the Swedes had taken away from him the 
whole Trading by Set, from Dantzick into Denmark : and inftead 
of making reparation of all thofe, the late appointed Treaty was 
broken oft: the Daniih King protefting againft the Calamities 
which that enfuing War might caufe. 

About the beginning of May , 1^57 , the Venetian Gene- 
ralifiimo Moccerigo, burned 10 Turkish Ships, and i4Saiques>ta« 
king the Tribute of Rhodes to 200000 Crowns: yec lofing 100 
men,and 300 wounded 3 who afterwards joyningwich the Pope’s 
Galleys,and thofe of Malta, they went again to the 'Dardanelles, 
to hinder all Vcftels carrying provifion ro Conftantincple , and re- 
foiving to fight the great Turkifh Fleet, who intended to Rtndci- 
vouz at Scio . 

On the other hand,Monfieur Dureeljtht Swedifh Plenipotentia¬ 
ry, having ufed all means to bring the Dtnifh King to a fair ac¬ 
commodation with the Swedifh, and that proving vain, he left a 
Manifesto at Coppenbaguen, May 13,1*57, containing a {fate of the 
differences betwixt them. The Swedifh Plenipotentiary proteft¬ 
ing, That no occafion had been given on the Swedifh fide, to dif- 
folveand break off that Treaty. 

War being thus begun in good earneft by the Danes , their 
Camp began to match for the Archbifhoprick of Bremen, entring 
therein in June; in order to which, they went to the Elbe, whofe 
high waters, and tempeftuous winds crofted their tranfportation 3 
yec feme of their forces paffing the £lbe above Hamberough,tSntov^ 
the Dominion of Ltnnenburg: in their going over, they gave the 
other (igns, burning pitch’d barrels j whereupon 3000 of the Da- 
nifb Forces were traofported to the High-land, where they took a 
Fort, called the Eoft-Scona, ~ On 
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On the yth day of the tame J une, ihe Swerifb Camp in Liejiand rvy<V 
under Major General Lowen 3 and the Mufcovian Army under the 
Waywoodof plesko»,aLnd the General Szaremietw, had a great to SR" 
fight near the Town ivalke 3 the S wedes having the day, put four 
Companies of Dragoons to the fword which guarded fome pafla- 
ges. On the place of fighting, 1500 common Souidiers were flam, 
befides many eminent ones: the reft being purfued ; many of 
whom wereknockt down by the Peafants among the buihes: they 
took from them 4 Enfigns, ad Cornets, 5 pair of Kettle Drums, 
all their Artillery aad baggage3 Szarensietow the General was ta** 
ken prifoncr,bcing wounded3 alfo their Quarter-mailer General, 

With feven eminent Boyars more from Pleskow , and many others. 

The remnant of the defeated Mufcovites rallying their forces about 
fix miles from Adzell , Count Magnm departed from Riga to the 
SwBdifh Army, (recruited with 800 brave Souidiers lent from 
Prince Adolph out of Prufsia, after the action ) with full intent tp 
encounter them 3 who were before the iyth of the fame again to¬ 
tally rouied and deftroyed ; upon which, thofo of the befieged 
CalUe of AdzeU defpairing of fuccpur, blowing the fame up, ffed 
away 5 the which caufed great perplexity thereabouts, cfpycially 
at Dorpt, which was (aid to expeA no Other but the fame deftinyl 
Then alfo the Cofsacks under Chmielnisky fell injeo Rufsia, making 
great havock there, taking all before them, without reftftanec. 

But the Danes in Bremen having befiegcd Bremerford , the be- 
(iegers approaching to the very Walls 3 and Stade being by; them 
begirt, the King of Sweden made toward them, coming July 10, 
to Stetin in Pomerania j and next 4 «y the PrinccfPalatine of [Sulfzr 
bach his Regiments of horfe and foot, being 5090 choyfemen, 
paffed over the River of Oder,* to Stetin fide. Upon the third.day 
there being a folemn Faft, with prayers throughout all that Land. 

On the 4th day many Standards and Colours,bpth horfe and Dra* 
goons marched thorow that City 3 the King's own.Army of ip 
or iaooo men, with a brave Train of Artillery, befog to follow 
after within few dayes : Which march and Expedition was oqc- 
ly intended againft the King of Denmark. 

! About the fame time, 12000 Polanders invaded that parr of 
Hungvy belonging to Ragotzi Prir.cc of tranfyfaania, bprnicg 
down 3d Villages, giving quarter to none. Then alfo fthaCh^- 
ving, at length, been an agreement of the Imperial Court v*ifo 
Poland, upon fix Articles) the Army appointed by the Kuigof 
Hungary and Bohemia marched for Silefia, and was ad vancing rcH 
awards Cracovia . Three of the Articles being, Thgt betwixt the 
two Crowns,there fiiould be an eternal Fricndfoip and Covenant^ 
offenfive and defend ve. That the King o(,Hungary Bnd Bohemia 
fhould keep on foot for Poland 16000 men, (1 000o i foot*and 4 qpo 
horfe; and a fufficicot Artillery : for which rbc PolUh Kiog .was 
to provide neceftarics 3 provided, that foe King oj Hungary take 
from the Revenues of the Solomon Salt-Mines 5 000a Qilders ,3 bet 
fides which, the King of Poland was copay that prefent mpnefo 
Iiii 2 of 
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of June, 300000 Duckacs in ready momy : that, in that Cove- 
•f Gwl* nant, were toirprchtnded the German and Span/fb Houle* ot Au- 
tm tift. * Jiria, Denmark,Mufamia> and the Tartars 5 as alfo, all fach Eli do- 
WNi rail Princes ot the Empire which were defirous to be received 
into it, chiefly Brandenburgs in cafe he left the S vvedifh party. 

A little alter, the King of Sweden marched from Stetin in Pone- 
rania wim ioooo men again ft the Danifb forces. And the Polo- 
man and viuflrian fercts being muff red, the former were 14000 
ilrong, the latter 20000 5 a party whereof marching againft 
Prince Ragotski's Army, who having layn at PintzaWy were now 
advancing to the Town Opatama: Prince Ragottki then letming 
inclinable to peace, fending an AmbafTadt ur to me King of Po- 
foliciting for it j and proffering, That upon conditions, he 
would quit Poland. Ti e King anfwering, He would fend to the 
King of Hungary with all fpecd concerning it, to hear his good 
intention therein. 

About the fame time, Bremerwerden in Bremen (after thedeceafe 
of the chief Commander) was furrendred to the Danes upon Ar¬ 
ticles. Tnc Leaguer-Sconces a corfiJerable place, being fubdued 
by them alio: The Dane lyirg like wife before Bor oh 1 and keep¬ 
ing Staden blockt up. * * 

In thefatnemonethof July, U57, Venue had bad news,to wit. 
That the Turks having taken the Fort Bofina in Dalmatias pat 
8oe Chriftians to the (word. And 6000 Turks coming nigh to 
SpaUtrOs turned immediately to the pa (Tag* of S. Fraxchois, intend¬ 
ing there to raife Forts : but Pofsidgrio fa Hying out, and figuring 
a while (lootly, at laffdrave them quire away, with the Ufle of 
many great Commanders: who in their retreat went to Salonoy 
lying between Spalairo and Clr/fj, where they were recruited 
with £000 foot, and 4000 horfe. But the Turks under Mfiaim 
BaftaPs Command, hav ing prepared for War a good while, cane 
on Juiy ad, in the night with (forming Ladders, &c. prdfipg on 
the Ctcy of Caodia furtoufly t© fur prize it 5 but 500 of thofe in the 
City crying our, Turkss Turks y the chains were thereupon drawn, 
and the Souldier* and Citizens coming to a Body,tc 11 on the Tarks % 
and drive them out. Alfo ifluing forth, they difordtring the 
Turks, put many of them to the fword 5 who left behind them 
ap Enfigas, and 5 Cornets, which they had put up on the wall \ 
1400 Turks were flain, and a 100 (with a great booty) taken. 

There was alfo a fight toward the latter end of July, on the 
frontiers of Scboneland, between the Danifb forces and the Smedess 
Under the Command of Horns Douglas , and Guftave Oxienftern, rai- 
wd to engage the Dane on the other fide next to Swethland : where¬ 
in the Danes had the ward. 

But ia Bremen, the Danifb Army had almoft no fooner poff fled 
themfelves of divers places there,but they began to be difpofK ffed 
again by the Swedes: fortheSwedifk Armies coming on, made 
(10 the very moncth of July) the Danifb forces to withdraw from 
Staden : time being then to mew whether they would quite forfake 
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it,or keep itonely blockt up: whofem then alfo a parr of their 
forces over the Elbe , to go into Holfatia t and the Swedilh Field- 
Marfhal Wangle (who Commanded in Bremen Dukedocnt) with tq itf/sT 
his forces (oneiy afiillcd with one Regiment of F inlanders t whom CrfVNJ 
he borrowed of the garrifon of Staden) recovered the two Forts 
of Butzfik and Swing*, putting mod of the Danes therein to the. 
fword : whereby he cno uraged, with all fpecd and care pur¬ 
sued the other Danes in mole parts, who were retreating in all 
hade to (hip themfelves out of the Dutchy of Bremen 5 and ov r- 
raking them at thv bank of the River Op, cook mod of them pri- 
foaers; but their Officers being gotten aboard, fet fiyl towards 
Gtuckftad, leaving fome of the imalkr Vtfiels (which (hould have 
cranfported the common fortj a prey to their enemy. But tne 
Danes then held Bremerwerden, and alfo a Fort feated at tne mouth 
of the wefer : but from the Kng ol Sweden's coming thither, unto 
that time, the Danes had led aooo men. Bur at the King's en¬ 
trance into Holbein, he pitched his Camp at three fcveral places, 
and finding the Danes did not dand, but dill retreated, he falling 
on the two Forts Krmcker and Nieftader, which preceded thofe 
parts, prcfently cook them, killing and taking about 500, amoag 
whom was Col. Benefields a Germane. 1 1 the* mean wmlc, aocut 
aooo Danifb horfe lightly arm d> and 800 Dragoons, who were 
quartered hard by, never came on, but recreated in hade and di£- 
order (before the Swedes coming) towards 9 luekfhd . While the 
Sing of Sweden advanced towards Itztbow> mod of the horfe 

galloped into Jutland. 

About the fame time, the Emperonr being deccafcd,there were 
diff rences in Germany about the Vicariac or Vice-gercncy of the 
Empire- which having been transferred in the late Wars there, 
and fince by the Pacification at Munfter fettled on the Houfe of 
Bern Arias that houfe pretended as if it were a Prerogative insepa¬ 
rably annexed and belonging to their Ele&orate: when as tne 
Golden Bull, the fundamental! Sandion of she Empire plainly 
confirmed it to the Houfe Palatine: which was inverted and adu- 
ally poftefted with that dignity, before everrhere were Elcdours 
conftituted in the Empire: and which the Golden Bull of Charts 
the 5th did not bellow on the Elcdours Palatines but oneiy far¬ 
ther ratified the fame unto their Houfe j foiemnly declaring to 
the whole Empire and pollcrity, that it did .belong unco them, 
by reafon of their Hereditary poffeflion of the Principality of 
County Palatine ©f the Rhine.

their ancient Priviledges, rights and immunities. Whereupon J*£*£* 5 
they immediately fuffered him to enter into UMnnjtcr very honou. N 
rabiy: the Garrifon being difpofed under Gen. Remond’s Com- 
mand, he took an Oathot fidelity to the City 5 ("for by a fare 
agreement with the Biihop,the Garrifon was wholly at the Citie’s 
devotion). Tne Biiliop loft 1500 men during the fiege 5 the Citi¬ 
zens not above 30, and about 100 wounded. This was inO&ob. 

1^57. After which, rheStatcsGeneral’sforcesretircd into their 
Garrifons from whence they came. 

But the King of Sweden pafltng out of the Dukedome of Holftein, 
into Jutland, (taking upon the way thofe that were willing into 
his prote&ton, and dealing with others as he faw meet) there was 
great perplexity among the Danes, becaufe of his fo foon coming 
tnithcr, and arriving at %^lborgh, which is but 12 or 14 leagues 
on the other fide of the Sea from Gottenburgb in Sweden ; this was 
in Auguft s about which time* a Danifb Major General having 
caft up a Sconce three leagues from the faid Gottenburgb on an 
Ifland called Tiurbolmen, fortifying the fame with fome Guns,and 
infmour Officers and Souldiers: the Earl Douglas juft then being 
coming thither, 400 of his Souldiers fo faluted them, that they 
prefendy left the fame, leaving behind them a great quantity of 
provifion. Douglas advancing to wennersborg, gathered his Troops 
together, intending to continue his Expedition in Norway ; but he 
was ftayed there-from by a Letter from Vice-Roy Brake, (out of 
Schonen) then Generaliflimo by Land and Sea, that’he fiiould tran- 
fport bimfelfinco Prufsia, to aflift Duke Adolph, and command 
the Army left there. 

The Danes (the while) reinforcing themfelvcs in Scbonen, Vic¬ 
tuals there growing fcant, the Vice-Roy with his 5000 men was 
con ft rained to retire to Helmftadc: the Danes paffing fafely tho- 
row the Wood Hallanfoos into Labolm, gave out, that they were 
8 or 9000 men: wherefore Douglas received another Order from 
Brake, to take 1800 horfe, and Co\.Swynebeadrs foot, and to march 
thither j Steinbeck alfo having a few dayes b cforc come out of 
Prufsia to encounter and endeavour to force them back into their 
own Country. But they having aftaulted Labolm C&ftle in Hol¬ 
land, and being thrice repulfed with the Ioffe of 500 men, re¬ 
treated again into their Country Scboneland, becaufe they heard 
Earl Douglas was toj?yn with the Swcdiftt Army there. 

Czaarneski with his flying Army going into Pomerania, the King 
of Sweden was thereby called away out of Jutland iuhaftc; fo 
that the Ambaffadoursof the States Genetalof the United Pro¬ 
vinces going (after a fumptuous entertainment by the Duke of 
Holftein in the Caftle of Gottorf) Sept. 13. towards Flensbourg, to 
meet with him, 5 he was gone ere they irfere aware: (the King of 
Denmark arriving about the fame time; from Jutland, at Coppenba - 
gueft, having left Fredericks-Ode and Fuenen in a good poftureof 
defence) but the Swedifb King left his affairs in Jutland to be

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whether the Froft held or not. Wherefore the fcoft holding, he rvA^ 
fent the Admiral to Fredericks-Ode , to order thofe Regiments in 
Jutland to draw together thither on the 21 day: After the fend ing I# J61 z. 
lomc to view the Ice beyond Frtdtmks Ode., and nigh Fuenen, and t^VN- 
over again ft the lfland oiBrofoe, (where the Swedifh fet foot, lor 
the better performance of their defign) whole horfes of the third 
patty ient> . (the Ice breaking) were drowned, they with much 
ado faying their lives • and after the Ring’s ordering both Wings, 
and all things accordingly, after fome dffputes, (thisdyfafteral- 
fo happening unto the Swedes, that the two Regiments of waldek 
and Kowngfmark {stick into the Ice3 fo that Col. 'Boreman came 
to no a&ion : and two Companies of wtldek's Regiment were 
drowned* with fome Troopers of Koningfmark and Bore man) the 
SDtfjits were totally routed and put to flight, Col. Jens, a valiant 
and cxpetiencediouldicr, defiring quarter of the Rix-Admiral 5 
thofe that were nor put to the fword, being immediately taken 
prifoners: only fome few retreating upon the Ice, (fome of whom 
were drowned ) (and of all the Dates forces not 200 efcaping) 
were purfued at the heels by fome commanded forces. Where¬ 
upon M. G. Berendts was commanded towards Langland and 
Bwinebwg to encounter 50ohorfe, who were to come from thence 
to affift Col. Jens 5 and CoL Afbenberg had order to go to Middle- 
fort to beat up Col. Bildt with his 600 horfe,but he was retreated 
before to Odenfea. Jens confeficd, That the Dant'» forces confin¬ 
ed in all of' 3000 herfe, befidcs 700 Germans, and 1500 Land- 
forces, whereof all the Soperiour Officers (except one Cape. Ru¬ 
mor, who was killed in the beginning) were taken prifoners ; and 
among thefe chief and publique Officers, were five Senatours 5 as 
alfo L. G.Guldenlem, who all had fled to Odenfea • there were like- 
wife taken in divers places, about 60 pieces of Ordnance* with a 
great quantity of ammunition* and a Magazine well furnilhed: 
and when the King of Sweden hud fent the Rix Admiral to New- 
burg, to feize on four Daniih Men of War there, (a great number 
of fmall Vcffels and Boats being likewife feized on) he prefently 
came unto Odenfea. This Iflaod was taken Jan. 30,1657. 

But in or about O&ober before, the Venetians loft again the Ific 
of Tenedos to the Turks, though not without ruine to the Gocque- 
rour. The Venetian Fleet being gone from the faid Ifland to take 
in frefti water $ the Turk’s Fleet took opportunity to land there a 
great body of men, who prefently fectiag upon the Fort of Tene¬ 
dos by ftorm, were is the firft attempt repulfcd 3 but they prepa- 
paring fora new Gnfct, and being numerous, the Venetian Garri- 
ion working a Mine under theFort, difpofed their powder there¬ 
in with a match fitted to it, and then quitting the place, the Turks 
taking pofieffion thereof) were (Fort and all) blown up into the 
Ayr. The ffenetUn Fleet returning, and perceiving what had 
happened) and the Turks Fleet being at hand, they prepared for 
an encounter 5 which being performed refolutely on both fides, 

(for the Grand Vifier encouraged the Turks, he having come pur-

ro x< 5 5 8 . in the conclufion, the Venetians got a new notable Vi&ory, finking 
16 oi the Turk’s Men of War, with four that came from Tripoli 
to ferve the Grand Seignior; taking alfo ?fonr of their Gal¬ 
leys. 

About the fame time, 1500 Danes made an Incurfion into Bre- 
merwerden, hoping thereby to have relieved Bremerwerden ; but 
tne Swedes rcfolucely playing their parts thereabouts, made good 
the fiege, rendring all the Danes enterpriic fruitlefic, both touch¬ 
ing Bremenrerden , and other places in that Country. J Iggerick 
tiicGovcrnour of Bremerwerden keeping in very clofe,after tbe at* 
rempt made upon the Beklemer Sconce; from whence they were 
repelled by the Swedifh Garrifon, with great Ioffe. 

But while the King of Sweden was thus draggling with the 
Dane, moft inhumane cruelties and pcrfecudoDs werea&ed by the 
Papifts and their party in Pc/a^gainft the Proceflanrs: The fir* 
City which they fee upon being Lefna, whither many Prote- 
Oants had come for fhelter 5 there being three Congregations of 
them, to wit, the Polonian, Bohemian , and German. They intended 
to have pnt all to the fword therein 5 but the Citizens having no¬ 
nce of their coming, left the City and all thek wealth behind 
them, fleeing thorow Woods and boggs into Sib fa. The enemy 
enrnng the City, found none but aged and bed-rid perfoos,whom 
they barbaroufly flew, and after plundring the City, burned it to 
s(hes. In other places alfo they cruelly murdered divers Mini- 
fters, and people of all uges and fexes. 

Before the taking of Fuenen, the Swedifh King being in Pomera- 
nta Jic was inrent upon making new lea vies to oppofc the proceed¬ 
ings of the Poles under Czarneski, who had then removed the War 
out of Poland, to their doors 5 for 4000 Poland Troopers fording 
the River Oder , and plundring Dowen, not far from Stettin, fer it 
on fire. Part of the forces in Holfiein being alfo fent for by the 
King to oppofc the Polanders . 7 

The King of Poland having had a Treaty with the Eledour of 
Brandenburg, it was brought toun iffue; which was, That he 
could be no further prevailed with by the King, chan to (lend 
N eutral betwixt the Poles and Swedes . 

About the rnoneth of December, au Ambafladour coming to 
Confianiinople, from the King of Perfia, with a gallant Train, he 
patently went to his audience; and at the making of his Propo- 
fiuon, he drew out his Shabel, faying, That in cafe the Grand 
Seignior would not re&ore the leffer Babylon, and make fatisfa&ion 
for the Merchants goods which the Turks tobb’d, and the capti- 
vated Perfians , which fduring the Treaty of peace) were carried 
a way into flavery by hisSubjefts; then in his King's Name he de¬ 
clared War. There was no anfwer followed hereupon, but both 
the Ambafladour and the chiefeft of hit Train being caft into pri- 
fon 5 his head wasprefcmly after fevered from his body. So that 
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the Turks being furc of War with the Perfians, there was to be 
but one Camp let out with the Turk’s great Enfign, againft the ^ 3 , 5 ?* 
Venetian Republique: The great Prince being to flay at home to 
fupply rectuits, and to have a watchfull eye upon the Mufcovites, 

\\bj then fpake in Thunder to the Turkish Monarchy by their 
wirliquc threatenings. Before which rime, the ion of the Grand 
Vifier being enraged at the death of his father, (ware. He would 
be revenged on the grand Signiar himfdf, and all that counfelled 
h im to pur his Father to death. Wherefore he riling up in rebel¬ 
lion, and making no (mall diflurbance, fotne adviled, that he 
might be endeavoured to be appealed by favourable promotions; 
but others liked not that, becaufe of giving encouragement to 
others in the like cafe. 

But the jefuits who had been expelled from the City and Ter¬ 
ritories of Venice thefpacc of 50 years, were re-admitted again 
by the Senate’s authority, upon the Pope’s folicitation ; for watch 
he thanked them by his Numio. 

The Polts having taken the City of Conitz from the Swedes, 
the King of Sweden about this time retook it again. 

In the rnoneth of January, the English furprized £00 Spaniards 
in Jamaica lfUnd, who had hid themfeives among the Thickets 
and buflies 3 fome whereof were (lain, feme taken prisoners; and 
fomc other Spaniards fleeing away in a fmall Veflcll towards 
Cuba . 

About February j mangle was appointed Protc&our of the 
Dukedoineof Bremen. 

And about the rnoneth of April, the King of Spain bent his miud 
above all other affairs, upon the atuquing of Portugal ,• which he 
intended tofet upon with an Army in four Bodies. And to this 
end, the Nobility were preparing to attend him. The grand Stan¬ 
dard which ufed to be kept in the City of Soria, being brought 
forth for that Expedition; which was principally undertaken* 
upon a fuppofal (their King being deceafcd) of difeontents and 
divifions in Portugal . 

But L ount (Jitagnus de la Gardie (who governed the Province of 
LiejUnd for the King of Sweden) being defirous to revenge the inva- 
(ion which the Mufcovites had made the year before into that 
Country, caufcd 3 000 men to be drawn out of the Army there; 
and entring into the Mufcovite’s Country, laid,near too Villages 
in a(hes, put 2000 men to the fword, took Befur, a place betwixt 
Dorpt and Plotzko, which was the place of the Magazine for 
Arms and Ammunition, and fet fire on the Town, Whereupon 
the Mufcovites being provoked, a body of them purfued the S we- 
di(h as they were returning with their booty, which being re-in- 
forced by an addition of 2 000 Germans, it came to an Encounter; 
but the Swedes Being ffrengthened by fome forces, fent them by. 
the Governour of Bevell, got the better, forcing the enemy to re¬ 
tire in diforder* leaving 600 men dead on the place, and 400 
uken prifoaers. With the Ioffe of ope Colonel, and about 6.0 
Kkkk 2 horfe, 
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hoct'e to the Swedes. This fell out in April, 1657, About which 
of Ckrift, tioiej toe mouth ot Mount t/Etne. in Sicilie (now called Mut.ottcl) 
to i*s. learned up an unheard of 3 and raoft ftupendieus quantity ot fire* 
^VVi covering theIfland with afbes. 1 * 

But mac which in O&ob. 1*57, made things run to an extre¬ 
mity in Portugal, was the cxccffiveDeraaFds ot the States Gene¬ 
ral of thp United Provinces, by their Conamifiioncrs, from that 
Kingdom: who in theirTreaty at Lisbone, (demanding poffcffion 
ot the Realm of Angola, and the Ifle ct S.7l»mas-, alfo free 
Commerce in and witn Brafile-, fomc millions of money, and 
13000 Chefts of Sugar,-to be delivered in Amsterdam at the King 
ot Tortuga? s charge) fet an end to all hope of any good by tr atinsf: 
For thole particulars being denyed them, a War was begun with 
Portugal , tha Dutch Fleet then lying thereabout ro watch tor the ir 
Bra file Fleet: whole Commiffioncrs returned to make report be to 
their Superiours. 

But Czarttetkt with 8000 Polrfh horfe entring in the famcO&o- 
ber into Pomerania, wafted that pan of it which belonged to the 
Swede 5 and advancing as far as betwixt Stetin and Anklam, they 
dealtmoftbarbaroufly with the Inhabitants: yea they came to 
yitiklamii felf, where they burnt the Horfe-Mills, falloafccond 
time before Stettin, confuroing and burning down all to the 
ground thereabouts) and had not the overflowing of the River 
**** hindred, they would have made a farther fpoyl and pro- 
grefife ? whereupon they returned back again into the Marck : and 
the King of Sweden being then thereabouts, colkaing his forces 
to oppofe them 5 (his men being mightily encouraged by the un- 
expeaed news of the raking Fredericks Ode} they hearing the King 
was dra wing as Array together, went back again over the Oder, 
Czarneskt afterwards returning into Poland. 

About November, the Portugal Forces having rendezvouzed at 
Ftuas, notenely paffed the River of Guadiana ; but coming be- 
tote Moron, after four dayes fiege, conftraincd the Goveraour to 
lurrender it upon Capitulation * which news moved the King of 
Spain, in regard ic was provided with all neccffaries for a long 
liege, and might have held our, till relief had been brought by the 
Duke of San Germauo, the Spanish General. & 

But at Conjtantinople all means was ufed to intercede for the Af- 
ru *t“? r they might be reconciled ro the Crown of Poland ; where 
iikewife wariique preparations both for Sea and Land were then 
cagaly followed. Tneo were the Perfians alfo ftirring again ft the 
i urks 5 wnofe Land-forces were to a & againft them; (if they could 
not either make a ccflation of arms with them, or find out feme 
otter way for accommodation, which they dcfired) wherefore 
they then blockt up Lemnos, which being reduced, their Land- 
torccs might be employed either againft the Perfians,or fomeother 
pans But the Venetian Commander in Lemnos ftoutiy behaving 
hwfclf, repuUed the Turks in 15 aflaulrs: yet the Turks at lift 
raking the faid Ifland of StaHmtne or Lemnos, fent thither a Garri- 
fon ofloooo iben. -- r ^ 
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A little after which, the Adrian Court at Vienna rcfolved to fSA/T 
proclaim the King of Snteden for an open enemy, and to publifh 
open war againft him. Z&fc 

Philip the 4th King of Spain being aged, and almoft beyond ex- 
pe&ation, having a young Prince, his Son and Heir, born unto 
him in November, 1657, Benefircs were qnifcd 10 be made 
throughout all the Spanifb Dominions: all Officers being to per¬ 
form that folemnity in the mod magnificent manner. 

But the Poles continuing their Leaguer before Riga, the Cover- 
gour Helmpeld, Jan. 12.1 $57,aflauked the befiegcr’s well forti¬ 
fied Leaguer with about 6000 men on the other fide of the Buna-, 
and fucccl'sfully fealing it, he took 20 Colours, with all the Ar¬ 
tillery and baggage, and 200 prifoners; among whom were ma¬ 
ny Polifti Lords, and perfens of note; Co X.wigand their Com¬ 
mander was (lain, with divers other Colonels, and 1800 com¬ 
mon Souldiets alfo killed on the place. The Conqucrours finding 
luch ftorcof provifiotts and victuals there, that the Inhabitant* 
of thc*City were two dayes in carrying of it awa^; fo that 
the Pole 9 s Leaguer was Wholly ruined, and thofe of %Jga fet free 
again. 

In or about February after, the Auftrians and Poles going up 
further into the Country tif Prufia , committed great outrages and 
infolencies in the Bifhoprick of LfmUnd. Thiy feized on Newark 
by treachery of a Popilh Bnrgbmaftcr ^and afterwards the Caftle 
Brazian . But thofe of Tboren having sL defigA, faljyed Out upon 
the Piles, killing many, aud taking a number 6f prifoners, with 

4 field-pieces, and much Ammunfridn. V 1 

A little before which tube, afl'the people of J tipples being dif- 
coBtenccd, as not liking the Spadifh Gbverhipenr, ?boo Bandits 
were on fooc in that Kingdom, their Leaders bang of great Fami¬ 
lies : fo that, the Tower of Annunciada was faid to be taken, And 
three garrifons put to the (word. But the Vice-Roy took two Bi- 
ihops which were among the Bandits, as alfo a man difguifed in 
womans cloaths, who privately carrying a Poniard to ftab the 
faid Vice-Roy, intended thereupon to have raifed a Tumult. And 
rhefe Bandits continuing their rebellion ,one Capr. Mattelli abouj 
Jan. meeting with a party of them, purfuedaod took 20 of them, 
cutting off their heads; the reft taking San&uary in a houfe at 
Pazmo, long defended themfelves: but at length they bejng cOn- 
ftrained to yield, were fenr prifoners'to £4/4 Caftle. After which, 
the Vice-Roy fent a Body of forces reward Salerne and La Poville, 
to endeavour the hindering of the Laid Bandits from encreafing 
their Troops that way; for they were grown very infoient and 
audacious, being encouraged by hopes oi fnecour the next Spring 
oxxtoi Frame, 

But the Swedes having taken not onely Puenen, but Latiglaiid,

fprang one of them, Decemb.20, blowing up do yards of the out¬ 
ward wall; which although it would have little advantaged him 
(had the Souldiers continued r do lute) yet the frights of danger* 
and promifed indempairy, made them conftrain the faid Govcr- 
nom tofurcender it, Decemb. the 4th after, (though on honou¬ 
rable terms, and after much Ioffe to the befiegers) That diviffen 
having almoft put an end to the Tradeof Surrat. 

About the latter end of idj7, the Alafcozites remaining about 
Jentma^ which they had befieged from the middle of Febr. before 
with between 5 and dooo men j M.G. Horn, Governourof In- 
germanland, approaching with but 800 men, and four pieces of 
Cannon, took from them the Fort of Kikelwerck^nuing ico Muf- 
covttet to the fword therein: whereupon, the main body drawing 
off from before Jemma, he had opportunity to put Ammunition, 

Viftuals, and freih meninto that Town, without any oppoiition 
of the enemy. 

The Co/atks and Tartan about the fame time made an agree¬ 
ment. Peace alfo between theHoufcs of Ottoman and Aujtriawu 
confirmed • and it was hoped the Cofsatks and Poland would agree 
alfo. And likcwife that a Peace would be made between Poland 
and Sweden; For the Treaty in order to a corapofure went on in 
April, 1658, betwixt their Commiffiooers s thefucccfieof.afair 
concluffon being very probable s which thing not a little alarmed 
thegreat Duke of Mafcoz), who was very a&i veto profecute his 

dengo, fearing thofe two Kings reconciliation might prove pre- 

judiciall to him j who fent anExpreflcto the Polirti King, to de- 
mand an execution of the Treaty heretofore made at Tilm be¬ 
twixt them, particularly that point refpeding the Mufcovite’s el¬ 
deft ion’s fucceffioa to the Crown of Poland : whereby the Polifli 
king apprehending, that the Mwfentite did but feek a pretext for 
War, he therefore ordered one part of his forces to obferve the 
motion of the Mafcovitet. 

But Czarneski, (who was then made Cracetvian Palatine in rhe 
room of Mskomtkj deceafed)was to have his Render veuz Apr. 20, 

at 
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uuJUeyeritz it great Poland with ioooo men, with wr.om tne 
Auftriasi forces joyning, they were to march joyntly into Poma a- 
n:s 9 if Sweden and Poland did not agree. 

On the 19 th day of which moneth, the Dutcheffe of New&urcb 
was delivered of a young Prince, which made the Court re- 
joyce. 

Two or three moneths before this, the Turks were more enra¬ 
ged againft Chriftiatsin the City of Jerufalem, than formerly, 
demanding of them and their Merchants double Cuttome j chreac- 
ning to turn them out, and lead them Captive, if they would not 
pay, and not fuffering any Chriftians to come thither; which 
perplexed the.poorCh rift tans there very much ; the Guardian 
having defired ao moneths time to fend the religious people into 
Christendom to gather Alms. 

But in the fame tnoneth of April, 1^58, 800 foot Souldiers out 
of Polonifh Regiments palling over the River Weyfsel about Di>- 
with intent to take poft in a Sconce not far from the Village 
JLifsavc, and fo to invade the great Wcrder: Prince Aaolfb fum- 
raon in* all the horfe and foot to be had in Elbtng and Hoo ft x would 
forthwith have encountred them : But the Bndg being fomevrhac 
damnified by the high water,hc was hindered; fo that the enemy 
had time to iortifie themfelves with fotre Ptiifadoes: but as 
feon as the Swedifli got ever,they advanced before the faid Sconce 
of Lifsaw, which the Polifh (though they made ftrongoppofirioo, 
alter L. Col. plow theGoyernour was killed, his forces that enrred 
therein 126 files,befog dirainifhed to v #5, and all provificn cut eff 
from the other fide) within few dayes were forced to furrender ir, 
Apr. 21, upon diferetion, with all the Men, Canons, and Ammu¬ 
nition that was lefr. S aphid was coming to relieve the fame, but 
hearing it was yielded, he recreated ba A again. 

UK ay 4th after, 1*58, the French, with ibme Englift affifting 
them, nad a defeat in attempting to furprize Oftend in Flanders, 
by a Plot laid with two Burgomatiers, and fome others within the 
Town, one Spindeler , a Colonel,bahifhed formerly out of Flanders , 
being to be a chief a&or in the bufinefie, who was indeed their 
betrayer. The time being come, and all figns of a furrender gi¬ 
ven, the Governour being pretended to be {lain. Sec. between 
•9 and 10 in the morning,the new Tideferving, Marihal ‘D’Aumor.t 
going in, in Vcflels, with between 6 and 700 men, the fmall fhot 
and great guns alfo now firing apace, they were conftrained to 
yield tnemfelves prifoners; fome, endeavouring to run afboar on 
the Contribution fide, being killed by the herfe there on purpofe 
placed. Of theEngliih that went to ayd the Marfhal in his land¬ 
ing, were taken prifoners no men; of the Sea-men that went 
aihoar there being but four wanting. 

A li ttle before the fame time, the King of Sweden fummening 
an Aflembly of all the Provincial! Governcurs of Sweden, with 
moftofthe Bifhops, and a Deputy from each City to Gotte/ilurgb> 
Rofenbmn (they being met) Commander of Stockholm , opened the 

Afiembly 
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Afiembly with to elegant Oration, bring followed therein by the rw 
other Deputies, congratulating thcKing touching the prosperous, 
fucce fie of his Arms: and before May J17, we find him gone from toujf 
Gattenbvnrgby having obtained of the Effaces of his Realm all that 
he demanded of them* particularly, a Leyte of 14000 men for 
fecuring of Pomerania ; In the mean time, M.G. Jepbfon the Erf- 
glifb Envoy, arrived at Berlin, where was theEk&our of Bran¬ 
denburg his Court, as alfo an Ambafiadour from tbc Lantgraveof 
Hefien: The firft intimating thus much, Thar he who fhquld be 
an enemy to the King oforofa^hould alfo be fo to the Lord Pro¬ 
testor. The others Commiffion fccraing to tend to (he {amccffe&; 
which was,To endeavour ahinderanceof Jealoufie and difference 
(crept in between chefaad King and Ek&our) from breaking out; 
and that a good under (landing and couftant friendship might be 
on both fides preferved. For then in the faid Eledours Domi¬ 
nions, divers Magazines were co be ere&ed, a great quantity ef 
provifion being co be brought together to that efted:; he alfo lea- 
vied great fprees, his defign being not at firft known $ but in Joty 
after, it was apparent. That between the King of Sweden and the 
Elcdour, was.uqthing intended bur open hafhliry; this laft,pmb- 
-lijhiog* Momfegooi the grounds of his proceedings, in keeping 
bis Army together, and, levying more forces, &c. who having 
defired the $ wed ifh King bqth by Writing and Ambafiages/That 
(he pretended Quarreli betwixt the Kiogof Poland and Sweden 
might be by fair means laid afide; proffering on his part all pot 
fible means conducing thereunto: Alfo heeameftly endeavouring 
to procure jufifstisfaaioq from the Pplifh King, who therettpwl 
(hewed himfelf inclinable and dcfiroua of peace, (the Ambafl*- 
dours of the Eicdoral Colledg at Frankford being, at the time of 
his Maxifejh'S publishing, with the Swedifh King, about laying 
afide of Conjroverfies, end obferviog the inftrufqentof Peace, 
and ocher wayes by him ufed: Yet his Ambafiadours were coorfly 
ttfed, contrary to the Laws and Cufioms of Nations, not befog 
admitted to audience, though they had his Letters of Ciedeoce ^ 
but rather were bid to be gone, to his great difgrace; adding 
thereto great threatening** for exccution whertofyan Armyjrhen 
ftopd on hit Frontiers 5 and diet, ualcficGqd turned it away,'he 
tnuft look either for a fudden furprize, or a mod deftrudivebo- 
ftile march through the Empire and bis Territories. The (aid 
Duke of Brandenburg therein alfo ebatgfog ftridly all hif $tib« 
jejftsto quit their warlique Tcrvicc Gur cjrhc Empires aod toi l**: 
ram either to^heir own hoores,or cocuetq him or his w Arjxiy watbi 
out delay, upop farfeicure of all that ever they bad, whethet 
moveables or untnovcablcs. 

Rut before thjs time itwas perceived by pciidcnc men, that the 
Idajhrians ufed all mannergf proniifes^od (hifrs to theKtngof Fbo 
bandy to comfnue the divifipo between Sweden and Poland, dbing 
what they could to obftrud the mediation of France for an accooH 
foqdrifoo; whcKapongaft rithePolifoEftitcSiChkliy the Ptbf-

But the great Prince of Turkey proffering to the Cham of Tar- 
tdjjy Trdrjfylvdnidy if he could win it> he relolved to that end to 
joyn his forces with the Turks j bu$»jfwfrty General of the Cof- 
facks, requeuing him to ayd him againft the Coflacks fiding with 
the Mufcevites ; he ordered Kddrdtb Beg his Kinfman to march to 
Ukrdin with aoooo Tartars * with whom Wyhefsky joyning with 
20000 Coflacks, they fhould go againft thofe in the Mulcovite’s 
fervice. But being come over BoriflkeHeSy the Coflacks under the 
Mufcovites fcnt them Commiflioners j perfwading them that 
through great feantnefle of provifion and iprrage, they were for¬ 
ced to ft par ate from the Tartars,and to encamp thcmfelvcs apart* 
they diflcoabliagiy treating with the Tartars; thefe two parties 
of Coflacks uniting, fell on the Tartars Camp, flaying 15000 of 
them, among whom Kodratb Beg was one. And then invading 
Nsbditfb Tdrtdrjy they made ail havock they could, aad were like 
fo to proceed. Thus the Coflacks (againft the PoUnders and m- 
btfskfs willj became open enemies to the Tartars; which is not 
eafie to be reconciled with ‘PoUnd tnd its confederates. Neither 
could the Tar tars be taken for trufty friends to Poland, becaufe 
they drove, or are ftill driving, to make peace with the Miifco- 
?ircs, whofe Duke is an Arch-enemy to the Tartars.
